HE Author of the following Dictionary has himſelf de- 

ſeribed it as the Mine from whence he extracted his Hi- 

oC ry of Kent, * and with the ſame Materials deſign' d 

s bave eredted a Statue to the Honour of each County, 
Every one that bas been acquainted with the finiſh'd Work 
— e fo frilful an Artificer will have a Curioſity to ſee his 

firſt Draugbts. And that he might not be defrauded of the Pleaſure 
of comparing the one with the other, wwe have repreſented them in their 
original Imperfections. How great ſoever theſe may be, it ought to be 
objerved in Behalf of them, that this Work ſeems to have been finiſh'd in 7 
the Manner it now appears, before Mrs Camden's Britannia was publiſh'd. 

When the Learned were not yet acquainted with Antoninus's Jtinerary, 

or Peutinger's Tables, and very few Hiſtorians publiſh'd, the Reader 

muſt not be ſurprized 1f be meets with Camudola, and Calena, and ſuch 

hike barbarous Words, from no better Authorities than Polydore Vergil 

and Cooper's Dictionary. I venture to jay that this Work received no 

Improvements from Mr: Cambden's, becauſe J find him never cited in 
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* Mr: Lambarde has left the following Note in the MS, Title of this Dictianary. Of 
this Book you may read in the Preface to Mr: Motton, in the Deſcription of Kent, 
which I wrote 1570. And in the Book which I call the General Index to my Hi- 

«ſtories, you may find what remaineth to be read towards ihe Increaſe of this En- 
-terprize. For this is but a Breviate, for Store, and was meant to be enlarged, as the 
. Perambulation of Kent is, which was (for the moſt Part) drawn out of this, after 

which Sort alſo, the reſt of the Shires might be from hence deſcribed, &c, 
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it. And it is obſervable that the laſt Mark of Time that occurs in it, is 
A: D. 1577. * which is nine Years before the firſt Edition of the Britannia: 
As far as appears therefore, when this Dictionary was grown to near its 
preſent Bulk, Mr*Lambard formed out of it his Perambulation of Kent, 
which was publiſb d : 1576. Ten Years afterwards:1 586. came out the 
Britannia. The Dictionary had probably for ſome Time been laid afide, 
and whatever Lights Mr: Cambden afforded, were now wholly employed 
by Mr? Lambard in improving the Perambulation, already publiſhed. 
Accordingly ten Years afterwards1 596. another Edition of it came out, 
with frequent Mention of that celebrated Antiquary and Hiſtorian. 

Having mention'd thus much in Apology for the Author's Miſtakes, I 
ſhould beſpeak the Reader's Favour in Behalf of the Editor's: Some of © 
which he will be charged with, for too cloſely adhering to the Author's 
Writing, ſome perhaps for not being able to diſcover the true Reading 
of it. To make amends he has procured from the Reverend Mr: Moſes 
Williams, he following Lift of Corrections of the Welſh Names of Places; 
in which Particular, moſt of our printed Hiſtories are too notoriouſly faulty.

But in what Tyme it was given, and by whome, it is ſome Doubt. 
Hector Boetius the Scottiſh Cronicler, and ſome other, geſſe that it 
ſhould be called Ingland of Hengeſt, that is, Hengiſtland, and by Cor- 
ruption Ingland. But the Opinion of the moſt approved Auctors is, 
that Egbert Kinge of Weſt Saxons, when he had obtayned the Monar- 
chye of al Ingland, (which before was devided into ſeven ſeveral King- 
domes,) to thend that the People of one Realme ſhould be called by one 
Name, and that the Glory of the Saxons might be advaunced for the Act 
of their Conqueſt, and the Memory of the vanquiſhed Biytons utterly 
extincted, gave general Commaundment that the hole ſhould be called 
Anglia, and the Inhabitants Ingliſbmen, about the Year of our Lord 801. 
As for the Conjectures that it ſhould be called Anglia, of Angulus, (a 
Corner of the Worlde) or of Angela, a Woman Quene of the Saxons, 
ſence I have not found in any credible Hyſtorien to confirme the ſame, 
I thinke theim unwoorthy recytall. 

Bale, Part 2. Cent. 23. ſaythe, that this Realme was firſt called Sa- 
mothia, of Samothes, &c. 


Beda, Lib. 2. cap. 1. ſaythe, that they weare called Angh, before the 
Comynge of Auguſtine, &c. 


ABINGTON, Abbandune Saxon, & olim Seprham. A great Mar- 
ket Towne in Barkſbyre, which hathe bene amended cheifly by two 
Thinges, the Reſidence of the relligious Parſons, and the Bridges which 
weare buylded over the Water theare, by Comoditie and Eaſe whearof 
Travailors weare entiſed to leave Walling ford their wonted waye, and 
to make Abingdon their thorow fare into the Weſterne Countryes. 
The Abbay was begonne longe ſence by Ciſſa Father to Ina (who our 
unſkilfull Chroniclers call Few) bothe Kinges of Merce, or Midle In- 
glande, which layed the Foundations therof, and endowinge it with a 
ſmal Portion of Land, dyed before he had finiſhed the Worke. Ina 
followed, and thinkinge at the firſt to have plucked it downe, was con- 
tented nevertheleſs at the laſt to finiſhe the Worke, and better the Lyv- 
ings. And herof it cometh to paſs that Polydore aſcribeth the Founda- 
tion of this Houſe to one Man, and Lel. to another, wheare indede nei- 

ther 
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ther of both did all, but eche perfourmed ſomwhat. After this Rothu- 
nus, (who our Books of Law call Ruthynus) the Abbor gave to Kenulph s.. 
Kinge of Mercia 100 Tenementes in the Manor of Sutton, and 120 
Pounds in Money, to have his Houſe exempted from the Charge of 
feaſtinge the Kinge's Gentlemen and Servauntes, and other ſuche Impo- ar 
ſitions as he then found himſelfe greived withal. Then Etheltane, the 931. 
Monarche of al Ingland, gave unto it dyvers Lands in Glouceſter /hyre. 
But before it was longe the Danes began to pull as faſt from it, inſo- 
muche as it lay deſolate by the ſpace of almoſt twenty Years. Edred 094%. 
Kinge of Ingland pityinge this Deſolation, gave it to Ethekoold the Monke, 
(which was after Byſhop of Wincheſter) and al the Poſſeſſions that of 
Right belonged to it, out of his owne Poſſeſſion. This Ethekoold went 
into Fraunce for Monks, (for the Danes had almoſt chaſed theim out of 
al partes of gland) wherwithe he ſtored this Houſe and Glaſſenhurye, 
which, ſayeth Marian, was al the Stoure that then was in Ingland. 
Thus Abindon recovered, and by the Liberalitie of Kinge Canute, ſur- ror. 
mounted her former Glorie. In the Tyme of Milliam the Conquerour, pœya. 
the Monks brought the Water out of the Chanel into their Houſe by a 
Trenche which they made. The ſame Kinge, after that he had won Chro.Lindisf, 
Ely from the Sedicious that kept it againſt him, ſent Egekoyn Byſhop of 
Durham, one of that Faction, Priſonner to this Abbey, wheare he dy- 
ed. Lel ſayth, that the Kinge of auncient Tyme had a Houſe in Aun- Lel. 
derſey alonge the Ryver, and neare to this Houſe. The Abbey was va- 
lued in the Recordes at 1876 Poundes by Yeare. 

Kinge Alfred in his Tyme drave the Danes to a Compoſition, by a 886. 


+ great Battail that he gave theim neare this Towne. 


In the Tyme of Kinge Hen. VI. the Comons tok Armes at this Towne 
againſt the Men of the Churche, which at that Tyme exerciſed great 
Cruelte; but Humfrey Duke of Glouceſter, and then Protectour, appea- 
ſed it wiſelye. 

7 hon Roiſi, a Citizein of London, was in our Tyme verie beneficial E re'atione, 
to Abington; for he both founded the Free Schoole theare, he beſtow- 1563 
ed dyvers Ornaments upon that Corporation, and lefte 1000/. for the 


Relief of the Poore, and Marriages of poore Maydens, theare and at 
London, He died 1563.

It is an Ile in Somerſetſbyre, whearto 
Kinge Alfred fled in the Tyme of the Danyſh Perſequution: Neare to 
this Place his Men overthrew Halden the Dane, and toke from hym his 
Standard, wherin was borne a Raven. TFhon Bayle ſaythe, that Al- 


frede made Donwold, beinge a Cowharde heare, Byſhop of Wyncheſter, 


which had bothe Wyfe and Chyldren. The Ile ſeameth to have taken 
the Name of the Nobles, to whome it was a Succour in that Extremi- 
tie, in Recompence wherof it is to be thought that the ſaid Abbay was 
buylded theare, which was valewed at 290 Poundes yearly.

AunwyKE. Ealnpic, Saxonibus. A Towne and Caſtle in Northum- 
berland; it ſeameth to ſome to have receyved the Name from the Sax- 
ons, of Alne the Tree, and Wick, which in their Speache ſignified a 
Towne: But it is more probable that the Name ſhould be deryved of 
the Ryver running therbye, which is callede Ae, and fo Alnwyc, the 
Towne upon Ale. | | 

Amongeſte other Thinges, it is notable for the Captivitie and Slaugh- 
ter of two Scottiſbe Kinges, Malcolme and William; wherof the firſt lay- 
ed Siege to this Caſtell, and fo preſſed the Defendantes, that he was in 
dayly Expectation to have it rendred. At the laſt there iſſued forthe of 
the Caſtle a Knighte on Horſeback, who havynge certein Keyes at the 
Pointe of his Speare, galoped toward the Kinge's Pavilion; and ever as 
the Souldiors (throughe which he paſſed) wold have forced hym, he 
cryed that he wold yeld the Keyes of the Caſtle to none other then the 
Kinge hymſelf; wherwith they beinge fatisfied, ſuffered hym to paſſe, 
till at the lengthe he came in Sighte of the Kinge, whome as he eſpied, 
he ſpurred his Horſe, and makinge as thoughe he wold have delyvered 
the Keyes into his Hand, he thruſt hym in at the Eye cleane throughe 
the Head, wherof he died imediatly. This Enghſhe Scævola was high- 
ly rewarded by William Rufus then Kinge, whoe cauſed hym ever after 
to be called Perce Eye, of whome thearles of Northumberland are de- 
ſcended, as ſayethe Hector Boetius the Scottiſhe Cronicler. Thother 
was taken Priſonner about this Towne in the Tyme of Henry II. and 
paied for his Raunſome one hundreth thouſand Poundes Stryveling, as 
ſayeth the ſame Cronicler. Gualo beinge Legate from the Pope, oy 
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moned al the Byſhops of Scotland to Aunwyke 1220 Dom. In Tyme Hector. 

of Edw. III. Robert of Scotland beſeiged Aunwyk, but he was repul sed. 1515 
Theare is in thys Towne a ſuppreſſed Monaſterie, ſometyme valewed 

at 189 Poundes yearly. But whoe was the Founder therof I finde not. 

Ed. IV. in the ſecond Yeare of his Reigne recovered this Towne from Hu. 

ſuche as toke part with Hen. VI. and Banburgh Caſtle alſo. 


ALBALAUND, Alba Eccleſia. A Pariſhe in Northumberland, called 
Alba Eccleſia in the Chronicles of Durham, in the Churche wherof the Chron. Du- 
Corps of St. Cuthbert was repoſed, till ſuche tyme as the Countrymen "© 
thearabout ( beinge gathered together from Coquet to Teſe for that 
Purpoſe) had buylded a Chyrche for the fame, in the Place wheare 
Durham now ſtandethe. 


ARUNDELL, Aruntina vallis. A Territorie in Suſſex, fo called of dale. Cent. 
the Water Arunt, that runnethe by the Caſtle of this Name, into the 
Sea. | 

Henry the Firſt toke Robert Earle of Shreuſbury in this Caſtle, Polydorus. 
(wheare he withe divers other conſpyred againſt the Kinge) and ba- 
nyſhed him. In the Tyme of Stephen, Maude the Empreſs landed heare Mar. Pari 
by Sufferaunce of William Daubney, which maried Adelice the Quene, , 7139: 
with whom he had the ſaid Caſtel in Dower; which as fone as Stephen e 
underſtode, he haſted thyther, and beſieged the Caſtle, but beinge by 141. 
the ſecreat Freindes of the Empreſs perſuaded that it was impreigna- C. Le. 
ble, and more for his Gayne to let her iſſue abroade, he rayſed his 
Seige when theare was Hope, that for very Famyne it ſhould have bene 
yelded. 

In this Towne thear was a Colledge, valewed at 168 Poundes by the 
Yeare, and an Almeſhouſe at 23 Poundes. 


APLETREE. Apuldne, Saxon. Limene muþa. A Towne in Kent, 
ſtandinge on the Sea Side, at the Mouthe of Rother, called Lymene in 
the Saxon Chronicles. In the Tyme of King Alured, the Danes, after 894. 
that they had marveilouſly infeſted Fraunce, Normandie, &c. came in- 
to this Realme, and landed at Apultre withe 259 Shyppes, and theare 
buylded a Caſtie. After theym came three other Armyes in ſuche a Hens. tun. 
Moltitude, that Huntingdon ſayethe, they weare not able to marche al :ngd. 
together, but weare enforced to divide theimſelves into ſundry Compa- 
nyes. They remayned heare above thre Years, withe what Terrour to 
the Prince and Torment to the People it may eaſely be conjectured, 
thoughe this his Epitaphe declared it not; Which ſayethe,

AUDENHAM, Ealdenbham. A ſmall Vyllage about 20 Myles Weſt 
from London, the which Fryderic XIII. Abbot of St. Albons, (what 
Tyme the Nobylitie of this Land fled into the Woodes to ſhrowde 
Mat. Paris in theymſelves from the Oppreſſion of the Conquerour) leſſed to the Ab- 
Chron. geen bot of Weſtminſter for 20 Veares, yeldinge yearly five Poundes and four 
Hen III. Boefes, to thintent that the ſaid Abbot ſhould defend the Paſſages 
thearabout from the Spoyle of the ſame Fugitives, which ſo infeſted 
the Country round about, that a Man might not with Safety looke out 
of his Doores. By meane wherof every Man's Houſe was furnyſhed 
like a Forte, with Bowes and Arrowes, Bylles and Clubbes, the Doores 
and Windoes alſo of every Houſe weare lockt and bolted, and the good 
Man, at the cloſinge of the ſame, uſed to ſaye a Benedicite, and the 
Houſhold aunſweared, Dominus; which Cuſtome Matheu Paris ſayethe 
110. was not forgotten in hys Tyme. The ſayed Abbot ſo well lyked this 
Manor, that he could not finde in his Hart to leave the fame holy ar 
thend of his Terme, but kepte to himſelfe Bruteite, (a Wood not farre 
from thence) pretendinge that it was no Parcel of the ſaid Village. 
Wherupon thear grew great Suyte betwene the two Abbayes, but We/t- 

minſter in thend by Favour of the Prince prevayled. 


1266. ALTON, In the Tyme of Hen. III. what Tyme many weare diſheri- 
ted by occaſion of the Barons Warre, one Adam Gurdon (callinge to 
him divers other beinge in the ſame Preſcription,) kepte the Vale be- 
twene this Towne and Farnham, which was then wooddye, and made 

proſp. Aquit. greate Spoyle of ſuche as weare of the Kinge's Devotion. Wherof Ed- 
Mat. Paris. avard the Prince, and after Kinge, havynge Intelligence, and hearinge 
muche prayſe of his Strenghte and Manhoode, was muche moved in 

Deſyre to make Proofe of the ſame. Wherfore gatheringe together a 
convenient Nombre, he came towardes hym, and ſeinge hym willinge 

to joyne, he challenged the ſinguler Combat, wher to that he eaſely 
conſented. After longe Fighte, the Prince havinge fatisfied his hungrye 

Appetite, and findinge that to be trew indede, which he often had heard 

reported, moved hym to yeld to him, promiſinge hym both his Lyfe 

and Landes: He forthwithe throwinge away his Weapon, r 

| umſelfe, 
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himſelfe, with whom the Prince did not only kepe the Promiſe of his 
offred Reſtitution, but alſo uſed him familiarly his whole Life after. 


AnDREDE, Anrhſedd, Bryt. Marveilous. Anvopeverceapene, An- 
dnederleage. A great Wood in Kent, ſome tyme of that Name, al- 
though at this Day, Tyme hathe worne and waſted bothe the one and 


thother. It is verie evident by the Saxon Chronicle, Henry Hunting- Chor. Sax. 


don and Leland, that Ella, the firſt Founder of the South Saxon King- fol. 13. 
dome, after that he had landed withe his three Sonnes at Cymeneſhore, 
(ſo called of Cymen his eldeſt Son) and fought withe the Brytons, (which 
the Cronicle callethe pealar, i. Yel/h, or ſtraunge Men) that they weare 
enforced to flye into this Wood: by meanes wherof he became Maſter of 
the Countrye thearabout, and deſtroyed an auncient Towne called, after 
this Wood, Andredecheſter; wherof the Ruines remayned in Henry Hun- 
tingdon's Tyme, which lyved under Stephan Kinge of this Realme. The 
ſame Auctors report, that the Wood conteyned in Lenght from Eaſt to 
Weſt 120 Miles, and in Breadth 30 Miles. About the Year of our 
Lord 755, S:gbert ſucceeded Cudred his Coſyn in the Kingdome of Welt 755. 


Saxons, which was ſo puffed up withe Pride of his Kingdome ſo migh- Henr. Hun- 


tely enlarged by the proſperous Succeſs of his Predecefſor, that he go- 5%" 
verned without Feare of God or Man, makinge Luſt his Lawe, and 
Violence his Miniſter ; whereupon Cumbra, an Earle and Counſellor, 
at the earneſt Entreaty of the Comons, moved him to Conſideration ; 
whom Sigbert moſt deſpitefully diſdayninge, comaunded to be ſlayne. 
Wherat the Nobles and Comons weare ſoe oftended, that they aflem- 
blinge for the Purpoſe, with one Aſſent diprived him of his kingly Ho- 
nour, and he fearinge worſe fledd into this Wood, whear a poore Hog- 
heard, ſomtyme Servant to Cumbra, found him, and knowinge him to 
have ſlayne his Maſter, ſlewe him alſo without Mercye. It is the ſame

AUNDERSEY. St. Modewen of Ireland, by Ayde of Kinge Alurede, Co. Lixc. 
buylded a Monaſtery at Aunder/ey, about the Year of our Lord 840, It Prof. Aquit. 


Iy.thc within the Ryver of Trent, not farre from Burton. 


Theare was another AUNDERSEY by Abbindon, as may appeare under 
the ſame Title. 


S 2 ALCLUYD, 
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ALcLuyp, Dunbritton, Caſtellum Brytonum. Alvclud, vetus ſcopu- 


lus. A Towne and Caſtle in Scotland, now called Donbreton, which 
reſiſted Julius Agricola the Romane Lieutenant within this Realme. 
About the Yeare 860, O/ſbright Kinge of Ingland (as ſayeth Hector 
Boetius) overthrewe the Scottes in a myghtie Battel, and wan this. 
Towne, and made it the Marche of Ingland and Scotland alonge the 


Ryver Clyte, wherof, it ſeameth, this Towne- toke thold Name; but 


after this Victorye it was called Donbreton. Forthe, or the Scottiſbe 
Sea, was Marche on the Eaſt Side, and Stryvehyn ſtandinge in the 


myddeſt, was comon to all; as by thes Verſes graven in a Stone: 
theare, did ſome tyme appeare. oy 


J am fre Marche, as Paſſengers may ken, 
Comon to Scots, Britons, and Ingliſhmen. 


Within this Towne of Stryvelin, Oſor:2ht had a Coynage, wherof tho 
Name of Sterling, or rather Stryveling, began. He that wrote the 
Continuation of Proſp. Aguit. aſcrybeth this Deſtruction of Alclurd to 
the Danes, Thus muche I thought fit to touche of Alcluyd, partly 
for that it was ſometyme Engliſbe, and partly to informe ſuche as of 
Ignorance aſcribe to Yorke or Aldburghe, whatloever they finde of Al. 
cluyd. See ALDBURGHE before p. 3. 


AxhoLM E. Eaxanholme, inſula nemorgſa, Saxon. An lle in Lin- 
colnſhyre, made by the Circumfluence of Trent and Don, two faire Ry- 
vers, it is in Compaſſe about 20 Myles, wherof the moſt part at thys 
Day belongethe to the Lorde Sheffe:lde, whoe hathe therin a Caſtle cal- 
led Butterwyke., Sence the Diſſolution of thabbay of theare, it 
is notable for no other thinge then the ſaid Houſe. It is likely that 
this Caſtel is in place of the ſame, which Roger Moubray in tyme of 
Hen. II. buylded; what Tyme he toke part with Kinge Henry the Son 
againſt his Father, which was then. aſſayled by the Lincolnſbyre Men, 


and raſed downe to the Grounde. Theare was alſo a Priory called Axi- 


holme, ſometyme valewed at 237 Poundes yearly. 


Aven, or Avox, Avona. Apene. The Name of ſundry Ryvers with- 
in this Realme ; wherof the greateſt runnethe throughe Northampton- 


ſÞyre, wherto it gyveth Name, (beinge corruptly called inſtede of North- 


avonſhyre, as Leland geſſeth,) by Peterbourgh to Lyn, and ſo into the 
Sea, Another ſpringeth in Wiliſbyre not farre from Wulfhal! therl of 
Hartforde's Houſe, and runnynge into Dor/et/hyre joyneth with Stower, 


and 
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and at Twoinhamburne openeth into the Sea. The thyrd Avon waſh-. 
inge upon 8 in Miltes and Bathe, ſlippeth into the Sea at 


Briſtowe. The forthe runnynge by Bongey in Norfolt, mingleth itſelf 
with Yearn, and fo paſſeth into the Sea. The laſt rifeth 


APLEBYE. William Kinge of Scottes, a litle before he was taken G9 Brcxs.] 
Priſonner at Aunwyze, entered Cumberland and Weſimorland, and a- uus.

ASHERUGE. About the Yeare of Chri/t 1257, began thorder of Bon- Ger. Lil cy. 
homes, of thorder of Auguſtine, the which Edmond Erle of Cormeall, 
Son to Richard Kinge of the Romanes, which was Brother to Kinge 
Hen. III. planted in a College which he builte at Aſberuge, not longe 
after the ſame tyme that the Portion of Chri/te's Counterfeit Blood was 
by him brought to the Monaſterye of Hayles, part wherof he gave to 
this Houſe allo. He was Erle of Cornwall. The Place is by Bercham- 


ſtede, wheare he had allo a. goodly Houſe, It was valewed at 416 Pod. lib. 16, 
Poundes yearlye. | 


AYLESBURYE, ſee ELLESBOROWE and E1NSHAM. 


AuKLAnDE. A Caſtle in the Byſhoprik of Durham, ſtandinge on the 


Bank of the Ryver Wandleſs ¶ indugleſſi) builded by Antony Bec Byſhop fe. Gen 
theare in tyme of Edward the Firſt, It remayneth at this Day the 
Byſhop's Houle. . 


Ax DO VER, Andepne. About the 13" Yeare of Kinge Adelred, An- Co. Hu. | 
laf and Seni, the Danes ſo vexed this Realme, that the Kinge by 990. 
thadvice of Siricius tharchebiſhop, condeſcended to yeld theim a yearly 
Tribute, which Money longe after was called Dane geld. Notwith- Hen Hunt: 
ſtandinge they, not thus ſatisfied, continued theyr wonted Spoyles . 
Wherfore Kinge Adeldred, after he had to his great Loſs proved him- 
ſelfe inferior in Fight, aſſayed if he might wynne by faire Intreatie. He 
ſent Meſſengers therfore to theim, and promiſed theim bothe Money 
and Licence to wynter at Hampton, ſo that they wold be quyet. Du- 
ringe this Truce, Adelred ſent for Anlaf to Andoure, which upon Ho- 
ſtage came thyther, and was honourably receyved, and was there by- 
ſhopped, the Kinge beinge his Godfather, which fo laded him with 
princely Benefices, that he promiſed before his Departure that he would 

never. 
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never after moleſt the Realme, which alſo he moſt faythfully per- 
formed. After this alſo Edmund and Canute, (or Knoute) before they 
foughte in Olney, met withe their Armyes at Andover, whear notwith- 
ſtandinge that therle Edr:ic of a traiterous Meanninge ſtepped forth of 
the Batteyl in the myddeſt of the Feight, and cried out that Edmund was 
ſlayne, yet Edmund gat of Canute an honorable Victorye. 


AucusTINEs OK RE, Auzuyrviner ac, Saxon. About the Year of 
Chriſt 600, Auguſtine (falſly called thi ngliſbe Apoſtle) helde a Synode 
in Worceſter/hyre, at a Place therof called Auguſtine's Oke, wherto he 
ſomoned the Brytaine or Welſbe Byſhops, being then ſeven in Nombre, 
pretendinge to make Reformation amongeſt theym, in ſuche Pointes of 
Relligion wherin they diftered from the Romane Faction, as in ſome 
Ceremonyes of Baptiſme, in the Tyme of kepinge Eaſter, &c. But 
they, before they went thyther, conſulted a learned and vertuouſe Man 
of their Countrey, whoe bad theim to follow Auguſtine if they found 
hym a Man of God; if otherwiſe, to contemne hym. And to thend 
that they ſhould not be deſtitute of an aſſured Token to know him by, 
he bad theym mark diligentlye whether he weare humble or proude; 
for if he wear of God, no doubt he was lowlie mynded. Now when 
they came thyther, they found him mounted in great Majeſtie, ſhew- 
inge nothinge leſs then Mekneſs of Spirite ; wherfore they neglected his 
Advice. And he ſeinge he could not prevaile with proud Lookes, braſt 
forthe into furious Woordes, and ſayd they ſhould be compelled with 
Sword to receyve hym their Archebyſhop. And truly he kept Promiſe ; 
for within a Yeare. after twelve hundred of their learned Men of the 
Moneſterye of Baucor weare cruclly flayne by Kinge Erhelfride the Pa- 
gane. If ye ſeke a Conjecture by whoſe Procurment, read Bale in his 
Votaries. The Place is auncyently called Auguſtine's Ake; and theare 


is in Worcefterſhyre a Village yet called Aka in the Recordes, and other- 
wile Rock. 


[Co. Moxu.] ABERGAVENY, of Aber, which fignifieth a Meting of Waters, and 
Proſp. Aquit. Gevenny the Ryver, which thear metech with UF. After that Edward

the Firſt had daunted Llewellhne Prince of Wales, the Wel/hmen, that had 
not yet learned to ſit in Peace, began eftſones to put up the Head, and 
choſe Reſe Madoc their Capitayne, whome Polydore calleth Ameredute. 
But Robert Torbiſhe the Kinges Lieutenant met with theym at Aberge- 
veny, where he flew 4000 of theym, and toke Madoc Priſonnier, which 
was after beheaded at Vor. Some write, that Edward himſelf gave 
this Overthrowe, but Polydor ſayeth he was not theare. Herof I ſup- 

pole 
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poſe grew the Name of Madocꝶ to the Mockerye that is yet uſed in 
Sturbridge Fayre. Like as before tymes the inſolent Pride of the Danes 
which would be Lordes, after their Fall grew to opprobrye, the Name 
Lord Dane ſtill remayninge. This Towne gevethe the Name to the Ba- 
ron ſo called, which hathe the firſt Place of al the Barons in the 
Realme. In tyme of Hen. II. William de Brauſe, under Coulor of A- Mat. Paris. 
mitie, enticed a Nombre of Wel/hmen into this Caſtle, al which he af- 


ter ſlew, in Revenge of the Murder whiche they comitted upon his Un- 
cle on Eaſter Day before. 


ADERSTON. A Towne in Warw:ickſhyre, not farre from Boſwworthe, Polydor. 
wheare Hen. VII. joyned Handes with the Lorde Stanley and his Brother, 
a litle before the Diſcomfiture of Richard the Uſurper. See ATHING- 
TON, p. 19. | 


AELSTREA, or Aelyxheam, Saxon. The Name of the Place wheare sax. Chron. 
Horſus the Brother of Hengiſt was ſlaine about the Yeare 455, which #55: 
ſhould ſeme to have taken the Name of Ella, another of the Saxon Ca- 
pitaynes. And it is not unworthy Note, that the Names of bothe theis 
Brothers, Hengi/t and Horſa, by Interpretation, ſignifie Horſes. The 
one (as I gets) a Horſe of Warre, and thother a labouringe Horſe for 
Journey, or a Hackney, as we now call it. 


ARMAcn. The Archebyſhoppe of Tre/ande's Sea; wherof read in 
my Topographie of [re/ande. 


ADERBURY. In the Tyme of Hen. III. one feigninge himſelf to be knn. 
Chriſt, and for Profe ſhewinge the Printes of Nayles in his Handes and 


Fete, was detected of his Hypocryſie, and hanged at this Place upon 
a Croſſe till he dyed. Grafton & alu, 


Asapne, Eluia ſeu Elgua, Lat. Llanelvyn, Bryt. A Towne and Bi- Bale Cent. 
ſhop's Sea in Wales, ſo named of one A/aphe, Diſciple to Kintigernus, who 
made him his Succeſſor theare in hat Byſhoprike, about the Yeare 590. 
He was the firſt that was anointed Byſhop by the Pope. Gyrald, in his 6yr#d. 
Itinerary calleth it, Paupercula Llanelvei ſis Ecclefia : Howbeit I finde 
It valued in the Recordes at 187 Poundes yearly, which is almoſt forty 
Poundes more than Landaſf is worthe. 


ASHDOUNE. Aepevune, or Aercerdune. A Forreſt in Suſſex, not 
ſo called of Aſhes growinge theare, wherof theare is ſmall Stoare. i 
rather 
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rather it ſemeth to be the ſame that by the Saxon Chronicles toke Name 
of Eſca one of the firſt Saxon Capitaines, and ſo Eſceſdune. Henry 
Huntington, and the Saxon Chronicle, (which I gather out of Leland 
to be a Tranſlation of Marian's Hyſtorie) affirme, that about the Veare 


of our Lorde 648, Kenwalch Kinge of Weſtſex was dryven out of his 


Chron. Sax.

Mat. Paris. 


Country by Penda Kinge of Mer/e, whoſe Suſter he had put awaye, 
and recoveringe the ſame thre Yeares after, he gave to Cuthrede his Co- 
fine (by whoſe Aide he was reſtored) Aeſceſdune, and 300 Londes 
theareto adjoynninge. Not longe after theare was a great Battail 
fought by Kenwalch and Wulf here Penda his Son, in the ſame Place. 


About the Yeare 1017, Edmond (that fought Hand to Hand with 


Knout) diſcomfited the Danes at Aſhedowne. I finde no Perambulation 
hearof, neither do I thinke that theare hathe bene any, bycauſe it was 
wont to be paled as the manor is of al Groundes of Game in that Shyre, 
be they great or ſmall. See Marian; An. 871, for it ſhould ſeme to be 
Aſhe in Hamſhyre, betwene Readinge and Baſinge, for he deryveth it of 
Aſhes, and hathe Mention of Aſcandun, i. Monte Afint in another Place, 
1016 alſo; ſo that this Place muſt be better peruſed. For Ric. Ciren- 
ceſtrenſ. calleth it Eſſeſennan apud Orientales Anglos. Theare is Aſhel- 
doun in Denche Hundreth in Eſſex, and a Trenche of a foughten Field. 


And I find in another, that Edmunde's Victorie was in Eſſex. 


ANANDALE, ſo called of the Ryver Anan. 
ASSANDUNE, ſee EGLESTONE. 


AlL, Alaunus, Flu. The Name of thre ſeveral Waters in Cornwall. 
Loke in CAMBLAN for one of theim. | 


ALLERTON, ALVERTON, Calpen con. A Towne in the Byſhoprike 
of Durham, wheare the Noblemen of the Northe gave Battayl to the 
Scottes, what tyme Kinge Stephan was occupied in the Southe Partes, 
in appeaſinge the ſeditious Attemptes of the Nobilitye moved againſt 
him theare. In which Battayl, after that the Byſhop of Durham had 
exhorted the Souldiours to fighte, the Scottes cryed out Albany, Albany, 
after their maner, as thoughe al had bene theires. But T hengl:/he Soul- 
diers ſent amongeſt theim ſuche Hayle of Shott, that after a whyle they 
turned their Backes, and in fine, theare was ſlayne of theim to the 
Nombre of 11000, and they weare for their Brag of Albany, mocked 
with yry, yry Standand, a Terme of great Reproche in their Speache 
at that Tyme, as Matthew Paris witneſſeth. William Rufus gave this 


Towne 
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Towne to one William then Byſhop of Durham, whearein one William Chron. Du- 
Cumyn, Chaunceilor to the King of Scoztes, and violent Uſurper of that 88 
Sea, afterward buylded a Caſtle, which he gave in Maryage with a 
Kinſman of his to a Nephew of the Earl of Aumarle in Hen. I. Tyme, 

which was after repayred by Hrgh Byſhope theare, which amongeſt 

many Thinges that he compaſled at Richard the Firſt's Handes, what 

Tyme he made his Expedition toward Jeruſalem, obtayned that this Caſtle 

might ſtand notwithſtandinge that Order was taken for the pullinge 

downe of al other which had bene lately buylt in tyme of Cyville 

Warre. But for al that, the Kinge cauſed it to be raſed fone after. At nate, Cent. 
this Day thear remayneth only a ruinous Houſe of the Byſhops, c. 10. 
Edward III. builded a College heare of thorder of Carmelites. 


ANKERWYKE, Anachoreticus Sinus, Lel. A relligious Houſe of Leland. 
Nonnes by Stanes, alonge the Ryver of Thamiſe in Bedjordſhyre, build- 
ed by William and Richard Mountfichet, as Leland affirmethe. It was 
valewed at 32 Poundes yearly. 


AMBERLEY. A Caſtle in £::/ex, which William Reade, ſome tyme Bale, Cent. 
Fellowe of Marton Cullrge ih) Oxj/ord, and afterward Byſhop of Chyce- 
ſter, buylded, ſtandinge upon the Ryver Arunt theare. 


ABERFRAU, A Place in Ang/i/cy, at the Mouthe of the Ryver Frato, f el. 
(for ſo the Name betokenethe) wheare ſtode ſome tyme the Palais of Sad. 
the Princes of North Wales. In Dor/etſhyre thear was a Place ſome 
tyme called Aberfrau, now Pole, and the Mouthe of the Water Þro- 
mouthe, Which Water was aunciently called Fray, or Frau, as by re- 
ſolvinge the Woord, is to be . 


AxM NST TR. Arcanmynydep, Saxon. Nynchard, a valiaunt noble chron. Sax.

A Haven in Fraunce (as I 
geſſe) neare Boloigne, wherin one Peter, the firſt Abbot of St. Augu- 
fline's in Canterbury, beinge ſent Embaſſador into Fraunce, was drown- 
ed; whom the Countrymen buryed in ſome Place therby of no Reputa- 
tion; but when it was knowen to be the Abbot of St. Auguſtine's, he 
was taken up, and buried with muche Solemnitie at Bo/ozgne thear.

St. ALBRIGHTEsS, or HALBRIGHTON. I ſuppoſe it to be the ſame 

Hear. Hunt. that (by Report of H. Huntingdon) was brent by Griſſin Prince of North 
Wales, and Algar thearle of Cheſter, (which beinge attainted of Trea- 

ſon againſt Edward the Confeſſor) fledd to Gr:fin for Succour, and 

Joyninge Powers, they herryed the Marches. He calleth it St. Albrightes. 


I2IT, ALBUM MoNAsTERIUM. Whether it be the ſame that at this Day 
in Wales is called Whitland Abbay, or no, I am doubtfull. But it is 
playn by Mat. Paris, that Kinge Jhon muſtered a huge Army thear to 
ſuppreſs the Welſbmen, which he eaſely perfourmed and in ſhort tyme. 
Sy. Gytald. And I think rather that Vhitland is the ſame that Gyrald. Camb. in his 
Topography calleth Alba Domus, not farr from Carmardin, and was 

valued at 135 Poundes in the Kinge's Bookes.

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Acro BURNELL. Edw. I. in the 20th of his Reigne, ſojourninge [Co. Ser 


heare, made a proffitable Lawe for the Aſſurances of Debtes by Mer- 
chant Statut. 


ATHINGTON, ATHERSTON. I take it to be Atherſton in Warwick- 
ſpyre. There was no one thinge that more kyndled the Diſpleaſure of 
the Nobylytie againſt Edw. II. (which burned al the tyme that he had 
Life) then the Converſation that he had withe Peter Gaveſton and the 
Spenſers : And one the other ſide, I finde not any thinge in the hole 
Hyſtorie of his Lyfe (deſcribed by Syr Thomas Delamore) more deare 
to him, then their Companye. Suche is the Nature of Man, to deſyre 
ardentlye, whatſoever is forbidden ſtreightlye. For the Kinge, not- 
withſtandinge that Peter was baniſhed his Companye, and this Realme 
for his ſake in Edo. I. his Father's Dayes, yet when he went into 
Fraunce after the Deathe of his Father, to marye 1/abel the Frenche 
Kinge's Daughter, he broughte Peter over againe withe him at his Re- 
tourne, which was nothinge els then to goe about with Oyle to quenche 
the Fyre already kyndled: For the Nobles ſo muche ſtomached that 
Man, (in whoſe Life, deſcribed by one that lyved in that Age, non inve- 
mo culpam) that the Kinge was glad (the rather to ſhroude him from 
their Diſpleaſure) firſt to ſend him into Irland to ſerve theare, next 
comitted him to Banburgh Caſtle, as thoughe he had bene offended 
with him; and laſtly delyvered him to the Cuſtodie of Audomar Va- 
lence Earle of Penbrock, takinge of him a corporall Othe to kepe him 
ſafe til ſuche tyme as he could procure the Contentation of his Nobili- 
tye towardes him. But Envie in the Earle overcame his Othe to the 
Kinge, for he caryed him to Athington, a weke Place betwene Oxfcrd 
and Warwyke, wherto (as fone as he had left him) came therle of 


WWarwyke, and takinge him awaye, cut off his Head, as ſhal be hear- 


after ſhewed in CAvERSIICHE. Wherwithe thoughe the Kinge weare 
inwardly wounded, yet was he dryven not only with a forced Pacyence 
to beare it, but alſo to make a Lawe Ne quis occaſtonetur pro morte Pe- 
tri de Gaveſton. Theare was a College. 


AvyRE, f. A Ryver in Vrzſbyre, over which theare was ſome tyme 
a wooden Bridge a little from Pomfret, wheare William Byſhop of Yorke 
D 2 at 
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at his Retorne from Rome, ſeinge the Bridge ſinke, with many of his 
Men that went before him, kneled downe, and prayinge to God ob- 
teyned chat none of theim weare hurte, as Polydore reporteth in his 12 
Booke of Thengh/h Hyſtorie. I tak that which is now called Ferry- 


brigges, and was borne downe withe the great Iſe in the Yeare 1564, 
to be in the ſame Place.

RyTANNIA. Bnycealond, Saxon. Lat. Brytanniæ, quibuſdam. I 
finde amongeſt ſuche as make Conjecture of the Dirivation of this 

orde Brytannia, fixe ſeveral Opinions, howbeit the moſt part of Wri- 
ters allowe of that only, which is comonly bothe knowen and receyved. 
I. Bale and ſome other thinke it might either come of Prutus, whom 
Gildas and Nennius call Bryto, by Alteration of ſome Letters, the Son of 
Licon, Nephew to Noe. 2. Or of Brytona of Crete, one of Dianaes 
Nymphes, which choſe rather to caſt her ſelf into the Sea, then to yeld 


to the diſhoneſt Deſyre of Mines the Kinge. 3. Eliot in his Dictiona- 


ry geſſethe, by occaſion of an auncient Hyſtorye found at Ivy Churche 
by Saleſburye, that it was ſo called corruptly of Prytarma a Greze Word, 
which betokeneth plentie and Aboundance, accordin ge to his former 
Device of Olbion. 4. Some other that thinke al the World barbarous 
on this ſide the Alpes, will have it take that Name à Brutis Moribiis, of 
the rude maner of thinhabitants, of which Mynd is Jdorus Hiſpalen/is, 
and others. 5. Theare want not alſo that (joyninge with Beda) thinke 
it named of Brytaine in Fraunce, by reaſon that our firſt Inhabitantes 
(as they ſay) came thence. But againſt theim I ſet CzJar and Diodo- 
rus Siculus, that affirme, that this Ile was inhabited from the Begin- 
ninge with the natural People of the ſame, which they call Aborigines. 


And it is evident that Brytayne in Fraunce toke the Name of our Heo- 


ple, which weare conveyed thyther by Maximus the Tyrant in ſuche 
1 Nombre, 
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Nombre, as this Realme was therby unfurniſhed of Men fitt for the 
Warres. 6. The laſt and receyved Opinion is, (fave that Polydor ſayeth 
nay) that it was named of Brytus, or Brutus the Troyan, Nephew to 
Eneas, who with the Aide of Corineus ſubdued the Giantes, (of whoſe 
beinge heare there wanteth not ſufficient Teſtimonies at this Day) 
and peopled the Country with his owne Souldiers: as Geffrey of Mon- 
mouthe, Leland, Bale, and almoſt al the reſt, conſent. 

Now as thear is ſome Difference about the Dirivation of the Name, grytanniz, 
ſo is thear alſo Diverſitie of Opinions concerninge the Name it ſelfe. pluraliter, 
For ſome dividinge Brytannias into primam & ſecundam, wil have the Vel. 
firſt to ſignifie Ingland, and the ſecond Scotlande. Others deſtribute 
the Name Brytanniæ into Primam, Secundam, Flaviam, Maximiam, & Sy\. Gyrald, 
Valentiam, wherof this laſt Opinion liketh Leland nothinge at all. And 
not without Cauſe, for it ſemeth more reaſonable, that the two diſtinct 
Kingdomes of Ingland and Srntland ſhonld he eche called by the Name 
of the hole Ile, then that every Part or Province of one Kingdome 
ſhould be ſo termed. The comon Opinion ( excludinge al Divifion 
and Pluralitye in the Name) calleth the hole Ile, conteyning England, 
Wales, and Scotland, by the Name of Brytannia only. 


BuckinGuam. Bucingaham, Saxon. It hath bene of longe tyme Huntingd. 
the cheif 10 of that Shyre, wherto it geveth Name, and ſtandeth Chron. Sax. 
upon the R Is, as ſayeth Huntington; who writeth further, that 9“ 
Edward de on of Alfrede came thyther with his Armie, whear he 
aboade four Nionethes, and made a Trenche on eyther ſide the Water, 
before li deparced thence. And that Turckerel the Earle ſubmitted 
himſeclte w R cheare, and all the Nobles of Bedford/byre and Ham-

ſhyre. I inde allo in Mat. Paris, that in the Tyme of Diviſion be- Mat. Parif, 


twene Kinge Fhon and his Nobles, he ſeiſed this Caitle, and delivered 
it amongeſt otters ro William then Earle of Aumarle, whom. he truſt- 
ed better then the realt. 


BERTHA. Not farr from Perth in Sc-tland ſtode ſome tyme a fa- Hect Boer, 
mous Caſtle called Bertha, but now St. hon 'Towne. Thus muche 
ſhortly of this Towne, leaſt any lightinge upon it in ſome Hyſtorie 
might be deceaved, and i ink it Perith in Cumberland. 


BrRwyYKeE.  Bremenium, or Tugſis, Ptolom. Ordolvirum Hectori Boet. 
Beopnpic, @ Bernicia, Aberwic, Lel. Leland thinketh that it is cor- Leland. 
ruptely called Barwzc inſtede of Aberwic; as if a Man ſhould ſay, the 
Towne at the Mouth of the Ryver, for ſo the Etimologie of the 0 

meaneth, 
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meaneth. It hath bene of very longe tyme under the Realme of Ing- 
land; for Hector ſayeth, that in Fergus Tyme, the firſt Kinge of 
Scottes, (what tyme he devided that Realme into Countries) the Towne 
of Berwyk was very populous, and was, as he calleth it, a Shyredome, 
which the Scottes and Pictes recovered from the Romaynes cominge in 
Aide of the Britons, The Tymes and Cauſes of the Chaunge of Poſ- 
ſeſſion of this Towne from Ingland to Scotland, and from Scotland to 
Ingland, are ſo variably diſcourſed amongeſt Hyſtoriens, as they are 
not in myne Opinion to be reconſiled. I will therfore follow thoſe that 
in myne owne Opinion ſeme to uſe moſt Probabilitie. Edgar a Kinge 
of Scottes gave it to the Biſhop of Durham about the Yeare 1120, which 
Byſhoprick was then within Scotland, as Hector affirmeth. Henry the 
Second gate it by Compoſition, or rather Compulſion, from William 
then Kinge of Scottes, An. 1175, Richard I. toward his Expedition to 
TFeruſalem, delivered it and Rokheſbourgh to the ſaine Wilkam for 10000 
Poundes. Kinge Jon wan it againe from Alexander of Scotland, and 
many other Holdes that weare then in comon Opinion thought impreig- 
nable, whom alſo he called Red Fox (bycauſe he was red Headed) and 
ſaid that he would beate him out of al his Holdes after the ſame Ma- 
ner. But Alexander of Scotland recovered it agayne from Henry III. 
within Age, and exchanged it with hym for Carleil. After his Death 
Edw. I. who in his Epitaph at Weſtminſter is named Scotorum Malleus, 
wan it from Baliol about the Yeare 1296, and cauſed al the Nobles of 
Scotland to do him Homage; the Maner wherof is at large ſer forthe 
by him that continued the Hyſtorie of Proſper. Aquit. Edo. II. his Son, 
whiche incurred the Diſpleaſure of his Nobles, and diſlikinge of the 
Comons for his careles Government, loſt it againe by the Treaſon of 
one Spaldinge an Ingh/hman, whoſe Poſteritie enjoy the Comodytie of 
his Reward, for that Service, to this Day, as Hector Boetius confeſſeth. 
Laſtly, Edw. III. wan it, as it appeareth manyfeſtly by Conſent of al 
Writers. Yet Hector Boetius ſayth, that the Scottes recovered it duringe 
the Tyme of the Impriſonment of David their Kinge, but fearinge that 
they ſhould be conſtreyned to rendre it, thei ſet it on Fyre, and left it 


to Kinge Edu. III. who walled it about. Sence which Tyme it hathe 
not retourned to Scotland.

hathe bene of longe the Biſhop's Sea. It ſtandethe low, encompaſſed 

with Hylles, whereby it is evident that eyther it is removed from the 

Place where it ſtode in Gildas Tyme, or els that the Place which he Gi'das. 
calleth Badonicus Mons was not this Town itſelf, (as Leland and others 
conjecture) but ſome other hyghe Place neare, which is not unlikely. 

For at this Day, within a Myle to it, over a Towne called Batheſton, 
hangeth a highge Hyll, entrenched of auncient tyme, called Banner- 

downe, which is ſo called eyther corruptly for Bathondowne, or els in 
Memorie of the Banners diſplayed theare, Bannerdoune, and ſemethe to 

me bothe upon the Sight of the Place, and Report of ſuche as have 
gathered Cappes full of Mens Tethe in followinge the Plow theare, to 

be the ſame that Gildas and Beda meaneth, though Polydore miſtake it Beda. 
for Blactamore. Geffrey Monmouth and others that follow Fables, Galfrid. 
write, that Kinge Bladud the Inchanter both named the Towne, and © 863. 
deviſed the Bathes, dedicatinge the ſame to the Goddeſs Minerva 863 

Yeares before Chriſt. Some others ſay that David of Wales gave them Bale. 
their Heate. It ſeameth to have bene in the Handes of the Ro- 


maines, for there is no Place that I have ſene that poſſeſſeth Remenantes 


of greater Antiquitie. I meane the old Palaice, and ſondrie Stones of 
Romaine Imagerie fixed in divers Places of the Towne Wall, betwene 

the Southe, Weſte, and Northe Gates. And there want not alſo that Lel. 07 
aſcribe tlie Invention of the Bathes to Julius Cæſqar. The great Over- Malmeſb. 
throw that the Saxons receyved heare, was about 40 Yeares after their 
cominge into Ingland. Howbeit after this the Saxons, notwith- Beda. 
ſtandinge a Truce taken with Arthur, beſeiged Bathe, wherat Arthur Lel. 
takinge juoſt Offence, hanged up their Hoſtages. Kinge Edgar was 
crowned in this Towne about the Yeare 959. Elpheg Archebyſhop of 
Cantuar. buylded the Priory theare 1003. Polydore ſayth, that Offa 
buylded thabbey theare 770. 

William Rufus ſold the Towne of Bathe to Jhon Torres Biſhop of Welles Mt. pati 
for 500 Markes, which tranſlated the Sea from Welles thyther, and ſo Vic Polyd. 
became the firſt Byſhop of Bathe, and buylded the great Churche thear, ***: 
After his Deathe, thear grew Contention betwene Bathe and Welles for 
the Prioritie; but Robert the third Biſhop, after 7% Towers, ended it, 
for he opteyned of the Pope, that the Sea ſhould be in bothe, but the 
Name of Bathe ſhould be preferred in the Title. In the Tyme of the pariſienſ. 
ſame Kinge Rufus, his Nobles beinge muche diſpleaſed with the Tyran- Fohdor. 
nie that he exerciſed, deſtroyed many Townes within the Realme, and 
amongeſt other one Geffrey a Byſhop of Exceſter deſtroyed this. Reg- 
nald the fourth Byſhop in Succeſſion after J hon Towers, buylded an e, 

pit 
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Chron. Wyn- pital called St. Fhon's theare. In the Tyme of Kinge Stephen, the great 
ceicomb.  Churche and the hole Towne were fyred, about the Yeare 1 138. Afﬀ- 
ter this Savaric the fifth Byſhop ſo handeled the Kinge, Rich. I. beinge 
Mat. Parif. Priſoner to themperour, that he toke of the Byſhop this Towne in Ex- 
chaunge for Glaſſenbury Abbey; wherof grew muche Trouble, as un- 
der that Tytle ſhal appeare ſomewhat largely. This Priory was of 
late Yeares made an Abbay, and not longe before the Suppreſſion of the 
ſame, they rayſed a very faire Churche in it, but they weare viſited be- 
fore it was parfeicted. It was valewed at 617 Poundes yearlye, and 
1 the Hoſpital at 22 Poundes, Byſhopricke at 1843 Poundes.

The com- 
a got mon Bathe is ſo muche hoater then the Kinge's Bathe, as the Kinge's 
morye, is hoater then the croſs Bathe, and yet the Heate of bothe is ſufferable. 
They ſpringe upright out of fyne Sand; they be of grene Colour, and 
they purge theimſelves every Noon-tyde and Mydnyght, by the Space 
of 11 Howers together, duringe which tyme no Man entreth into 
theym ; for if he ſhould, the Water will blyſter his Bodie, even as the 


Dew that lyeth upon Rue, if it be gathered in a Morninge.

Theſe Bones were tranſlated from hence into Mercia 
in the 16 Yeare of Edward the Son of Alfrede, 910. In the Year 700, 
Edelred the Son of Penda entred the Poſſeſſion of this Houſe, and was 
buryed thear. It was valued in the Recordes at yearly. 


Bos AN HAM, Bede, now Boſeham. A Village in Suſſex, and a Pre- 
bend of Chycheſter; wherin was a ſmal religious Houſe compaſſed with 
the Sea and Woodes in thoſe Dayes, wherof one Dicul was Head, as 
ſayeth Beda, which profeſſed Chriſtianitie before the cominge of Wil- 


ride into that Country, and yet Wilfride was the firſt that converted 


the South Saxons, under Edilvach their Kinge. Vide Mar. Scot. fol. 60. 


At this Place Harold tooke Boate for his Diſport, and was dryven to 
Pountjou, &c. Anonym. Coventrenſ. 


BRUIDUM. A Monaſterie wherof ther is Mention in the laſt Chap- 
ter of Beda his Hyſtorie. 1 finde not els wheare any Mention of it, I 


feare me therfore the Name be miſwritten, as divers other in Beda 
are. 


BiLLINGHAM. A Towne in the Northe, that Eanred the Father of 
Ethelred builded, and gave, amongeſt ſundrye others, to the Biſhoprike 


of Durham or rather, to ſpeake in the Phraſe of that Age, to St. Cuth- 
bert, about the Yeare 860. 


BRUNBYRY. |Broningfeild, Hectori. Brunford, Chron. Croyland. Brin/- 


burg and Bpunby ms aliis, peendune in Chron. Lindisf. now Bramſbo- 
row (as I geſs) in Glouceſter ſhyre. A Towne which Ethelfleda, Siſter of 


Edward, and Doughter of Ethred Kinge of Mercia builded, ſtandinge 


upon the River of Severn, 913. It is famous amonges Hyſtoriens for a 
Victorie that Adelſtan had theare over Anlaf Kinge of Irland, which 
gatheringe an Army of Scottes and Danes, came againſt Athe//tane with 
615 Shippes, whom Adelſtane metinge at this Place overthrew, ſo that 
he reigned ever after peacebly. Of this Victorie the Saxons made a 
Pamphlet or Ryme, which begynneth Adelyxean cyning, Sc. and is 


to be ſene in Latine alſo, in Henry Huntingdon, begynninge thus: Rex 


Athelftanus Decus Ducum, &c. Hector Boetius beinge ignorant of the 


Ingliſbe Names of Townes, miſnameth it Broningfeild.

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BRI D BURY. A Towne in the North Partes, which one Snaculf the 
Son of one Cykel gave amongeſt other Thinges to the Byſhopricke of 
Durham, about 309 Yeares after the Death of Cutbert. This was after (1-04. Lin- 
Darington (now called Darnton) one of the firſt Donations of that By- 4ist. 
ſhoprike. 


Bux H. An Abbay not farr from Stanford, which Edgar (the great Prof Hunt. 
Founder of religious Houſes, and therby deſervid the Surname of Pius) *** 
buylded 955. It ſeameth that the Byſhops of Dunolme have in Tymes paſt 
had Intereſt in this Place. For in Tyme of Edward the Confeſſor, Egelric 
beinge Byſhop hearof, happened to find Treaſure about Durham, which chron. Lin- 
he ſent to Burghe, and abandoninge his Byſhoprike, went ſhortly after diſt. 
himſelfe. He ſubſtituted his Brother Egeſwyn, and with the Money 
that he found, he built at Burgh bothe Churches and Hyewayes; after- 
ward, in the Conquerour's 'Time he retourned to his Byſhopric, before 
whom he was accuſed for the takinge mm of the ſame Money; and 
beinge apprehended at Burgh, and from thence comitted, he died in 
Priſon, and the Subſtitut his Brother was baniſhed, 1069. In Tyme of parir 
Hen III. one Richard Biſhop of Durham dyed at this Place alſo; wher- 109. 
by it ſeameth to me, that eyther they had to doe withe the Abbay as 
Fellow Founders with other, or els that the Towne of Burgh belonged 
to theym, and that they repayred to ſome their Houſe, theare. Thear 
is alſo a Caſtle in V. 5 of this Name, which William Kinge of 
Scottes toke in Hen. II. Tyme, but he reſtored it er it wear longe. Vide

BysHoPTUN, Biprcopcon. A Village in the Byſhoprike of Dur- Chron. Lin- 
ham, wheare one Roger Conyers, a Nobleman of that Countrie, in dit. 
Tyme of Kinge Szephen reſiſtid one Milliam Cumyn an ambitious Pre- 
late, which ſought by forcible and warlike Meanes to invade the Sea, 
and to have compelled the Monkes of Durham to have elected him 
after Gaufride (which died about the Yeare 1136,) their Byſhop, 
which bycauſe they refuſed to do, he beſeiged, ſacked, and ſpoiled, 
not only thabbey, but the Towne of Durham alſo, withe ſuche Cru- 
eltie and exquiſite Tormortes of Deathe againſt ſuche as reſiſted him, 
as ſcarſely is the like to be found eyther in the Scottes or Danes them- 
ſelves, which have after a moſt barbargus ſort often tymes heryed 
that quarter; howbeit, in thend, he bothe loſt his Deſyre, and was 
compelled by the Nobilitie of the Country 1 for that Purpoſe)

Lydyard, lyinge together in Semer/?tſhyre, to Afſer Byſhop of Schyr- Sg, 9 Et 
burne, now Saliſbury, in exchaunge for the Abbey of Plimten; by theiſe 
Woordes, appearinge in the Chron. of Bathe and Welles.

It is evident by the Conſent of al that write the Actes of the 
laſt Conqueſt, that William of Normandie landinge in Suſſex, eyther at 
Haſtinges or Pemſey, overthrew Harold the Uſurper at a Place not far Vide New- 
from thence, where afterward he buylded a Monaſterie for the Soules gent 
of his ſlayne Freindes and Serviteurs, naminge it of the event Battayl, 
which he dedicated to St. Martin, about the Yeare 1068. It was va- 
lewed at 880 Poundes yearly. It is now of the Poſſeſſion of the Lord 
Vicount Montacute, who ſhewed in the Parliament 1566 a Charter, 
wherby Hen. I. Son to the ſaid William gave to thabbot theare Liber- 
tie of Marke every Sonday, and a Faire for thre Dayes at St. Martin/- 
tyde, deſyringe to have the Market chaunged to ſome workinge Day, 
which he obteyned. This Charter beinge faire ſealed, had the Picture 
of the ſaid Kinge on bothe Sides, firſt in peacelyke Maner, with this 
* Inſcription, Henricus De: Gratia Rex Anglorum; then Armed on the 
| other Side, with theiſe Wordes, Henricus Dei Gratia Rex Normanno- 
rum. The Conqueror endowed this abbay with great Privileges, and 
amongeſt other Thinges with Sanctuary for al Offendours, and that 
thabbot of that Houſe (if he happely lighted upon a Felon that was

Tyme in the Poſſeſſion of the Gentlemen of that Name. It ſeameth 
to have bene before the Conqueſt; for I find that in the Tyme of Con- 
tention betwene William Rufus and his Nobles, one Geffery a Byſhop 
of Exceſter deſtroyed this Caſtle, amongeſt other Harmes that he did 
to the Kinge for his part. But it was re-edified before it was longe, for 
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in the like Quarreil betwene Kinge /n and his Nobles for the Liber- Part. 


ties of Ingland, the moſt part of the Nobilitie aſſembled an Army at 
Barckley, wherof they made the Archebyſhop of Cant. Capitayne, cal- 
ling it the Army of God and his holy Churche, from whence they 


marched towarde Northampton, &c. But the Fame of this Place riſeth Tho. De la

ſtorye, if Polyd. hath not ſene he is to be pardoned; but I ſuſpect he 


diſſembled the Matter, for he called them honeſt Knightes, and yet 
ſticketh not in the end to charge them withe the Slaughter of their 
Sovereigne. The Maner of which was thus. The fornamed Knightes 


had Commiſſion to al Keapers of Caſtles and Priſons within the Realme, 


commandinge them to receive and ſuffer them to departe at their Plca- 
ſures; which ſecret Maner of conveighinge the Body of the Kinge 


was deviſed to hyde him from the Knowledge of his Subjects, to thend 


that there ſhould remayne him no Hope of Delivery. After many re- 
movinges they brought him at laſt to Briſtom, but fearinge the Townes 
Men, they removed in a Night toward Barckley, in which Journey they 
uſed towardes him many villanous Deſpightes, as in makinge him tra- 
vaile on his Fete when they rydd, in deludinge him with theiſe Woordes,

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Fare forth Syr Kinge, and in cuttinge of his Heare to diſguiſe him. 
Whiles they weare at this Place, /abe/ the Quene, whoſe Conſcience ac- 
cuſed her of great Diſloialtye, fearing that if Edw. ſhould eſcape, he 
would revenge himſelfe of her and others the Cauſers of his Calamityes, 
conſulted the Byſhop her Scolemaſter, who communicatinge withe other 
that had deſerved with him, and therfore feared no leſs than he, ſent 
a Lettre to theiſe Commiſſioners ſo doubtfully diſtincted in pointinge, 
that bothe they might be therby encouraged to diſpatche their Lord and 
Kinge, and he, if nede weare, not want a Windowe to convey himſelf 
out of al Suſpicion. His Woordes weare theaſe, Edwardum occidere 
nolite, timere, bonum eſt. The Commiſſioners eaſely eſpied the mean- 
inge, and within a while after rann upon him as he lay in his Bedd, 
and while ſome ſtopped his Mouth with Pillowes, others thruſt a hote 
Spitte through a Horne into his Fondement, and ſo burned him with- 
in the Body, that he died of it, no Signe of Harme appearinge with- 
out.

litha, and committed to her bringinge up his Suſter Ezhelburga, 
whiche ſucceded her, nich Matter hath given occaſion to ſome to 
thinke that Ethelburga was the firſt Abbeſſe. Sone after the Danes 633. 
ſpoiled thabbey, and flew the Abbeſs with al her vieled Virgins about 
the Yeare Fgdar in his Tyme beſtowed it upon F:/fbylda, and en- 
dowed it with 24 Villages. After this, by Meanes of Altrude the 
Quene, the Nonnes wear removed from Barkinge to Horton, wheare 
they continued by the Space of 20 Yeares, and Prieſtes weare thruſt

It was builded by Kinge 7hon, whoſe Mother Aleonor, Wife 
to Hen. II. died at the ſame Place ſone after: It was dedicated withe 
great Solemnitie in the 'Tyme and Preſence of Hen. III. Margaret the 


Wife of Hen. the VI. while her Huſband was in Hold of Edi. IV. 
landed in Ingland; and for more Safety toke Sanctuary at Beudley, 


' Whyther reſorted to her the Duke of Somerſet and others, and made 


the Bargain of the unhappie Field, which they had afterward given 


them by Edw. IV. at Teukeſbury, In Tyme of Henry VII. alſo Peter 


or Perkin Warbec takinge upon him (by the Inſtigation of Quene 
Margaret and others) the Perſonage and Name of Edward the 
Fourthe's Son, beſeiged Excefter; but when the Kinge loked to have 
fought with him, he was fled to Beaudley Sanctuarye, wheare the 
Kinge kept him ſo faſt from flyinge further, that upon Offer of Marcy, 
he _ contented to yeld hym. It was valewed at 326 Poundes 
yearly. 


Bxsrox, Biſdunum Lelando. Beſton Caſtle in Cheſbyre was buylded 
in Tyme of Hen, III. by Randa Earle of Cheſter at his Retourne from 
the

that he undertoke, he levyed a Taſke by the Foote of every Beaſt 112, 


throughoute his Earldome. Of the Situation wherof I have inſerted

BERCKHAMSTED. The firſt Word that I find of Berkhamſeede, is, that 


in tyme of Hen. II. ( notwithſtandinge by the Name it ſeameth to 1123: 


have bene in the Saxoms Tyme) after his Departure from Dunſtaple, 


wheare he had kept his Chritmas, he came to Berkhamſted, wheare 


he was invited by one Ranulphe his Chauncelor, to a Houſe that then 
was about tne Topp of the Hyll, and the Chauncellor being an old 
ſicklye Man in clyminge the Hyll, fell off his Horſe, and died imme- 
diately, which Paris, beinge a Monk of St. Albans, imputeth as a juſt 
Puniſhment for Speache that he even then uſed againſt their Abbey. 


In tyme of the Warres betwene Jhen and his Nobles, he toke this 1216. 


Caſtle, and committed it to one Randall a Germane ; but within a 
Yeare after Fhon's Deathe, Lewis the Frenche beſeiged, and toke it. Profp.

low the Hyſtorie, and balke ye al. In the Yeare 1015. Sueno the 


Dane ſpoyled and brent this Houſe ; but Canut or Cnout his Son made 


thamendes, for he (by the Intreatie of Akoyne Byſhop of Helmam, to 
whome Poly dur imputeth the hole Foundation) made it a Monaſterie,en- 
larged the Potleiions, and made that Trenche for the Bound of their 
Libertye, which is yet to be ſene on New Market Heathe. As for 
the Towne, one Harvey the Keper of the Churche walled it ſomwhat 
after the Conqueſt. This Abbay and ſome other within the Realme 
weare of ſuche and ſo holye Eſtimation, that (as Mathew Paris witneſ- 
ſeth) not only their Churches and Cloiſters, but alſo their hole Buil- 
dinges and Territories, wear ſure Sanctuaries to al Offendours. In tyme 
of Hen. II. Robert therl of Leyceſter, (after the Spoile of his Towne of 
Leiceſter) came from beyonde the Seas withe a Rable of Fleminges 
and Normanes, whome he made to beleve that al was theirs before 
hand, and as he was on his Way, he purpoſed to ſpoile this Towne 
and chabbey; but bycauſe he might come upon them the more un- 
wates, he ſwarved a litle out of the way, as thoughe he ment not to 
come neare theim.

In tyme of Kinge hon, the 
Barones of che Realme aſſemblinge at this Place by pretence of Devo- 
tion, conſpired to enforce the Kinge to ratifie the Charter of the Liber- 
ties of Ingland now called Magna Carta. In the Yeare 1258, under 
Hen.

BAL Doc. A Towne in Hertford/hyre neare London, wheare Quene 
T/abel, Wife to Edw. II. the Earl of Kent his Brother, and Edward (at- 
ter the third of that Name) his Son ſojourned after their Arryvall, and ow. 
wrote trom thence their Letters of Requeſt to the Citizeins of London, Pd. 
for their Aide againſt the Sper/ſers,, which they perfourmed according- 
ly, for they made open Proclamation, that ſuche as were not the 
Quene's Freindes, ſhould depart the Citye immediatly : Then made they 
the Barons, Byſhops, Abbots, and others, to be tworne the Quene's 
Freindes, and Favourers of the Quarreil: And foraſmuche as the Byſhop 


of Excetor either refuſed to doe it, or was ſuſpected to miſlike it, they

BASHENIL. Some Place in the North Partes (if the Copie be not prof. 

III. cauſed the Kinge of Scottes to 13534 
ſojourne for a Seaſon, and then joyned with him againtt his Nobilitie, 
whiche weare in Armes, bycauſe their Kinge had "done Homage for 
Scotland to the ſaid E 8 Wherupon grew hoate Warre, 0 that 


Edw, III. with his Army peirced Scocland, as farre as Elgin in Mur- 
radu. 
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St. BoruLPHEs, now Boſtonſlow. A good Towne in Lincolnſbyre, co- 
monly and corruptlye called Boſton, wheare whiles Men weare occupied 
at a Faire holden in Tyme of Ed. I. one Rob. Chambers and his Com- 
paignions ſet Fyre on ſundry Partes of the ſame ; and when they of the 
Towne leavinge their Bouthes did their beſt to quenche it, he rann up- 
on theim, and killing theim, ſpoiled their Goodes, 1288. Vide Part 2. 
Bale 27. of another Botuſphes within the Juriſdiction of Lincolne 
Towne, &c. 


BeproRDE. Bedanpopda, or Bedanpond, Saxon. Henry Hunting- 
don, in the Deſcription of the Ryver Ouſe, which he callethe U/a, and 
Lel. Jie, ſayethe, that it runneth alonge Bedford the cheif Towne of 
that Shyre. Otherwiſe theare weare leaſt occaſion of Conjecture, that 
the Water ſhould be called Bede, or by ſome ſuche like Name. He 
ſayeth moreover that Ceakoyn and Cutha fought with the Brytons at 
Bedforde, wheare they put theim to Flight, and toke fower of their 
beaſt Townes in that Quarter, Kinge Stephen gave it to Kinge Da- 
vide's Son of Scotland, and bycauſe David toke part with Maude, 
he beiſeged this Caſtle in the Chriſtimas Holydayes, ſayinge that no tyme 


was to be omitted in reſpect of the Enemy, and ſo toke it. In a Parle- 


ment holden at Claringdon in the Reigne of Henry II. amongeſt many 
other Thinges, it was agreed by Conſent of the hole Clergie and Lay- 


tie, that if a Clerk did any cryminal Offence, he ſhould be degraded by 


his Ordinary, and delyvered over to the Lay-Power to be executed at- 
ter the Lawe. Becket Archbiſhop of Canterbury callinge to mynde 
how derogatorie this was to the eccleſiaſtical Member, began to miſ- 
like it, and himſelfe alſo that had conſented to it. And therfore upon 
occaſion that one Phillip Broic a Chanon of Bedforde, was called before 
the Lay-Judge for a Murder wherof he was impeched, and gave not- 
withftandinge very cruel Language to the Juſtice, he fell out with the 
Kinge, and ſo ſtoutly behaved himſelfe in the Quarreil of Holy Churche, 
that he made him hold his Styrrup twiſe in an Afternone, before he 
would be reconſyled. William Beauchampe delyvred this Caſtle to the 


Nobles, what tyme they warred upon Kinge 7hon, whear allo they re- 


ceyved ſecreat Meſſage from the Londoners, for the Delyverie of their 
Cytie, which was after done accordingly ; but hon recovered it from 
theim within a Yeare, and comitted it to the Cuſtodie of one Fulco, or 
Falcaſius, who afterward in Tyme of Hen. III. fo ſpoiled and robbed 
the Partes thearabour, alwayes retyringe himſelfe to the Caſtle with his 
Pray, that Patteſbul, Multun, Braibroc, and other the Kinge's Juſtices 
of Aſſiſe ſittinge at Dunſtaple, amercyed hym in many Fes, 
whic 
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which when he underſtode, he came thyther forthwithe, and followed 
the Juſtices which wear fled for Feare, and toke Henry Braibroke, and 
caſt him in Priſon within this Caſtle. The Kinge ſent to the Caſtle to 
have his Juſtice delivered, but ſuche as Fulco had left therin refuſed to 


doe it without expreſs Commaundment from him. In fine, they weare 


beſeiged, taken, and 24 of theim hanged, and Fulco himſelfe abjured 
the Realme. In Tyme of Hen. VI. at the Tyme of thaſſiſes holden, a 
Staire fell, and ſlewe 18 Perſons in this Towne. 


BrNsIx TON. One of the fower principal Townes that Ceakvin (be- Huntingd. 


fore mentioned in Bedforde) toke, after that he had overthrowen the Bry- 
tons at Bedforde, 567. Whether it be the ſame that is now called Be- 
ninton in Hertfordſhyre, I cannot determyne. Vide Chron. Saxon. Pe- 
trob.

BEANDUNE, now ByNDon, I take it to be the ſame that now is 
called Bindon in Dorſet, wherof thear is at this Day a Vicount. = 


Huntingdon ſayth, that Kingilſus, a Kinge of the Weſt Saxons, which 


Aſſociated in Government his Son Kyche/in, overthrewe the Brytons in 
a Battayl at this Place, and flew 2062 of theim about the Yeare 600. 
Theare hathe bene ſence that tyme a relligious Houſe, valewed at 147 
Poundes yearly. 


BREDENE, BRETHDENE, Huntingtono. A Foreſt in Wilteſhyre, the 
Perambulation wherof, I have readie to be inſerted. Theare is another 
Bredene in Worceterſhyre, wherin Eanulf, Grandfather to Offa, buylded 
a Churche, and another in Leycefter/hyre. By that Deſcription that H. 
Huntington maketh of Bredene, it may eaſely appeare how greatly Poly- 
dor was deceaved in the Limites of that Kingdome, which the Saxons 
called My nenalond, or Menep1ze, and the Latine Writers Mercia, 
for he cometh not near Wilteſbyre; and Huntington ſayeth in two ſeve- 
ral Places, that Breden was in Mercia. Firſt he ſheweth that Tadwyne 
was taken from Breden in Mercia, wheare he was Parſon, and made to 
ſuccede Brithwold tharchebyſhop. And leſt ſome Doubt ſhould be left 
that Breden ſhould be another beſide this Forreſt, he addeth in another 
Place, that it adjoyneth neare to Criclade, and ſheweth, that Erdel- 
weld, the Brother of Edward that ſucceded Alfred in his Kingdome , 
Joyninge with the Army of the Danes againſt his Brother, ſpoiled al 
Bredene, and the Country thearabout. | 


BASsIN GE. 
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BAsIN GE. Bapingum. It is evident by the Deſcription to be the 
ſame that aunciently was called Bange. Wheare Ezdelrede loſt the 
Feild to Haldene and Baſrecg, Kinges, as they called theim, bu rather 
Capteines of the Danes, which afflicted this Land miſerablie, not onl 
in his Reigne, but alfo in the Government of the good Kinge Alfred 


his Brother. Polydor mentioneth that Edward (before remembred in 


Bredene) ſlew Etdekwold his Brother that joyned withe the Danes, in a 
Batteil about this Towne. Theare is of late Yeares a princely Houſe 
erected theare by the Marques of Vincbheſter, and Lord Treaſorer of 
Ingland. | 


BEAMFLETE. In the Tyme of Alfred, one Heſtinge a Dane came in- 
to the Thames with 80 Shippes, and builded in Kent, but he was con- 
tented upon ſuche Offer as Afred made him, to ſweare that he would 
doe him no further Domage. Wherupon Alfred gave him great Pre- 
ſentes, and was Godfather to one of his Children; but Heſtinge, con- 
trarie to his Othe, fortified at this Place. A/jrede in his Abſence fer 
upon it, toke his Wife and Chyldren, and abated, his Woorke to the 
Ground, with the Name and al, I thinke, for I finde not further Men- 
tion of it, onleſs it be myſwritten for Amflete, which cannot well be, 
for that ſhould ſeme by Beda to be on the other ide] the Sea. Lib. 1. 
cap. 33. and ſo farre as I can gather by Huntington, this ſhould be in 


Eſſex. It appeareth by Bale in his Votaries, that theare was an Abbey 


of this Name bylded in Tyme of Edgare. 


BupinGToN, BUNTINGETONE, Floril. A Place upon Severne, wheare 


Heſtinge the Dane buylded a Caſtle in the Tyme of Kinge A/frede, but 
he was beaten from it, and dryven againe into Eſſex. 


BENETUNE, BENSINGTON, Mariano Scoto. It may ſeme bothe by 
the Likeneſs of Name, and the Situation, beinge in the Weſt Parte alſo, 
to be the ſame that is before called Br d But bycauſe I finde 
theim written after two diſtincte Sortes in one Auctor, I give theim ſe- 
veral Places, not prejudicatinge any Man's Opinion, that ſhal notwith- 
ſtandinge confound theim together, It is to be ſene in Huntingdon, that 
Of 2 tought with Kynwlfus Kinge of the Weſt Saxon, and toke a Caſtle 
from him that ſtoade in this Place, about the Yeare 760. 


BzisH am, comonly Poles Belſham. A Place in Eſſex belonginge to 
Poules in London, whearto the Danes, in Tyme of Etheldred Father to 
Edward 
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Edward, (called the Confeſlor) came ſpoylinge the Country before 
theim, as they had done tofore the moſt parte of the Realme beſide. 
Amongeſt other one of great Courage toke the Steple of the Churche, 
(which Huntington ſayethe ſtode in Kinge Stephen's Tyme) and theare 
behaved himſelfe ſo manfully, that he eſcaped their Handes, notwith- 
ſtandinge they put to the Sworde al that ever they could finde. 


BAPHORD, or BARFORDE. A Prebend of the Cloſe of Saliſbury, Bale, Vot. 
wherto the Deane and Chapiter weare comaunded by Pope Aexan-— 
der III. not to admitte one Hughe Hort, whoſe Father had enjoyed the 
ſame before him, leatt it ſhould growe into a Cuſtome: By which Ex- 
ample, and ſuch like, Bale proveth that Preiſtes had Wives and Chyldren 
in thoſe Dayes. 


BrRECNOCK, Aberbothenye, Brytan. The principal Towne of a Shyre | «©: 
in Wales, which toke the Name of a Nobleman called Brachanus, as 
ſayeth Gyrald in his Itinerarye of ales, before which tyme it had the 
Name Aberbotheny, bycauſe the Ryver Hotheny meatethe there with LM. 
Barnard de novo Mercatu was the firſt Norman that had the Govern- 
ment of this Country, conteyninge three Cantredes or Hundrethes. 
This Barnard had a faire Wife, called Neſta, which was greatly in Gyrald. 
Love with a Gentleman whiche haunted her Chamber, which thinge, as 
Barnarde's Sonn eſpied, he lay in awayte for him and beate him; the 
Mother (to make Argument of a Woman's Malice) made haſt to Kinge 
Hen. I. and in his Preſence avowed upon her Conſciens that ſhe con- 
ceyved him by unlawfull Converſation, wherupon the Kinge gave her 
Daughter which remayned (by her owne Confeſſion legitimate) and the 
Honor of Brecnoc, to Miles Fitz-Walter his Conſtable, which was af- p.1y4or, 
ter Earle of Hereford, A little before this Tyme William Rufus gave 
the Welchemen a great Overthrow neare this Towne. 'Thear is a Caſtle 
called Aberhotheny, and theare was ſome tyme an Abbey of Cluniak 
Monkes, that is to ſay without Bootes, of whoſe honeſt Life let Bale in 
his Votaries make Reporte. It was valewed at 113 Poundes yearly, 
Gyratd telleth many great Wonders (if they be true) of a Lake thera- 
bout called Brech. 


BawBuRGn. A Place diſtant thre Miles from Norwiche, wheare ly- 1817. f 
ved once one }/al/lane, a Man of great Continencye, and hathe ſence 
bene ſought to once a Yeare, as Furtherer of Hay and Harveſt, by al 
tne Mowers in that Country. Bale Vor. 
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BATINGTON. Stephan, in the Begynninge of his Reigne, kept his 
Eaſter at London in more ſumptuous and magnificent maner, then had 
bene tofore ſene, notwithſtandinge loe even in the mydſt of this Joli- 
tie it was ſounded througheout the Realme that he was dead. Wherup- 
on occaſion was gyven to many that deſyred a Chaunge, to attempte 
unadviſedly. But Stephen fo prevented al their Purpoſes, that he ſhew- 
ed himſelfe amongeſt to be alyve. And amongelt ſundry ſtronge Places 
taken from ſundrye Men, he wan this from one Robert that held it. 
Some Copies call it Babentun. | 


BrRAMToON, or BRAMPTON, Hen. I. had made a Lawe, that whoſo- 
ever killed his Dere, thoughe it weare in his owne Ground, ſhould loſe 
the Poſſeſſion of the ſame. This Law Stephen at his Coronation, amongeſt 
many other, was contented to repeale, and promiſed the ſame at Ox- 


forde upon his Othe. Notwithſtandinge ſone after (forgetfull of his 


Othe and princely Office) he came to Brampton to hunt, which is not 
farr from Huntingdon, and there withe great Severitie put in Practice 
the former Lawe, to the Diſlikinge of al his Subjectes, and dimi- 


niſhinge of his owne Power, which conſiſteth cheiflye in the Loiaultie 


and good Harte of his lovinge People. 


BERCE WELL. Henry Duke of Normannye, and after the ſeconde of 
that Name, in the Tyme of Warre, and not longe before the Atone- 
ment betwene hym and Stephen, toke from him this Caſtle, Redinge, 
Walling forde, and others, 


BrEGREs, Brigia, Gul. Newbrigenſi. A Caſtle in the Marches of 
Wales, which Hugh Mortymer fenſed and kept againſt Kinge Henry II. 


But he aſſayled, wann, and rafed it to the Grounde. Par!/. 


BRANTFEILD. A ſmall Churche, thadvouſon wherof perteined ſome 
tyme to St. Albons, and was the firſt Churche lyvinge that T homas Becket 
2 This Mat. Paris noteth, that it might appeare how muche 

e was beholdinge to St. A/bons, and I remember it to thend that the 
World mighte weigh his intollerable Inſolence, which beinge advaunced 
from. a Hedge Prieſt to a Head Byſhop, by the Bounty of his Sovereigne, 
ſticked not to leape on his Horſe twiſt in a Daye, whiles one of the 
moſt wiſe, glorious, and triumphant Princes that ever ſtered this co- 
mon Weale, held his Styroppe. The Chauntery of Bercham was / 
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that another of his Lyvinges, wherof theare is Mention allo in the ſame 
Matbeu. 


Box RV. ACaſtle in Suffolke, ſtandinge upon the Water that Lel. Cel. 
calleth von, and therby conjecturethe, that it was ſome tyme named 
Avoney, and but corruptly Bongey. For ey, or ea, ſignifieth an Ile in 
Saxon, and therfore if it be compaſſed for the more part withe the ſaid 
Water, his Conjecture is bothe likely and reaſonable. In Tyme of 
Hen, II. it was poſſeſſed by the Bigottes; for it appeareth by Mat. Paris, 
that Hugh Bygot held it and Fremingham againſt the Kinge, but he en- 
forced him to yeld theim, and to give him 1000 Mercs, and Hoſtages 
for the Kinge's Favour, and his owne Loialtie. There is an Abby alſo 
at 62 Poundes yearly. 


BysHoPscoTE. Kinge Hen. I. beinge preſent at the Dedication of 1116. 


their new Churche at St. Abons, gave theim By/hop/cote his Manor for 
a Commendam. 


BoLsoveRs. Richard I. beinge the good Childe of a good Father, 


of whoſe riſinge, and his Father's goinge downe, a Poet of that Age 1190. 


layed, 
Mira canam, fol occubuit, nox nulla ſequuta et. 


After that he atteyned the Crowne, gave in Mariage to his Brother Paric, 
IJ hon, and after Kinge, the Doughter and Heir of therl of Glouceſter, 
with that Earldome; and for further Augmentation of Honour, the Ca- 
ſtles of Marlbrough, Ludgerſball, Peck, Boleſoveres, Notingham, Lan- 
caſter, the Honour of William Peverel, and al their Appendances, It 
was in Derbyſbyre. | 


BARAMDOUN. A Plaine in Kent, wheare Kinge Jhon muſtered his Paril. 
Army which he had prepared to mete the Frenche Kinge withal, bothe 
by Sea and Land, what tyme the great Sentence of Excommunication 
was pronounced againſt this Realme, by the Pope's Comaundment, 

with Offer of free Pardon of all their Sinnes to the Frenche Kinge, and 
al other that would take Armes, and doe their beſt to depoſe him. 
Which notwithſtandinge daunted not the Courage of Kinge Ihen; but he 
ſhewinge himſelfe nothinge afrayed of the Matter, rigged his Shippes, 
called together his Men of Warre, and found Ln at this pf v0 
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60000 able and armed Men. And whiles he thus awayted the cominge 


of his Enemyes, Pandulphe then Legate, ſent to him two Knightes of 


the Order of Templers, which deſired of him to permitt Pandulph to 
ſpeake with him; the Kinge agreed it. Pandulph cometh over, and faid 
in Some as followeth : Beholae (O Kinge) the Kinge Fraunce is readie 
armed againſt the, not as Enemy to him only, but to God, the Holy Churche, 
the Pope's Holmes, and hole Chriſtendome, neyther comethe he with his 
owne Power alone, but is accompanied with the Conſent of other Princes, 
the Preſence of ſuche Prelates as thou haſt banyſhed, and the aſſured Pro- 
miſe of thine owne Nobilitie, Submit the therfore (while Space is) to 
the Mercy of Mother Churche, and of the Pope's Holynes, leſt if thou abide 
it, thear be no Place of further Favour. The Kinge beinge more di- 
ſtruſtfull of his ſecreat Enemyes within, then fearfull of his knowen Ad- 
verſaries abroade, condiſcended to ſeale that Charter of Submiſſion, which 


they after called the Golden Bull. Wherof Occaſion will be to ſay more 
hearafter. Vide in DALE poſtea. 


BEAvER. After that Kinge Jon had apprehended ſundry of his No- 
bles, (amongeſt which was William Dalbinete Owner of this Caſtle) 
while he ſojourned at Langar, he ſent theim Word that kept it, that 
their Maſter ſhould ſpend him no more Bread, onleſs they did out of 
hand render it. Wherupon they ſent him the Keyes, upon Condition 


that he ſhould fave their Lifes, and intreat their Maſter honourablye. 
It is now the Earle of Rutlande's. 


Binam. A Caſtle in the North Partes, which Kinge Jhon amongeſt 
other Thinges comitted to the Cuſtodie of William Forze Earl of Au- 
marle, havinge wronge the ſame before out of the Handes of other of 
his Nobilitie. But within fower Yeares after Hen. III. his Son ſeiſed the 
reaſt ſodenly; and William fearinge that he would have the like by this 
alſo, furniſhed himſelfe with Men and Munition, and ſpoilinge the De- 


meanes of Bridlington Abbay, and other Townes thearabout, did muche 


Harme in the Countrye. The Crye came to the Kinge's Eares, whiche 
beinge glad to have any Occaſion, would not refuſe this ſo juſt; he 
therfore beſeiged the Caſtle, and ſo ſtraightened the Defendantes, that 


they yelded, and William, by meane of Pandulph the Legate, and Wal- 
ter tharchebyſhop of Yorke, was reconſiled to the Kinge. 


BARNARD CasTLE. Toward thend of Kinge Jbon's Reigne, what 
tyme Lewes of Fraunce moleſted this Realme, Alexander Kinge of Scot- 
land came to Dover, and did to Lewes the Homage that of Right he 


ought. 
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ought to Jlon. And as he paſſed by Caſtle Barnard with his Compa- 
nie, (which Caſtle then ſtode in the Precin& of Halywerkfolk in the 
Cuſtodie of Hugh Baſis!) he ſurveid it about, to eſpie whether it weare 
aſſailable of any Side; and while he was thus occupied, one within diſ- 
charged a Croſs-Bowe, and ſtrake Euſtace Veſey (which had maryed his 
Syſter) on the Forhead with ſuche Might, that he fell dead to the 
Ground. Wherof the Kinge and al his Nobles conceaved great Sor- 
rowe, but wear not able to amend ir. 


BENEFEILD in Northamptonſhyre, within Rokingham Foreſt, as in the 


Perambulation may appeare. Fulco or Falcaſius, (ot whome theare is large

Mention in Bedford) made a Rable of Rackhells out of this Caſtle, Bed. pic 


ford and Windſore, when he ſet forth toward St. Albons, which he ſpoil- 


ed, and threatned to ſet on Fyre alſo, onleſs thabbot would make him 
fortwith the Some of 100 Poundes. Thabbot, after he had uſed a 


longe Sermon to pacifie him, ſeinge he could not prevaile with Woordes, 


at the laſt gave him the Money, and he departed without more Harme, 
Theare 1s at this Day a Chale of that Name. 


BRoMHOLME. A Priorie in Norfolke, wherof I find not the Founder, 
for I take Holme that Cnout founded to be Hulmes Abbey; but Paris re- 
porteth that great Wonders weare wrought theare in Hen. III. Tyme, 
by meane of ſome Portion of Chri/te's verye Croſſe, which he beleaved 
to be theare. But if a Man ſhould beleave theim all that affirmed the 
like, then will he thinke it no Marveil that Chri/t had Helpe to bear 
his Croſſe, for the Partes of his counterfeit Croſſe laicd together (ſayeth 
Eraſmus) would crave the Helpe of his Divinitye to ſuſteine theim, the 
Maſs beinge ſuche, as it farre exceadethe the Abilitie of any natural! 
Creature to ſupport it. 


Bols ARS. Hubert of Borough (a Man of great Auctoritye in H. III. 
Tyme) fearinge the Indignation of his Prince, which he perceaved to 
be kindeled againſt him, toke Sanctuarie in a Chappell thus called, as 
he was on his way toward St. Edmunde's-Bury; wherof Kinge Henry ha- 
vinge Intelligence, ſent one Godfrey Canecumb thyther with zoo Men 
to fetche him to the Tower, charginge him under the Loſſe of his Lite,

to accompliſh it with ſpede. Godfrey came to the Place, and findinge pat 


him for his better Defence holdinge che Croſs in thone Hand, and the 
conſecrated Bread in thother, did notwithſtandinge, violently draw him 
out, and brought him to the Court. The Byſhop of London hearinge 
of that, awaked, came to the Kinge, and threatned to excommunicate 


him 
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him and theim al, onleſs they reſtored him forthwithe. The Kinge 


(that yelded muche to his Clergie) agreed to ſend him againe, but he 

gave in Comaundment to the Shyrifes of Eſſex and Hertford, that they 
ſhould goe to the Place in proper Parſon, and under Paine of Deathe to 

watche him ſo narowlie, that he ſhould neither eſcape, ne receyve 

Meate or Drinke from any Place; which they perfourmed ſo duely, 

that he chooſe rather to ſubmitte himſelf ro the Kinge's Mercye, then 
to prove the Iſſue of ſo vigilante keapinge. The Kinge, after muche 
Intreatie, was contented to promiſe his accuſtomed Favour, but he ſei- 
ſed fower of Huberte's cheif Caſtles (wherupon he had beſtow'd muche 

Treaſure) to quenche the Thyrſt of his Neceſſitie withall. Wherof 
one was called Blancke Caſtle. 


BAMSTEDE in Surrey. The Manor Houſe of the ſame Hubert 
Earle of Kent, at which he died, in the Yeare 1243. He was bothe 
valiant and wiſe, and had many Yeares ſerved the Kinge. Hen. III. 
with ſuche great Policie at home, and Courage abroade, as he exceded 
al other, eyther of the longe or ſhort Robe that lyved in his Age. The 
Cronicles of thoſe Tymes are full of his Praiſe, and for Proofe that 


be was in opinion of the comon Sorte, Pater Patriæ, let the poore 


Smythe be witneſs; which (when Canecumbe had apprehended him at 
Boy/ars) beinge called to ſett a paire of Gyves upon his Legges, aſked 
what he was, and when he underſtoode it to be Hubert Borowe, What 
(quoth he) and ſhal I fetter him that hathe ſoe ofte delyvered this 
Realme from Enemies ? Do with me what ye will, for I will never 
do it. I ſhall have muche occaſion to ſpeake muche of him, and 
therfore I make the ſhorter in this Place. 


Barmsey, Bepmunvarea, Saxon. Be nmundarege. By Interpreta- 


tion Bermundes Ile, ſometyme a relligious Houſe in Southwerke, which a 
Nobleman called Aluyne buylded, and was muche augmented by the 
Liberalitie of the Conquerour and William his Son. Thear was good 
Buildinge before, whiche Leland conjectureth to have bene Alwyne“s 
alſo. In tyme of Hen. III. many of the Nobilitie havinge taken the 
Croſs upon theim, (tor ſo they uſed to be ſigned that wold goe into Pa- 
le/tine to fight againſt the Sarracens ) met at this Houſe to deliberate up- 
on the order of their Journey; and when they had agreed the Day, be- 
hold the Pope and the Kinge joyned to prohibite theim, upon Pretence 


that the Kinge would goe himſelf; which (Mat. Paris ſayth) happened 


to their Good; for the Frenche Kinge beinge theare at the ſame tyme 
receyved muche harme. Thabbay was valued at 474 Poundes yearly. 
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BuGDEN. Robert Groſthead the Byſhop of Lincolne comonly called“ 


Grouthead, a Man of good Learninge, the Age conſydered, died at his 


Manor-Houſe in this Place; he was ſuche an Adverſairie to the unhy- 


lye Procedinges of Pope Innocent IV. that after his Deathe the holy 
Father conſulted to have taken him up, and burned him. Bale in Cent. 
He lyved under Hen. III. 


BECCLESDEN. An Abbey of Ciſtertian Monkes, wheare Hernald de 
Boſco, one of the cheif Juſtices of the Forreſtes, in tyme of Hen. III. 
was buryed. 


Bi.pwas. An Abbey in Shropſhyre, of the fame order. It hap- 
pened the Abbot of this Houſe to be in the Court in Kinge Her. III. his 
tyme, (who exacted fo greivouſly, not only upon the Clergie, but alſo 
upon the Cominaltie of his Realme, that oftentymes they ſaid him nay) 
whome when the Kinge eſpied, he aſked whye they denied him Mo- 


ney, which never aſked but in Neceſſitie, foraſmuche as he was their 


Patrone; thabbot aunſweared him againe, that it was not their part to 
help him with Money, but to aide him with their Prayers, and I (quoth 
the Kinge) would have bothe your Money and Praiers. That is not 
poſſible; (quoth the Abbat) your Majeſtie muſt of force want the one, 
for if you take from us our Money, our Praiers will never do you 
Good. Mat. Paris. It was valewed at three Poundes yearly. 


BLVE. In the 40 Yeare of the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. thear 
was a general Challenge at the Tilte pertourmed in this Place, whear 
Edward the eldeſt Son of the fame Henry (and after Kinge) ware his 
firſt Armour. It was handeled with ſuche earneſt, that many weare 
overthrowen, and fore bruſed, and amongeſt other, Roger Bigod the 
Marſhal receyved ſuche harme, as he never after recovered his Health; 
yet was it not with ſharpe Staves, but with Crownetts, as Mathew Pa- 
71s ſheweth, which calleth it a Torneament, and ſayeth, that the run- 


ng at Random was in thoſe Dayes called the Challenge of the round 
able. 


BrIGENoRTH, Bruga, Burgus, and Berga, Lel. Bpicge. A Mar- 


ket Towne, a Caſtle, and a Colledge in Shrop/hyre, which Leland fayeth Vide Marian. 
was taken by the Danes, and after repayred by Elſleda the Quene, which cot. de Bris. 
deſerved the Surname of Potens ; whearby it is evident, that he toke it 
for the fame that in the Chron, of Yynchelcumb is called Bricge, and in 

Marianus 
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Marianus Scotus alſo. Polydore ſayeth, that Edward II. flyinge the 
Perſecution of his Nobilitye, entred this Caftle, and was found thear, 
and fo brought to Kenelworth'. But Syr Thom. de la More that lyved in 
the tyme, and wrote the Hyſtorie of his Life and Deathe, ſayeth that 


he was found in an Abbay in Wales, in the Dioceſe of Llandaf, call'd 
Nethe, wheare is a Caſtle alſo. 


BopMyN, Boſuenna, Lel. A Towne in Cornwall, which was muche 
amended by Athei/tan (as Lel. ſayeth) after that he had receyved thoſe 
Partes into his Dominion. It had ſometyme in it a Priory of the year- 
ly Valew 270 Poundes. It is at this Day a Market-Towne, a Borough, 
and hathe in it a Free-Scole. Perkyn Warbec rayſed the Comons at this 
Towne, what tyme he came to beſeige Exce/ter. Mat. Weſtminſter 
reporteth, that St. Petroces is at this Towne ; as under the Title of St. 
PERA ſhal hearafter appeare. 


BusrESsHAM MoNTAGUE. Before the Suppreſſion of the Temples, it 
was a Houſe of that Order, and afterward tranſlated by Montague therl of 
Saliſbury to a Houſe of Auguſtine Chanons, and hath ſythence bene 
the Buryal Place of that Name. It is in Barꝶſbyre. and was valued at 
284 Poundes yearly; wherof Lel. ſayeth thus.

BATARSEY, or Patriceaxe. A Place alonge the Thames, neare to 
to London, named of Botes, (as Lel. conjectureth) the removinge Houſe 
of the Byſhoppes of Yorke, provided by Laurent Bouthe, ſometyme By- 
ſhop of that Sea, and left to his Succeſſors to uſe for their Comoditie. 
It was before tyme the S7anleys. 


BacLey. A Wood in Barckſhyre, betwene Oxford and Abington, 
Wlleare (as ſome ſay) the Begynnynges of thabbey of Abingdon weare 
firſt layed, beinge but an Eremitage in Ca his tyme, which toke oc- 
caſion therby to built it at Abindon. 


BucsTon. Within the Pariſh of Bactoell in Derbyſbyre, is a Chap- 
pel (ſomtyme dedicated to St. Anne) in a Place called Bucſſon, wheare 
1s a hoate Bathe, of ſuche like Qualitie as thoſe mentioned in Bathe be. 
Hyther they weare wont to run on Pilgrimage, aſcribinge to St. Anni 


mira- 
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miraculouſly, that Thinge which is in that and ſondrye other Waters 
naturally. If the Preiſtes of Bathe had bene fo wiſe as the Chaplein 
of Bucſton, they had better occaſion miniſtred to have gotten Money 
in hoc genere Aucupii; for the Diverſities of Heates, and Vicinitie of 
Heat and Cold in their Waters, is more neare a Marveil then the only 
Heat of Bucſton, and yet all proceadinge of natural Cauſes, i. ex Bytu- 
mine, as his ſent that can judge at the firſt cominge may bewray. 


ByNCESTER, Vinnonium Lat. A ſmall Towne neare Auchland, 
knowen by the Bridge over Were, which Lel. taketh to be the ſame that 
Cornel. Tacitus calleth Vinnonium, the rather for that theare are ſene dy- 
vers Romane Antiquities of Coyne and Stone, as are before mentioned 
in ALDBURGH. 


BRIůDLINGTON, Bnillendun, Saxon. A Port Towne, and Monaſterie 
in York/hyre, wherof I find not the Founder; but Lel. ſayeth, that one 
Gualter, the Son of Giſbrigbt of Gaunt, did much beautifie it. Thab- 
bey was valewed at 547 Poundes yearlye. It muſt be of Antiquitye; 
for Achardus a learned Man of this Houſe is numbred amongeſt the 
Writers of Hen, I. his Reigne. Bale Cent. William Newbrig. borne 
theare. Bale. 


BorDESsLEY. An Abbay in Worceſterſhyre, founded in the Yeare 
1136, as I finde in the Chronicles of //ynche/cumb, not ſhewinge at 
whoſe Charge. It was valewed at 388 Poundes yearly. 


BRUERN. A Monaſterye in Oxford/hyre, which I take to be the 
fame that the Chron. of Wynchelcumb calleth in Latine Brueria, and 
ſayeth, that it was founded 1147 in the tyme of Stephen. It was va- 
lewed at 134 Poundes of yearly Rent. 


BARRVN, Bappocepey, Saxon. An lle in /Yales, on the Edge of that 
Sea that mingleth with Severn, not farr from Caerdif, which toke the 
Name of one Barrocus, a holy Man that ſometyme was an Eremite in 


it; of him alſo was a Race of Gentlemen named, that in tyme of 
Hen. II. weare Owners of the ſame Ile, and other Landes thearabour.

Ile in Wales alſo, not muche from Carnarvon, lyinge in the Sea, wheare

mongeſt which, Bale reckonethe Merlin of Caliden to be one, which 
died in the Yeare 570. It is manifeſt that the Ile was named of Bar- 
des, which Name hathe in Proceſs of tyme degenerated from the firſt 
meaninge no leſs than Tyrannus or Sophiſta with the Grecians, beinge 
of themſelves good Woordes, and yet drawen to evel Acceptance by 
deſert of eve] Mens Doinges ; whoe enjoyinge the Names, have not 


practiſed the Thinges, and imbracinge the Place, have rejected the 


Office; for in the Begynninge theiſe Bardes weare ſuche as receyvinge 
Relligion from the Samothites, did, by litle and litle, loſe the Puritie 
of the ſame; and in the tyme of the Romaynes fell in maner to mere 
Gentilitye, (as may ſomwhat apeare in ANGLISEY,) but now lately to 
plaine Minſtrelſye, as to ſinge at the Table Genealogies, and the 


Geſtes of Noblemen. Wherwith the Welchemen of latter Age have 
bene ſo muche delited, as it grew in Manor to a Cuſtome amongeſt 


them, to give frankly their Horſe, or other Appareil about them, to 
any of theiſe that would in Welche Meter comend theim. The Mo- 
naſterie in it was valewed at 46 Poundes yearly. 


BLACKNEY, Nigeria Lel. and Bal. An Abbey in Norfolle, wher- 
of ſometyme Jhon Baconthorpe (or Bacon, as ſome call him) was. A 
Man of excellent Learninge, and therfore extolled by Bale and Pau- 
lus Pauſa the Italian, above al the Monkes that ever weare ſence or 
before his Tyme. He toke his Name (as the Maner of Monkes 


was) of the Towne wherin he was borne, which is in Norfolk alſo, 
and died in tyme of Edw. III. 1346. 


BRIDGEWATER, Gualteri pons Baleo, in Somerſetſhyre. It ſtandethe 


upon the Water Fluel. and is valewed in the Recordes at 120 Poundes 
yearly, | 


BuckFasT. An Abbey in Devonſbyre, upon the Water Derent 
or Dare, whearof was ſometyme Abbot one William Slade, which 
amended it muche bothe in Buyldinge and Lookes. Some call it 


Buckfaſtly. It is valewed in the Recordes at 466 Poundes 
yearlye. 


| BraMnammort. A Plaine in Yorkſhyre, wheare Rauf Rookeby, Shy- 
rif of that Shyre, met Henry Earle of Northumberland (that had 
joyned with the Scortiſhe Power againſt Hen. IV.) and toke him. 
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BAKEWELL, Beavicanpellan, Saxon. Marianus Scotus ſayeth, that 921. | 

ö Edward thelder, after that he had taken from E/fine his Neice al | 

| Mercia, came to Notingham and builded theare, and that from thence 

i he paſſed to this Place, and builded a Towne not farre from it, which 

I take to be Caſtletun. This Towne is by St. Aune of Buckſtons in 
Derbyſhyre. 


BARROWE, æv Bappe, Bed. i. ad nemus. Beanope, in the Saxon ſig- 
nifieth a highe woody Place, which I take to be the ſame, that at this ro 
Day we call Barrow in Lincolnſhyre, which Wulfhere Kinge of Mertia 


gave to Ceadda his Byſhop, together with 50 Houſholdes chearabout to 
buyld an Abbay upon. 


BINHANM. A relligious Houſe in Norfo/ke, that was a Celle to St. 
Albons, wherto the Manor of Binham was gyven about the Yeare 1115. Far 
The Byſhop of Norwiche pretended ſome Title to this Place, and ther- 
fore drave William thabbot of St. Albons to compounde withe him 
about the Yeare 1230. It was valeued in the Recordes at 110 Poundes 
yearly. 


BLAckwaAL. A Place neare London, well knowen to Mariners, 


wheare was taken in tyme of Hen. VIII. a great Whale Fiſhe, and * 
preſented to him at Weſtminſter. | 


BissE, fl. Se TROWBRIDGE for the Water of Biſſe. 


BRACLEV. Latine Filicetum, Lel. Sometyme a famous Towne in 
Northamptonſhyre, as Lel. reporteth. 


„ Bxvsvyarpe. Se RochAL for the Foundation of the Monaſterie at 
Bruſyard in Suffolke, 
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C. 


Name of this Place, callinge it Lucopibia. Leland conjectureth that it 
ſhould be deryved of Lough and Vallis, i. a Valley repleniſhed with Wa- 
ters, which Word is comen in Scotland, as Loughaber, &c. The co- 
mon Opinion (folowinge the Hyſtory of the Brytons) is, that Leil a 
Kinge of Ingland founded it about the ſame tyme that Salomon builded 
the Temple at Feruſalem. From which tyme it ſhould ſeme to have 
bene poſſeſſed of the Brytons, til Suetonius Tranquillus the Romaine war- 
red upon the Scortes in their Behalfe, and then, ſayeth Hector Boctius, 
the Scottes abated it. After this it came to the Handes of the Britons a- 
gaine; for Eg fride of Northumberland gave this Citie, and the Circuit 
of 15 Myles about it, to Cuthbert Byſhop of Lindisfarne, (now called 
the Holy Ile) which erected a Monaſtary of Nonnes theare immediatly 
after. But the barbarous Danes which, infeſted this Realme, like Lo- 
cuſtes of Egipte, ſo herryed this Cytie (for ſo Beda called it) and the 
Country thearabout, that ſome ſay it lay deſolate 200 and odd Yeares, 
others hols 300 ; till William Rufus comynge out of Scotland, and think- 
inge it a mete Place of Defence for that Part, re-edified and walled it, 
makinge therin a Caſtle, wherof ſome part yet ſtandeth; and bycauſe 
he diſtruſted thoſe that dwelled theraboutes, he exchaunged theim for 
other that he brought out of Wales, and ſent theim to their Places. In 
Tyme of Hen. I. by occaſion of thabſence of Ranulphus then Byſhop of 
Durham, (within the Limites of whoſe Dioces it was) it was with- 
drawen from his Juriſdiction, and ſhortly after avaunced by the 


ſame Prince to a Sea of it ſelfe, Athelulph whom Polydor calleth 
Arnulphe) being firſt Byſhop of the ſame. David of Scotland gore this 


Towne from Kinge Stephen of Englande, repaired the Walles, builded 


the Caſtle, and erected twoe Nonries thear. But he delyvered it againe 


to Hen. II. and had Reſtitution of therldome of Huntingdon upon Com- 
poſition betwene theim. Hector the Scottiſhe Chronicler ſayeth that 
Hen. III. loſt it againe, which I thinke not likely, for I finde not in any 
of our owne how the Princes of this Realme came to it after, and I 


doubt 


ARLILE. Caerluel, Bryt. Luguballia, Beda & Lat. Ba- 
ly, a Cytie in Iriſbe and Scottiſbe. Ptolomey miſtakethe the 
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doubt not, but thoughe they would of Parcialitie ſuppreſs the Loſs of it, 

yet for Honoures fake they would remember the Recoverye. And it is 125. 
evident that Edw. I. had it, for in his Tyme the Scottes burned the 
Suburbes, and beſeiged the Towne ſo nye, that one of their Nobilitie 

was catched with an Engine of Iron, and thruſt throughe withe a Pike. 

In the meane tyme another of theim beinge Priſoner in the Towne, ſet ons. 
Fire on the ſame, thinkinge that the Feare of the Fire within, and the . 
Danger of the Enemye abroade, would have dryven the Defendantes 

to yeld it, but they behaved theimſelves ſo well, that they quenched the 

one, and repulſed the other. After this Andrew Barckley, being by the f. 
Favour of Ed. II. made Earle of Carlile, was fo bold as (unwittinge . 
his Maſter) to make a perpetual Peace betwene him and the Kinge of 
Scottes, enforcinge the Nobilitie of that Part to conſent therto by Othe. 

For the which, and other his Miſdemeanors, Anthony Lucy and Hugh 
Louther toke him, and by Order of Lawe degraded, and beheaded him 

within the Towne. After the Comotion of the Northe ſettled, Muſg 5;afor. 
grave, Gilby and others, ſtirred a new Rebellion, and beſeiged this Cy- 185%. 
tie, but they weare repulſed, and not longe after ſome of theim put to 


Death. Enquire of a Place theare called O/d Carleil. 


CokERMOUTH. A Towne and Caſtle in Cumberland, wherto the Hector. Boet: 


Scottes approched, What Tyme they wanne Berwyk from Ric. II. and 
(as Hector their Chronicler ſayeth) they found heare a Chartre of Landes 
from Kinge Athel/tane by theſe Woordes: I Ethelſtane give t Paulan, 
Oddam and Roddam, as good and as faire, as ever mine they weare. 
The Manner of the Phraſe is not unlike the Saxons I confeſſe, but b 

Hector's Leave the Wordes be none of theirs: For that which he ich 
as they ever called ppa, which we at this Day have chaunged into 


ſo, &c, It was gyven to therle of Northumberland in the Tyme of ix Record . 


by the Namwot an Honour. 


CANTERBURY, or Caerlem. Lancpapabinrg, i. Civitas bominum Can Gali 
tie. Durovernum & Darvernum, Ptol. Dorobernia, Bed. Caer Kent, 
Brytan. Galfridus Moniumetenſ. the Tranſlator of the Biyttiſbe Hiſtorie 
layeth, that Rudburdibras, amongeſt other, builded one Cytie called 
Caerlem, now Canterbury, but that Name fone vaniſhed, and the Bi- 
tons knew it by the Name of Cacr Kent, i. Civitas Canciæ, as appear- 
eth by Huntingdon and Florilegus. After this it was knowen to the Ro- Hun'ing, 
maynes by the Name of Durovernum, which Lel. conjectureth to come 12% 
either of the Water Stoure in that Country, or els of Dowre, which in 4 


Welcbe ſignifiech Water, takinge choccaſion of this. Geſſe at the * 
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of Water about it. But lettinge the Name paſſe, I will come to the 
Thinge itſelfe. It hathe bene of verie auncient Tyme not only a Citie, 
but the cheif of all that Part; for it appeareth by Galf. that Vortigern 
havinge his Palaice theare, interteyned Hengiſt and Horſa, which he ſay- 
eth offered their Service, as Men deſtitute of Dwellinge, by occaſion 
that Order had thruſt theim out of their Country, for that it was pe- 
ſtered with People; but the moſt part affirme that he called theim in 
for Aide againſt the Scottes, &c. And Beda ſayeth it was the cheif Cy- 
tie of Kent, and the Seat of Ethelbert the firſt chriſtned Saxon Kinge, 
which receyved Auguſtine ſent from Gregorie the Pope, and gave him a 
great Churche, which the Romaines had ſome tyme builded in the Eaſt 
of this Towne, which he chaunged from prophane Abuſe, and Name, 
callinge it Chriſte's Churche. And whearas the Kinge had a Chappel 
without the Cytie toward St. Martins, wherin uſed his Wife Berta to 
ſacrifice to his Idolles, Auguſtine begged the ſame, purged it from Pa- 
ganiſm, and the Kinge erected theare at his owne Coſt a Houſe of 
Monkes, which he called St. Peter and Paules, but it obteyned after- 
ward his owne Name, and was called St. Auſtines. Edbaldus, Son of 
the ſame Ethelbert, builded a Churche within the Precinct of this Mo- 
naſtery to our Lady; which beinge afterward pulled downe, the Place 
was called Undercroftes. Theodore, one of Auguſtine's Companions, ha- 
vinge Auctoritie from the Pope Vitelianus, founded a Scole of liberal 
Sciences in this Towne, (which was the ſame that Sigbert made a Pa- 
terne to erecte the Univerſitie of Cambrige by) and devided the Pro- 
vince of Canterbury into five Dioceſes. Offa in his Tyme removed the 
Sea from this Towne to Lichefield, as a Place more convenient for the 
cheaf Sea of his Kingdome (for he was of Mercia) but Kenulf his Succeſſor 
reſtoared it. The Towne hath ſuffered much Harme by Fyre; for Ma- 
rianus Scotus ſayeth, that it toke Fyre about the Yeare 754. Bale and 
many. other agre, that about the Yeare Io the Danes did not only 
beſeige, take, and burne this Towne, but alſo put to Deathe E/plege 

their Archebyſhope, refuſinge to ſtraine the Towne for his Raunſome 
above their Abilitye, and flewe of the Monkes and Towneſmen, through- 
out the hole Multitude, the hole nynes, reſervinge on Live the tenthe 
onlye, ſo that they lefte of the Monkes but fower, and of the comon 
People 4800. Whearby (by the way) it may appeare that eyther this 
Cytie was verye populous in thoſe Days, havinge to loſe 43300 Par- 
ſons, or els (which is not unlikely) that the Multitude of the Coun- 
trey thearabout fled thyther for Succour, as to a Place of better De- 
tence. A litle before this tyme they had redeamed Peace at the Danes 


Handes with 3000 Poundes of Money. Thirdly, in Tyme of Hen. II. 
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it was all brent. And now lately, in Tyme of Hen. VIII. it toke Fire in 

ſome parte, and theare weare loſt dyvers good Bookes which a Monke 

of St. Auguſtines had brought from beyond the Seas. Aethelgarus, Biſhop gate, ſed Ho— 

of this Sea about the Yeare 1000, drave out the Monkes, and brought ri. negat. 

into their Houſe ſeculer Preiſtes, as they termed theim, but they found 1 Reg 

Favour to retourne or it weare longe. Not longe after one Euſtachius 

a Nobleman, which had maryed the Kinge's Kinſwoman, came over 

Sea to him, and as he ſojourned at Cu Ry, his Harbinger fell out 

with a Towneſman, wherof grew ſome Murder. Godwyne beinge then 

Earle of Kent, ſoughte to be revenged for it, and therfore raiſed a great 

Army againſt the Kinge, for which he was after baniſhed. In Tyme of bart 

the Conquerour, aa ear and Thomas Norman of Yorke, contended 1972» 

for the Superioritie of their Seas, and the Matter was diſputed at Vind- 

fore before Hugo then Pope Alexander's Legate, wheare it was adjudged 

that Yorke ſhould gyve Place. This Lanfrank repaired Chrijte's Churche nun 

in Canterbury, brought in the Benedictines, and builded within the Uu 

Towne twoe Hoſpitalles for Pilgrimes. The Churche was after dedi- '**- 

cated in Preſence of Kinge Hex. I. A while after Pope Urban endowed ge 

Anſelm the Succeſſor of Lanfranc withe this Honour, that he and his 1299. 

Succeſſors ſhould fit at his Right Fote in al generall Counſeiles. il prop. 

lam Kinge of Scottes did Homage to Hen, II. at this Towne. In whoſe 

Dayes Thomas Becket, Byſhop of this Place, was flayne in the great 

Churche theare, after that he had ſo ruffled withe the Kinge himſelfe, 

that he held his Styropp to have his Favour while he lyved, and was ſo 

threatened by the Pope and his for cauſinge his Deathe, that he came

by Thomas Spott, that Ethelbert meant that St. Auguſtines ſhould be the 

Buryal Place bothe for him and his Succeſſors, and for Auguſtine, and 

ſuche as ſhould ſuccede him; but this Deviſe was ſone interrupted by 

Cuthbert the ſecond Byſhop. One Hugh an Abbot of St. Augu/tines e- wil Thorne. 

rected an Hoſpital, called St. Laurence, in this Citie, 1450. As for the 

Towne, it hathe bene of many Yeares mayteyned cheifly by the Bythop's 

Reſidence, the Hoſpitalitie of the Monkes, and the Liberalitye of

CARLEON. Caer Urſe primo, deinde Caerleon, i. Urbs Legionum. 
Iſcelegia, Lelando. A Towne in Monmouthſbyre, ſtandinge upon 
the Water Ute, wherof it toke the firſt Name, and is alſo ther- 


by deſtincted from Cheſter, which beareth the Name of Caerleon a- 


mongeſt auncient Writers alſo, but that is called Carleon ar dour 
Dee, i. Urbs Legionum ad flumen Dee, and this ar dour Urſe, i. ſuper flu- 
men Oſcam. The Addition of (Leon) was gyven to theim bothe, by oc- 
caſion of the Romarne Legions that weare wont to winter theare. A 
Legion conteyned comonly 6000 Footemen and 500 Horſemen, It was 
builded (ſayeth Gaſſridus) by Belinus, after that he had agreed with his 
Brother Brennus, and was the cheif Cytie of al Wales. For what Tyme 
Kinge Lucius converted the Flamines into Byſhops, and the Archefla- 
mines into Archebyſhopes, he placed one at London, another at York, 
and the thyrd heare; and by the Helpe of Fugatius and Damianus, 
planted throughout this hole Realme Chriſtian Relligion, about the 
Yeare after Chriſt 170. Which thoughe it had taken good Rote, yet 
was it by Diocletian's Weeders almoſt plucked up. For ſuche was the 
Furye of his Perſecution, and exquiſite Torments, that whome he fear- 
ed not, he ſlewe outright; and whom he killed not, he reſerved to 
greater Paine: Of whiche Extremitie Julius and Aaron, two of this 
Cytie had Experience, and ſundry other in ſondry Partes of the Realme; 
for whoſe Honour and Memorie theare were erected in this Towne two 
Temples, thone of Men, and thother of Women. Theare was alſo 
within the ſam. 1 Temple belonginge to the Byſhop's Sea, which was 
Metropolis Walliæ till Kinge Arthur's Dayes ; what Tyme Dubr:ttus, 
Archebyſhop of this Place, beinge an old Man, reſigned to David of 
Meneven. (now of him called St. Dav:des) Uncle to Kinge Arthur, by 
whoſe Favour it was tranſlated to St. Davides, wheare it contynued 
longe, til at lenghte a Plage and great Mortalitie happened in Wales, by 
occaſion wherof the People and the Byſhop fledd over into Litle Bry- 


taine to Dole, and contynued ſo longe, that eyther of Sluggiſhnes, or 


Povertye, (ſayeth Gyrald) they loſt the Honour of the Sea. Some lay, 
that Guenhera, Arthure's Wife, entred into Relligion in one of theſe 
Houſes, but that other be of another Opinion, ye ſhal finde in AyMEs- 
BURY. Muche Bragge maketh Glide of a College of 200 learned 
Men within this Towne; but Bale writinge that Maugantius was one of 


theim, telleth him playnlye, that that College ſtode at Cheſter, Polydor 


and 
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and Lel. contend for Arthur witheTothe and Nayle, who kept his Court, 
and had his Round Table and many other Thinges in this Towne, if 
the Bryt7ti/h Hiſtories be true. Suerly neyther is every thinge true, 
nor al thinges feigned, that are reported of Arthur; for Gyraldus Cam- 
brenfis a learned Man, lyvinge in Hen. II. Tyme, forgettinge the Fables, 
dothe not forget to ſpeak modeſtly of him. And certein it is, that no 
one Place within this Realme hath had greater Stoare of Romane Anti- 
quities. 


COLCHESTER. Caercolun, Bryt. Camudola, Lat. TLolneceayvge, 
Saxon. A Towne and Caſtle in Ee, which toke the Name of the 
Water wheron it ſtandeth, called Colunus. The comon Opinion is, qc 
that Coe builded it, which about the Tyme of Diocleſian themperour 
killed Aeſclepiodat, and made himſelfe Kinge. In Tyme of Edward 
the Elder, the Danes, which enjoyed no ſmall part of Eſſex, Norfolk \tor. 
and Suffolke, held this Towne, til the Comens of Kent, Suſſex and Sur , 12" 81 
rey, aſſemblinge together, beſeiged and wan it, Edward then Kinge cau- 
ſinge it to be new walled. Kinge Henry the Firſt builded a relligious 
Place in it. The Barons in tyme of the Warres betwene theim and 
Kinge Jhon pilled it, 1216. In Tyme of Hen. III. one Guy Rabeforde, 
beinge Lord of it, was complayned of for ſundrie Oppretlions that he 
made upon his poore Neighbours, and beinge found giltie therof, was 
alſo baniſhed, 1258. The Monaſtery which Hen. I. dedicated to St. hor, 
was valeued yearly at 523 Poundes.

CARMARDIN, Maridunum, Lel. and Lillye. The Name of the prin- Lel. 
cipal Towne of that Shyre in Wales, in the which Ambroſius Merlinus 
the Yelche Prophet was borne, and found theare when Yortigern, that 
firſt called in the Saxons, ſought him; of whom alſo it toke the Name, 


guaſi urbs Merlin, as ſayeth Gyrald, who ſpeakinge ſomwhat in Praiſe vide Baleum 


of it, addeth further, that it is very auncient, and was walled with Cent. 48. 
Bricke. Faſt from it ſtandeth Kantermaur, i. the great Hundred, can-*** Nm 
taredus magnus, Wherin is the Caſtle of Dinevar, which was ſome tyme 


the principall Palaice of South Wales. Henry II. havinge taken Reſe 


Griffin Priſonner a litle from Carmardin, ſent a Knighte of Normaonnye, 
accompained with the Deane of Cantermaur, to view this Caſtle and 
the Country about it, meaninge upon underſtandinge of the fame to 
have invaded that hole quarter. The Deane (beinge a Welcheman, cal- 
led Guaidhamus ) more lovingely to his Countrymen, then loyally to 
his Prince, conducted the Gentleman throughe the moſt roughe, 
hyllye, and inacceſſible Places that he knewe, and when they wanted 

I wherof 
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wherof to cate, he would lye downe, and fede on the Graſs hungerly, 
ſayinge, that his Countrymen had, for the moſt part, none other Foode ; 
and thus by Penurye and Travaile fo wearyed the Knighte, that at his 
Retorne he told the Kinge, that the Countrye was more fitt for Beaſtes 
than Men, and not worthie the Charge of a Conqueſt. The Kinge 
belevinge him toke Reſe Gr:ffine's Homage, and ſent him home, with- 
out further Attempt againſt his Countrye. Gyraldus Cambrenſis that 
writeth this Hyſtorie ſayeth, that Hen. II. though he came thriſe into 
Wales, did no Good at all, for this only Cauſe, that he uſed the Adviſe 
of Normans and ſuche as knewe not the Countrye. 


CUNNINGBURHE, ConSBoRoOWEF, Lonanbunpghe, Saxon. A Place 
wheare Aurelius Ambroſe overthrew Hengi/t the firſte Saxon Capitein, 
ſlewe him, and poſſeſſed the Cytie. Galfride calleth it Caerconam, i. 


Cuningburghe; and I take it to be the ſame that ſtandinge neare Don- 
caſter, is at this Day called Coniſborote, which Conjecture may well 


ſtande with Galfridès Deſcription, which ſheweth, that Aurelius re- 


moved his Army from hence to Vorte, Sc. Se Kyneburgh in Alphred 
Beverlac. 


CAMBLAN. A Ryver in Cornwall, neare the which Arthur. the 


Great joyned with Mordred, at what tyme Mordred was flaine, and Ar- 


thur receyved his Deathes Wound. Lel. taketh this Ryver to be the 
ſame that afterward the Saxons called Alaun, and we at this Day Aile. 


The Place ſeameth to him not to be farre from Pad/iowe, wheare at 


this Day there is hurled up withe the Plowe many bothe auncient 
Coynes, and olde Remenantes of warlike Furniture, 


CICETER, Caercery or Cory, Bryt. Lynenceapecne, Saxon. Corini- 
um, Lat. A Towne in Gl/ouceſter/hyre, takinge the Name of the Water 
wheron it ſtandethe, called Coriuus, fl. ſomwhat altered by the Saxons 
to Cyrenceſfter, or Churncefter, and mangled by us, to Cicefter, or Cice- 
ter. It is nombred by Huntingdon for a Citye; and Galfrid ſayeth, 
that the Saxons callinge to theim Godmund, a Kinge of Africque, be- 


ſeiged Carecius Kinge of the Zrytons in this Place, which he toke and 


fyred, and put the Kinge himſelf to Flighte. It is to be ſene in Mar. 
Scot. that in Kinge A!frede's Tyme the Danes lay at this Towne, and 
toke their Pleaſure by the Space of a hole Yeare, which Matter Hun- 
tingdon ſlidinge over ſayethe, that they tooke Booties theare. Canutus 
or Knout, Kinge of Inglande and Denmarke, held a Parlement at this 
Towne, and baniſhed out of the Realme Duke Aetbelwarde, about 
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the Colledge of Bangor. The Danes did it muche Harme in the Tyme 909. 
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the Yeare 1020. Theare have bene ſene in it ſundry Teſtimonies of 
Antiquitie, as Coynes, and Stone Tables with Romane Inſcription, and 
that not longe ſythence, as Le. ſayeth. Thabbay theare (whoſe Foun- 
der I finde not) was valewed at 1050 Poundes yearly. 


CHESTER. Caerthleon ar dour Dee, Bryt. Lexiccajrene, n.. 
Neomagus, Deva or Oxcellum, Lat. Theare is ſüche Affinitie of Name 
betwene this Towne and thre others, that partly by the Ignorance of 
ſome Authors, but cheiflye by the Error and miſtakihge of ſuche as 
have written their Bookes into Copies, they be many Tymes confoun- 
ded. As Caerleon ſometyme taken for this, and ſomtyme for the Towne in 
Wales, Legaceaſtre ſomtyme taken for this, and ſomtyme for Leyceſter, 
which ought in Saxon Copies to be written Leihgaccayghe, and 
Cheſter in the Byſhoprike, which the Saxors called Luncaccap cone, and 
we Cheſtre in the Strete. It toke the Saxon Name of the Romane Le- 
gions that wear wont to ſojourne theare, not in Ce/ar's Tyme as Mal- 
meſbury ſayeth, but after, as Lel. affirmeth. It is called Deva, of the Beda. 
Ryver Dee, that waſheth it. Galfrid and Beda agree, that Etheſfride Galt. 
Kinge of Northumberland aſſemblinge an Army againſt the Towne, Polychron. 
toke it, and flew the Captein Brocmalio, and 1200 learned Men of — 


of Alfred, after whoſe Deathe Ethe/fleda newe walled it, yet Polydore Polyd. 

fayeth, that A/frede rayſed the Seige before his Deathe. After that Marian. 

Edgar came to this Towne in great Tryumphe, accompanyed with 8 973. 

Princes, which promiſed upon their Othe to aide him againſt the Danes, 

and did Homage unto him. He toke his Barge (ſayethe Martianus ) 

and holdinge the Stere himſelfe, theiſe Princes rowed him from the 

Palaice to St. Yhon's Monaſterie, and home again. This Abbay was Marian. 

muche amended by the Liberalitie of Leofr:c the Earle, and Godgive 7057: 

his Wife, which did Coſt upon St: Wereburges within the ſame Towne 

alſo. In tyme of the Conqueror, the Byſhop's Sea was removed from 

Coventry and Lychefield to this Citye, as many other weare to others 

by a general Ordinance then made under Lanfranck; whoſe Succeſ- 

ſor Anſelme thruſt the Chanons out of St. Werburges, and put in Monkes. 

Lel. ſayeth, that one Lupus, an Earle of Normanie, beautified this 

Towne with ſome Buildinges. It had longe ſence a great Prerogative, prop. 

for it appeareth by him that contynued the Chron. of Profþ. Aquitan. 1256. 

that in tyme of Hen. III. Jhon Scot, beinge Earle of Cheſter, died with- 

out Heire Male of his Bodye; and to thend that the Prerogative ſhould 

not be devided amongeſt his Siſters, the Kinge gave them other Landes g dus Po- 

in Exchaunge for it. Some write that themperour Henry IV. repeintingelyctron. 
52 him 
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him (as they ſay of his Violence done to the Pope) left his Diadem, 
and forſakinge Maude his Wife, Daughter to Kinge Hen. I. of Ingland, 
toke upon him the Eſtate of an Heremite at this Towne, and callinge 
his Name God/calle, ended his Lyfe theare: And that Harold beinge- 
overcome of the Conquerour, eſcaped on lyve, and ended his Life alſo 
in a Cell of St. James heare. As for the firſt, his Countrie Writers ſay, 
that he was buryed at Sire in Germanic, and as for the ſecond, he was:

CATARIKE, Caturactonium, Ptol. Cataracta, Bede. A Village in Riche- 


mondſhyre neare to the Ryver Swale, wherof Beda hathe mention, ſay- 
inge, that after Paulinus had converted Edwin Kinge of Northumber- 
land to the Chriſtian Fayth, he baptized many of his People in the 
Water Suale, runninge by Caterick. At this Day it is more famous 
for the Bridge, then for the Towne it ſelf; howbeit the. Valew of the 
Vicarage beinge 25 Poundes in the Recordes, argueth that it hathe a 
large Compaſle. 'Theare is neare to it a hollowe Cave of Stone, of a 
great Lengthe, which for what Purpoſe ſo ever it was firſt builded, 
hathe of late Yeares bene no other then a Receptacle of Theves, and 
Thinges ſtolen. The Place ſeameth to have taken Name of the Falle 
of the Water therby; for ſo the Word Cataracta importethe. 


CxoBsBoRowE, Lnobheperbuph, i. Cnobberi oppidum. In Tyme of 
Sigbert Kinge of Eaſt Angles, and Founder of Cambrige, theare came 
to him out of Irland a learned Preacher called Furſeus, which by the 


Aide of the Kinge, builded a Monaſterie in a Caſtle neare the Sea, cal- 


led Cnobeſburgh, ſayeth Beda. It ſhould ſeme by his Deſcription to be 
in Norſolte, but L find none ſuche at this Day ſtandinge. Some take 
it to be Burgh neare Jar mouth. | 


CoLvun1, Loluberbuph, Saxon. Beda in the 4 Boke, and xixh Chap- 
ter of his Eccleſiaſtical Hyſtorie reporteth, that Etheldred Kinge Ec- 


Fride's Wife, entred into thorder of a Houle in the Cyty Colud:, which 


Polyd. underſtandeth to be Coldingham in Scotland. Thus muche for 
the Light of that Place. 


CRAKE. Crecca, in Chron. Lindisf. A Towne and Caſtle in Vriſbyre 
not farre from Yorke, which Place Egfride gave to Cuthbert Byſhop of 
the holy Ile (then called Lindisfarne) and thre Miles about it, to the 
end that he might have wheare to reſt. him as he went or came __

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Yorke to his Sea, to whom he gave moreover Carlile and 15 Myles a— 


occaſion that the holy Ile was waſted by the Danes, Eardulf Byſhop 
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bout it, and ſo muche of Ve Towne as lyethe betwene the Wall of 
St. Peter's Churche and the Weft Gate of the Towne, and al that ly- 
ethe from the ſame Churche to the Scatb Wall of the ſame Towre. 
Chron. Lindisfarn. and Dun lin. It rewayneth at this Day in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of his Succeſſour in that Byſhoprick, which was tranſlated, and nov 
is at Durham. The Chron. before remembred ſaycth, that duringe the 
tyme they wandred about with CY berte's Bodye, they reſted it at this 
Place 4 Monethes, from whence they caryed it to Cheſter in Strete, and 
ſo to Durham.

CHESTER in Strete. Lunceapene, or Loncaceaptne. A Towne in 
the Byſhoprike of Durham,  whiche toke the Name, fayeth Lel. of the 
Water wherby it ſtandethe, called Cone, and runnethe into Here. By, 1 
theare 240 Yeares after the Byſhoprike firſt ſettled,” toe the Bodye of 
Cuthbert, which was eſtemed the only Jewel of the Sea, and caryed it 
into ork/byre, wandringe up and downe, as did Eneas with his Penates, dog. 
thone till the Goddes voucheſaved him ſome Reſt, and thother til 
Cuthbert ſhould by Revelacion in a Dreame manifeſt the Place of their 
aboade. Ar lengthe he came to this Towne, wheare-he made a ſlighte 
Minſter of Wood, and reſted the weary Bodie, which contynued theare 
above a hundrethe Yeares, duringe which tyme Guthred Kinge of Nor- 
thumberland endowed it with many-Poſleitions. After this tyme ex- 
pyred, Aldbune beinge then Biſhopp in tyme of Kinge Etzheldrede, was 095: 
admoniſhed by a Viſion ( forwarninge him that the Danes would alto 
diſtroy this Towne) to remove, which he did, and after ſome Traveil 
(which ſhal be ſet forthe in DuRnam) got thyther wheare it now 
ſtandeth. In the tyme of Egelric (which was Byſhop in Ed. the 
Confeſſor's Days) this wooden Churche was by him pulled donc, 
and he erected a new of Stone, in Memorye that St. Cuthbert reſted 
theare; wheare (as he digged the Foundacion ) he found muche Trea- 
ſure, which he conveyed to Burghe, as dothe alreadye appeare under 
the ſame Tytle. Ex Chron. Lindisf & Dunelm. 


Carre. In the Yeare 833. Egbert, alone Kinge of Inglande, foughte *32 
with 20 Shippes of Danes at ſome Place thus called, and was over- 3 
come; within ſeven Years after Erdelwulf his Son, Kinge of Welt Sax- lar <. 
ons, fought withe the Danes that were nombred 35 Saile of Shippes at 
this Place, and he alſo was put to the worſe. Thus farre I am led to

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that followeth removeth me cleane. In the tyme of Canute ( fayeth 
the Chron. of Lindisf.) al the People of Northumberland from Teje to 
Twede, was overthrowen by the Scottes in a Battayl at Carre. Ney- 
ther doe I find it in the Northe Partes of Ingland; I thinke it therfore 


ſome Place in the Marches of Scotlande. Looke the Saxon Dictionarie 
of Laur.

CoNGERSBYRY. A Towne in Somer/et/hyre. J have ſene two breif 
Regiſters of the Byſhoppes of Bathe and Welles, wherof the one ſayeth, 
that that Sea was ſometyme in Congareſbyry, and was tranſlated by Da- 
niet the Byſhop to Welles, in the tyme of Ina Kinge of Weſt Saxons, 
about the Yeare 740. Thother, which I like better, hathe that in the 
Yeare go1. and in the Reigne of Edward the Son of Alfrede, comon- 
ly called Edw. thelder, Formgſus then Pope wrote to the Kinge, ſharpe- 
ly reprehendinge him, for that he and his Father had ſuffered dyvers 
Cathedral Churches to be voide of Paſtors for many Yeares together, 
wherupon the Kinge made the College of Welles a Cathedral Churche, 
and placed Adelmus the firſt Byſhop theare ; and further, that one Du- 
doc Byſhop in tyme of Edw. the Confeſſour, obteyned of him to him 
and his Succeſſours this Towne and Barnwell, In the which laſt 
Point, the former Regiſter agreeth withe this, whearby I am led to 
think that his Conceit of the Sea at this Towne is but a Toy; for if 
it had bene the Sea ſometyme, it 1s likely that it ſhould have gone 
with the Byſhops, and then neaded not Dudoc to have begged it.

CRIDVNGTON. Lhidiandune, Saxon. A Towne in Devonſbyre, not 
paſt ſixe Myles from Exceſter, which was ſometyme the Byſhopes Sea; 
for about the Veare 901, what tyme Ed. thelder receyved in Charge 
from Pope Fermeſus to furniſne the Seas with Byſhops (as is before de- 
clared in CONGARESBURY ) he made of a Collegiate Churche of the holy 
Crofle at Credington one Byſhoppe's Chayre, and at St. Germans in Corn- 
«wal another, bothe which were ſhortly after removed to . 

where 
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where it remayneth yet. In tyme of Kinge Athelſtane (ſayethe Maria— 
nus Scotus) Eadulf Byſhop of Devonſbyre died, and was buryed at Cre- 93": 
dianton. In tyme of Edgar Alfwoldus another Byſhop died, and was 975 
buryed theare alſo; wherby it is evident that theiſe Seas weare not 
united and removed to Exceſter ſo ſhortly, as the Chron. of Bathe and 
! Welles ſemeth to make it. Bale in his Cent. hathe that one Winfride 
Boniface was borne in this Towne, who profitinge ſomwhat in Lear- 
ninge had Comendation to Gregorie the II. which employed him in 
many Embaſſades into France and Germany, wheare he did his Mai- 
ſter ſinguler Service, and died about the Yeare 755. There was in this 
Place of late Yeares a Colledge valewed yearly at 140 Poundes, and fix 


Prebendes, which is no ſmall Argument that it hathe bene, as is before 
expreſſed. 
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CAMBRIDGE. Caer Grant, Bryt. Grantaceſter, Saxon. Granta, Lel. 
That which is at this Day Cambridge Towne and Univerſitie, is not the 
very ſame that Beda callethe Grantaceſter, for that is yet knowen by 
the Name of Grancyter, and is a ſmal Village therby; but Cambrige is 
the ſame that Marian and others call Grantbrige, and we corruptly 
Cambrige. Notwithſtandinge bothe theſe take the Name of the Wa- 
ter, called of ſome Granta, and of others Gronte, which riſinge at New- 
port in Eſſex neare Walden, comethe to this Place. Leavinge therfore 
Grantcyter to his fitt Place, I will beginne with Cambridge. Whatſoever 
the perticuler Hyſtories of the Univerſitie affirme, wherto Leland that 

ſawe theim gave no Credit, and others that heare what is in theim ſhal 
have as litle Cauſe to comende theim; it is well knowen, that by occa- 
ſion of the Pelagian and Arrian Hereſies, wherof the one is ſaid to 
have corrupted many in this Country, and thother ſuppoſed to be in- 
vented in the ſame by Pelagius a Bryton, Gregorye the Pope forbad that 
any publicque Scoles ſhould be meinteyned, but that ſuche as would 
learne ſhould be taughte. under relligous Parſons in their Monaſteries, 
bycauſe that fort of Men weare then accompted moſt found and ſyn- 
cere in Doctrine. Hereby it came to paſſe that many Monaſteries had 
manie in theim that weare taught; and above the reſt Canterbury, 
Malmeſbury in Wilteſhyre, and Jarrow where Bede lyved, whiche Ma- Bea. 
ner continued of longe tyme. At lengthe Sighert Kinge of Eaſt ng les, o de. 
which by Travaile in other Countries had to his Comforte perceyved 
the Beneſite of Learninge abroade, and to his great Greif underſtode 

the Myſcheif of Barbariſme at home, by the Aide of one Flix a Bun- 

gundian borne, and by his Favour a Byſhop within this Realme, erect- 

ed in his Countrye a Scole for Chyldren, after the Maner of that at 
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Canterbury, ſayeth Beda. Which by Conſent of al Men is the ſame 


that is now called Cambridge, whiche havinge ſuſteyned muche Harme 
by the cruel Danes, was afterward by Edward the Son of Aljrede re- 
ſtoared to his former Beautye, about the Yeare 924. And this is all 
that I can, of my Credit, delyver as true, concerninge the Liberalytie of 
any before the laſt Conqueſt toward this Univerſitie. I am not ignorant 
that their owne Pamphletes reche as farr as to Gurguntius a Kinge of 
Ingland, which ſhould 370 Yeares before Chri/? gyve this Part of the 
Realme to one Cantaber a Spanyard, whole Sone Grantan they make 
their Founder, which I beleave as muche as that Ariſtotle ſtudied in 
Oxforde, and yet they have a Well of his Name, or as they ſay of his 
owne naminge, but I repute theim rather the loſt Labour of ſome idle 
Braine. They that have ſene theim, geſs theim not to be very old, 
and I thinke that they weare forged in place of thoſe true Monumentes 
of the Univerſitie which weare loſt by Fire in Time of Hen. III. what 
tyme the Rebelles came from the Ile of Ely, and deſtroyed no ſmal part 
of this Towne, as ſhall appeare anone. Thus it is evident, that this 
Univerſitie is elder then Oxford more than two hundreth Yeares; for 
it is manifeſt that A/fred founded it. But ſome wil ſay that Oxford 
was at the firſt an Univerſitie, and Cambridge but a Scole, as is before 
touched. I confeſſe I owe more to Oxford then Cambridge; but 1 
knowe withal that I owe more to Truethe, then to eyther of theim 
bothe. If you will fe therfore what manor of Scole Cambridge was, 
loke in CANTERBURY before, after the Maner and Example of which 
(ſayeth Beda) it was made, and you ſhal find that theare weare taught 
in it al the liberall Scyences. And if the Name of Scole ſhal be drawen 
to abaſe the Eſtimation of the Place, then let Oxford ſhew me when it 


was made an Univerſite; for Mer. Menewvenſ. in vita Alfred, calleth it 


no better then Scolam, quam Alſredus ex multis gentis ſuæ nobilibus, & 
zgnobilibus etiam pueris, congregaverat; and in good Speache they be 
Scoles at this Day. But now againe to the Hyſtorie, from whence I 


am departed. The Danes ſpoyled this Place twiſe before the Conqueſt, 


once in Alfrede's Dayes, which belike gave Occaſion to his Son to re- 
paire it, as is before remembred, and againe in the Tyme of Kinge 
Etheldred about the Yeare 1010, Kinge Jen, in the Buſynes betwene 
him and his Nobles got this Caſtle, and comitted it to the Cuſtodie of 
Falcaſius, amongeſt others. In the Dayes of Hen. III. the Scolers fell 
out withe the Towneſmen, (for ſuche Agreement is theare betwenc 


Ignorance and Learninge, whearſocver they dwell together) in ſo muche 


that Slaughter, and burninge of Houtes enſued; the Complainte came 


to the Court, and the Univerſitie and the Towne ſpent their Money a 


great 
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great while together in Trial of their Controverſies. In Tyme of the i! 
ſame Prince thorder of Bethlehem Fryers began, and got a Dwellinge in 
Cambridge in the Strete toward Trumpington: They ware a Starre in 
their Breaſtes, in Memory of that which appeared when Chri/t was 
borne. Henry Haſting es, and other of the Nobilitie that warred upon 
Hen. III. toke the Ile of Ely for their Defence; and whiles the Kinge Ls. 
came to Cambridge, which he fortified with a Dyche and Gates, and s. 
had in hand to have walled alſo, myndinge to goe with his Army from 
thence to beſeige theim, therle of Glouceſter troubled the Realme be- 
hind his Backe in ſuche forte, that he chaunged his Purpoſe, and came 
to London; which as ſone as they in the Ile underſtode, they came to 
Cambridge, fyred, and NN it. In Tyme of this Kinge, Hughe Bal- Stow. 
ſame Byſhop of Ely, of two auncient Hoſpitalles, made Peter houſe in Fly dor, 
Cambridge, which is valewed at 125 Poundes yearlye in the Recordes. 
Henry Staunton, Knight, buylded Myghelhouſe in Edward the Seconde's il. 
Dayes, which is valewed at 124 Poundes yearly. Marye, Wife to the in. 
Earle of Penbroke, buylded Penbroke Hall, which is valewed at 153 1376. 
Poundes. About the ſame Tyme King Edward the Third builded a Fd. 
Place which he called the Kinge's Hall, as I find in the fame Recordes, 
valewed at 211 Poundes yearly. Kinge Henry the Sixte builded K:nge's 
Colledge, valewed at 751 Poundes yearlye. Eligabeth, Wife to Ed. IV. Li! 
builded Quene's Colledge, valewed at 231 Poundes. In Tyme of Hen- Lil. 
ry VII. Fhon Alcoke, Byſhop of Ely, erected Thejus College, valewed year- 
| ly at 48 Poundes. This was before a Houſe of Nonnes, which weare Joan. ee. 
expulſed for their cruel Rule. In the latter Ende of whole Reigne, fin; eh 
Margaret his Mother, Counteſs of Richemond, ſet up two faire Houſes, * © 
thone called Chri/te's College, and thother St. John's, wherof the firſt is 
valewed at 190 Poundes, and the laſt at 5o7 Poundes yearly. The 
Recordes have that one Eligabeth de Burgh builded Clarehall, which 
they valew at 85 Poundes Yearlye, but in what Tyme they ſhow nor. 
Stowe ſayeth, that Clareball was firſt called Vuiverſitie or Scolar Halle, Stowe. 
and that it was conſumed with Fyre, and then re-edified by the faid .+ 359: 
Elizabeth, Heir to Gilbert Clare, and Wife to the Duke of Clarence, 0 gn

CARNARVON. Caerarvon, Bryt, & Caerſegent, a Flumine. Segen- 
tium, Lat. The principal Towne of a Shyre in Wales ſo named, which 
as Sylveſter Gyraldus ſayethe, is ſo called by reaſon it ſtandeth over- 

Gyrald. againſt Mon, which we call Angliſey. In Tyme of Hen. II. the Pope 
meaninge an Expedition toward Feru/alem,- made Baldwyn Archeby- 
ſhop of Canterbury his Minifter in Ing/and to make Men like it. Whoe 
for the better Accompliſhment of that Charge, ſet his Byſhops in Ing- 
land on worke with it, and went througheout al Wales himſelfe, preach- 
inge and perſuadinge theim to take the Holy Croſſe upon theim. And 

when he had made his Circuite, and was come againe to Caernar- 
von wheare he began, he was throughly weary, and reſted him on a 
Tree neare the Towne that the Winde had overthrowen, and as he 
fate he hearde a ſmall Byrd chyrpe ſomwhat ſwetely: What Byrd is 
this, quothe he; is it a Nightingale? Nay, my Lorde, (quoth a Stan- 
der by) theare never came Nightingale into Wales. Mary (quoth the 
Byſhop) the wiſer ſhe that never came heare, and the more Fooles we 
that have troden it throughout. This Journey did Rich. I. undertake, 
and had withe him out of Wales 3000 Men, by Baldwine's Travayle. 
Lel. Edw.1I. a Kinge of Ingland was borne in the Caſtle heare, 1308. 


Prop. The Welſbe Rebells, under Mado# their Captein, burned this Caſtle, 
1294. Ed. J. ORE: 


CALICE., Iccius Portus, Lat. It lyeth over-againſt Boloigne, and 
was in my Memorie under the Princes of this Realme, to no ſmall Co- 
moditie of the ſame, and Terrour to the Enemye. It was firſt gotten 
to this Realme by Kinge Ed. III. before which tyme one Philip os

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of Boloigne is faid to have fortified it. The Kinge beſeiged it by the 1347. 


Space of eleven Monethes, and then it was rendred in the Yeare 1 347. 
Philip then reignynge in Fraunce. Not many Yeares after he went 13% 
thyther, and delivered 7hon Kinge of Fraunce, whoe had bene his Pri- 
ſonner, at which tyme alſo he caryed thyther Ingliſbe Inhabitantes, 
and planted the Staple theare. Kinge Henry the Fifte met the Frenche 1303 
Kinge at this Towne, and toke a Truce withe him for 30 Yeares. 
Kinge Henry the Eight alſo met the Frenche Kinge heare, and inter- 
teyned him princely, whoe in his tyme beſtowed very muche in de- 
fencinge the Towne. It contynued in the Poſſeſſion of this Realme 
above 200 Veares without Interruption, or Attempte, ſave that Phillip 
of Burgundie, in Tyme of Henry the Sixt, beſeiged it for a Seaſon, but 1436. 
the Duke of Glouceſter removed him. It was loſt 1558, in the Reigne 
of Kinge Philip and Quene Marie, to the great Reſoſinge of the Ene- 
my, and Diſcomfort of al the good Subjectes of this Lande. For the 
Terrour to the Enemy, the Stoare of Artillerye, and the Wealthe of the 
Towne conſydered, I thinke this Realme was not ſo ſcourged by any .

CYMENSHORE. Ella and his thre Sonnes fightinge withe the Bry- Profp. | 
tons, overthrew theim at this Place, and raiſed the Kingdome of S 478. 
ſex. It was named of one of his Sonnes called Cymen, as is to be ſene 


in the Saxon Chronicles. One of good Judgment takethe it to be 
now called Cunnore. 


ComyeToN. He that made the Continuation of Proſper Aquitan. 604. 
ſayeth, chat what Tyme Auguſtine was in Ingland, and before he held 
his Synode at St. Zuguſtine's Oke, the Inhabitantes of this Towne (be- 
inge ſayth he in Ox/ord/byre) denied to pay theyre Tythes, till ſuche 
tyme as Auguſtine raiſed a dead Man to Life in their Preſence, and 
then they yelded. I take it to be the fame Place that William Malmeſ= 194 
bury ſayth was gyven to Glaſſenbury by Kenulfe of Mercia, 794. 


CHERTSEY. Leoptefize, Saxon. Cervi Inſula, Lel. A Place in fp. 
Surrey, not paſt fiftetene Myles from London, wheare ſtode an Abbey, oO 
that Erkenwald ſome tyme Biſhop of London buylded. The Mynſter Chron. Sax. 
was afterword new builded, 1110. It appeareth by him that conty- ***” | 
nued Proſp. that Randulph Earle of Cheſter, after his Retourne from the | 
Holy Land, buylded a Caſtle at ſome Place called Cherf/:y, but whether it 
weare this or noe, I am in Doubt. The Bodye of Kinge Henry VI. 
(whom Richard Duke of Glouceſter, and after Ulurper of the Crowne,

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killed) was for a Seaſon buryed in this Monaſtery, but it was ſone after

CERNE. Carrelienſe Cænobium in Addit. Proſp. A Towne in Dor- 


ſetſhyre, wheare the Brother of Edmund (called the Martyr, by cauſe 


the Danes flew him) ended his Life in the Profeſſion of an Heremite, 
for Sorrow conceaved of his Deathe, it was afterward avaunced to the 


Dignitie of an Abbey, and was valewed at 515 Poundes yearly.

CHIPNAM. Lippanham, Saxon. A Towne and Forreſt in the North 
Part of Wilteſbyre, which the auncient Writers call Reg:am Villam, be- 
like bycauſe the Kinges had ſome Houſe theare, which Name they ap- 
plye to dyvers others alſo, that weare neyther Cyties, nor faire Townes 
at any tyme, that I finde. In the Yeare 853, Burbred Kinge of Mer- 
cia toke to Wife the Daughter of Athulfus in this Place; within 26 
Yeares after which tyme, the Danes Armye (wherin Huntingdon ſayethe 
their weare thre Kinges) occupied the Place without Seige, and covered 
the Earthe with ſuche a Multitude, that they put Alfred to his Shiftes, 
and drave a great Nomber of the Inhabitantes over Sea, and the reſt af- 
ter theyr Kinge, which lurked in the Fennes of Somerſelſbyre. Poly- 
dore reporteth otherwiſe of this Hyſtorie, ſayeth that the Fight be- 
twene theim at this Place was ſo indifferent, that it could not be diſ- 
cerned to whether Partie the Victorie enclyned; and that the Danes 
went from thence to Abindon, &c. But Marian Scot, Huntingdon, 
and Proſp. agree as I have before declared, and affirme that the Danes 
lay heare a whole Wynter. The Perambulation of the Forreſt I have 
readye to be inſerted, 


CovenTRyY. A Towne ſtandinge (ſayetheFourns) in umbilico Inſulæ, in 
the middeſt of this Realme, and therfore accompted the cheif Sea of al 
Mercia, which was the Kingdome of Midle Iagland, as Methe was 
ſome tyme in Ireland, when they knew five Kinges, and we ſo many 
moe as made an Eptarchie. It hath bene very populous, but the Nom- 
ber is muche abated, by reaſon that the Art of Cappinge (wherby it 
grewe) is {ayled; yet notwithſtandinge it is wel ſtoared, conſyderinge 


eyther the Diſadvauntage of the Situation (wanting Water) or the gene- 


ral Decay of al ſuche Townes as lyved by Artes, Londen reſerved. 
There was in it a faire Monaſtery, which Leofric and Godgiva, or Go- 


diva, (as others terme her) builded, and endowed with ſuche Stoare of 


Gold and Ornamentes, as (Marian to Witneſs) the like was not to be 
found elſwheare within any other. The ſame Woman was ſo well en- 
clyned 
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In Tyme of Kinge Stephen, on Robert Marmeon, a Nobleman and a Pari. 
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clyned toward the Amendment of this Towne, that wheare they lyved 
in great Servitude, ſhe begged earneſtly of Leofric her Huſband for 
their Libertie, who after that he had many tymes denyed her Requeſt, 
ſaid ſomwhat angerly, Paſſe thy jelfe throughe the Towne naked, and I Proſſ. 
will graunt it: She forthwith unarayed her ſelfe, untruſſed her Heare, 
which for the Lengthe was ſufficient ro cover whatſoever withe Shame- 
faſtnes ought not to be ſene; and ridinge throughe the Towne in the 


Sight of all Men, purchaſed their Infraunchiſement. In the. Dayes of 1132. 


Will. II. Robert then Byſhop of this Place, by Conſent of the Kinge, 
tranſlated his Sea from Cheſter hyther, which was in the Conquerour's 
Dayes before removed thyther from Lychefeild by a general Ordinance. 
So had this Byſhoprike at thoſe Dayes three Seas, i. Cheſter, Coventrye 


and Lychefeild, ſayeth Paris, but Coventrye was the cheif. In the Chro. . 
1181. 


Yeare 1181, a Well about Coventry ranne Bloud three Wekes together. 


Warriour, would have put out theiſe Monkes, but he was flaine in proſp. 
thattempt. But Hugh Novant, Byſhop of Cheſter in Tyme of Kinge Pail. 
Rich. I. perfourmed it, and brought in ſeculer Preiſtes, but they ſued 
to the Pope, and weare reſtored within ſeven Yeares after. I find not 
what Tyme Cheſter was ſevered and made a Sea by itſelfe; but beinge 
ſundered, Contention aroſe betwene Coventry Monkes, and the Chapter 
of Lychefeild for the Superioritie in Election of their Byſhoppe. In *ai. 
thende it was ordered that they ſhould choſe by Turne, but Coventry 
ſhould beginne: Which notwithſtandinge thoughte it had receyved 
great Wronge by this Order, foraſmuche as before tyme they made 
Choiſe alone. About the ſame Tyme, or a litle before, a Deacon of Pati 


Coventry fell into the Love of a Woman Yew ſo farre, that he left the 28. 


Love of Chrifte, and renounced his Faithe, callinge Chriſte a fals Pro- 

phet, but he receyved the Reward of Blaſphemy, and was tormented 

to Deathe. In the latter End of the Reigne of Hen. III. after many ?:ocp.* 
Offenſes betwene the Kinge and his Nobles, he was at the laſt con- Patil 
rented to nominate twelve Parſons, to whoſe Diſcretion he comitted the 
Order of Atonement ; which Sittinge at Coventry made that Award, 
which in the Bookes of Lawe is called Dictum Kenekoorth, and begyn- 
neth in Nomine Sante & individue Trinitatis, Cc. But it is dated, and 
was publiſhed at Kenekvorth, as may appeare by the ſame. 


CROVLAND, Nai cruda Terra, Ingulphus Ab. An Abbey ſome 
tyme ſtandinge in the great Fennes reachinge into Nerthampton, Lin- 
colnſhyre, &c. which had in it many greate Abbeys, as Ramſey, Peter- 
beroughe, &c. of which Marſhe or Fenne, William Ramſey, ſome tyme 
a Monke of this Houſe, ſayeth thus:

they called Saint) came thyther, and takinge occaſion by the Solitude 
of the Place, lyved an Heremite; after whoſe Deathe (ſay they) theare 
weare in his Heremitage ſuche Stoare of wonderous Workinges, that it 
was thought mete to be honoured withe a relligious Houſe of Preiſtes, 


whearto Aelfred the Wife of Ethelbert (whom Offa, by the Inſtigation 


of Qyendred his Wife, cauſed to be ſlayne for his Kingedome) toke 
her ſelfe for Sorrow, and theare ended her Lyte. William a Byſhop of 
Dureſme (ſayeth Paris) was the firſt that put Monkes into it, about 
the tyme of the Conquerour, as I ſuppoſe, in whoſe Dayes Walthesf a 
Nobleman was by Guile trayned to joine in a Conſpiracie againſt the 
Kinge, wherof takinge Remorſe, he bewrayed it him ſelfe, and yelded 
him to his Mercy ; the Kinge notwithſtandinge cut off his Head at 
Wincheſter, and cauſed him to be obſcurely buryed theare, but the 
Monkes of this Place obteyned, at laſt, ro have bim tranſlated hyther, 
which they perfourmed with great Solemnitye. In tyme of Kinge Jon St. 


Neot alſo was tranſlated hyther from E:!/bury, now called St. Nevtes 


of him. This was he that moved Kinge Alfred to make an Univerli- 
tie at Oxforde, Suche was the Care of the Relligious of thoſe tymes, 
to get the Reliques of famous Men into their Houſes, the rather thear- 
by to increaſe the Eſtimation of the Places. The ſame Kinge a litle be- 
fore his Deathe paſſed this Fenne, wheare he made Havock. of ali that 
he founde; and amongeſt other comaunded Savaric a Souldier, to burne 
this Abbey, bycauſe he bare no good Will to the Abbor, ſayeth Pars. 
But Savaric partly by Prayer, and partly by the Meane of 50 Mc:l--5 
that the Monkes had told hym, was contented to uſe Lenitie in his Co- 
miſſion, and fo ſpared the Fire, but notwithſtande to fatisfic his Ma- 
ſter's Mynd ſomwhat, he led away many of the Inhabitants Captive. 
This Abbey grewe to be verye great; it ſtode in Lincolnſbyre in that 
Part which is called Holland, and was valewed yearly at 1083 Poundes. 
Ingulphus ſometyme Abbot of this Houſe, brought from London * 
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che Lawes of St. Edward, confirmed by the Conquerour, which I have kia cbt 
Sc. in the Beginninge. Ceux ſont Leis, &c. | 


CUMBERMERE. A Monaſterie in Cheſſyre ſometyme , which was pg. 


builded in the Yeare 1135, in the Reigne of Hen. I. and was valued 
at 225 Poundes yearly. 


CHESTERFEILD. A Village in Derby/hyre, wheare was taken therle prop 
of Darby, that amongeſt others raiſed Power againſt Hen. III. He was 1266. 
baniſhed til he ſhould paye 58000 Poundes for Amendes of his Treſ- 
pas, and the Reſtitution of his Landes. 


ConwEy. Cunew, Gyraldo Cambrenſi, Connovium, Lel. The Name 
of a Towne and Ryver in Wales. The Ryver ryſethe in the Hylles of 
Snowdune (which Gyrald calleth Ereri) neare to a Place which he 
called Dinas Emercis, i. Promontorium Ambrojii. The Towne was walled Lei. 
by Edi. I. what tyme he paſſed this Ryver into Wales, and wan An- Prop. 
gliſey, about the Yeare 1295. 


CHyDERHOLE. Henry Huntington reckoneth the great Caves and 
Vaultes that be under the Ground at this Place, for one of the four 


Wonders within 1ng/and. 


CRECCANFORDE. At the firſt comynge of the Saxoms, even in the profp. 
Life of Hengy/t their Leader, thear was a Battail joyned with theim 487. 
heare. I find it not ſo certainly circumſcribed in any Place, as wheare 
Mar. Scotus ſayeth, that Erdeſwold paſſed over the Temyſe at this Place, 
and fo into Breden, and deſtroyed the Countrye theareaboutes ; wherby 
I conjecture that Criclalde and Crecford be not farre aſonder either in 
Place, or Matter of Derivation. 


CERTISHORE and CERTISFORD. It ſeamethe to have bene named Huntington. 
of Certic the Founder of the Ye? Saxon Kingedome, who enjoyed | 
Victorie twiſe over the Bryttons, firſt at the one, and then at the other, 
in ſuche ſort that they left him in the hole Coſte againſt Normanie, a- 


bout the Yeare 510. Conſider whether it be Cherdſioł in Dorſet, or 
Shyrford in Devonſbyre. .

CHALKHYTHE, Lealchy be, Saxon. About the Yeare 785. Adrian 
then Pope, ſent Embaſſadours into Ingland to reforme Relligion, which 


even then was growen to Corruption, which beinge honourably re- 
| ceyved 
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ceyved of the Kinges within the Realme, held a Synode at this Place, 
which Metinge Marian. callethe Litigigſam Synodum; for amongeſt o- 
ther Thinges it fell out, that Jaenbert then Archebyſhop of Cant. loſt 
a good peice of his Benefice. 


CHATHERITH, Chatereſs, It ſtoade in the ſame Merſh wheare 
Crouland was, ſayethe Henry Huntington, wherby it is manifeſt that it 


was founded before Kinge Stephen's tyme. It was valued at 97 Poundes 


yearlye. 


CHICHESTER, Lirreceayvne, Saxon. quaſi Ceſars Cheſter, Lydgat. 
The cheif Towne of Suſſex, and that of auncient tyme, for when the 
da toke Order that the Seas in Ingland ſhould be tranſlated from 
Villages to the beſt Townes, ( which was in the Conquerour's tyme ) 
then was the Chayre of Suſſex removed from Sel/ey Ile to this Place, as 
to the moſt populous Towne in that Parte. Before this alſo, in tyme 
of Alfrede, the Army of Danes that had beſeiged Exceſter, came to 
this Towne to ſpoile, but the Towneſmen ſettinge freſhly upon theim 
put theim to Flighte, killed many of theim, and toke ſome of their 
Shippes. The Biſhoprick is valewed yearly at 677 Poundes; for the 
Names of the Biſhoppes ſence the Conqueſt, and dyvers other Thinges. 
Se the Booke of Perambulations, 


Carine. A Market Towne in Wilteſbyre, which Aferus calleth Re- 
giam villam, as others do Chipnam before; yet find I not that ever it 
was muche better then at this preſent. In tyme of Edward that was 
ſlayne, theare was great Contention about the puttinge in of Monkes 
and pullinge out of maryed Preiſtes; and the Matter was by Duſtan and 
his Adherentes bothe proved by Reaſon, and confirmed by Miracle at 
Myncheſter, notwithſtandinge ſome ſuſpectinge Fraude in their cloſe 
Workinge, ( for a Voyce was hearde in the Churche to pronounce a- 
gainſt the Preiſtes) moved a Metinge in ſome open Place. Herupon 
theare was prepared at this Towne a hye Houſe of Tymber, open on 


eche ſide, that no Diſceit ſhould lurke in Vaultes, and covered above, 


againſt rhe Injurie of the Aire. They met from al Partes of the Realrne, 
and in the middeſt of their Debate the Floure failed and they al fell, 
fave Dunſtane, of whiche ſome weare ſore hurte, and others cruſhed 
to Deathe. Which was a Prophecie (ſayethe Huntingdon) that their 
Kinge ſhould be flaine, and they fall by his Deathe. 


CORNESGATE 
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CoRNESGATE and Corre. A Place in Dor/etſhyre neare to New 978. 
Forreſt. Elfred or Alfrede the Wife of Edgar, and Mother-in-lawe to 
Eilward that is called the Martyr, diſdaigninge that Edward ſhould Hunting. 
ware the Garlond, and Etheldred her owne Sonn ſerve as a Subjecte, nian. 
imagined to rydd him out of the Way. She watched therfore as he 
hunted in the New Forreſt, and eſpiinge him offered him Drinke, ha- 
vinge practiſed with her Boucher betore to flea him while he had the 
Cupp at his Head, which he perfourmed boldly ; for as ſone as he had 
covered his Face with the Cupp, .he thruſt him in with a Knife, and 
kylled him. The Caſtle theare is called Corfe, wherin Kinge Thor 
cauſed to be imp: uoned bothe a poore Man that had fortold that by 
ſuche a Day he il:ov'd be no Kinge, (which came truly to paſſe by his 
Surrender made to the Pope) and allo dyvers Noblemen that he toke 
at the Seige of Rocheſler Caſtle, about the Yeare 1215.

Henry Huntingdon ſayethe, that about the Yeare gog, Etdelwold, the 
Brother of Edward, joyninge withe the Danes came into Mercia, and 
paſſinge the Thamiſe at Chriclade deſtroyed Breden and the Country 
thearboutes ; in the ſame place Aſerius ſayeth, that he paſſed the Tha- 
miſe at Creccanford, &c. And agayne, whearas Aſſerius ſayeth, that in 1916. 
the Yeare 1016. Duke Edric yelded to Canute, and paſſed together with 
their Army over the Thamiſe at Criclade, and fo into Warwikſhyre, wheare 
they deſtroyed a great part of the Countrye: Even theare allo H. Hun- 
tington fayethe, that they paſſed over at Criclade as before. 


CyREBURY. Ethelfleda that governed Mercia, amongeſt ſondry other 
Townes, wherof ſome ſhe raiſed of new, and other ſome the repaired 
that weare old, builded one Towne called Cirbyrye, as Huntington re- 
portethe, which I take to be Chyrbury in Shropſhyre.

A Manor and a Parke in Y/eſhyre, parcell of the Poſſeſ- 
fion of the Duchye of Lancaſter, wheare Kinge Erheldred, halfe Bro- 
ther to Edwarde the Martyr, lay ſicke whiles the Danes ſpoyled his Do- 


minions; whearby it appeareth that it hathe bene of auncient tyme the 
Kinge's Houſe. 


CLARENDON. A Parke in Wilteſbyre alſo, wherof JI have a Peram- 

Theiſe Copſes bulation by the Name of a Forreſt, at which tyme belike it was not 
be not a he impaled. It is a large Grounde, for theare are ſayed to be in it 21 
m_ Copſes of Wood, eche a Myle in Compaſſe, and the hole Parke is not 
eſtemed above ſeven Myles about, which may well inoughe ſtand toge- 

ther, if a Man marke this, that one Hedge partethe two Copſes, and ſo 

is for a greate part accompted twiſe. Ir is at this preſent in the Handes 

of the Prince, as it was in tyme of Hen. II. what tyme he made theare 

a Synode of the Clergie, and an Aſſemblye of the States of the Laytie, 

| for the Eſtabliſhment of dyvers Ordinances, for thappeaſinge of Quar- 
| rels ſtyrred betwene the Clergye and theim ; as for the Preſentments to 
Benefices, the Trial of Clerkes offendinge criminally, the Prohibition to 
excomunicate certain Parſons, before Notice therof gyven to the Kinge's 
Miniſter, and ſuche like, conteyned in the Nomber of 16 Chapters. 
All which not only Thomas Becket then Archebyſhop, but alſo the hole

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Clergie and Laytie, bound theim ſelves by Othe in Preſence of the Kinge 
to obſerve inviolably for ever. But whether Becket for his part per- 


fourmed it, or weare the firſt that brake it, it dothe before ſufficiently 
appeare in Bedforde. 


CLEMENTES THORPE. An Abbey ſometyme neare to Yorke. Fhon 
Bale in his Inghſhe Votaries reportethe a merry Tale of the Nonnes of 
this Houſe, for which he calleth hon Capgrave to witneſs. It happened, 
ſayethe he, that by occaſion of their Poſſeſſions adjoininge, the Monkes 
of St. Maries in Yorke mett withe the Nonnes of this Houſe at Hay- 
makinge, the Abbotes Foole gaſinge upon; and when they had ſpent 
the Day, and weare come home at Nighte, the Abbot for his Diſport 
enquyred of the Foole how he had beſtowed that Day: The Foole fell 
out on laughinge, and ſware by his Trouthe, that he had ſene a fore 
Batteil fought that Daye betwene his Lordſhippes Monkes and the 
Nonnes of Clements Thorpe, but he thanked God the Monkes went away 
withe the Victorye, for they alwayes lay alofte. This Houſe was va- 
| lewed yearly at Poundes. 


Cary. A Caſtle which (as Paris fayeth) William Lovell one of the 
Nobilitye fenſed and held againſt Stephen, at ſuche tyme as the moſt 


of the Noblemen did the like withe the moſt of their fortified Places 
within the Realme.

CUMERSE. Somtyme a Caſtle not farre from Readinge, which Kinge ,..., 
Stephen was contented to raſe, upon Condition that the Duke of Nor- paril. 
maine, Henry the Son of Maude, wold raiſe his Seige at Waling ford, 
which he did accordinglye, and within ſhort tyme aſter thei agreed. 


CROKESTONE. It was in Kinge 7hor's tyme a Houſe of Chanons, paric. 
not farre from Lafford Caſtle in Lincoluſbyre, thabbot wherof reſorted 1216. 
to the ſame Kinge a litle before his Deathe, and miniſtred to him Phi- 
ſicque bothe for the Body and Soule; to whoſe Houſe he bequeathed x 
Pound, Lande, and his Harte to be buryed theare, as for his Bodye he 
comended it to Worceſter. Theare is a Monaſterye in Lejceſterſhyre ſo 


named, of the yearly Valew of 385 Poundes, which I take to be the

CUMHYRE. Cumyra, Pariſienſi. An Abbay in Wales, not farre from 
Montgomery, which was valewed at 25 Poundes yearlye. What tyme n23r. 
Hen. III. made an Expedition into ales againſt Luellin, and had pitch- arif.

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ed not farre from Mountgomerye ; Luellin had made an Ambuſhe to 
take him, wherof the Kinge havinge Intelligence, ſent a ſufficient 
Power an other Way then Luellin looked for theim, and had taken 
him, had not a Monke of this Houſe bothe advertiſed Luellin of this 
Purpoſe, and alſo moſt deceitfullye trayned the Kinge's Souldiours in- 
to a Myre, under Colour to ſhew theim a molt eaſie Paſſage. Suche 
as eſcaped complayned of the Fraude, the Kinge moved withe the 
Monke, and findinge moreover that the Houle it ſelfe had ſuccoured 
Luellin, comaunded Fire to be put to it. The Abbot came knelinge, 
and offered by his Freindes 300 Markes for amendes, the which the 
Kinge with muche adoe at laſt receyved, and ſaved the Houle. 


CatteBY. A Houſe of Nonnes, wherin weare two Sitters of Ed- 


mund, Archebyſhop of Canterbury in Hen. the III. tyme, to the one of 


which he ſent his Palle, and to thother a Sylver Table, wherin was 
wroughte the Paſſion of Chriſt, wherby (ſayeth Paris) many Miracles 
weare wrought ; for this Man was not only a Sainte in his Opinion, 
but alſo ſo holy, as he reputed his Bodie, and the Crowne of "Thorne, 
( wherof the one was buryed theare, and thother broughte from Con- 


ſtantinople to theim) for the only and ineſtimable Jewelles of Fraunce; 


yet finde I not in the hole Diſcourſe of his Lite what he did worthye 
the canonizinge, but in ſtoutinge withe his Soveraigne, in ſquaringe 
withe the Nobilitie and the Popes Legate, and ſettinge at Naughte his 
Fellowe Byſhopes, in ſo muche that flyinge to Rome for Remedye, he 
receyved an Anſweare that ſhortened his Life. 


Carnie, Caertaph, Bryt. Tava, Lat. Lel. A Caſtle in Wales, which 
tooke the Name of the Water Taph wheron it ſtandethe, as Gyraldus 
and Lel. bothe agree; for it is as muche to ſay, as the Towne or 
Caſtle upon Taph. Robert the eldeſt Son of the Conquerour, but not 
Inheritour of his Kingdome, bycauſe the Father had by Teſtament o- 
therwiſe diſpoſed the ſame, after many Troubles with William Rufus, 
and Henry the firſt, his Brethren, was comitted Priſonner in this Caſtle, 
wheare he lay above 20 Yeares, and at the laſt died. But duringe his 
Impriſonment, it happened that Henry his Brother and then Kinge, had 
brought him upon a Feaſt Daye in the Morninge a Scarlet Garment to 
2 on with a Cape for the Head, as the Manor then was, which as 

e aſſayed, he found it to ſtraighte in the Cape, inſomuche that he 
brake a Stitche or twoe in the Scame, and caſtinge it aſide, he bad his 
Gentleman give it his Brother Robert; for his Head (quoth he) is leſs 
then myne, The Garment was brought him, and when he ſawe it a 


L litle 
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litle torne, he demaunded how it happened that it was not ſowed; the 
Gentleman told the Trouthe, which as he underſtode, he fell into a 
great melancholy, ſayinge: And dothe my Brother make me his Bede- 
man, in that he ſendethe me his caſt Clothes? Then have I lyved to 
longe. And (as Paris ſayethe) ſo tormented himſelfe with Sorrowe, 
that he would never after receyve Suſtenaunce, but pyned in this Pry- 
ſon. Sylveſter Gyrald, in his Itinerarie of Wales, hathe, that when 
Hen. II. was at this Towne, theare met him as he came from Maſle a 
plaine Countrye Man, which falutinge him in Saxon, with theiſe 
Woordes, (Lov holde be cynnyng) comaunded him from our Ladye 
and St. Peter, that he ſhould forbidd Byinge and Sellinge on the Holy- 
dayes. The Kinge bad one of his Footemen aſke him againe, Whe- 
ther he dreamed that they ſo comaunded him or noe; which when the 
Man heard, he replyed, Onleſs thou doe this, and amend thine owne 
Life alſo, thou ſhalt have ſtraunge Tydinges, or the Yeare goe abour, 
of ſuche Thinges as thou loveſt moſt dearlye. Which Gyra/d verefiethe 
in the Conſpiracie of his Sonnes againſt him, which happened within 
the Yeare. The Leſſon is to be imbraced; but as for the Confidera- 
tion of the Miracle, I leave it to ſuche as be lighter of Beleife. In 
the Variance betwene Henry the Third and his Nobilitye, this Caſtle 
was beſeiged, and Warine Baſſet a Nobleman receyved his Deathe in the 
Aſſaulte. 


CHESTERHUNT. Mathew Paris beinge himſelfe a Monke of St. A/- 
bons, complayneth greatly of Henry de Mara, a Juſtice in the Tyme of 
Hen. III. bycauſe he amercyed thabbot in 100 Merkes, for that he 
would not ſuffer his Tenantes to appeare before him, be inge the Kinge's 
Juſtice, out of their owne Libertye at St. Albous, when he fat at Che/ter- 
hunt hard by. He taketh Occaſion therby to inveygh againſt the Seve- 
ritie of the ſame Juſtice in puniſhinge Uſurie, for he ſayeth it was fo 
ſene to, that a Man could ſcarcely ſerve his Freindes Neceſſitie by way 
of Loane, but that he was in Daunger to be impeached of Uſurie. If 
Paris had lyved in theiſe Tymes, he ſhould have had Cauſe to have 
borne muche withe, or rather to have wiſhed Correction in theiſe moſt 
Jeuiſbe Cheviſances, that now like Cankars frett and conſume the Pub- 
lique Weale, and never a Mara to amende theim. 


CArRDIGAN. Aberteisye, Bryt. Tivei Oſtia, Lel. A Shyre Towne 
in Wales, which taketh the ancient Name of the Ryver at the Mouthe 
wherof it ſtandethe. The Water is called Teywy, and is ſtoared withe Sa/- 
mon and Otter, above al the Ryvers in Wales, ſayth Gyrald. The Re: 
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nicles of V inchecumbe mention of a great Overthrow gyven to the 
Welchemen heare, about the Yeare 1137; which by Conference with 


Mat. Paris, I find to be about the ſame tyme that Stephen beſeiged 
Ludlowe Caſtle, and toke it. 


CLun. Colunus, Lel. Colun, Bryt. & Caſtrum Colunuy. A Water 
and Caſtle in Shropſhyre, which as Leland ſayeth toke the Honour of 
the Alanes, a Name of apparant Perſonages in that Countrye for a longe 
Seaſon. I find it not in Gyralde, but in Tyme of Edw. II. Edmund 
Earle of Arundel was forced to yeld it, he was afterward beheaded in a 
Place called then Wigmerſh, neare to Hereford. 


CIRKLAND. In IWelſhe Guayne, which beinge devyded into Upper 
and Nether, is now called Kirk and Kirkland, Lel. 


CneesTow. Caſtleguent, Bryt. Venta Sylurum, Lel. Strigulia, Gy- 
raldo, Bulleum aliis. A Towne and Caſtle in Monmouthſhyre, which was 
aunciently called Caſtleguent, whereby Leland taketh occaſion to call 
it Venta Sylurum, for Sylures are placed thearabout by Ptclomy and o- 
thers. The Saxons after this called it Chepeſtow, which is no more to 
fay but a Market, bycauſe it lay comodiouſlye to bringe thinges unto, 
and vented theim abrode wheare Nede was, as it yet dothe. It hathe 
bene walled, as by the Ruines may yet appeare. In Tyme of Hen. II. 
one Richard Earle of Chepſiowe matched withe the Earle of Lenfter's 
Daughter in Ireland, and paſlinge over thyther, made the way, wherby 
the ſame Kinge conquered it, as Gyrald in the Hyſtorie of that Con- 
queſt maketh playne. Leland geſſeth that the Towne was defaced, 
when Harold, in the Life of Edward the Conſeſſor, and by his Co- 
maundment, invaded Wales; who foe tamed the Welchemen, that paſ- 
ſinge throughe the Contry, he raiſed in ſundrye Places Pillers of Stone, 
with this Inſcription, Hucuiſque Haroldus Victor penetravit, as the fame 
Gyrald in his Itinerarie confeſſeth, and ſayeth withal, that by meane 


of this Exploict, they lyved in Reaſt the moſt parte of thre Kinges 
Reignes after. 


CowzRI DOE in ales, auncyently called Pont Vaine, i. Pons Saxc:!!s 
vel Lapideus, howſoever it came to be Cowbridge, 


CHELSEY, Chelfega, Lel. Lelande ſuppoſeth it to be named of a 
Shelfe, for ſo do the Watermen call a Bank of Sand that ryſeth in a 
Ryver. Syr Thomas More firſt beautified it with ſome Buyldinge, and

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after that Kinge Hen. VIII. but now laſtly, the Lorde Treaſorer above 
the reſt. 5 


CowrEs, CARISBROK RE. Two Fortes by Newporte, thone Eaſt, and 
thother Weſt, buylded by Kinge Henry VIII. Theare is alſo faſt by 


an old Caſtle, which (ſaythe Le/and) the Britons called Caerbro, by- 


cauſe it ſtoade upon the Sea, for Bro with theim ſignified Aſtuarium. I 
take it to be the ſame that is now called Careſbroke. 


CoMBMALLET. Camallet, or Caermallet, Brytan, A decayed Caſtle 


in Sumerſetſhyre. The comon Opinion of the Bryton Hiſtories is, that 


Arthur kept his Round Table (which Paulus Fovius beleaved to be the 


ſame that is yet ſhewed at / incheſter) in thre Places eſpecially, at Ca- 


erleon in Wales, at Wyncheſter, and at this Caſtle. The comon People thear- 
about, that receyve by Tradition true Hyſtories corrupted by Fables, and 
ſome Trouthe overſhadowed with muche Falſhoode, (as the manor of 
ſuche People is apt to be deluded) vaunt muche of this Matter. Suerly 
the Coignes that be theare ploughed up, and the Majeſtie of the Situ- 
ation, ſaver ſomwhar of great Antiquitie; inſomuche as Leland break- 


inge forthe, ſayeth, he ſawe theare, & artis & nature miraculum. 


CoITWRONEU, Sy Mroneu, Gyraldo. Not farre from Aberge- 
venny in Wales, is a ſtraight and narrowe Paſſage throughe a Woode, 
called Co:twronew; whearin Jereund of Carleon, kylled Richard Cla- 


rence Lord of Cardiganſhyre in South Wales, in Tyme of Henry the Se- 
cond, Gyrald. 


CoLESHULL, A Wood in North Wales, takinge the Name of Cole 
Hylles that be in it, as Gyrald ſayeth. Henry II. made thre Exploictes 


into Wales, and profited litle by any of theim, bycauſe he miſtruſtinge 


his owne Subjectes, uſed thadvice of Normans that weare not acquaint- 
ed with the Country. The firſt was in this Place, wheare the /Ye/ſhe- 
men takinge thadvantage of the Wood and Straightnes of the Paſlage, 


ſlew many of his Souldiours. The reaſt ſhal be reſerved tor their fit 
Titles. | 


CumBrRForD. Lyme neponde, Aſſer. Tunnerford, Proſp. About the 
Yeare Boo, (ſayeth Marian) it happened that Duke Ellelnund came 


out of Mercia with his Men, and paſſed the Water at this Place, wher- | 


of Meolſtan, then a Capitaine of Viliſbyre, havinge Knowledge, met 
him forthwithe with his Men of Hi/teſhyre, and gave him a great Bat- 
tell, 
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teil, wherin bothe the Capitaines weare ſlayne, but the W/reſhyre Mien 
kept the Feild. I find it not in al W:/teſhyre, onles the Copie be miſ- 
written, and Comerford delivered me for Somerford, of which Name 
theare be moe than one in that Countrye. Huntington calleth it Ky- 
nemesforde. Thear is Cumberford by Calne, &c. an obſcure Place. 


CuENTAWIC. Some Place in Kent, (as I conjecture) wheare Aſſerus 


ſayethe the Danes kylled many, as they did at the fame Tyme at Lon- 
don, and Rocheſter alſo. 


CymuT. Hingar the Dane came withe 23 Shippes out of Wales in- 
to Devonſhyre, (for ſo Marian reſtreynethe the Signification of Domna- 
nia, Whiche ſome others uſe more largely) and beſeiged a Caſtle within 
the Land thus called. And bycauſe he ſaw the Cattle without Water, 
and unfurniſhed, thoughe it were highe on every Side but on the Eaſt, 
he made a bold Approche, thinkinge the Iagliſbe would have yelded ar 
the firſt Somons: But they iſſuinge out upon him unprovided, flewe 
him, and 1200 of his Men. Henry Huntington ſayeth, that Halden 
was flayne theare alſo, whearby it 1s evident to be the ſame Fighte 
whearin his Standard was taken, as appeareth before in ATHELNEY. 


CASTERFORD. About the Yeare 950, Edred toke Homage of al the 
Nobilitie beyonde Humber, but they notwithſtand meinteyned one 
Ircus, a Dane by kinde, againſt him, wherat beinge juſtly offended, he 
toke his Power, and paſlinge throughe the Country with Fyre and 
Sword, he deſtroyed al before him. Now as he retourned homewarde, 
a Troupe iſſued out of Yorke, and cut of the Tayle of his Army at this 
Towne, the Kinge turned agayne, and bendinge his Power upon theim, 
ment to have deſtroyed theim utterlye. But thei forſakinge [rcus, ſub- 


mitted theimſelves to his Mercye, and pleaſed him with ſuche Money 
as they weare able to make, 


Cocuan. In the Dayes of Etheldred, Edric (whoſe Name is notori- 
ous for his ſundry Treaſons) bad Alf helme a Nobleman to a Banker at 
Shreuſburye, and after great Interteinment, caryed him not farre of to 


hunt, wheare he had cauſed one Godwin Porthund of Shreuſbury to lyc 


in awayte, and to kill him as he paſſed by, which the Cutthrote per- 


tourmed moſt boutcherlye; for Revenge wherof Etheldred lyinge at 


this Place, cauſed two of his Sonnes, Yuylfeage and Ugate to be blind- 
ed. 


CANINGES. 
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CANIN GES, Caningeſmarſhe, Mariano. A large Circuit of good | 
Ground in North Wilteſbyre, wherof the moſt part at this Daye be- 

longeth to the Cloſe of Saliſburye. Marian reporteth, that when the Varian. 

Danes, in Tyme of Etheldred, had waſted, burned, and ſpoyled the . 

greateſt part of fiftene ſeveral Shyres within the Realme, they came at 

laſt into /7/7/yre, and drave from this Place a ryche Bootye. 


CLASTBYRY. Lengar a Byſhop of Hereford, (and before a Chaplein „anus. 
to Harold) with Agelnoth the Shyrif of the Shyre, and al their Compa- 1+50 
nye beinge aſſembled about the Affaire of the Countrye, weare ſlaine 
by Griffin the Prince of Wales, in Tyme of Edward the Confeſſour, at 
this Place; which I thinke gave thoccaſion of Harolde's Warre in Wales, 
as is before remembred in CHE STO W. I take it the ſame that now 


by Corruption of Speache is theare called Clybyrye. 


CLARENCE, Stoke Clarence. A Towne in Suffolke, ſtandinge upon 
the Water of that Name, which divideth it from E//ex, wherof one 
Richard was Owner in Tyme of Rich. I. whoſe Heir Female deſcended 
by many Degrees, was maryed to Lionell Son to Edw. III. who beinge a 
Duke by Byrthe, and havinge this Towne as the Inheritance of his 
Wife, was named Duke of Clarence, and was the firſt that bare that 
Title. Some other after had the Honour, but they enjoyed not the 
Place wherof the Honour toke the Name. For (ſayeth Polydor) it is 
at the Pleaſure of the Prince to gyve a Man the Name of a Thinge 
wherof he ſhal never have Poſſeſſion; but inſted of ſuche Poſſeſſion, 
ſome yearly Fee out of the Eſchequer, or the Name and Poſſeſſion to- 


gether. The Caſtle is now clene decayed. Some thinke the Ryver to 
be called Er/e.

CuLNHAM. A Place within twoe Myles of Abingdon in Barkſhyre, volydor. 
wheareto one Humfry Stafforde, leavinge the Sanctuarye at Colche- 
fer, fled for Succour; but bycauſe it appeared, = the ſhewinge of 
the Graunt of Kinge Kenolfe to thabbot of Abingdon, who was Owner 
of the Ground, that thear was no Sanctuarye in that Place for Treaſon, 
he was taken forthe, and beheaded; as may appeare in the Diſcourſe of 
that Matter conteyned in a Caſe 1 Hen. VII. 


CLovESHoWE. Cuthbert Mageſet Byſhop of Canterbury, held a Sy- Bale Cent. 
node for the Reformation of the Churche of 1ngland at Cloveſhoe, a- 
bout the Yeare 755. 
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CaversIcur, Gameſiche, Proſp. Therb of Warwyke, and Thom, of 
Lancaſter, which two above the reſt envied the Proſperitie of Peter 
Gaveſton, toke him from Athinton betwene Oxford and Warwike, and 
cut of his Head at this Place, as for his Bodie they cauſed it to be bu- 
ryed at Landſey, which Matter was one of the firſt Motives of Diſplea- 
{ure betwene the Kinge and his Nobilitye, and grew to ſuche a Fire, 
by Acceſs of other Matter, as nothinge could quenche but his Bloude. 


| CoLywesToN. A Houſe of the Princes, ſtandinge in Northamp- 
tonſhyre, wheare Margaret, the Siſter of Kinge Hen. VIII. was delyver- 
ed to the Scottiſbe Embaſſadours, when ſhe went to. be eſpouſed to their 
Kinge. 

CocueT. An Ile in the North-Eaft-Sea of Ingland, about ten Myles 
from Farney, whiche belonged ſome tyme to Tynemouthe, which was a 
Cell of St. Albons. + Wes 


CocogsHAL. An Abbey in Eſſex, which was buylded by Kinge Ste- 


phen about the Yeare 1150. It was valewed. in the Recordes at 251 


Pounde by Yeare. Sow. 


CHYLTERNE. A great, hyghe and Woodye Quarter, extendinge in- 
to Hertford, Bedford and Buckinghamſhyre, which Leofſtan Abbot of 
St. Albons. (bycauſe it was a Hold for Robbers) cauſed to be playned for 
a great part towardes London, and planted: in it Houſes, and Bridges, 
and gave Land and Fee to a Capteine to. defende Paſſengers, as in 
FLAMSTED. ſhal more at large appeare. 


CURTOPSRETE. Court ut Strete, trulye. A Towne in Kent neare 
Maydſtone , wheare: lyved in Tyme of Hen. VIII. one Anne Bar- 


ton. 19

CLYBERY. The Place in Shropſhyre, of the Nativitie of Robert 
Langland, Auctor of the Booke entituled, The Viſion of Pier's Plough- 
man; This Man was one of Wiclfe's Diſciples; and foraſmuche as the 
Tyrannie of that Tyme ſtopped playne Speache, he covertly and cun- 
ningly taunteth the eccleſiaſtical Enormyties of his Age. 


CHURCY AM: Sceopprare, Saxon. & Symeoni Dun. Seraſtan, Floril. 
Scearcham, Alfredo Beverlac. It is reported by many Writers, that Ed- 


0 1 mund 
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mund the Kinge, ſurnamed Tronfide, fought ſix ſeveral Battailes with 

Kinge Canute the Dane; and that they agreed to devyde the Realme at 

fuche tyme as they weare in Field ready to have joyned the ſeventh. 

The ſecond of which Battayles (ſayeth Huntingdon) was fought at Huntington, 
Sceorſtan; in which (as Alphred of Beverley wryteth) Kinge Edmund 

had utterly overthrowen Canut, ne had the falſe Traytor Edric the alphred Be- 
Earle taken the Head of a dead Parſon, ſomwhat reſemblinge Kinge Veflac. 
Edmund, and pitchinge the ſame upon the Toppe of his Speare, cry- 

ed, Flie Ingliſhmen, flye, for Kinge Edmund is ſlayne; by which Noyce 

he ſo diſordered the Ingliſbe Armye for a tyme, and until the contra- 

rye was knowen true, that he not only pulled out of their Handes aſ- 

ſured Victorie, but alſo caſt theim into preſent Daunger of Ruine and 
Overthrow. I was of thopinion that this Place ſhould be Shar/ton in 
Wiylteſhyre, or Shyrſton in Somerſetſhyre, untill I had redd in Mat. of 

Weſt. and Symeon of Durham, that it ſtoade in Wiccia, that is to fay,, 

in the Dioces of Worceſter, and therfore I take it to be Churcham in 

the Foreſt of Deane, the rather bycauſe Alpbred of Beaverley, (which 

lyved ſomwhat before Huntingdon) calleth it Searcham, which is not 

1 of in Sounde. Nether is it any Impediment, for that Deane Fo- 

reſt is now in the Dyoces of Glouceſter, ſeinge it is not longe ſence it 


was taken from Worceſter, and was before within the Precincte of 
Wicca. 


CARESBROKE, ſee RAaPsSODIA. 
CRav, fl. A ſmalle Ryver in Kent, which riſinge at Orpington, 


runneth by Foteſcray, St. Marye Cray, and Craiford, to al which it gy- 
veth Name, and at Dartford myngleth itſelfe with Dereut. 
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URHAM, Deopham, ua Deirorum manſio, Ptol. Dune holme, 
Saxon. Dunum Sinus. The cheif Cytie and Sea of that Byſho- 

prike, which ſeamethe to have taken the Name of Dune, and Holme, 
which is as muche as to ſaye, a woodie hye Place, or Hill; for it hang- 
ethe over the Ryver Weare or Wyre, and the firſt Foundations weare 
layed in the higheſt Part of the Towne, which was then ſo growen 
with Wood, as it had the Aide of al the Countrye theareaboutes from 
Coquet to Teſe to rydd it. Before which tyme the Towne was nothinge, 
for it receyved by the Byſhoppe, bothe the firſt Honour, and the In- 
creaſe. I have ſene an Exampler of that Chronicle of Lind:sfarne, which 
Leland conjectured to have bene compiled by Simon the Chanter of 
Durham, wherin I finde that Oſald made Aidan (of whom Beda 
hathe frequent mention) the firſt Byſhop of Lindigfarne, now called 
the holy Ile in Nor#humberland, about the the Yeare of Chriſt 635, 
which Byſhoprike was contynued in the Succeſſion of 16 ſeveral By- 
ſhops by the Space of 240 Yeares. About which tyme the Danes fo-in- 
feſted that Place, (as that hole Shore above all other Partes taſted moſt 
of their Crueltye, by reaſon that it lyethe nexte, and as it weare over 
againſt theim) that Eardulf then Byſhope, takinge withe him the Bo- 
die of Cuthbert (ſometyme their Byſhop, and before a Cowherd) and 
fuche other of the Monkes as eſcaped the Furie of the Danes, fled into 
the Countrye, and pauſed ſome tyme at Cheſter in Strete, ſome tyme at 
Crake, and ſome tyme at Repindon, and cominge againe to Cheſter ſat- 
tled the Sea theare for a Seaſon, as is alreadye ſhowed under that Tytle. 
And at the lengthe, one Aldhune then Byſhop 361 Yeares after that Ai- 
dane had placed it in the Ile, after manye Laboures to longe to be tolde, 
and fundrye Miracles, Viſions, and Dreames, to fond to be beleaved, 
came withe the Bodie to this Place, and pullinge up by the Rootes the 
Wood wherwithe it was then overgrowen, raiſed in the Place a faire 
Churche for the Byſhoppes Sea, and obteyned by the Liberalitie of 
Kinge Ezheldred and his. Nobilitie ſundrye Donations of Landes and 
Libertye. By Reſidence of the Byſhoppes the Towne in ſhort tyme 
growe to be ſuche, as when Duncane Kinge of. Scotland came to beſeige 
1 1* 
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it in the Yeare 1035, he was not only repulſed, but well beaten, in ſo , 1035. 
muche as he loſt a great Nombre of his Men. In the 34 Yeare of ln 
William the Conquerour's Reigne, he ſent Robert Cumyn a Norman to 107g. 
governe the Northe Countrye, whome he made Earle of Northumberl. 
which, while he was at Durham with 700 Men, was aſſaulted by the 
Countryemen theare, in ſo ſodain forte, that they bothe killed his Men, 
and burned him within his Houſe. Wherat the Conquerour beinge 
moche offended, came in Parſon in to the Northe Partes, and ſo ſpoiled 
the Countrye, that Egelioyn, then Byſhop of Durham, toke up the Bodye 
of Cuthbert, and fled againe into the holy Ile from whence they came 75 
Yeares before: But after they had a while gyven Place to this Furye, 
they found the Favour to retorne in Peace. In his tyme alſo (thoughe = 
Bale goe no hygher then Richard the Firſt) did //alchere the Byſhop 
bye of the Kinge the Earldome of Northunberl. and the Shryvewyke of bar. 
the ſame, wherin he behaved himſelfe ſo leudlyc, that when upon a 
tyme the Countryemen aſſembled theimſelves and craved at his Handes 
to be more eaſely delt withal, he not only not granted their Requeſt, 
but charged them forthwithe to make him 400 Poundes. Wherat they 
beinge in hart muche greyved, pretended notwithſtandinge to lay thear 
Heades together in his Preſence, as thoughe they had deviſed about 
the Levie of it, and one amongeſt theim, as they comoned together, ſaid 
to his Fellowes as followeth ; Scop ede Food pee, Slea pe þe Bir- 
ceop, i. Short Counſeil is the beaſt, let us kyll the Byſbop; and fo run- 
ninge upon him, ſlewe him and 100 of his Men. I follow Paris in 
this Hyſtorie, for the Chronicle of Durham chargethe Earle Waltheof 
with this Murder, who, after Paris Mynd, was beheaded by Comaund- 
ment of the Conquerour before; howſoever it was, Odo Baiccenſis the 
Kinge's Brother came downe withe a great Armye, and waſted the 
Country unto Deſolation. Notwithſtandinge afterward, William was 
made Bythop, which gathered Monkes out of Hermouthe and Jarrowe 
to ſtoare his Houle again, and pullinge downe the ſmal Churche that 
Aldhune had made, he erected a more large and ſtatelye. Hee#or the He&tor. | 
Scettiſh Chronicler ſayeth, that Malcolme Kinge of Scottes, buylded this 
Churche of newe in tyme of Turgot thabbot, which lyved in the Reigne 
of Hen. II. and that Beda's Bones weare caryed to Durham. The 
Conquerer builded the Caſtle at Durham, as he did ſondrye other in the g. 
Northe-Countrye. In whoſe tyme alſo Milliam the Byſhop thruſt the 8ue, Pad. 
Monkes out of Durham, and put in ſeculer Preiſtes. When Kinge- 
Richard I. prepared himſelfe rowarde Ferujalem, and wanted Money, 1189. 
amongeſt ſondrye other Thinges that he ſolde, he roke Money of Hughe Loſes 9 52 
for the Earldome of Northumberland, and of Satbyrige, thone for Life, 27.

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and rhother to him and his Succeſſours; but the Kinge at his Retourne 
from Captivitie, beinge offended that the Byſhop would ſpare him bu: 
a litle Money toward his Raunſom, toke from him Northumberland, 
and made him paye 13000 Poundes for Satebyrye alone, whearas he had 
boughte theim bothe at the firſt for 11000, Henry the III. beinge in 
theiſe Partes, viſited St. Cuthbert (as they call it) and whyle he was at 
his Devocions, a Courtyer whyſpered in his Eare, that dyvers Byſhops 
of his had hydden muche Treaſure in St. Cuthberte's Tombe. The 
Kinge made ſhorte, and openinge the Tombe found it to be even ſoe, 
wherupon he deviſed to borowe the fame, leaſt they ſhould charge him 
with Prophanation of the holye Reliques ; but Paris compleneth that 
Pr ſp. they weare never halfe payed againe. The Towne hathe ſuffred muche 
12:5 by the Scortes, for in tyme of Edw. II. they entred the Towne, and 
Hector. burned the Suburbes. In tyme of Edw. III. David ſpoyled it alſo, but 
; 1.39% he was ſone after taken, and he paied for amendes 100000 Merks, as 
EY Hector confeſſeth. Laſtly, in tyme of Rich. II. they approched the 
Towne, and did ſome Harme theare. The Byſhoprike 1s valewed at 
2821 Poundes yearly, and St. Cuthberte's Monaſterye at 1366 Poundes. 
I am doubtfull whether this be the Place wheare Marian ſayeth the Sy- 

node was holden 822. He calleth it Dunelboo.

Galfride ſayeth that Cadwallo 
Kinge of the Brytons, joyninge with Penda the Saxon Kinge of Mer- 
cia, ſlew Ofwald at Burgne, after that Ofwald had put Penda to Flight 
a litle before at Hevenfeild: But Beda ſayeth, that Oſwald flew Cad- 
wall at this Place by Heovenfeild, not farre from Hexam, which he cal- 
leth Haguftaldeſham, and that Ofwald was ſlayne by Penda, (which 
ſlewe Edwyn his Predeceſſour alſo) at Ma/erfei/d eighte Yeares after. 
Galfride on the other ſide ſayeth, that Cadwallo died in his Bed longe 
after, and that he was buryed in London. Thus eche ſekinge to ad- 
vaunce their owne Nation, the Truethe is made uncerteine. Polydor 
foloweth Beda Foote by Foote, and in ſundrye Places chargeth Galfride 
with Lyes; and I findinge as many Incredibilities in Beda, beſide 
Faultes of Ignorance (for no doubt he was not learned in thantiquities. 
of the Realme) ſee no Cauſe whye I ſhoulde follow him, and diſcre- 
dit the Bryttiſbe Hyſtorie, wherof Galfr:ide is but a Tranſlatour. The 
Bryttiſhe Hiſtorie (wherof I have an auncient Copie in thoriginal 
Tongue) conteigneth muche hydden Learninge in the Antiquities of the 
Realme, thoughe in many Thinges it be over-glorious in the Praiſe of 
the Brytons. But Beda (beſide that this Fault is comon to him withe the 
other) hathe for no ſmal Part compiled his Hyſtorie by Heare- ſay. And 
therfore as I receyve him for the Hyſtorie of the comynge and Conver- 
ſion of the Saxons with ſome Cenſure, ſo do I not in the Hyftorie of the 
Bryttons Comynge and Overthrow reject Gal/fride without Judgement. 


DoRCHESTER, Dorcinga, Bede. Hydropolis, Lel. Dopcecear dne, 
Saxon. Caer Dauri, Brytan. A Towne about eighte Myles from Ox- 
ford, ſtandinge neare the Confluence of the two Waters, Tama, and 
1s, at which Place the Ryver begyneth to be called Thame, a Word 
compounded of the Names of thoſe two Ryvers united at that Place; 
herof alfo the Towne it ſelf is named, for Dorche/ier is but to ſay the 
Towne at the Waters, which gave Occaſion to Lel. to frame it Hy- 
dropolis out of the Greke, in meaning al one with the other. It 
appeareth by Beda, that Byrinus converted Cynegil/us a Kinge of 
the Weſt Saxons, and chriſtened him in the Preſence of Ofwald of 
Northumberland; whoe bothe agreed to gyve Byrinus a Place in this 
Towne for his Sea, which erected the ſame aboute the Yeare 635. In 
Tyme of Kinge Edward, the Son of Alfred, Forms/us then Pope found

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muche Faulte that the Byſhops Seas in Ingland weare for the moſt 
part unfurniſhed, and therfore comaunded him to fill theim ; which 
he did accordingly, for he cauſed ſeven to be conſecrated in one Daye, 


wherof one was at Dorcheſter in Mercia; ſo that a Byſhope's Sea conty- Chron. A 
nued in this Place about [437] Yeares, till at the lengthe one Remigius & M. 


Feſcampe, to whom William Rufus had gyven the ſame, partly moved 
by the Example of his Fellowe Byſhops that had tranſlated their Seas, 
in tyme of the Conquerour before, from Villages to great Townes and 
Cyties, and partly perſuaded upon Conſideration, that beinge the larg- 
eſt Dioces in Inglande, (for Huntington ſayethe that it contynued from 
the Thamiſe to Humber) it was to laborious to travaile far hence (be- 
inge the uttermoſt Lymitte of the ſame) to the other Partes, tranſlated 
his Sea from hence to Lincolue, and builte thear of his owne Charge a 


faire Churche. Thus Dorcheſter, which began withe the Byſhop, de- l. 


cayed by his Abſence: Which one Alexander, afterward Byſhop of Lin- 
colne, perceavinge, ſtayed ſomwhat by a College of Chanons that he 
erected theare. Bale and Lel. conjecture by the Coigne whiche hathe 
bene ploughed up about the Towne, that it was in ſome Price what 
tyme the Romanes had to doe within this Realme. Theare is in Dor- 


ſetſhyre a Towne of the ſame Name, wherof I doubt, Cc. 


Dacre, fl. Dacore, Bede. A Towne and Ryver, yet knowen 
by the Name in Cumberland, whear was an Abbey alſo in Beda's Tyme, 
and before. For he reporteth, that a ſwellinge Wen that had almoſt 
overgrowen the Eye of a younge Man, was taken away by a litle Lock 
of St. Cuthberte's heare, that he applyed to it in this Place.

Towne in the Byſhoprike of Durham, which one Styr, by Lycence of if. 


Kinge Etheldred, gave to Aldhune Byſhop of Durham, immediatly af- 
ter that he came to ſattle the Sea at Durham. Huge Pulabi, that 
boughte the Earldome of Durham of Kinge Richard I. buylded the 
Churche at Daruton, and placed Clerkes in it, myndinge to renew the 
old Order of Durham therin. That Deanrye is valued at 36 Poundes 
yearlye in the Recordes.

And of whome alſo ſome other write, that he found ſuche Favour at 
Claudius the Emperour's Hand, that he gave him his Daughter to. 
Wife. Lucius the firſt chriſtened Kinge builded a Churche within this 
Caſtel, and Eadbald, the Son of Ethelbert of Kent, a College of Canons, 
which Kinge Wightred did aftirward remove into the Towne, and de- 
dicated it to St. Martin, When Harold (ware to William of Norman- 
nie, and after Conquerour of this Ile, that he would fafely kepe unto- 
him the Kingdome, if Edward dyed without Iſſue, it was Parcel of 
his Othe to make a Well in this Caſtle, and to deliver it firſt. Suche 
Opinion was theare abroade of the Strengthe of the fame. In the Con- 
tention betwene Kinge 7/9: and his Nobles, Walkhelm that kept this 
Caſtle ſurrendered it to him. While Rich. I. was abroade, one Vil- 
liam Byſhop of Ely was his Chauncelor in Ingland, who beinge fallen 
out with one Geffrey then Byſhop electe of Yorke, cauſed him to be ap- 
prehended in St. Martin's Priorye heare, by Clerc then Shyrif of Kent, 
as ſone as he landed, and caſt him into the Caſtle. Wherat the Cler- 
gie and Nobilitie beinge offended, ſoughte thone by Excommunication, 
and thother by ſeculer Power, to punithe him; and he fearinge the worſt, 
diſguiſed himſelfe in a poore Woman's Apparell, and fled to Dover, 
thinkinge to have paſſed over, but he was unmaſked, and laid in the 
ſame Caſtle. Matheu Paris ſpeaketh muche of the intollerable Inſo- 
lence of this Prelate, and amongeſt other Thinges ſayeth, that he uſed 
to ride with 1500 Horſes. At the Houſe of the Templers within this 
Caſtle, did Kinge Jon ſeale the Charter of his Submiſſion to the Pope, 
acknowledginge himſelfe his Feodarie, and grauntinge to pay him year- 
ly for the Kingdome of Ingland and Irland r000 Markes, which was 
afterward ſealed in Gold, and delyvered to Pandulphe the Legate. In 
Tyme of this Kinge, and of Hen. III. his Son alſo, Hubert de Boro a 
Nobleman defended this Caſtle againſt Lodovic, the Frenche Kinge's Son, 
with ſuche couragious Conſtancie, that it was bothe a Comforte to the 
Subjecte, and a Wonder to the Enemye; in ſo muche as I can impute 
the Delyverie of this Realme from the Peril wherin it then ſtoade to 
nothinge ſo muche, as to the Magnanimitie of that one Man. Gzuye 
Montford the Son of Symon, was comitted Priſonner to this Caſtle in 
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tyme of the ſame Kinge, for Edward the Prince had a litle before gor- 

ten the Poſſeſſion of the ſame: But Guy fone after eſcaped by Corrup- 

tion of his Kepers. In Tyme of Edu. I. the Frenchemen entred the bro, 
Haven, and burned and ſpoyled a great part of the Towne. What for 1 
the Strengthe of the Caſtle, and for the Comoditye of the Haven the 
Nobilitie of auncient tyme thoughte the Safetie of the hole Realme to 

conſiſt in this one Member: For Paris fayeth, that when Henry III. 

called over Richard his Brother King of the Romarnes, that the Noble-

A Shyre Towne in Wales, round about the 
which (as it ſhould ſeme by Leland and Gyrald) theare inhabite ſuche 
as are deſcended of Flemynges; for in Tyme of William Rufus, the Fle- 
minges, by Inundations of the Sea, weare forced to leave their Dwel- 
linges, and comynge hyther, they obteyned of the Kinge that part a- 
bout Carleil, which was then deſolate, by occaſion of the Spolle that the 
Conquerour had made in thoſe Quarters. But Hen. I. that followed 
him, either of feare that they practiſed with the Scottes, or of Policie, 
the better to kepe under the ///e//hmen, tranſlated theim from Carleil to 
this Place, whearas they lyved in great Diſdayne of the Vel Nation.

This Dyche, 
layeth Aſſerius, was the Bound or Lymitt of St. Edmundeſburyr, which 
before in Bu kx toke to be the fame that Cicut or Canute made; but it 
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is evident by this Place of Marian, that theare was a Dyche heare 
longe before his Tyme; yet is it not unlikely but that Canute mighte 
new caſt the ſame; for he that made the Continuation of Proſper 
ſayeth, that he beſtowed upon St. Edmund a large Dyche. As for 
Ouſe, it is the fame Water that cometh to Huntington. 


DuNnsTAPLE. A Market Towne in Bedfordeſhyre, which for theiſe 
many Yeares by reaſon of the Situation, and Comoditie of Proviſion, 
hathe bene of good Accompt; for Kinge Stephen, in the third of his 
Reigne, kept a Chriſtmas theare, which in thoſe Dayes (eſpecially in his 
Tyme) was holden with great Solemnitie. In Tyme of Jhon, the 
Byſhop of Canterbury, with al his Province, had a Metinge theare. 
Thaſſiſes alſo have bene ſome tyme taken heare; and amongeſt other, 
once Patſhul, Midleron, and Braibroc, Juſtices, fat heare at thaſliſes, 
and amercyed Full; but he toke Patſbul and impriſoned him, as is be- 
fore ſhewed in BRDTORD. Mat. Paris compleyneth muche that the beg- 
gerly Order of Fryers Preachers entred this "Towne, as they had done 
before into St. Edmundes, and ſo glened from the fat Monkes the Li- 
beralitie of the comon People, that they weare muche empayred ther- 
by, and that the Nomber of the Relligious increaſed ſo faſt, that the 
comon Almes of the devout People was not ſufficient to fede theim, 
and that eche ſoughte to ſubplante other. Belike the Proverb was 
then true, Figulus figulum odit. After that Symon Montfort and Gil- 
bert Clare had taken Kinge Her. III. and his Son, they fell out about 
the Spoile, and Symon's Sons proclamed a Tornement at Dunſtaple a- 
gainſt therl of Glouceſter, who preparinge himſelf came thyther,* and 
a great Nombre to behold it out of al Quarters; but when Symon un- 


derftode it, he interrupted their Challenge, and would in no wiſe ſuffer 
them to mete. Abbey — 344 Poundes. 


DERHAM. Dyrbam, Aſſer. Deorbam, Huntingtono. I take Eaſte 
Derham in Norfolke to be the ſame that Marian calleth Dirham ; 
wheare he ſayeth, that the Body of Whitburge the Virgin, and Daugh- 
ter to Anna Kinge of Eaſt Angle, was found incorrupte 55 Yeares after 
that it was buryed; for Norfolke was part of that Dominion. It ſhould 
ſeme by Hen. Huntingdon, that theare was another Towne of this Name 
in the Weſt Countrye, for he ſayeth that Cealuyn Kinge of e 
fought with the Brytons, and diſcomfyted theim at that Place, and in 
the Purſuit toke thre of their Townes, Bathe, Ciceſter, and Glouceſter. 


But I feare thear be ſome Fault in the Copie, and that it ſhould be Dir- 
cham, which is in Glouceſter ſbyre, | 


DEviIsEs. 
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| Devists. A Market Towne and Caſtle in Wilteſbyre, the Market vide New 
contynueth, but the Caſtle of one of the moſt gorgious in Chri/tendome busen 
(for ſo was it ſayeth Paris) is become Fellow with the moſt decayed. p,,,; 
Kinge Henry I. the youngeſt Son of the Conquerour, after that he had 

taken his Brother Robert of Normandye comonly called Curtho/e, comit- 

ted him to this Caſtle, as to a moſt free and liberal Priſon. Kinge Se- __ 
phen, what Tyme he ruffled with his Nobilitye, toke this Caſtle from pi. Bae. 
Roger the Byſhop of Saliſburye, and in it 40000 Markes of Money, 
wherwith he made a Mariage betwen Euſtace his Son, and Conſtance the 

Frenche Kinge's Siſter. After which tyme, I thinke, it came no more pic 

to the Handes of any Byſhop. Kinge Jon furniſhed this Caſtle a- 12.6. 
mongeſt other with Men and Munition, when Lewes the Frenche Dol- 

phin warred upon him within this Realme, Hubert of Borow fom- 

what by his owne Demerite, but muche more by the Envye of the 
Nobilytie, fell into the Indignation of Her. III. who firſt impriſoned 

him ſtraightly in the Tower, and then called him to Accompt for ma- 

ny Matters, but he ſo quighted himſelf, that the Kinge reſtored him to 

the moſt part of his livinge, and comitted him for his more gentle In- 

treatye to this Caſtle. Peter, then Byſhop of Myncheſter, perceyvinge 

that, and bearinge Hubert mortal Hatred, the rather to avenge him ſelfe 

upon him, begged the Cultodie of the Caſtle of the Kinge withour any 
Mention made of the Priſonner, which when Hubert underſtode, he 

deviſed for his own Delyverye, and after ſome Danger toke Sentuary in 

a Chyrche in the Towne, but his Keapers recovered him; yet at the laſt 

by Threats of the Byſhopes which meinteyned the Immunitie of the 
Chorche, he was remaunded to Sanctuarie againe, and from thence he 

eſcaped into Wales, adjoyninge him ſelfe with ſuche other as then en- 

dured the Kinge's Diſpleaſure. 


Dissz. A ſmal Village in Norfo/te. Alexander the III. comaunded 

the Bythop of Norzw:che, that he ſhould diſpoſſeſs Milliam the Parton of 1177 
Die, for that he entered into his Benefice, clayminge it by Inheri- 
tance after the Deceale of Parſon Wwulkerel his Father, which begat him 
in his Preiſthoode, which Example is one amongeſt other that Bale 
uſeth, to prove that Preiſtes in Iugland had Wifes in thoſe Dayes. Of 
this Towne was Gualter Diſs a learned. Monke in tyme of Hen. IV. 
and of latter tyme hen Skelton the Poet Laureat.

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1137. DunsTER. Mathew Paris ſayeth, that when the Noblemen began 
to grudge at Stephen's Tyrannie, almoſt every one ſeiſed a Caſtle, and 
amongeſt other William Moihun entered the Caſtle of Daneſter, which 
I gueſs by the Name of Moibun to be Dunſter in Somer/etſhyre, for that 
Name hathe of longe tyme bene of Auctoritie in the Welt Partes. Vide 
poſtea ad DOoNCASTER. EF 


DarTMouTH, Daptemue, Saxon. Darent: oſtia, Lat. A Port 
Towne and Caſtle in Devonſbyre, which is named of the Water Darent, 
as may appear in Marian, and ſtandeth, as the Word meaneth, at the 
1040, Mouthe of the fame Ryver. After that Edward the. Confeſſour had 
Chro. Wync. baniſhed Godwin and his Sonnes, Suane and ſome other roued up and 
doune upon the Ingliſh Coaſt, and at the lenghte landinge at Pymſey, 
he deſyred his Coſine Beorn to reconcyle him to the Kinge, which pro- 
miſed to doe his beſt; nevertheleſs Suane toke him with him into his 
Shippes, and landinge with him at Dartmouth, moit cruellye kylled 
Pariſ. him. In the latter End of Hen. II. his Reigne 37 Sailes of Adventurers 
1:59. Jaunced forthe of this Haven, and weare interteyned of the Kinge of 
Portingale to aide him againſt the Mores in the Seige of the Cytie Sylvia. 
When Edw.IV. had ſcattered the Power of the Earle of Warwyke at 
Egecote, therle and his Wife came into Devon/byre and toke Ship at 
this Place to goe into Fraunce to Lewes then Kinge, and prayed his 
Aide for the Delyverie of Hen. VI, wheare he found ſuche Favoure, tha: 
retourninge into this Haven within fix Monethes after, he made Edw. 
IV. ſo afrayed that he fled over Sea, his Wife to take Sainctuarye, and 
therle found Leiſure to reſtoare Henry to his auncient Dignitie. 


1216, DuxnTon, DounToN in Leyceſterſbyre. It was ſome tyme a Caſtle not 
Faril. far from Beaver, of the Poſſeſſions of the Laſcyes Earles of Lingolue, 
which Kinge 7hon, in the tyme of the Warres betwene him and his 

Nobilitie, made equal with the Grounde. 


ro16. DzernuRsT, Deophy yr, Saxon. A Manor not far from Glouceſter, 
— ſtandinge upon Severne, wheare Edmund and Canute met before the! 
Parif. joyned Fight in Olney. It belonged ſome tymes to the Abbot of St. De- 

1259. mays in Fraunce; for Richard Kinge of Romans, and Brother to Hen. III. 


. obteyned it of the ſame Abbot at his beinge in Fraunce. Thear was 


ſome tyme a relligious Houſe whear Exeg, after Byſhop of Carter.

DIFFARDE. 
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D1FFARDE. When Symon Earle of Leceſter rebelled againſt Hen. III. paric 


LTuellin, chen Prince of Wales, joyninge Amitie with Symon waſted the 
Marches, and raſcd to the Ground two Caſtles belonginge to Edw. tlie 
Kinge's Son, Diffard and Gannock, | 


DoxTcASTER. In tyme of Hen. III. a litle before the Battail of 


Eve um, the Welſhmen came under the Conduite of William Berkley, 


and meaninge to have ſpoyled Somerſetſbyre they landed neare to this 
Caſtle, wherof Adam Gurdon was then Capitaine, whoe iſſued upon 


theim, ſlewe manye, and drowned the reſt, I think this Donkcaſtre be 


that which in the ſame Country is at this Day called Du»/ter, wherof 
Mention is alreadi before. 


DeyPEFoRDE. A Village in Kent, four Myles from London, which 
of late Yeares was of no Price, and now by Erection of a Storehouſe 
for the Shippes hathe receyved ſome Eſtimation. The Maiſters of this 
Houſe weare founded a Corporation by Kinge Hen. VIII. by the Name 
of the Maiſter and Wardeins of the holy Trinitye, for the buildinge, 
keapinge and conductinge of the Navye Royall. Theare cometh to the 
Towne a litle Brooke called Ravenſborne, which riſethe not farre of, in 
the Heathe above Bromley. This Towne in auncient Writinges is cal- 
led Weſt-Grenwiche, for Difference of the other, which in ſuche like is 
written Ea/i-Grenwiche, and now comonly Grenewiche. 


Dr, Dela, Saxon. A Landinge-Place in Kent betwene Dover and 
Richeborow, whear Kinge Hen. VIII. for Defence of the Coaſt made a 
Blockhouſe. Lel. ſayeth, that the Chronicles of Dover report that Cæ- 


Jar landed in that Place, and afterward ordered his Army in Baram- 
doꝛone. 


DyN VOR. A Caſtle in South Wales, ſtandinge on the Topp of a 
Hyll in Cantermaur, Eaſt from Carmardine, which Gyrald ſayeth was 
in his tyme the principal Court of Scuth-Hales, as Carleon had bene in 
tyme before; for he ſayeth that one Rotheric had thre Sonnes, Mervyn, 
Awarant, and Cadelly, which devided Wales into thre Partes, North- 
Wales, South ales, and . Powiſe, every of whiche had a Court, and 
therfore as Dinevor was the principal Palaice of South-Iales, ſo was 
Shrewſbury in Powiſe, and Aberfrau in Angliſey their cheif Courtes, 
til Cadelh, which had South-F/ales, over-lyvinge his Brothers, united Wales 
into one Monarchye, which contynued until the Dayes of Teuther.

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SAINT DocGMarrts. An Abbey in Wales, not far from Aberteyny, 
which is valewed in the Recordes at 87 Poundes yearlye. 


DevrTRAyYTH. A Caſtle in Eniomth in Wales, nor farre ſrom Bar 
deſey, which was builded in the Reigne of Henry the Second. 


Dymrxnnam. Some Place ſtandinge neare the Ryver ye, which I 
geſſe, by the Diſcription that Marian uſethe, not to be muche diſtant 


from Chepſtowe; for he ſayeth, that in tyme of Edu. the Confeſſour 


Griffin Kinge of South-Males joyninge Power withe 36 Sayle of 1rifhe 
Pyrates, paſſed the Ryver Weage (which no doubt is Yaga ) and burn- 
ed this Towne, againſt whom came Aldred the Byſhop of Worceter, 
accompanyed with the Men of Glouceſter and Worceſterſhyre, but as 
the Pyrates foughte withe theim Face to Face, Griſin came on their 
Backes and put theim to Flighte. The Welſhmen call this River Gowy, 
and in tyme of Hen. II. it was the Marche or Lymitt of Wales on the 
Southe, as Dee was on the Northe. 


Doxc, #. The Name of the Ryver that gyveth Name to Doncaſter, 
which ryſethe 
and leavinge Derby on the Left Hand, runnethe on the one Side 
of the Ile of Axholme in Lincolnſhyre, and from thence toward 
King ſton by Hull, a litle from whence it metethe with Trent, and 
theare thei bothe concurringe make Humber, which runnethe into the 
the Sea. I finde nothinge of this Ryver more woorthy Note, then 
that whiche happened by Godde's Provydence in the Yeare 1536 ; 
for when the Northerne Men had taken Armour, partly for the Love 
of their Abbayes, aud partly for Hatred to Cromwell, ro whome they 
imputed the Suppreſſion of the ſame, and weare aſſembled at the one 
Side of this Ryver in greate Nombre, and the Duke of Norfolke ſent 
from the Kinge in good Aray on the other Side, ſo that eche loked to 
mete other the next Morowe, lo ſodeinly in the Night Seaſon it pleaſed 
God to make this Ryver ſwell, and as it weare to offer it ſelfe a Stic- 
ler betwene theim, inſomuche as al Comoditie of paſſinge eche to other 
beinge cut of, Delaye wrought that, which reaſon at the firſt ſhould 
have broughte to paſſe ; for upon Offer of Pardon they ſubmitted them 
ſelfes, and wheare many ſhould have dyed that offended litle, a 


few within a while after weare executed, that weare the Cauſers of 
all the Miſcheif. . 8 


DULTINGE. 
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DuLTINGE. A Village in Somer/etſhyre, wherin Ina Kinge of 


Weſtſexe gave 20 Hydes of Land to Berwald Abbot of Glaſſenburye, 


and in the Yeare 85 1 after, Aethelwulf the Kinge gave Elmund thab- 


bot the Righte and Inheritance of the hole Towne. Gul. Malmſbury. 


DATHINGToN. Se ATHINGTON, for my Copie being Latine hathe 
made (as I thinke) one Word of De and Athington. 


DrEyYTo. A Market Towne in Shropſhyre, lately endowed withe a 
Free-Scole, at the Charge of Syr Roulande Hyll, ſome tyme an Alder- 
man of London. 


DoNxNIN G TON. Theare hathe bene longe ſence a Caſtle at Doning-

ton, in Leyceſterſhyre not farre from A/heby de la Zouche, for I reade that JEEP Du- 
in the Warres betwene Kinge Stephen and Maude the Empreſs, the 1157. 


Kinge amongeſt other toke by Aſſault that Caſtle, whearof the Ruines 
doe remaine for Monument at this Daye. 


DuNsSTANBURGH. For the Caſtle of Dunſtanburgb in Northumberl, 
Looke 4 Edw. IV. 20. in the Booke of Termes, &c. 


DoveRCovuRT. See thactes and Monuments for the Roode of Dover- 
court in Eſſex. 


DavinToxn. De Avinton. Henry II. about the ſecond of his Reigne 
builded the Priorie of St. Mary Magdalens of black Nonnes at Da- 
vington neare Feverſham, even as his next Predeceſſor Stephen had e- 
rected the Abbay of St. Salvuiour's of black Monkes at Fever/ham it ſelf. 
This Priorie is not found in the Regiſtre of the general Suppreſſions, 
bycauſe it came by Eſchete to the Handes of the . . . . Kinge Hen. 
VIIL a litle before that tyme, for a Forfeiture, for that it meynteyned 
not the appointed Numbre by the Foundation, as I have hearde. 


E. EXCETER, 
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XCETER. Exacear vpe, Saxon. Caer Ruthe, Rubea Civitas. Caer- 
penhuergort, & Caeruſte, Brytan. IJea, Ptolom. The uſual 
Name of this Towne is not deryved of the Ryver Exceſtrius, as Paulus 
Fovius calleth it, but of Ex; for the Addition of Cefter, which in the 
Saxon is LeapTne, betokenethe a Cytie, and ſo the hole Word Excefter, 
the Cytie upon Ex, as Exmouthe the Towne at the Porte or Mouthe 
of Ex. Galfride, the Interpreter of the Bryttiſbe Hyſtorie, ſayeth, 
that when Veſpaſian compaſſed this Towne with his Armye, Arvyra- 
gus Kinge of the Brittons met him theare with ſuche a Power, that 
Veſpaſian was contented to enter into Conditions of Peace: And that 
afterward Cadwallo, Kinge of the Brytons, toke Penda Kinge of Mercia 
at this Towne, which gave Occaſion of ſuche Amitie from thence- 
forthe, that they joyned againſt Ofwald, as is already ſhewed. The 
Danes, in Tyme of Kinge Alfrede, toke and ſpoyled this Towne; and 
not 'many Yeares after, when he had recovered it, and lay in the Eaſt 
Partes of his Realme, a great Rumor was, that the Danes with 240 
Shippes weare entred the Ryver Ex, and had beſeiged this Towne ; 
bur while Alfred bent his Power thytherward, they waſted the Realme

Pope, made two Byſhoppes Seas of two Collegiat Churches in the Welt 
Partes, z. at St. Germans, and at Cridington, but within a ſhort while 
after they weare united, and the Sea removed to Exceſter. After his 
Tyme Ethel/tan walled the Towne, havinge takinge the ſame a litle 
before from the Cornwalſbmen; for fo the auncient Chronicles call the 


Chron. Wyr. Brytons that dwelt in that Part, before called Corinia. Edgar brought

Monkes into t'1e Towne, and made Sydeman their Abbot, about the 
Yeare 968. Nowe when that this Towne, by the Acceſs of the By- 
ſhop's Sea, the Liberalitie of Athelſtan, and the Reſidence of the Relli- 
gious was growen to good Eſtimation, lo Swerne the Dane (in Tyme 
of Kinge Etheldred) came to it withe a mightie Powere, and break- 


inge the Wall from the Eaſt Gate to the Welt, ſpoiled the hole Towne. 


Whether it weare by Treaſon of Hugh a Nerman, then Erle of Devor- 
ſhyre, which Emma the Quene had avaunced to that Honour, or noe, 
I leave 
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1 leave to Marian and Huntington, whiche are not yet agreed about it. 
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Shortly after the Conqueror abated this Towne, for that it would not prog. 


yeld unto him, as he did ſome other in the North parte of the Realme 
alſo. Mathew Paris hath a Tale, that Bartholmew Byſhop of this 
Towne ſhould underſtand by Voice of Soules departed, that Levenoth, a 
holy Man within that Countrye, was dead before any Man told it him. 
Their Woordes weare, Ripep up cal Lhpipcep Feconene, Lepenob 
une ęæ de of pir populo fundiaþ, i. Riſe uþ al Chriſte's Che/en, 
Levenoth our Father is departed this Weorlde, In Tyme of Henry the 
Sevenethe Parkin Warbeck beſeiged this 'Towne, but er the Kinge came 
thyther, he was fled to Sanctuarie. In Tyme of Kinge Edw. VI. the 
Rebelles aſſayled this Towne allo, but they prevayled not. Theare are 
at this Daye within the Cytie about 17 Pariſhe Churches, Theare 
was ſome tyme a Priorie, valewed at 147 Poundes yearly ; Polle/toxo Ab- 


bey at 164 Poundes; the Hoſpital of St. Fhon's at 102 Poundes, and 


ſome Fryeries. The Byſhoprike is valewed in the Recordes at 1566 
Poundes yearlye. 


EP1isFRED. After that the Brytons (miſlikinge the Government of 
Vortiger, bycauſe he was by his Wife Roxena led overmuche to thad- 
vantage of the Saxons) had fer up Vortimer their Kinge, he endevour- 
ed te fatisfic the honourable Expectation that they had conceaved of 
him; and amongeſt ſundry Overthrowes that he gave their Enemies 
the Saxons, he put theim to a great Foile at this Place, ſayeth Galfr:de. 
Bur it is apparent by his owne Wordes, that this Frod ſhould be Forde, 


for he calleth it Yadum, which is a Forde over a Water, moſt uſual in 
the Saxon Speache. See AILESFORD in Kerr. 


EBERCURNY. Beda in his firſt and fourth Booke, takinge in Hand 
to deſcribe the Wall, (whiche after the Opinion of manye, Adrian 
themperour made, other thinke that Severus raiſed, and Polydore alone 
meir.teineth that Artius buylded) ſheweth that theare was a Monaſterie 
within two Myles of the Eaſt End of the ſame that he calleth Ever- 
curnyg, and that Trumwyne, the Abbot of the ſame Place, (flyinge the 
Perſecution of the Pies) beſtowed his Monkes, ſome in one Place, 


and ſome in another, and he himſelfe came to Streoneſball, now called 


Whytby, wheare he ended his Life. This, together with that which 
Polydore hathe of the Begynninge of this Wall, leadeth me to thinke 
that this Monaſterie ſtoade not farre from Newcaſtle upon Tyne, for 
he ſayethe that the Wall begane at the Water of Tyne, and reached 
Weſtward to Ef in Cumberland, fo that the Wall and thejſe two Seas,

Conſidered therfore that this Abbey ſtoade within two Myles of 
the Eaſt End of the Wall, and that the Wall began ſomwhat neare 
Newcaſtle, (for otherwiſe the Breadth of the Water ſhould not be 
muche) it is evident that it was not farre from that Towne. 


ELMEDEN and ELTON. Elmin, Bed. Elmet, & Elvete, nunc Elve- 
ton. Paulinus the Byſhop baptized manye of Northumberland in the 
Ryver Gleny, wherof cometh Glendale, neare to the which, ſayeth Beda, 
ſtode the Kinge Edwyne's Houſe, called Adgebrin, whiche in Proces of 
Tyme decayed, and another was built in the Place which he calleth 
Melmin, or as ſome Copies (more truly as I thinke) have it Elmen; for 
Melmin, as I take it, is miſtaken for in Elmin, which maner of ſettinge 
before of in, and at, is uſual with Beda: As for Example, aTpeal for 
peal; and in the Worde Atgebrin before, for Gebrin. This take I to 
be the fame that at this Day is called Elmeden in Northumberland; as al- 
ſo I conjecture Elmet, wherof Beda maketh Mention in the fame Place, 
to be the ſame that afterward the Chron. of Lndzsf. callethe Elvete, 
and we at this Daye Elton, corruptly for Elveton, i. the Towne wheare 
Elvete was. Hugh Pullach that obteyned of Rich. I. therldome of 
Northumberland, made a Bridge at this Elvete, and new walled the 
moſt parte of the Towne, and renewed ſuche Peices of the Caſtle as 
weare empayred by Fyre before tyme. The Territorie or Hundreth 
about Shyrburne in Yorkſhyre, is called Elmete allo. 
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ELyYE. Anguillaria Inſula, Lel. Elis, Polyd. Elze, Bedæ. & El- 
Fuss Saxon. An lle ſtandinge in that part of the Realme which was 
ome tyme Eaſt Angle, which toke the Name (as Beda and Lel. ſay) of 
Eles, as Grafton and ſuche like (harpinge muche upon the Stringe of 
Mens Names) aftirme, of Helius a Kinge of ee and as Polydore 
reaſonablie (thoughe peradventure beſide Trouthe) conjecturethe, of 


26 Myles, and in Bredthe 14. It conteyned in Beda his "Tyme 600 
Families, Hides or Houſholdes. Polydore fayeth, that theare was in it 
an Abbay of Black Monkes in tyme of Ethelbert which receyved Au- 
guſtine, by whoſe Perſuaſion he erected the fame, which beinge deſtroy- 
ed by Penda Kinge of Mercia, was afterward repayred by Ethelared 
Kinge Ezfride's Wife, who lyvinge 12 Yeares together a Virgin, and 
yet his Wife, at the laſt, by his Conſent, entred the Houſe her ſelfe, 
and governed Nunnes in it, which Order contynued til ſuche ryme as 


the Danes occupyinge that parte, deſtroyed the Houſe. Not lon 2 f

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ter, when the Furie of the Danes began to ceaſe, dyvers Preiſtes aſ- 
ſembled, and made of the Houſe a College, who bycauſe they had 870 
Wifes weare caſt out by Ethekvold Byſhop of Mincheſter in Edgar's 
Dayes, and Monkes broughte in. For Malmeſbury hathe a Tale that E- 930. 
thelſtane one of theiſe Preiſtes, and dyvers of his Fellowes, ſhould be 
chaunged into Eles, bycauſe they lyved not unmaryed, and that therof 

the Place ſhould be called Eley: But to make him a Lyer, and more gue. 
likelye to compile a new Metamorphoſis, then to write a true Hyſtorye, 

Beda hath ſaied that it was called Ely longe before. Clito Alfred, the After ns. 
Brother of Edward the Confeſſour, comynge to the Court by Comaund- 3“. 
ment of Harold then Kinge, was, by Procurement of Earle Godwyn, ta- 
ken and caryed to Elye, and theare had his Eyes putt out, and was de- 
lyvered over to the Cuſtodie of the Monkes of E/y, wheare he dyed of 

the Anguiſhe ſhortlye after. Herewarde, and dyvers other that rebel- Pariſ. 
led againſt the Conquerour, toke this Ile for their Defence; but the . 
Kinge haſted thyther, and makinge a Bridge two Myles longe of Hir- 
dles, Flagges, and ſuche like Proviſion, put theim to Flighte for the 
moſt parte, and flew the reſt. Amongeſt thoſe that eſcaped was this 
Hereward, who flyinge into Scotland never ceaſed, duringe his Life, 

to moleſt the Quiet of William the Conquerour. Theare is extant a 
Hyſtorie of his Life, which I have ſene, whearby it is evident that he 
was a noble Gentleman. Henry the Firſt chaunged this Abbaye into Lin. 
a Byſhoprike, addinge to his Dioceſe Cambridgeſhyre, and bycauſe he che. 
had taken the ſame from the Byſhop of Lincolne, (within whoſe Dion 
ceſe it was before) he made him amendes withe the Manor of Spald- 
inge. In the Tyme of Kinge Jon, dyvers of the Nobilitie flyinge his Pari, 
Fury, toke this Ile, but Fulco followed theim over upon the Ice, and . 
toke 15 of theim Priſonners, and did muche Damage to the Towne be- 
ſide. Hughe Byſhop in Her. III. Tyme, buylded a great part of that 
which belongeth to the Byſhop theare, and covered the Hall with 
Leade. The ſame Kinge fell out with the Covent, bycauſe they would pair, 
not choſe Yengham his Seale Bearer to their Byſhop, and therfore co- 1255. 
mitted the Byſhoprike to one Walleran, which did greate Spoile in their 
Woodes: For he told them playnly, that it was nedefull to have a diſ- 
crete Man theare, not a ſylly Monke, foraſmuche as that Ile was a co- 
mon Refuge for Rebelles. In his Dayes alſo the Barons entred this Ile, 126. 
and defended it for a Seaſon, but in the end Edward his Son put theim 

to Flight, and poſſeſſed it. Videas Chron. Alban in Vita Alfrici II. Ab- 

batis de Dolo Monaſt. The Biſhoprike is valued at 2135 Poundes 

yearly ; thabbey theare at 1404.

EvrxcuRicnus. A Place in Somerſetſhyre belonginge to the Byſhop 
of Bathe, wheare one Raulfe of Shreuſburye, ſome tyme Byſhop Ge 


did muche Coſte, in ſettinge up ſome removinge Houſe for the By- 
ſhop. 


EvESHAM. ECoperham, Saxon. or Ethonic, Proſp. Avonſham ut ego 
conjicio. A Towne in Worceſterſhyre, of which a great Portion of the 
Lowe Countrye thearabout is named the Vale of Eveſham, wherin ſtode 
ſom tyme a great Abbay, which Egwin a Byſhop of Worceſter buylded, 
above eighte hundrethe Yeares now paſt, and was longe after enryehed 
bothe in Buyldinge and Revennue, by Legfric the Erle, of whome theare 
is Mention in Couentrye: For one Alfaworde, which was at once both By- 
ſhop of London and Abbot of this Houſe, had a litle before deſpoiled 
theim of many Ornamentes and Bookes, not ſuche only as he himſelf 
had gyven, but alſo. ſuche as others had beſtowed, upon Diſpleaſure 
that the Monkes would not conſent that he ſhould: be refident theare, 
as he deſired. But the Houſe grew to ſuche Wealth, within a while 
after, that one Robert Bloet Abbot of this Houſe, was by the fame abled 
to gyve William Rufus go Poundes for the Byſhopric of Lincolne 
that then became voide. Edwarde the Son of Hen. III. overthrew Sy- 
mon Mount forde that had taken his Father before, in a Battail at this 
Place, wheare he cauſed him and ſondry other Nobles to be interred. 
Fhon Bale hath mention of one Odulphb, whome they of his Tyme call 
a Saincte, bycauſe he was caryed over Sea in a Moment to ſaye Maſſe 
in the Default of another Byſhop, and that he lyeth buryed heare alſo. 


This Monaſterye was valeued in. the Recordes at 1183 Poundes 
yearly. 


ELLANDUNE. Elladune, Proſp. Edlendune, Hunting. Ellandune, Ma- 
rian. Althoughe there be amonge theiſe Writers ſume Difference in the 
namynge this Place, or rather Diſagrement in their Handes that have 
copied out their Bookes into Examples, yet is it evident that they meane 
al one thinge, for they agree that it is a Place neare Yyncheſter, wheare 
Egbright' Kinge of We/t/ex (and after Monarche of al Ingland) over- 
threw Beornwulf Kinge of Mercia his Neighbour, and poſſeſſed his King- 
dome. The Victorie was full of Bloude, and therſore ſayeth Hunting- 
don, it was comonly faied of that Fighte, Edlendune rivus cruore ru- 
buit, ruina reſtitit, fatore tabuit. It is evident (as Marian alſo con- 


keſſethe) chat it toke the Name of Ella one of the firſt Saxon Capi- 
taines: 
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taines: Whether it be the ſame that at this Daye is called Fllisfei/d, or 
noe, I leave to ſuche as ſhall ſee the Place; for upon the firſt Sight it 
will appeare, whether it hathe borne a Battell or noe. 


ELLECROFT, A Place adjoyninge to Vote, wheare Ella and Ofbright 
joyninge Powers, ſett upon the Danes, and aflayled Yorke, but they en- . 
forced by Neceſſitie to iſſue, (for, ſayeth Marian, the Towne was not Aſſerius 
then well walled) flew many of the Northern Men bothe within and Jo Mor. 
without the Cytie. Of this Ella, as it ſemethe by Joan Major, this Place 
toke the Name, for bothe he and Ofbrigbt weare kylled theare. 
ELLEMERE. He that made the Continuation of Proſþer's Hyſtorie, aa 
ſayethe, that Kinge Jen gave his Daughter in Mariage to Luellin Prince 

of Wales, and withe her the Caſtle and Territoric of E!lmere in the 
Marches of the ſame. 


ERMINGSTRETE. One of the foure principal Highe-wayes, wherof Hunting. 
Huntingdon maketh Mention: It led from Southe toward Caerlils. 
Theiſe comon Weys weare endowed with dyvers Priviledges, of the Galfric. 
Kinge's Peace, of Diſtreſſes, and other, as in the Bookes of thauncient 
Lawes of Molmutius and the reaſt may appeare, which Priviledges weare 
alſo meinteyned by the Lawes of Edw. the Confeſſour, and now alſo 
ſence the Conqueſt enjoye ſome Shadow of the ſame, withe this Diffe- 
rence, that at this Day al other called the Kinge's Highe-wayes are 
clothed with the like Lybertie that thei have. Others will have this 
Way to leade from St. Davzde's, or from Monmouth in Wales to 
Southampton, Polychron. 


EcBRIGHTsTON. When Kinge Alfrede's Men had ſlayne Haldene 
the Dane, and 1200 of his Men (as appeareth before in CyMuT) Alfred 
begun to ſhew himſelfe out of Athelney, wheare he had longe lurked 
for Feare, and makinge a Caſtle in that Place, he came to Egbr:ightes Aſſerius. 
Stone (fo Aſferius callethe it) which lyethe on the Eaſt Part of the 
Forreſt of Selwood in Somerſetſhyre, and theare aſſembled a Power of 
Somerſet, Wilſhyre, and Hamſhyre Men, and encampinge theare that 
Night, paſſed on the Morowe to E/bandune, wheare he gave the Danes 
a mightie Overthrow, in ſo muche that Godrun their Kinge was not 
only dryven to accept ſuche Conditions of Peace as it pleaſed A/fred 
to offer, but alſo voluntarily promiſed to become a Chriſtian Man, which 
he perfourmed, as hearafter in WrDMoRE ſhal be at full diſcloſed. I take 
Arl to be the ſame that at this Day they call W/urle, and Aliſton to be

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Egbrightfton. As for Ethandune, I thinke it be worne out of Knowlege. 
Theatre is extant at this Day a Compoſition betwene Afrede and God- 
run for order amonge their People, which in Latine is entituled, Fædus 
regum Alfredi & Godrun. It begynneth, Hoc eff confilium, &c. and 


conteyneth 17 Chapiters, wherof the firſt is, Volumus unum Deum ſu- 
per omnia venerari, &c. 


ExMouUTHE. Exanmue, Saxon. The Towne at the Mouthe of the 


River Ex, in Devonſbyre, wheare was longe ſence a Caſtle; for Henry

Huntington ſayethe, that the Danes comynge to this Place, buſted theim

Eaſdeſbury, Marian. in fore- 
ſta juxta Ceſtriam, Polydor. Ethelfleda the Daughter of Alfred, and 
Wife to Ezhered the Governour of Mercia, after whoſe Deathe ſhe 


- toke upon her the Government of the ſame, and therin behaved her

ſelfe ſo manlye that ſhe was called Potens, Virago, and Victrix nature, 


nomine digna viri, amongeſt ſondry other Townes that ſhe founded in 
Mercia, builded this about the Yeare 915. 


EGLESFORDE, Eilegford, Hunt. EF eleryond, or Exelirþnop, Saxon. 
Eaglesford, Aſſerii com. Angelesford, Angeleſtbrop, Aſſer. A Towne in 
Kent ſtandinge on Medwey. Edmund the Kinge havinge overthrowen 
the Danes in a Battayl neare Offorde, purſued theim as they fled toward 
Shepey till he came to this Place, and if Edric had not by fraudulent 
Counſel interrupted his Purpoſe at this Paſſage, it is thought by ſome 
that that one Day had made an Ende of the Danes. It is the Place 
whear the Saxons fought one of their firſt Battailes againſt the Brytons, 
in which Horſa was ſlaine. I take it to be Aylesforde in Kent, which 


was a Houſe of Carmelites, in the Dioceſe of Rocheſter : Toke the 
Name of Angelepfonde. 


EGLESTON, Eccle/dune, Huntington. Aſandune, Mariano. A Place 
in Eſſex (ſayeth Huntingdon) wheare Edmund foughte with Canute or 
Cnout a great Battail, and behaved him ſelfe fo valiauntly thearin, that 
it is thought by Huntingdon, that he had therby obteyned Victorie, to 
the Delyverie of his Countrye, and utter Exterminion of his Enemyes 
the Danes, if Edric hid not by a Trayne defeated him; for when he 
ſaw that by the Prowes of the Kinge, and the Manhode of his Army, 
the Danes weare like to receyve an irrepayrable Overthrowe, he turned 
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his Backe, and cryed out, plex, fler, Engle, dead ir Edmund; fre, 
ye Ingliſhmen, Edmund your Kinge is flayne, and runninge away with- 
al, thearby ſo amaſed theim, that they weare ſlayne beyond Nomber in 
followinge him. Thus farre Huntindon, whome Polydore followeth ; 
but Afer, whoſe Hyſtorie is to be compared with the beſt, bothe for his 
auncientye, his rrue Accompte of Yeares, Synceritie in Wrytinge, and 

rticuler handelinge of manye Thinges that others omytte; he, I ſay, re- 

rteth, that this Batteil was joyned in Mercia, another parte of the Realme, 
at a Place which he calleth Aſſaudune, i. Montem aſini, and I gueſs to be 
in Glouceſterſhyre. And this Variance groweth not of miſnaminge the 
Place (as ſome have done before betwene theim) but of Difference of 
Subſtance; for he confeſſeth to Polydore, that Canute was in Eſſex, and 
ſpoyled theare, but he affirmeth withal, that he departed thence into 
Mertia, whether Edmund followed, and joyned this Batteyl, and that 
within a few Days after they agreed at Derehur/t (as is before ſhewed) 
to fight Hand to Hand in Olney, as ſhall in fitt Place appeare. Se more 
in Hox rod. Chron. Saxon. Petrob. agreeth with Huntingdon, and ſay- 


eth Arpanoune is in Eſſex. I take it to be eyther Eiſton ad montem neare 
Dunmow, or Aſhden by Waldon. 


ELIN GTOoN. A Village within the Forreſt of MWalberge, wherof a 
ſtout Man was Parſon in tyme of Hen. III. for when Falcaſius with his 
Rable had ſpoyled a great part of the Countrye, and led many Captive 

to his Caſtle of Bedford, (wherof he had the Cuſtodye comitted to him 
by Kinge Jbon) and ment to have done the like with this Man alſo, 
he defended him ſelfe fo boldlye againſt him, that he killed 12 of Fulco 
his Souldiours, beſides dyvers others that he wounded, before they could 
apprehend him, as Mathew Paris witneſſeth. 


Es81ncTon., A Manor perteyninge of auncient Tyme to the Byſho- 
pryke of Durham; for when one Nicholas refigned in tyme of Hen.

After that Stephen (whome the hole Eſtate of this 
Realme againſt Right, his Promiſe, and their one Allegeance, avaun- 
ced to the Crowne, in Diſdaigne that they would not be ſubject to a 
Woman) had paſſed the more parte of his Reigne in Warre againſt 
Maude the Impreſſe and Henry her Sonne (afterward the ſecond of that 
Name) in defence of his Uſurpation, and found himſelfe deſtitute of a 
lawfull Heire of his owne, to whom he might leave the Kingdome after 
his Deathe, and depryved of the Freindſhip of the Frenche Kinge by 
the Deathe of Euſtace his Sonne, which had maryed his Daughter, 
wherof he had nede in his Life; he condeſcended at the laſt in this

porteth with great Faythe that ſecreat Matter of this Hyſtorie wherto 
Polydor gyveth little Credite. 


EvyTouNE, Aquaedon, Lel. Eidune, Saxon. A Place neare Mind.. 
Caſtle, notorious for a Scole, which Kinge Hen VI. buylded, as he did 
the Kinge's College of Cambridge, wherto by Order of their Found 


tion this Scole ſendeth her ripe Fruite. The Kinge endowed it wWithe 


Revennue, but the Buildinge was raiſed for the more Part at the Char- 
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of William Wanflet Byſhop of Vyncheſter, who of his proper Coſt 
Zocded a goodly Caledge in Oxford alſo. It was very liberally en- 
dowed at the Begynninge; but Edw. IV. that followed his Pleaſure as 
earneſtly, as Hen. VI. loved Vertue dearly, toke bothe from it and the 


Kinge's College, to enryche a College at Vindſore Caſtle withall. The. 
Water at Fernbam cometh to this Towne, and ſo to the Thami/es.

the two Eremites in Honoure of Hodenus, or els corruptly in ſtede of 
Nanthodeni, which ſignifieth a Brooke runninge throwgh a Valley, as 
this Place ſtandeth. It was ſometyme a poore Churche of St. Davide's. 
It is ſo encompaſſed with Hilles round about, that Roger the Byſhop of 
Saliſbury (which was Governour of the hole Realme under Henry the 
Firſt) was wont to ſaye merely of it, that al the Kinge's Treaſure would 


not ſuffiſe to make a Cloyſter to this Houſe. At this Place had Gyral- 


dus Cambrenſis, that wrote the Itinerarye of Wales, a Houſe, and Ly- 
vinge to it. 


ENCLE TEIL D. Anglorum campus, Mariano. A Place in Barkfbyre, . 


four Myles Weſt from Readinge, wheare Etdelwulf under Kinge Ethel- 
red, Kinge of Ingland, met with the great Army of the Danes, (that 


for Multitude could not marche together) and kyllinge Sydrac their 


Captein put the reſt to Flighte. It ſeameth that the Place toke Name 
of this Victorye. It is at this Day part of the Poſſeſſions of a Man of.

It ſhould ſeame by Marian to be 
ſome Place in Eſſex or Hertford/byre, for he ſayeth that tharmye of the 
Danes (whome he evermore termeth Paganes) did much Harme be- 
twene this Place and Burntwood, in tyme of Edward thelder. I geſs it 
to be named of the Water Egle, as Egle/ton in thoſe Partes ſeameth to 
be: Wherof the one ſhould be the Brige over the Water, and the other 
the Towne, or Hill, over the ſame. 


EADuULFi PROMONTORIUM. O/godus Clappa was exiled the Realme 
in Tyme of Edward the Confeſſour, whiche went into Denmarke, and 
armynge 29 Shippes, he came into Ingland, and fetched away his Wife, 
whom he carryed with him into Denmarke, accompanied with the 
more parte of his Shippes, but the reſt landinge on Efſex Shore at this 
Place, toke a great Bootye, and retourned to their Shippes. Nowe az 
ſone as they weare under Sayle, a Flaw toke theim, and caſt theim al 


away, fave twoe, which weare alſo taken on the other Side of the Sca, 
and al their Men ſlayne. 


EscFoRDE, ESSEBURY, and EsTon, Thre Villages in Somer/et- 


ſbyre, ſome tyme Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of thabbey of Glaſſenbur ye; 
wherof the firſt was gyven by Ina (whome Grafton and Stow unſkil- 
fully call Jew) Kinge of Weſiſex to Berwold thabbat, in the Yeare 700. 
The ſeconde was gyven by Kinge Edgar, (who for his Devotion that 
way was honoured with an Epitaphe, wherof this Verſe is Parcel, 


Templa Dev, Templis Monachos, Monachis dedit Agres ) 
to Egekvard thabbot in the Yeare 963. The laſt was gyven by J/u!/- 


wyn a Gentleman to Borthred thabbot, about the Yeare 1015, as l- 
liam Malmeſbury in his Chronicles of Glaſcon witneſſeth. 


EcecoTE, or HEDGECOTE. It was the Place wheare the Feild, de- 


deſcribed in BANBYRY before, was foughten, as Hall reporteth. 


Epon, Aguedunus, Lel. A Ryver in Weſtmorland, wheron ſtand 
two Caſtles, Apleby and Burghe, which the Scottes paſſed over in wwe 
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of Hen. II. by Inſtigation of Mowbray and Bigot, and obteyned bothe 
thoſe Caſtles, and did muche Harme beſide in the Countrye theare, 
but to their owne Loſſe in thend, for theare Kinge was takinge Priſon- 
ner at Almoyke in the ſame Journey.

ELINGHAM. Richard Marſhe, Byſhope of Durham, gave thadvow- 
ſon of this Churche to William Abbot of St. Albons, and to his Monkes, 
ad meliorationem Cerviſiæ, as Mathew Paris in his Chronicles of St. A- 
bons confeſſeth, belyke the wiſe Fellowes had bidd him welcome with a 
Cupp of ſmall Drinke, of purpoſe to make him pytie their Dyer. 


EINSHAM. Egeonerham, Saxon. A Towne in Oxfordſhyre. When Hunting. 


Ceauline Kinge of Weſtjex, and Cutha his Brother, fought with the Bry- 
tons about Bedforde, and diſcomfited theim, then got they withal the 
Poſſeſſion of four of theire principall Townes in that Parte, i. Lyenbyry, 
Binſington, Elleſborowe, and this. Theare was afterward a Monaſterye 
builded heare, of the yearely Valew of 441 Poundes. 


ELLESBORO W. AEgclefbupgh, Saxon. It ſhould ſeme by H. Hun- 
tington, that it was of more Accompte in auncient Tyme, then it is at 
this Day, for he nombrethe it amongeſt the cheif Townes of that Parte; 
as may appeare in EINSHAM before.

It is farder of that thengliſhe Chronicler, called Brute, hathe, for 
therin it is attributed to one Robert Earle of Glouceſter, but I thinke 
the Name be miſtaken. It ſtandeth in Warwyk/hyre, and is valued in 
the Recordes at 253 Poundes by Yeare. 


ETWALL. Beda hathe Mention, that Peda the Kinge of Mercia 
was chriſtened in the North, at a Place which he calleth zTpeal, i. at 
the Walle, of which Name I finde one in Darbyſbyre, which was 
ſome tyme in Mercia: I geſs therefore, that after his Retorne into his 
Country he buylded this Place, and gave it the Name of thother, 
wheare he receyved the Faythe. As for that other, I take it to be now 


called Ithalle, a Caſtle in Northumberland, eyther upon or near the old 
Walle theare. 


EpinGToON. In the Tyme of Kinge Hen. VI. William Afeothe Byſhop 
of Saliſburie, was for his greadie Extortion firſt robbed of ten thouſande 
Markes, and then taken by his owne Pariſhners at Edington, and cary- 
ed up to a high Hyll, whear ſtripinge him not only out of his Pontifi- 
calibus, but alſo out of his neareſt Appareil, they flew him in moſt 
cruel maner.

LAMBROUGHEAD, Lat. A Place in York/hyre neare the Sea, whearc 
Fames the Second, Son to Kinge Robert of Scotland, was taken 


by the Ingliſbmen, as he landed to refreſh himſelfe, as Hector Boet. re- 
portethe. 


FaRNEV. A ſmale Iland a Myle in Compaſs, two Myles from Bam- 


burge Caſtle in Northumberland, which in the Tyme of Aidane the firſt 


Byſhop of Lindisfarne, was ſolytarie and not inhabited, by reaſon that 
theare wanted both Water and Wood; whethyrto alſo he uſed to re- 
ſort to pray, inſomuche as when Penda beſeiged Bamburgh, and tak- 
inge the Advauntage of the Wynd had put Fyre to a great 1 # 
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Wood which he had gathered together, meaninge to have burned it, 

Aydane beinge in this Place, cryed to God and faied, Vide Domine que 

mala facit Penda, and immediatly the Wynd tourned the Flame from 

the Caſtle, ſayeth Beda. Cuthbert, which was after Byſhop of Lindi/- 
farne, left his Houſe and the Company of Monkes in that Place, and 

came into this Ile, wheare he lyved ſole nine Leares. And whearas 

before his cominge the Ile was voide of Water, and haunted with 

Dyvels, he wan the one oute of a hard Rock, and chaſed away the 

other, as the Chronicles of Lindigſarne report, which ſhew alſo, that 

within a while after he was choſen Byſhop of Lindisfarne, but he fo 60g; 

-onſtantly refuſed that Honour, that they weare fayne to draw him out 

f his Ile pertorce to accept it. By this, it is evident that this Ile was 

10t Lind:sfarne, (as Polydore ſayeth ſome holde) as alſo by Beda, whoe 
within one Booke maketh plaine Diſtinction of theim. And it is like- | 
ly that Polyd. ſayeth, that bothe weare at the fyrſt called Farney, and 

that afterward the one was diſtincted by the Name of the Ryver Lin- 


dis, which runneth under it into the Sea, and that this other reteigned 
the auncyent Name. 
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FyNKHALE. A Celle of St. Cuthberte's Monaſterie in the Byſho- 1170. 
prike of Durham, wheare Goodrike (whoſe Pilgrimage was proffitable to 3 
barrein Women) lyved the Life of an Eremite. This was within litle 
more then 20 Yeares after made a Priorie and Celle of Durham, by one 
Henry de Puteaco, Brother or Kinſman to Hugh de Puteaco (whome I 
before, followinge Bale, called Pullaht) and advaunced by him. This Chron. Lin- 
Henry buylded the Churche theare, and toke Thomas the Sacriſt of Dur- dil. 


ham to his Prior, in the Yeare 1196. It was valewed in the Recordes 
at 123 Poundes yearlye. | 
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FEvERSHAM. Fapperham, Saxonice. and Fapnherpeld. A Towne 1150. | 
in Kent, wheare Kinge Stepben buylded an Abbaye, and was afterward 1154. 
buryed theare, as his Wife and Euſtace his Son weare before. In the 5 
tyme of Kinge 7hon thear aroſe a Controverſie betwene him and the | 
Abbor of St. Auguſtynes in Canterbury, touchinge the Advouſon of the '2-*: | 
Pariſhe-Churche of Fever/ham; the Kinge put in his Preſentee, and | 
thabbot pluckt him out, and cauſed certein of his Monkes to kepe the 
Churche. The Kinge underſtandinge that, firſt ſent his Writ comaun- 
dinge theim to remove, which when they obeyed not, he comaunded 
the Shyrif of the Countrye to leavy the Power of his Baylywike, and 
to caſt theim out violently, which he attempted, but er he could bringe 
to paſſe, the Monkes weare many hurte, and al drawen out by the Heles,

FALKLEYE. Edward the Confeſfour enterteyned a Gentleman of 
Denmarke that adventured hyther alone, whoſe Service in Warre liked 
Proſp. him ſoe well, that he gave him firſt therldom of Northampton, and af- 
terward added therunto Weſtmorland, Cumberland, and Northumberland. 
He ſubdued the Scotfes to this Realme, and dyed, leavynge Walref be- 
hind him; to this Man alſo William the Conqueror gave his owne Kinſ- 
woman in Maryage, bycauſe he never ſtyrred againſt him, but in thend, 
by Accuſation of his Wife, he was attainted of Treaſon, and put to 
Deathe: He left behinde him two Daughters, Maude and Alice; withe 
this Maude the Kinge gave the Earldome of Northampton and the 
Hundred of Falkley in Maryage to a Norman, called Symon de St. Lycc; 
and thus came it firſt to the Normannes Handes. 


x098. FincyuaMsTED. A Towne in Barkſhyre, not muche from Engle- 


feild, wheare, by Conſent of moſt Wryters, theare was a Well-Springe 
that was ſene to caſt up Bloude by the Space of manye Dayes together; 
in the Reigne of William Rufus. 


FARNHAM. Feopnham, Saxon. Theare be twoe ſundrye Places of this 

Vid Newbur. Callinge, eche deryved, as I geſſe, of the Plenty of Ferne, wherof the one 
gen, ſhoulde ſeme to be in Eſſex, for Aſſeriusſayeth, that the Danes went out to 
994 havetaken ſome Bootye, but beinge prevented of Alfred (that then laye 

to loke to theim in Kent) they weare put to Flight at Farnham, and 

paſſed over the Thamy/e at Adventure, and came into an Yle in Eſſex 

within the Ryver Colne, which cometh to Colcheſter. The other is in 
Hamſbyre, and hathe bene of longe tyme a Caſtle and Houſe of the 

12,8, Byſhops of Wyncheſter ; for it appeareth in Paris, that Peter de la Roche, 

a Byſhop theare, in tyme of Hen. III. was buryed at this Place. Athel- 

mar alſo, the ſame Kinge's Brother, beinge Byſhop elect, fell out with 
tharchebyſhop of Canterbury, and impriſoned his Official in this Caſtle, 

whence he after eſcaped. Ir is moſt likely that it hathe bene buylded 


by ſome of the Byſhops of that Sea, which Act Polydore aſcrybeth to

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Foxs TAN RE. In Tyme of Ed. II. the Inhabitauntes of Northtyy- 118. 
dale in Northumberland, leavinge the Obedyence of the naturel Prince, 
yelded theim ſelves to the Subjection of the Kinge of Scettes, whoe 
gave it ro Phylip Moubray, Knight. He forthwith buylded a Caſtle 
neare to the Chappel of Fonrſ/an, which I take to be within the Realme 
of Scotland at this Daye. 


Fossx. The Name of one of the foure principal Wayes (wherof is ge 
mention in ERMINGSTRETE) which runne from Cathnes to Titngls, i. from Hu tins, 
North of Scotland to the Cape of Cornmoall, Theare is alſo a Ryver 1“ 
of that Name, which comynge to 77rke, joyneth with Orw/e, and at 
lengthe thei bothe runne into Humber. This Way after others begyn- 
eth in Cornæal, ard runninge thorowe Somer/et/hyre, paſſeth by T euks- 
bury, Cottiswold, Coventrie, Leiceſter, and endeth at Lincolne. Poly- 
chron. 


FETHANLEA. Some Place in che Weſt Partes, wheare Cealloyn unting l. 
Kinge of Weſt/ex and Cuthwyne his Son fought with the Brytons, in the 5 + 
which Battail Cuthwyn was flayne, but Cealwyne repayringe his Armye, 
and takinge an othe of his Souldiours that they ſhould not turne their 
Backes, (which was uſual in thoſe Dayes) tet upon theim afreſh, and 
put them to Flight. 


FuLHAaM. Volucrum Domus, Lel. Fulenham, Saxon. It appeareth 
by Aſſerius and Huntington, that about the Ycare 879, what Tyme this 
Realme was muche vexed withe the dayly Incurſions of the Danes, 
theare came (beſide ſuche as weare heare before) a great Power of 
them to Fullam Shore, and veyntered theare, but when they ſawe that 
heare was litle to be had, they made over into Haunce, and comitted 
theare intollerable Oppreſſion. The Houſe ſeameth to have taken the Pariſ 
Name of Foules. It hathe bene of longe tyme in the Poſſeſſion of the #252 
Byſhops of London; for in tyme of Henry III. the Byſhop of London re- 
ceyved tharchebyſhop of Canterburye (beinge in a Viſitation) with 
great Cheare at this Houſe. The Archebyſhop of Yorke alſo fallinge 12557 
ſicke at London within five Yeares after, was taken to this Houle by the 
| fame Byſhope of London, and dyed theare. 


Forpun. Feapoune, Saxon. Fearington, Lib. Glaſc. A Towne in 7 ns 
[Berkſhyre] wheare Edwarde thelder, and Son of Alfrede, dyed in 1 
the Yeare 924, for the Kinges in auncyent Tyme had a Houſe theare.

FoLKEsSTON. The Name of a Hundrethe in Kent, and of a Priorye 
of Women ſome tyme alſo, wheareof Eansflede was Pryoreſs (and 
Foundres I thinke) about the Yeare 630. After that Edward the Con- 
feſſour, offended with Godwyne, had confined him and al his Sonnes, 
they roaved up and downe the Seas, and at the laſt landinge in Kent, 


they ſpoyled many Places, amongeſt which Fo/k/ton ſuffered with the 
moſt. 


FouNT EINES, Fontes, Lat. Some tyme an Abbey in 7ori/hyre, thre 
Miles from Ripon, ſtandinge upon the Ryver Shell. Mathew Paris, in 
the Life of Hen. I. ſayeth, that upon St. John's Daye, in the Yeare 1127, 


the Prior, Sub- prior, and ten Monkes moe of the Abbey of St. Maries 


in Yorke, miſlikinge the Libertie of the Benettes, in whiche Order they 
lyved, and deſyrous to enter into the Profeſſion of the Ciſtertians, by 
the Lycence of their Abbot, departed their Houſe, to ſeke a new Ha- 
bitation. And as the firſt Monkes (ſayeth he) of the Black Order, 
when they ſought a Dwellinge in Fraunce, weare admoniſhed by a 
Voice from Heaven to reſt in that Place where they buylded, ſayinge 
in theire owne Language, Cy eſta vous; fo theiſe Men, led by divine 
Inſpiration, (as the Wiſe Men belike weare ſome tyme by the Starre) 
when they came within thre Myles of Ripon reſted, and in a plentiful 
Valley obteyned Ground to buyld upon. They weare ſo poore for a 
Seaſon, that had not they of Ripon releived theim, they might (ſayethe 
Paris) have famiſhed for Want; but they grew mightely ſone after, ſo 
that he faied, that in Hen. III. Tyme their Houſe was null; ſecunda. 
It was the Manor of the Relligious of thoſe Dayes to ſhadow theire in- 
ordinate Covetiſe Withe Inſpirations and Myracles, otherwiſe they 
ſhould have manifeſtly bewrayed to the World, that they ſought no- 
thinge els by all their Buyldinges and Tranſlations, but princely Power 
and pleaſant Habitation. For (obſerve it who ſhall) a Man ſhall ſcarce- 
ly finde either that anye of theim hathe builded in a barrein Corner 
at the firſt, or that in anye their Removynges they chaunged for the 
worſe.

FARINGDON, A Market Towne in Berk/byre, ten Myles from Oxford, 
which I ſet by itſelfe, bycauſe I am doubrful whether it be the ſame 
that Marian, Huntingdon and Bale, call Feardune, or Fordune, yet am 
I led to thinke ſoe, bycauſe a Booke which I have of Glaſer Librarye, 
ſayeth, that Edward thelder, the Son of Alfrede, died at Faringdon,

Quene Mary fled to this Caſtle, and found Aide againſt che Duke of

A Haven in Cornwall, which 
is either the beſt, or the ſecond Harborow for Savetie of Shippes, and 
large Receyte, in all Ingland, Lel. geſſethe, that it ſhould be the 
Mouthe of ſome Water called Fale, or ſuch like ; but others conjecture, 
that it toke the Name of the Multitude of Waters that fall into that 
Place. It is defended with twoe Blockhouſes, on either Side one, 
wherof thone was built by King Her. VIII. and ſtandeth on a Hill, 
that was called Pendynas, i. Caput montts. 


Frome „,. Frau, Aﬀerio, A Water in Dor/etfhire, which was 
aunciently called Frau, as appeareth in the Continuation of Afer:us, 
and the Mouthe firſt Aberfrau, then Fromeuthe, and now Poole, as ſhall 
appeare under that Title.

Aethel/tane after that he had longe warred upon the 
reaſt of the Kinges of this Ilande, toke all their Homages at this Place,

FERRAMERE, FoxcoTE and FisHWERE. Thre Places in the Weſt

FARLEIGH. The Name of a Caſtle, and religious Houſe or Prioric 
of black C/uniack Monkes alſo, wherof the firſt ſtandinge upon Frome 
Water in Somer/etſhyre, was builded in tyme of 
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Thother not far of, but yet in MWilteſpyre, was founded by the Name 
of the Priorye of Farulege of St. Mary Magdalene, and is valued in 


the Recordes at 153 Poundes yearly. This latter for Difference is called 
Monkton Farleigbe. 


Fropuove. Prudebow, Newbrigenſ. At ſuche Tyme as Kinge

and therfore departinge thence, he was ſhortly after taken by ALNWYC 
in a Myſt, as under that Title is before ſhewed. The printed Copie of 
Newbrigenſis,- calleth it Prodhowe, miſtakinge P for F if the common 
callinge be not the Cauſe of therror. 
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LAMORGAN, Morgan, Bryt. The Name of a Shyre and Mona- 
ſterie in Wales. The Shyre (ſayethe Galf.) toke the Name of 

one Morgan, (diſcended of Leir ſomtyme a Kinge of this Lande) who 
warringe withe Cunedagius his Coſine for the hole Kingdome, wherof 
he quietly enjoyed halfe, was by him deprived of that he had, and 
his Life alſo, in this Place. In Memorye of whole Follie, or Slaugh- 
ter, or bothe, the Place bearethe his Name to this Day. The Mona- 
ſterye was longe lence founded by one 1/tutus a learned Man lyvinge 
under Kinge Arthure, as Bale affirmethe. Sylveſter Gyraldus ſayethe, 
that they of this Houſe weare Ciſtertian Monkes, and the Recordes va- 


lew the Houſe at 181 Poundes yearly. Symon Earle of Leyceſter in 
tyme of Her. III. aided by Lluelline Prince of Wales, did muche Spoile 
in this Country, upon Diſpleaſure conceaved againſt therle of Glouce- 
fter, by whoſe Helpe he had not longe before overthrowen the Kinge

Geffery Monmouth the Tranſlatour of the Bri7ti// Hy- 
ſtorie ſayeth, that Duke Corineus (of whome Cormoeall tooke the Name) 
caſte one of the Gyantes whiche he founde in that Country into the 
Sea, whoſe Name was Goemagog, and that of him the Rocke kept the 
Name to his Dayes. What Credit this matter of Gyantes beinge with- 
in this Realme hathe withe other Men I wote not; but I am perſuaded 
bothe by that which I have redd and ſene, that theare have bene ſuche; 
for beſides that dyvers auncyent Wryters (other then the Compiler of

Syr Thomas Eliot founde 
the Bones of a Man, which applied together, did in Proportion 
aunſweare a Bodye 14 Fote longe. Sence the Begynninge of the Reigne 
of Quene El:zabethe, theare was found in Suffolk over-againſt Har- 
wiche in Eſſex, by a Gentleman called Cavendiſbe, the Bones of a Man, 
wherof the Skull was able to conteine 5 Peckes, and one of the Teethe, 


remayninge yet with Mr. Secretarie, is as bigge as a Man's Fiſte, and 


weiethe x Ounces. Theiſe Bones had ſome tyme Bodyes, not of Beaſtes, 
but of Men, for the Difference is manifeſt. I ſee not therfore how it 
can be avoyded, but that theare have bene Men of excedinge Stature, 
whome we call Gyantes, onleſs ſome will ſay, that theiſe Bones receyve 
Increment, and growe bigger after that they be interred, which I wote 
not how any Man can perſuade by Reaſon to be true in theiſe, and o- 
therwiſe in the Reliques of comon Creatures. 


GLOUCESTER. Caerclum and Caerch, Brytan. Lleapceapcne and 
Llaopnaceardcpe, Saxon. Claudia, Lat. Suche as have comitted to 
Writinge the Begynninge of this Towne, be not al of one Mynd 
towchinge the Foundation of the ſame; for Ga/fr:de (and with him 
the comon Chroniclers) ſayeth, that Claudius themperour buylded it in 
Honour of the Mariage which he made in it betwene Arvyragus Kinge 
of Brytaine, and Genuiſſa his Daughter, and fo called it Claudia, ey- 
ther of his owne Name, or of one Gloio, whome he begat in the ſame 
Place; but ſome other of more Learninge, and no leſs Credit, thinke 
that it was not ſo auncyent, but that it was named of ſome Claudius of 
latter Age, bycauſe thei finde no Mention of it before the Tyme of 
the Saxons, and Gregory Caerguent, that wrote the Hyſtorie of St. Pe- 
ters in Gloceſter, begynneth no hygher. It is likely thertore, that the 
Cytie receyved his firſt Honour by the Saxons, amongett whome C/, 
a Duke in Mercia, buylded in it a Monaſterie of Women, and made 
Kyneburghe his Siſter Abbeſs of the fame, dedicatinge it to St. Prtor, 
which Abbey remayned in Reputation til ſuche Tyme as by the Vio-

GoDMUNDHAM, GOoODMANH AM, Gotmundin gaham, Bede. A Towne 
ſome tyme (ſayeth Beda) Eaſt from Yorke, on the farther Side of Der- 
went, whearas one Cozfy a Paganc Byſhope, amongeſt other was con- 
verted by the Preachinge of Paulinus under Edwyne Kinge of Northum- 
berland, and takinge his Horſe and Weapon bett downe the Aulters 
wherupon he himſelfe had often before offered Sacrifice to the Heath-n 
Idolles, and ſo of an unbeleavinge Pagane became a zelous Chriltian.

GLEIN f. GLEN. A Ryver, wherof Gendale, a Portion of low Ground 
in Northumberland, taketh the Name. Paulinus the Byſhop that con- 
verted the Northumbrians under Kinge Edwyne, remayned in the Kinge's 
Houſe at Gebrin, (wherof theare is mention in Elmeden) by the Space 
of zo Dayes, duringe which tyme he did nothinge but baptize in this 
Ryver Glen ſuche as reſorted to him. He that wrote the Continuation of 
the Hyſtorie of Profþp. Aquitan, ſayeth, that one of the 12 Victories 
whearin Arthur tryumphed over the Saxons, was neare to this Ryver,

GRAN CVT ER. Caen Grant, Grandaceſtir, Bedæ. Lhandacearvge, re- 
ctius. This Towne, the Towne of Cambridge, and the Shyre alſo take 
their namynge of the Ryver Granta, or Gronta ; for Cambrige ought to 
be called Grantbrige, as it is moſt evident by Marian and others. This 
Ryver ryſeth by Walden in Eſſex, and runneth by this Towne, which 
in auncyent Tyme thoughe it weare but Civitatula (as Beda termeth it) 
yet was it the beſt that ſtoade upon that Water, and for Preheminence 
above the reſt was called the Cytie upon Grant, as Exceſter the Cytic 
upon Ex, and Dærwentio the Cytie upon Darwent, now Darby, cor- 
ruptly for Deoppenby, which by ſignifiethe a Dwellinge, a Word 
moſt uſual in the Names of our Engh/be Townes. Beda reporteth, 
that when Sexburga thabbeſs of Elye would have removed the Boancs 


-* 
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of Etheldreda her Syſter, the Founder of her Houſe, ſhe ſent Men out 
of the Ile to ſeke ſome Stones wherof to make a Tombe, bycauſe the 
lle of Eſye was utterly without any. Theiſe Men came at lenghte to 
Grancyter, an old, ruynous, and deſolate litle Cytie, wheare they founde 
a Tombe of white Marble readye hewed, which they toke with theim, 
and retourned. It is likely that it was defaced in the tyme that U/2 
expulſinge the Brytons, ſet up the Kingedome of Eaft-Angles, and that 
it hathe not bene regarded ſythence, but the Eſtimation therof tranſlated 


to Cambrige, bothe for the more Comodytie of the Ryver, and for 
regard of the Univerſitie. 


GLADEMOUTHE and GENLADE. Lenlademuþe, gp:n0r. Beda mak- 
eth mention of a Ryver in Kent, runnynge by Reculvers, which he 
nameth Genlade; and Henry Hunting. reporteth, that Kinge Edward 
(curnamed thelder) buylde a Towne at Glademouthe, which I take to be 
the ſame Ryver that Beda meaneth, for Gen/ademouthe wil eaſely fal to 
Glademouthe in our Speache, which ever faulteth in cuttinge of, and ne- 
ver in puttinge to, And this Maner of Compoſition is tamilier in our 
Speache, to name the Place of the Mouthe or Port of the Water, as 
Exmouth, Dertmouth, Donemouth, Fromouthe, &c. which the Saxons 
receyvinge of the Brytons converted into their owne Speache ; for Aber 
was as comon with theime, as Mouthe withe the other, and FROME- 
MOUTHE before remembred was in their Language called Aberfraww,which 


is in meaninge al one with thother. My Copie of the Saxon Chroni- 
cles calleth it Lledemuha. 


GEINFORD. A Towne in the Byſhopricke of Durham, which was 
firſt builded by one Ecgred a Byſhop of the Sea of Lind:sfarne, (now 
of Durbam) which gave the ſame with al that belonged to ir betwene 


Teſe and Were, to the Succeflours of Sc. Curbbert, about the 
Yeare 840. 


GRisEBY. A Place in the North Partes, whiche was one of the Chen 1; 
Arſt that was gyven to the Byſhoprick of Durham, aft we buyllinge dis arne. 


of their Churche, and ſattlinge of that Sea thearc, er Kinge A Hel- 
drede. I find not the Name of it, it is likely therefore to be ſome 
Graunge or Manor, and no Towne. 


Sr. GERMANEs, of Germanus Antiſiodorenſis, Chron. Glaſcon. A 
Place in Cornwall, whear was lately a relligious Houſe, and longe tyme 
icnce a Byſhop's Sea; for what tyme Edwarde, the Son of Alf rede, 
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Chron. Bain had in Charge from Pope Formoſus to furniſhe the emptye Chayres of 
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Ingland with Byſhops, he cauſed to be conſecrated ſeven in one Daye, 
of which he placed one at St. Germanes in Cornwall, in a Collegiate 
Churche that then was theare, and another at Cridinton in Devonſhyre. 
But not longe after, bothe theiſe weare made one, and the Chaire remo- 
ved to Exceter. This Monaſterye was valewed in the Recordes at 227 
Poundes yearlye. 


GRENEWICHE. Iinenepic, Saxon. Viridis finus, Lel. A Viridariis, 
Eajt-Grenwiche in auncyent Writinges, a Towne in Kent, 5 Myles from 
London, whoſe Name is deryved of Ehen J Pic, i. a Grene 'Towne or 
Dwellinge, which laſt part of the Word is now by Corruption growen 
to Wiche, as it is in many other, Norwiche, Donwiche, &c. which 
Meaninge feat der and Lel. (before him) followinge, call ic Viri- 
dis Sinus, a Viridariis. This Towne is not auncyently famouſe, ſo 
muche for any Buyldinge in it, as for the Roade for Shippes before it. 
For in tyme of Kinge Etheldred (whome Swein the Dane ſore oppreſ- 
ſed) the hole Flete of the Daniſhe Armye lay theare, and they for the 
molt part weare encamped in the Hill above the Towne, now called 
Blacheathe, wheare they lay two or thre Yeares. Duringe this 'Tyme 
they ſpoiled Canterburye, and brought Alpheg tharchebyſhope to their 
Campe at Grenwiche, and theare a Dane, called Thrum, (whome 
tharchebyſhop had confyrmed in Baptiſme the Day before) ſtrake him 
on the Head and flew him, bycauſe he would not ſuffer himſelfe to be 
raunſomed for 3000 Poundes. They exerciſed ſuch Crueltie within 
this Realme, that the Kinge firſt ſent over Sea his Wife and Chyldren, 
and afterward compoundinge to yeld them a yearly Tribute, he fol- 
lowed himſelfe. Theare was paied to this Army at one tyme 48000 
Poundes in the Tyme of Swein, and at another Payment in the Tyme 
of Cnut his Sonne 3oooo Poundes, as Marian reporteth, or 21000, as 
Huntington caſteth, beſides their Meate and Drinke: Upon which Con- 
ditions they ſware to ſerve the Kinge againſt Straungers, and not to 
endomage his Subjectes; but how litle they perfourmed Promiſe, the 
Harmes that followed in ſondrye Places, and the Coronation of Cut 
their owne Kinge, are ſufficient Witneſſes. Of this Campe are certein 
Places within that Pariſhe, called at this Daye Combes, for theare is 
Eaſtcombe, Weſtcombe, and was ſom tyme (as by auncyent Evidences is 


to be ſene) Midlecombe, and Comb in Saxon ſignifieth a Campe, and 


Comp allo, for the Saxons uſed bothe Wordes; howbeit I geſs that the 
Saxons rather called it Comb, for they called Wynchecombe, pincelcomb, 
and then was Comp eyther the Daniſhe Word, or the corrupt Saxon. 
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In Memory alſo of this A/pheg, their Churche in the Towne at this Th*Caftle was 
Daye remayneth dedicate to his Name, Kinge Hen. V. gave this + drags 
Towne amongeſt other (being then but a Fyſher Towne) to the Priory «7 . 
of Shene, which he had a litle before builded. In the Tyme of Hen- Lel. 

ry VI. his Sonne, Humfrey the Duke of Glouceſter, a Man renowned for 3.

ed the Countrye round about, that Ubrred the Duke of Northumber- 
lande ſubmitted himſelfe, and not longe after al the Inhabitantes of 
Lindſey did him Fealtie; but as he brought this to paſſe, Huntingdon 
ſayeth he ſpoyled this Towne. | 


GILLINGHAM. Kinge Edmund, before he parted the Kingdome of erofp. 
this Realme withe Canute, fought againſt him in ſondry Battayles, 1977. 


| Wherof one was in Dorſerſbyre hard by this Towne. The Place is at 


this Day a Forreſt. 


GUILFORDE. Irolotonde, Sax. a colore arenæ. A Market Towne 
in Surrey, conteyninge four Pariſhes, wheare hath bene of auncyent 
tyme a Houſe belonginge to the Princes of this Realme. After the ſo- 
dein Death of Hardicanute at Lambbythe, the Nobilitye of this Realme 
agreed to reſtore to the royal Dignitie the Iſſue of Erheldred, which he 
in his Life-tyme had ſent into Normanye for feare of the Danes; and for 


that purpoſe they diſpatched Embaſſadours to Richard Duke of Nor- 


mannie, requyringe him to ſend over Alfred and Edwarde, the Sonnes 
of Etheldred late Kinge of Ingland, promifinge to doe their Endevour 
8 to 
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Hunting. to reſtore Alfred to his Enheritance. 'The younge Princes havinge re- 
104% ceyved Succour theare, thought it fittinge to bringe over with theim 
dyvers younge Gentlemen for their one Avauncement, and their Com- 

fort. But when they came at Giford, Godwyn, perceyvinge that he 

could not make a Matche betwene Alfred, beinge thelder of Yeares, 

and greater in Courage, and his Daughter, and havinge Hope to bringe 

it to Effect with Edward the younger, if he could bringe to paſſe that 

he mighte weare the Garlonde, he quarreled at their Companie, pre- 

tendinge that Alfred ment (fo ſone as he ſhould be put in Poſſeſſion of 

the Crowne) to place the Norman Nobilitie, and diſplace his own Coun- 

trymen; and by ſpreadinge of this Suſpition, ſo ſtyrred the Nobilitye 

againſt him, that firſt they killed at this Place nyne throughout the 

hole Nombre of his Companie, reſervinge on lyve the tenthe; and after- 

ward thinkinge the Tythe to greate, they tythed that Nombre alſo. As 

for Alfred, they ſent him to ELx, wheare became of him, as appeareth 

before in that Tytle. Edward (feared with this Crueltie) fled againe 

into Normannie; but Godwyn, procured his Retourne, and gyvinge to 

him his Daughter in Maryage, put on his Head the Crowne of this 

Realme. This was the Cauſe that Harold, Godwyne's Son, (beinge (as 

he would have gone into Flaunders) dryven by Tempeſt to Pountiu) 

was brought to William the Duke of Normannie, who made him ſweare 

to be true to him, as touchinge the Crowne after the Death of Ed- 

Gyrald. Cam- warde, upon Breache of which Othe followed the Conqueſt. While 
brenſ. Hen. II. lay at this Houſe, the Prior of St. Swythines at Myncheſter, and 
1157- his Covent, exhibited before him a heavye Complaint againſt one 
More then Byſhop of Wynchefter, for that he had abridged theim of 

thre Diſhes at every Meale allowed by their beneficial Founders: The 

Kinge aſked theim, how many remayned; they aunſweared, but ten: 

By the Eyes of God (quoth the Kinge) for that was his accuſtomed 

Othe, I had thought theyr Houſe had bene on Fyre, or that ſome worſe 

Chaunce had befallen theim. Well, ſayethe he, if this be all the Mat- 

ter, I pitie theim not; yea rather, I would the Byſhop weare hanged 

if he bringe theim not to thre, as I have alredye done in the Court. 

Then ſayed the Monks, this Petition of ours is cheifly for the Care 

that we have to releive the Poore. Nay, quoth the Kinge, it is to fede 

your ſelfes withal, for the Poore may be by ſome other way better pro- 

pariſ. vyded for. Kinge Jhon kept a ſtately Chriſtmas at this Houſe; and a- 
1251, mongeſt other Actes of great Magnificence, beſtowed coſtly Lyveries upon 
his Men: Hubert Archebyſhop of Canterbury ſeinge that, and thinking? 

that it became his ſpiritual Honour to compare in Coſt with the Kinge, 


was at the like Charge with his Servants alſo. But he therwithe of

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fended the Kinge no leſs then he contented himſelfe, as by ſundry 
Taſtes of his Diſpleaſure was after made manifeſt. Kinge Henry III. 
uſed this Houſe alſo: For when Edward his Son had fought Hand to 
Hand with Adam Gurdon, and had partlye by Trial of his Vertue, and 
partely by Promiſe of Reſtitution, perſuaded him to yeld, he broughte 
him to the Quene at this Houſe, and deſyred her to be the meane of 
his Reconciliation. Theare is of late a faire Scole erected within the 
Towne, builded at the Charge of the Towne, and endowed by the Li- 
beralitie of a Byſhop of Vox. 


GopesTowE, Loder cope. Locus Dei, or Bellus Locus. A Towne 
neare Oxforde, wheare ſtoade ſometyme a Houſe of Nonnes, which 
7hon buylte * this Occaſion. Kinge Henry II. beſides the Fellow- 
ſhip of his Wife, uſed alſo the Famyliaritie of a faire Gentlewoman, called 
Roſemund; and to thend that jelouze Juno ne Argus her Man, with al prog 


his Eyes, ſhould eſpie this Conveyance, he found out a Mercury to frame \ 


him ſuche an Engine in his Chamber at Voodſtoc, that none but ſuche 
as he lyſt to emparte it withal, wiſt of her comynge and goinge. Kinge p,j,, 
hon his Sonne, althoughe he weare offended therwithe in the Lyfe of 1215. 

his Father, and toke therby occaſion to joyne with his Brothers againſt 

him, yet beinge perſuaded (as the maner of Men was to be ſeduced in 

that Age) that Prayer was meritorious for his Soule after his Deathe, 
founded this Monaſterie for Expiation of the Synnes of him and his 
Lover ; whoſe Bodye he cauſed to be curiouſly interred theare, withe 

this Inſcription ; | 


Hic jacet in tumba Roſa mundi, non Roſa munda, 


Non redolet, ſed olet, que redolere ſolet. 


Theare was kept in this Houſe a Caſket of hers, of exquiſite Workman- Proſp. 
ſhip, about two Foote longe, whearin weare ſene Foules fiyinge, 
Beaſtes runnynge, Fyſhes ſwymmynge, and Men fightinge, altogether 
movynge, without any apparant Helpe. This Monaſterye was »valued 

in the Recordes at 274 Poundes yearlye, and is nowe the Dwellinge- 
Houſe of a Gent. called Owen.

ſhop of Ely then Chauncellor, the Archebyſhop of Yorke, and ſome o- 
ther aſſemblinge theimſelves in haſte, met withe theim about Sale, and 


P:ofp. weare by reaſon of their Diſorder put to Flighte; and had not the 
Forreſt of Ga/tre/s receyved theim, had bene al ſlayne. Vide Ar p-

Proſp. G1LLISLONDE, Geliſlonde. A Portion of Cumberland, whearinto the 


1332. Scottes entered in Tyme of Edw. II. and burned 16 Myles longe, and 
ſix Miles brode, and toke awaye al that ever they founde. But fone af- 
ter Syr Anthony Lucye made an Inrode on their Part, and fo behaved 


himſelf therin, that upon the Fote of thaccompt the Scottes weare 
found no Wynners. 


Hunting. GAvELFoRD. A Place in the Weſt Partes, wheare was ſome tyme a 
825. great Battail gyven the Brytons by the Saxons of Devonſhyre, and many 
weare ſlayne on both Partes. The Place is not ſo circumſcribed, as 


that I am out of Doubte whether it be Camelford in Cornwall, or Culi- 
ford in Devonſbyre. | 


Pari. GoDMANCHESTER, Gumicaſtrum, Lel. Lodmannercearvge, Saxon. 
1117- A Towne neare Huntingdon, whiche, as it maye appeare, bothe by the 
Name itſelfe and by Henry tharchdeacon of Huntingdon in his Hyſto- 

rie, hathe bene in tyme paſt of more Price. For the Saxons did neaver 

applye this Name Leapcne but to a Cytie, and therfore Huntingdon 

ſayeth, it was ſometyme Nobilis Urbs. It ſhould ſeme to have decayed 

by the Increaſe. of Huntingdon; for Unicum arbuſtum non alit duos pſi- 


tacos. Leland ſayeth, that Romane Antiquities have bene found theare.

Paril. St. GiLEs. Maude, the Mother of Maude thempreſs, and Wife to 

1117- Hen. I. buylded an Hoſpital at St. Gyles, which was longe after called 

Maude's Hoſpitall, Theare was alſo another Relligious Houſe of that 

Name in Cambridgeſbyre, wherof H. Huntingdon hath mention, while 

he deſcribethe howe ryche that great Fenne was in relligious Buyld- 

ings; as Ely, Ramſey, Thorney, Peterbourgh, Chaterith, Croyland, 
Spaldinge, St. Ives, St. Gyles, St. Trinitie, &c. 


GRoOBYE. Kinge Henry II. havinge Iſſue a younge Gentleman, cal- 
led Henry alſo, thoughte it good bothe for the better Eftabliſhment ot 
the Crowne, and for the Inſtruction of the Prince which was inherita- 


ble 
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ble tothe ſame, to crowne him Kingein his owne Life; but eyther he had 
not learned, or did not remember thold Leſſon, nulla fides regni, nulla 
ſancta ſocietas eft; for he proved to his great Sorrowe, that the younge 
Kinge thoughte the Son of his Father's Glorye to longe above the 
Earthe, and was therby ſo ſwollen in Pride, that his Father was con- 
ſtrayned in great Greif of Mynde, for to ſaye, pœnitet me fecrfſe homi- 
nem. Theare wanted not alſo amongeſt the Nobilitie that (deſyrous of 


a Chaunge) miniſtred Matter to this Fyre, amongeſt whome Robert 


Earle of Leyceſter was one, withe whome the Kinge taking juſt Offence, 
beſeiged and ſpoyled his Towne of Leyceſter, and not longe after toke 
him alſo by occaſion of this, ſuche as he had placed in Groby and Mount- 
ſorrel in Netinghamſhyre, came and yelded theimſelves to the Kinge at 
Huntingdon, and deſyred that their Lord might be mercitully intreated : 
The Kinge accepted their Surrender, but it was not longe before he 


raſed to the Ground, the Caſtles of Leyceſter, Huntington, Walton, Gro- 


by, and ſome other of the Earles. 


GROSMOUNT. A Caſtle in Monmouthſhyre, which by Conjecture 
that I make at the Name, cannot be elder then the Conqueſt. In tyme 
of Hen III. it was comytted to the keapinge of one Reynald de Branle, 
a Norman, whome Lluellin then Prince of South-Wales beſeiged fo 
ſtraightlye that he appealed to the Kinge for Succour: The Kinge came 
withe a great Army to raiſe the Seige, wherof as ſone the Wel/hmen 
had Underſtandinge they ſaved their Lyves by their Legges. The ſame 
Kinge afterward fell out with the great Marſhal and many other of the 
Nobilitye, againſt whome he bent his Power towarde Wales, bur before 


he weare farre entred, he was ſo cut of from Victuales, that he left his 


entended Enterpriſe, and withdrew himſelfe to this Caſtle, wheare a 
great Nombre of his Men lay without the Walles. The Captaines of 
the ſeditious eſpyinge that, came towarde, and findinge theim aſlepe in 
their Trenches, toke awaye 500 of their Horſes with al their Furniture 
and Lodinge. Hubert, of Boroughe, came to be Owner of this Caſtle, 
and loſt it amongeſt other to the ſame Kinge, to make his Peace with 
him. Paris ſayeth, that it was muche amended at his Charge. | 
finde it writtene in the Recordes Griſemount. 


GRanTHAaM., A Towne in Lincolnſhyre, builded (after the comon 
Opinion) by Gorboman, more then 300 Yeares before Chriſt. It is 
more likely by the Name that it began withe the Saxons, Theare are , * 
in it two Prebendes, one Vicarage, and four Chappels; the Churche was 
fyred by Lighteninge in the Tyme of Hen. III. tor I take it to be the 
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ſame that in my written Hyſtorie of Parifienſis, is called Graham, by 
the Error of the Wryter. | 


GANNOCKE. A Caſtle ſome tyme in [Caernarvonſhire] whiche Ma- 
theu Paris ſayeth, was to the Wel/hmen, quaſi ſpina in oculo. After that 
Kinge Hen, III. had ſuppreſſed the Wel/hmen, he fortified this. Caſtle 
and retourned home. In thend of his Reigne Luellin Prince of Wales 
Joyned againſt him with Symon Mountforde, and herryinge over the 
Marches of Wales, he raſed to the Ground this Caſtle and Dzffarde, 
that then weare belonginge to Edward the Kinge's eldeſt Son. 


GysBURNE. Of late Yeares a Houſe of Chanons in 7or4/hyre, and 
yet a Market Towne. In the Tyme of Hen. VI. the Clergie of this 
Realme found theimſelves fore charged throughe contynual Exactions 
of Money, impoſed ſome tyme by the Kinge, but more greyvouſly by 
the Pope, in ſo muche as when their Dinſtincions that al that they had 
was the Pope's, Tuicione, not Fuitione, and Defenſione, not Diſper- 


one, would not ſerve theim, then fell they to flatt Demalles, and ma- 


ny of theim endured ſharpe Stormes of his fatherly Diſpleaſure. And 
amongeſt the reſt (ſayeth Mathew Paris) the Monkes of Durham, and 
theiſe Chanons of Giſborne ſtoade moſt ſtoutly to their Taclinge, in ſo 
muche, as if the reſt had not forſaken theim, fliciter (ſayeth he) ec- 
clefia Anglicana de tortoribus ſuis triumphaſſet. The Houſe was valeued 
in the Recordes at 628 Poundes yearlye. 


GRAvESEND. Greva, Trenepepend. Limes pretorius, Lelando. It 
ſhould ſeme {as Leland takerh it) by the Deryvation of the Woorde, to 
be the Lymite of ſome Auctoritie. But bycauſe I finde not what that 
was, I will ſhew that it was once the Limite of a great Calamitie; for 
in the Beginninge of the tyme of Rich. II. the Frenchemen entered the 
Mouthe of the Thamiſe, and brent and ſpoyled al the Way that they 
came, and at the laſt, approchinge this Towne, ſet on Fyre and ſpoyled 
it alſoe. Kinge Henry VIII. buylded a Blockhouſe at this Towne, and 
fower others not farre of it.

GoLDCLIFFE. 
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GoLDCLIFFE-. A Place in South-Wales by the Sea- ſide, which tak- 
eth the Name (as Gyrald reporteth) of the Colour of Gold, whearin 
alſo he thoughte the Mettall to be if it weare tryed. 


GALMANHo. . Sywarde the Duke of Northumberland dyed at Yorke, 
and was buryed, ſayeth Mathew Paris, in the Monaſterie of Galmanlo, 


was then within the Lymites of Northumberland, and lyeth now in 
Scotlande. 


GATESHEAD. Leaderheouod, Saxon. Caput capre, Mariano, A 
Towne in the Byſhopricke of Durham adjoyninge to Newca/?le, and is 
the ſame Place where the Countryemen of Northumberland ſlewe Mal- 
cher the Bythop of DuRHAM, as appearethe before under that Tytle. 
But my two Monkes, Mathew Paris, and Marian Scotus cannot agree 
of the Circumſtances of this Hyſtorie; for the one chargethe him with 
manifeſt Extortion, but the other ſayethe, he was cruelly kylled for 
Suſpicion to have conſented to the Murder of Liu a Nobleman, wher- 
of he was not giltie at al, but that Leofwyn his Chapleine was the only 
Worker of that ungracious Webbe. The one ſayethe, that he boughte 
the Shryvewicke of Northumberland of the Kinge, and that he did nor 
only plucke of the Fleſe, but the Skyn, and al over the Heades of the 
poore Subjectes; the other wil be acknowen of no Faulte at al, the one 
ſayeth he was ſlaine for exactinge more Money, when the Countrymen 
looked to have found Releaſe of ſomwhat already done; the other ſay- 


the murthered to have made his Purgation, and that they firſt flew 
many of his Clerkes, then himſelfe as he came out of the Churche to 
theim, and laſtly ſeit Fyre on it, and halfe burned and halfe kylled 
Leofwyn his Chaplein that did the Dede. Beſide this, the Chronichler 
of Durham was fo madded with this Matter, that he layed this Mur- 
der to a dead Man's Charge; for Walthesf (ſaiethe he) procured it, and 
by the Conſent of bothe the other, he was beheaded thre or fower 
Yeares before. Surely Marian delyvereth the moſt part of his Hyſto- 
rye with great Fidelitie, howbeit (how ſo ever it happened) I have nor 
ſene any that hathe bewrayed ſo many hurche Faultes as Mather 
Paris, with what Integritie he hathe periourmed it, let any indifferent 
Reader judge; for my part, I chinke chat al our Ingliſbe Eiyſtoriens 
might have learned at his Handes Synceritie of Sdile.

which he himſelfe had builded. I ſuſpect it ſhould be ſom Place that 


eth, that he met at this Churche withe the Kinsfolke and Patentes of 
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GoRLSToONE, Loplepoune, Saxon. Some tyme an Abby in Sufolke, 
ſtandinge on the other Side of the Water againſt Y7ermouthe, wheare 
was of late Yeares a Librarie of moſt rare and pretious Woorkes, ga- 
thered together by the Induſtrye of one Jon Brome, a Monke of the 
fame Houſe, which dyed in the Reigne of Kinge Henry the Sixte. 


GRATELEY. A Towne in Hamſhyre, wheare Kinge Ethelſtane, af- 
ter that he had obteyned the Monarchie of this Realme, held a great 
Counſeil for the Preſervation of Peace within the ſame, as in the Booke 
of Saxon Lawes is to be ſene. 


Gu1sNEs. A Fort neare Calayes, which Ed. III. thoughte fo nede- 
full to have, that it is wrytten by ſome that he ſtreyned Honour to 
come by it; for after that he had wonne Calayes, theare was by Me- 
diation of the Pope a Truice taken betwene him and the Frenche for 
certeine Monethes, within which Tyme he got this Towne by Money, 
(ſay the Frenche Chronicles) and when he had done, ſhytred of the mat- 
ter withe this Sleighte, that the Truice taken was an Abſtinence from 
fightinge, not from byinge and ſellinge; but they doe in this as in ma- 
nye other, cover theyr owne Ignominie, and ſhadow other Mens Glo- 
rie; for they had broken the Truice before by attempringe (by meane 
of Geffrey of St. Omers) to have had Caleys betrayed, whiche Thinge 
an Ingliſbe Gentleman ſeinge, and knowinge it not againſt Duitie, creti- 
zare cum Cretenſibus, entered Guiſues unknowen, and fo uſed the mat- 
ter, that he brought the Ingliſhmen upon them unwares. The Suburbes 
weare for more ſuertie beaten downe, which contynued till the Reigne 


of Kinge Hen. VIII, who walled and dyched without the Caſtell, and 


made a Towne therin. This Fort was ſo tyed to Calaice, that it bothe 
came and went with it. 


GLASSENBURY. Inis Witrine, a Vitreo aquarum colore, Inis Avalon, 
inſula pomifera, Bryt. Llerrenbur h or Llzpcenburgh, Saxon, Ava- 
loni a, Latine, Glaſconia, communiter. An Abbaye in Somer/et/hyre, which 
as it was the Place wheare the Foundacions of Chriſtian Relligion 
weare firſt layed within this Realme, ſo did it in Progreſs of tyme 
growe to be one of the greateſt within the ſame ; for beſides that it was 
in other Buildinges comparable withe the beaſt, in this it exceaded al, 
that it had fouer great Churches, beſides Chappels and other Oratories. 


Cros llc, Þ he firſt was buylded by twelve Diſciples of Phillip thappoſtle, which 
{nt theim out of Fraunce hyther to preache the Worde, and made 
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Joſeph of Aramathie that buryed Chriſt the cheif of their Nomber ; 

theiſe came to this Place then called Iniſioytrine, (of the Coulour of 

the Water which reſembled Glaſſe, which meaninge the Saxons follow- 

inge, called it afterward Gl/eſtenburgh,) and theare buylded a Chappel to 

the Virgine Marye. After that, theiſe twelve weare worne out, the 

Place began to be deſolate; but Lucius the Kinge ſomwhat ſavouringe 180. 
Chriſt, and pityinge the Deſolation of this relligious Place, ſent for new 
Preachers to Pope Eleutherius, by whoſe Comaundment Phaganus and 
Derwianus came over, and they choſe 12 other Bretherne, which build- 

ed the ſecond Churche. Then came Patrick? out of Ireland and was Cel 
Abbot of this Houſe, and in his Tyme cauſed to be buylded the Orato- 430. 
rie of St. Mychael in the Topp of the Hyll, wheare had bene ſome 
Baildinge before; he cauſed theim to dwell together, and eate in one 
Companie, wheras before every one had his peculiar Habitation. After Profp. 
this, David of Wales was made Abbot, and he buylded the thyrd 546. 
Churche. Then Ina Kinge of Veſtſex ſet up the fourthe, the laſt and 5c. 
greateſt, He is reported to have beſtowed 2640 Poundes of Sylver, and 

204 Poundes of fine Gold upon it. Now when this Abbay was on 

Flote, and had up all her Sailes, a ſodein Flaw of Daniſh Wynde toke 

her, and ſpoiled b of her proud Tacle. But after the Storme was 

once paſt, ſhe wanted no helpe to rigge her anewe. Then Edmund the 945: 
Brother of Athel/tane layed to his Handes, Dunſtan helped with al his 
Mighte, and Edgar (that had an Ore in everie ſuche Bote) was not _ 97. 
found wantinge. The Churche-yarde of this Houſe (as it ſhould ſeme 5 58 chro 
by Leland) was a comon Sepulchre to al the Nobilitie of the Weſt, as 
Canterbury was to theim of Kent, and Yorke to the North; and they 

uſed to bury theim heare in an Alder Tronke, of which forte theare 

was great Stoare, and it is ſaid to laſt in moiſte Ground above any other 

Wood. In ſuche an one was Arthur founde buryed. Theare lay heare 

alſo Edmund, two Edwardes, Cenwalch and Edgar, Kinges ; beſide ma- 

ny Noblemen, and innumerable Reliques of the Relligious of al Partes 

of the Realme. For beſides the Holynes of the Place, it had Eſtima- 

tion of Suertie alſo, by reaſon that it was wel fenſed with Waters, as it 

may appeare by this, that Alfred uſed it for his Succour in the Tyme 

af the Daniſhe Perſecution. In the Dayes of the Conquerour, one 
Thurſtin Abbot of this Houſe fel out with his Monkes about thorder Profp. Bale 
of their Service, and the Matter waxed ſo warme, that they fell to 1083. 
Blowes in the Churche, inſomuche as Thur/tin bringinge in armed Men! 1 
to take his part, flew three of the Monkes before thaltar, and wound- Ji. _ 
ed 18 beſide. The Kinge hearinge of this, for more ſure partinge of re-edificanr 
this Fray, ſent thabbot into Normanie, and devyded the Monkes into 2 fs 
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ſundry Houſes, but thabbot was reſtoard by Rufus for 500 Markes. By 
Occaſion of this Braule, O/mund Byſhop of Saliſburye deviſed that uni- 
forme Boke of Service, that was called Saliſburye 075 In the Begin- 
ninge of the Reigne of Rich. I. the Tombe of Kinge Arthur was found 
at Glaſſenbury, with this Inſcription in leade upon it, 


Hic JACET INCLYTUs REx ARTHURUS IN INSULA AVALONIA, 


For ſuche was the Name of this Place ſometyme, i. Inſula Pomifera, 
for Aval in Welche ſignifiethe an Appell. Theiſe Reliques weare by 
Edw.1. and Leonor his Wife, removed to the hygh Aulter of the great 
Churche. While Kinge Richard was Priſonner, Savaric the Byſhop of 
Bathe, by meane of his Freindes beyond the Sea, obtayned to exchaunge 
his Towne of Bathe for this Abbey, and tranſlatinge his Sea hyther, 
was, duringe his Life, called Byſhop of Glaſſenburye. The Monkes 
could not like this, and therfore they haſted to Rome, and ſollicited by 
al meanes the Kinge alſo. In the ende, Jocelin his Succeſſor, upon Con- 
dicion and Libertie to receive to himſelfe four or five good Maners to 
comend his Byſhoprike withal, was contented to ſuffer their Reſtitution. 
This Abbey had a large Juriſdiction, and was valeued in the Recordes 
at 3311 Poundes yearlye. As for other Perticularities of ſmal Impor- 
tance, they are to be ſene in the Chron. of this Houſe, compiled by 
Will. of Malmeſbury, and continued by ſome other Monke of that Houſe. 


GoDENEY, and GRITLINGTON, Godeney, 1. Inſula Dei, or Inſula 
Bona. Two Places in Somerſetſhyre, ſometyme Parcel of. Glaſſenburye, 
wherof the firſt was an Ile within the Compaſſe of thoſe 12 Hydes of 
Lande, which the thre Pagane Kinges of this Realme, Arviragus, Ma- 
ius, and Coillus, ſuffered the Diſciples of Philip to enjoye as their firſt 
Poſſeſſion. Theiſe Landes weare afterward endowed with ſpecial Pri- 
velege above the reſt. Now for the better Conjecture at this Quantitie, 
it ſhall not be amiſſe to ſhew what a Hyde Land was. It ſeamethe to 
be called a Hyde, of the Skyn of a Beaſt devyded into ſmal Sections, 
as it was done at the Buildinge of Carthage, Taurino poſſint quantum 


circumdare tergo, and therby in tyme growen to be the Name of a 


Meaſure. Polydor ſpeakinge of the great Impoſition that William the 
Conquerour layed upon the Subjectes of this Realme, ſayeth, that a 
Hyde of Lande conteynethe 20 Acres. But I thinke he was deceaved, for 
that cometh nearer to the Meaſure which we call Virgata, a Yarde Lande, 
which in moſt Countries is about 20 Acres. And Matheu Paris writinge of 
the ſame Exaction, ſayeth, that the Conqueror charged every Ploughe, 
?, (ſayethe he) Hydam Terre, with fix Shillinges of Money; ſo that he 


called 
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called a Hyde a Plough-Land, which the Saxon Bookes call ſo muche 
Ground as a Ploughe may till in a Yeare, z. 280 Acres; even ſo call 
they an Acre ſo muche as one Rloughe may till in a Daye, which they 
accompt 640 Foote in Lengthe, and 64 in Bredthe, which reckoninge 
agreeth with the Statute, And this is the moſt likely Accompre that I 
finde of an Hyde Lande. Now as for Gritlington, I finde in William 


Malmeſbury, that one Aelwyn a Nobleman in Tyme of Kinge Edgar 
beſtowed it upon Glaſſenbury in the Yeare 965.

AmeToN. Avondunum, Lelando. Magnus portus, Lat. Theare be 

within this Realme two knowen Places of this callinge, South- 
ampton in Hamſhyre, and Hampton-Court in Surrey, bothe which Le- 

lande thinketh to be corruptly called Hampton for Avondun, of Avon, an 

uſual Name of many Waters within Ingland. But Galfride and the 
comon Chroniclers ſaye, that it toke the Name of a Romane Captein 

called Hamo, whom Arviragus ſlew, and drowned in that Port; the 

ſame Galfrid ſayeth, that Maximus the Tyrant arryved heare to have Ga. 
conquered the Countrye, but when he ſaw what Power Conanus, then 

Kinge, had aflembled, he tourned his Tale, and feygned an Embaſſade 

for Treatie of Peace betwene the Romanes and this Countrye, which | 
he obteyned. About the Yeare 837, W:i/fhard a Nobleman under Ae- 2 
delwulph, diſcomfited 33 Saile of Danes in this Haven. Kinge Ethel- A 
lane, what tyme he toke Order for his Coyne within the Realme, ap- 
pointed to Hampton a Couple of Mynt Maſters. In the Dayes of Ezhel- 
dred, Anlaf the Dane, upon Promiſe of a yearly Tribute, was content- 
ed to wynter at Hampton without Offer of any Annoyance: He was af- 
terward chriſtened, asappeareth in ANDovER. When the Inhabitantes of 
the Northe underſtode that Kinge Edwarde the Confeſſour had baniſhed 
Godwyne, they expulſed Torſty his Son, which was their Earle, and made 8 
Suite to the Kinge, chat Mercher myght be theire Earle, which had "5 9 
aſſembled theim before, and was at this Towne in Armes; the Kinge Northamp- 
was contented to graunt their Requeſt, the rather for that he feared “n 
Tumulte. Notwithſtandinge before they departed hence, they ſpoyled 

the Towne, and did muche Harme in the Countrye round about. Ir is 


reported by Huntingdon and others, that after all the Byſhops and No- 
Si bilitie 
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bilitie of this Realme had made Canut or Cnout their Kinge, refuſinge 
the lauful Heires of the Saxon Lyne, he beinge at this Porte, was by 
ſome Flatterers put in Belief that he was thonly Lorde of the Sea, for 
Proofe wherof he cauſed his Chayre of Eſtate to be ſet at the low 
Water Marke, and comaunded the Sea to rife no hygher; but when he 
found it diſobedient, he put of his Crowne, and would never after put 
on the ſame, affirminge, that theare was no more Lordes then one, and 
that was God above. In the Tyme of Edw. III. the Frenchmen entered 
the Haven, and ſpoyled and burned the "Towne, takinge away with theim 
to faire Shippes. They had a Priſe heare alſo in the Tyme of Kinge 
Hen. VIII. which gave him occaſion to make Hurſt Caſtle. The Towne 
was of late Yeares endowed with a Priviledge that the Venetians ſhould 
not diſcharge their 4rgo/ers in any other Port then this, which they ob- 
teyned by Suite to Kinge Philip, who made it his firſt landinge Place, 
and got Confirmation of the ſame by Parliament 5* Eligab. Now as 
for Hampton-Court, it is not yet out of Memorie, how that it was ſome 
tyme but a Manor, and then choſen by Cardinal Wuljey for to build 
upon, which he began ſumptuouſly, and Kinge Hen. VIII. ended mag- 
nificentlye, who in the 31 Yeare of his Reigne, by Act of Parliament, 
made it an Honoure, and layde to it a Chaſe, for Pleaſure of the Game. 


Kinge Edward the Sixte honoured this Houſe. with his Byrthe, on St. 
Edwarde's'Even, in October 1537.

Hun TIN GDON. Hundandune, Saxon. J. enantodunum, Lel. fons Vena- 
forum, Hunting.

ford be, and preferred inWorthynes to theim bothe, by thopinion of H.

Denn, is the very Place wheare Deare lodge; howſoever it be, it was 

named of the Pleaſure of Huntinge. This Towne receyved muche Marian. 
Harme by the Danes, and was repayred by Edward thelder about the 918. 
Yeare 918. It was erected to the Honour of an Earldome before the 
Conqueſt; for Tu, the Son of a Dane, was Earle of Huntingdon , 

whome Sywarde (of whome theare is mention in FALKELEy before) 

ſlewe, upon occaſion that Toius metinge him in the Myre on the Waye, eProp. 

did in Scorne beraye him with his foule Fete. To whome alſo Kinge 1885. 
Edward gave therldome, upon Triall of the Trouthe of the Quarrail. 
Afterward by thattainder of J/Valtheof his Son, therldome came to the 
Handes of the Conquerour, who gave it to Symon de ſanto Licio. His 
Son dyed without Iſſue, and then came the Earldome to Kinge Stephen 
againe. He requyred Homage of David Kinge of Scottes, but he de- 
nyed to make it, bycauſe he was ſworne before to Maude; notwith- 
ſtandinge, to ſatisfie the Kinge withal, he made Henry his Son do Ho- 
mage to him, which Stephen receyvinge, gave him this Earldome, which 
was the firſt Scott that ever had it. Hector, the Scottiſh Chronicler, Hector Boer, 
will not be acknowen of this Matter, but ſayeth, that William, Kinge 

of Scottes, reſigned it to Stephan, upon Mariage of his Daughters to 
Stephen's Sonnes; wheras Stephen had but one lauful Son, called Eu- 

ſtace, which he maryed to Conſtance the Frenche Kinge's Syſter. But 1167. 
the Scat had it not longe, for Hen. II. upon a Compoſition, reſtored Paril. 
Malcolme the Kinge unto it. The ſame Kinge Henry beſeiged Robert 

therle of Leyceſter, for joyninge with Henry that was crowned in his 1:74 
Father's Lyfe, and takinge him within the Caſtle of Huntingdon, raſed | 
it downe to the Grounde. The ſame Kinge alſo gave this Earledome to 1185. 
William, Kinge of Scottes, for as muche as Symon, the Son of the ſaide 
Earle of Leiceyſter, was dead without Iſſue. But the Scott could not 

longe kepe it, for it was ſeiſed upon every Offence. Nevertheleſs, in 1286. 
the Tyme of Hen. III. Alexander of Scotland and his Quene came into 

this Realme to viſitte the Kinge, who Efiſeanes endowed theim with this 
Honour. In the latter end of his Reigne, Edwarde the Prince beſeiged 1264.

Humfrey Boun in the Caſtle at Huntingdon, and toke it. This Edward, 


when he was come. to the Crowne, hunted Kinge Jon of Scotland out 1795. 
of this Honour of Huntingdon, ſence whiche tyme I do not fynde that 

the Scot hathe enjoyed it. The Towne hathe thre Pariſhes, and had 

ſome tyme a Priorye allo valued in the Recordes at 187 Poundes yearlye. 


HUMBER;:- 
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HumMBER. f. Abus, Ptol. Abrinus, Lel. Humbpuea, Saxon. Humber. 
is not the Name of any one Water within Inglande, but is a Name 
that is gyven to the metinge of many Waters, and therfore Lelande 
contendeth reaſonablye, that it ſhould be called Aber, which in the 
Bryttiſbe is the ſame that the Saxons and we nowe calle the Mouthe 
of a Ryver; for it hathe not the Name of Humber till it approche 
neare King /ton on Hull, before which tyme it hathe receyved Ouſe, Ure, 
Done, Trent, Hull Water, and ſome other ſmal Brokes, and ſo openeth 
into the Sea; and therfore Humber hathe not as a Ryver of it ſelfe 
anye Begginninge, (as Polydor and others deſcribe) but may wel inoughe 
be ſaid to begynne withe the Head of any of thoſe Ryvers which it 
receyveth. It ſhould ſeme that Ptolemy ment this Ryver when he 
ſpeaketh of Abus, ſo callinge the ſame that the Bryttons called Aber. 
Geffrey of Monmouthe the Leader of our Engliſh Chronicles ſayeth, 
that it was called Humber, by occaſion that Locrine theldeſt Son of Bru- 
tus chaſed Humber the Kinge of the Hunnes (that arryved in his Coun- 
try) into this Water, wheare he was drowned.

After that the Saxons weare come in great Nomber into this Ile, the 
fel at Variance amongeſt theimſelves, in ſo muche that Ethelbert Kinge 
of Kent (which receyved Auguſtine) warringe upon the reſt, enlarged 
his Dominion to this Water; herof began the People beyonde the ſame 
to be called Northumbers, and their Kingdome Northumberland. This 
Ryver and the Thamiſe (as Polydor obſerveth) do not ſo comonly over- 
flowe their Bankes, as other Waters within the Realme, which he im- 
puteth probablye to the Qualitie of the Ground underneathe, which 
being Gravel ſoketh muche; but the Cauſe of this groweth no 
lefle, by reaſon that theiſe twoe Waters be not neighboured with ſo 
many Hilles, as Severs and others be, from which every ſodeine Rayne 
deſcendinge into the Ryvers, cauſeth theim to ſwell ſodenlye allo. 


HATFEILDE and HETHFPEILD. Hæppeld. Theare is in Beda, Hun- 
tingdon, and others, mention of two ſeveral Places, not ſeverally na- 
med throughe the Fault of ſuche as have copyed their Bookes; the 
one, wheare Cadwallo and Penda met with Edwyn Kinge of Northum- 
berland, and ſlewe him; the other, wheare Theodorus, tharchebyſhop of 
Canterburye, held a Synode of al the Byſhops of Ingland and Wales,

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wherine they agreed acordinge to the Determination of certein generall 5%, Hat. 
Councells which they recite. The firſt of theiſe do I take to be Hat- a oa 
feild Chaſe in Yorkſhyre, induced therto by dyvers Circumſtances, tend- now the | 
inge to prove it to be in the North; the latter to be Hethfeild in Somer- 8 
ſetſhyre, beinge admoniſhed by Bale that it was in the Weſt.

Hatfeild beinge the furder degenerated of the two) is ſo written in Bede 


and the Saxon Chronicle, The Priorie of Hatfeld in Eex was valued 
at 122 Poundes yearly. 


HExAM. . Spoke bone? „Saxon. A Place in Northumberland, 
which beinge called auncyently Haguſtaldeſbam, is by corrupte clippinge 

become not only ſhorter by more then the halfe; but alſo ſo chaunged 

withal, as in comon Salle & it hath no moe (in manner) but the firſt 

and laſt Letters of the auncient naminge. Theare was ſome tyme a 
Monaſterie dedicated to St. Peter, whoſe Liberties being large, have 
purchaſed to the Place in Tyme paſt the Name of a Shyre. It appear- Chron. Lin- 
eth alſo by Beda, that heare was ſome tyme a Byſhop's Sea; for he and _ . 
ſome others ſaye that Eata and Cuthbert weare bothe Byſhoppes of 

Hexam. Alfwold, a Kinge of Northumberland, beinge ſlaine by the 780. 
Treacherye of one Sigan, was buryed in this Place. After that Edward atian.. 
the firſt had won Barwicke, the Scottes came and ſpoiled this Houſe , 129% 
with Fyre. In the tyme of Edw. IV. bon the Marqueſs Montacute OP 

met Henry the Syxte at this Place, and ſcattered ſuche Power as he had . 
gathered in Scotlande; and not longe after H. diſguiſinge himſelfe came Pod. = 
into Ingland, wheare he was unmaſked, and delyvered to the Kinge. It 
appeareth by an Acte of Parliament made in the Reigne of Kinge 

Hen. VIII. that Hexam is of it ſelve a Countye Palantine. The Mo- 


naſterie was valued at 123 Poundes yearlye. Yeres 4 Edw. IV. 19. de

A Place in the 
Northe Partes, which Beda interpreteth Cervorum Injula, wheare El- 
feda, the Daughter of Kinge O/twy, entered into Profeſſion under Hy/- 
da, to performe her Father's Vow; who when he had attempted to pa- Huntingd, 
cifie Penda by Offer of many Giftes, and could not intreate him tro *%* 
take theim, he gave him over, and ſaied, he would offer fomwhat to

Countrye, which was part of the 12 Hydes of Lande that was firſt 
gyven to Glaſſenburye. 


HumeuM. This Place was in the North alſo, which the ſame Kinge 
Ofwwy had gyven to certein relligious Parſons that weare of Colmannus's 
Opinion (the Scott) as touchinge the kepinge of Eafier Daye, which 
was a hote Quarreil in thoſe Dayes; but now likinge verie wel of Wil- 


fride which had ſtudyed in Fraunce, he toke it from them, and be- 


ſtowed it on hym. Whether theiſe two Places be nowe in Scotland or 
no, I am not clere, thoughe it be doubtles that they weare then in 
Northumberlande, Theare was alſo another Monaſterie of Women

Realme was ſo troubled with the Dares, that almoſt al Thinges beyond 


their Tyme be eyther utterly defaced, or merveilouſly chaunged. 


HoMELEA. Homelea, Home}, Flu. Beda in deſcribinge the Ile of 
Wight ſhewethe, that the Water betwene that and the maine Land was 
in his Tyme called Solente, which we now call Hampton Water; and 


that the Ryver which openeth out of Hamſbyre over-againſt the Ile into 


the ſame Sea, was then called Homelea, and this we now call [ Hamb/-] 


wheron ſtandeth a Bridge yet called Home, wherby I conjecture, that 


not only Homildon (a Towne neare Portſmouth) toke the Name of this 
Water; but alſo Hampton it ſelfe, wherin, if I faile, it is but a Bolt 


loſt: And J thinke it as likely to deryve it of Homel, as Avon, and as 


eaſie is it by Corruption of Speache to ſlippe from Homelton to Homp- 
ton, and fo to Hampton, as from Avon, or Hamo, wherof the firſt is a 


probable Geſs, but the laſt an errant Fable.

Hol ILE. Saxon. Linvipfeapona ea, or gs. Lindisfarnenſis 
Inſula. Inis Medicante, Brytannice. An Ile in Northumberland neare 
Barwick, about thre Myles in Compaſſe, not ſo farre from the Shore, 
but that at every Ebbe of the Sea, (which is twiſe every Daye) it may 
be gone to on fote. It toke the Name of L:nd:isfarne, of the Water 
Lindis, which riſinge in Glendale, cometh to the Sea- ſide, and open- 
ethe over-againſt this Ile, beinge belike called Farney before. The Sax- 
ons alſo called it Holy Ile, in Memory of Aidane, Finane, Cuthbert,

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and others, holy in their Accompt that lay buryed theare. Oſioald 
Kinge of Northumberland being deſyrous to plant the Chriſtian Relli- my . 
gion within his Dominion, ſent Ambaſſadors into Scotland, deſyringe ; 
theim to ſend him ſome learned Man; they ſent Aidane; the Kinge 

made him Biſhop of Lindisſarne, which was the firſt Byſhopricke of Chron. Lin: 
Northumberland after the comynge of the Saxons.  Finann (a Scot al- dl. 
ſo) ſuccedinge Aidane made a Churche of Tymber within this Ile, 

after the maner of the Scottes, which then uſed no Stone Workes, 
which was after covered bothe' on the Toppe and Sides with Leade 685. 
by one Eadbert their Succeſſor, and dedicated to St. Peter, by whome 

alſo the Dwellinge for the Monkes was ſomwhat amended. Within thre 
Yeares after the Deathe of Beda, Ceokoulf the Kinge, (to whome Beda had 738. 
dedicate his Hyſtorie) entered the Profeſſion of this Houſe. Within 0 493. 
Yeares after the Danes landed in this Ile, ſpoiled, and pulled downe the 
Churche, and put to the Sworde Man, Woman, and Childe. Notwith- 
ſtandinge the Byſhops Sea remayned, and after a while ſuche Monkes 

as eſcaped aſſembled to the Place againe. But er they had reſted other 854. 
go Yeares they hearde that Inguar, Hubba, Halfdene, and ſundry other 
Capitaines of the Danes, with an infinite Nomber of Souldiours weare 
landed in the Realme. Herupon Eardulf then Byſhop toke up the 875. 
Bodies of Aidane, Cuthbert, and the Reliques of ſundry other Religi- 

ous and Noblemen, and wandered about a new Habitation in ſuche 

wiſe as is in DURHAM before declared. Thus the holy Ile, which was 

the Mother of all the religiouſe Places in that part of the Realme, be- 

came a Handmayde to Durham, which was nothinge but a rude Grove; 

for after the Sea ſettled at Durham, it was made a Cell of that riche 
Monaſterye, beinge it ſelfe in yearly Valew not above 49 Poundes. 
Tempore Edw. IV. the Lord Ogel toke dyvers Noblemen heare, as ap- 
peareth in the Booke 4 Edw. IV. 19. 


HrorTwesse. A Towne in the North Partes, which Ecgred, By- 840. 
ſhop of the holy Ile, buylded, and gave to the Sea for ever together 40. Linz 
withe another called }ycliffe, ſomwhat before Eardulf fled the Ile.

HAcR NAM, HYWISHE, and HAcrREB. Thre Townes in the Weſt 
Partes not farre from Welles, wherof the firſt was gyven by Edred the 

Kinge to Edmund the Byſhop of Welles about the Yeare Chron. Bat; 
the ſecond in Devon was gyven by Robert Byſhop of the ſame Sea (af- 
ter that it was tranſlated to Bathe) in the Tyme of Kinge Stephen. The 
thyrd was purchaſed by Reignold the Byſhop, of Kinge Rycharde the 
U Firſt, 
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Firſt, (which ſold his Crowne Landes for the Expedition to Jeruſalem) 
and by hym gyven to the Chanons of Welles. 


HasTiNGEs. Hærdinga, Saxon. A Haven Towne and Caſtle in 
Suſſex, which as Matheu Paris wryteth, toke the Name of William the 
Conquerour, bycauſe he builded the fame in haſt. I yeld to him that 
the Conquerour buylded it, and like it is he did it in haſt, for Marian 
ſayethe, that he bad fortefied at Haſtinges, before Harold met with 
him at Batteil, but I cannot therwith agree that it toke the Name of 
any ſuche Occaſion; for I find the Towne ſo named longe tyme beſore 
the Conqueſt. Atbelſtane, after that he had gotten the Monarchie of 
this hole Realme, (for before theare weare many Kinges) amongeſte 
ſondry good Lawes which he made for the Government of the ſame, 
ordeyned that Coynage ſhould be exerciſed in ſondry Places within the 
Realme, and allowed Haſtinges a Mynt Maſter. In Tyme of Edward 
the Confeſſour, when they of Haſtinges underſtode that Suane had kil- 
led Beorne (as is before ſhewed in DARTMOUTH) they toke twoe of his 
Shippes, and brought theim to the Kinge at Sandtiche. In his Tyme 
alſo Godwyn beinge baniſhed out of this Realme, ſollicited (ſayeth Ma- 
rian) the Butſcarles of Haſtinges againſt the Kinge : Theiſe Butſcarles 
weare Mariners, as I thinke. Thus it is evident, that the Towne was 
called Haſtinges before the Caſtle was builte, Theare was a Monaſte- 
rie in this Towne, of the yearly Value of 51 Poundes. 


HavyLEes. Some tyme a Monaſterie in Glouceſter ſhyre, famous for 
the Report of ſome Portion of Chriſte's Blood, that (they ſaid) was pre- 
ſerved theare, and notorious, after the Diſſolution of the Houle, for their 
Sleighte, that they preſented to the People the Bloud of a Ducke or 
Drake, in place of that which was the Price of our Delyverie. Ri- 
charde Earle of Cornewall, Brother to Henry the Third, & Rex Roma- 
norum, (which 1s Heire apparant to the Empyre) builded this Houſe, 
for Perfourmance of a Vow which he made beyond the Sea. In whoſe 
Abſence, and by his Requeſt, thabbot of Beaulieu ſtoared it with 20 
Monkes, and 30 Frixrs: And the Earle at his Retourne cauſed to be 
dedicate in the Preſence of the Kinge, and many of the Nobilitie. He 
was alſo buryed theare when he dyed. But the Fame of the Place 
grew by Edmund his Sonne, who beinge a younge Man in Germanie, 
was made to believe that he found a golden Pott full of Chri/te's 
Bloude, as he by chaunce peruſed certein Monumentes of Antiquitie; 
wherof he ſent part to this Houſe, and part he beſtowed at Aſberuge,

wheare 
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wheare he builded a Monaſterie of Bonhomes, This Houſe was valued 
in the Recordes at 357 Poundes yearlye. I find in Paris, that Peter pair 
Rocke, Byſhop of Vyncheſter, builded another Houſe of the Relligion 1238. 


De prato monſtrato, about this Tyme, and of the ſame Name; but whe- 
ther it be in Ingland, I am not certeine, 


HaveRFoRD, or HERETORD WST, Dugladia, Lel. A Towne and 
Caſtle in Penbrokeſhyre in Wales, which Leland conjectureth to be fo 
called corruptly for Aberforth, bycauſe it is ſituate npon the Metinge 
of the two Waters called Dugledi, and therfore ſhould be Aberforth, 
guaſi oſtia vadi, It was aunciently called Averdugleds, which is the 
ſame in Meaninge that Aber forth is. Kinge Henry the Firſt ſent a Nom- 
ber of Flemynges to inhabite the Partes about this Towne, by occaſion 
that they weare dryven out of their Country by Inundation of the Sea, 
and required a Dwellinge at his Handes. Theiſe weare not welcome to 
the Welſhmen, as may appeare by Gyrald in his Itinerarie of Wales : 
Bur for all that they pyked out a Lyvinge amongeſt theim, applyinge 
their Bodies to Labour in Peace, the better to abyde the Tyme of 
Warre, and weare as it ſhould ſeme the firſt that exerciſed the Mi- 
ſterie of Drapinge within that Quarter. They had (ſayeth Gyra/d) a Drapinge 
ſtraunge kind of Divination, for they prophecied of Thinges to come a. 
by Inſpection of the Right Shoulder of a Ramme, and that therby for- . Il. 10. 
ſeinge the Calamitie of the Inundation at hand, ſold what they had, and Grafton's 4- 
prevented their Harme. — 


HereFoRD, Heneforth, Bryt. i. Vetus Vadum. Fe le e, Saxon. A 
Cytie ſo neare to Wales, that it hath bred Doubt in Paulus Jovius, and 

ſome other, whether it ought to be accompted Parcel of the ſame, or 

within Tngland. But it is well inoughe underſtand to us that dwell in 
Inglande, that theare be but four Byſhops Seas in Wales, wherot Here- 

ford is none. The Towne (fayeth Leland) hath bene of Eſtimation 

ever ſence the Tyme of Offa, and the Buryal of Ethelbert Kinge of 
Eſtangle, which lyeth theare. About the Yeare 752, Cuthred Kinge of Hunting. 
Weſtſex, by the Aide of Etdeth a valiant Man, overthrue Etdelbold Kinge 15%» 
of Merce neare this Towne, and therby enlarged his Kingedome mighte- 

lye. After this Kinge Ezbe/ane builded the Monaſtery, which Agar Marian. 
the Earle of Cheſter (adjoyninge to him the Prince of Wales) fore ſpoil- 92% 
ed with Fire, as he did the 'Towne alſo, what tyme he was baniſhed 

by Edward the Confeſſour for vehement Suſpicion of Treaſon. But Wynch. 
Edward ſent Earle Harold (and after Kinge) thyther, which puttinge . 
theim to Flight, new fenſed and dyched the Towne about. In the TT 
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Tyme of the ſame Kinge, Harold and Toſty his Brother, fell at Vari. 
ance in the Sighte of the Kinge at Y/ynd/ore, and forgettinge the Pre- 
ſence of the Prince, layde theire Handes eche upon other, wheare 
Tofty perceyvinge that the Kinge favoured his Brother more than him, 
went to this Towne, wheare Harold had laied in great Proviſion of 
Drinkes, and fleinge the Men and quarteringe theim, put into every 
Veſſell a Head, an Arme, or a Legge, and ſent Worde to the Kinge, 
that he ſhould finde his Vitaile poudered whenſoever he came. Wher- 
Bale. at the Kinge juſtly diſpleaſed, baniſhed him the Realme. Walther, an 
1070. old Man, and Byſhop of this Place, was thear flaine by a Woman 
whome he ſoughte with Violence to abuſe againſt his Profeſſion. 
Gyraldus Cambrenſis ſayeth, that Randal Poer beinge Shyrife of the 
Shyre, builded the Caſtle in this Towne, Duringe the Reigne of 
Kinge Henry the Firſt, thoughe Stow the Ingliſbe Chronicler beinge ig- 
norant of the Saxon Speache, aſcribethe the Buildinge of the ſame to 
Kinge Edward thelder before the Conqueſt, which he would not have 
done, if he had knowen that Heopotfont is not Hereford, but Hart- 
ford; and Hereford is Feplega, in al the Saxon Writinges. 
parit. When the Nobilitie began to miſlike the Government of Kinge Ste- 
Proſp. pben, and every one toke him to his Gardes, William Talebut a Noble- 
1141. man ſeiſed and fenſed this Caſtle; but it was not longe before Ste- 
pariſ. pben recovered it. In the Tyme of Hen. III. William therle Marſhall 
11241. fell of his Horſe at a Tourney holden in Hereford, and was fo tugged 
by the Foote, which honge in his Styroppe, that he was dead er any of 
his Servauntes myghte reſcue him. In the Reigne of the ſame Kinge 
alſo, Symon Earle of Leyceſter, by the Aide of Luellin Prince of W ales, 
toke this Towne, and impriſonned within the Caſtle of the ſame Ed- 
ward the Prince, whom he had before taken, After the Departure of 
the Earle, the Keaper of the Caſtle ſuffered the younge Prince to ride 
in a Medow neare the Towne for his Diſporte, whoe aſſayinge two or 
thre ſeveral Horſes, when he was at lenghte mounted on ſuche a one 
as he toke to be the ligheſt, and had well wearyed the reſt, he putt 
his Spurres, and paſſinge the Ryver Wye, came at laſt ro Wigmore Ca- 
file, wheare he had beſpoken his entrie; which Eſcape was bothe the 
Cauſe of his Father's Delyverie, the Overthrowe of the Earle, and the 
Scourge of the Welſhmen. | | 
1316. Jabel, the Wife of Edwarde the Seconde, Son to this Edwarde, 
| cauſed Edmund therle of Arundell, Hugh Spenſer the Son, and dyvers

HzeycRoe and HENToN. William de Longa Spata Earle of Salſbu- Proſp. 
ry, in Tyme of Hen. III. after his Retourne from beyond the Seas, 
builded a Houſe of Charterhouſe Monkes at a Place called Heycrop, 
which was after his Deathe tranſlated to a Place in Somer/etfhyre called 
Henton, four Myles from Bathe, by Ola his Daughter and Heire : She is 
in ſome Examples called Eila. This Monaſterie was valued in the Re- 
cordes at 248 Poundes yearlye, and is at this Day of the Poſſeſſion of 
one Colthyr/te. 


HoLLAND and HoLDERNEs. Holde pneryre, Cave Deiriæ peninſu- Proſp. 
la, Lel. Two large Portions of Ground, wherof the firſt lyethe neare 3. 
the Sea in Lincolnſbyre, and the latter neare the ſame in Yorkſhyre , 
both which wear muche waſted by a ſodeine Inundation of the Sea, and 
ſpoiled of many Bothes, Houſes and Inhabitantes, in the Tyme of H. III. 

Not longe before which Tyme Gilbert of Gant and others, entered Hol- 
land, and wan it to Lodovic from Kinge Jon, ſpoilinge and makinge 
the ſame tributarie unto him. Veies 4 E. IV. 20. pur Holderneſs. 


Hay. Coryletum, Lat. Trekelthle, Bryt. Le Hay, in Recordis. A 
Towne and Caſtle in Brecnockſhyre in Wales ſtandinge upon Wye, which 
by the Name Le Hay (whiche I finde in the Recordes) ſhould ſeme to 
be named of the Normanes ; notwithſtandinge I finde in Lel. that Ro- 
mane Coignes have bene ofte founde theare, whetby it is likelye to have 
bene ſomwhat of Price in the Dayes of the auncient Brytons. I finde Pariſ. 
in Paris, that Kinge Henry II. raſed this Caſtle amongeſt manye others, 1176. 
after that he had ſuppreſſed the Inſolencie of Henry his Sone, and ſuche 
as egged him forwarde, bycauſe he found that the Opinion repoſed in 
the Strengthe of theiſe Caſtles, had incouraged their Maiſters. This Proſp. 
Caſtle was afterward re-edified, and came to the Poſſeſſion of Hum- 125 
Frey Boun Earle of Hereford, from whom Edwarde the Son of Kinge 
Hen. III. toke the fame, duringe the Offence berwene his Father and 
the Nobilitie. But not many Yeares after, Symon Earle of Leyceſter re- 1265. 


covered it, and havinge a litle before taken the ſaid Prince Priſonner, 


he committed him to Hereford Caſtle. 


HAwWARDYN. A Caſtle in Wales alſo, wheare David, Brother to Lu- 
ellin Princes of Wales, (whome Kinge Edward the Firſt had both dely- 
vered out of the injurious Handes of the Prince his Brother, and alſo 
adyaunced 
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advaunced to the Maryage of therle of Darbie's Daughter within the 
Real me,) forgetfull of the Benefices which he had receyved in Ingland, 
the rather to encourage the comon People to —— on Armes againſt the 
Kinge, aſſayled Roger Clifford a Nobleman, Maiſter of the ſame, and 
ſlewinge his Souldiours that offered to reſiſte, toke him: for the which 


he himſelfe beinge apprehended, was hanged, drawen and quartered, 
within a Yeare after. 


HarBoTLE. Penebortl, Saxon. It is a Caſtle in Northumberland, 
which by the Name may be thoughte to have bene buylte by the Danes, 
for the Name is as muche as to ſaye, the buyldinge of the Armye, 
and it is verie like to have bene raiſed by ſome Armye of the Danes that 
hathe landed in thoſe Partes. In the Tyme of Ed. II. the Scottes 


came into Ingland, and amongelt ſundry other Harmes, toke this Caſtle, 
and raiſed it to the Grounde, 


HrRwIchE. Þenepic, Saxon. A Towne in Eſſex, takinge the 
Name of ſuche like Occaſion as HARBOTLE before; for it is interpre- 
ted the Towne wheare tharmye lay, by which Armye the Danes are 
always underſtode; for the maner of Speche is comon in the auncient 
Chroniclers, that the Armye laye here, and the Army landed theare, 
Sc. In Tyme of Edu. II. Iſabell his Wife landed at this Place, and 
wrote from thence to the Cytizens of London, whome ſhe requyred to 
aide her in the Perſequution of the Spenſers; wherunto they eaſely con- 


ſented, as by theyr haſtie Execution done upon the Byſhop of Exceſter 
may appeare. See ORWEL. 


HrRTFORDE. Peonotfono, Saxon. A Towne and Caſtle, nam- 
inge the Shyre wherin it ſtandethe, wheare was a Synode holden in the 
Yeare 673. The Caſtle was afterward buylded by Kinge Edwarde, 
ſurnamed the Elder, as our comon Chroniclers agree; wherin they ſa 
Trouthe, but not al; for the Saxon Chronicle ſayeth, that he builded 


Pay buph, that is to ſay, not only the Caſtle, but the hole Towne, 


being then a fenſed or a walled Towne, and that it ſtandethe berwene 
thre Ryvers, Benefica, Mimera, and Luy, which is now called Lyy, 
runninge from Stratforde in the Bowe to Ware. Huntington ſayuth it 
was a verie faire and beautifull Caſtle, thoughe not greatly large. 
When Kinge Fhon had wronge out of the Handes of his Nobilitie ſun- 
drye ſtronge Holdes within the Realme, he comitted this to the K-- 
pinge of Walter Godardville: But it was not longe before Lodovic te 


Dolphine of Fraunce toke it from him by ſtronge Hande, of whoine 


Robert 
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Robert Fitzwater claymed to have the Kepinge of it, as of Right be- 
longinge to his Aunceſtours, but Lodovic truſtinge his owne Country- 
men better, denyed his Requeſt; which after the Opinion of ſome, 
was one of the firſt Thinges that did alienate the Myndes of many 


from him. It is at this Day a Market Towne, and conteynethe thre 
Pariſhes. 


HELATHYRNE, Unveſtlyn, Floril. A Place in the Northe Partes, 
and, as it may be gathered by the Circumſcription, not farre from Hull, 
wheare Etdelbold and Herebert, two Captaines of Northumberlande, ma- 
kinge a Mutenie in the Kinge's Campe, flewe the Lieutenant of his Ar- 
mye, and ſondrie others: Whearat Edelred then Kinge beinge fore dif- Hunting. 
mayed lefte the Place, and they made A//wwo/d their Kinge. The late 
printed Copie of Mat. of jt calleth it Unve/tlyn; but falſlye, I thinke, 
for the Saxon Stoaries agree withe the other Name. | 


HENG1STDUNE. I take it to be the fame Place that is at this Daye 
called Henk/ton Doune in Cornewall; for the Fall is eaſie from Hengiſt- 
dune to Heng/tdoune, and fo to Heng ſton; and it is moſt apparent that 
it was either in Cornwall, or not farre of. In tyme of Ecgbert that Mar. Hunt. 
firſt cauſed the Inhabitantes of this Realme to be called by one Name $35: 
Angl:, without Difference of South or Eaſt, or any ſuche, bycauſe he 
had united the Kingdomes into one Monarchye, the Danes landinge in 
Cornwalle, joyned theimſelves withe the Inhabitantes of that Part, and 
began to ſpoile: But Ecgbert metinge theim at Hengiſidoune, made a 
great Slaughter of theim. Sone after he dyed, and leaving many 
Sonnes, the Realme was eftſones dyvided. 


HodsNoRTON. Hocnepatun, Saxon. A Towne in Oxford/hyre, 
wheare was in the Dayes of Edwarde the Sonne of Alfrede, the Kinge's 
Houſe, for it is amongeſt the Saxon Chroniclers honeſted with the Ti- 
tle of Lynynger buph, 1. Regia Villa. In whoſe Tyme allo the Huntington, 
Danes enteringe into Oxfordſhyre, toke a great Bootie in this Place, and d Th 
ſlew many of the Inhabitantes thearabour. 


HolMESsDpALE. The Name of an olde Caſtle, and of a large Quan- Waning: 
titie of a Countrye by Rigate in Surrey; wheare the Kentyſhmen foughte * A 
withe the Dan:/he Pyrates in Tyme of Edwarde thelder, and overthrew 
theim. This Dale and the Name allo reacheth into Kent, wheare they 
uſe this Bywoorde in vaunt of the Strengthe of the Inhabitantes of this 
Quarter, Holme/dale never won, nor never ſhall, I find in the Gove: Spott. 
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It may be therfore that this Sayinge is growen by theiſe two Victo- 


into Fraunce, landinge at Boloigne. In Tyme of Edward the Confeſ- 


Faſtus tranſlated it to Thetforde, and from thence Herebert loſinge, con- 
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nicles of Canterbury, that the Kentyſhmen wan (at the Conquerour's 
Hande) better Condicions of Peace then any other part of the Realme 
enjoyeth, by occafion of an Army that they gathered at Swanſcombe.

HorMes. Holmar, Saxon. Reoric, Aſſero. Theare be two Iles in 
the Mouthe of the Ryver Severne, which by occaſion of the Plentye of 
Wood within theim, are called Holmes, wherof thone is called Flat 
Holmes, bycauſe it is in maner plaine and level, the other Stepeholmes, 
by reaſon of the pang, wap of the ſame. Kinge Edwarde the Son of 
Alfred, lyinge with his Army in Cornwall, ſo preſſed the Danes, that 
had before his cominge infeſted that Quarter, that he drave many of 
theim into one of theiſe Iles, wheare he famiſhed a great Nombre, and 
put the reſt to ſhamefull Flighte. Aferus calleth the Ile Reoric. In 
this Ile (ſaythe Roſus) Saint Dubrice the Eremite lyved and dyed. 


Hype, antiquitus Hythe. Hy Se, Saxon. A Place in Kent on the 
Sea-Syde, which is the ſame indede that it is called; for Hythe in the 
Saxon Speache is a Haven, and therfore many Places are named withe 
that Termination, as Rotherhythe, Lambythe, and ſuche like. It is by 
Conſent of Sea-men, the verie Place from whence is the ſhorteſt Cutt 


ſour, Godwyn and his Sonnes beinge baniſhed the Realme, fo ſpoiled 
this Place, and al the Shore of Kent beſide, that the Kinge, by Media- 
tion of Stigand tharchebyſhop, was contented to reſtore theim. 


HELMANM, Ulmetum, Bede. A Towne in Suffolke, wheare was ſome- 
tyme a Byſhop's Sea; for Stigand that was Archebyſhop of Canterbury 
in tyme of the Conqueror, was not longe before Byſhop of Helmbam, 
and came to it by Symonie, as Mathew Paris chargeth him. But Ar- 


veyed it to Norw:che. So that whearas Norfolke and Suffolke had eche 
of theim a ſeveral Byſhop, now they bothe be ſubject to Norwiche, by 
the general Proviſion that was made by the Pope; whiche whether it 
weare in the Tyme of the Conquerour, or of William the Red his Son, 
theare is ſome Diſagreement. See Beda, /. 4. c. 4. Ulmet. 


HALLINGHAM, HENINGHAM. Maude, the Wife of Kinge Stephen, 
dyed at Hallingbam Caſtle, which was then in the Poſſeſſion of therle 
Alberic de Veer, If I miſtake not, it ſhould have bene Hedingbam Ca- 
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Ale in Eſſex, which we now call Heningbam. Theare was ſome tyme 
a Pryorye at Hedingbam, valued at 29 Poundes yearlye. 


Harowe, Harewes, Pariſienſ. Comonly called Harrow on the Hyll, Pari. 
which hathe bene of longe tyme a Manor Houſe belonginge to the 
Archebyſhops of Canterburye, and was the Place wheare Thomas Bec- 1170. 
ket (ſojourninge toward St. Albons) receyved Comaundment from the 
Kinge, that he ſhould kepe that Houſe, and go no further. Ir appear- 

eth likewiſe in Paris, that in Tyme of Hen, III. the ſame Byſhop's Suc- 
ceſſours enjoyed it. 


HAFEN ET. A Caſtle in Southfolke, which Robert Earle of Leiceſter, Pacif 

in Tyme of Hen. II beſeiged, rooke and burned, what tyme he brought 1173. 
the thre thouſand Fleminges into the Realme, wherof theare is mention 
in-Buzy before, p. 35. 


HALLINGE. A Towne and Manor in Kent, of auncient tyme per- pacir 
teyninge to the Byſhop of Rocheſter, wheare Richard Archebyſhop of 1.84. 


.Canterbury ended his Life in the Houſe of the Byſhop of Rocheſter that 
then was. 


HaRFEiLD, Haetfield, Floril. A Caſtle in ſometyme in Paric. 
the Poſſeſſion of Hubert de Burghe, who was conſtrayned to yeld the 1239. 
ſame, together with ſome other, (on which he had done greate Coſt) 

to Kinge Henry III. to pacifie the Diſpleaſure that he had conceaved 
againſt him. Mat. of Weſtminſter calleth it Haetfield. © 


 Howpen. A Market Towne in York/byre, of late Yeares taken from Pariſ. 
the Sea of Durham, whearto of auncient Right it apperteyned; for in 9. 
Tyme of Hen. III. when one Nicholas Byſhop of Durham, beinge an 

old Man, was contented to reſigne the Byſhoprike, this Manor and 

two other Parcell of the Sea, weare aſſigned to him for his Suſten- 


tation duringe Life.

many Princes, bothe before and ſence the Conqueſt, as in the Lawes 
of Cnout and others maye appeare. | 


HrNL EV. Henele ga, Saxon. i Antiquus locus. A Market Towne in 
Oxfordſhyre, ſtandinge upon Thamiſe, wheare. (Lel. ſayeth) was ſome 
tyme a Stone Bridge in the ſame Place wheare that of Wood now is, 


wherof the Foundations and Ruines did appeare in his Tyme, when the 
Water was ſomwhat ſhallow. 


Huxpsprx. Hunderdene, i. Canum Vallis. A ſtately Houſe in 
Hertfordſbyre, which was ſome tyme in the Poſſeſſion of the Bounes, 


after that of the Berniers, thyrdly of the Hawardes, and laſtly, by Ex-

chaunge, it came to the Handes of Kinge Henry VIII. whoe beſtowed 
theron Additions of princely Buildinges. Ir is at this preſent the Houle 
of a Baron newly created by the fame Name.

nor Houſe belonginge to Weſtminſter, whearto the Monkes reſorted, as 


to their Tyſculanum, for the moſt part ſence the Conqueſt, Ir lyethe 
in Barkeſhyre, not muche from Inglefield, 


HULL, 
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Hur, Hullus, fl. & emporium. Paul. Jo. Regiodunum. Lyninger 
clipe, Saxon. Petrob. Ning ſtone. Althoughe the Name of Hull be pe- 
— 6 to the Water that runneth by Kyng/ton, yet for as muche as co- 
mon Speache ſpareth but one and the ſame Name to the Towne and 
Water bothe, therfor I meane alſo under one Title to comprehend 
theim. The Ryver Hulle growethe by thre Veines of Water, wherof 
one riſeth by Drifeild, xvi Miles from Kingſton; the ſeconde at Ei- 
borne ; the third at Emfwell; and fo runninge by the lowe Groundes 
neare Beaverley, breaketh into Humber: They of Beawrrley alſo take 
Comoditie of this Ryver, by a Trenche made from their 'Towne into 
it. As for the Towne of Hull it was of ſmall Price till the Reigne 


of Kinge Richard II. only I reade that the Nobilitie of Northumber- * 


land rebelled againſt their Kinge Ezhelbert, and fightinge with him at 
Kingſtone, killed the cheif of his Armye, and (the Kinge flyinge for 
feare) they ſer up Alfwold in his Place. It is likely, notwithſtandinge, 
that it toke the Name of ſome Kinge's Reſidence. Mychael Poole (ſay- 
eth Leland) a Man of meane Parentele, applyinge to the Eaſt Partes of 


Germanie, that lye over-againſt Hull for Merchandize, got to great 9 


Wealthe; by meane wherof, he, at the laſt, became knowen to Kinge 
Rich. II. who after ſome likinge of his Wiſdome, made him of his 
Counſeil, and afterwarde created him Earle of Sufolke, bycauſe Iſſue 
Male of the Ufenfordes fayled. This Man beſtowed muche upon 
Buildinge in the Towne himſelfe, and encouraginge the Townſmen to 
encloſe their Towne with Bricke, opteyned, at the Kinges Handes, Do- 
nation of Liberties unto the ſame. Thus Hull beinge by Induſtrie 
bothe fenſed againſt the Enemye, and favourable to the Inhabitante, 
increaſed from a Fyſher, to a good Marchaunt. Henry VIII. did not a 
litle amende this Towne by certeine Blockhouſes erected for the fave 


keapinge of the Haven.

The Nearnes of the Tyme and Likenes of the Names and Matter it ſelfe, 
may move Opinion that they ſhould be al one Wonder ; but for as 
muche as I finde theim in one ſelfe Chronicle ſeverally reported, I can- 
not confounde theim, It is at this Day a Parke, &c. 


HoRsAM. 
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HoRSAM. A Market Towne in Szſex, now of the Poſſeſſions of the 
Duke of Norfolke, and frequented with Trade of Merchandiſe, until 
the Decay of Shorham Haven: Notwithſtandinge which Decay, it hathe 
in the Pariſhe 1500 houſelinge People. They have a Free-Scole, en- 
dowed by one Colyer, a Mercer of London, and borne in this Towne. 
This Endowement is of Houſes in London to the Valew of 20 /. or more, 
and is in thorder of the Company of the Merſers. Colyer founded it 
about the latter End of the Reigne of Hen. VIII. 


HoRNECHURCHE. A large Pariſhe in Eſſex, not paſt ten Myles from 
London, which toke the Name of a religious Fellowſhip or Brother- 
hoode, called the Horners, the Memorie wherof is contynued till this 
Day by two Thinges, thone, that theare remayneth fixed at theſt Ende 
of the Churche a paire of greatHornes ; thother, that yearly the Shyreve 
of the Shyre levyeth the Somme of in Money, by this Title, de 
Magiſtro Cornuti Monaſterii, &c. But at what tyme it was founded, or 
when it was ſuppreſſed, I cannot hytherto underſtande. 


HARNSEV. In the Tyme of King Hen. VI. one Roger Boltingbroke, 
and Thomas Southwel, weare accuſed for exerciſinge Wytchecrafte in 
Harnſey-Parke neare London, by which they ſought to have conſumed 
the Kinge's Parſon ; herof they weare both attainted, of the which, Ro- 
ger after that he had done Penance on a high Stage at Poule's Croſſe, 
havinge in open Sight before him, his Cheyre, Swordes, Maces, and o- 
ther the nedful Inſtruments of that Occupation, was hanged, drawen, 
and quartered: Thomas died in Priſon. Of this Witchecraft Elenor Cob- 
bam, Ducheſs of Glouceſter, was attainted as a Partie, and was adjudged 
to beare a Taper three Dayes in London for the ſame. She had alſo 
conſpired withe the Witche of Eye, to procure the Love of the Duke, | 
and to cauſe him to marye her. Roger at his Deathe denyed al Pur- Nv of 
ſe of Treaſon, but he confeſſed that he had over great Confidence in Anguce. 
us Learninge. Hody cheif Juſtice, and thothers that ſatte in Judgement, 
died ſhortly after him, as this Storye noteth it.

IpLE, f. Ethelfride Kinge of Northumberland baniſhed Edwine his 

6 Dominions, who fled for Succour to Redwald Kinge of Eaft- Angle, 
wherof when Ethelfride got Intelligence, he moved Redwald by ſecreat 
Meſlage and Promiſe of Rewarde to diſpatche him out of the Waye. 
Hunting. Redwald havinge in Purpoſe to have ſatisfied Erhelfride, was by his 
Wife diſuaded, ſo that he not only not hurt him, but gave him Aide 

to expell Ethelfride, which he brought to paſſe by an Overthrowe that 

he gave him on the Eaſt Syde of this Water, that then was in the Con- 

fines of Mercia, and nowe in [ Nottingham//.ire.| Beda maketh a Myracle of 

this Matter, and aſcribeth his Delyverie to one that appeared to him 

by Nighte in the Shape of a Man, and takinge his Promiſe that he 

would become a Chriſtian, made his Aſſurance of his Saufetie, and 
ſayeth, that he beinge afterward charged with this Benefite and his 

owne Vowe, was contented to take Baptiſme at Paulinuss Hande. How- 

ſoever he take it, it is likelye that Paulinus beinge a wiſe Byſhop, toke 
occaſion to perſuade him, by the merveilous Delyverie that God had 
wrought. 


ITHANCHESTER. Beda hathe mention, that after that the Eaft- 
Beda. Saxons had revolted from the Relligion which Mellitus had planted, and 
weare now eftſones contented to receyve the fame at the Inſtance of 
Kinge O/wy, Cedd being ſent to theim for that Entent, ordeyned Dea- 
cons, and Preiſtes in many Places thearabout to aſſiſte him, and eſpe- 
cially in this Towne and Tr/burye. This latter is well knowen in E/ 
/ex at this Daye ; but whether Ithanceſter, or Pente the Ryver (wheron 
he ſuppoſerh ir to ſtand) be theare or noe, I have not yet learned ; 
the Water at Denche Hundreth is yet called Pent, and was ſome tyme 
therby a great Towne, and a Forreſt now overtlowen by Bradwell. 
Ju ARROW. 
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In Ax Row. Girvum. Trynpa, Saxon. a Fenne or Mariſhe. Theare 
weare ſome tyme twoe Monaſteries ſtandinge on Mere in the Byſho- Beda. 
pricke of Durham, which bycauſe they weare bothe buylded by one chro. wync. 
Man, and weare of one Profeilion and Order, have bene in tymes paſt Chron. Lin- 
accompted bothe by theimſelves and others to be al one, and to ſpeake ne. 
ſo farre as I finde, they had but one Abbot in the Beginninge, and ma- 
ny Yeares after: The one was called Vyremouthe bycauſe it ſtoade on 
the Mouthe of that Ryver, and was dedicated to Seint Peter after that Proſp. 
Benedict Byſhcop had builded it in the Yeare 670. Thother was builded 670. 
by the ſame Man within thre Yeares after, which dedicated that Worke 673. 
to St. Paul, and brought into theim bothe the Nomber of ſixe hundreth Bale Cent. 
Benet Monkes. After this alſo he went to Rome, and bi ught from 
thence by Licence of Pope Agatho, hon, that taughte the firſt ſing- 
inge in our Ingliſbe Churche. Now when theiſe Houſes weare muche 
increaſed in Number of Men, Store of Booxes, and Chaunge of ſundry 703. 
Ornamentes, the Danes invaded that Part, and ſpoiled theim. The Chron. Lin- 
Monkes being forced to gyve place to this Furie, withdrew theimſelves © 
for a Seaſon, and afterwarde retourned. But then comethe Villiam the 1cc8. 
Conquerour, and he for Offence conceaved againſt Yorke, Durham, and 
other Places, and ſondry Perſons alſo in theiſe Partes, over-runnethe all, 
inſomuche that a great Portion of the Country lay deſolate for nine 
Yeares together. When this Storme alſo was over-blowen, one Ald sg. 
wyne, a Moncke of Vynchecombe, having heard that the Northe Coun- Chron. Lin- 
trye had bene of auncyent tyme well furniſhed with Men of his callinge, *** 
and that it was now deſtitute of the ſame, lefte his Order, and wan- 
dered thyther accompanyed with two other, and placed theimſelves at 
Monkafter now Newcajfile, wherof when Walcher that then was Byſhop 
of Durham had Underſtandinge, he moved theim rather to accept of 
his Gifte ſome relligiouſe Place, then to inhabite of their owne choo- 
ſinge a lay and temporall Dwellinge: He offered theim Jarrowe, which 
they accepted, and by his Helpe in part re-edified, and ſtoared withe 
Monkes. William the Succeſſor of this Waleber, myndinge to remove 
the ſeculer Preiſtes out of his Churche at Durham, obteyned of the 
Kinge and Byſhopes to take. to him al the Monkes of bothe theiſe 
Houſes, by meane whearof they became afterwarde Celles to Durham, 


wherof Jarrow was valeued in the Recordes at 39 Poundes yearly, and 
Weremouth at 25.

Irswickr. Liperpic, Saxon. Gipefwiche antiquitus. A good Towne 
in Suffolke, wherin was ſome tyme a Monaſterie. The Towne hathe 
ſuffered muche by the Danes, for Juſtin and Gathmund landed with an 
Army, and laded theimſelves withe the Spoile of this Towne and others 
therabout. Not longe after theare arryved another Sort of theim, 
whiche ſet upon U!/ketle Duke or Captaine of Eaſt-Anglie, which ſek- 
inge by Aide of the Countrymen thearabout to repulſe theim, was of 
theim forſaken for feare in the Feild ; the Cambridgeſbyre Men not- 
withſtandinge ſtoade well to it, but bycauſe they weare inferiour in 
Nomber they loſt the Feild, and the Danes ſpoiled the hole Coun- 
trye. In the Diſſention betwene Kinge hon and his Nobles, they 
ranſacced this Towne and others thearabout that ſtoade faithfull to the 
Kinge, and enforced theim to redeme their Saufetye dearlye. The late 
Cardinall Yoolſey mindinge to leave to Poſteritie ſome Monument of 
his Magnificence, obteyned Lycence of the Pope to pull downe certein 
ſmal Abbeys, wherwith he began to buyld two coſtly Colleges, thone 
at Ipſioyche, and thother at Oxford. But bycauſe he dyed before he 
had perfourmed his Purpoſe, Kinge Henrye the VIII. pulled downe 
the reaſt of the Abbeys, and finiſhed one of his Colleges, not in Buil- 
dinge as he began, but with Endowment as he had ment; whearin he fol- 
lowed his Paterne fully in the firſt, but he fayled ſomwhat in the lat- 
ter.

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Darby, and Yorke, The Difference of theiſe Opinions groweth, by 
reaſon that the Bryttiſbe Chron. (which is the firſt that maketh men- Guf 
tion of theim ) deſcribeth theim without Name, wherof other Men 
have taken occaſion to uſe their owne Conjectures. But al agree that 
the firſt that ever endowed Highe-wayes with Priveledge was Molmu- 
tius, and that Belinus for ſatisfiinge of al Doubtes that aroſe about 
theim, cauſed fouer principal Wayes leadinge to and fro the cheif Cy- 

ties to be deſcribed. 


ST. Ives. Sancti Iuonis. A Place in Huntingdonſhyre, not farr from 
Ramſey, wheare lyved ſome tyme Tvon the Byſhop of Per/ia, or els 
was buryed in that Place, or bothe. The Water thearabout was holy 
to ſundry Purpoſes, as he that liſt may ſee in 7hon Bale and Capgrave 
his Taleſman. Looke RAMsE , for the reſt. 


IRCHENFEILD. Vycinapeld, Saxon. The Name of a great Portion 915. 
of Herefordſhyre. Whearas the Danes (havinge before come up alonge Varian. 
Severne) toke Cymelgeac the Byſhop to their Shippes withe theim , 
whome Eateard thelder raunſomed for xl Poundes of Sylver ; but they, 

not contented hearewith, came againe to the fame Place, wheare they 
weare mett by the Inhabitantes of Hereford and Gouceſter/hyre, and 
beaten toward their Shippes; in which Flight ſo many of them weare 

taken and ſlaine, that the reſt weare contented to gyve Hoſtages that 

they would depart quietlye. 


ITINGFoRDE, Vrin gapond, Saxon. Ritting ford, Floril. TheArmyes ,, 99": 
of the Danes that ſojourned in Norfolke and Northumberland, havinge Hunting. 
often to their Hurt aſſayed the Puiſſance of Kinge Edward comonly 
called thelder, weare dryven to take Peace withe him at this Place. I

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ſure of K. Will. che Conquerour, and conſpired withe the Nobilitie theare

Raul, Higden and Mat. of 
Weſtminſter reporte, that it toke the Name of one Wipped, a Saxon, 
who only was killed of that Side, when Aurelius Ambroſius loſt 12 Cap- 
taines of his Parte in the ſame Conflicte. It ſoundeth, the Plagg wheare 
Tppine ſwymmed, for ſo the Saxon Bookes call him, and not Wipped. 
It ſeameth to be Wapflete in Eſſex ; for Polychron ſayeth, that the Bry- 


tons never invaded Kent after the Overthrowe that was gyven theim at 
Crayford, &c. 


ITALL. See ETWALLE before, 
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YLMINGTON. A Place in Somerſetſbyre, taken from the Byſhop 
of Welles by Harold, after whoſe Deathe it was reſtoared by 
the Conquerour to G then Byſhop. 


KNISEV. Kemepeza, Saxon. A Manor-houſe in Worcefterſhyre, of 
auncient 'Tyme belonginge to the Byſhop, wheare Albun, ſome tyme of 
that Sea, made a Chappell, or Oratorie, which he dedicated to St. An- 
drew. Leoſtius another Byſhop ended his Life at this Houſe ; and Sy- 
mon, Earle of Leiceſter, ſojourned at the ſame havinge Kinge Henry III. 
Captive, a litle before he was overthrowen at Eveſham. 


KENELWoRTH, and KILLINGWORTH. Chinegleſi antiquitus, Lel. A 
Towne and Caſtle in Warwikſhyre, renowned for Strenghte and beau- 
tifull Lodginge. The Caſtle hathe bene muche amended by two Sub- 
jectes, notwithſtandinge that it hath had more Continuance — he

and Roger Mortymer Earle of Marche in the Reigne of Edu. I. It hathe 

bene accompted longe ſence for one of the beſt defenſed within the 
Realme ; for when Kinge 7hon and his Nobilitie weryed withe Warre bart 
fell ro Condicions of Amitie at Runningmede by Stanes, they agreed a- 115. 
mongeſt other Thinges, that 25 Perſons ſhoulde be elected, which 
ſhould (if nede weare) enforce the Kinge to the Obſervation of his 
Othe and Promiſes. And to thend that they mighte be of convenient 
Abilitie to performe it, the Kinge ſware to delyver into their Handes ” 
the ſtronge Places of Northampton, Nottingham, Scarborough, and Ke- 
nelworthe. No leſs Confidence was theare of this Caſtle when the No- 
bilitie armed theim ſelves againſt Hen. III. for the Nobles entered it at 
the firſt, belonginge then to Symon Earle of Leice/ter, who notwitheſtand- 
inge that he weare ſlaine, and Symon his Sonne reconcyled to the Kinge, 
yet the Capteine of this Caſtle aboade halſe a Yeares Seige by the 
Kinge, and being diſtreſſed for want of Vitaile, wan notwithſtandinge 
Leave to depart with Bagge and Baguage, The Inſtrument of this Re- 
conſiliation was called D:i&um Kenelworthe, but it was concluded at 
CoveENTRYE, as under that Title hathe alreadye appeared. Roger Mor- a 
tymer, in Tyme of Kinge Edw. I. helde a rounde Table (as it was wont e 
to be called) at this Caſtle: He aſſembled one hundrethe Ladyes, and Hardinge.“ 
ſo manye Knightes, and proclaymed a general Challenge at the Tylte 179. 
and Randan, whearat the Kinge and many Nobles of many Countries 

beyond the Sea weare preſent : He ſpent greatly upon it, in ſo muche 

as Lel. wryteth, that he conſumed a round Table and Treſſeles of Maſ-

ſed him to be conveighed to this Caſtle, wheare he lay the hole Wynter, 38. 
and then the Quene and her Complices callinge a Parliament (wherin 

they agreed that he ſhould reſigne to his Sonne) ſent thre Byſhops, two 

Earles, two Abbottes, and two Burgeſſes of every Shyre to ſe him de- 

graded of al princely Honour. The Byſhop of HERETORD (remem- 

bred under that Title) and two other Prelates beinge chef in this Co- 

miſſion went before the reſt, and they perſuaded him partly by the U- 

nitie that ſhould follow, and partlye by the Threates of the Parliament, 

which (as thev lyed) had concluded to deprive him and reject his hole 
Kyndred alſo, if he would not willingly condeſcend, for the Peace of the 

Realme, to the Coronacion of Edward his Sonne. When they had 

thus ſcoled him in an inner Chamber, they brought him forthe before 
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the Multitude of the Comiſſioners, and theare the infortunate Man, af- 
ter he had once or twice ſounded, ſpake at the laſt, withe muche to doe, 
the Woorde of Conſent. The next Day they made their Homages to 
the younge Prince by the Handes of William Truſſel Knighte appointed 
therto, and the Lord Steward of the Houſe breakinge his Staffs, gave 
the Houſhold Licence to departe. Thus retourned they to the Parlia- 
ment, and aſſigned the Quene J/abell ſuche a Dowrie, as my Chronicler

niſhed by him in her Dreame to mete him the next Day in the Forreſt 
of Wolmer hard by: She came at the Tyme appointed, and in ſteade of 
her Lover, was carnally knowen by a Spirite, which the Philoſophers 
call Incubus, and retourninge home dyed within eight Dayes, ſo ſwollen, 
that eight Men weare troubled to convey her to the Earthe. The 
Trouthe of this (ſayethe he) was knowen by the Confeſſion of the 
younge Man, who was, at that Tyme, in another Place farre of. The 
Conception of Merlin, the Prophet of Wales, is aſcribed to ſuche an o- 
ther, and many have written whe Witches have Converſation with Dy- 
vels, affirminge, that they begett of theim Thinges havinge Life, and 
reſembling Men, thoughe not proportionable in al Partes; but St. Au- 
guſtine, upon Geneſis, doubteth muche whether thei have rcal Know- 
ledge of Women or no, or if they have, yet nothinge cometh of it, for 
albeit they may have the Inſtrumentes of Generation in part, yet want 
thei the due Temperature of the livelye Powers.

870. Batteil at Englefeild, had for their better Defence raiſed a Wall of 
Earthe on the right Side of Readinge, betwene the Water of Kynet and 
the Thamiſe; but for al that Etdelwulſe ſettinge upon theim put theim 


to the worſe. In the Dayes of Kinge Ezhelred alſo, they weare met 
on the Syde of this Ryver and overthrowen.

KEMSYNGE. 
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KreMsSYNGE. At a ſmalle Village in Kent, neare to Offorde, called 
Kemfinge, St. Edithe, was in the Tyme of Superſtition, greatly honoured, 
for a ſinguler Grace and Benefice that ſhe dayly practiſed, in preſer- 
vinge Corne from Blaſtinge, Myll-dew, and ſuche other Harmes which 
comonly befalle it. The maner was to bringe thyther a Buſhel of 
Graine, whearof the Preiſt would hallowe one handfulle, and delyver 
it to the Bringer to be myngled with his Seed Corne, reteyninge the 
reſt to himſelfe. This ſmalle Portion thus ſanctified, would (as they 
thoughte) preſerve from the ſaid Harmes alle the reſt of the Corne that 
was mingled and ſowed therwith. It is to be ſene in Terentius Varro, Varto. 
that the Romanes had in great Veneration a God and Goddeſs, which was 
called Robigus and Robigo, ro whome they made Praiers and Sacrifice to 
fave their Corne from blaſting and Mylle-dew: Now whether this Po- 
piſh Edithe, or that Romiſhe Robigo, weare all one or noe let the Fa- 
vourers of Idolatrie conſider; for myne owne part I ſee no Difference 
at all. Of the Truethe of the one, let Varro and others make Faythe ; 
for of the Credit of other, ſundrye Parſons yet lyvinge in that Quarter 
can yeld ſufficient Teſtimonie.

be moſt pertinent to myne owne Purpoſe. Thoughe the moſt parte Name. 

bothe of forrein and our countrie Writers ſeme to agree that this Inte C.1128. 


Towne ſhould be the ſame that Brutus (diſcended of the Trojans) Salt. Os, 
{houlde 
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ſhoulde builde, callinge it by the Name of Trenovante, either in Me- 
morye of Troy, as ſome expounde it, or els applyinge the Name to the 
Thinge, and fo terminge it a new Towne, as others take it; or els na- 
minge it of the Novantes that dwelte about it, as a thyrd ſort wil nedes 
have it. Yet Polydore contendethe, that Trinobantes and Trenovantun 
ſhould rather meane Northampton and the Inhabitantes thearabout, then 
London and Middleſex, yea thoughe Ptolomey himſelf fo place theim. 
But ſeinge that inſtede of Proofe he uſethe but a bare Conjecture, I 
had rather adventure to erre withe the reſt, then to be in doubte to ſay 
Trouthe withe him. This Name Trenovante therfore continued until 
the Reigne of Ludde, who havinge beautified the Towne withe ſundry 
Buildinges, thought good, bothe for reſpecte of his Coſt, and that the 
Lyne of Brute was longe before extinguiſhed, to give it Name after 
himſelfe, notwithſtandinge that Nennius Audax his Brother (meinteyn- 
inge the Memorie of Troye) ſaid moſt ſtoutlye, Nay. Thus was this 
Towne ſecondly called Caerlud, and afterwarde in Tyme of the barba- 
rous, Ludſtoune; and ſo at lengthe, bothe barbarouſly and corruptly, 
London. Herof Cornelius Tacitus, and other Latine Writers, toke oc- 
caſion to calle it Londinium, thoughe Eraſmus 1n his Chihades (leaninge 
to Stephanus) derive that Name of another Cauſe. Theare is (ſayethe 
he) a Towne in thile of Rodes, called Lindum, wherof Londinum in 
Ingland ſhould ſeme to take his Callinge, for the Greke in Rodes is not 
muche unlike the Brittiſbe in Inglande, fanſyinge (belike) that we 
ſhould come of the Grekes, or els privelye twytinge our Brutes of //a/cs, 
that call their Language Cumrage, that is to ſay, wronge or corrupted 
Greke, Wherof ſo ever it came, the Saxons havinge invaded this 
Realme reteyned this Name, callinge it ſometyme Ludenceayvge, 
ſometyme Lundenpic, and ſometyme Lunvenbypnyz, which in effect 
are all one: And it is evident that verie few Places of this Realme have 
enjoyed their Name ſo longe. Which Thinge alſo is in myne Opinion, 
is no lighte Argument that it hathe bene of great Price theſe many 
Yeares; for what greater Cauſe is theare of the Chaunge of Names, 
then the Chaunge of their Eſtate? Neither meane I by this, that it 
hathe ſence the Begynninge poſſeſſed either that Largeneſſe, Beautie or 
Nomber of People, that it now enjoyethe, but that in regard of the 
State of the Realme then beinge, it was inferiour to none within the 
ſame. For when Cæſar ſought to honour his Conqueſt withe the Ad- 
dition of this Realme, it is playne that the Trinobantes (wherof this 
Towne and Colcheſter weare thonely famous Places) weare equall withe 
the beſt. Tacitus after that callethe it Negotiatorum copia maxime ce- 
lebrem, renowned for the Stoare of Merchant-men, and there want not 

innumer- 
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innumerable Teſtimonies out of the Saxon Hyſtories, that duringe al 
their tyme of their Government it bare che Bell. But to thend that bothe vide 5-4, 
I kepe my purpoſed Order eſchuinge Prolixitie, and the Thinge itſelfe ti. 47. 
may by the Teſtimonie of approved Writers appeare more playne, I 
will diſcende to Particularitye. 

The firſt Governement of this Cytie, as alſo of dyvers others with- Governmenr 
in the Realme, was under ſome particuler Kinge ; for it is evident by 
Cæſar, that theare weare fower Kinges within Kent, and dyvers other 
in ſundry other Places of this Land, muche like to the Eſtates of Italie 
or Germanie at this Daye, and that thoſe Kinges governed Cyties under 
theim. Whearin I muſt have Pardon, thoughc I leave Ge/fride and 
his Followers, that attribute the Monarchie of this Realme to Caſſive— 
lane at Cæſar's Arryvalle, and doe follow Cz/ar himſelſe, that ſayerhe 
theare weare many Kinges, and that Caſſivelane beinge one of theim, 
had but the Charge of the Armye. Neither was this Eſtate altered by 
Cz/ar, (for he reſtored Mandubratius to the Trinobantes, whoſe Father 
Caſjrvelane had ſlayne,) or by any other Romayne Lieutenant after his 
Departure. So that I thinke it contynued till (this Realme ceaſſinge 
Tribute to the Remaoynes) the Monarchie fell to 7ortigerne about the bo Chri- 
Yeare after Chr://e 449; who beinge fore vexed with the Pies and um 449- 
Scottes, and fir loge hiinſelfe unable to reſiſt withe his proper Power, 
called in Ade ax, which, within ſhort tyme broughte this Realme 
to an EptY . π -u. Then , Middleſex, and ſome parte of Hertford-, .... * 
ſbyre, hat one Kyage, called the Kinge of Eaſt-Saxaus, to whome of :-m 5. 
Right (ta; orhe Aer; London belonged, and this Kingdome had the '*''3" * 
fame Lymitcs that the Byſhoprike of London then had, and yet cnjoy- 3 
ethe. Howb-it this Government allo laſted but a tyme, for about the nöny mus. 
Yeare 800 after Chriffe, Eglert Kinge of the Moſft-Saxons reduced al . 
theiſe Kingdomes to one Monarchie. After which tyme this Citie was Pepz- 
governed by a Porigereme, that is, a Governour of a Citie or Towne, Sep: 
muche like the ſame that t this Day in the Lowe-Countries is called 
Burghgereve, or Margereve, This Name of Office remayned til the 
cominge of the Normanes, as by the Charter of /7*{zajz the Conque- 1059 
rour, directed to Godfrey the Portgreve, and begynninge pilliam Ly- 
nynz, Sc. may appeare. Duringe whoſe Rezgnes theare was ſome 
tyme a Portgreve, and ſome tyme a Prove/?, (a Word derived of the 
Latine Præpoſitus, in Effect al one withe thother) till at the laſt the Citi- 
zens havinge longe borne the Yoke of the N:71107 Government, and ih. 
ohne that Richard the Firſt made Sale of al Thinges for the Releif 
of his Neceſſitie towarde his holy Expedition, purchaſed at his Bate, & 
Handes to chooſe out of theimſclves yearly two Bailifes, and not longe 1187

after obteyned of hon his Brother and Succeſſor, to electe yearly a 
Maior and two Shyrifes, whoſe Sonne Henry III. graunted them Liber- 
tie to choſe Aldermen, endowinge theim withe ſuche Auctoritie as they 
nowe enjoye. What other Additions of Honour and Pre-eminence this 
Cytie hathe receyved, by tharchebyſhops Sea (wherof Augu/tine defrau- 
ded theim contrarie to the meaninge of Pope Gregorie,) by the Indul- 
gence of the Conquerour, and many his Succeſſours for the enjoyinge 
their auncyent Liberties, by Rich. II. which gave theim Increaſe of 
Armes and Knigthoode, for that Feate of faithfull Courage executed up- 
on the Rebelles, by the Reſidence of the Princes, Seſſions of Parliament, 
and continual aboade of the Nobilitie; and on the other Side what 
Spoile and Domage it hathe ſuffered by the ſundrie Seiges gyven bothe 
by occaſion of forrein and inteſtine Warre, by the Indignations of Prin- 
ces that have often ſeiſed their hole Liberties, and by the no leſſe un- 


juſt then intollerable Exactions as wel of the unchriſtened Danes, as of 


other unchriſtian Kinges, I purpoſe not to write, bothe for that they 
are not ſo pertinent to this my Purpoſe, as alſo for that I ſhall be ſuffi- 
ciently longe in other Thinges more incident to the ſame Matter. 

I finde not that after this Coſt done by Ludd any other beſtowedWalles 
upon this Cyrie till A/frege's Tyme, who havinge won the ſame from the 
Danes walled and repayred it. Hen. III. alſo in his Tyme comaunded 
the ſame to be repayred of comon Charge, and within thre Veares after 
willed that it ſhould be cloſed round, and locked when Nede ſhould be. 
Laſtly, the Walle from Biſboßſgate to Creplegate was, by Comaundment 
of Edw. IV. new made of the comon Purſe of the Citye. 

Ludgate, ſayeth Galfride and the comon Writers, was builded by Ludd 
before remembred, and of him toke that Name; Lel. will have it na- 
med of the Water Flete or Flud, runninge thearby, wherof the Priſon of 
Flete and the Strete alſo beare Witneſſe: But I thinke it was deryved 
from the Saxons, in whoſe Language Luvzzr ſignifieth a Poſterne or 
falſe Gate. Over this Gate, ſayeth Galfridus, was Cadwallo, one of 
the laſt Briton Kinges buryed, and a great braſen Image ſer over 
the ſame, at which Tyme alſo St. Martine's theare was firſt erected. 


Newgate (thoughe the Name pretend nothinge leſſe then Antiquitie) 
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was longe ſence; for in the Dayes of Hen. III. a Priſoner eſcaped out 
o Newgate, whearat the Kinge toke ſuche Diſpleaſure, that he exacted 
of the Cytizens, whoe weare (as ſayeth Paris) then called Barons, 3000 
Poundes for amendes. But that Gate went to Ruine, and thexecutors 
of Rich. Whitington, ſome tyme Maior, by his Appointment erected that 
which now ſtandeth, and continued the auncyent Name. Cripelgate, 
as the Fame and Name is, as Stremer in his Pamphlet of Grimalkn at- 


firmeth, 
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firmeth, and as by the Criple theron ſtandinge may be conjectured, was, 
at the firſt, builded by a Creple or lame Man, but that which now is 
to be ſene, was done by Edmund Shaa, ſome tyme Maior. Alderſgate 
and Aldgate be of great Auncientye ; for I have ſene amongeſt the Sax- Lib leg Sax. 
on Bookes of Law, mention of the Duityes for Paſſage throughe the 

ſame, and what they yelded to the Kinge yearly. Stremer before re— 
membred, wil have Alderſgate to come of the Tree, called Alder, wher- 

of he ſayethe theare hathe bene Plentye thearabout, or of Caldop, Aun- 

cyent or Elder in uſual Enghſhe, bycauſe (belike) that the Elders of the mer. 
Cytie buylded it, as the Byſhop did one other bearinge his Name, but 

what Tyme he wotethe not. Mooregate, no doubt, toke the Name of 

the Field without it, which within Memorye was a Mariſhe or Moore, 

and was drayned into the Diche therbye. Belineſgate (after the comon 
Opinion) was builded by Belinus, whoſe Name to this Day it bearethe. 

| Nexte the Bodye of the Citie, folowethe the Brige, bothe for that it is nue. 

a publicque Woorke, as alſo for the Beautye of the Buildinge it ſelfe.““ 
The firſt Mention that I finde of the Bridge is, that Swein the Dane, _ 5 
havinge herryed a great Portion of the Realme came at the laſt to Lon- eee 
don, wheare bycauſe (as his Maner was) he would neyther ſeke Forde 10:3. 
nor Bridge, he loſt manye of his Men in the Paſſage over the Thamiſo. 
Within two Yeares after, Canute or Cnout his Son contendinge withe tots. 
Edmund (called, for his Strengthe, Tronfide) came to Londen allo, and 
makinge a Trenche into Southwerk, let in the Water, and fo towed up 

his Veſſels into the Welt Parte of the Bridge, and makinge a depe Diche 

on the Northe Side of London alſo, beſeiged it by Water and Lande 
rounde about. Herby it appearethe that theare hathe bene a Bridge 

theſe 550 Yeares at the leaſt, wherby I thinke that the more unlikely 

that Stowe ſpeakethe of the Report of one Fœwler an obſcure Man, ſome Stowe. 
tyme Prior of St. Marie Overyes, who, without Date of Tyme, or War- 

rant in Writinge, aſcribethe the Buildinge of this Bridge to a College of 
Preiſtes, whearas before it was a Ferrye, and gyven by one Auderye, 

a younge Woman, to a Houle of Syſters, in whoſe Place thoſe Preiſtes 
ſucceeded, and whoſe Name that Houſe ever after bare, beinge (as he 
ſayethe) called St. Marie Auderies, As for the firſt Buildinge, I leave 

it to eche Man's Libertye what to beleve of it; but as for the Name Au- 

derie, I thinke Mr. Fowler miſtoke it; for I finde bothe in the Recordes 

of the Quene's Courtes and otherwiſe, that it is truly called Overeys, 
not Auderies, and the Name it ſelfe hathe Reaſon, for it ſignifiethe over opepheoh. 
the Water, as S9uthrey, on the Southe Side of the Water: The Igno- 
rance wherof might eaſelye dryve Fewler (a Man belike unlearned in 
the Saxon Tongue) to ſome other Invention. But to my Purpoſe, Le- 
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lande ſayethe, that Radulphus de Diceto (a Man borne in London, and 
lyvinge when this Bridge was firſt built withe Stone) reportethe, that 
one Peter, the Pariſhe Preiſt of Colchyrche, beganne the firſt Foundaci- 
ons of Stone-Worke, which Begynninges Kinge Jen and the Cytizens 
favouringe, laied to their Handes and accomplithed about the Tyme 
of the firſt Maior within London. Al the Houſes and the Chappels 
alſo burned, 1212. In Tyme of Henry VI. alſo, the Gate next to 
Southwerk, and two of tharches adjoyninge fell downe, but the 
weare repayred immediatly. Sence which 'Tyme theare hathe bene good 
Order taken for the continuall Maintenance of the whole. 

Now to the Reſidue of the publicque Buildinges. The Conduite in Corne- 
hill beinge ſome Tyme a Priſon for Offenders, and called the Tonne, was 
in the Reigne of Hen. IV. made a Conduite, after which Tyme one R. 
Drope, Maior, added to it that which is now the Eaſt Ende, in the 
Tyme of Edw. IV. Thomas Hyll, ſome tyme Maior (ſayeth State) 
made the great Conduite in Gracious-Strete about the Yeare 1494. Bur 
Grafton aſcribethe it to one Knolles, that lyved longe before, in tyme 
of Hen. IV. 1410. William Eaſtfeild, Maior, made the Conduite in 
Flete-ſtrete, 1438. The greate Conduite in Chepe, beinge builte in the 
Dayes of Kinge Edi, I. was eftſones re-edified by Thom. Tam, an Al- 
derman, in the Tyme of Hen. VII. Thom. Kneyſfworthe, the Maior, 
made the Conduite at By/hop/gate in the Yeare 1505, which, upon Fault 
founde in the highe Standinge, was about 40 Yeares after removed low- 
er to the Place wheare it yet remaynethe at the Charge of the Citie. As 
for the Conduites at Aldgate and Lothebury, theare weare two Fiftenes 
levyed throughe the Cytie for the Buildinge of theim, in the Yeare 1545. 
The Standard in Cheape was builte by one J Welles, Maior, in 1442. 

finde in the Recordes of Vindſere College, that Kinge Henry III. 
graunted to the Bretherne of Seinct Anthony of Vienna, a Place amongeſtes 
the 7ewes, which was ſome tyme their Synagogue, which was annexed 
to Windſcre College about the Yeare 1485. Sone after For Tate, an Al- 
derman of London, enlarged the Churche, builded an Hoſpitall, and 
erected a Free-Scole theare. Doctor Callet, fore tyme Deane of Poules, 
builded the Free-Scole of Poules, about the Yeare 1509. The Scole ar 
St. Thomas of Acons was builded by the Mercers about the Yeare 
Laſtly, the Marcharnte-Taylors founded a Free-Scole in the Yeare 1560. 
at a Houle in St. Laurence Pountney, forme tyme the Duke of Buch- 
inghame's, and called his Roſe Manor. 

The Place of Comon - Pleas within the Cytie, called comonly the 
Guild- hall, was of a meane Thinge re-edified to that Beauty it now pre- 
tendethe in the Tyme of Hen. IV, partly of the comon Purſe, but chiefly 


at 
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at the Charges of one Whittington, an Alderman. Longe after, in the ot. 
Tyme of Hen. VII. one Jhen Shaw, Maior, builte the Houſes of Office 
adjoyninge unto it, for the yearly Preparation of the Maior's Feaſt, which 
ever ſythence hathe bene holden theare. In his Tyme alſo the Maior and 
Aldermen firſt ridde onHorſbacke, yet Grafton ſayeth thei rydd before. 
Theare was longe ſence a Croſſe ſtandinge in Weftcheape (for fo the jr 
Place is called) as may appeare by him that continued the Hyſtorie of * 
Proſp. Aquit. for he reporteth a Challenge at the Tilte to have bene Prop. 
perfourmed by 13 noble Perſonages before Edw. III. betwene the 
Croſſe in Cheape and Sogperlane. Notwithſtandinge that Croſſe which 
now is to be ſene, was builded (as it ſhould ſeme) againſt the Corona- 
cion of Hen. VII. toward the Charge wherof one Thom. Fiſher, a wel- rg 
thye Citizen, contributed 600 Merkes of his own Purſe. 
Weſt - Smytheficld (fo called for Difference of Eaſt - Smythefield, ur tes and 
which is the Field neare to the Toter) was ſome Tyme a Lei- . 
ſtowe, and comon Place of Execution, and the ſame, I thinke, 
that Mathew Paris callethe the Elmes, until one Reyner beſtowed Coſt Habian. 
upon it, who was the Founder of St. Bartilmewe's Hoſpitall, as ſhall 
appeare hearafter ; bur after that Tyme it was honoured with manye 
the honourable Exerciſes of the Nobilitye, for Edw. III. havinge Pri- 
ſonniers the Kinges of Fraunce and Scotlande, was preſent at a Chal- Stow. 
lenge perfourmed at the Tilte theare, in the Yeare 1356. Richard II. 1355 
ſawe another theare in the Yeare 1388. Henry the IV. alſo voucheſaved 13**. 
to be preſent at another theare in the Yeare 1408. The Strete called 
Walbroke, had ſome tyme a Brooke runninge through it, of which (ſay- 
eth Ga) and of one Gallus, a Romane, ſlaine theare, it toke the Name gut? 
Galbroke, and now corruptlye Walbroke. The Strete Cornehill (takinge 
Name of the Corne-Market) was auncyently, as it may be gathered 
out of Mat. Paris, the molt frequent Part of all the Citie; for Hen. III. 
ſent Hubert de Boroughe (a Nobleman that had incurred his Indigna- 
tion cauſeles) to this Place to aunſweare openly to the Objection of any Pariſ 
Crime that any Man would theare propound againſt him, whoe theare, 
to the Confuſion of his Adverſaries and Reconſiliation of his Prince's 
Favour, moſt wiſely acquired himſelfe. The Wardes of Dowgate, Be- 
linfgate, and Algate, be diſcharged of Fiſtenes by the prudent Benefi- 
cence of one 70. Raynewell, ſome tyme Maior. Cordwayners-/trete 
Warde alſo is for the poorer Sort acquitted by the like Proviſion of one 1 
William Taylor, ſome tyme Maior. The diſhoneſt Game exerciſed in 
the Byſhop of Mincheſter's Rentz beyounde the Water, was prohibited 
by Kinge Hen. VIII. The Market-Place' called the Stockes, was build- 
ed under the Reigne of en. IV. Whearas the Merchauntes had of aun- 
cyent Tyme aſſembled in Lomvarde-/trete, beinge open and ſubject to the 
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jurye of the Ayre, Syr Tho. Greſſam, the Quene's Agent, beganne a faier 
1566. Buildinge for that Purpoſe in the Yeare 1566, of his owne Charge. 

9 The Market called Leden-ball, was builded by one Symon Eyre, ſome 
tyme a Maior, for the Stoyage of Wood and Cole toward the Relief of 
the Poore, withe a Stocke of Money ſufficient to provide the fame ; 
but whether that godlye Purpoſe be purſued or noe, let theim judge 
that ſee how the Place is now occupied. Thus havinge handled ſo ma- 
ny of theis publicque Ornamentes as I can finde in any that I have ſene, 
I will haſte me to the eccleſiaſticall Workes. 

Poules, The often Buildinge of the Churche of St. Poules, cauſed by the of- 
ten ſyringe of the ſame, hathe miniſtred occaſion to ſuche as write the

Not longe after, he complayneth of a newe 
Order of Fryers that came into London, but wheare they builded, he 
declarethe not. Petrus Rupinus, or de la Roche, Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
builded an Hoſpitall in Southwerke in tyme of Hen. III. Rich. Whitting- 
ton, for his vertuous Woorkes often remembred, builded a Librarye within 
the Gray-Fryers ; this Houſe was converted to an Hoſpitall in the tyme 
of Edw. VI. The Priory of St. Marie Overeys (as Stow reporteth) was 
firſt a Houſe of Syſters, and then of Preiſtes. This Houſe was burned 
in tyme of Kinge 7hon, what tyme London-Bridge and a greate Peice 
of London was fyred allo: After which tyme it was reſtoared to the 
auncyent Beauty, and in the Reigne of Hen. VI. James the Kinge of 
Scottes that had bene longe Priſonnier here, was maryed in the Churche 
to Fane, Daughter to therle of Somerſet. In the tyme of William the 
Redd, Bow Steple was ſhaken in ſonder with a Tempeſt, and ſome Men 
hurt withe the Stones, and 600 Houſes overturned in other Partes of 
the Citye. The new Steple of Bowe that now ſtandethe, was builded 
in the tyme of Kinge Hen. VIII. In the Reigne of Rich. I. one Wil- 
lam, withe the Bearde, havinge ſeditiouſly ſtyred the comon People to 
the diſlikinge of the Prince, toke this Churche for his Defence, but he 
was ſmouthered out, taken, and hanged. Kinge Jon ſomoned a Par- 
liament at St. Bride's, wheare he exacted of the Clergie and relligious 
It is evident that theare weare 
auncyently in London two Houſes of Templers, thone called the New 
Temple, and thother Tholde; but as thone is by ſundry ſo circumſcribed 
as theare can no Doubt ariſe of the Place wheare it ſtoade, ſo thother 
is lefte ſo doubtſully of thoſe that have Mention of it, that it is harde 
to ſifte out the Certeintye. That which now ſtandeth at the Temple- 
Barre, was no Doubt called by Paris the New Temple; for he hathe 
mention of William Mareſhal, Protectour to Kinge Hen. III. that lyethe

This Houſe was that tyme in great 
Glorie, and enterteyned the Nobilitie, forrein Ambaſiadours, and the

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Prince himſelfe very often. In ſo muche that Mat. Paris cryeth out 

on theyr Pride, that beinge at the firſt fo poore as that they had but 

one Horſe to ſerve two of theim, (in Token wherof they gave in theyr 

Seale two Men upon one Horſe-Backe) yet ſodenly they waxed fo in- 

ſolent, that they diſdeigned other Orders, and ſorted theimſelves withe 
Noblemen. As for the other then called zho/d Temple, I can delyver no 

better Certeintey of it then I find in the fame Paris, which fayeth, that 

Hen. III. builte a comlye and competent Houſe neare to the od Temple, 

for the Relief of ſuche Jewes as forſakinge that Profeſſion would em- 

brace Chriſtianitie.

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hall. Duringe the Warres betwene Stephen and Maude thempreſs, one 
Geffery Maundryl, Freind to Maude, repayred the Tower to his great 
Coſte, and was ſone after enforced to render it up to the Handes of 
Stephan. Kinge Henry III. in his Tyme, to his great Charge, made 
Walles about it; but (ſayeth Paris) workinge upon a falſe Foundacion 


he caſt away the greateſt Part of his Coſt. The ſame Kinge waſtful- 


ly diſperſed the auncyent Maſſe of Treaſure that his Predeceſſors had 
layed theare for relief of any ſoubday Neceſſitye. He allo repayred it 
once agayne about the Yeare 1260. Laſtly, Kinge Hen. VIII. beauti- 
fied it with many Addicions of faire Buildinge, fence which tyme theare 
hathe bene nothinge done woorthy Memory, fave that Quene Elizqa- 
bethe this preſent Yeare 1567, hathe muche amended the Place wheare 
the Recordes be kept. The Savoy was ſome tyme the Houſe of one 
Peter Duke of Savoy, Uncle to the Wife of Kinge Hen. III. and of him 
gate the Name. Kinge Jon of Fraunce that had bene Priſonnier here, 
comynge in to Inglande afterwarde to viſite the Kinge, ſojourned and 
died at this Houfe. It came afterwarde to the Handes of the Duke of 
Lancaſter; but in thend, Kinge Hen. VII. raiſed theare a faire Hoſpi- 
talle for the Releif of 100 poore People in ſuche Sorte as it nowe ſhew- 
eth it ſelfe ; for before that Tyme it was deſolate, beinge defaced by the 
Rebelles in tyme of Rich.

Hubert of Boroughe builded a faire Houſe neare Weſtminſter , 
which afterward became the Houſe of the Byſhoppes of Yorke ; 
whether it be the ſame that preſently is Vhite-hall or no I am 
ſomwhat doubtfull. Raulfe Neville, Byſhop of Chicheſter, builte a 
Houſe neare to the Temple, which I take to have bene the ſame wheare 
now lately the Lord of Arundel builded. Lelande ſayeth, that theare 
was ſome tyme a Caſtle ſtandinge wheare the Black-friers lately ſtode, 
and that the Ruynes therof went to the repayringe of Poules, and new

Leingecearcne 7 Legenecearrne, Saxon. & quibuſdam Ly qe fa- 
ceapTne. This Towne ſtandethe upon the Water that was auncient- 
lye called Sora, and was builded, after thopinion of the moſt part of 
Writers, by Leir, ſome tyme a Kinge of Ing/and, of whoſe Name the 
Britons called it Caerleir, or lirion, after Huntingdon, and the Saxons 
(placinge their Worde Leap vpe inſtede of the Brytiſhe Caer, which are 
all one) named it Ly qe pacear vpe, continuinge therine the Memorye 
of Leir the firſt Founder, as the Britons (whome they in Place ſucced- 
ed) had done before; howbeit, the Unſkilfulneſſe of ſuche as have co- 
pied out Aſerius, Henry Huntington and others, hathe by miſwritinge 
the Name confounded it withe Cheſter (which the Saxons called Le e- 
cear ve) in manye Places, but notwithſtandinge the Likenes of the 
Names, the Interpoſition of . in the firſt Part of the Woord in true 
Exemplars will remove al Scruple to ſuche as ſhall hedefully obſerve 
it, This Leir (ſayeth Ga/f.) had builded a great Vault under the Ry- 
ver, which he dedicated to Janus, within the which Cordeilla his 
Daughter ſuccedinge in the Kingdome, cauſed him to be interred.

What Tyme the ſame Kinge went to _ 
warre Jeruſalem, he let to Ferme for Money the Cuſtodie of the Caſtle 

and Countye of Lincolne to one Gerard Camwile, whearat the Bythop 

of Ely then Chauncelor, and deſirous of the hole Dominion, not con- Parif. & New- 
rented, attempted firſt by faire Woordes, then by full Threates, and mY TP 
laſtly, by plaine Force to have it from him: But he fled for Aide to = 
7hon the Kinge's Brother, who cauſed the Byſhop, mauger his Pride, 

to deſiſt from that his unlauful Enterpriſe. In the Begynninge of the 
Reigne of this fhon (which followed his Brother) died Hugh the Bi- 
ſhop of Lincolne, a Man ſence that Tyme ſaincted of the comon Sort, 

for what eſpecial Holynes I finde not, only Paris hathe mention of his p. 
pompous Buryall ; and amongeſt other Thinges reportethe, that he was 


caryed from London to Lincolne by Candel-Lighte, and that the Kinge

In the tyme of this hon 
the Nobles offended at his Government, forſoke him their Soveraigne, 
and invited Lewes the Frenche Dolphine, who had fixed fo ſure Foote 


within this Realme in the tyme of 7Jhon, that unnethe al their Force 


Pariſ ſufficed to remove him in the tyme of Hen. his Son. Amongeſt other 

1215 that came in with him, one Gilbert Lord of Gaunt entered Lincolne, 

and lett to Ferme the Towne and the hole Shyre, ſavinge to himſelfe 

the Caſtle. But after the Deathe of 7hon, William Marſhall, Protector 

of the young — 4 aſſiſted withe the greater part of the Nobilitie, 

. aſſailed the Frenche that weare within this Towne, and givinge theim 
I 


a great Batteil in the Stretes of the Towne, overthrew and ſcattered 
theim. They ſpoiled the Citizens alſo by thadvice and Incitation of 
Gualo the Pope's Legate then preſent, which fought as manfully withe 
his Thunderbolt of Excomunication, as any other that was buſieſt, or 
laid about him withe his Sword or Battleaxe. In the Tyme of this 
Kinge, theare fell a Controverſie betwene the Biſhop and the Canones 
1241. of Lincolne, upon occaſion that he would have puniſhed one of them, 
whearas they clamed to be ſubject ro their Deane onlye, but in thende 

the Byſhop had his Will. Duringe the Reigne of this Kinge alſo the 
Jeues in Lincolne (which dwelt iheare in great Nomber) in deſpighte 
of Chriſt and his Religion, judged, mocked, crowned, whipped, per- 
ced, and crucified one Huge a Childe borne in Lincolne, and bad to 
this Spectacle a ſelected Nomber out of all the Colleges of Jewes with- 
in the Realme. The Matter was diſcovered, and almoſt one hundred 
of theim, not crucified, but hanged, drawen and quartered, for their 
Labour. Ed. L held a Parliament at Lincelne for Aunſweare of the 
Pope, which had by Letters moved him to deſiſt from his Challenge 
to the Crowne of Scotlande. In this Aunſweare he reciteth from the 
Begynninge, that the Kinges of Scotland have bene the leige Men of the 
Kinges of this Realme, and ſworne theim Fidelytie, and amongeſt o- 
ther ſhoweth that William of Scotland did Homage to Jon of Eng- 
land, without the Towne of Lincolne, before al the People. This 
Towne conteyneth at this Day five Pariſhes; the Byſhoprike is 


valued in the Recordes at 1962 Poundes yearly. As for St. Botulphes,

LiNLIGWAR. A great Mere or Poole by Severne neare Wales, as 
Galf. makethe Hoelus reporte, which runninge into the Sea, never 
ſwelletche but when the Sea ebbethe, againſt Reaſon, and the kindly 
Courſe of other Ryvers. I find no mention of it elſwheare, and Ga/- 
ride alone wantethe withe me Credite to countenance it. I reckon it 


therfore 
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therfore woorthie to have had Place in his Booke of Retractations, 
which eyther he would or ſhould have made er he dyed, and annexed 
to the Hiſtorie of the Brytons; but the Man is the rather woorthy Par- 


don, for that it was the Fault of that Age wherin he lyved, to faine 
ſhamefullye. 


LESTINGEY, or LESTINGHAM, for LEsTINGEYHAM, Leſtingaben, Lel. 
in Chron. Lindisf. Lazpcinga ea, Bedæ. Cedd, a Byſhop of Eaſ-Sax- 80. 
ons, cominge ofte into that part of Vorłeſbyre that was ſome tyme cal- 
led Deira, and extended from Humber to Teſe whearin he was borne, 
was at the laſt requyred by Edelwold then Kinge of that Part, to choſe 
ſome Portion of Ground within his Dominion wherin he might build a Beda. 
Monaſterie, bothe for the Repaire of himſelfe and his People whiles Hunting. 
they by and for their Buryall after their Deathes. Cedd agreed, 
and choſe the Place in the ſolitarie Hilles in Blackamore or Yorkefwold, 
(as I geſſe) and theare inſtituted a relligious Houſe after the Profeſſion 
of Lindisfarne. I geſſe it to be the fame that at this Day is called Le/- 
tingham by Kirkbymoreſide. 


Lepes. Lowip, Bedz. Theare be within this Realme two noto- 
rious Places of this Callinge, thone beinge a Portion of York/byre wher- 
in is now a Market Towne, and was ſome tyme a Kinge's Palaice of 
the ſame Name, thother a Caſtle in Kent. Beda hath mention, that 
Ofwye the Kinge of Northumberlande, met his great Enemye Penda 
Kinge of Mercia at the Ryver Wunwed, (which the Latine Beda cor- Beda. 
ruptly calleth Juwet) in the Region of Loidis withe his Armye, and 0. 
ſlewe him, in Honour of which Victorie he gave Lande to Eanflede to 
builde the Monaſterie of Fhitbye. Whiles William the Redd, and Ro- 
bert his Brother of Normannie weare at Variance, Malcolme of Scot- 
lande came into Yorkſbyre withe a great Armye, wherof, as William 
had Intelligence, he concluded withe his Brother, and brought him 1097. 
over, who went in Parſon againſt Malcolme, and at this Place drave Continuat. 
him to Compoſition. The Caſtle in Kent is of great Antiquitye, for Marian. 
duringe the Diſſenſion betwene Stephen and his Nobilitie, Robert 
Earle of Gloucefter, and Baſtard Sonne to Hen. I. entered this Caſtle, as Pariſ. 
ſondrye of the Nobilitye did ſundry other, but Stephen recovered it the 37 
Yeare followinge. Ed. II. that for the Love of the two Spencers en- Tho. de la 
curred the Hatred of his hole Nobilitie, beſeiged this Caſtle; (wherin More. | 
Badleſmer then Owner therof had left his Wife and Chyldren, himnm-

LYCHEFFILD, Lycerpeld, Saxon. i. Campus Cadaverum. Lacer- 
eld, Lidgate. Lidgate the Monk of Bury, writinge the Life of Saint 


Alban, ſayeth, that duringe the Tyme that Diocleſian themperour per- 


ſecuted the Chriſtians, a great many of the Hearers of Ampirhalus 
weare flayne at Lychefield, and 3 ſevered withe the Edge of the 
S worde, whoſe Membres Amphibalus united and reſtoared to Life 
againe, wherof the Place was called Lechefield, i. Sanatorum Campus, 
ſayeth he. This Perſecution is deſcribed by Giſdas, Beda, and others; 
and no doubt the former part of this Tale concerninge the Slaughter is 
true; but it could not content the Monke, bycauſe it wanted a Mira- 
cle: He addethe of his owne therfore, that they weare reſtoared to 
Lyfe ; and to gyve the Matter ſome Credit, he affirmethe (but moſt 
fondly) that it ſhould be therfore called Lechefield, knowinge well that 
Leche ſignifieth a Surgeon, or Healer. But Joannes Roſſus Warwicenfis, 
a Man of more Honeſtie and no leſſe Learninge, hathe written longe 
ſence that this Place was of the Slaughter called Lycevpeld, i. 
Cadaverum Campus, for Lic and Lichoma, in old Engliſhe, ſignifie a Bo- 
die, by. which Name Beda alſo callethe it. This Towne was auncyent- 
ly the only Byſhoppe's Sea of al Mercia, or Midle-Inglande, which con- 
teyned as muche as bothe itſelfe, the Dioceſe of Worceſter, Cheſter, He- 
reforde, Lincolne, and ſome part of Yorke, comprehende at this Daye. 
The firſt Byſhop was called Diuma, and, was placed theare by Ofzoye 
Kinge of Northumberland, after that he atteyned the Kingdome of Mer- 
cia by the Slaughter of Penda the Pagane, by whome alſo the firſt Ca- 
thedral Churche was builded theare: After whome Cedda the fourth 
Byſhop builded a Manſion or Dwellinge-Houſe not farre from that ſame. 
But this firſt Building ſone decayed, for within fiftie Yeares after, Hed- 
da the Byſhop raiſed a newe Churche, wherin he laid the Bodies of 
Cedda and Ceolred the Kinge, which in the meane tyme weare buried 
in tholde. Shortlye after (the Nombre of Chriſtians increaſinge) this 
Byſhoprike was devided into five Dioceſes, Hereford, Worceſter, Lyche- 
field, Leyceſter and Lincolne, by the Comaundment of Ethelbald then 


rulinge in Mercia. Offa in his tyme deprived Lambert tharchebiſhop 


of Canterbury, and tranſlated that Archebyſhoprike to Lychefie!d, but 


Roo Wyn Kenulphe his Succeſſor reduced it to thauncyent Place. Erhelwald the

Byſhop of Lychefield was the firſt that broughte Chanons into the Ca- 
thedral Churche, This Towne havinge no other Maintenance (as it

ſhould ſeme) then by the Aboade of the Byſhop, fell to Decaye; and 

therfore what tyme Order was taken that the Seas ſhould be removed 

from Townes to Cyties, this amongeſt other was tranſlated from hence 

to Cheſter, in the Tyme of William the Conquerour. Thus Lychefield, bale. 
that had almoſt for the ſpace of 400 Yeares lodged the Biſhop, was . 
nowe deſpoyled of her beſt Geſt ; but Chefter enjoyed him not longe; 

for Rob. Lymeſey a Byſhop of Cheſter, in Tyme of William the Redd, re- 

moved it from thence to Coventrye. In the Tyme of Henry I, one Ro- anonymus 
ger Byſhop of Cheſter, Coventry and Lychefield, (for ſo many Seas had 1093. 
this Byſhoprike) builded the Caſtle of Lychefield, and walled the Towne, 

pityinge belike the Deſolation that followed of the Byſhoppe's Abſence. 1130. 
But ſe what enſued theiſe often Tranſlations: The Monkes of Coventrye 

and the Chanons of Lychefield contende for the Prioritie in Election, 

eche clayminge Pre-eminence, the Monkes for the Dignitie of their 

Order, and the Chanons for their auncyent Intereſt ; they ronne to ,,,, 
Rome, wheare after that they had toyled theimſelves ful five Yeares, Pari. 
Order was taken that they ſhould chooſe interchaungeablye, and by 
torne; that is to ſay, that the Monkes of Coventrye, together with the 
Chanons of Lychefield, ſhould chooſe the firſt Byſhope in Coventrye, af- Anonymus. 
ter whoſe Deathe they ſhould bothe likewiſe electe the next in Lyche- s. 
field, and ſo for ever. They theimſelves alſo agreed further by Wri- 

tinge, that each of theim ſhould bringe equall nombre to the Election. 

In the Reigne of Edt. I. a greate part of the Towne of Lychefield, and «295. 
the Frior Minors alſo was waſted withe Fyre. About the Yeare 1320, 1329. 
one Walter Byſhop of Cov. and Lychefield walled the Cloſe theare, 

builded che Bridge without the Parke, houſed the Singeinge Preiſtes, 

and builte St. Mary Chappell. This Churche of Lychefield is valued 

in the Recordes at 703 Poundes yearlye.

This Houſe (ſayeth Lel.) was muche in Ruine, before Jon Morton 1233. 
tharchebyſhoppe renued it throughout. The late Cardinal Poole added 

a faire Gallerie, and ſome other Lodginges. I willinglye paſs over a 

great Nombre of Synodes, and other Metinges of Eccleſiaſtical Par- 

ſons within this Place, bothe for that they be of leſſe Importance, and 

alſo bycauſe every Man knowethe that they have bene theare moſt 
uſuall. The Manor of Lambhythe was of the Poſſeſſions of the Prio- 

rye of Rocheſter, and was by theim gyven in Exchaunge to Hubert, 
tharchebyſhope, for the Manor of Darent in Kent, reſervinge five 
Markes of yearly Rent.

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Lewes. Llæ pe, Sax. The Saxons in their Speache called a Plain betwene 
two Hilles,or a highe Countrye that riſed by litle and litle,hlzeþe,which we, 
at this Day in ſome Parte of the Realme leavinge out the h before the /, 
(as that maner of Orthagraphie is cleane forgotten) call Lew or Lowe, 
as in Chichelmſſpwe, Lewſham and ſuche other is to be founde : The 
Nature of the Country neare Lewes beinge ſuche, hathe gyven oc- 
caſion to ſome of good Judgment to thinke it deryved of the ſame 
Worde, from which, for myne owne part, I. ſe no Cauſe to diſſent. 
The Place is notorious for the Battail gyven at the Weſt End of the 
Towne, by Symon Earle of Leyceſter and the Nobilitie his Adherents, 
to Kinge Hen. III. wheare he and his Brother Rich. the Kinge of Ro- 
maines weare taken in the Feilde, and five Thouſande of their Parte 
flaine. George Lilley in his Chron. reportethe, that Edi. the Prince 
was taken alſo, but it appearethe evidently by ſondrye other that he over- 
threw the Londoners (a Winge of the Barons Battaile led by one Segrave) 
and chaſed theim fower Myles, duringe which Tyme Fortune enclyned 
to the Lordes, ſo that they toke his Father and Uncle in his Abſence. 
But the Error was drawen out of this; Edw. the Prince and Henry the 
Son of the Kinge of Romaines weare Hoſtages for their Fathers, and 
this their voluntarie Impriſonment made Lilley nombre theim amongeſt 
the Captives. The Towne hathe bene in tyme paſt of ſome Force, as by 
the Scite of the Caſtle and Remenant of the Towne Walles may appeare. 
Theare was in it a Priorie of Monkes of thorder of St. Pancrates, which 
was valued in the Recordes at 920 Poundes yearlye, of the Foundation 
wherof I finde no Certeintye. Theare is an Hoſpital of 13 poore Folkes, 
dedicated to St. Nicholas, founded by ſome Prior theare, and now en- 
dowed with 13 s. 4 d. a peice yearly. 


LEMSTER, Leopmynydep, Saxon. i. Dear or Beloved Mynſter, Leonis 
Monaſterium, Lel. A Towne in Hereford/byre, wheare ſtoade ſome tyme 


an Abbey of Women, erected about the Yeare after Chriſt g80. as he 
reporteth, that contynued the Hyſtorye of Proſper. who recytethe allo, 
that Swane one of Earle Godwine's Sonnes havinge had ſecrete Compa- 
nye with Edgiva thabbeſſe, would for amendes have maryed her, but 
Edw. then Kinge, and ſence the Confeſſour, would not permitte him. 
It was not belike without Cauſe, at the firſt, called Love Mynſter; for fo 
the Worde Leopmynyren ſoundethe, thoughe the comon Sort of Wri- 
ters frame it into Latine Lyonmynſter. What Tyme Kinge Hen. I. 
builded the great Abbey at Readinge, he endowed the ſame withe the 


Poſſeſſions of this Houſe and Chol/ey in Bark/hyre, pityinge (as Lelande 


thinkethe) 
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thinkethe) the Neglect of Relligion in thoſe Places. This Place ſhewethe 
the fyneſt Wolle within this Realme; theVeine is called Lemſter Ower. 


LupLowE. Luda, Let. Ludeblaw, Pariſ. quaſi Ludhlæpe. What 
Tyme Maude thempreſſe challenged of Stephen hr Righte to the Crowne 
of this Realme, theare enſued a great Defeccion of the Nobilitye, eche 
furniſhinge himſelfe withe ſuch Pieces and Munition as they might 
any Waye come by. Amongeſt other, one Paganell a Norman entered 
the Caſtle of Ludlowe in Shropeſhyre, whome Stephen purſued, and *. 
duringe the Seige before the ſame, he approched the Wall ſo nighe, that Parir, 
he was. catched with an Engine of Iron, and almoſt pluckt of his Horſe 1139. 
into the Caſtle; howbeit, he bothe eſcaped that Daunger, and ſhortly 

after was Maſter of the Peice. After that Symon therle of Leyceſters — 
had taken Kinge Hen. III. at Lewes, he began to waxe proude of the 
Victorie, in ſo muche as Roger Mcrtymer and other of the Nobilitye 
(whoſe Aide he had before uſed) armed theimſelves for the Kinge's De- 
lyverye. Symon, for the more Suertye, adjoyned himſelfe withe Ll/u- ,,;. 
ellyne Prince of Wales, by whoſe Helpe he waſted the Landes of Mor- Proſp. 


tymer, toke Hay and Ludlow Caſtles, and compelled him withe al his paric. 
Adherentes to Conditions of Amitye. 


 Lynxne. Lynum, Lel: & Polyd. A walled Towne and Haven in 
Norfolke ſtandinge upon the Sea, waſhed withe the Water 1/is, and Bale. 
muche haunted of longe tyme withe Ho/landers, Flemmges, and other, , .. 
Nacions of the Eaſt Countryes, as William of Newborove witneſſeeng 
in the Life of Kinge Rich. I. William the Conquerour uſed the Shippes pc1ya. 
of Lynne for the Suppreſſion of Herewarde and other that wiſtoade him 1072: 
in the Ile of Ely, by Aide wherof, and other Force that he had by 
Lande, he ſcattered the Companye, and reduced the Place to Obedi- 
ence. In the Dayes of Kinge Rich. I. a Fewe in Lynne renounced the 


Superſtition of that Secte, and embraced Chriſte; whearat the reſt of 100. 


the Fetocs (which at that Tyme inhabited that Place in great Nombre) Newbrigen. 


envyinge, lay in awaite to flea him, and as he paſſed in the Stretes aſ- Prop. 
faulted him: He fled to a Churche for Succour : They aſſailed the Churche 

allo: . In the End the Merchauntes of the Towne ſett upon theim, reſ- 

cued the Chriſtian, and eyther killed or fyred the moſt part of Godde's 
Enemyes and his. Lewes the Frenche Dolphine that came in againit 72:6: 
Kinge Jon by the Invitation of his Nobilitie, brought muche Miſerie “ 
upon the Inhabitantes of this Towne; for after that he had ſubdued 
Norfolke, Suſſolle, and ſome other Partes, he came to Lynne, he wanne 

the Towne, and put to Raunſome the moſt parte of the Citizens.

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Kinge Hen. III. (whoſe Reigne (if it be weighed) was nothinge but a 
a continuall Conflicte betwene the Head and the reſt of the Membres) 
had ſeiſed amongeſt other the Lybertyes of the Tawne of Lynne, for 


that they aſſiſted the Seditious againſt him. They deſirous to recover 


by good Service, what they had loſt by Suſpicion of Infidelytie, came 


to Kinge, and told him, that, whearas the Rebelles poſſeſſed the 
Ile of Eh, a Place defenced by Nature, and ſo pleniſhed withe Men of 
Warre that hardly he ſhould ſuppreſſe theim, if it would pleaſe him to 


reſtoare theim to theyr auncyent Priveledges, they would bothe ſhow 
Teſtimonie of their owne Loialtye, and delyver him of that Burthen; 


the Kinge aſſented, they rigged theyr Veſſelles, and paſſed into the Ile 
withe al their Power. As ſone as the Rebelles eſpied theim, they 
pitched their Flagges and Banners upon the Bankes in ſuche Sort that 


the other mighte eaſely dyſcover theim. The Men of Lynne think- 
inge their Enemyes to have bene ready theyr to gyve them Batteil, be- 
gane to Lande haſtelye ; the Rebelles ranne awaye of purpoſe to make 
theym followe out of Order, and whiles they purſued, an Ambuithe ſet 
upon theim, and thoſe that fled before now turned their Faces, and 
fightinge fiercelye, flewe ſome, drowned other, and raunſomed the reſt, 
lettinge a few only eſcape to beare Tydinges to Lynne of their proſperous 
Journey. Theare was in the Suburbes of this Towne ſome Tyme a 
Houſe of Carmelite Fryers, of which Houſe theare have bene dyvers 
learned Men, as Fhon of Lynne, Turnham that went into Siria withe 
Edw. I. while he was Prince, Rich. Depedale, and others. 


Lacockxs. An Abbay of Women ſome tyme in Viltes, which was 
builte in the Tyme of Kinge Hen. III. by one Ola or Ela Counteſſe of 
Saliſburie, and Wife of William thearle, which dyed ſone after his Re- 
tourne out of Siria, comonly called the Holy Lande, not without Suſ- 
picion of poyſoninge. 


ILANTILOER., After ſuche Tyme as Kinge Edw. I. had enforced 
Lluellin Prince of Wales to recogniſe his Duetye, David his Brother 
whome the Kinge had not only delyvered from the Oppreſſion of Llu- 
ellin, but alſo endowed withe Poſſeſſion of 1000 Poundes by Yeare, 
and honoured by Mariage of therle of Darbye's Daughter, now eftſones 
encited the Welſhmen to Rebellion. But Gilbert Earle of Glouceſter, 
Ibon Giffarde, and Edmunde Mortymer fet upon him and his Compli- 


Ces at Llantilower in South-Wales, wheare they toke him and ſlewe the 


Prince his Brother. Not longe after David himſelfe was arreigned at 


Shreuſbury, hanged, drawen, and quartered. This cauſed Kinge 


Edw, 
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Edu. to plante the Lawes of Inglande throughout Wales, and to place 
Shyrifes and other Miniſters of Juſtice in ſundry Partes of the 
ſame. | 


Le1G6yTon. Lyzerune, Saxon. A Towne in Eſſex, not paſt ſix 
Miles from London, remembred amongeſt Hyſtoriens for an Over- 
throw; gyven by the Inhabitantes thearabout to the Danes, which ly- 914. 
inge i Hertfordſbyre, toke Horſe to ſpoile and herrye that Parte. But Marian. 
they weare diſcomfited, and inſtede of ſpoilinge other, weare made aa 
Praye theimſelves. If this Towne ſtande upon the Water Ley runninge 
betwene London and Ware, as by the Courſe I conjecture it ſhould, 
then no doubt it is named of it. Theare is another Leighton ſix Myles ris 
from Huntingdon, notorious amongeſt Writers for no other Thinge then 
that in Tyme of Kinge Edw. III. it brought forthe a Calfe with two 1336. 
Heades, and eight Feete. Theare is a thyrde Leighton alſo lyinge in Proe- 
Bedfordſhyre, which, bycauſe it is not fo farre removed from the Place 
wheare the Danes lay, but that it may withe good Reaſon and Lick- 
leyhood ſeme the ſame wheare the Overthrowe was, I referre to the 
Judgement of the Reader, not meaninge that any my Opinion (apply- 
inge it to another Place) ſhal be prejudiciall therin.

ents, Alfrede the Danes entred Leymouthe, and fortified at a Place adjoyninge 

Saxon. to this Ryver, 20 Myles from London, wheare, by Fortune, Kinge Al- 

fred paſſinge by eſpied that the Chanell of the Ryver might be in ſuche 

Sorte weakened, that they ſhould want Water to. returne withe their 

Shippes; he cauſed therfore the Water to be abated by two greate 

Trenches, and ſettinge the Londoners upon theim, he made theim Bat- 

teil, wherin they loſt four of their Capitaines, and a great Nomber of 

their comon Souldiers, the reſt flyinge into the Caſtle which they had 

builte. Not longe after they weare fo preſſed, that they forſoke all, and 

lefte theyr Shippes a Pray to the Londoners, which breakinge ſome, and 

burninge other, conveyed the reaſt to London.

ruled this Realme) that the Monkes of this Houſe moleſted one Olyver 
a Preiſt for the Benefice of Mapleſhall, which he had peaceably poſ- Bale. Vor. 
ſeſſed by the Space of 30 Yeares, objectinge, that he was a Preiſte's 
Son which had bene Curate of the ſame Pariſhe before him; which 
Matter notwithſtandinge, he founde Favour in the Pope's Sighte, for 
ſo muche as he had ſo longe enjoyed it.

A Towne and 
Caſtle in Lincolnſbyre, ſome tyme in the Poſſeſſion of the Byſhop ; for 
what tyme Kinge Stephen delt hardlye withe Roger the Byſhop of Salij= 1139. 
burye (as hathe appeared in Devists before) he impriſonned Alexander ail, 
Byſhop of Lincolne alſo, till he rendred into his Handes the Caſtles of , .. 
Newarke and Laforde. Kinge Fhon fallinge into that Sicknes wherof 
Deathe enſued, reſted a while at this Caſtle, and from thence depart- 
inge to Newarke, departed this Lyfe alſo. The Maner wherot ſhall ap- 
peare more largely in fitt Place for it.

Thadvauntage of this Place gave 
occaſion to one William Mariſhe, Son of Geffrey, (ſome tyme one of 
the greateſt Men in Trelande) to aſſociate to himſelfe 300 other Parſons, 
by whoſe Aide he roved on Sea, and robbed on Lande at his Pleaſure, 
ever retyringe theimſelves to this Ile: Ar the laſt Kinge Hen. III. ſent 


and did to moſt ſhamfull Deathe this Captayne and 16 of his Mates. 
Kinge Ed, II. alſo, perſuaded of the Strengthe of this Ilande, and fly- 
inge the Perſecution of J/abell his Wife, and the Nobilytie that aſſiſted 
her, intended to have entered the ſame, but he was dryven backe withe 
a contrarye Winde, and beaten into Glamorganſhyre, wheare he lurked: 
for a Tyme in thabbey of Nethe, beinge put in Comforte by the Welſbe- 
men that he ſhould abyde theare uneſpyed, which notwithftandinge 
weare in thende hyred for 7udas's Rewarde (a licle Money I ſhould: 
ſay) to betraye him theyr Soveraigne Maiſter. |

Towne in Herefordſhyre, wherof Lel. (in his Genethliacon of Prince 
Edwarde ) ſayethe, 


In pretio quondam magno Ledcuria ſlabat, 
Quamvis nunc aliud nomen det Epiſcopus illi. 


I thinke he makethe his Conjecture of the Word Ledbury, which is in 
Sa.con Leodby hig, and which, at the leaſt, notethe a Place wheare 
ſome Nobleman dwelt, to whome the Countrye People reſorted. 
Theare is in this Towne an Hoſpitalle of Sr. Catharins, of Maſter and

I. had towarde the Journey to Siria, entered this 
Caſtle and Talachar not farre from Caermardine, and poſſeſſed the 
ſame without Reſiſtance.

LAxDEwWV, Llandewy in Diæceſi Menevenſi brevi, i. Eccleſia David 
de brevi, When the great Synode was in Wales for the Suppreſſion of 
the Hereſye of Pelagius, (which after thopinion of many was of the 
College of Bangor) David then Byſhop of Meneven. (now St. Davides 
of his owne Name) ſtoade upon a litle Hylle and preached, and du- 
ringe the Sermon the Hill grew ſenſiblye under his Feete, (ſayethe Gy- 
rald, for I meane neyther to be Auctor nor Fautor to ſuche Poetrye) 
and lifted him up on highe. At which Miracle the hole Company 
ſtandinge amaſed, elected him tharchebyſhop; and Dubritius, which 
was archebyſhop of Caerleon before, ſurrendred that Honour to David. 
Gyrald that told this Tale had not learned the Leflor, Mendacem me- 
morem eſſe oportet ; for in the ſame his Itenerarye, wheare he reportethe 
this, he fayethe, that Dubritius reſigned to David for his Infirmitie, 
beinge an olde decrepite Man, and that the Honour was tranſlated to 
Meneven. by Favour of Kinge Arthur, whoſe Uncle David was, and 
that was no Miracle at all. I wis his Booke was not ſo longe that he 
neaded any mery Tale to refreſhe the Reader.

LurHAN BY RV. Jubanby iF, al. Ludburgh in Lincolnſbyre, fortaſſe. 
Mulſian tharchebiſhop of York, was by Edred, that ſucceded his Bro- 
ther Edmounde in the Kingdome, comitted to Priſon at this Place, for 
ſo muche as he had hearde many Complaintes of him. He that made 
the Addition to Aſerius hathe a Tale, that while this Edred lay daun- 


gerouſly ſicke he ſent for Dunſtane, (belike to confeſſe him) and that as 


Dunſtane was on the waye, he hearde a Voyce of an Aungel from a- 
bove, ſayinge, Rex Edredus in pace guieſcit, wherwithe his Horſe fell 
ro the Grounde, and dyed under him. This is but a Counterfeit ot 
Balaam's Aſſe, and therſore I make it ſhorte. A Fragment of an olde 
Saxon Chron. that I have, callethe it Juvanbyp1g, and Floril. termeth 
it Vitlabyry, and therfore I can determine no Certeinty of this Place, 
other wiſc 
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otherwiſe I would have thought it mighte have ſounded at this Day 
Ludbery, or rather Ledburye, wherof is Mention before. 


LoNGTREE, Langrneo, al. Erftace therle of Bolorgne, that had 1esr. 
maryed Goda the Siſter of Kinge Edwarde the Confeſſour, came into 
Inglande to viſite the Kinge, accompanyed as became a Man of ſuche 
Appearance. Now while his Het binger behaved himſelfe raſhely in ta- 4ferius. 
kinge up his Lodginges at Canterbury, theare grewe a Quarreil betwene 
him and one of the Citizens, whome, after ſome Blowes, the Herbin- 
ger ſlewe: Whearat another Citizen beinge wrothe, ſet upon him and 
flew him alſo. By this tyme therle was come, whoe, as ſone as he ſawe 
his Man flaine, fell upon the Murderer, and ſekinge Revenge, ſlewe 
and trode under Feete dyvers, bothe Men, Women and Children. 
They of the City aſſembled at the Crye, and fo layed about theym, 
that the Earle was glad to departe towarde the Kinge in more Haſte 
than he came to the Towne, leavinge on the Grounde ſeven or eighte 
of his Men behinde him. When Godwyne (that then was Earle of 
Kent) hearde of this, he ſomoned out of Kent and Weſiſex, beinge his 
owne Dominion; out of Oxfordſhyre, Glouceſter and Barkſhyre, beinge 
in the Government of Srane his eldeſt Son; and out of Efſex, Nor- 
folke, Suffolke, Huntingdon and Cambridge, beinge in the Handes of 
Harold his younger Son, a great Armye, and encampinge at this Place, 
ſent to the Kinge that lay at Glouceſter not farr of, demaunding to have 
Euſtace delyvered unto him. The Kinge that was provided withe the 
Powers of therles Leofric, Syward, and Ralfe the Son of Goda, denyed 
his Requeſt: Godwyne'approchethe withe his Armye, the Kinge ſend- 
ethe out his Power to withſtande theim; and when they weare thus 
ready to joine, by the Intermeane of ſome of the ſager ſort, eche gave 
Hoſtages to other, that layinge aſide Weapon, they ſhould at a Day 
appointed mete at a Parlement at London, wheare the Matter might be 
decyded by Reaſon, The Kinge aſſembled againſt the Tyme his hole 
Power ; Godwyne alſo came ſtrongly accompagined,. but bycauſe he ſaw 
himſelfe to muche inferior in Nomber, he flipte away the next Nighte. 
The Parliament notwithſtandinge was holden, and Godwine withe his 
Wife and five Sons weare confined. Moreover the Kinge, for the Diſ- 
pleaſure towarde his Father-in-lawe, ſent Edgitbe the Quene to Wer- 
well Monaſterye, comittinge her (accompanyed withe a Gentlewoman 
only) to the Cuſtodie of thabbes. Thus Godtoyn departinge the Realme, 
ſayled to Baldwyn therle of Flaunders, wheare he deviſed of his Re- 
tourne ; for within a Veare after he came into the Thami/e, and fo to 
London, wheare he beſeiged the Kinge, and by Favour of the Londoners 
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ſo preſſed him, that the Kinge was contented to enter a Treatye, wher- 
in he reſtoared Godwine and his Children, toke home his owne Wife, 


and baniſhed the Normans which had depraved the Lawes, and gyven 
him evel Counſel. 


LanGLEyY, Langley Regis, in Recordis. Kinge Edw. III. builded a 
Houſe of Fryers Preachers at Langley in Hertfordeſhyre which he en- 
dowed with Lyvinge, as may appeare in a Caſe 7 H.IV. fol. 20. and 
is valued in the Recordes at 122 Poundes yearly. Edmonde, Son of the 
ſame Kinge, was borne at Langley, and therof ſurnamed Edmund Lang- 
ley. Kinge Rich. II. after the Murder at Pomfreict, was buryed at 
Langley in tyme of Hen. IV. Nicolas Brekſpere, afterward created 
Pope, and called Adrianus IV. was borne in Langley, but whether it 
weare in this Towne, or that which within the fame Shyre is for Dif- 
ference called Langley Abbatis, I am not certein. He lyved in the 
Tyme of Kinge Hen. II. and graunted unto him that he might conquere 
Treland, as ſhal appeare in fit Place for it. He dyed in ſwaloing a 
Flye, ſome ſaye, but Mat Paris, in his Chron. of St. Albans, affirmethe, 
that he was poiſoned. Langley Abbatis was gyven to Leoftan thabbat 
of St. Albans, in Tyme of Edward the Confeſſour, by a Gentz cal- 
called Egelwyne the Blacke, and Wynefled his Wife. Theare was alſo 
in Leycefterſhyre another relligious Houſe, called Langley, valued in 


the Recordes at 29 Poundes by Yeare, but the Foundation therof is 
not yet come to my Handes. 


LLANCARNE, Lancarvanan, i. Locus excelſiis d cervis deſignatus, 
Baleus. Quia familiares babuiſſe dicitur, qui Monaſterium ædificawit. 
Sometyme a religious Houle in G/amorganſhyre, thre Myles from Ct 
bridge, which one Cadocus (borne in the Towne of Wenloch, and Son of 
Gundelus a Nobleman) builded, ordeininge therin a College of ſuche 


as profeſſed the Life of the Apoſtles. He lyved under Maglocunus 
Kinge of Brytarne. 


LAvixGDon. The Name of a Market, and of a Village alſo in 
Wilteſhyre. The Village hathe in it a Free Scole, and an Hoſpitall, of 
the Foundation of one Dauncye, by Byrthe of the ſame Towne, and by 


Callinge a Marchaunt of London. He erected it in the Tyme of Heu- 
ry VIII. 


LLANPADERMAUR, i. Eccleſia paterni magni, Gyral. An Abbay ſome 
tyme in Wales, lyir ge betwene Caerdigan and Caernarvon, which had

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. Lay-man Abbot, as many others in Wales had in the Tyme of Silue- 
fter Gyraldus, that lyved in the Reigne of Hen. II. This was ſome Gyrald. 
Shadow of the Life of the relligious Parſons, which in old tyme weare 
at Bangor in Cheſbyre, whome Geffrey of Monmouth diſcribethe to have 
labored with their Handes, and weare, belike, Lay-men ; which maner, 
if it had continued, it is likely that ſo great Enormities had not crept 
into that Ordre. But when idle Loyteringe came in place of painfull 
Labouringe, what Marveil thoughe the Dyvel were then ſerved, wheare 
God was before honoured ? It ſhould teme by Bale in his firſt Cent. 
that this was ſome tyme a Byſhop's See: For in the Recytal of the ſe- 
ven Byſhops which came out of VHales to Auguſtine, (of which is Men- 
tion in AUGUSTINE's Ok E before) he nameth one Paternenſ. &c,

guſtine when he preached at Miglinton, and that therfore he

ake theim withe longe Tayles, as truly, no doubte, as Diaua ſome 
tyme clapped Hornes on A#eon's Heade. Yon Capgrave ſayethe, that Capgrave. 
this Plague fell upon the Inhabitantes of Dor/et/hyre, belike then Mig- 
linton was in Dorſet, onleſs Hector, beinge a Scott, miſtake it for Midle- 
ton, which was ſome Tyme a riche Monaſterie within that Shyre. But 
Polydore is good to the Weſt Countrye, and takinge the Miracle from P.1y4. 
Auguſline applyeth it to Thomas Becket, and removinge the infamous 
Revenge from Dor/etſhyre, layethe it upon the Backes of the Men of 
Stroude in Kent. Theſe Doltes (at whoſe groſſe Follie I marveil no 
lefle, then I ſhould wonder at their Tales if they weare true) 
have brought upon Ingliſbe Men this Ignominie withe other Nations 
abroade, the moſt part of which, (eſpecially in Fraunce and Italie We 
D d eve 
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leve verely, that we have Tayles by Nature, as other Men have due 
Members in juſt Nombre. Polydore (the wiſeſt of the thre) fearinge 
that Iſſue might be taken of the Matter, aſcribethe it to one ſpeciall 
Familye, which he nameth not, and yet to leave it more uncertein, he 
ſayeth that Familie is decayed longe ſence, and ſheweth not when ; and 
thus affirminge he cannot tell of whome, nor when, he goethe about 
(as in ſondry other Thinges) to make the World beleve he cannot tell 
what. Hys Hyſtorie, no doubt, in Places not blemiſhed withe ſuche 
Follies, is a woorthy Woorke, which ſence he inſerteth many Tymes 


without Diſcretion, he muſt be of al that be wiſe redd over withe 
Judgment.

Bookes calle thother 2 ſoe, I muſt confeſſe, that they want 
not their Auctors that calle this other Mon alſo; for the Continuacion 
of Aſerius Menevenſis callethe Man Monega, and Paris nameth it Mo- 
nia, which might eaſely leade Polydore and others to calle it Mon. But 
notwithſtandinge that by this Confuſion of the Names, Doubt muſt 
nedes growe in the Application of ſome Hyſtories, yer (makinge Ob- 
ſervation of the Circumſtances) I will labour to applie to fitt Place ſo 
manye as I can. And to make the Way more plaine, it muſt be re- 
membred that Polydor and Hector Boetius applye the Hyſtorie of Pauli- 
nus (wherof is Mention in ANGLI1SEy) to this Place. As for other 
Thinges rehearſed under that Tytle, I finde no Controverſie, but that 
they of right pertein to the ſame. This Ile of Man therfore is nom- 
bred amongeſt thoſe, that are called Hebrides, Mevanie, or Eubonis,

Hector Boetius Jefor: F 
reportethe, that Finnan, a Kinge of Scottes, gave this Ile to a fort of 1 
Philoſophers auncyently called Druides, whoſe Office was, bothe to ſa- 1 
crifice, and allo to decide Controverſies, as Ce/ar, in the Sixte Booke xr Com. 

of his Comentaryes ae Bells Gallico, affirmethe. But ſence I am fallen 

into mention of theiſe Driiides, it ſhall not be muche amiſſe, thoughe 

ſomwhat out of die VWaye, to open more largely bothe what they 
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weare, when they began, and when they ceaſed, the rather for that 
the Place we have now in Hande was above other of longe tyme in- 
habited withe theim. After that general Inundation wherin hole Man- 
kinde (a fewe only excepted) was drenched for Sinne, Necah withe his 
thre Sonnes, Sem, Cham, and Japbet, and their Generations, diſparcled 
theimſelves over the Face of the Earthe, (a poore Remaine permitted by 
God to repeople the Worlde) Sem (after the Opinion of moſt Writers) 
occupied Afia, Cham Africke, and Faphet Europe; of the which the 
firſt and the laſt warned by Goddes Judgment executed upon the 
Worlde, and encouraged by his Mercye extended over theim, taught 
their Chyldren and Poſteritie the Love of God, the Feare of his Lawe, 
his Juſtice towarde ſome, and his Mercye over all. The thyrde beinge 
in the midſte, neyther entyſed by the former Mercye of God, not a- 
frayed of his Juſtice and Plages to come, revolted to the Iniquitie that 
cauſed the Floode. Samothes the ſixt Son of Faphet had alotted to him 
by his Father, thoſe Countryes which of the People Ceitæ was after- 
ward called Celtica, conteyninge eſpecially the Kingdom of Fraunce, 
and this Ile of Brytaine. This Man followinge the good Steppes of his 
Father, inſtructed his People in the Lawe of God, reſtrayninge theim 
by Recordation of the Indignation paſſed, from Idolatrie, Inceſt, Ravine, 
Spoile, and whatſoever Iniquitie to come. Of him the inſtructed Sort 
of this Lande weare called Samothei, as ſayethe Foannes Annius, in his 
fifte Booke of Coment. upon * Magus his Son ſucceded him, 
who (beſides that he contynued this Knowledge of God) ſo furthered 
his People by his wittie Invention of profitable Artes, that many Na- 
tions, longe after, in honour of him called their wiſe Men Magi. Then 
followed Sarron the Son of Magus, whoe perceyvinge that Pride, Op- 
prefſion, Murder, Tyrannye, Riot, and Idolatrie had taken depe Roote 
in the Monarchies of Niuus and Semiramis, and eſpyinge that Cham be- 
inge dryven out of Egiſte, had infected Italie and ſome other Nations 
withe Poyſon of Witchecrafte, Sorcerie, and ſundry other Illuſions of 
the Dyvell, choughte beſt (for the metinge withe theiſe in mete tyme) 
to plante throughout his Dominions Seed-Plottes of Vertue, Scooles of 
Learninge : Of him (fayethe Diodorus Sciculus) weare the learned Men 
called Sarronidæ. Laſtly, Druys, the learned Son of a learned Father, 
ſucceded in the Kingdome, whiche reaped out of theiſe Plottes ſuche 
Fruite of excellent Learninge, that of him the learned Men of many 


Ages followinge weare called Druides. Now althoughe, hytherto nei- 


ther the true Knowledge of God was utterly forgotten, nor the Eſtate 
of vertuous Government muche declined, yet the Infection of Idolatrie 
and evel Maners powred in at the Mouthe, diſperſed it ſelfe by the 

Veines 
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Veines into the hole Bodye by litle and litle ; for the Divinations, Sor- 

tileges, Witchecraftes, Inchauntmentes, and other Impoſtures of Cham 
invaded this Realme fo ſleighlye, that before Chri/te's Tyme, al Relli- 

gion and true Knowledge of God was exiled, and Idolatrie and falſe Su- 
perſtition occupied the Place. Cæſar in the Sixt Booke of his Coment. 

de Bello Gallico, deſcribinge the Manor of theiſe Druides in his tyme 
ſayethe, that they obſerved the Sterres and Fyrmament, that ſtrave for 

the Superioritye and maynteyned the Departure of the Soule out of 

one Bodye into another, withe ſuche like Follies; herof it came to paſſe „ Curt 
that Kinge Lucius beinge lightened withe the Knowledge of Chrifte tum. 119. 
expulſed theim his Dominion, and chaunginge their Flamines into By- 

ſhopps (for that Order alſo came in at the laſt by the Romaynes) plan- 

ted Chriſtianitie throughout the Realme. In which Plighte bothe this 

Tle of Man and the moſt parte of the Realme was founde when the 

Saxons invaded it. Amongeſt whom Edwyne Kinge of Northumber- 635. 
lande was the firſt that ſubdued this Ile, conteyninge at that Tyme 96, 
Hides or Families, as Beda deſcribethe it.

Thoughe ſome Variance ariſe amongeſt Writers in the Name 
of this Place, yet as touchinge the Hyſtorie applyed unto it, theare is 
good Content; for al agree that Ofwa/de the Kinge of Northumber- 
lande, (whoſe Vertue and good Life hathe miniſtred Matter of Praiſe 
and Wonder alſo to many Writers) was ſlaine by Penda Kinge of Mer- 
cia in a Batteil heare.

Meanpapa mags, 
Saxon. That Portion of Haſhyre which lyethe alonge the Sea neare 
Portſmouthe, which was ſome tyme a Province or Shyre of itſelfe, as 
appeareth by Beda, and was together withe the Ile of Might gyven to 
Wilfride the Byſhop by Edilvalch Kinge of Sue, what tyme the ſaid 
Wilfride dryven out of his Dioces of Northumberland by Kinge Eeg— 
ride, and havinge wandered Fraunce and other Countrycs, arryved at 
the laſt in Szex, and converted to the Faiche the People of that Re- 
gion. The Latine Beda hathe Meanvary, the People of Meane, wheare 
the Saxon callethe it Meanpzene mæzò, miſtakinge p for p: The Place 
at this Daye is called Eajt-Mean and Vefl-Mran. The Biſhop of Min- 
chejier is always Parſon of Laſl-Mean, whearat I anjlet (ſome tyme

MoNKCHESTER, (MunecaczarrTpe, Chron. Lindisfarn. i. Monachorium uns. 

oppidum. A Place ſtandinge ſome tyme on the North part of the Ry- 

ver Tyne, devydinge the Byſhoprike of Durham from the Countye of 
Northumberland. It belongeth of Righte (ſayeth the Chron. of Lindif- 

farn) to Durham, thoughe it be reputed therles of Northumberlainde, 

It was the Place wheare Aldwyn the Monke of [ ynchecombe reſted for 

a Seaſon, and departed ſhortly after to 7arrowe, upon ſuche Caule as 

hathe bene alreadye diſcloſed under that Name. Symon of Durham ex- 

poundeth Moncheſter to be Newcaſtle, and therfore this hole Hyſtorie 

belongeth thearto, 


MERKEN and MopesLEv. Harold Earle of Kent and Weſt/ex, a- Chron. Bath. 
mongelt other Ravynes that he had comitted, ſpoyled the Churche of & Welles. 
Welles, not only of Money and Ornaments, but of the Landes and Men 3 
alſo, in ſo muche as he left theim but five Canons. Shortly after it | 
happened Edward the Confeſſour and Kinge, to ſend one Gz/o his Cha- | 
plein (borne in Lorreyne) to Rome for certeine Cauſes (ſaythe the Chron. | | 
of Bathe) touchinge his Conſcience : In which Affaire G:/o behaved \ 
him ſo wel, that the Pope gave him the Byſhoprike of Welles then va- 
cant; and the Kinge at his Retorne gave him theiſe two Places and o- 
thers towarde the Suſtentation of himſelfe and his Churche Brethern.

Mynes, out of the which one Raulfe Byſhop of Bathe and Welles firſte 
obteyned of Kinge Ed. III. to have certein his Manors disforreſted, 
and afterwarde (complayninge of thoppreſſion of the Forreſters, he 
founde the Favoure to kyll the Deare, and disforreſt the hole Ground.

Chro. Wync. beſides, This Houſe is by Polyd. and Lel. called Me 
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Kinge, Edgar the Patrone of Monkerie, turned out the Preiſtes placed 
by Ethel/tan, and thruſt in Monkes, as he did in . N of Ingland 
ton: Thother Mi- 
dleton (as may eaſely be gathered out of Huntington and others) ſtand- 
eth not farre of the Ryver of Thamiſe, and I geſs it to be the ſame 
which is called Mylton in Kent. This was ſome tyme the Kinge's 
Land, and therfore (and not for the Beautye as I take it) called of Hunting. 
and others, Villa Regia, At this Place Heſting the Dane made a For- 
treſs, which King Alfred beſieged, and fo prefled him within, that he 
yelded to reaſonable Conditions of Peace. Laſtly, Herald the Son of 
Godwine, duringe the Tyme of his Exile, did great Annoiance to ma- 
ny Places in Kent and Eſſex, and amongeſt other burned this 'Towne. 
Thear is alſo a Towne of this Name nine Miles from Oxford, wheare 
was borne a Monſtre of two Women Children joined in one, 1552. 


Micnxtiney. Mycelne ea, i. muche Water. At the ſame Tyme, 
and for the ſame Cauſe that Kinge Ethelſtane founded Midleton before, 
he builded Mocholney Abbay in Somerſet/hyre, of the ſame Order. It 
ſtandeth in a lowe Gy for ſo the Name meanethe, (muche Wa- 


ter) and was ſome tyme valued at 447 Poundes of yearly Revennew. 


MARLEBOROWE. Meaplebeonh, Saxon. Cunetio, Lat. in Libris Le- 
um, Merlbrige, al. Merlineſbourgh. A Market Towne and Borough in 
Wilteſbyre, wheare ſtode ſometime a Caſtle, (the Ruines wherof appeare 
to this Day) builded (as I geſs) about the tyme of the Conquerour's 
Reigne; for as I find not any Mention therof before thoſe Dayes, fo 
afterward it is often remembred. The Conquerour ſekinge to advaunce 
his Country Clergy to Promotion within this Realme, quarreled with 
Stigand Archebiſhop of Canterbury, Agelricus Biſhop of Southſex, and 
others, as wel Biſhops as Abbottes of thengli/he Nation, and bycauſe he 
would not ſeme to remove theim without Colour, he procured their 
Deprivation by Synode, and then placed other his Countreymen in their 
Roomes. Amongeſt the reſt, he comitted Agelric to ward in Marlebo- 


row Caſtle. In Tyme of Hen. I. Hen. II. and Hen. III. alſo, this Caſtle 
receyved the Kinge and the Nobilitie oftentymes. Richard the Firſt 


gave it, with divers other Thinges, to his Brother Jhon, in Mariage 
with theire of therledom of Glouceſter. Hen. III. lay ſicke longe tyme in 
this Caſtle, and in the Veare 1269 made the Lawes which to this Day 
we call Statutum Marlebrige, corruptley for Marleborome. In his 


Reigne Hubert de Burrow being cheif Juſtice of the Realme, and fear- 


inge juſt Revenge for his Fault at the Handes of therl of Sali 2 
whoſe

whoſe Wife upon a Rumor of his Death he over haſtely ſollicited to ma- | 
rie. Reimund de Burgo his Brother, badd therle to Dyner in this Ca- r odvurn, 
ſtle, and (as it is ſayd) poiſoned him. Thear was in this Towne a Pri- Pai 
orie, valewed in the Recordes at 30 Poundes, which to this Day is cal- 
led St. Margarets. It ſhould ſeme alſo, that theare had bene a Houſe 
of Carmelites; for Bale reporteth of one Thom. Dando cheif of that Bale Cent 
Houſe, which about the Yeare 14.36, wrote the Hyſtorie of King A 
frede's Life. As for the Name, I take it to have ariſen of the ſtoare 
of Marble Stone that 1s nigh it, although by others bothe the Name 
and Foundation be aſcribed to the Prophate Merlin, who (as Bale ſay- 
eth) lyeth buryed theare.

MoNnEMouUTHE, Bryt. Mongowy. Monevaga, Lel. The Name of a 
Shyre and Cytie in Wales, The Shyre is lately made Engli/he, the Cytic 
had ſome tyme a Caſtle in it, Whear in tyme of Her. III. Richard 
therle Marſhal aſſociatinge to him other Noblemen, and movinge Warre 
againſt the Kinge, for that he more eſtimed Straungers borne, then his Flores 
natural Subjectes, gave him a ſharpe Conflicte, and flew ſundry of his 1233. 
Souldiours. Not longe after, therl of Glouceſter having forſaken the 
Erle of Leyceſter, Symon Mountfort toke for his Succour the ſame Caſtle 
and fortified it; but Symon ſpedely followinge, aſſailed, toke and raiſed 
it to the Grounde. Thus the Glorie of Monmouth had cleane periſhed, Prop. 
ne had it pleaſed God longe after in that Place to give Life to the no- 
ble Kinge Hen. V. who of the ſame is comonly ſurnamed Henry of Mon- 
mouth, Heare was allo a ſmal Monaſterie, valewed in the Recordes at 


56 Poundes by Veare. 


MirroRpe, Milverdicus Portus, Lel. A great Haven in Wales, 
wherof I find no other notable Thinge, but that Kinge Her. VII. aided 
by his Friendes for the Recoverie of his Right, landed heare, what 

me he came to fight with Richard the Thyrd, Ulurper of the Crowne. 
In which Attempt he had proſperous Succeſs, as under che Name of 
BoswoRTH, p: 32. hathe alreadye appeared. 


MaLveRN, Malvern Major, and Malvern Minor, in Recordis. Theare Proſp 
was (not longe after the Conqueſt) one Aline an Heremite, that li- Hudzur 
ved in the Woodes by Malverne Hylles in I/ orceſterſbyre. This Man, | 


aided 
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aided by Mulſtan the Byſhop of Worceſter, gathered together a Rable of 
300 Monkes, and founded for theim a Houſe at Malverne; he died in 
the Yeare 1140. Willam of Malmeſbury ſayeth further, that this 
Houſe increaſed much in his Tyme; wherof I gather chat it begat litle 
Matverne, a Houſe of the fame Name and Qualitie therby. Thone is 
valued in the Recordes at 308 Poundes, thother 98. 


MELKkEsHAM, Beſides the Gifte of the Manor of Mel/keſham, wher- 
of there is Mention in AYMESBYRY before, p.7. I find that Kinge Jon, 
after Confirmation of the Donations made by Hen. I. and Hen. II. to the 
Sea of Saliſburie, gave unto it thadvowſon of the Churche of Melke- 


ſham in Milteſbyre. This Manor was ſometyme Foreſt, as by an aun- 


cyent Perambulation remayninge with me doth appeare. 


MyTroRDE. A Place in Northumberland, not much diſtant from 
Tyne. In the Tyme of Edw. II. two Cardinalles weare ſent from Pope 
bon XXII. for to make Atonement betwene Ingland and Scotland; and 
as they paſſed toward Durham, Lodovic Beaumont, then Biſhop of that 
Place elect, invited theim to his Howſe, but Gilbert Midleton, Walter 
Seleby, and others, accompanied with 600 Horſe, marred the Feaſt: 
For metinge with the Byſhop and Cardinales betwene Allerton and 
Durham, they ſpoiled the Cardinals of their Money, and caried the 
Byſhop Priſonner to Mitford Caſtle, which they had a litle before got- 
ten. Gilbert and his Complices, enriched by this Bootye, thought

Gentz of thoſe Partes, aſſembled in great Nombre, and aitaylinge the 
Caſtle by Night, wan it, apprehended Gilbert and ſent him to London,

partly upon Diſpleaſure, ſtirred by the Spen/ers berwene him and Tho- 


mas therle of Lancaſter, and partly through a great Murren that fell 
amongeſt his Horſe and Oxen, was enforced to withdraw his Army 
from Berwicke which he then beſeiged: The Scottes entred Ing u and 
pearcinge Northumberland, Durbam and 17riſ>yre, came as farre as

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thabbotes of the Countrye, aſſembled their Powers, and determined to 
have cutt theim ſhort in their Retorne homeward. But for as muche 
as theyr Marche was meter for the Churcheyard then the Field, and 
that they paſſed Swa/e without Order, the Scoztes lying cloſe in the 
Medowes at Mitton amongeſt the Heycockes ſet upon theim, and diſ-

MrReEitp, Mere, Hen Hunting. Aſride Kinge of Northumber- 
land lofte behinde him to ſuccede in his Kingdome O/rede, which (ſay- 
eth Huntingdon) was flaine in a Battaile neare to a Place called Mere.

in the Eaſt part of Eſex, lyinge within the Ryver of Thami/e, wheare , dak. 
in tyme of Kinge Alfred the Danes made their Aboade for a Seaſon, 
The hole at this Day is knowen by the Name of Eaſt and VWeſt Merſey, 
Theare is a Ryver alſo of the ſame Name, partinge Lancaſhyre and 
Cheſbyre. It riſeth in the Edge of Yirk/byre, and is called of Leland Cel. 
Murus in Latine. Some have thought that the Kingdome of the Sax- 
ons called My pcnapyce, or Meapnapice, toke Name of this Water, 
the rather bycauſe it was one of the Limittes of the ſame Kingdome ; 
but the Dirivation is impropre to bringe Meancna of Meapprze, and 
therof in my Tranſlation of the Saxon Lawes, I adventured to diduce 
it of Meanc, as in the Declaration of the Map of the ſeven Saxon King- 
domes may appeare. 


MERToN, Mepandun J Mepetun, Saxon. Merenton, Mat. Weſt. 
Kinge Ethelred and Alfred his Brother, havinge their Forces ſhaken by gu, 
the Diſcomfitude gyven the Danes at Englefield in Barkſbyre, and by the #1ures. 
Loſſe ſuſteined at Baſinge, repoſed theimſelves for two Monethes, ang 2 Sax. 
E e 2 —_ 
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then gatheringe their Men together, gave theim a great Batteil at Mer- 
ton, in which at the firſt they put the Danes to Flight; but they after- 
ward retorned, and ſo behaved theimſelves, that they became Lordes 
of the Field. Kinewulf alſo, which upon the Expulſion of Sigbert at- 
tayned the Kingdome of ee, and for the more Eſtabliſhment of 

his royal Seate baniſhed Kyrebeard a Nobleman, Brother to the ſame 
Sigbert, leaſt he ſhould compaſſe ſome Revenge whyles he reſorted to 
Merton ſlenderly accompanied, bycauſe his Errand was unhoneſt, (for 
as the Tale is, he kept a Woman theare) was by the ſame Kyneheard 
aſſayled and flaine. And it was not longe before Kineheard was re- 
warded with the like. For the Noblemen aſſembled theimſelves under 
the Conduite of Ofr:c, and aſſaylinge the Houſe, flew him and all his 
Companie. But now whether theiſe Hyſtories be ment of Merton Prio- 
rie in Surrey, or of Martin, or Morton in Devonſhyre, the Circumſtances 
of the Place beinge layed farre of, do move me to doubt. Leavinge 
therof the Conſideration therof, I will report what I ſinde out of al 
doubt aſcribed to the Priorie, It appeareth by Mat. Paris, that in the 
Yeare 1117, one Robert a Prior, with a few others of thordre of Saint 
Auguſtine, firſt entred this Houte. Matthew of Weſtminſter ſayeth, 
that in the Yeare 1125, Gilbert the Founder of Merton dyed ; what 
this Gilbert was, he ſheweth not; but Polydor ſayeth he was a Norman, 
and came in with the Conquerour. I finde alſo in a Heraldes Note, 
that one Bartilmew Bulmer was the Patron therof. Howſoever it be- 
gan, it is evident, that in the Tyme of Hen. III. it was growen to great 
Eſtimation : For heare held he ſundry Aſſemblies of the Nobilitye, and 
amongeſt other one, wherin paſſed the Lawes of Parlement, called 
Statutum Merton. In this Houle alſo. Gualo the Pope's Legate concluded 
the Peace betwene Henry III. and the Frenche Dolphin, In the Reigne 
of the ſame Kinge, the new Chappel of St. Marie was buylded theare. 
And in his Tyme Hubert de Borrow fearinge his Diſpleaſure, fled to 
Marton, wherwith the Kinge was ſo muche offended, that he com- 
maunded the Maior of FRE to ringe his Motebel, and takinge with 
him the Power of the Citie, to pull him out by Force. The Citi- 
zens (that had before conceyved Hatred againſt him for the Death of 
Conſtantine, whome, he beinge in great Auctoritie, had juſtly executed 
for his Sedition and Outrage) flocked together to the Nombre of 20000, 
and makinge haſt toward Merton, had wrought the Kinge's Will and 


ſomwhat more, had it not bene that the Kinge gyvinge Eare to better 


Adviſe, ſent in al haſt to countermaund theim. This Priorie was va+ 
lewed at 975 Poundes of yearly Reyenue. |

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MEeRswARE. Henry Huntingdon in the 5'* Boke of his Hyſtorie, 


ſpeakinge of the Conflictes had withe the Danes under the Reigne of 
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Anno 8:9, 


Aadelwulſe, reporteth, amongeſt other Thinges, that Herebert an Earle Hunting, 


fought with them at a Place whiche he calleth Mar/cware, and was 


ſlayne. Mat. Weſt repeateth the ſame, and inſtede of Mar/cware, ſet- i . 


teth downe afpud Marſunarum. So that bothe theiſe, and ſo many o- 
ther as have followed theim, take the Name Mer/cwvar for a Place, and 
not for a Nombre of Perſons. In which, through Ignorance of the 
Saxon Tongue, they have fowly erred; for the Saxon Bookes ſay that 
Herebert was ſlaine, J monie mid him on meapprepapum; i. and 
with him many of the Mercians, or Men of Mercia. So that the Hy- 
ſtorie denotethe of what Country they weare that weare {layne, but not 
in what Place the Slaughter was comitted. It weare to longe, and be- 
ſide my Purpoſe, to recite how ſhamfully Polydore and a Nombre of 
our Hyſtoriographers have miſſed the Marke in beatinge out of the 
Etimologies of Places, and al for want of Judgement in the Bryttiſbe 
and Saxon Languages. Have not almoſt al that have written the I- 
gliſbe Hyſtorie called the third People that came in withe the Sa, 
by the Name of Yitas? And what is more plaine to theim that under- 
ſtand Saxon, then Featap J Fuccap, which Alphred of Beverley la- 
tinethe, Jutas? Are not others dryven to derive the Name of Cant- 
brige from Cantaber 2 And this for want of Saxon; for it is playne 
that Cambrige hathe his Name of Grant and Bridge, as Grancyter 
therby is compounded of Grant and Cheſter, 1. the Cytye upon the Wa- 
ter Grant, for ſo is that Water called by Conſent of al Writers; the 
like I might ſay of Malmeſbury, Bathe, Ely, and ſuch other, but my 
Purpoſe draweth me another Waye. 


MimMcRaA, fu. Me me ha, Saxon. It appeareth in Hertford before, 
that Kinge Edward the Son of Alfrede buylded Hertford upon thre 
Waters, not depe (ſayth Huntington but verie cleare. The Name ot 
| Lee remayneth to this Day wel knowen, whether the like may be ſaid 
of Benefica and this, I have not hytherto enquyred, muche leſs of the 
Place from whence it riſethe. | 


Marvovn. Mældune, Saxon. A Towne in Eſſex, lately incorporated, 
but firſt builded and fortefied by Kinge Edward, the Son of Alfrede, 
ſone after ſuche 'Tyme as he encamped nere this Place to defende the 
Worke that he reiſed at Yytham in the fame Countrye alſo, This Mal- 
don was no ſooner finiſhed, but the Danes layed Seige unto it, and * 
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ſo ſtreightly, that the Kinge was dryven to ſend his Power to raiſe 
them. This Power withe the Helpe of the Towne ſet upon the Danes, 
and putt theim to Flight, not without the Loſſe of many Hundreds of 
their Companye. Maldon thus delyvered, reſted quiet from the Danes 
many Yeares, till, at the lenght, came Juſtin and Guthmund, whoe 
ſpoilinge /pfiche and other the Eaſt Partes of the Realme, aſſayled 
Maldon fiercely, and overthrew in Field Serenus, Brightnod, and other 
Noblemen of the Countrye, in ſo muche as by the Counſeil of $7r:- 
cius tharchbiſhop, they had 1000 Poundes given theim to departe. 
Theare was ſome tyme in this Towne, a Houſe of Carmelites, valewed 
at 20 Poundes by Yeare. It hathe within it, one Vicarage, and thre 
Chappels. 


MrLToN. In the . of the Quarreil betwene Kinge Ste- 
phen, and the Freindes of Maud thempreſs, many of the Nobilitie made 
Defection, and betoke theim, ſome to their owne, ſome to ſuche For- 
treſſes of the Kinge's or other Mens, as thei could moſt readely take. 
And amongeſt other one Euſtace, the Son of Jbn a Norman, entred 
chis Caſtle of Melton, which by the Circumſtances of the Deſcription, 
I ſuppoſe to be in the North Weſt Countrye, and called Melton Mou- 
bray, which is in Leiceſterſbyre.

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hamſbyre; for it appeareth by Thom. Rudburne, and Mat. Paris, that 
in the Diſſenſion betwene Robert Earle of Leiceſter and Hen. II. (wher- 
of theare is mention in BURY, p. 35.) the Souldiours which kept this 
Caſtle at the Devotion of the Earle, came to the Kinge at Huntingdon, 
and ſurrenderd it. In the Beginninge of the Reigne of Hen. III. alſo, 
the Barons that joyned with the Frenche Dolphin poſſeſſed this Caſtle, 
Saer then Earl of Wincheſter beinge Lord therof, and Partie of that 
Faction, and bycauſe they did muche Harme to the Inhabitantes a- 
bout, by their often iſſuynge to Spoile, William Mareſhal then Prote- 
ctor of the Realme, during the Kinge's Minoritie, aſſiſted with ſo ma- 
ny of the Nobilitie as cleved to their Prince, prepared to beſeige and 
take it. But what by the Valiance of thoſe that weare within, and by 
Aide ſent from London to reſcue it, it was kept againſt theim. Ne— 
vertheleſs, after the Overthrow gyven to the Dolphine's Side within the 
Towne of Lincolne, the Souldiours of this Caſtle fearinge thencreaſe of 
the Kinge's Power, and diſtruſtinge the Abilitie of ſuche as meinteyned 
theim, abandoned the Peace, wherof when the Kinge had Underſtan- 
dinge, he comaunded the Sherife of Notinghamſhyre, to gather the 

Country- 
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Countrymen, and to raſe it downe to the Grounde, So Mountforel and 
al the Glorie therof, together with the Name (for any Thinge that I 
knowe) periſhed quite, 


MouNnTGoMERYE. Brytannice, Trevaldvine. i. oppidumBaldwini, Lel. 
It is evident both by good Auctors, and by the Name it ſelfe, that this 
Place was named by a Frencheman, called Roger Gomeric, Earle of 
Alengon : He was Captaine of the midle Warde of the Conqueroure's 
Battail, and was by him made Earle of Shreusburye, and Arundel; his 
Son alſo, Robert Beleſme, was rewarded with the Erldome of South/ex. 


This Roger (as appeareth by the Booke of Domeſday) builded the Caſtle, ro»/ay. 


and named it after himſelf, ſence which tyme bothe that Towne, and 
a whole Shyre in Wales are knowen by the ſame Name : Before this 
tyme it had bene of ſome Accompt, for theare remayneth in the Ruynes 
of the Walles a Gate, which to this Day they call Kinge Arthure's 
Gate. Leland ſayeth, that the Towne was auncyently named Trevald- 1c, 
vine, i. Baldwine's Towne, for Tre and Caer is withe theim of //ales the 
verey ſame that ceaf dne or Burgh was with the Saxons, a walled Town, 
or Cytie. In the tyme of William Rufus, the Welſhmen rebelled often, 
and put him to great Coſt and Trouble; and amongeſt other Harmes 
they brake downe, aſſaulted, and toke this Caſtle, and flew therin ma- 
ny of Hugh thearl of Shreuſburie's Men. In which Plight belike it lay 
till Hen. the III. his Tyme, who, upon the like Occaſion, makinge Expe- 


dition into Wales, and likinge of the Place, re-edefied it. Mat. Paris, iz. 


and Mat. Weſt, ſeme to gyve him the Honour of the firſt Makinge and Pail: 
Name alſo, but they erre therin, not knowinge what was done be- 
fore. After this it did muche Skathe to the Wel/hmen; for within the igt. 
Space of tenn Yeares after Hubert of Borrow was ſent into /Yalles to 
ſuppreſs the Seditious theare, and by the Aide of this Caſtle, he flew 
manye of the Rebells, and appeaſed that part. In the tyme of the ſame _ 
Kinge alſo, the Captaine of the Caſtle made an Ambuſhe, in which he pril. b 
overthrew at the leaſt 300 //elſhmen, 


Mau CasTLe. Caſtrum Matildis, Pariſ. and Rodburn. At ſuche 


Tyme as Hen. III. beinge in ales, had eſcaped the Ambuſhe that 131. 


Lluellin layed for him, and eſpied the Trechery of the Monke. of CUM- 


HYRE, as hathe alreadie under that Name bene ſhewed b. 75, he cauſed hom. “ 


to be re-edefied wich Lyme and Stone, Maud Cattle, which beinge be- Win. 
fore of 'Tymber Buildinge, was by the Helſhmen in Maner deſtroyed, 
Whether this Place retayne the Name til this Day or no, I am not 
certein. 
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SeinT Mawes. Mauditi caſtrum, Lel. A Place nere Falmouth in 
Cornwall, which toke the Name of an 1r:/he Biſhop, called Mauditus, 
whom for his Holynes the People weare wont to have in great Admi- 
ration. Theare is yet (ſayth Lel,) to be ſene in the Churche-yard, a 
Chayre of mayne Stone, wherin (they ſay) he was accuſtomed to ſitte. 
Kinge Henry VIII. what tyme he beſtowed Coſt in many Partes of the 
Realme for the neceflarie Defence therof, buylded a Block-houſe at this 
Place to beate the Haven withal; upon the which is this Inſcription.

MancnesTER. Mancinium, Lel. Mainceſtria, Florilego. Manige- 
ceapTne, Saxon. A Market Towne in Lancaſbyre, ſtandinge upon the 
Confluence of two Ryvers, which Lel. calleth, Hircus and Iris, It is 
of muche Auncyentye, for Edward the Son of Alphred ſent an Army 
thyther tog aire and man the Towne, which belike had bene ſhaken 


in the Dani/ve Invaſion. Theare was in it ſome tyme a College, valued 
at 213 Poundes yearly, 


MERIoNETH. Mervinia, Lel. A Shire of North-Wales, which toke 
the Name of Mervin, one of the thre Sonnes of Rotheric Kinge of 
Wales. This part (ſayeth Gyrald) is one of the moſt barren in al 
Wales, and is err with Hylles of ſuche Stepenes, that the Shepheardes 


may ſtand in the Toppes and ſcold one at another within hearinge; 


but if they ſhould appoint to trie it by the Eares, theire Anger would 
be layed before they could mete, for ſcarcely ſhall they be able to come 


together in a hole Day. The Wel/hmen of this Age call it Emerio- 
neth, 


MorTLac. Mortuus Lacus, Lel. A Place upon the Thami/e, Weſt 
from London a few Myles, which was ſome tyme the Byſhops of Can- 
terburye; but Hen. VIII. got it by Eſchaunge . Of it Lel. hathe theiſe

MAYDENHEAD. Suþpealingcun, Saxon. Alaunus, Lat. Lelande. A 
through-fare Towne, five Miles Weſt from Windfore, which (fayeth 
Leland) was called Southalington, til ſuche tyme as ſome Popiſhe Jug- 
ler wroughte Legier du main theare, under the Name of a Virgine's 
Head, by meanes wherof the People flockinge thither chaunged the 
Name,

MEDmENHAM. Mediamnis, Lat. Lel. A ſmal Monaſterie of Bar- 
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nardines, ſome tyme in PR ITY and not farr from Wyckham, Lel.

It was valewed in the Recordes at 20 Poundes by Yeare. I find in a 
Heralde's Note, that one Roger Hunting field ſhould be Founder of a 


Houſe of like Name in Suffo/ke, called Mendham ; but what Tyme he 
lyved I find not.

MouxnT TyRoLD. Sone after thentrie of the Conquerour's Reigne, 
thengliſhe Nobilitie findinge theimſelves not only depryved of the good 
Countenance and Favour of their Sovereign wherwith they weare 
wont to be muche gladded; but alſo (for ſo many of theim as weare 
eyther knowen or ſuſpected to have aided Herald) turned out of their 
Landes and Lyvinges wherby they weare ſuſteyned, aſſembled many

Tymes in ſuch Sort as for feare they might, thinkinge by ſome Exploite Cron. Petr. 
and Aſſay of their Vertue to releave theimſelves, and delyver their Savon. 


Countryemen. In which mynd they of Northumberland aroſe, under 
the Conduct of Edgar Ethelinge, againſt Robert, whom the Kinge had 
created their Earle, and flew him with goo other in his Companye. In 


this mynd alſo, Egeluyne the Biſhop, Morker the Earle, and Here- Vita Here- 


ward a valiant Gentzman, accompanied with many others, entred the 
Ile of Elye, meaninge to have kept it againſt the Kinge, and whiles 
they made their Proviſion for their Defence within the Ile, they iſſued 
out and came to Peterberow, wheare, under pretence that they did it 
for the Savetye of the religious Goodes, they ſpoiled the Houle of an 
infinite Nombre of Ornamentes bothe of Sylver and maſſie Gold. Ty- 
rold, whom the Kinge had a litle before made Abbot, ſeinge this, ga-

Leland 
in his Aſſertion of Kinge Arthur, treatinge of the auncyent Pillers of 
Stone that ſtoade at Glaſſenbyry, and of their Inſcriptions, ſayeth, that 
they conteyned the Names of ſuche as weare buryed in or under theim, 
and amongeſt other that Logwor (one of the N is taken for 
him that buylded Logwereſbeorb, which is now by a Frencbe Name 
termed Mſoumague. The Monaſterie is in Somerſetſhyre, wherof the 


Earles of Saliſburye weare Patrones, and by al Likelihoode Founders. 
It was valewed in the Recordes at 466 Poundes by Yeare. 


MavyNoRPIR, Manſio Pirri, Gyrald. Thre Myles from Penbroke 
ſtandeth the Caſtle of Maynorpir, upon a faire Hyll toward the Weſt 
Sea; under it lyeth a Parke, and al about a pleaſant Soile. South- 
Wales (ſayeth Gyrald) conſiſtinge of ſeven Cantaredes, or Hundrethes, 
is the moſt beautiful Part of al Wales, Penbroke of al South-Wales, and 
Mainorpir is the Gardein and chief Plot of al Penbroꝶſbyre, and thus 
concludeth he, that Maynorpyr is the Paradiſe of al Wales. Amongeſt 
other Fruites it brought for Gyrald himſelfe, a Man wel learned, and, 
as that tyme per eloquent: He lyved in tyme of Kinge Jon, he 
wrote ſundry Workes, and amongeſt other, Deſcriptions of Irland, and 
Wales, takinge occaſion therof, for that he was of Privie Counſeil to 
hon whiles he governed Trelande, and accompanied Baldwyne Arche- 

yſhop of Canterbyrie when he traveiled through Wales, ſollicitinge the 
Countrye for the cn. ene toward the holy Lande, which was after- 


ward performed by Kinge R:chard the Firſt. He was Byſhop elect of 
St, Dawvyes, and lyeth theare. | 


Moruce. Eleunyth. Brytannice, Gyrald. Theare are in Wales two 
great Mountaynes, out of the which ſpringe the Waters that devyde 
the whole Countrye; thone is called of the Wel/hmen Ereri, and of 
thenghſhemen Snowdowne, i. the Hyll of Snowe; thother is called in 
MWelſbe Eleunyth, in Engliſbe Moruge, i. the Toppe of the Fennes, or

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Mores. Out of this latter, amongeſt other, ſpringeth the Ryver of

SIXT Mycrarr's MounT. Latine Ocrium. What Tyme therle 
of Warwtke accompanyed with the Duke of Clarence, his owne Bro- 
thers, the Byſhop of Yorke, and the Marqueſs Mountague, had (upon 
Diſpleaſure conceyved againſt Edw. IV. at whoſe Handes he thought 
not him kindly requited) moved Warre, and overthrowen at Banbyrie 
thearle of Penbroke, the Noblemen of the Realme became earneſt In- 
terceſſours for Amitie to be renewed betwene theim. And whiles the Wag 
Kinge, duringe this Treaty, was careleſs of his Savetye, thearle came 1 
ſodeinlye in the Night to the Kinge's Campe, and in a Chamiſado flew 
the Watche, toke him at unawares, and by Night Journeys conveyed 
him to Mydlam beyond Yorke, But the Kinge, who then, if ever, 
thoughte it tyme to awake, ſo plyed the Captaine of the Caſtle and his 
Kepers with faire Woordes, and Promiſe of great Sommes, that he cor- 
rupted theim, and was delyvered. 'This is al that I find touchinge this 
Place, ſavinge that Richard III. buylded a Colledge theare, as Joannes Joan. Roſs. 
RNaſſius reporteth. | 


MorLEy. A Towne in Nor folke, wheare, in tyme of Rich. the Firſt, 1199. 
was borne one Danyel, ſurnamed of that Place Morley, which for Lear- 
ninges Sake traveyled into Fraunce and Spaine : And at the lengthe re- 
turninge home, wrote ſundrie Workes of the Mathematicalles lear- 


Monprru. The Place where William Turner, the latelye Deceaſed, 
and learned Doctor, as wel in tharte of Soule as bodelye Phiſicke, was Bale. 
borne. | 


MERCREDESBURNE. Mertredeſburn, Florilego: Ella the Founder of at wet. 
the South. Saxon Kingedome, notwithſtandinge that he had muche 2 485. 
vailed after his Arryval, yet metinge at lengthe with Aurelius Ambroſe 
neare the Banke of the Broke Merorede in Suſſex (for ſo the Saxon Con. str. 
Wordes, neah meapeneder bupnam pez35,.do fignifie) he was ſo' beaten, a 
that he was faine to ſend home into Germany for more Aide. Theare is 
no hope to learne by Inquirie in what part of the Country this Burne 
or Beck lyethe, ſence not only in Sw/ex, but in al other Places of In- 
gland the pertiguler Names of ſmal Waters be for the moſt part cleane 
forgotten.

MrurArzRIG, Stoke-Milburge, fortaſſe. Wereburge (who they call 
Seint) the Doughter of Yulfhere Kinge of Mercia, was Governeſs of 
certein Relligious Houſes of the Ordre of that at Ely, and after her Death 
was buried in one of theim thus called of Mat. Weſt. I take it to have 
bene at Stoke-Milberge in Shropſhyre. 


MovunanTt. In the Reign of Hen. III. the Felſhmen deſiringe to 
ſhake of the Yoke of th1ngh/be Lawes, wher-under they weare compel- 
led to lyve, aſſembled, and under the Leading of David Prince of 
North-Wales, threw downe the Caſtle of Moubant, and did ſundrie o- 
ther Harmes: But the Kinge with good Expedition firſt ſent againſt 
theim ſundry Noblemen of the Marches, and the Yeare followinge 
marched toward theim himſelf in Parſon ; in which Journey he cauſed 
the moſt part to yeld, and the reſt he ſpoiled of al neceſſaries, and then 
retourned. 


MrARDENRE. William Malmeſbirie in his fifte Booke De Pontifici- 
bus, recitinge the Donations of Malmeſbyrie Abbay ſaythe, that Ke- 
nulfe Kinge of Mercia gave to Malmeſbyrie a large Portion of Land, 
lyinge wheare the two ſmal Waters Mearden and Rocburne mete. There 
is at this Day a Village in Wilteſbyre called Mardene, which I take to 
ſtand upon Gs of theiſe litle Sykes. 


MaLLINGE, Veſt-Mallinge. A Towne in Kent within the Dioceſe 
of Rocheſter, wheare was ſome tyme a Monaſterie of Women, dedica- 
ted to the Honour of the Bleſſed Virgin, and valued in the-Recordes at 
218 Poundes by Yeare. 


MovinDene. Theare was within the ſame Shyre a relligious Houſe 
at Modindene, wherof the Head was called Miniſter, and the yearly: Va- 


lew was of 60 Poundes. 


Mavpsroxr, Medweys Towne, ſtanding on Medwey, A Corporate 
and Market 'Towne in Kent, which had ſometyme a College, valewed 


in the Recordes at 159 Poundes by Yeare, founded as it ſhould ſeme by 
ſome of tharchebiſhops of Canterbury, of whom the Town was hol- 
den, and who had thearin a Houſe, to this Day bearinge the Name of a 
Palace. Thear was a Houle of a Brotherhood, which in Edw. VI. 


Tyme was by the Towne converted to a Free-Scole. 


MoLLyCcoURT. 
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MoLtycourRT. Kinge Henry VI. in the 2400 of his Reigne annexed 1445. 
to the Priorie of Ely, the Priorie of Mullycourt in Norfolke, with al the 
Landes in Ely and Cambriageſhyre apperteyninge to the ſame, as by an 
Abſtract of Sir Jh Priſe, Regiſter to the Viſitours appointed for the jo. Pre. 
Suppreſſion of thabbayes in the 'Tyme of Her. VIII. I have gathered. 

Thus the gredy Deſire of gettinge in the Monkes muſt ſome waye 
be ſerved; for when toward the latter ende of their Gatheringe, they 
had left litle to the Temporalitie to give, then was it tyme that the 

ſhould. one devoure another. Marke it whoe ſhal, and he ſhal finde, 
that the Religious of auncyent tyme firſt entred in withe the Head 
like Serpentes, contentinge theimſelves for ſhew ſake with ſome ſmal 
Scite for their Houſe and Orchardes, then what by Force, and what by 
Intreaty, they wrange in the hole Bodye, and gayned to theim- 
ſelves Elbowe-rowne round about theim; and laſtly, findinge theim- 
ſelves more then Jointenantes of the more parte, they ferched in 
Thinges that lay aloofe, and had in Places muche diſtant their Celles 
of Inferiours. I call to Witneſs St: Albons, Bury, Canterbury, &c. 


wherof the firſt had ſeven at the leaſt, and thoſe not a litle remo- 
ved. 


MEersey. I find amongeſt the Copies of the Donations, which the jc. Price. 
ſame Sir 7hon Priſe extracted, and exhibited to Kinge Hen. VIII. that 


one William Earle of Aumarle founded thabbey of Ciſtercian Monkes 
at Mel/ey. 


MARHAM. Amongeſt the ſame Exemplifications it appeareth, that 129 
William Byſhop of Norwiche, in the Tyme of Ed. III. gave unto the 
Nonnes of Marham Monaſterie in Norfolke thappropriation of the o Pie. 
Churche of St. Peter of Rekelandkeſt, He was belike the Founder of 
that hole Houſe, for it was not valewed above 34 Poundes by Yeare. 


MoxkBRETTON. The Monaſterie of Monkbretton was founded by 
one Adam Swayne, and the Patronage therof came at lengthe to the 
Lord Mountague, as I. reade in a Heralde's Note which gathered it, e 
and ſuche like, upon the Sight of Armes ſometyme apperinge. Nog. 


METINGHAM. The Colledge of Metinge in Suffolke was buylded 
by the Aunceſtors of the Lord Milloughbye, and is valewed in the Re- 
cordes at 202 Poundes by Yeare. | Herald. 


Marrosuk AD. 
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MarrosntaD. In the Batteil betwene William the Conquerour, and 
Harold that was conquered and ſlaine, Euftachius therle of Boloine 
uſed this Stratageme: He cauſed fuche as fought before fiercely, upon 
a Signe gyven to turne theire Backes, and to faine a flyinge awaye, and 
whiles thengliſhemen followed out of Arraye weninge that al had bene 
wonne, he and his Bande came upon the Backes of theim, and flew 
theim in great Nombres, in ſo muche as flyinge the Sword, many of 
theim fell from the Toppes of the Cliffes, and weare deſtroyed. The 
Place of which Falle (ſayeth the Cronicle of Battel Abbay) is called 
Malfoſbead. By Report of the ſame Wryter, this Victorie was bloudy 
to William the Conquerour's owne Side, for he left 1000 of his Men 
deade in the Fielde behind him that Daye. 


St. Morice. David, Brother to Luellyn Prince of Wales, which not 
only againſt the Allegeance of a Subjecte towarde his leige Lorde, but 
alſo againſt al Dutie of a thankfull Man towarde him of whome he 
was honoured with many good Giftes, rebellinge againſt Kinge Ed.1T. 
was taken at this Towne, and brought to the Kinge, which not with- 
out his juſt Deſert comaunded him to be hanged, drawen and quartered 
forthwithe. I find in Fo. Roſſus, that Cunedagius Kinge of the Brytons, 
otherwiſe called Keneth, erected a Churche in Cornwall for the Honour 


of Seinte Maurice. But whether it be al one with St. Mawes or noe, I 
am ſomwhat doubtfull. 


MirLcorr, Mylcote with the Parke is now Lodovic Greville's, &c. 
Notwichſtandinge that William the Conquerour havinge ſubdued this 
Lande, avaunced for the moſt part both to ſpiritual and temporal Dig- 
nities the Nobilitie and Clergie of his owne Countrie, yet he thought 
it not unfit, partly for continuinge the Favour of the Countreymen to- 
wardes him, and partly for the more readie Intelligence of their Eſtate 
and Privities, to cheriſhe amongeſt the Ingliſbe Nation, ſuche as for 
their Wiſdome and Skill had alreadie gotten Eſtimation. Amongeſt 
which: Nombre he choſe one Agelwine thabbot of Eoueſbam, a Man of 
ſinguler Policie in temporal Affaires. This Abbot, by the Coulor of 
the Kinge's Favour, toke upon him the Protection of ſuche as weare 
wronged by the Normans, and under Pretence of doinge theim 


good, purloyned from theim to helpe himſelfe. He got from many 


muche Land and Poſſeſſions, the better to fede the ſlowe Paunches of 


his Side-belyed Monkes, and without reſpect of any ſort, ſpared not to 
devoure the Frye of his owne Kinde, in ſo muche as he bereved from 
the 
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che Churche of Worcefter, amongeſt many other Thinges, their Manors 


of Mylcote and Weſton in Warwickſhyre. Now it chaunced this Man to Chron. Wg. 


be ſicke of the Goute, and to die of thextremitie of the Torment, 
Mulſtane (whom the Coplinges have ſanctified) then rulinge as Byſhop 
at 3 This Wulſtane of his Charitie ſticked not to pray for the 
Soule of Egelwyne, fo great a MalefaQtour of their Churche; but it was 
ſo farre of that eyther God or his Seintes receyved his Prayers, that in 
the myddes therof himſelfe was vehemently ſtryken withe the ſame 
Diſeaſe wherof Egelwyne dyed. Phyſitions weare forthwith conſulted, 
but they diſpaired to make the Cure; Wulftane therfore fallethe to 
Night Prayer, his laſt Refuge, and therin is admoniſhed by a Viſion, 
that he was thus puniſhed for that he prayed for Egeltyne; and was 
further threatened, that if he ceaſſed not the ſoner, he ſhould dye like- 
wife, Vulſtane (ſayeth myne Author the Chron. of Vygorne) under- 
ſtandinge this, left prayinge for Egekoyne, and then his Goute left 
him. Behold the Cunninge of theiſe Juglers, their Sleight was ſo to 
terrefie al Men from touchinge any thinge of theirs, as that they would 
have theim perſuaded that ſuche as injuryed the Churche, ſhould not 
only lyve in Payne upon the Yearthe, but alſo after Death be out of 
hope to be ayded by any Man's Prayer. And that this is not my Inven- 
tion, but their owne Meaninge, the Wryter of this Hyſtorie cloſeth up 
the Matter with, Hinc diſcite, quid fit Ecclefie poſſeſſianes uſurpare, &c. 


Mockos, Mochros, Bryt. i. porci locus. Doctor Kaius (which in his Boke 
De Antiquitate Cantabrig. Academiæ, calleth himſelfe Londinenfis) ſay- 
eth, that he read in an auncient Chronicle (the Title wherof was De 
Vitis Sanctorum Wallenſium) that Dubritius tharchebyſhop of St. Da- 
vyes in tyme of Kinge Arthur, was ſo renowned for his Learninge 
throughout al Brytarne, that they ſought him from al Partes to be in- 
ſtructed of him; in ſo muche that ſeven Veares together he had 1000 
Scolers, whom he taughte at a Place upon the Ryver of Me, called

The fame David beinge ſworne to Maude them- 
preſſe, (what Tyme al the Nobilitie of Ingland had gyven unto her 

their Faythe alſo) toke this Towne to her Behoofe, wherof when Ste- 

phen had Underſtandinge, he ſet forward againſt him with a great Ar- Paris 
mye, and by Intreaty of Noblemen paſſinge betwene theim, fell to 

ſuche Conditions with David, that he had this Towne delyvered againe, 


but David reteyned Carleil. Howbeit Malcolme his Succeſſour yelded 1157.

Edward III. in the Houſe of the Friers Preachers theare, the Forme of *333: 


which Homage I would infert, favinge that I reſerve it to fitt Place, 
wheare I will ſpeake of it at lengthe. Douglas of Scotland beſeiged 


this Towne in the Yeare 1388; and meting withe Henry Percy, ſurnam- 1388. 


ed Hot/purr, on even Hand (ſayeth Hector) unhorſed him before the Hecbor. 
Towne. In Tyme of Ed. I. the Scottes burned this Towne, and ſpoyl- 1198 
ed the Country about. Henry the Seventh buylded a Houſe of Franciſ- Polyd. 
can Fryers at Newcaſtle: And the Libertye of Newcaſtle was made a 
Countye in gros by Hen. IV. as may appeare in a Caſe 20 of his Reigne. 
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NorRnam. Nonþham, Saxon. Antiquitus Ubbanford, Symeon Dun. 
The Caſtle of Norham upon Twede 1s not of Antiquitie comparable 


withe the Towne, for the Churche of the Towne was re-edified by one 


Ecgrede Byſhop of Lindisfarne (which See is now at Durham) above 
700 Yeares paſſed, before which Tyme alſo theare was a Churche, for 
otherwiſe he could not have re-edified it. It was by him dedicated 
to St. Peter and Ceokwulphe ſometyme a Kinge, and after profeſſed in 
the relligious Houſe at Lindisfarne, now the Holy Ile, whoſe Bodie be- 
fore tyme laye buryed theare. This done, he gave it, together with 
Gedworde, Geinsforth, and many other Thinges lyinge betwene Te/z 
and Weere to the Church of Lindisfarne, or rather (to uſe their owne 
Phraſe) to St. Cuthbert. But as for the Caſtle of Norham, it was buyld- 
ed longe tyme after againſt thinvaſion of the Scottiſbe Borderers, by 
one Ranulphe Byſhop of Durham, in the 21" Yeare of Hen. I. his Reigne. 
And Hugh Puteac another Byſhop of the ſame See, erected the great 
Towre within the ſame, 1180. Chron. Lindisfarne. Kinge hon (ſay- 
ethe Mat. of Weſtminſter) takinge Advauntage of the peaceable Diſpoſi- 
tion of William then Scottiſh Kinge, quarreiled withe him, and gather- 
inge an huge Hoaſt together, ſo frayed him at this Place, that he glad- 
ly gave him 11000 Marcs for his Peace. Edward the Firſt called a 
Parliament to Norham, wherunto he ſummoned the Lordes of Scot- 
land, and layinge before theim his Right to the Superioritie of that 
Realme, which he had cauſed to be ſearched out of auncyent Chroni- 
cles, vowed that he would beſtow his Life in that Quarreil, if other- 
wiſe he might not obteyne: Wherupon the Nobles of that Countrey, 
by their autentical Inſtrument, made Recognition of that his Righte, 
and wcare contented that he ſhould appointe to reigne whiche of theim 
ſoever it ſhould pleaſe lim. This Chartre begynneth thus, Florentius 
Comes Holandiae, Robertus de Bruſe, Sc Hector Boet. affirmeth, that 
Robert of Scotland wan this Caſtle from Edu. III. but therof our owne 
Chroniclers have no Mention; only Lille reporteth that the *rottes 
made an Attempt theare in the Tyme of Hen. VII. but that they pre- 

vayled nothinge. -

Many have thought, that God revenged 
this Fact of his by the Deathe of thre notable Parſonages, that oſt 
their Lifes on huntinge in the ſame Forreſt, wherof two, Richard and 
William Rufus, weare his owne Sonnes, the third being called Richard 
likewiſe, was Heire to Robert Duke of Normandie. The Circumſtan- 
ces of the Deathes of the two Ricbardes are not ſet forthe in any that 
I have redd; but the Manor of William Rufus his Deathe is of ſundrye 
reported to be thus.

his Reigne, William Rufus, after that he had ſolemniſed withe great 
Magnificence, the Feaſtes of Chriſtmas, Eaſter, and Whitſontide, ryd

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while he withdrew himſelfe from the Multitude, accompanyed with 

Walter Tyrrel and one or two others onlye, withe whom he ſtoade u 
to ſhoote at a Deere, eche of theim having their Bowe in Hande, the 
Kinge firſt eſpied the Game to come upon Tyrrel, (wherof Tyrrel him- 
ſelfe was not adviſed) and fiercely cryed out, Shoote Dyvel ; Tyrrel a-

with Waltheof, Earle Roger, and dyvers others both Byſhops and Ab- 

bortes, to deprive him of his Kingdome whiles he was occupied in Nor- 
mandie. But he made over with Spede, chaſed Raulſe out of the 
Realme, comitted to ſaulfe Cuſtodie Waltheof and Roger, and beſeiginge 

this Towne which Raulfe had left co his Wife, compelled her to yelde 

upon Condicion to depart the Realme with Life. In the Dayes of Mil- 

ham Rufus his Son, Herebert Lofinga Byſhop of T, _— and before 

that Abbot of Ramey, tranſlated his See from Thetford, (to which Place 

it was not longe before removed from He/mbam) to the Citie of Nor- 

wiche, upon ſuche occaſton belike as ſundry other Byſhops had done the pariſ. 
like a while before. He builded the Cathedral Churche of St. Trinities 1598 
theare, and placed Monkes within the ſame, throwinge out the Clerkes, 

as others had done before him. Then gave he unto the fame the 110. 
Churche of St. Leonardes in Thorpe, which himſelf had builded, Hox- Engen 
ney, Marthan, Hemeſley, Lakenham, and ſundry other Poſſeſſions, as by 

his Donation dated in the firſt Veare of Henry the. Firſt, remayneth to be 

fene; the Lettres of which his Chartre be myngled Saxon and Romaine, 
which ſheweth that even than the Normans had almoſt aboliſhed the 
Maner of the Ingliſb Wrytinge.

L find not the Begynninge of the Caſtle, but I conjecture that it fol- 
lowed ſone after the Tranſlation of rhe See, for what tyme a falſe Ru- 1136 
mor was ſpred throughout the Realme that Kinge Stephen was dead, Ty 
eche Nobleman entred forciblye whatſoever he could get, and Hugh © 
Bigot ſeiſed this Caftle, refuſing to rendre it to any other then the. Kinge - 
himſelfe, The fame Kinge Szephen gave to one William his Baſtard; 157. 
Son the Caſtles of Pevenſel, Norwtiche, and other Dignities, al which ou 
he ſurrendered willinglie into the Handes of Kinge Hen. II. when he 
came to the Crowne. This Surrendre the Kinge accepted in ſo | 20a 
art, 
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Part, that he ſuffred him to enjoye whatſoever Stephen his Father poſ- 

ſeſſed before he was Kinge. Duringe the Reigne of the ſame Henry, 

| Phillip Earl of Flaundres and ſundrye others feedinge the inſolent Hu- 
1174 mor of Henry the younge Kinge his Son, whom he ſuffred to be crown- 
ed in his owne Life, aſſiſted him againſt his Father, and makinge over 
forrein Power into this Realme poſſeſſed the Caſtle of Norw:che, ſpoiled 
the Towne, and raunſomed the Townſmen. In the Tyme of Hen. III. 
certein Jews that then dwelt within this Towne, (as they did in Lon- 
don, and other Places of the Realme, exerciſinge Uſarie) had gotten one 
William a younge Boy, and circumciſed him, at a Place in Norwicbe 
yet called Abraham's Hall, meaninge to have crucified him alſo at their 
Eaſter, as their Manor was; but the Matter was eſpyed, and bycauſe 
they confeſſed the whole, their Lyves weare ſaved, but their Bodies 
wWeare awarded to perpetuall Priſon. Lilley and ſome other reporterh 
Mat. Pariſ. that they crucified him, but Mat. Paris, which lyved then, goeth no 
Bale. further then I have recited. This William was Re ſaincted, and 
remis, ſhryned in Chriſtes Churche Abbay theare. In the Reigne of Hen. III. 
alſo, Lewes the Frenche Dolphin chaſed out of this Caſtle Thomas the

Stow. Brother of Hubert Borrow, and toke it. In his Tyme likewiſe, the 
par. Rebelles that occupied Elye, ſpoyled Norwicbe. But in the latter end of 
proſ. his Tyme, or as others write, in the Beginninge of the Reigne of Edu. 


Floril. I. the great Churche receyved a foule Blowe at the Handes of the 
Towneſmen, for upon a Contention moved betwene them and the 
1273. Monkes, after Blowes delt, the Churche was fired, and many of the 
Monkes eyther ſlayne with the Sword, or conſumed with the Flame. 
The Kinge hearinge of the Outrage, diſpatched thyther out of Hand 
Thom. Tryvet a Juſtice of the Corone, who upon Examination of the 
Fault, cauſed to be drawen and hanged a great Nombre of the Citi- 
zens; howbeit the Kinge not thus contented, came thyther in Parſon, 
and after further Execution done, adjudged the Citye to give 3000 
Lilley. Markes toward the Reſtauration of the Harmes. Thus Norwiche af- 
ter thus many Scourges, had tyme to recover her ſelfe, till in the tyme 
150. of Hen, VII. almoft the hole 'Towne was conſumed with Fire. And 
laſtly, in our Dayes it receyved muche Harme by the Seditious, which 
lyinge in St. Nicholas Wood thearby, had recourſe into the Towne to 
doe their lewd Pleaſure. Theare was in this Towne a Colledge of our 
Heraldes note. Lady de Campis, which was buylt by one hon Browne. As for the 
Churche of Seint Gyles, it was erected by Walter Suſſield ſome tyme 
25 thear.

This Name alſo (thinketh he) was compounded of Ban, which in Bryt- 
tiſhe, is as muche as a highe, or faire Place, and Avon, that is in al, a 
faire Towne upon Avon. But Polydor on thother Side, liketh to fetche 
it from Trenobantum, bycauſe (as he affirmeth) ſome comon People call 
it to this Day Tranton. No doubt this Conjecture alſo wantethe not his J 
Lykelyhoode. But yet it is evydent that Trenobantum was the cheif | 
Cytie of the People called Trenobantes, and thoſe Polydor placeth neare | 
the Ryver of Tamiſe : And therfore if Polydore ſay truely, Ptolom. was | 
deceyved, and ſo many do erre with him as take Trinobantum to have N 
bene wheare London now is.

V. the Emperour, which 
(as the Hyſtories report) withdrew h.:aſclfe from his Wife and Freindes,q,,\;,, 
in Sorrow of the Violences that he had comitted upon the Pope, and 
afterward called for his Wife againe, which was come over to her Fa- 
ther, at a Parliament heare holden, it was concluded that ſhe ſhould be 
reſtoared. In the tyme of Hen. II. alſo, at Parliament holden at this 0 | 
Place, William then Kinge of Scottes and his Nobilitic appeared upon . b 
the 
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the Somons. Kinge Jon for further Amendment of the Towne, and 
for Diſpleaſure concea ved againſt London, removed his E/chequer to this 
Place. Hen. III. alſo held dyvers Aſſemblyes at Northampton. But this 
Place gayned not jſo muche Honour by al the Parliamentes holden to- 
fore, as the hole Realme receyved Diſhonour by one Aſſembly made in 
the younge Dayes of Kinge Edw. III. wheare by the Deviſe of Quene 
T/abel the Mother, and Roger Mortymer her Dearlinge, the Peace was 
concluded with the Scottes in ſuch wiſe, as they had Reſtitution of al 
their former Chartres of Homage done to the Kinges of this Realme. 
Jt ſeameth by Ibon Hardinge the Chronicler, that he recovered ſome 
part of the ſame whiles he traveiled into Scotland for that Purpoſe. It 
ſeameth alſo, that the Strengthe and Force of this Caſtle was not infe- 
rior to the beautyfull Buyldinge of the ſame ; for it ſuſteined manye 
ſharpe Attemptes, and was not at anye tyme eaſely gayned. When 8 
Nobilitie of this Realme fell at Variance with Kinge Jhon, for that 
he denyed the Exerciſe of thauncyent Lawes called Magna Charta, and 
Charta de Foreſta, they made Robert Fitzwalter Captaine of their 
Warre, which they termed the Warfare of God and holy Chyrche, and 
beſeiged this Caſtle with Might and Mayne, but yet could not prevaile, 
and therfore with Loſs of their Standard-Bearer departed toward Bed- 


ford. Howbeit, the Kinge afterward (upon Policie condeſcendinge to 


certein Condicions of Peace at Runningmede) yelded the fame and o- 
thers to the 25 Barons, whiche weare named by his Afﬀent for the Go- 
vernment of the Realme. Bur that liked his Hart ſo litle, that he ne- 
ver reſted, until he had obteyned at the Pope's Hand Diſpenſation for 
his Othe gyven for thobſervation of the ſaid Condicions, and then toke 
the Caſtle from the Lordes, and deputed to the Cuſtodie therof one Fal- 
caſius or Fulco an utlandiſhe Capitayne, which afrerward ifluinge out 


of the ſame and ſome other that he held in charge, ſpoiled and robbed 


the Countryes about him outragiouflye, In the latter end of the Reigne 
of the fame Kinge, Symon Mountford the younger, William Ferrers, 
and many other of that Faction, held this Caſtle againſt him; but he 
with great Power beſeiged them, batrered the Walles, and by Force en- 
tred ithe peece, and toke theim Prifonniers. The ſame Kinge layed 
many grevous Exactions upon the Subjectes, and at one tyme, befides 
the 15 of their Goodes, levied of this Towne 1200 Poundes. In his 
tyme alſo many of the Towne were hanged, for that they had mali- 
tiouſly conſpired to burne London with Wyldfire. Laſtly, Kinge Hen. 
VI. was taken Priſonner at a Batteil gyven him neare. this Towne. This 
Towne had fome tyme in it a Priorie, valued at 263 Poundes by Yeare, 


which 
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which was called St. Andrewes, a Monaſtery called St. James, rated at 
175. thre Houſes of Fryers, and eight Pariſhe Churches. 


NEWERKE. i. new Buildinge. A Place in Lincolnſbyre, about 12 
Myles from the Citie, which of longe tyme ſence was to the Byſhops 
of Lincolne; and (as I gather) toke the firſt Increaſe by their Aboade 
at the Caſtle, which Alexander Byſhop of that See in the tyme of Kinge 0 
Stephen erected. The ſame A ee 2 was greatly riche, and had be- 
ſides this, the Caſtle of Laford alſo; wherupon the Kinge fearinge that Part 
he ſhould aide the Empreſs his Enemye, toke him, and cauſed him to 39. 
rendre his ſtronge Houles, like as he uſed Reger Byſhop of Saliſburye at : 
the ſame tyme. Kinge Fhon dyed at this Caſtle, of an Ague ſayeth . 2 
Mat. Paris; of Poyſon miniſtred by a Monke of Srineſhead, ſay ſome 8 
other. What tyme Lewes the Frenche Dolphyn's Power layed Seige to 
Lincolne, Gualo the Pope's Legate, William Marſhal Protector of the 
Realme, and ſo many other of the Nobles as cleaved to the Kinge, 1217. 
aſſembled at Newarke, to the Nombre of 400 Knightes, 200 Baliſters, or 2 
Croſs-bow Shoters, and an infinite Nombre of comon Souldiers, and 
after thre Dayes Repoſe marched toward LIN coLNE, wheare they over- 
threw the Dolphin's Army, as in that Title is before declared, p. 181. 

After the Peace concluded with the Dolphyn, ſuche Straungers as Kinge 

hon had brought into the Realme, and placed in ſtronge Holdes, fear- 
inge that their Gaine ſhould die withe the Warre, refuſed to yeld up 
their Peces; and amongeſt others, one Robert Gangy deputed to this 
Caſtle, denyed to rendre it to Hugh Biſhop of Lincolne then Owner of 
the ſame : The Byſhop unable to take it by Force, cravech Ayde of the a | 
Kinge, who came and beſeiged it, and at the lengthe toke this End,. 
that the Byſhop ſhould gyve Robert 100 Poundes for his Victuals, and 
Robert ſhould rendre the Caſtle. Thear was ſome tyme a Houſe of 
Friers, Franciſcanes, or Obſervantes, within this Towne, which was . 
founded by Kinge Hen. the Seventhe, As for the College of Newarke, 1509:

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dent that the Danes wyntered at Nottingham, what tyme Burghred was 
Kinge of Mercia wherin it then ſtoade, whoe diſpairinge of his owne 
Abilitie to remove theim, prayed Ayde of Ethelred and Alfred, which 
was afterward King of Ingland. They piteyinge his Diſtreſs, and glad 
to diſpatche the Realme of theſe Paganes, levyed their Powers, and 
layed Siege to the Towne; but wantinge ſufficient Engines to breake 
the Walle, aceepted ſuche Condicions of Peace as the Defendantes of- 
fered. Edward thelder, Son to this A/frede, firſt toke the Towne and 
repaired it, ſtoaringe the ſame with Danes and, Saxons bothe; then he 
buylt on the South Side of Trent over-againſt it another like Towne, 
and made a Bridge betwene theim. After this Kinge Edmund the Son 
of Athelſtane, drave the Danes quite out of Mercia, takinge from theim 
Lincolne, Darby, this Towne, and al other therin of Eſtimation. 'Then 
cometh the Conquerour, and occaſioned by the Tumultes of the Nor- 
thren People, he eyther repaireth the old, or buyldeth of new the Caſtle 
of Notingham. Not longe after, Duke Henry the Son of thempreſs 
made Warre upon Stephen, whom he charged withe Uſurpation of the 
Crowne, and enteringe this Towne, he burnt it, ſpoiled the Citizens, 
and delt their Goodes amongeſt his Souldiours. But as for the Caſtle 
it was of ſuche Force, bothe by Situation and Buyldinge, as he thought 
it in vayne to beſeige it. The like or worſe Calamitie fell upon No- 
tingham, when he was poſſeſſed of the Crowne; for Henry his Son, 
whom he crowned duringe his owne Life, moved Warre againſt him, 
and Robert Ferrers one of his Complices ſodenlye invaded this 'Towne, 
neither fparinge the Sworde nor Fyre, till he had in a maner conſumed. 
the Towne, and utterley deſtroyed the Inhabitantes. Duringe the tyme 
that Kinge Rychard fought for the Croſs, Fhon his Brother ambitiouſly 
ſought for the Crowne, and oppoſinge himſelfe againſt the proude 
Chauncelor Longchampe Byſhop of Elye, occupied this Caſtle, T zkeh:l, 
and dyvers others, al which he was ſo lothe to leave after his Bro- 
ther's Retorne, that he drave him to wyn theim by plaine Strengthe, 
Richard therfore havinge recovered many other, came at laſt to Noting- 
ham, wheare the Souldiours, ſtryken withe the inward Awe that natu- 
rally followeth the Majeſtie of a Prince, rendred the Peece. hon alto 


at the laſt was glad to intreate, and by Mediation of the Nobilitie was 


eftſones receyved into the Kinge's Favour. Notwithſtandinge he is 
worthely noted of great Ingratitude, for he had before the Kinge's De- 
ee over Sea receyved of his Guyfte a moſt honourable Portion, the 

ukedome I meane of Glaucgſter, the Honours of Wallingford, Peverel, 
and dyvers other, amonges which (as ſome write) he had Notingham 


alſo. To this Fault a Man may juſtly adde his Crueltye, for beinge 


Kinge 
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Kinge upon a light Suſpition only, he cauſed to be impriſoned within 
this Caſtle one Geffrey his Clerke of theſchequer, and did him to Deathe 

by a moſt ſtraunge Torment. He cloſed him in Leade, ſayeth Mat. Pail 
Paris, and ſo depryvinge him of al Ayre, bereft him his Life withal, **'* 
The like Extremitie he comitted, when upon ſome Motion of Warre 
made by the Wel/hmen, he came in Haſt to this Caſtle, and before he 
would eate, he hanged up 28 younge Gentz, which a litle before he » 
had receyved of theim for Hoſtages: For this and ſuche like, God 
moved againſt him bothe forein and inteſtine Warres, in ſo muche as 
he was dryven firſt to become the Pope's Vaſſall, then to yeld this Caſtle 
and others taken at that ryme for the ſtrongeſt in the Realme, into the 
Handes of the 25 Barons for Performance of the Articles of Pacifica- 
tion agreed at Runninge Mede, and laſtly, to dye of a poiſoned Cuppe, 
or to make the beſt of it, to die of Sicknes engendred of Rage and 
Melancholye. This Caſtle came longe after to the Handes of Quene 
Tjabel and Roger Mortimer Earle of Marche, where they uſed ſuche 
cloſe Play under Vaultes and ſecreat Wayes, that the Kinge growinge 
then to ſome Judgment, and gyvinge Eare to the Adviſe of Syr I. 
liam Mountague, which had before practiſed with William Flond (Con— 
ſtable of that Caſtle) for their Apprehenſion, arreſted theim, and hang- 
inge up Mortimer, toke from his Mother that large Dower which ſhe 
had carved to her ſelfe, and left her 1000 Marcs by Yeare to lyve up- 
on. This maye ſeme verye litle for a Quene: But if a Man conſider, 
eyther her Behaviour toward her Huſband, to whom ſhe had left bur 
100 Marcz by Yeare, eyther her Demeanor toward her Son, againſt 
whome ſhe is of ſome charged to have conſpired, or her Lite with Mor- 1339.

NeweoRT, Novus Portus, Neveria & Medena, Lat. Lel. Aberne- 
ver, Bryt. Althoughe theare be dyvers Townes in the Realme of this 
Name, yet two eſpecial be knowen to Antiquitie; thone is a Haven, 
and that thonly in thile of Y/7ght, which was auncyently called Me- 
dena, as lend reporteth ; thother is a Haven likewiſe, lyinge in South- 
Wales, which bycauſe it ſtandeth upon the Water Nevere, and therof 
was auncyently termed Abernever, that is, the Mouth of the Water 
Nevere, Leland thought good to name it Neveria in Latine: Indede 


theare is hard by it a Towne yet named of the Velſomen, Neverne. 


This (ſayth he) was of the Normans called firſt Newport, to the Cu- 
ſtodie — William Conquerour deputed one Marten of Tyron. 


Nrhz, Nidus, Latine, Lel. The Name of a Caſtle, Monaſterie 
and Ryver, in Glamorganſbyre. The Ryver (ſayeth Gyrald.) is ful of 
Daunger, by reaſon that it aboundeth with quicke Sandes more then any 
other in Wales, in ſo muche as ſcarcely the Countrimen may guyde a 
Man ſafely over it. I find in the Abſtract of an auncyent Chartre of 
Donation, that Richard Ceravill (whom Lel. T think calleth Granovill) 
and Conſtance his Wife, gave to the Churche of the Trinitie of thorder 
of Vitalis of Sagnenenſ. al his waſt Ground betwene theiſe fower Wa- 
ters, Neth, Thamy, Coed and Pencan, together with his Chap- 
pel in the Caſtle of Neth, to mainteine a Covent of Monkes under 
that Abbot. The ſame Man (as it ſemeth by Lel.) erected the Caſtle 
alſo. What Tyme this was done, I finde not the Certeintie; but Lel. 
ſayeth, that he was deſcended of the Normans ; and Gyrald. which ly- 
ved in Kinge Hen. II. his Tyme, acknowledgethe rhe Monaſterie, 
wherby I conjecture that it was betwene the Tyme of the Conqueſt, 
and the latter End of Henry II. his Reigne. In this Monaſterie was

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Kinge Edward II. betrayed of the Velſimen, and delyvered into the Tho. de 1a 
Handes of ſuche as murdered him, as in the Titles of BARckLNV, 5.3 1. % 
and LUNDYE, p. 195. is before made playne.

Nene, f. Avona, Lel. Nyna, Polyd. & Baleo. Nelſtreme, Pariſ. Le- Lel. 
land (affirminge that this Water is corruptly for Aven called Nene) 
ſayeth, that it is deryved from two Heades, which metinge at Thomas 

Bridge in Northampton, paſſeth on to Oundale into the Fennes, to 
Lynne, and fo into the Sea, together with Oz/e and Grante, which both 
it taketh in the waye. What tyme Kinge Jhon with his Army had ſpoil- polyd. 
ed Peterborow and Croyland, and with great Cruelty deſtroyed the ripe 116. 
Corne, killed Children, raviſhed Women, and led away Captive many 
of the Inhabitantes, and in ſomme, exerciſed ſuche Furye, as a Man 
might have thought ſome Armie of Danes or Paganes arryved in the 
Realme, he determyned to paſs over this Water into Lincolnſbyre, and 
cominge to Walpolle, he comaunded one of his Souldiours to aſſay the 
Forde; the Fellow by chaunce found good Groundinge, and ſo beinge 
wel horſed, atteyned the Shore in Savetye.

The Buyldinge is ſo exquiſite, as it may ſeme that he 
had a mynde to make the Worke aunſweare the Name. It was a Ma- 
nor before, called of the Towne wherin it ſtoade Cuddington, of the 
Poſſeſſion of one Cuddington a Gentz, which in my Tyme lyved in Nor- 
folke [or] Suffolke, upon ſuche Land as the Kinge gave him in Exchaunge.

Cyial l. N1wEGALL. In the way from Haverford in Wales to St. Davyes, 
lvyethe the Sandes of Niwegal, in which Place, by reaſon of a great Tem- 

peſt that aroſe in the Daies of Hen. II. what tyme he wyntred in Tre- 

land, the Sande was hurled up ſo mightelye, that theare appeared (ſaythe 

Gyrald) as it weare a new Face of the Earthe; for theare weare turned 

up Trees of Wood as blacke as Ebonye. I my ſelfe have often heard 

that the like Trees are comonly found in Ches/byre, and other Countries, 

wheare they digge depe for Turfes to burne Some thinke fondlie, 

that they have remayned within the Ground ever ſythe Noe's Floud, 

which withe the Vehemence of the Inundation overthrew Hilles into 

Dales, raiſed Heapes of Earth in low Valleis, and covered great 

Woodes: But it is reaſonable, that the Soyle beinge fat and warme, 

(which thinges are great Cauſers of Growthe) theiſe Trunkes are nou- 

riſhed within the Earth, and take Increaſe: Howbeit, by rea {on of the 

Weight of the Molde that lyeth on theim, they riſe not uprighte, ney- 

ther breake up into the Lighte, but ſeke the Pores and hollow Places 

within the Belly of the Earthe. A Man ſhal hardely digge any wheare, 

| but he ſhal finde within the Earthe ſondrye Rootes that kepe Life, and 
f have their Increment, thoughe nor ſo bigge as Trees, yet ſo large as 


the Qualitie of the Earthe yeldeth. And no Marvel is it, that in theiſe 
Pittes of Petes, or Turfe, they be bigger, for the Turfe itſelfe, by rea- 


ſon 
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ſon of the ſame Fatnes, burneth cleare, and the Peeces of this Wood 
cloven in ſmalle, are tipped with Brimſtone, and uſed inſtede of 


Matches.

NETHERHAVEN, quaſi Nether Aven, i. Under Aven Ryver, opinor. 
Amongeſt other Thinges that have bene Ground of great Diſcorde be- 
twene the Kinges of this Land and their Nobilitie, no one Thinge 
hathe eyther engendred more often, or hoater Diſpleaſure betwene 

theim, then the Contempt of naturall Subjectes, and the Interteinment 

of Aliens and Straungers. For lettinge paſſe ſome of the firſt Kinges 

after the Conqueſt, whome happely it behoved for their Securitie to 

truſt the Normans, bycauſe as yet they weare not admitted into the 

Hartes of the Ingliſbe Subjectes: This Thinge was cheif Cauſe of the 
Hart-burne betwene King Jon and his Nobles: This caſt Hen. III. and 

the hole Realme into the Calamitie of continual Warre: This alſo ſer 

againſt Edu. II. the hole Bodie of his Subjectes, wherof enſued his diſ- 
honourable Life, and moſt wretched End. But to ſpeake of Particu- 

larities, as Occaſion is offered me by Mention of this Place, I will ſhew 

out of Mat. Paris and others, the cheif Source of the Warres moved 

by Richard Earle Marſhal againſt Kinge Hen. III. leavinge the general 

Mat. Weit. Cenſure of this and ſuche like ro ſome other Tyme and Argument. Peter 
120% de Rupibus therfore, or De la Roche, a Man borne in Poitiers, and in the 
Tyme of Kinge Fhon, partly by the Kinge's Favour, and partlye throughe 

preſent Pay of Money, conſecrated by the Pope's owne Hand Byſhop of 
Wincheſter, ſo infinuated himſelfe into the good Likinge of that Prince, 

as he not only bare great Sway in his Life, but alſo (next thearle Mar- 

hal and Hubert of Borrow) was put in Truſt with the younge Kinge 


his 
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his Son after his Deathe; duringe the Minoritie of whome, he thought 
himſelfe ſo well rooted, that after the Deathe of thearle Marſhal, 
which was Protectour of the Realme, he could not voucheſafe to 
joyne with Hubert, a Man notable both for his Conduct in Warre, and 
Government in Tyme of Peace: Contendinge therfore ambitiouſly to 
rule alone, he ſet himſelfe againſt Hubert, and never ceaſſed whiſper- 
inge Accuſations into the younge Kinge's Eare, till ſuche tyme as Hu- Rudborm. 
bert was called to molt ſtraight Accompte, deprived of al his Offices 
and Lyvinges, and finallye comitted to fate Keapinge. Thus having \tat Paric. 
the Reignes of the Comonwealthe in his owne Hande, he made him- 
ſelfe ſtronge, by placinge in great Offices his owne Freindes and Kinſ- 
men, Petre de Rivallis, Stephen Segrave, and Robert Paſſelew, wherof 
one was Secretarie, another Cheif Juſtice, and the third Lord Treaſo- 
rer. And not contented herwithe, he diſcredited withe the Kinge the 
reſt of his Nobilitie, layed importable Charges upon the Subjectes, and 
toke from thone and thother their Landes and Poſſeſſions without al 
Law or Juſtice. To be ſhort, he ruled the Realme, and over-ruled 
the Kinge, as it liked him. . At the lengthe it pleaſed God to raiſe up 
Richard therle Marſhal, by whoſe Vertue he abated the Pride of this 
Prelate. For this Man, partlye upon Complaint of the Comons, which 
cryed out on the Nombres of the Byſhop's Countryemen, ſwaringe in 
every Corner of the Realme, partly upon the Suit of the Nobilitie, 
whiche weare troden under Straungers Fete, and cheiflye for the Zeale 
of Juſtice which he ſawe neglected, and in place therof Injurie and 
Wronge meinteyned, he joyned Handes withe other of the 1ng/1/he No- 
bilitie, and takinge occaſion that by reaſon that the Kinge had unjuſtly 
diſpoſſeſſed Gilbert Baſſet of his Manor of Netherhaven in Wilteſhyre, 1233. 
and gyven the ſame to Petre Molacu the Byſhop's Countryman, levyed 
a great Power, and prevailed ſo farre, that in thend the King agreed 
to ſend the Byſhop home to loke to his Cure, depryved theiſe Straun- 
gers of al their Offices, and received again to Favour his natural Sub- 1234. 
jectes. The Articles of this hole Matter are at large ſet forthe by 
Tho. Rudborne, together withe thaunſweres of thearle Marſhal, not un- 
worthye the readinge. The ſame Man alſo reportethe, that duringe 
the Offence betwene the Kinge and his Noblemen, a Clerke of the Court 
(in whom the Kinge was muche delited) afked him merely, What 
weare the greateſt Daungers to ſuche as failed on the Sea? To whom the 
King aunſwered, I wote not, ſuche Thinges are beſt knowen to theim that 
uſe the Water. Wel (quoth the Clerke) then will I tell you what be the 
greateſt Perills that Mariners mete with, Petra & Rupes. Thus featly 
alludinge to the Name (Peter de Rupibus) he taught the Kinge, that a 
I 1 the 
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the guidinge of this Iland (which may wel be compared to a Ship in 
the Sea) thear was nothinge more daungerous, then to daſhe upon the 
Rocke of ſuche an inconſiderate Counſeillor. 


Nxvxx, in Lůyn of Bangor Diocæſ. In the Yeare after Chrifte 1284, 
was borne to Edward the Firſt at Carnarvon in Wales, a Sonne called 
Edward, and afterward ſecond Kinge of Ingland of that Name after 
the Conqueſt; in Joye wherof theare was holden at Nevin in Snou- 
doune a round Table of Noblemen, bothe Ingliſbe and Forreins, wheare 


they paſſed the tyme in banketinge and danceinge, tourneinge and tilt- 
inge.

NEeTI:TON. Wilkam of Malmeſbirie, in his fifth Booke De Pontif.

that Kinge Ethelſtane builded a religious Houſe at Nudleton, and gave 
it to Malmeſbyrie. Belike the great Houſe devoured it, like as it had 
done two other which Aldelme himſelfe builded at Frome, and Brad- 
ferd not farre of. I take this Nudelton to be called at this Day Netzl- 
ton, which lyeth in Wilteſhyre, not many Miles from Malmeſbyrie.

A Forde in Wales 
not farre from Cardif, the auncyent Name wherof is Rythpencarn, 
which Gyrald reſolveth on this maner, Rith vadum, pen caput, carn 
rupes, that is, the Forde under the Head of the Rock. In this Place 
he fayeth that the Prophecy of Merlin, Cum videris fortem Lentigino— 
ſum in dextrales Brytones irruere, fi Rythpencarn tranſierit, noveris Cam- 
brie wires enervatas, was verefied, at ſuche Tyme as Kinge Henry II. 
marchinge into Wales againſt Reſe ap Griffin would have lefte this Forde Grad. 
and taken a new thearby, but by a ſodein Startinge of his Horſe, he 
forſoke his Purpoſe, and paſſed over at this Place, which as ſone as the 
Welſhmen obſerved, their Hartes fayled, even as Men that ſaw preſent- 
ly before their Eyes Deſtruction. I have not often read that ſo muche 
Good hath followed of the Obſervation of a Welſbe Prophecie ; but I 
am ſure that many of their unlauful Uproares toke Begynninge of the 
blinde Conſtruction of dyvers of theim. _

playner ſettinge forthe of the Beginninges of the Towne of Oxford, 
and the Univerſitie within the ſame, to treate firſt of the Towne, and 

Joan. Rofius. then of the Colleges. The Towne of Oxford (ſayeth Jbon Rouſe of 
Guy Cliffe by Warwicke) was firſt buylded by Mempritius, an auncient 
Kinge of the Brytons, and of his Name called Caermempris; then af- 
terward of the beautiful Situation it was termed Bellgſitum; thirdly, the 
Name was chaunged into Caerboſſa, (belike of thearle Boſo, wherof we 
ſhal ſpeake anone;) fourthly, the Towne had to Name Ridochen, wher- 
of the Earle was called Conſul Ridochenſis: Laſtly, the Saxons (which 
for better Memorie of their Conqueſt new-named almoſt al Places) cal- 
led it of ſome Thinge that happened concerninge an Oxe, Oxenforde. 

Lel. Lelande beginninge wheare Rouſe levethe, thinkethe this 'Towne to be 
corruptly called Oxford, in ſtede of Ouſeford, that is to fay, the Forde 
or Paſſage over the Ryver Ouſe, in Latine This. And for Proofe, he 
bringeth forthe O/ney Abbay hard by, which (ſayethe he) is as muche 
as to ſay Ouſeney, that is, the Ile of the Water Oe. As for the firſt 
Author of the Towne, he ſayeth that the Cytizens theimſelves ac- 
knowledge Vortiger, one of the laſt Bryton Kinges. I my ſelfe have 
not. redd of the firſt Foundacion any other Thinge, neither have I 
found in any other then Rofſus the Names Caermempris, or Caerboſſa. 

Galf. Galfrid of Monmouth taketh Knowledge of the Name Ridochen; for 
he fayeth that amongeſt other Nobles, B/ Conſul Ri doc henſis, i. Oxen- 
furthenſis, was at the Coronation of Kinge Arthur; and in another 
Place, that the ſame Man had Charge under him in his Warres be- 
yonde the Sea. As for Bellofitum, it is fetched out of the Hyſtorie of 
Oxford, which for the Credit it deſerveth, may wel be bound in a 
Paire of Bourdes with that which lyeth at Cambrige.

Peradventure it is the fame Name which at this Day 
we call Doyle, for de Oilye, of which Callinge theare is yet a Gentz 
not farre from the Tovrne; whether this weare the firſt Buyldinge of a 
Caſtle theare or no, I thinke good to doubte with Lelande; for it is evy- 
dent by good Hyſtorie, that bothe the 'Towne was of ſome Force be- 
fore the Conqueſt, and that the Kinges before that 'Tyme alſo had a 
Houſe to reſort unto theare; for in the Yeare 1010, the Danes with 1010. Il 
ſomwhat to doe, toke the 'Towne of Oxford and burned it; within thre is ag } 
Yeares after Sweine the Dane toke it by Force alſo. Ethelred (the Fa- ater. 4 I!

Chamber, and was contented to take their Goodes. Not longe after 5 | 
the Danes and Ingh/hmen mett at Oxford, and agreed upon thobſerva- Hl. 
tion of Kinge Edgare's Lawes. Alfward the Brother of Kinge Erhel- His 
ſtane dyed heare. Edmund the Kinge (ſurnamed for his great Strengthe 12:6. | 
Tronjide) that fought with Canutus, was flaine by the Son of Edric, | 
while he fate upon a Privie at Oxford. Some charge Edric himſelfe prop. 
with this Murder, and not without Reaſon, for al agree that it was done Hunting. 

After Canutus, Harold was choſen Kinge, and died 

theare. But now whether theiſe Thinges done at Oxford happened in 

ſome former Caſtle, or other Place, which was then the Kinge's Houſe, 

I finde not any wheare playnly expreſſed. Whatſoever it was, I think 

it was brought to Aſhes by one of the two Fires which happened at Ox- 

ford, one in the Reigne of Kinge Ethelred, and thother within thirtie jga;. Ron & 
Yeare followinge, which Thinge, together with a Meaninge to mai- Chron. Fii- 
ſtre the Towne, happely gave Cauſe of Buildinge the Caſtle afterward. ka 

In the Warres betwene Kinge Stephen and Maude thempreſſe, they of 

the Caſtle hearinge of Stephen's Captivitie, and fearinge that al ſhould 

be Maude s, rendred to her their Peece ; but it was not longe before 

Stephen (beinge delyvered) beſeiged her, and chat fo itreightlye, that „““. 
ſhe was compelled to apparreil her ſelfe in white, and ſo paſſinge in 3 
the Snowe uneſpied, traveiled to Wallingford Caſtle on Fote for Save- Pant 
gard of her Life, and lefte the Caſtle of Oxford to Stephen. Kinge “ 
Ibon in his Tyme comitted the Cuſtodie of this Caſtle to Falcaſius, as 

he did dyvers others beſides, which kept theim a good Part of He. III. 

Reigne. After which tyme, civille Warres ceaſſinge within the Realme 

for a longe Seaſon, I thinke it was neglected, the rather alſo, for that it 

ſeamethe not to have [been] ſtronge eyther by Arte or Nature. Thus 


muche of the Caſtle. 
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And now to St. Fridefwwide's Howſe, which I ſever as yet 
from the Univerſitie, bycauſe it is but of verie late that it became a 
Membre therof, as ſhall appeare hearafter. This Monaſterie (ſayethe 
Roſjus) was firſt buylded by one Didamus (Kinge of the Countrye about 
Oxford, and Father to Fridefiwide,) and by him dedicated to the Ho- 
nour of the Trinitie, This Fridefwide placed Nonnes in it (fayethe 
William of Malmeſbirie) who continued theare until their Houſe was 
burned in tyme of Kinge Egelred, by occaſion that certein Parſons ad- 
judged to Deathe fled into the Houſe for Succour, and could not but b 
firinge of the ſame be gotten out agayne. Kinge Ezhelred (ſayeth Ro- 
bert Cricklade) reſtored the Buyldinge, and then a few Preiſtes entred 


the Houſe and kept it, until Roger the Byſhop of Saliſbury in tyme of 


Kinge Stephen, (and in the Life of William Malmeſbyrie as himſelfe con- 
feſſeth) beſtowed it upon one Guymond a Chanon, which (ſayeth Mat. 
Parts) placed Chanons in it, and became Prior himſelfe. In which 
Plight I thinke it ſtoade, when Cardinal Woolſey began his College 
theare. Howbeit, I find in Mr. Bale, that Edward the Confeſſour in 
Recompence of a Vow which he made of goinge to Rome, was required 
by Pope Nicholas to make this an Abbay, and that therfore he threw 
out theiſe Clerkes or Preiſtes wherof I ſpake, and put in Monkes. But 
thoſe alſo weare not longe after turned out by Harold, as Bale himſelfe 
re porteth. In dede Edward buylded Weſtmin/ter- Abbay in Satisfaction 
of that Vowe, as by his Chartre of Donation may appeare, and it is 
not againſt Likelyhood that he mighte do this alſo ; neyther dothe this 
ſhort Interruption any Thinge diſcredit that which is before out of o- 
thers recyted. But heare it is not amiſſe, to recount a foliſhe Toy of 
the Popriſhe Juglinge, wherwithe (for ſome good Purpoſe I warrant 
you) they ſoughte © aftray the Kinges of this Realme in ſuche Sorte, as 
they ſhould not for feare of beinge ſtryken blinde entre into Oxforde. 
They faine that one Agar a Kinge, enflamed with the Beautye of this 
Fridefwide, ſoughte to have ſatisfied his Luſt on her, ſhe abhorringe 
the Filthyneſs of the Fault fled to the Churche for Succour ; the Kinge 
followed in haſte, but when he came at the Gate, he was ſtryken blynde 
on bothe the Eyes. Then Frideſwide no leſſe pityfull of his Puniſhment, 
then before careful of her one Chaſtitye, prayed mightelye, and in 
thende obteyned tor him Reſtitution of his Sighte. This Deviſe ſerved 
to double Purpooſe, to wynne amongeſt the comon Sort Eſtimation to 
Frideſwide's Monaſterie then newly erected, and to ſtrike into the Heartes - 
of Kinges following ſuche an Awe of this Sainte, as eyther they ſhould 
not approache the Towne ro doe the Nonnes Harme, or els come laden 
withe offeringe to doe theim Good. What they prevayled by this Po- 


licie 
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licie before the Conqueſt I finde not, but wel I wote that ſundrie Kinges 
ſone after weare not muche afrayed of this Carmentalis Porta, which 
they would have as muche feared as that wherof Ovide ſayeth, 


Tre per hanc noli; quiſquis es, omen habet. 


For pretermittinge that Polydore reporteth that William the Conque- 

rour ſubdued the Towne of Oxforde, bycauſe I thinke it may be al- 

cribed to the Heate of his Diſpleaſure conceaved againſt one that ſtan - 

dinge upon the Walles turned up his bare Bumine in Deſpight towardes 

him: It is out of al Queſtion, that Kinge Stephen not only entred Ox-Par'". 
ford, but alſo apprehended theare Alexander and Roger, the riche By- Bale oy | 
ſhops of Lincoln and Saliſbyrie, compellinge theim to yeld their Trea-  *' 
ſour and Caſtles, as in DEevistEs and NEWARKE is alreadie diſcloſed. 

Hen. the II. heard the Examination of certein Duche Heretiques at Ox- 166. 
forde, cauſinge one Gerard and dyvers other the cheif of theim to be #4 RIP | 
burned with hoate Iron in the Faces. Kinge Fhon held dyvers Aſſem- 1204. 
blyes in this Towne. And Hen. III. (ſaythe Mathew Paris) nothinge 120% 
fearinge that ſuperſtitious Opinion, called ſundrie Parliamentes, and 

had many Metinges of the Nobilitie and Clergie at this Towne. 

And heare is juſt Occaſion offered me, to ſhew in what Place the , , 
Princes held their Aſſemblyes at Oxford ſence the tyme of the Conqueſtsy 1139, 
After ſuche ryme as Kinge Hen. I. had revyved the Readinge of Divy- 
nitie at Oxford, which (fayethe Rœſſe was intermitted duringe the tyme hoſſus. 
of Warres in his Father's Dayes, the rather to wynne Eſtimation to 3285 
the Place he buylded himſelfe a Palaice at Oxford, which he called 
New-hall, (others after of him named it the Kinge's Hall) and held his 
Eaſter in it (ſayeth Huntingdon) the 33% Yeare of his Reigne. In this :1,nting. 
Place was Kinge Rich. I. borne. In this Place Kinge 7hon his Brother 
kept ſome Parlementes. In this Houſe Kinge Hen. III. had dyvers Me-. ya 
tinges of the Nobilitie; amongeſt other, at one tyme of his aboade en 
heare, theare was taken a counter feite CHriſte, which had in his Bodie P.. 
the Markes of fuche Woundes as the Jewes gave our Saviour, but his 
diſſemblinge could not fave him, for he was diſciphered, and put to :

Religious Of the Foundation of other relligious Houſes at Oxforde, I reade, 
Es that Richard the Kinge of Romanes, and Brother to Hen. III. buylded 
NY Roial Abbey, now called Kew/ey, in the Recordes de Regal: loco, and va- 
— 135. lued at 174 Poundes by Yeare, that Henry Chicheley Biſhop of Canter- 
1233. byrie founded the Houſe of Barnardine's, and that Hen. III. erected an 
rt Hoſpital of St. Jhorn's for poore Folkes and Pilgrimes, neare to the Eaſt 
Rudborn. Bridge, wherof the two laſt are now converted into Colleges, as in fitte 
Place ſhall appeare. What Tyme Edw. I. ſtudied at Oxford, certein 
TJewes then beinge in the Towne brake downe a Croſſe in a Strete called 
the Furie, but they weare adjudged for Expiation of their Fault bothe 
to gyve a Golden Croſs, and to make a large Crofle of Stone alſo, which 
remayned in Joannes Roſſus his Tyme, and had theiſe Verſes contynu- 


inge the Memorie of their Facte.

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ſhould firſt come to Bellaſitum (now St. Giles in Oxſord) and then to the 
Harte of the Towne wheare'it now ſtandethe, and that ſome tyme 
St. Giles was the Univerſitie Churche for Creation of Graduates, as 
St. Maries nowe is, as in the Hyſtorie of Ox/ord, and Joannes Roſſus 
may be ſene But I judge rather, that eyther theare was no Univerſitie 


before the Conqueſt, or if theare weare, that Kinge Alfrede was the 


firſt Author therof. And to be playne, for the firſt, I reade not in 
Gildas, Beda, Nennius, Aſſerius Menevenſis, or any other chat wrote 
before the Conqueſt, of ſo muche as a Scole (by expreſſe Woordes) 
planted eyther heare, or at Cambridge. I know Beda affirmeth that 
Sigebert Kinge of Eaſt-Angles made a Scole, or Scoles if you will, in 
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in his Kingdome; but that is ſo farre from pointinge out Cambridge, geg 1. 3. 
that for any Thinge he ſayethe, it may as well be in Norfolke, Suffolke, cap. 22. 


Eſjex, or thile of Ehe; for all theiſe, at that tyme, and more, conteyn- 
ed that Kingedome. I am not ignorant likewiſe, that AHerius Mene- 
venſis (that lyved with Kinge Alfred, and wrote his Actes) reporteth 
that the Kinge made a Scole ex pueris nobilibus & ignobilibus, and 
trayned up his Son amongeſt theim, appointinge theim Teachers, and 


allowinge Livelyhoode out of his owne Cofers. This alſo thoughe by 


Lel. Polyd. Lilley, Bale, and ſo many other almoſt as have written, 
eyther brought up in Oxford, or Cambridge, it be taken to be the Uni- 
verſitie of Oxford, yet is it as farre from Certeinty as the other. And 
therfore ſence no Man that lyved neare the tyme reporteth it playnly, 
as they doe other Thinges of muche lefle Conſequence, I want not Rea- 
ſon (me thinketh) to ground this Doubt upon. Nevertheleſs, as I litle 
eſteame the Fablers that deryve thone from Cantaver of Spaine, and 
thother from the learned Men of Grece, ſo I yeld muche to thoſe Wri- 
ters that aſcribe the Foundation of thone to Sigebert, and thother to 
Alfrede; for whearas the firſt Sort without al reaſonable Likelyhoode, 
or auncient Auctoritie imagine to theimſcltes bothe the Subſtance of the 
Thinge they tell, and the Circumſtance of the Place wheare it was done; 
the latter Sort havinge good Auctoritie for the Subſtance, geſſe not un- 
reaſonablie at the Circumſtance. It muſt be confeſſed that Beda wri- 
tethe, that Sz2ebert made a Scule, and it cannot be denyed that A/jerius 
aſfirmetlie, that fred did the like: But whoe (but ſuche only as wrote 
of late in Compariſon of theim) eyther warrantethe the Tale of Can— 
taber, or reportethe the cominge of the Crete Philoſophers? JI can 
eaſely graunt therfore, that ſence Szgevert made a Scole, it may be at 
Cambridge; and for as muche as {pred in his Tyme did the like, that 
it is to be fought at Oxford, the rather for the Conſent of Writers, 
which are not dryven to feyne of theimſelves what thoſe Kinges did, 
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but only to point out as they had learned, in what Place the Thinge 
was done. But heare ſom Man enclyned to favour Cambrige wil fay, 
that the Scole which Alfred meinteyned was eyther in his Court, or els 
in the Houſe at Rome, which many call thengli/he Scole. But to him 
I aunſweare, that it is plaine that the Ingliſbe Scole at Rome, was an 
Hoſpitall for 7h:ngh/he Nation, and no Scole. And if it had bene, 
yet canne it not be ſhewed that the Kinge ſent Ethelward his young- 
eſt Son, and al the Youth of his Realme to Rome to be inſtructed. 
Muche leſſe was it in the Court, for Aſerius (if my Copie be true) in 
the next Woordes followinge faythe plainly, that Edward and Alfric 
the Kinge's elder Sonnes, weare brought up in the Court, and not in 
Learninge, which 1s verie unlikely, if theſe Scoles of Learninge had 
bene in the Kinge's Palaice. Agreinge therfore (till I learne further ) 
that Alfred was the firſt Author of the Univerſitie at Oxford, I thinke 
mete to ſhew out of Roſſus what Manner of Univerſitie he made. He 
erected in thre ſeveral Places thre Scoles, one neare the Eaſt Gate for 
26 Grammarians, called of late Yeares Univer fitatis aula parva; an o- 
ther over-againſt Braſinge (wheare the Scole Stretes be) for 26 Philoſo- 
phers and Logiciens, called Minor aula Univerſitatis; the thirde in the 
Highe Strete adjoyninge to the firſt, for 26 Divines, called Magna aula 
Univerſitatis. The firſt and the laſt are at this Day within the Com- 
paſſe of Univerſitie Colledge. The third ſtandeth wheare the Scole 
Stretes be yet kept. Now whether this Foundation fayled by the Kinge's 
Deathe for want of ſo liberal a Succeſſour, or whether the Scoles weare 
overthrowen by the Dan:;/heWarre, or the Furie of Harold, I cannot af- 
firme: But ſure Iam that Learninge for a tyme ceaſſed ; for I finde that in 
the tyme of H. I. Son to the Conquerour, the Lectures weare by his En- 
couragement newly revived, and that fone after one Robert Pulley read 
Divinitie publicquely thear. After which tyme, it ſo encreaſed, that 
within the Space of 80 Yeares followinge theare departed out at 
one Tyme from the Univerſitie 3000 Scolers, upon occaſion that Kinge 
Fhon envyinge Scolers for the Clergies Sake (whome he accompted his 
Enemyes) had ſuffered thre of theim to be hanged unjuſtly, and that 
without the Towne. Some of theiſe (ſayeth Paris) went to Redinge, 
ſome to Cambridge, and ſome to Mayd/ton in Kent. I reade in an auncy- 
ent Hyſtorie (thauCtor wherof is not named) that the Towneſmen did this 
Execution upon the Scolers on St. Nychelas Day, and that therfore the 
Univerſitie obteyned afterward, that thèy ſhould for ever upon the 
ſame Day give Meate to certein poore Scolers. Belike that was in 
tyme of Hen. III. his Son, for he ſeamed to favour the Scolers greatly, 
in ſo muche as at what Tyme the Byſhop of Lincolne would have u- 


ſurped 
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ſurped upon their Liberties, and that Mat. Paris, while the Kinge was 

in his Studie with him, entreated for theim, callinge Ox/ord next Pa- 

ris the ſecond Scole of the Churche, and deſyred that they might not 

be unquieted as Paris then was; the Kinge aunſweared mildly, God 
forbid that that ſhould happen, eſpecially in my Tyme: Howbeit the Yar: 
Yeare followinge, they fell together by the Eares amongeſt theimſelfes, '*** 
the Wel/hmen againſt the Northernmen, in which Conflicte the /Yel/h- 

men had the upper Hand, and wounded many of the other Side. Ed- 
ward the Firſt alſo, the Son of this Kinge, was not unthankful for 

the Benefite of good Lettres that he receyved in this Univerſitie; for V 
after that he had ſubdued Scotland, he burned the Scottiſhe Bookes, . 
and ſent their learned Men to Oxford to ſtudie. I cannot but aſcribe 139% 
it to him alſo, that Pope Clement the V. in his Reigne made this De- 3 * 
cree for the Amendment of Oxford and other Univerſities by him na- WT 
med, that is to ſay, that in the Court of Rome whearſoever it ſhould 

become, in Paris, Oxford, Bonoine, and Salamane, two Men learned 

in the Greke, Hebrue, and Chaldey Tongues ſhould reade publiclye, to 

whome the Byſhops, Abbates, and other Eccleſiaſtical Perſons ſhould 

miniſter fitt Salarie. In the Tyme of Edw. II. his Son, theare fell a 1325: 
great Contention amongeſt the Scolers, the younger Sort rebellinge a- mu 


gainſt the Regentes, in ſo muche that many weare ſoare hurte. Edw. 1354 


III. his Son alſo, gathered the Scolers together, and reſtored theim to Londinenfs 


their Places, what Tyme the Townſmen had almoſt chaſed theim al *'9 4s 
out of the Univerſitie. In tyme of the ſame Kinge the Scolers be- men 489. 
came Suiters unto him, that it would pleaſe him to write to Pope Prim. Patt. 
Benet XII. for the diſperſinge of ſuche their Fellowes as had aſſem- 
bled theimſelves at Stamforde, to the great Hurte of their Univerſitie. 


They weare affrayed by an old Prophecye conteyned in theiſe two 
Verſes, 


Hoc magnum fludium quod nunc floret ad vada Boum, 


Ante finem ſeculi florebit ad vada Sax:. 


that Stamford ſhould have wonne the Univerfitie from theim, and to :dinenss, 


therfore to this Day they give it in Othe to their Graduates, that they 
{hal not reade at Stamford. Cambrige allo enjoyneth hers, that they ſhal 
not reade in any other Place beſides Oxforde. 

Thus muche of the Univerſitie in general, now to the Foundations c 
of eche College particulerly, a few Woordes, and ſo an ende. W:llram 
Marton, Lord Chaunchelour of Ingland in Tyme of Kinge Ed.1. and 128; 
afterward Byſhop of Rocheſter, buylded Marton Colledge, valued in the Hi Poly. 
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Recordes at 253 Poundes. He that dedicated the Diſcription of the 


Colleges to the Quene's Majeſtie in a Dialogue, what tyme ſhe made 
her Progreſs to Oxford in the Yeare 1566, calleth him Walter Marton, 
and layeth the Erection therof in the Yeare 1270. Jen Baliol, ad- 
vaunced by the fame Kinge Edward to the Crowne of Scotland, and 
deſirous to winne Favour amongeſt thenghſhemen, buylded a College, 
which he called after his owne Name Ball, valued at 74 Poundes by 
Yeare. Thauctor of the ſame Dialogue ſayeth, that this was done in 
the Yeare 1263; which if it be true, it ſhould have Place before Mar- 
ton College. Kinge Edw. II. founded Oriel, i. a Royal College, and St. 
Marie-Hall annexed to the ſame. The Author of that Dialogue re- 
porteth, that one Adam Browne made the Coſt, and was contented to 
give the Kinge the Name. It is valued at Poundes by Yeare, 
and wes increaſed in Lyvinge by Kinge Henry VI. Gualter Stapleton 
Byſhop of Exceſtre, that was beheaded in London by the Comons in 
tyme of Edward II. buylded Exeter College and Harte-Halle. Sto, 
the Gatherer of the Ingliſhe Breviat, calleth him Villiam, but he is de- 
ceaved. This Houſe was lately encreaſed both in Nomber apd Lyvinges 
by Syr William Petre, ſometyme Secretary to Kinge Hen. VIII. Richard 
Aungerville, or of Burye, as he writeth himſelfe, Byſhop of Durham, 
buylded a Houſe, and a notable Librarye in Oxford in the Tyme of 
Eq. III. as by his Booke intituled Philobiblun may appeare, This 
Houſe Mr. Kaius takethe to be Untver/itie College; I thinke rather that 
it is the ſame which at my beinge theare was of his See called Durham 
College, and now ſence augmented by Syr Thomas Pope, is named Tri- 
nitye. It is valued at Poundes of yearly Revennew. Symon I/lyp 
Archebyſhop of Canterbury, in the Dayes of Edw. III. erccted a Col- 
lege in Oxford, which of his See he named Canterbyrie. This Houſe 
is now Parcell of Chr:/tes-Churche, the Foundation wherof ſhall appeare 
by and by. About the ſame Tyme William of Wyckam, farnamed Pe- 
rot, a Man not ſo well endowed with good Learning, as aboundently 
ſtoared of ſpiritual Lyvinges, (for he had goo Poundes by Yeare four- 
tene Yeares together, and was afterward by Degrees made Archdeacon 
of Lincolne, Keaper of the Privie Seale, and Lord Chauncelor of Ing- 
land,) erected New College, which of ſome is fondly, for ſhew of Anti- 
quitie, termed Neotes College. The Lyvinges of this Houſe alſo weare 
increaſed by Hen. VI. and it is valued at 888 Poundes yearly. Quene 
Phillip, the Wife of Edw. III. edified the Quene's College after Polydore 
and Lilley. But the Author of the Dialogue affirmeth, that one Robert 
Ecgiesfield buylded it to his owne Charge, and the Quene's Honour. In 
this Houſe ſtudied Hen. V. (fayeth Rofſus) over the Gate theare, He 


favoured 
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favoured the Univerſitie ſo muche, that he was purpoſed to have buyld- 
ed a faire College within the Caſtle, the hole Platforme wherof Ro//zs 
reporteth that he had ſene: It is valued at 32 Poundes by Yeare, N- ale Cent. 
chard Flemynge Byſhop of Lincolne, in the Reigne of Hen. VI. buylded . 
Lincoln College, valued at 301 Poundes by Yeare. The Wryter of the 1 NN 
Dialogue adjoyneth to this Man, as Partener of the Praiſe, Thomas Ra- 
theram, another Byſhop of the ſame Place. Henry Chicbeley Archeby- 

ſhop of Canterbury, in the Dayes of Hen. VI. buylded two Houſes, the 1445 
one called Alſoules, valued at three hundred and ninety three Poundes 

by Yeare; thother was for Barnardine Monkes at the firſt; but now :.ii 
lately, by the Liberalitie of Syr Thomas White, then Alderman of 1892. 
London, converted to a Houle of Scolers, and hathe the Name chaun- 

ged into St. Yhens. In the Reigne of the fame Kinge, William of 
Wanflete Byſhop of Wynton erected the faire College of Magdalene, ta- „. 
kinge into the ſame the Hoſpitall founded by Hen. III. as is before de- Nele 1.59. 
clared. It is valued at 1076 Poundes of yearly Revennew. In the 

Dayes of the ſame Kinge allo, Humfrey, one of the Sonnes of Hen. IV. : 
and Duke of Glouceſter, buylded a Divynitie Scole, and a faire Libra- ye a 
rye over the ſame, whearin he left 120 written Examples of good Au- 

thors, which he procured greatly to his Coſt, and the Univerſitie hathe 

longe ſence ſuffered to be deſtroyed muche to their Shame. In the cl: 
Tyme of Kinge Henry VII. Richard Fox Byſhop of Winton erected . 
Corpus Chriſti College, valued at 382 Poundes by Veare. About the EL. 
which Tyme, William Smythe Bythop of Lincolne buylded Braſen-Noſe, 18g. 
valued at 111 Poundes of yearly Revennew. Thomas Wolſey, advaun- e 
ced by his owne Ambition, and thaid oi Fortune, in the Tyme of Kinge Lili. 
Henry VIII. from the Cart to a Cardinal's Hatte, and myndinge to leave |-'!! 
ſome Monument of his Pride behind him, obreyncd at the Handes t 


the Pope's Holyneſs, (whoſe Legate and good Son he was) about the - 
Yeare 1524, to ſuppreſs a few ſmall Relligious Houtes, wherwith to 

buyld two faire Colleges, thone at St. Fridejwides at Oxford, and tho- 

ther at Ipeſwiche. Bothe theiſe he began ſumptuoſlie, but the whole 15286. 


beinge turned over his Heade, and his Lewdnes layed to his Charge, he Vale. 
dyed of Melancholie before he had performed theim. Neverthelets 
Kinge Hen. VIII. findinge that ſo muche as was by him already build- 
ed, with a fewe other Romes put therto, might receyve a- great Nom- 
bre of Scolers, layed into the new buyldinge Canterbiry College, Peck- 
waters-Inne, and London-Hall, cndowed theim withe 2000 Poundes of 
yearly Revennew. I find not any other Foundation of Univer/ity Coi- 
lege, then that which I have before recited out of Roſſus. And ther- 
fore it is woorthie the Enquirie, bothe for the Satisfaction of Doctor 
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Kaius, and for the Tryal of the Trouthe, to learne how they came by 
their Lande, which I find valued in the Recordes at 78 Poundes by 
Veare. f 

Theare are beſides theiſe Colleges other ſmall Houſes, to the Nom- 
bre of nine, which be not endowed with anye yearly Lyvinge, called 
of theim Innes and Halles, which be the very ſame that in Cambrige 
are named Hoſtels, It ſeameth to me that they weare buylded eyther 
for Gentlemens Children, whoſe Parentes might finde theim of their 
owne; or els for the noſſelinge up of younge Scolers till ſuch tyme as 
they might be made fitt to be receaved into the Colleges. Thre of 
theiſe are moſt comonly repleniſhed with Studentes of the Civyll Lawe, 
the reſt with Grammarians and Logiciens. The Names of the Houſes 
for the Civil Lawe be theiſe, Wh:te-Hall, Broade-Gates, and New- 
June: The reſt be thus called, Hart-Halle, St. Marye-Hall, Aburne- 
Halle, Ghuceſter-Halle, St. Edmunde's-Halle, and 1 I 
have hearde that theare hathe bene dyvers other of this Kinde, and it 
ſeamethe true by the Ruynes that yet appeare in Syghte. I have redd 
in a Caſe Edw.TII. that theare was ſometyme a Houle of Learn- 
inge, called Staple-Halle; but wheare it ſtoade, I have not hytherto 
learned, Thus have I breiflye runne over the Singularities of the 
Towne and Univerſitie of Oxford, leavinge the Diſcourſe of the De- 
bate, and Compariſon of the Antiquitie of the ſame with Cambrige to 
ſuche as have taken in hande to trie it, and contentinge my ſelfe to in- 
termedle myne owne Opinion ſimplie, witheout eyther Prejudice of any 


other Man's, that ſhall judge otherwiſe, or Pertinacitie in myne owe, 
when J ſhall heare a better. 


ST. OswALDEs. Heoponpeld, i. campus Cœleſtis. After ſuche tyme 
as bothe the Kingdomes of Northumberland, Deira and Bernicia, weare 
diſcended to O/wald, thone from his Father, and thother from his Bro- 
ther, Cadwalla, then Kinge of the Brytons, fearinge that he ſhould 
growe over ſtronge, moved forthwithe ſharpe Warre againſt him: And 
ſendinge out Peanda withe a great Armye, chaſed him to the Walle which 
Severus themperour buylt, now called P:ghtwall, Ofwald beinge Dryven 
to this Streighte, and knowinge that Man's Help could litle avayle with- 
out Godde's Aſſiſtance, ſet up in a Place called then Heavenfield, a 


Wooden Crofle, and knelinge downe with al his Companie prayed God 
(in whoſe Quarreil they fought) ro gyve theim Victorie againſt the 


Paganes. This done, the next Morninge he armed his Men, and me- 
tinge with Peanda obteyned the Victorie. In this Place, ſayeth Bede, 
was afterward a Churche buylded, which I take to be eyther the Col- 


lege 
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lege of K:rkefwold in Cumberland, or St. Ofwalde's Pariſhe-Churche in 
the Byſhoprike of Durham. Joan. Roſs reporteth, that Ethelrede the gofe. 


Kinge of Mercia buylded a Monaſterie to St. Oftwolde in the Dioces of 513. 


Yorke, about the Yeare 513, but I cannot ſee how that and this ſhould 
make one. I thinke therfore, that if any ſuche weare, (for I doubt 
ſomwhat, ſence it was ſo longe before this Ofwo/de's Dayes) it is St. O/- 
wolde's in Cheſhyre, which ſtoade ſome tyme in Mertia. 


OuNDALE for AvoNDALE. Inundalum, Bed. Undale, Saxon. A Por- 
tion of Northampton/hyre, whiche Lel. affirmeth to be corruptly fo cal- 
led for Avondale, like as the Water theare is for Avon miſcalled Nene. 
It lyethe (fayth he) alonge the Water Avon, and therefore hathe the 
Name Dale. Beda reportethe that Wilfride, firſt the Byſhop of Nor- Reda. 


thumberland, and then of Southſex, had a Monaſterie in Oundale wheare %. 
he dyed, and was from thence tranſlated to Ripon, The Chronicles of 972. 


Peterborowe recite Kinge Edgar's Chartre, by the which, amongeſt o- 
ther, he gave to that Houſe Oundale, conteyninge eight Hundrethes, 


withe Market, Tolle, and other Immunities. Kinge Fhon, in the lat- Chron. Pet, 


ter End of his Reigne, burned the Store-Houſes that the Monkes of _ 


Peterborough had at Oundale, like as he ſpoyled the hole Countrie be- 5 


fore him. 


Oswikspoux, Mons Oſioii, Chron. Lindisfarne. The Chronicles of "ron. Lin- 
Lindisfarne and Durbam reporte, that at ſuche tyme as the Relligious t. & Dun. 


Parſons of Lindrisfarne wandered withe the deade Carcaſſe of St. Cut h- 
bert, abidinge the good Pleaſure of that holy Seincte for their Place of 
Repoſe, it happened that betwene Crake and Cheſter in the Strete, 
Eadred thabbot was admoniſhed in a Dreame, that they ſhould goe to 
a Widowes Houſe thearby, to whom tharmye of the Danes had ſold 
a young Nobleman, called Guthred, and that redeminge him, they 
ſhould carie him to tharmie, and on the Behalfe of St. Cuthbert, co- 
maunde theim to put a Bracelet of Gold upon the younge Man's 
Arme, and crowne him Kinge of Northumberland at this Place. Al 
which was done accordingely, and by this means Peace was made 
with the Danes, and the Churche receyved at Gutbrede's Handes large 
Poſſeſſions, with Reſtitution of their former Liberties. It ſcameth by 
thorder of their Journey, that the Place ſhould be in che North Part of 
Yorkſhyre, | 
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ORwELL in Sufſolke, It is called of ſome Harwiche Haven, and 
hathe bene the comon Place of Arryval and Shippinge, eyther to, or 
from the lowe Countries. Henry the Son of Kinge Henry II. which 
was crowned in his Father's Lite, beinge wearie of the emptie Name 
of a Kinge, practiſed withe the Frenche Kinge, and Philip the Earle 
of Flaunders to take the Crowne from his Father's Heade And for the 
better atchievinge of this Enterpriſe conveyed out of Flaundres 318 
choſen Souldiours, which landinge at this Place withe great Manhode, 
toke Huhg Bygot in their Waye, and paſſinge from thence to Norwiche 
entred the Towne, and raunſomed the Citizens at their Pleaſure: What 
became further of this Attempt, is in ſundrie Places already diſcloſed. 
Iſabell the Wife of Edw. II. retourned out of Fraunce by the Lowe 
Countries, and beinge accompanied with the younge Prince Edward 
her Son, 7hon the Son and Heire of the Duke of Henault, Roger Mor- 
timer, and a great Army of Straungers beſides, landed at this Place, 
and drave her Huſband into Wales, as is likewiſe alreadie under the 
Title of Nx TUN declared, h. 236. Laſtly, Kinge E. III. makinge Prepara- 
tion toward that Journey, in which he prevailed againſt the Frenche 
Kinge neare Creſſe, toke Ship heare, and landinge at Andwerpe, treated 
with Lewes Bavare, and was made Vicegerent of the Empire. 


ONsTYE. In the Tyme of Ed. II. which loſt in maner what his 
Father had wonne upon the Scottes, the Inhabitantes of North Tyndale 
made Defection to the Scozti/he Kinge, and becominge fierce Enemyes 
did muche annoy their old Freindes in Northumberland. Robert then 
Kinge of Scottes, for the more ſure reteyninge of the Countrey thoughte 
good to beſtow it on Phillip Mowbray, and Richard Midleton. This 
Midleton forthwithe buylded him a Stone Houſe nere to Warte, upon a 
Hill called Ove; but before he weare quietly ſettled thearin, he was 


by the Kinge's Subjectes apprehended, brought to London, and theare 
hanged like a Traytor. | 


QLNEY ILE. Olanize, Saxon. Olvea, Polyd. Olame, Hunting. Af- 
ter ſuche tyme as the two valiant Princes, Edmund ſurnamed Tron/ide, 
and Canut the Dane had foughten in the Field fix ſeverall Battailcs, 
and weare encamped neare Deyrhurſt in Glouceſterſhyre, readie to have 
joyned the Seventh: The Nobilitie of eyther Side pityinge the Blood-

ſhead and Butcherie of their People, moved the Kinges, that for ſo 


Chron Sax. muche as the Controverſie was whether of theim two ſhould reigne, 
not whether of their Subjectes ſhould lyve, it would like theim to ſpare 


their 
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their People and trye it theimſelves in a ſinguler Combat. The Kinges After 
enflamed with Deſyre of ſo honourable a Matche, conſented at the firſt. 

and whearas they lay before on eche Syde of the Severne, they gave 
Hoſtages of ſaufe Conduite thone to the other, and leavinge their Ar- 
myes, met hand in hand in this Iſland ſtandinge in the myddes of the 
Ryver. Edmund was the taller of Parſon, but Canut was nothinge in- 
ferior in Courage : Their Ages muche like, their Weapons al one. A 
Worlde it had bene to conſider the Diſpoſitions of tharmyes lookinge 
on: Now glad that theimſelves might be Beholders, now ſoarie to be- 
holde the Daunger of their Sovereigne's; one while in hope that their 
Lord ſhould conquere, another while in feare that they by his Loſſe 
ſhould be conquered. Some tyme moved of Dred and Suſpicion to lay 
to their Handes, by and by reſtrayned by Awe and Duetie to interrupr 
the Contracte. Tharmyes beinge thus perplexed, the Kinges aſſayed 
their Launces, and after the ſame couragiouſlie broken, betoke theim- 
ſelves to their Swordes. Now when the Dane had a while proved the 
Proweſh of this Ingliſbe Capteine, and had found Cauſe to feare that 
inſtede of wynninge a Crowne, he might loſe his Head, withdrawinge 
his Fote in the middeſt of his Fighte, he braſt forthe into theiſe or ſuche 
like Woordes. Woorthy Prince, it is ſo farre of that after this Aſſaye 
of thie Vertue, I liſt to dwell longer in Eumitie withe the, that before my 
large natural Kingdomes of Denmarke and Norwey I would chooſe to 
parte this litle Reigne as an adoptive Brother withe the, Spare thine 
Hande ther fore; be thou Kinge in Denmarke and Norwey alone, only 
ſuffer me that I be not deprived of fo noble a Mate to rule withe the in 
Inglande. The good Prince no leſs readie to embrace Peace, then wel 
able to performe the Fighte, was contented, (to the exceadinge Joy of 
bothe the Ar myes) to give him his Hande, and fo eche apparelinge 
himſelie thother's Attyre in ſigne of Amitie, they agreed that Edmund 
ſhould have the Crowne withe the hole Kingdome of Weſt/ex, and Ca- 
nut the Name of Kinge in al Mercia. This Hyſtorie is diverſly report- 
ed of dyvers, ſome affirminge that they agreed without Fighte ; others 
that they made another Maner of Particion, allottinge to Edmund the 
Southe, and to Canut the Northe of the Realme: And their want not 
that aſcribe this Motion of finguler Fight to therle Edric, who faw 
even than (ſay they) that by Colour of Amitie, ſooner then by Hoſti- 
litie Edmund might be made out the Waye. I find no other Thinge 
of this Ile, ſavinge that Bale writethe, that Joarnes Olney a Charter- 
houſe Monke, in the Reigne of Edw. III. which wrote a few fonde 
Miracles, was borne within the fame, 
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OTFoRDE. Otftanforde, Saxon. Occanford, and Oxford, Floril. e 
corrupte. Theare is Mention of two great Battayles joyned longe ſence 
at Otford in Kent, thone betwene 0% the Kinge of Mercia, which 
invadinge the Kenti/þ Men overthrew theim at Orford, not without 
great Slaughter of his owne Souldiours; and thother longe after, be- 
twene Edmund Ironſide and Canute, what tyme Edmund put the Danes 
to Flight at this Place, and purſued. theim ſo fierceley upon it, 
that if Edric the Traytor had not by Pollicie holden him backe at 
Eglesford, he had made an Ende of that Armye. But they by this meane 
eſcaped into Shepey, and repayringe their Army overthrew him after at 
ASHDOUNE, as under that Title is before mentioned, p. 15. Theare is 
at this Day a Houſe of the Quenes, ſome tyme the Byſhops of Can- 
terbury, buylded by Warham, Byſhop theare, in the Begynninge of 
Hen. VIII. his Reigne, which coſt 36000 J. The Water runninge ther- 
by (as I conjecture) is the ſame that goethe to DarTFoRD; and is 
called Darent, as under that Place hathe already appeared, p. 94. 


OcLey. Aclea, Saxon. Campulus querci, Aſſer. Haclea, Hunting. 
A Towne by Gylforde in Surrey, neare to the which Ethulf, or Athel- 
wulfe Kinge of Weſtſex, and before Byſhop of Wynton, mette withe 
tharmye of the Danes (which landinge heare to the Nombre of 350 
Saile, brake London and Canterbury, diſcomfited Beorhtwulf the Kinge 
of Mercia, and overcame a great part of the Realme beſides) and flew 
ſo many of theim, as never to fore ne after was done in any one Bat- 
taille. This Kinge was altogether ruled by the Clergie, in ſo muche 
that he gave the tenthe part of his Landes to Monkes and Nonnes, 
which they in his Chartre of Donation terme to be gyven Deo & Ma- 
riæ. Theiſe holy Ones in Exchaunge beſtowed upon him o Pfalmes 
every Wodenſday, thinkinge belike that acceptable Prayer conſiſted in 
longe Pratinge. By their Counſeil alſo he went to Rome, and cauſed 
Leo then Pope to crowne his Son Alfred, the youngeſt of al his Bre- 
thren, which ſo moved Ethelbald the eldeſt Son, and right Heir to his 
Father's Crowne, that he made Warre therfore, and the Father at his 
Deathe was compelled to devide his Kingdome to appeaſe his Children 
withal. Thus farre he thoughte himſelfe beholden to theim, bycauſe 
he was by their meanes, for want of other Heire, taken from Winche- 
fter wheare he was Byſhop, and annoynted Kinge; but litle weare the 
reſt of his Sons, yea, and the hole Realme bound unto theim, when 
they ſpared not by what Right or Wronge to crowne whome they liſt- 
ed, and thearby ſet the Children againſt the Father, and the hole Realme 


by 
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by the Eares together. Theare is mention in our Hyſtories of a Sy- 581. 
node of Byſhops holden before this Tyme at Aclea, which althoughe 

it be al one in Name withe this (for Ac and Oke is al one) yet I con- e 6 
jecture that it ſhould be rather ſome Place in Acley, which is a large . 
Portion of Leiceſterſbyre, and conteyneth in it at this Day the Seites of 

the Abbays of Garradon, Gracediew, Langley, and others. As for 

Okeley in Northamptonſhyre it is but an obſcure Corner, and therfore I 


cannot think that it is the ſame we loke for. 


Ousx. %, Lel. Upa, Saxon. The Name to many Ryvers within 
this Realme, wherof thre amongeſt the reſt be moſt notorious. The f 
firſt and chief is that, which beinge joyned with Thame is called Tha- 
meſis in Ptolemy (by Corruption of the Exampler) Fameſis. This I/, 
or Ura (which we ſounde Ou/e) riſeth in Cottefwold in Ghuceſterſhyre, 
not paſt a Myle from Tetburye (ſayethe Leland, controllinge Polydore, Ll. 
for that he reporteth the Head to be at Pynnock) and from thence fal- 
lethe into Berckley, and is increaſed with Cove; thus ſtrengthened it 

cometh to Ciceter, and takethe withe it the Water Corinius, or Corinus, 
which auncyently gave Name to that Towne, Corinium (termed of the 
Saxons Lonneceapcne, or LupineceapTne, now bothe ſhortly and un- 
truly Ciceter from hence it runneth to Creclad, and Einſbam, and be- 
fore it approacheth Oxford parteth in Twayne to 3 the Towne; 
ſoone after it joyneth againe, and runninge to Dorcheſter ſaluteth Thame, 
by which it is accompanyed to Wallingforde, and Readinge, wheare 
joyninge with Kynet chat cometh out of Wilteſhyre, they haſt by Sun- 
ninge, Henley, and Windſore to viſit London, The ſecond notable Wa- 
ter of this Name, riſeth at Stene in Northamptonſhyre, runnethe by Brack- 
ley, Bedford, Buckingham and Huntingedon, from thence envyronnethe 
thone Side of thile of Ely, and joyninge withe Grante, and Aven paſ- 
ſeth by Lyn into the Sea. The third riſeth at in York/byre, 
and at Aldburge joynethe with Ure, which hathe his Head at Corte- 
rend Hil in Richemondſhyre. Of this Confluence is Aldburgh called in 
Latine Iſurium, by Compoſition of Is and Urus; from hence they runne 
to Yorke, wheare the Water is called playnly Ov/e, and the Bridge after 
the ſame Sort, Ouſbrig : From York they paſs into Trent, and fo with 
Humbre runne al into the Sea. Betwene this laſt Oaſe and the Water Pari- a 
of Trent a great Armye of Danes and Ingliſomen wyntered together, 
ſone after that William had conquered this Lande, meaninge to have 
dryven him out, and reſtoare Edgar the lauful Enheritour. But Vi. 
liam came againſt theim like Thundre, and chaſinge the Danes into 
their Shippes, compelled Edgar to yeld to his Mercye. In the tyme of 
LI 2 Kinge 
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156. Kinge Henry III. Ouſe by Bedforde fo ſwelled by Reaſon of a ſoddaine 


— Raine, that the Streame bare away dyvers Dwelling-houſes, to the great 
Daunger of many Inhabitantes. As for ſuche Thinges as pertein to 
the thyrd Ov/e, x 6 are to be ſene in the Title of THAMISE.

1375 OrrIx G TON. Some Tyme a Manor Place, where William de Albi- 


neto (now Daubney) a noble Gentleman beinge Owner therof, dyed in 
the 20'* Yeare of Kinge Hen. III. 


OsxEVY. Urene ga, Saxon. Iidis inſula, Lat. Lel. Of the Name of 
Ouſney, thear 1s alreadie ſufficiently ſpoken in OxroxD and Ousx. Ro- 
bert Oiley therfore, to whome the Conquerour had gyven Dominion of 
the Countrye neare Oxford, uſed the grene Iles neare the Caſtle which 
he builte for his Walke and Diſporte. The like alſo did Robert his 
Brother's Son, after the Tyme that the Inheritance was devoluted to 
him. This younger Robert had to Wife a Gentle woman named Editbe, 
which toke alſo great Pleaſure to walke in the ſame Iles. Now as ſhe 
walked up and downe, ſhe obſerved upon a tyme that a Sort of Pies 
made a great Chatteringe, whiche as ſhe thought ſeamed with one 
Conſent to falute her. Meaninge therfore to make further Tryal of the 
Matter, ſhe withdrew her ſelfe out. of Syghte, the Pyes forthwithe 
ceaſed their Noiſe: Then cauſed ſhe ſome other to goe in Place, the 
Pyes notwithſtandinge remayned quyet; but ſo ſone as ſhe ſhewed her 
ſelfe againe, they al agreed in a Charme, as they had done at firſt. 
This Genttewoman finding her ſelfe unable to judge wherof this Thinge 
ſhould come, ſent for one Ralfe a Chanon of St. Fride/wydes thearby 
(her ghoſtly Father belike) and deſyred him to unfold the Myſterie. 
This Impe of Midas Broode, that could make Gold of eche Thinge 
that he touched, made her believe, that it was the goad. Pleaſure of 
God that by her Meanes and Labour God ſhould be prayſed in that 
Place withe a Quyer of Men, even as ſhe had bene ſaluted with that 
{1.12% 1, Charme of Byrdes. The Woman intreateth her Huſbande, and ceaſ- 
Vicanio. ſeth not to play the Night-Crow til ſhe hathe obteyned: Workmen are 

ſent for, and the Foundations of a Monaſterie are layed, which after- 
ward grew to great Ryches. Thus you ſee theiſe Fellowes would: 
gayne by everie Fantaſie, and grow riche by other Folkes Follye. Suer- 
ly in one Thinge he lyed not at all, for as truely was God delited with 
their Chaunting, as this Woman was ſaluted by the Pyes. Chatteringe. 
I find in a Chartre of Donation, that Edmund Earle of. Cornwall, Sor 
of Richard, Rex Romanorum, that was Brother to Hen. III founded an 
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Foundation of O/zey before, or whether he buylded Rewly which Ex Carta 


ſtandithe in an Ile harde by, North from it (as I now remembre) and 


ther fore happely called North Oſhey, I cannot determine. But I en- 
clyne rather to thinke that he chaunged the firſt Foundation, which 
was (of Preiſtes belike) dedicated to our Saviour, as Lel. reaporteth ; 
for Joannes Rouſe aſcribeth the Foundation of Rewly to the Kinge of 
Romanes himſelfe. In the tyme of Hen. III. Ortho the Pope's Legate 
with us in Ingland, came to Oxford whiles the Court lay at Abingdon, 
and was lodged in Ofncy. The Scolers before Dyner preſented him 
with Wyne, in the Name of the Univerſitie, and when Dyner was done 
a few younge Scolers ſtraggeled out of the Towne to O/uey to ſee him; 
the Porter beinge an [za/zan, and therfore lothe belike to let them ſes 
how litle Meate his Maiſter had beſides that which was gyven him, kept 
the Doore ſtreightly; the Scolers on thother Side wantinge good Manner 
(as comonly that is not taught in the Univerſitie) thruſt at the Doore 
| boldly: The Servantes within came to the Doore, they fell to hye 
Woordes, and from theim to foule Blowes, in ſo muche as one of the 
Scolers runninge for a Bow to ſome Lodginge thearby, flew the Legate's 
cheif Cooke with an Arrowe. In which doinge he ſhot nearer then he 
was beware of; for the Legate had for feare of poiſoninge (which is 
uſual in Italie) made a Cooke of his owne Brother. The Legat him- 
ſelfe hearinge of the Fray, got him into the Steple for feare, and as pri- 
velye as he could ſent to the Kinge then lyinge at Abingdon for Aide: 
The Kinge ſent Help forthwith, and cauſed to be impriſonned ſo many 
as weare Parties to the Outrage. But the Legate not thus contented, 
excomunicated theim al, and ſuſpended the hole Univerſitie; neyther 
could this Interdict be releaſed, till at thend of the Somer thabbot and 
Chanons of Oſney, with the Reſentes of the Univerſitie, bare-headed, 


bare-footed, and their upper Garmentes done of, followed him through 


London to Colbarbert, (then the Byſhop of Durham's Houle) wheare, 
upon this their humble Submiſſion, and other great Mens Interceſſion, 
the Fault was forgyven, and the Interdicte undone. This Abbay was, 
valued in the Recordes at 654 Poundes of yearly Revennew. 


Ox DRI rv. In the latter Warres of Kinge Hen. III. which was mo- 
ved to expulſe the Straungers that had crept not only into the Realme 
and Court, but alſo into the Kinge's eſpeciall Favour, and to reſtoare the 


auncyent Lawes and Libertyes of the Realme, which the rather by the 


ſiniſter Suggeſtion of the fame Aliens weare in Maner aboliſhed, the.

Flordley in Shropſhyre, or Ord) in Heręfordſbyre; for I finde no Caſtle 
at al in eyther of the Shyres of that Name. 


ONK E, fl. The Name of a ſmall Water in Shrop/hyre, which riſeth 
in the Plaine of Clun, and falleth not farre from Clun-Caſtle into a 
Water called Clun alſo, as Lel. affirmeth. The hole Hundreth thear- 
about is called Clun at this Daye. 


OswesTRYE. Croix Ofwald, Brytan. Ofwaldia, Lat. Lel. A Market 
Towne and Caſtle in Shrop/hyre, the Name wherof in the Welſbe Tongue 
ſoundethe, Ofwvalde's Crofle. Leland taketh it to ſtand neare the Place 
wheare Oſwald the Kinge of Northumberland was ſlayne by Penda 
Kinge of Mercia: But I thinke rather that Maſerfeild (for that was 
the Name of the Place) is to be fought in the Northe Countrye, as I 
have already ſhewed, and that cheifly for theiſe two Cauſes, firſt for 
that it appeareth by the hole Courſe of the Hyſtorie, that Penda by In- 
ſtigation of Cedwalla ſought Oſwald in his owne Countrye, and not O/- 
wald theim: Then, bycauſe it may ſeme by Beda himſelfe that it was 
in ſome Place farre from the Brytons ; for after that in the ninth Cha- 
piter of his third Booke of theccle/iaſtical Hyſtory, he hath reported that 
the Place wheare Ofwald was ſlaine had a ſpecial Vertue to heale a ſicke 
Horſe, he beginneth his tenth Chapiter with ſuche another Fable, that 
the Duſte of that Place ſaved a Poſt of a Houſe from Fire when the 
reſt of the Frame was conſumed, muche like the Ivory Mace of Romu- 
lus, that was afterward the Augure's Staf, which notwithſtandinge al 
the Fyringes of Rome, never periſhed, and ſayeth, that a certein Man 
of the Bryti/h Nation takinge his Journey that Way, Sc. by which 
Woordes he ſeameth to me to make the Bryton a Straunger to the Place; 
for otherwiſe he would have ſayd, one of the ſame Country, &c. But 
happely Leland had ſene ſomwhat els that moved him to be of that 
Opinion, althoughe he voucheth [not] any to warrant therfor: Wel, howſo- 
ever it weare ſo longe ſence with Ofweſtrie, it is no doubt but that at 
the ſone after the Tyme of the Conqueſt, the Fitgallens (now Earles of 
Arundel) became Owners of the Place, and ever ſythence to this have 
enjoyed it. It ſeameth by Giraldus, that it ſhould ſtand in that Part, 
which (beinge the third Portion of Wales) was called Poweſland. He 
reporteth alſo, that at ſuche Tyme as Hen. II. invaded Wales on that 
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Side, and burned their Churches whearſoever he came, that the Noble- 
men of the Country layed their Heades together, and had agreed to 
doe the like Deſtruction in Ingland, had it not bene that one Oeneus, 
(which Name we call Owen) being more godly diſpoſed than the reſt 
diſuaded theim, ſayinge, Syrs, we be muche inferiour to thengliſhmen in 
Power, notwithſtandinge, i, we forbeare to doe the Wickedneſs that they 
have committed, doubt you not but we ſhal have God propitious whom they 
have offended, and by his ſo Aide become their, at leaſt, Equalles, if not 
their Betters. 


Onxy, Och:s, Lat. Lel. A ſmal Brooke in Somer/ſet/hyre, ſpringinge 
out of Mynedepe Hylles, at the Head wherof (ſayeth Lel. in his Aſſer- 
tion of Arthur) theare was plowed up in the Tyme of Henry VIII. 
a longe Table of Lead with this auncyent Inſcription, T1. CLAup. 
CAESAR, AUG. P. M. TR. P. VIIII. IM. XVI. DE BRITAN. It is 
plaine that Tit. Claudius, (themperour of Rome, which was in this 
Realme about 44. Yeares after Chriſte, as in PoRCHESTER ſhal ap- 
peare) was ment hearby, and like inough it is, that this was ſome 
Remenant belonginge to Comb-mallet Caſtle within the ſame Shyre, of 
thantiquitie wherof is alreadie ſpoken in his proper Title. 


OpiHAu. I find not the Tyme of buyldinge the Caſtle of Odi- 
ham in Hampſbyre, but of the Continuance of the ſame ſence the firſt 

Dayes of Henry III. I want not good Certeintye ; for at fuche Tyme 1216. 
as the Nobles invited Lewes the Frenche Dolphyn into this Realme for 

Aide againſt Kinge bon, he landed at Sandwichs, and ſone after re- 
ceyved the ſtronge Holdes of al the South Partes (Dover and Wind- p,;jr 
fore excepted) into his Poſſeſſion. Amongeſt other, he had yelded 1238. 
into his Handes within Hampſhyre, the Caſtles of Wincheſter, Odi- _ 
ham, and Farnham. Symon Mountford alſo yelded this Caſtle, toge- 
ther with Kynelworth into the Handes of the ſame Kinge. In the \,,.. 
Tyme of Edo, III. (which had at once Priſonners, David and Fhon, Polydor. 
Kinges of Scotland and Fraunce) David was long Tyme in this Caſtle, Brut. 
and was at lengthe by the earneſt Suite of his Wife delyvered for 
looo Markes. William Lilley Father to George Lilley, and firſt Scole- 

maſter of Powles, was borne in this Towne, whome for the great 

Aide that he broughte to pure Learninge even then reſtoared to this 
Nation, I cannot but mention.

ST. Osr1THEs. Richard Byſhop of London, in the Reigne of 
Henry I. founded the Monaſtery of St. Ofithes in Eſſex, to the Ho- 
nour of that good Woman, whoſe Life Alberic Vere, (a Cha- 
non of St. Ofithes in Tyme of Henry III.) hathe taken Paines to 
put in Writinge. The Houſe was valued at þ77 Poundes of yearly 
Rent. | 


OrLEV. A Village neare Bedford ( ſayeth Jbon Roſs) which was 
ſom tyme the Palaice of Kinge Offa, and of him (by the Addition of 
leag, which we to this Day calle a Lee, or Leſowe) named Offey. 
He died at this Place (ſayeth Mat, Paris in his Chron. of St. Albons) 
and was buryed at age in a Chappel without the Towne, ſtand- 
inge upon the Banke of Ouſe. This Chapell (ſayethe he) was in Pro- 
ceſs of Tyme eaten away with the Ryver, ſo that the Tombe is ſonke 
into the Water out of Knowledge: Notwithſtandinge the comon People 
that ſwymme theare in Somer, fanſie that at ſome tyme they fele it 
with their Feete; but if at any tyme they calle other to witneſs, it 
vaniſhethe out of the Place and cannot be founde againe of longe 
Seaſon.  Belike theiſe good Fellowes of St. Albons had practiſed ſome 
pretye Legier du main, eyther to have called ſome great Gueſtes to 
the Searche of this Thinge, ( which ſhould have bene to their Pro- 
fite J warrant you) or els to daſell the ſelye Sort of Folke with- 


al, and make theim do ſomwhat to the Honour of Offa their 
Founder. | 


 Oswar nes Law. A Part or Hundreth of Worcefterſhyre, conteyn- 
inge 300 Hides of Lande, which had the Name of O/wald firſt By- 
ſhop of Worceter, then Archebyſhop of Yorke, and great Benefactour 
to the Monkes of St. Maries of Morceſter. It had the Addition of 
Law, bycauſe it was by his meanes exempted from the Lawe in manye 
Thinges, as /oc, /ac, and ſuche like, al which together withe the In- 


terpretation of a Hyde of Land, are to be found in my Tranſlation of 


the Saxon Lawes of this Realme. 


OGLEY. See the Booke of Perambulations, for Ogley.

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OreDIKE. Offa the Kinge of Mercia caſt a longe Trenche be- 
twene his Subjectes, and the Brytons, which cominge forth of the 
South neare Bry/{owe, paſſethe under the Foote of the Mountaines of 
Wales alonge towarde the Mouthe of the Ryver of Dee by Che/tre, 
and ſo betwene Coleby// and the Monaſterie of Baſingwerke into the 
Sea. This Trenche appeareth in many Places to this Day. In the 
Reigne of Edward the Confeſſour, Harold the Son of Earle God- 
wyne, by the Comaundment of the Kinge made an Expedition toward 
Wales, to ſuppreſſe the. Sedition of Grim; for the more ſure Execu- 
tion wherof, he toke Ship himſelfe at BriJtowe, havinge embarked 
with him a convenient Nombre of Souldiours, and willed his Brother 
Toſti to invade the Country with Horſemen by Land. Thus thone 
keapinge the Myddes, and thother ſaylinge about and takinge Land fo 
oft as Cauſe was offered, they fo daunted the Wel/hmen, that for their 
owne Savety they flew Griſin their Kinge, and preſented Harold with 
his Head. By meanes wherof the Countrye became ſo quyer, that 
the next Princes upon whome Kinge Edward beſt owed it, not only 
kept it quyet in his Obedience, but alſo yelded duely whatſoever 
had beene payed in any Tyme before. At this Voyage ( fayeth Gr- 
rald) Harold ſet up Pillers of Stone in every Part of Males with 
this Inſcription, Hic rurr Victor HARALDus: And at this tyme 
(ſayth Ranulph. Ceſtrenſ.) Ordre was taken that they of Wales ſhould 
not come over Ofdike with any Weapon. The fame Gyrald ſayeth 
further, that by Haroldes Meanes, the thre firſt Kinges after the 


Conqueſt weare never troubled with any Comotion of the Welſh- 


| OnxcrR, or Hv Oxcrr, Angra, Chron. Bellenſ. Richorde de 
Lucy, a Baron, and Cheif Juſtice of [nglande in the Tyme of Kinge 


Henry II. was Owner of Ongar-Caſtle in Efjex, as in the Chronicles cron, Bet. 
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of 


Pee Caer Peris, Brytan. Galf. & Hunt. A Towne in 
0 


Hampſbyre, near to the Sea, of which Galfride the Tranſlatour of 

Bryttiſhe Hiſtorie, and others the Followers of the ſame, have both 
auncient and honourable Mention. For they report, that at ſuche-tyme 
as Guiderius the Kinge of Brytons denyed to ſend to Rome the Tribut, 
that from the Tyme of Julius Cæſar to his Dayes, had bene yelded, 
Titus Claudius themperour came in Parſon to demaund it: And beſeig- 
inge Porcheſter, which was then walled, toke it by Force. He flew | 
Guiderius alſo, and maryinge his Daughter to Arviragus his Brother 
and Heir to the Crowne, not only reduced Ingland to the former Obe- 
dience, but by his Aide ſubdued to the Romane Empire the Iles of Orch- 
ney. Longe tyme after this, whiles themperour Conſtantin was occu- 
pied at Rome, Octavius, a Kinge of the Weſt Part of England, killed 
the Romane Governours, and crowned himſelf Kinge of the hole 
Realme: wherof when Conſtantine had Underſtandinge, he ſent his Un- 
cle Treber with an Army to recover Ingland. He likewiſe landed neare 
the Place, beſeiged, brake, and toke this Towne ; and finally, fo af- 
flicted Ofavins, that he expelled him the Realme. Howbeit after- 
ward Treber was flaine by Odlavius Freindes, and he retourninge out 
of Norwaye, once againe toke on him the Kingdome. The Coun- 
try about Porchefter was a Forreſt in the Tyme of Henry the Second, 


and after, called Porcheſter Forreſt, as by the Perambulation therof is 
to be ſene. 


PaRTENEyY, Peartan, & Peartanen, in Lib. Bed. Latinis. Lelando 
& Bale Bernig. Peopcan ea, J Peapran ea, in Saxon. Beda, in the 
ſeconde Boke and fixteenth Chapiter, and in the third Boke and ele- 
venth Chapiter of Thingliſbe Eccleſiaſtical Hyſtorie, maketh Mention 
of a Monaſterie that then was in L:incolnſhyre, which in the Latine 
Bookes is written Peartan and Peartanen; in the Saxon Copies Peop- 
Tanea, or Peaptanea, and was governed by one Aldwyn, Brother to 
Ethelhylda,. which was Abbeſs of a Monaſterie not farre of it. This 
Place is by Lel. and Bale, (as in the tenth Century and ninetenthe Di- 


viſion 
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viſion may appeare) taken for Bering in Lrncolnſhyre. For my part, 
(not knowinge what moved theim therto, neyther findinge Beringe in 
that hole Shyre) I can better like to call ic Parteney, which I find 
thear a Market Towne in the Jurifdiftion of Candleſhow, the rather for 
that I am ſure it is the ſame in Name, howſoever it be in Place. It 
hath two Faires yearly. 


PexTE, fl. I can delyver none other Certeintye of this Water, then ged. lib. 3. 
that I find in Beda, that Ced was made Byſhop over ache, and that cp. 22. 
he ordeyned Suffraganes or Helpers in certein Places of the Country, * 
eſpecially in theiſe two Places; Tilbury (which is wel knowen to this 
Day) ſtandinge neare the Thamiſe, and Ithancheſter, that was ſituate 
upon this Ryver Pente. I cannot learne eyther of this laſt Towne or 

ter; but I conjecture it ſhould be ſome of thoſe Places in Norfolke 
which at this Daye are called Caſtres, leavinge out the firſt halfe of 
thold Name; for no doubt Ced was Byſhop theare alſo, for as muche 
as he was over the Ea/t- Angles, which conteyned at that tyme Nor- 
folke, Suffolke, Cambrigeſhyre, Eſſex, &c. 


PLVYMTON. Plymencun, Saxon. Edueard the Son of Alfrede, gave Chron. Bath. 
to Aſſer the Byſhopp of Shyrburne (now Salrſbyrye) 23 Tenementes in & Welles. 
his Townes of Lydiard, Welington and Buckland, in Somerſetſhyre, in 9” - 
Exchaunge for che Monafterie of Plymton in Devonſhyre. Hearby I 
gather two Thinges, thone that this Monaſterye was at the firſt found- 
ed by ſome Byſhop of S$hyrburne, thother that Kinge Edward augment- 
ed it, for like it is that he had that Meaninge, when he procured the 
Patronage of it. This Aſſer is he that wrote the Life of Kinge A- 

Frede, and a Chronicle beſides, of bothe which I have great Helpe in 
this myne enterpriſed Topographical Dictionarie. It ſeameth that both 
this Monaſterie, and the Haven of Plymouthe thearby, ſhould take the 
Name of the Water Phmen. The Priory of Plimton grew to great 


Ryches, and was valewed in the Records at 912 Poundes of yearly Re- 
vennew. 


PoMFRETT, Pontefraicte, i. Broken Bridge, Legiolium Latine, Lel. 
& Bale. Camulodunum, Polyd. A faire Caſtle, almoſt in the mydde 
way betwene Doncaſter and Yorke, more eſtimable for the Pleaſure of 
the Soyle, then for the Strengthe of the Situation. Polydore will have 
that Place which Pfolome and Tacitus calle Camulodonum, to be eyther 
Doncaſter or Pomfreit, Leland and Bale thinke rather it ſhould be, 
that which Antoninus callethe Legiolium. It is hard to judge whether 
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goeth nearer the Truthe, by reaſon that thauctors above- named may 
reaſonablie be underſtanded to meane eyther: Leavinge therfore the 
Controverſie for thold Name at large, I dare affirme that it toke the 
Name it now beareth of a Norman, and I thinke of the Lacyes, ſome- 
tyme Earles of Lincolne, who were the Founders of thabbey theare. 
Theare lyved in the Tyme of Edu. III. one Thom. Caſtleford a Benedict 
Monke of Pomfreit, which writinge the Hyſtorie of that Place, began 
with on Aſke a Saxon, firſt Owner of it, and from him deryvethe the 
Poſſeſſion after the Conqueſt to the Lacyes, and conſequently to the 
Houſe of Lancaſter. Thomas thearle of Lancaſter buylded the Caſtle, 
and beinge overthrowen by Kinge Rich. II. at Burton upon Trent, for 
that he joyned with the Nobilitie to expulſe the Spenſers, he was 
afterward beheaded within the ſame, and buryed in the Priorye. The 
Relligious of that Place made him holy by Miracles after his Death, but 
the better Opinion is, that he was a Traytor in his Life. Belike they 
had never a — before that Tyme, and that was in thoſe Days 
Novum genus aucupii. Kinge Richard II. that was depoſed by Hen. IV. 
was eyther ſlayne by Force, or pyned for Famine in this Caſtle. Kinge 
Rich. III. was the firſt that gave the Towne their Maior. Out of this 
Towne came Peter, that prophecyed of Kinge 7hon, and appointed a 
Day certein, after which he ſhould be no longer Kinge. Indeed he 
ſayed truly after a forte, for the Kinge became the Pope's Vaſſale be- 
fore the Daye that Peter prefixed ; but yet he had ſo muche Auctoritie 


of a Kinge lefte, that he honge up the Prophet. The Monaſterie was 
valewed in the Recordes at 337 Poundes by Yeare. 


PoRTESMOUTHE, Magnus Portis, Lat. Paul. Jov. Poptermuþa, 
Saxon. 'The comen Haven to arryve or embarke, to or from Nor- 
mandie, which toke the Name of one Port, a Saxon, that landed theare 
in Aide of Cerdic and Kinric, the firſt Founders of the Weſt-Saxon 
Kingdome: And therfore it is evident, that bothe Porteſimouthe, Port- 
chefter, Portland, and alſo the Countrie thearabout, toke at firſt the 
Name of him. I cannot tel what auncyent Buyldinge theare is now 
for the Reſceit of the Prince, but I reade that Kinge Fhon and his Wife 
kept a Roiall Feaſt duringe the hole Fh:7Jontyde theare, what tyme they 
went over to treat with the Kinge of Fraunce for Peace. Petre de 
Roche, Byſhop of Wynton in the Tyme of Hen. III. buylded an Hoſpital 
for the Releif of the Poore theare. In the Tyme of Edw. III. a Navye 
of the Frenche arryved at Port/mouthe, and ſettinge Fire on the Towne, 
the Pariſhe a! i and the Hoſpitall, they retourned to their Shippes 
without Harme. But it was not longe before Kinge Edward, provoked 


by this and other Injuries, repayed theim with heaped Meaſure in the 
Battail 
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Battail of Creſſey. This Hoſpital is valued in the Recordes at 33 


Poundes of yearly Revennew. In the twenty eighth of Kinge Hen. VI. Cbron. incer- 


his Reigne, Adam Moleyns K 


Chicheſter, was ſent to Port ſmouth to pay Wages to the Shipmen and 
Maryners ; but upon occaſion of evel Language, owinge for the abridg- 
inge of their Dueties, they fell upon him, and flew him. 


PerRyYTHE. After that Kinge Edw. I. had well beaten the Scores, 
they ſought for Helpe at Pope Bonifacius Fete, He forthwithe en- 
treateth not the Kinge like a Peace-Maker for theim, bur like a joylye 
Potentate maketh Challenge for himſelfe ; affirming that Scotland per- 
teyneth of Right to the See Apoſtolicque, by reaſon that they of that 
Realme had their firſt Converſion to the Faythe by St. Peter's Reliques. 
And whearas the K. of Scottes hathe done him Fealtie, whearby happely 
he toke Occaſion to afke further, he ſayeth, that was only for his Landes 
of Tindale in Northumberland, and Perythe in Cumberland, which lye 
within the Realme of Ingland, and not for any Obedience that he ow- 
eth him for the Kingdome of Scotland. He enjoyneth him therfore, 
that eyther he ceaſſe to procede further, or els that he fend to Rome for 
Tryal of his Right, wheare he ſhal have ſpedie Juſtice. But the Kinge 
callinge his Counſeil together maketh large Aunſweare, whearin he 
ſheweth the Homages done by the Kinges of Scottes, from Edward 
the Son of Alfrede unto his owne Tyme, and concludinge that ſence 
both by Proprietie and Poſſeſſion it belongeth to him, it may pleaſe 
his Holynes to take Knowlege of his apparent Righte, rather then to 
gyve Eare to the injuſt Complaintes of any his Adverſaries. And as 

touchinge his ſendinge to Rome for Trial of his Cauſe, he had therof 
conſulted with his Nobilitie, which alſo had by their Letters exhibited 


eper of the Privye Seale, and Biſhop of i Auctoils, 


to his Holynes their Intention in that Behalfe. Theiſe Letters report, Profp. fol. 40. 


that the Realme of Scotland, both in tyme of the Brytons, and ever af- 
ter, hath aunſweared Obedience to the Crowne of Ingland, and tel 
the Pope plainlye, that the Kinges of [ng/and ought not to be tryed 
in any his temporal Affaires by any Judge whatſoever, ſpiritual or 
temporal, out of his Realme,.&c. It ſhal not be amyſſe, when fitte 
Tyme ſhal be, to inſert theiſe Epiſtles, for the Woorthynes of the 


fame. 


PRESTFEN. A Village neare Werke in Northumberland, wheare Kinge pg. 
Edi. I. loſt almoſt 1000 Men, by this Occaſion. Robert Ros the Cap- 
rein of Werke, notwithſtandinge his Othe of Fidelitie made to the Kinge, 
revolted to the Scottes; William Rojs his Brother abidinge in his Alle- 


geance,

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geance, kept the Caſtle to the Behofe of King Edward that notwith- 


ſtandinge, and ſent to him for a convenient Supplye of Souldiours for 
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the Defence of the ſame. Theſe Souldiours weare no ſooner come in- 
to Preſtfeen, but they weare aſſayled by Robert Roſs and his Complices 
upon the ſodaine, and almoſt al ſlayne. But Kinge Edward havinge 


Knowledge herof, gathered his Army, and invadinge Scotland, toke 
Barwicke from theim in amendes, 


PymsEy. Pepenrea, Saxon. 9 Polyd. Pevenſel. Pariſ. 
Suane, one of the Sonnes of Earle Godwine, had raviſhed Edg:ve the 
Ladie Abbeſs of Lemſter; and bycauſe that after the Fault was detect- 
ed he could not with the Kinge's Licence have her to Wife, he aban- 
doned the Realme. Not longe after he arryved againe at this Place 
withe fourtie Shippes, and by the Interceſſion of Beorne his Coſine, he 
had ſome Promiſe of Reconſiliation withe the Kinge: Howbeit for the 
full makinge up of his Peace (as he pretended) he defired Beorne to 
accompanie him to Sandwiche, wheare the Kinge laye. Now when 
they had put from the Lande, Suane firſt byndeth him Hand and Foote, 
and then at Dertmouth putte him to Death : By which Offence he fo 
aggravated the Kinge's Indignation, that he was dryven to forſake the 
Realme againe, till at the laſt, by the meanes of Aldred the Byſhop of 
Worceſter, he was with muche Suite reſtoared to the Kinge's Favour. 
Kinge William the Conquerour, after thoppinion of the moſt approved 
Authors, (beſides the Hyſtorie of Batteil Abbay of his owne Foundation) 
toke firſt Landinge by Pevenſey Caſtle, what tyme he came to fight with 
Harold; and bycauſe he would take from his Souldiours al Hope of Flight, 
and encourage theim by Neceſſitie, he burned his Navye before their 
Eyes. Mat. of Weſim. affirmeth that he landed at Haſtinges. After ſuche 
tyme as William Rufus was annointed Kinge, the Norman Nobilitie, 

artly for the Diſlike of his Government, and partly for Diſdaine that 
be had therin ſupplanted Robert his elder Brother, aroſe againſt him, 
in ſo muche as Odo his Uncle moved Warre in Kent, and Roger Earl of 
Moreton occupied this Caſtle: but Kinge William forthwith beſeiged it, 
and ſo contynuing by the Space of ſixe Weakes toke it by Force. Heare 
had he a great Nombre of the Nobilitie, but Odo was wantinge, for he 
held the Caſtle of Roc heſter; whearfore the Kinge made thyther with al 
ſpede, and takinge the Pece, made him for Savegard of his Life to ab- 


jure the Realme. And thus Odo, that tofore had ruled al, was depry- 


ved of his Dignitie; and therfore goinge over into Normandie, was b 


thearl Robert (for whoſe Cauſe he had encurred this Perille) appointed 


to govern that Countrye. This Caſtle came afterward to the Poſſeſſion 
of 
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of Kinge Stephen's Baſtard Son, and was by him amongeſt others ſur- 
rendred into the Handes of Kinge Hen. II. who receyved it not unthank- 
fully, but e him to enjoy ſo muche therfore as Stephen had at 


any tyme before he was Kinge, What tyme Kinge Hen. III. was over- 1261. 
throwen at Lewes by Symon Mountford , _ of the Nobilitie of the *'*- 


Kinge's Side fled to Pemſey Caſtle, and weare ſuccoured therin. Theare

PoLLEsWwoORTH. Polleppupoa, in carta Donat. Polleſbyrie, Floril. 
Althoughe I find in the Continuation of Proſper Aquit. that one Mod. Proſp. 
wenna an TIriſhe Woman, ſhould by the Aide of Kinge Alfrede erect a 883. 
Monaſterie at Pollefworthe in Ardene, which is a Portion of Warwick- 
ſbyre: Yet I thinke better of Mat. Weſtminſter, which aſcribeth the firſt 
Honour brought to this Place to Editha the Siſter of Kinge Athel/tane, piotil. 
which beinge maryed to Sytrich the Kinge of Northumberland, and af- 925: 
ter put from him, withdrew her ſelfe to Polleſbyry, (fo Mathew calleth 
it) and ended her Life theare in Prayer and Faſtinge: For I find in a 
Chartre of Donation, made in the Tyme of K. Stephen, and exemplyed 
by Sir VN Priſe, thoriginal wherof I my ſelfe have ſeene alſo, that 
Sir Robert Marmioun and Melleſent his Wife, gave to one Oſanna a Pri- Ex charta 
oreſs, the Churche of St. Edithes in Polleſiwurd, together with the Ma- Donat. 
nor of Pollefworth, Waverton, &c. towarde the Erection of a Monaſte- 
rie of Nonnes theare ; whearby I ſee that Editha was in Price at Polleſ- 
worthe, but of Modwenna no Wordes, which had bene great Ingrati- 
rude, if ſhe had firſt choſen the Place. But it may be that Editha 
with her Miracles (for Mathew Weſt. ſayeth ſhe wrought great Stoare 
even to his Tyme) put Modwen cleane out of Memorie, the rather by- 
cauſe Miracles brought Money, and the Good-Fellowes of thoſe Tymes 
uſed not the Pater Noſter without Hope of the Peny. 


PET ERBZORO WN, Petrepolis, Latine, Lel. St. Pecper Mynpene. æx 
Bupgh, Saxon. Mederhamy red, antiquitus. Thear is a ſmall Dif- 
ference amongeſt Writers, for the firſt Author of the great Monaſte 
that was ſometyme at Peterborowe, whiles Bede, and others that follow 654. 
him, aſcribe it to Sexwwu!f the firſt Abbot of the ſame Houſe, and the 
Chron of Peterborow attribute it to Peada the Kinge of Mercia, and OF Chron. Croyl.

muche to ſay as a Cytie, or walled Towne. Thus Peterborow began 
eftſones to wax wanton, and in the Dayes of Edward the Confeſſour, by 
the Induſtrie and Prollinge of the Abbot Legfric, grew ſo riche in Land, 
ſo ſtoared of Silver and Golden Furniture, that it bare the Name of 
Gildenbourgh throughout the Realme. This Man lyved at the Cominge 
in of the Conquerour, and found ſuche Favour at his Handes, that he 
had added to the Heape of his Wealthe the riche Abbayes of Burton, 
Coventrye, Croyland, and Thorney. Now is Peterborough not only made 
equal to her former Dignitie, but alſo farre above any other that I reade 
of within this Lande. But behold, this ſecond Puffe of Pride want- 
eth not his Scourge alſo. Leofric dyeth, Brand the next Abbot, by Ad- 
vice of his Monkes, (which thought that Edgar Ethelinge ſhould have 
depryved William of his Regalitie throughe the Help of the Freindes 
that he made,) curryed Favell with Edgar, and ſo incurred the Diſplea- 
ſure of William. But before they could reconſile him againe, it coaſt 
theim ſome Money. This (ſayeth their own Chronicle) was the Begin- 
ninge of their Woe, which from that Day forward was layed upon theim 
with heaped Meaſure : For ſtreight after, Hereward and his Complices 
(that rebelled againſt the Conquerour) iſſued out of thile of Eley, and 
takinge from hence a moſt ryche Bootye, gave Fire to the Houſe. In 
the Tyme of dere the Firſt, Son to the Conquerour, a Nombre of 
Flemiſbe and Frenche Pyrates entered this Houſe, and ſpoiled it of all 
that ever they founde. And within 14 Yeares after, almoſt the hole 
Abbay and Towne alſo was conſumed with Fire, which whether it 
came from Heaven dyrectly, or weare raiſed out of the Earth by him 
that ſitteth in Heaven, I finde not; but ſure I am, that without him it 
came not. Laſtly, Kinge 7hor in his Furie ſpoyled and ſacked it. This 
was once againe the State of Peterborowgh, which notwithſtandinge the 
thyrde tyme was re-edefied, and grew to be worth at the Tyme of the 


general Suppreſſion of Religious Houſes, 1721 Poundes oi yearly Re- 


vennew. Kinge Hen. VIII. out of part of this Revennew, erected theare 
a Byſhop's See, which to this Day contynueth. 


Pere, Peaclond, Saxonice. A hygh Ground, Parcel of Darbyſbyre, 
in the which (ſayeth Henry Hunt.) is one of the fower Miracles of In- 


gland. That is to wete, a great Wynd cominge out of the hollow Partes 


of the Earthe. This is fo farre from Marveil, that I take it to ſtand 
with the natural Generation of Windes; for as the general Wynd is an 
Exhalacion drawen up to the midle Region of the Aire by the Heat of 
the Son, and by the Weight of it ſelfe throwen downe againe, and * 
vet 
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veth Sidelonge; ſo the perticular Winde is nothinge els but Ater crept 

into the hollow Caves of the Earthe, which for ſo muche as it will 

not be pent in, ſearcheth al about for an Iſſue, and fo findinge ſuche a 
Mouthe, is vehement neare hand, like theWynde that comethe out of 

a Bellowes, but farther of is of leſſe Force, and extendeth many tymes 

no further then that Region. But ſuche are the reſt of his Marveiles 

alſo, and therfore I will leave theim. Within the Compaſs of Pete, OS: 2 
Kinge Edward the Son of Alfred buylded a ſtronge Hold, which I take 924. 
to be Caſtleton theare. Kinge Richard the Firſt, amongeſt other , 189 
Thinges that he gave to Jon his Brother, beſtowed upon him the Earl- "_ 
dome of Glouceſter, and Peke-Caſile.

PETHERToON. Pebpida J Pedpidanmube, Saxon. Pendrida, Floril. | 
comonly Northpetherton, in Sumerſetſhyre. A Forreſt and Portion of i 
Sumerſetſhyre, which ſeameth to have taken the Name of the Water 

about which it lyeth, called auncyently Pedrida, for one Place within 

the ſame is called Pedridan Mouth, which is an evydent Argument 1 
hearof. Cenwalch the Kinge of Weſtſex fought at Penne in Sumerſet= 6,8. | 
 ſhyre againſt the Brytons, and chaſinge theim to this Place, made ſuch Hunting. | 
Havocke of theim, as they weare never able to recover the Loſſe. Al- 

moſt two hundreth Yeares after, the Danes offered to land in Somer- 

ſetſhyre, but Eanulf then Duke of the Country, and Ealh/tan Byſhop g 

of Shyrburne prepared their Forces to reſiſte, and manfully repulſed age 
theim. In the Tyme of William the Conquerour, the Byſhop held a 
Synode at Petherton, whearat the Kinge was preſent. In this Synode 1070. 
Wulſtan the Byſhop of Worceſter demaunded of Thomas then newly con- 

ſecrated Archebyſhop of Yorke, the Reſtitution of certeine Landes taken 

from him by ſome of Thomas his Predeceſſours, and recovered theim. 

The late emprinted Mat. of Weſt. by the Fault either of the Copie, or 

of the Corrector, miſnameth this Place (as in maner  corrupteth al 

other thauncient Names) Pendridan and Petheredeſmuthe, for Pedri- 

dan and Pedridans Mouth. I have red that Kinge Stephen gave thad- Chron. Bath, 
vowſon of this Churche with others to Robert in his Tyme Byſhop 

of Bathe, I have alſo a Perambulation of Pedderton-Forre/t. 


PexNne, Pennum, Huntingd. Peanho, Saxon. Cenwalh Kinge of Weſt 658 
ſex began the great Battail which he had with the B/ytons, at this Place, Hunting. 
as is already in PETHERTON diſcloſed. The Danes that Landed in the . 
Weſt Countrye, and had beſeiged Exceſter, weare met by the Somer/et Aſſer. 
and Devonſhyre Men at Penne alſo; but they prevayled, and gettinge

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rie that Edmund Ironfide obteyned againſt the Danes, was at this Place 
likewiſe. He that made the Continuation to Aſſerus, deſcribeth it to 
lye neare Gillingbam in Dor/ſetſhyre, and I findinge none ſuche in that 
Countrye, and knowinge that the Boundes of G://;ngham-Forre/t weare 
large, take it to be Penne in Somerſetſbyre adjoyninge, albeit I find in 
Northamptonſbyre a Towne of the verie Name, that this hath in the 
Saxon. | 


PorT, and PoRTLAnD, Portuina, Latine, Lel. An Ile in Dor/ct- 
ſbyre, about eight Myles in Compaſle, naturally defenſed with Rocke 
againſt the Enemy, and plenteouſly ſtoared with al Neceſſaries for the 
Inhabitante. I am of Opinion that it was ſome tyme maine Land, and 
Parcel of the Continent, bycauſe the auncyent Saxon Name is not Popta 
ealond, or 1zlone, that is to ſay, the Ile of Port, but Port and Port- 
land, which is that large Countrye that toke the Name of Port the 
Saxon, as Porteſmouth, and Porcheſter likewiſe did. Athulf the Kinge 
of Weſtjex, beinge muche greived and often aſſayled withe the Danes, 
determined with all his Forces to reſiſte theim; and therfore he ſent to 
Hampton the Earle Wighthard, which overthrew ſo many of theim as 
had arryved out of 33 Veſſels: He ſent Erdelhelm alſo, an other Earle 
into Dorſetſbyre; but he metinge with theim at Port, was diſcomfited, 
and ſlaine in the Field. After this, in the Dayes of Kinge Erhelred, 
which above al other felt the Furie of the Daniſhe Warre, thre Sayle 
of theim arryved at Portland, and ſpoyled it. The Earle Godwyn alſo 
and his Sonnes, duringe the Tyme of their Exile not only ſpoyled this 
Ile, but heryed almoſt al the Eaſt, Southe, and Weſt Partes of Inglande 


alſo. Kinge Henry VIII. what tyme he buylded magnificentlye in ma- 


ny Places of the Realme, for the neceſſarie Defence of the ſame, erect- 
ed a Caſtle or Blockhouſe in this Ile. Ir hath in it but one Pariſhe- 
Churche. Theare are in the ſame Quarter dyvers other Places that 
retayne Memorye of Port, as Byrport, Porton, Portefham, &c. al which 
together with thother fornamed, I thinke weare ſome tyme conteyned 
under the Name of Port, or Portlande. 


PorTLoCKE, Poptloca, Saxon. Portloc, Hunting. & falſo Pords- 
can. A Towne in Somerſetſhyre, ſtandinge upon the Sea-Shore, whear 
in the Tyme of Edward the Son of Alfrede, the Danes that in great 
Nombres weare then come out of Normandie, and lay ſoaringe at the 
Mouth of Severne, lyke Haukes over their Pray, landed, and ment to 
have ſpoyled the Countrye ; but the Kinge had fo providentlye fur- 
niſhed the Quarter with Men of Warre, that they weare Gay al 

1 | ayne 
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flayne for their Labour. In the Tyme of the Baniſhment of the Earl er 
Godwyn and his Sonnes, whiles Godwwyn was buſie to ſpoyle and ravyne — at 
about the Ile of Wight and Portland, Harold his Son came out of Jre— 

land, and landed at Porthcke, wheare he ſlewe ſo many as made Re- 


ſiſtance, and retorned to his Shippes laden with a great Bootye. 


PLYMOUTH. Sutton, Bale. A Haven Towne in Devonſhyre, which 
(ſayeth Bale in his Votaries) was ſome tyme called Sutton, for Proofe 
wherof he cyteth out of the Monumentes of Plymton Priory hard by, *** 
the Report of a Controverſy that aroſe betwene the Priour of Plymto 1176. 
and one Valletorda for the Right of the Benefice of Plymouthe, then 
Sutton; by which Precedent it appeareth evidently that Preiſtes within 
this Realme uſed to marye, neyther weare they ever forbidden Matri- 
monie before the Tyme of Kinge Henry the Firſt, as by the Hyſtorie 
of Hen. Archdeacon of Huntingdon, that lyved in that Age may appeare 
for about the Begynninge of Hen. I. he hathe theiſe Woordes. Ad fe- 1102. 
ſtum Sancti Mychaelis tenuit Anſelmus Archieprſcopus conſilium Londini, . 
in quo prohibuit uxores ſacerdotibus Anglorum, antea non prohibitas. And 
immediatly after, reportinge what was thought of this Ordinance, he 
ſticketh not to utter the Opinions of bothe Sides in this Maner: Quod 
guibuſdam mundiſſimum viſum eſt, quibuſdam periculoſum, nedum mun- 
ditias viribus majores appeterent, in immunditias horribiles ad Chriſtiant 
nominis ſummum dedecus inciderent. How truely they ſaied, that weare 
of this laſt Opinion, the filthye and horrible Crimes of the Clergie in 
that Kinde, have ever ſythence borne ſufficient Teſtimonie. But lea- 
vinge the Mariage of Preiſtes, I will procede withe P/ymouthe. In the 1402, 
Reigne of Hen. IV. the Lord of Caſtil in Bretayne, accompanyed withe 
other bothe Frenche and Flemiſbe Pyrates, landed at Plymouth, and 
ſpoyled the Towne. But the great Honour that Plymouthe receaved, 
what Tyme it poſſeſſed Edward the blacke Prince retourninge trium- 

hant from the Battaile of Poytiers, and laden withe the riche Spoiles 13356. 
of the Parſons of Jhon the Kinge of Fraunce, Phy/ip his younge Son, Polyd. 
and manye others of his Nobilitie, prepared ſufficient Contentation to 
beare this litle Harme, thoughe otherwiſe the ſame had not bene re- | 
venged by Slaughter of thoſe that did it, as in the Yeare followinge it 1493 
happened upon the Sea over-againſt Dertmouthe.

PLrSsH VT, Pleiſet, Mat. Paris. A Place neare Dunmowe in Eſſex, 
wheare was ſome tyme a College, and a Caſtle, wherot the Caſtle is 
of more Antiquitie ; for what tyme Kinge S was in the Heate 


of the Warre that was moved againſt him by Maude chempreſs for the 
Right 
O 
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Right of the Crowne, and that he perceyved that amongeſt others 
Geffrey Maundvylle then Earle of 2 ayded her muche, he ſet upon 
him at St. Albons, and in Fight toke him Priſonner. This Earle was 
not delyvered, before he had yelded up the Towre of London (wher- 
on he had beſtowed great Coſt) and the Caſtles of Walden, and Plecye, 
both which (I thinke) he had before buylded. The College was found- 
ed by Thom. Duke of Glouceſter, one of the Sonnes of Edward III. 
which beinge on a Tyme in great Daunger by Reaſon of a Tempeſt 
upon the Sea, vowed ſolemnly in that Neceſſitye, that if he eſcaped 
he would erecte a Colledge of thre Preiſtes to the Honour of the Tri- 
nitie therfore; which at the firſt he performed accordinglye, but after- 
ward he added ſixe others, two Clerkes, and certein Choriſters. This 
Duke was afterward apprehended heare by R:ch. II. his Nephew, and 
ſent to Calais, wheare he was moſt villanouſly murthered. The College 
was valued at 139 Poundes yearly. In the Beginninge of the Reigne 
of Hen. IV. which clymed to the Crowne by Deprivation of Rich. II. 
and was not yet fully ſetled in that tickle Chayre, they of the Nobilitie 
conſpired to have murdered him in a Diſguiſinge at Vindſoare. But 
their Fraude was unmaſked, and they for feare fled into Corners, in 
ſo muche that amongeſt other the Duke of Exceſter was taken in a 


Mylle at Prittewel in Eſſex, from whence he was caryed to Plecye, and 
theare beheaded, 


PipEwEL. Ranulfe Earle of Cheſter, in the tyme of Kinge Stephen, 


edefied the Monaſterie of Pipewel in Northamptonſhyre. Kinge Rich. 


the Firſt lyinge at Pipewell, at the Requeſt of his Counſeil beſtowed 
five or ſix Byſhoprickes at once that Hen. II. had kept in his Handes. 
Kinge Edi. I. gave to this Houſe the Patronage of the Churche of 


Wychambrooke, The Monaſterye was valued at 286 Poundes by 
Veare. | 


PENBROKE, Penbroc, i. caput maritimum, Gyrald. The principal 
Part of South-Males, which of the Caſtel (ſtandinge in a Promontorie 
towarde the Sea) hathe taken the Name Penbroc, that is to fay, a Head 


that runneth into the Sea, as Gyrald in his Itinerarie of Wales expoun- 


dethe it. One Ernulfe appointed to the Government of that Part b 

Kinge Hen. I. was the firſt Founder of Penbroc-Caſtle, which he made 
of Turfe and Tymbre only, and gave the Cuſtodie therof to one Gi- 
rald of Windſore, his Conneſtable. Maurice the Son of this Girald 
and his halfe Brother, weare the firſt alſo that attempted Trelande, the 
Conqueſt wherof folowed in the tyme of Hen. II. Sylveſter Giraldus 


that 
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that wrote the Topographie and Itinerarie of Wales, was borne at May- 
norpir in Penbrocſhyre, as himſelfe confeſſeth. What Tyme Kinge Jhor 
made his Expedition into Jrelande, and compelled theim to receyve the 
Ingliſbe Lawes, (deputinge Walter Gray Byſhop of Norwiche to the Go-Lanit 700 
vernment, which was the firſt that turned their Money into the Forme 

of Roundnes) he made al his Preparation at Penbroke. After the Death 

of William Marſhal, Richard his Brother claymed at the Handes of 
Kinge Hen. III. the Inheritance, for ſo muche as his Brother dyed with- 

out Iſſue, and offered to make his Homage therfore ; but the Kinge ca- 
vylled with him, and ſayed, that his Brother's Wife was with Chylde, 
addinge ſuche further opprobrious Speache, as Richard offended thearat, Patil: 
occupied the Caſtle and Honour of Penbroke by Force, and gatheringe 
his Powers together determined to have wonne the reſt by Armes. The 
Kinge partly upon the Conſcience of the Wronge, partly at the Intrea- 
ty of the Nobilitie, and ſomwhat alſo for feare of that which might 
enſue, accepted his Homage, and delyvered him the Inheritance. In 


che Dayes of the ſame Kinge, which did not (for want of Courage) pt!“ 


cutt of the Heades of the firſt Eon, the Welſomen made many 


Uprores, and did muche Spoyle in Penbrocſhyre. In reſpect of this Ho- Lib. London, 


nour of Penbroc and Denby, Fhon Haſtinges, the right Heire, claymed 
to beare the ſecond Sword at the Coronation of Kinge Rich. II. and up- 
on his Title diſcloſed, his Right examined and found, he wan it from 
the Earl of Arundel that challenged it likewiſe. Kinge Hen. VII. the 
Stinter of thegreat Strife that aroſe upon this Queſtion, Whether of 
the two Roſes ſhould have the higheſt Place in the Garland, was borne. 
at Penbroc, 


Pincr. A ſmalle Village in the North Countrye, which William de 
Forz Earle of Aumarle ſpoiled, at ſuche Tyme as by the Inſtigation of 
Falcaſius and other Straungers havinge Charge within the Realme, he 


toke Armes againſt Kinge Hen. III. and defended himſelfe in the Caſtle 122r. 


of BIHAM, as under that Title is before made open, b. 44. I doubte Parlf. 
ſomwhat whether the Place be miſwritten, for Twynge in York- 


ſhyre. 


_ -PeNnRyN, Pennorium, Lat. Lelando. A Market 'Towne withein the 
Mouthe of Falmouth-Haven in Cornwall, wheare was alſo a relligious 
Houſe, the Foundation or Valew wherof I find not. 


A Part of Mer10- 
nethſhyre in Wales, which is the Head of the Lake called in Ingliſbe

He addeth alſo, that this Lake dothe not encreaſe by any Fall of Rayne, 
but with Storme of Winde it ſwellethe marveilouſlye, and paſſeth the 
Bankes. Out of this Lake iſſueth the Ryver of Dez, which waſh- 
eth the Citie of Che/ter, as under that Title is already ſhewed. 


PooLE, Abrefraum, Latine, Lel. Fnomuba, Saxon. A Towne in 
Dor ſelſbyre, which (as Leland reportethe) was ſome tyme called Fro- 
mouthe, and ſtandethe upon the Confluence of the two Waters, Frome 
and Terent : But now of the Aboundance of Water is named Poole. 
Theare is to this Day a Towne or twayne within that Shyre, that re- 
tayne the auncyent Name of Frome, and the like alſo, or moe in Nom- 
ber that expreſs Tarent, al which belike ſtand neare the fame Waters. 
Theare is alſo a Towne and Caſtle in Wales, called Poole, whear, in 
the tyme of Kinge Rich. I. Madoc, Capitaine of the Vel Rebelles, re- 
ceyved his Overthrow, after this Maner. The Kinge prepared to goe 
into Gaſcoigne, wherof the Welſbmen havinge ſome Incklinge, and ſup- 
poſinge that he had bene gone, aſſembled in great Nombres, and made 
Madoc their Lorde: Now as fone as Kinge Edw. underitode this, he 
ſent againſt theim with al Spede William Beauchamp Earl of War- 
wicke, which metinge with theim betwene the Caſtles of Pecole and 
Montgomerie, overthrew the moſt part, and put to Flight Madoc and 
the Reſidue. This Tumult gave Occaſion to the ſame Kinge, to in- 
vade Wales fone after, wheare he toke Madoc and beheaded him, and. 
buyldinge at Beaumariſhe and other Places, brought into Subjection the 
hole Countrye. . 


PRrisrrIx r, Fanum Andreæ, Lat. Llanandre, Bryt. Lel. A Towne 
in Wales, which Lelande calleth in Latine Tanum Andreæ, bycauſe he 
findeth it named Llanandre in Brytiſbe, which ſoundeth as muche.

PrESTHOLME, Siriolia, Latine, Lel. Penmone, Brytan. A ſmalle 
land neare unto Angliſey, which (ſayeth Leland) was auncyently called 
Siriolia, of one Siriolus an Heremite that lyved therin. The uſual 
Name by Interpretation ſoundeth, the wooddy Ile of the Preiſtes. 


PENTADER, i. caput Cathedre, Gyrald. Girald diſcourſinge by what 
meanes the Wel/hmen might beſt ſhake of Subjection, affirmeth, that 
if they weare armed out of Fraunce, if the Princes and Noblemen 
agreed amongeſt theimſelfes, and that the comon Sort would thinke 
of the Trojan Nobleſs and Vertue from whence they be degenerate, 
they ſhould become invincible: He addeth alſo, that what tyme Kinge 
Hen. II. invaded the Countrye, and conſulted at this Place in South- 
Wales a wiſe Man of that Parte, to underſtand by what meanes thoſe 
Rebelles might beſt be ſubdued ; the other aunſwered, Well may they 


be weakned for their Synnes, but without Godde's great Vengeance 
ſubdued never. 


PycaLlr, Wincenhale, Huntingd. Picanheall, Saxon. and Symeoni 


a litle before ſuche tyme as Alfwold the Kinge of Northumberland was 
{layne of Sigan, and the verie next Yeare after the Danes firſt Arryvall 
in Ingland. The Place is now after oure Maner cutt ſhorter, and is 
called Pycall. Theare was another Synod holden alſo under Fonhald 


tharchebyſhop, in which many Thinges weare provided for the Bene- Sn Oi 


fite of the Churches in the North Countrye. See WiGuaLr. 


PocuLcyuRCcnE. It was the Maner of the Kinges before the Con- 
queſt, to celebrate yearly the Feaſt of Auguſtine the Monke, of whome 
they firſt receyved the Faythe, with muche Solemnitie. Now as Kinge 
Edmund the Brother and Succeſſour to Athe//tane ſolemniſed this Feaſt 
at Pucel:hurche in Glouceſter ſhyre, and ſurveied the Hall to welcome 
the Companie, he eſpied in the Preſs a lewd Fellow called Lesf, whome 
he had not longe before baniſhed the Court for Felonie; forthwithe 
therfore he comaunded his Uſher to rydd him out of the Halle, but 
ſeinge that he obeyed not the Meflenger, he aroſe himſelfe from the 
Table in great haſt, and takinge him faſt by the Here of the Head flang 
him downe in the Flower, and fell upon him: This Villane feclinge 
the Kinge to lye upon him, privelye drew out his Knife, and woun- 
ded him to the Deathe. And thus this Kinge's over-hardie Attempte, 
procured himſelfe over-haſtie Deathe. The printed Copie of Mat.

Bracton. el. ther Thinges, that they ſhall not be impleaded at any other Place then 
n. within their Court at Shipweham. Dyvers other Immunities the Inha- 
bitantes of the five Portes enjoy to this Day, and amongeſt other they 

are alwayes excepted out of the Booke of Subſedie. They alſo beare 

the fowre Staves of the Canapie over the Kinge's Head at his Corona- 

tion, and fit to Dyner at the uppermoſt Table in the Halle on the 

Kinge's right Hand the ſame Daye. In confideration of which Pri- 
vieledges, they rigge up at eche tyme that the Kinge goeth over Sea 

57 Shippes, havinge in eche of theim 20 armed Souldiours, and beare 

the hole Charge duringe the Space of fyftene Dayes next followinge. 

And this is al that I finde touchinge the Libertie of the five Portes, 

- Paiiſ. {ſence the tyme of Edw. I. Now to make playne beſide this Recytall in 
the Chartre that they bare that Name before, I reade in Mat. Paris, 

12179. That what tyme Lewes the Frenche Dolphyn diſtourbed this Realme, and 
had ſent into Fraunce for new Supplie of Souldiours, Hubert of Bur- 

rough then Captaine of Dover, by the Aſſiſtance of the five Portes ar- 

med 40 Shippes, and metinge with, 80 Frenche upon the Sea, ſonke 

ſome, and toke the reſt. Kinge Hen. III. alſo after he came to ripe 

1293. Yeare, had Uſe of the Navye of the Cinque Portes. I finde likewiſe 
Ano:ymus. that after the tyme of this Chartre, the Navye of the five Portes fell 
at Variance withe the Frenche Mariners, inſomuche as makinge to the 

Sea to the Nombre of 100 Saile, they toke and drowned twice ſo many 


of the Frenche Navye, and lefte Fraunce in maner deſtitute of Mary- 
ners and Shippinge. 


OT, 
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ST. PERAM. Sf. Petrones, Aﬀer. ST. Pechocef Stop, Saxon. Fa- 
num Petroci, William of Malmeſb. in his Worke De Pontificibus, ſay- 
eth, that ſome report that the See of the Byſhops of Cormoal was ſome 
tyme at St. Petroces upon Heilmouthe neare to the North Sea, and that 
other affirmed it to have bene at St. Germanes on the South Part of 
Cornwall. Wheare ſo ever the Byſhop's See was, it appeareth by others, 


that theare was in that Countrye a Monaſterie of St. Petroce the Con- © ori). 
feſſour, and that it was deſtroyed by the Danes in the Reigne of Ethel- Ae 
dred. Mat. of Weſtminſter and Leland appointeth this Saint to the 


Towne of Bodmyn, in which theare was of late a Priorie, valued at 270 
Poundes by Yeare; and I am ſomwhat in doubt whether it be St. Pe- 
ram in Sabulo, as the Record writeth, or not. Theare is in Penbrohe- 
ſhyre in Wales a Churche of the fame Name, which may happely de- 
ceave him that ſhal read in Mat. Weſt, Sancti Petroces apud Aquilonales 
Mallenſes, if he do not obſerve withal that Mallenſes is there taken for 
Cornwallenſes, for ſo indede William of Malmeſbyrie appointeth it, and 
ſo the Word Pealh doth properly ſignifie, not only the Yel/b, but alſo 
the Cornwelſhmen. : 


PARSHORE, i. Pyrorum Regio. Perforenſe, Monaſt. Egekoard Duke Vi Malmib. 
964. 


of Dor/et/hyre, in the Tyme of Kinge Edgar, builded the Monaſterie of 
Parſhore in Worceſterſhyre. Edward the Confeſſour, and Milliam the 
Conquerour, toke ſundrie Poſſeſſions from this Houſe, and beſtowed 
theim upon Weſtminſter, which thone of theim had buylded, and tho- 


ther verie muche honoured. In the End of the Reigne of William the Bale. 
95 0. 


Conquerour flouriſhed Fuldebert a learned Man, and Abbot of this 


Houſe. ZElfr:ic the Coſine of Earle Oddo (one of the Founders of Afr. 


Teuxbirie) lyeth buryed at Perſhore. Earle Agekovn alſo, that was 
ſhorne a Monk before he dyed (for feare belike that Heaven was ſhutt 
to Lay-men) is buried heare. It lyethe berwene Eveſham and Teuke/- 
þyrie, and is valewed in the Recordes at 643 Pound-s by Yeare. 


PoRTHESWET, Portaſcythe, Aſſer. After ſuche tyme as Earle Ha— 
rold had to thopinion of al Men daunted the Rebelles in /Yales, he be- 
gan to buyld a faire Houſe at Portheſivet not farre from Chep/towe, and 
layed in Vitayle, mcaninge that the Kinge ſhould have made a Progreſs to 
hunt theare. But Cradoc rakinge together a maynie of Raſcalles that had 
eſcaped the Sworde, ſet ſodeinly upon the Workmen, and fleinge the 
moſt part of theim, toke away the hole Proviſion. And this was the 
greateſt Act that the Welſhmen did of many Years after that Harold had 
peirced their Countrye. 
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PexnwiTHSTEORT. In the Tyme of Kinge Etheldred, the Danes 
ſpoyled without Reſiſtance, and therfore wyndinge round about the 
Choe of Cornwalle, they ſometym heried on the Southe, and ſome- 
tyme on the Northe, as it liked theimſelves. The Countrie that lyethe 
next the Point of Cornwall, is to this Day called Penwithe, and ther- 
fore the Saxons addinge Steont (which ſignifieth a Tayle of a Region, 


or Promontorie that runneth narow into the Sea) called that Cape Pen- 
with/teort. 


PYCKERINGE. Jon Roſſe (followinge William Caxton as I thinke) 
wrytethe that P:ickeringe in Yorkſhyre was buylded 270 Yeares before 


Chri/t, by one Peridurus a Kinge of the Brytons, which alſo lyeth bu- 
ryed theare. 


PRYNERESLADE, PRUNTESFLODE. Looke in ANDRED before, 5. 11. for 
the dyverſe maner of writinge the Name of this Place, wheare Kinge 
Sigbert was ſlayne. The Name of Portſiade in Suſſex draweth neare 
unto it, but I doubt whether the weild or wooddie Countrie theare ex- 
tended at any tyme ſo farre towarde the Sea. 


PECKHAM. Mathew of Weſtminſter reporteth that Anſelm tharcheby- 
ſhop of Canterbyrie conſecrated Richard Beaumes Byſhop to London at a 
Place which he calleth Pagham; whether this be Peckham in Kent, or 
Pagham in Suſſex, I cannot determine. 


PurINTON, Pyriton, Gul. Malmeſh. A Towne in W:lteſhyre, ſome- 
tyme Parcell of the Poſſeſſion of Malmeſbyrie Abbay, in the which 
Kinge Athulfe gave 25 Houſholdes or Tenementes, (for ſo I underſtand 
the Wordes Manſus or Manent) to Malmeſbyrie. Some part of the 
Towne they had before, of the Reſtitution of Eg ferth Son to Offa. 


PenTEewy. A Pece of Land neare Caermardine in Wales, which 
Kinge Hen. I. gave to Batteil Abbey in Suſſex. 


PrRITWEL. Sometyme a Priory, ſtandinge in the Hundreth of Rache- 


ford in Eſſex. It was valewed in the Recordes at 155 Poundes of 


yearly Rent. In a Mylle at this Place was Syr Fhon Holland, Duke of 
Exceſier taken, in the Reigne of Hen. IV. and beheaded in PLEcy Col- 
lege, as under that Title is to be ſeene. 


PASSENHAM,. 
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PASSENHAM. Parranham, Saxon. Edward the Son of Alfrede , Foil. 
not only toke from the Danes Eſſex, Eaſt- Angle, Mercia, Northumber- 
land, and dyvers other Countries which they had enjoyed longe tyme, 
but alſo repaired in every Quarter the olde Townes and Caſtles by 
theim deſtroyed, and in Places convenient buylded new. Amongelt Chron. Sa. 
many other, he buylded in Nortbamptonſhyre at Touceſter, and lay at ert. 
Paſenham while the Worke was in Hand. hl 


PapsTowrs. Apelrvop, Saxon. Lel. i. Arbelſtani locus, A Fiſher Cel. 
Towne in Cornwal, which Leland ſayeth is corruptly foe called for 
Athel/towe, a Name given by Kinge Athelſtane at ſuche tyme as he con- 926, 
guered that Countrie upon the Brytons, and walled Exceſter. 


PuRBECKEs. A part of Dor ſerſyre, which Kinge Jhon in his tyme , ib. Per- 
made Forreſt, whearas of Right it ought to have bene free Warren ambulat. 
for Hares only, as by a Preſentment remayninge with me may ap- 


peare. 


PANCET. A part of Claringdon Forreſt in auncyent Tyme, as by the 
Perambulation is to be ſene. 


PursToc. A Foreſt in Dor/et/hyre, the Perambulation whearof I 
have readie to be inſerted. 


PoRTBURYE. Poppenterbypiz, Saxon. What tyme the Saxons had 
gotten the upper Hande over the Brytons, then (the Worme of ambi- 
tious Dominion workinge in theim) they contended with no leſſe Ho- 
ſtilitie one againſt another, then they had joyned in Amitie before a- 
gainſt the Straunger. Amongeſt the reſt, they that poſſeſſed the We- 
ſterne part of the Realme ſtryved with every one of their Neighbours, 
and in the end overcominge theim all, reduced ſeven petit Kingdomes 
to one large Monarchie. In this Behalfe Cenwalch a Kinge of Weftjex cr. 
fought with Wolfere Kinge of Mercia at Porſenteſbyrie, which I, upon Chron Sax. 
Conſideration of the Circumſtances, take to be Portbyrie in Somerſet- sti

ſhyre, leavinge nevertheleſs free Libertie to thoſe that ſhall think it more

UANTBRIGE, Cantbrige, Floril. Lpacbpicge, Saxon. In the 
Tyme of Kinge Al/frede, the Danes had towed up their Keles 


into the Water of Lee, that runneth betwene Ware and London, 
and about 20 Myles from the Citie buylded theim a Place of Defence 
upon the ſame Ryver, out of which they iſſued continually, and did 
muche Spoile in the Countrie about theim. The Kinge, conſideringe 
that the beſt Way to weken this hold, was to cutt from it the Secourſe 
that it had by the Water, found the meanes to damme up the Ryver, 
and therby enforced theim to leave their Veſſels, and to flye on Foote 
to this Place ſtandinge upon Severne, wheare they fortefied alſo, and 
ſpent the nexte Wynter. The printed Copie of Mat: Meſiminſter, hathe 


in the Margent Cantebrige, whearby I am led to take it for Cambridge 
in Glouceſterſhire. 


QuyNnBoRowE, Lyninzbuph, Saxon. Regius burgus, Lat. Lel. A 
Caſtle upon the Ryver of Thamiſe, in Shepey, which was buylded by 
Kinge Ed. III. to beate the Ryver; William Perot, otherwiſe called 
of Wyckam, was Surveiour of the Workes at that tyme, which is the 
Cauſe (belike) that Londinenſis aſcribeth to him the buildinge of the 
ſame. Kinge Hen. VIII. repayred this Caſtle, and buylded ſundrye 


others for the like Uſe, bothe upon that Ryver, and eſſwheare upon 
the Sea-Coaſt.

Repraccapecne, Bed. & Hun- 
tingd. That Shoare in Rent, which lyeth over-againſt Dunkirkc, 
Calays and Boloine, is by Cefar, Fuvenal, Lucan, Ptolomee, Antoninus, 
and others, called Rutupinum Littus, or Rutupie. And that Place 
which of Beda is ſayed to be neareſt the Morines, (a People of that 
parte of Fraunce which was ſometyme called Belgium, nowe at this 
Day comprehendinge Picardie, Boloigne, Artois, and the Low Countries) 
is taken by Lel. to be R:chebormoe, a Myle diſtant from Sandwiche, He Lei. 
affirmeth alſo out of Gotceline, that Reptaceſter, or Richeberow, was 

ſometyme within the Ile of Tanet, and that it was the Palaice of Kinge M! 
Ethelbert at the tyme of Auguſtine's Arryvall, and that now by reaſon I 
the Water hathe chaunged his Courſe, it is ſhut out of the Ile: Theare | 
are ſene to this Day, bothe great Ruynes of auncyent Buyldinge, and 
many Peces of Romane Coyne, moſt evydent Argumentes of Anriquitie; 

E hear of ſome that have taken Paines in the Searche of Kenti/he Anti- 
quities, that Dover Caſtle is in ſome auncyent Bookes called Rutupinum | 
alſo. See TAN ET. 2 


RocursrER, RH Civitas, Bede. Dorobrevum, & Durobrevum, 
Lel. Doruberma, Florentio. Hope ſcear dhe, Saxon. The Cytie ot 
Rocheſter ſtandinge upon Medway, toke the Name (ſayeth Bede) of one | 
Rhof, (or rather Hy, as the Saxon Booke hathe) ſometyme the Lorde l 
and Owner therof, which Name Lelande ſuppoſeth to have Contynu- | 
ance in Kent to this Day, meaninge (as I thinke) Roffe, a Familie wel! i 
knowen. It ſeameth to me, that although it weare a Cytie before, yet 
that it toke the Increaſe and Eſtimation after that Ezhelberte the firſt 
chriſtened Kinge of the Saxons in Kent buylded the Churche of St. An- 
drewe's theare ; for then Auguſtine appointed to it a Byſhoppe, by cd 
whome I thinke it hathe from tyme to tyme bene muche amended. u- '6<+ 
us was the firſt Byſhop, Romanus the ſecond, and Paulinus, (that was 
before at 7orke, and fledd thence to Rocheſter, after the Deathe of Kinge 
Edwin, takinge withe him the Quene and her Daughter) was the third. 

Sence the Tyme of Ethelbert, which gave to the Byſhop certein _ 
whic 
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which he called Preiſtſield, I think that Ernulph (a Byſhop after the 

Tyme of the Conqueſt) was the greateſt Benefactour; for William of 
Malmeſbury reporteth, that he gave muche, and beſtowed largely upon 

Chron. Rof. that Churche. I am of the Mynd that he repaired the Loſſe that the 
Churche toke by Fire in the Yeare 1184, at which Tyme bothe the 

Towne and the Churche weare in maner holye conſumed. Some be of 
thopinion, that Rocheſter is no Byſhopricke, but that the Byſhop is only 

Eulogium. a Suffragan or Chaplein to Canterbury: But I thinke otherwiſe of it at 
this Daye, for he hathe his Dioces as other Byſhoppes have, and hathe 

therin thre Deanryes, that is to ſay, Rocheſter, Mallinge and Dartforde. 

Indede the Value dothe not muche excede 400 Poundes by Yeare, the 
Slenderneſs wherof happely hath gyven the Cauſe of that Conjecture, 

Roſſus & Now as concerninge the Towne and Caſtle of Rocheſter, I finde in hon 
Lidgate. Roſe a farre fetched Antiquitie; for he reporteth that Czar thempe- 
rour cauſed to be buylt of comon Charge the 'Towre of London, and the 

Caſtles of Dover and Rocheſter : But I (readinge no ſuche Thinge in 

Cæſar's own Commentaries) dare not aftirme ſo muche, leaſt I be noted 

{as Leland hath noted Ro/s) a Man of more Diligence then Judgement. I 

am contented to reſt withe Beda, and aſcribe the Begynninge of the 

Towne to Hrof, and no other, till I find better Warrant. I have bet- 

ter Evidence of the Spoile and Deſtruction of it, then of the firſt Foun- 

dation and Buyldinge, as ſhall hearby appeare: What Tyme the Realme 

was ſevered into particuler Kingdomes, and that eche warred for Supe- 

Hunting. rioritie, and enlarginge of Boundes with other, Edelred the Kinge of 
535- Mercia invaded Lothar then Kinge of Kent, and findinge him unable to 
refiſte, ſpoiled the Countrie, and layed waſt this Citie. Some Harme 

it toke allo by the Danes, which in the Dayes of Kinge Alfred came out 

Hunting. of Fraunce into the Ryver of Thamiſe, and ſo up Medway to Rocheſter, 
Floril. and layed Siege to it. They began alſo to fortefie over againſt it; but 
the Kinge haſted thither, and puttinge theim to Flight, reſcued the 

Towne. Suche another Clappe or worſe it receyved at their Handes in 

999. the Tyme of Kinge Ethelred, when after ſuch tyme as they had execut- 
ed their barbarous Spoyle on al the Southe and Weſt Partes of this 

Realme, they came in thend to Rocheſter, and findinge the People arm- 

Aﬀſer. ed to reſiſt, diſcomfited theim, and heryed al about. The ſame Kinge 
F We Ethelred, not longe before, upon occaſion of an Offence taken againſt 
the Byſhop, ſpoyled the Churche Landes, and beſeiged the Cytie, from 
whence he departed not before the Byſhop had given him 100 Poundes 


Lib. Dome in ready Money. The Cytie 1s valued in the Booke of Dome/day at 


day. 


1 Shillinges by Yeare. Now ſomwhat of the Harmes ſuſteyned after 


the Conqueſt, and then to the Abbay and the Bridge. William Rujus 
0 beſeiged 
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beſeiged his Uncle Odo Baiocenſ. with al his Complices in this Caſtle, Vari 
and takinge the ſame, cauſed Odo and his Freindes to abjure the Realme. 
The Cauſe of this Warre is alreadie diſcloſed in PEMSEVYV. Notwith- 
ſtandinge this Offence, the Keapinge of Roche/?cr Caſtle belonged till 
of Right (ſayeth Mat. Paris) to the Archebyſhop of Canterburie. In chor RT. 
the Tyme of Kinge Henry II the Towne was almoſt cleane waſted withe 1183. 
Fyre, as is before in part towched. At ſuche tyme as Kinge n and his 
Nobles warred one upon another, the Lordes committed the Defence of 
this Caſtle to William Dalbinet ; the Kinge with a great Power gyrdethe Paric. 
it about, and (throughe the Cowardiſe of Robert Fitz-Walter that was 15. 
ſent to reſcue it) after thre Monethes Seige, toke it by Force. In the i216. 
Yeare followinge Lewes the Frenche Dolphyn, by the Aide of the In- 
gliſbe Nobilitie entred the Caſtel, and toke it againe by ſtronge Hande. 
Laſtly, in the Tyme of Kinge Hen. III. Symon Mountford, a litle before 
the Battayl at Lewes, beſeiged this 'Towne, and ſetinge on Fyre the 
Bridge and Towre of Wood ſtandinge theron, wan the firſt Gate or 
Warde of the Caſtle by Aſſault: But hearing ſodenly of the Kinge's For! 
cominge, he prepared to met with him, and lefte others at the Siege, 1 
which weare afterward put to Flight by the Kinge's Armye. This 
Warre was moved eſpecially of an Hatred conceaved againſt the Straun- 
gers, which duringe that Kinge's Reigne bare ſuche Sway, as they not 
only diſdayned the Nobilitie of the Realme, but alſo did what in theim 
lay to tread under Foote the auncyent Lawes and Cuſtomes of the 
ſame. The Diſpleaſure was longe in kindelinge, and ſo muche the 
more hote when it brake forthe into Flame: But amongeſt other pn 
Thinges that miniſtred Nouriſhment therto, one was, that at Rocheſter 251% 
the Ingliſbmen had ſhrewdly foyled the Straungers at a Torneament, in 
ſo muche as they compelled theim to runne into the Towne for Suc- 
cour. Thabbay of Rocheſter was buylded about the Tyme of Bede, by ,., 
whome I finde not; but the hole Thanke of this Houſe is aſcribed ro 5737. 
Lanfrance tharchebyſhop of Canterbury in the Tyme of Willlam the i. cs 
Conquerour, which chaunged the Eſtate therof from Chanons, and 1080. 
thruſt in Place 5o Monkes. The Abbay was valued at the Time of the 
general e Yon at 486 Poundes by Yeare. The Bridge at Roche— 
ter, and the Chappell that now is to be ſene, was made by Sir Robert 
Knolles, in the Tyme of Kinge Her. IV. which was after buryed at the 
Churche of the #hyte-Fryers in Fieteſtrete, the Body wherof he had 
buylded alſo. But before that Tyme I find in a Book, ſometyme Do- e. 
ctor Weotton's, that the Bridge conſiſted of nine Peares or Arches, and 
that the Archebyſhop of Canterbury ſtode bound by auncyent Uſage to 
make one part, the Byſhop of Roche/ter another part, and dyvers other 
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Townes and Villages in that Countrye, weare accuſtomed to make and 
meinteyne ſundry other Partes. and Peres of the ſame, as by the Note 
therof remayninge with me is yet to be ſene. The Stone Bridge that 


now is, conteyneth ten or eleven Arches, and I take it to be halfe fo 
longe as London-Bridge. 


RENDLESHAM. i. Rendili manſio, Beda. A Towne in Suflke, which 
to this Day hathe chaunged no Part of thauncyent Name; for it is the 
verie ſame, which Beda callethe the Kinge's Towne in Eaſt-angle, 
wheare Cedd the firſt Byſhop of that Part, baptiſed Swithelm the ſecond 
chriſtened Kinge of the Eaft-Saxons, It toke the Name (as the 
ſame Bede affirmethe) of one Rendilus, and is, therfore called Rendel- 


ſham, 


Ripon, Ripenſis eccleſia, & Inrypum, Bede. Alfrid,, the Son of 
Ofwy, Kinge of Northumberland, had gyven to the Byſhopricke of Ri- 
pon 40 Families or Hydes of Lande. But after that the Contention 
aroſe betwene the Ingliſbe and the Scottiſbe Doctors for the true tyme 
of the Celebracion of the Feaſt of Eaſter, and that the Scottes weare 
contented to leave the See at Ripon rather then to chaunge their Coun- 
try Cuſtome, he gave the ſame Land to Wilfrid, a learned Man, that 
was then new retourned out of Fraunce, to buyld him a Monaſterie 
upon. Thus the See which was the firſt Maker of Ripon fayled, as 
that at Hexam did likewiſe, and by the Labour of Wiſfride, aſſiſted by 
the Liberalitie of Afrid and other Noblemen, was converted into a 
College of Preiſtes, erected to the Honour of St. Peter and Paul. This 
Wilfride dyed at Oundale, and was removed to Ripon, wheare his 
Bones weare more ſuperſtitiouſly honoured, then that which was good 
in his Life defirouſly folowed. Now. after that this College had by 
the Space of 240 Yeares growen to ſome Eſtimation, Eadred the Kinge 
of Ingland juſtly offended withe the Infidelitie of the Northe Countrie- 
Men, invadeth thoſe Partes, and deſtroyinge with ,Fire and Sworde 
whatſoeyer was in his Waye, ſo waſted this Monaſterie, that it was 
longe before it recovered the former Eſtate. In the tyme of Kinge 
Rich. I. theare lyved at Ripon one Peter (ſurnamed of the Place Ripo- 


nenſis) which put in Writinge the Life and Miracles of this Wilfride, 


leaſt happely theare Patron ſhould not have bene ſufficiently wondred 
at, or his Bones not devoutly offred unto. Suche was the Impudencye 
of the Tyme, that they ſpared not to beraye the vertuous Life of Men 
departed, with lewd Leſinges of their owne Invention. 


REDFORDE. 
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Rprokpr, Hheodpopde, Saxon. i. vadum arundinis, Beda. Sone 
after that Edilwalch the Kinge of Suſſex and Meſiſex was converted to 
the Faythe, Ceadwalla clayminge the Kingdome of Meer, (from the 
Kinges wherof he was by right Line deſcended) moved Warre againſt 
him, and flew him in the Fight. Then made he an Attempt againſt 
the Ile of Wight, and vowed for his better Succeſſe (althoughe he had 
not then receyved the Fayth) that if he wan ir, he would offer to God 
the fourthe Part of the Iſland, which he afterward perfourmed fayth- 
fully, beſtowinge 1 Wilfrid 300 Hydes of Lande within the fame. 
But in the Conque 
of the Sonnes of Arnald (then Kinge of the ſame) fled out of thile 
over into the maine Lande, to a Place then called Stane, and beinge 
theare eſpied, and readie to be put to the Sworde, one Cymbert Abbar 
of the Monaſterie of Redford therby intreated of Ceadwalla, that if 
theare weare none other Remedie but that they muſt dye, yet it would 
pleafe him to reſpite Life till they weare waſhed in Baptiſme, and inſtruct- 
ed in Faythe. The Kinge conſented, and fo Wilfride after Baptiſme, and 
Inſtruction to the Salvation of their Soules, gave Place to the Murthe- 
rer to work the Tirante's Pleaſure upon their Bodyes. I wote [not] wheare 
to ſeke Redford in Hampſhyre at this Day, onleſs it be the ſame which 


is now called Alreforde, and muche leſs wote I wheare to finde Stare 


either in the ſame Countrie, or any other adjoyninge. 


Rrculvr Rs, Racwlf, Bedæ. Reauculpe, Saxon. Taculf, Floril. 
Kinge Eg5right gave to one Baſſa, a Preiſt, the Land at Raculf, ſtandinge 


a Monaſterie upon. Shortly after Brightwold, beinge Abbat of this 
Houſe, was made Archebyſhop of Canterbury, and Succeſſor to T heodo- 


Day Reculvers. The lately printed Booke of Mat. /7/tninfter hath 
falſely Tacuſſe, for Raculfe. 


RavenswaAYTH, Ravenſwrth, Chron, Lindisf. & Dunelm. Theare 


are in the North Countrye two "Townes of this Name, wherof thone 
for difference is called Kirk by Raven/waithe, and thother Craſſo by 
Ravenſfwaithe. At the one of theiſe, I wore not whether, the Chro- 
nicles of Durbam fayne, that one Eadulſe dyed over Nighte and revyved 
in the Morninge, and that he told many 'Thinges bothe of the Joycs 
of the Juſt, and the Paynes of the wicked, and amongeſt other Thinges 
that the Byſhop of Durham then beinge (Walcher by Name) ſhould dye 
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of this Iſland it happened (ſayech Bede) that two beds. 
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669, 
upon the North Side of the Water ſome tyme called Genlade, to buyld Zed. : 
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ſone after, and that he ſawe a firie Flaminge Chariot provyded in Hel 
for the Earle altheof. This Waltheof was Earle of Northumberland, 
and Son to Siwarde; he kylled the Byſhop (as this Chronicle reportheth) 
and was by Comaundment of Kinge William the Conquerour behead- 
ed at Wincheſter for Conſpiracie in Treaſon, which he himſelfe of Con- 
ſcience bewrayed to the Kinge. But Walcher, whom this Chronicle 
praiſeth for his Pietie, after thopinion of Mat. Paris, Thom. Rudborn, 
and others, intruded himſelf into worldlye Affaires, unmete for a By- 
ſhop: He bought of Kinge William the Conquerour the Countie of 
Northumberland, and exerciſed ſuche Extorſion in his Government, that 
the People of the Countrye aflembled and flew him, as in GaTEsHEAD 
and DURHAM 1s alreadie declared, p. 84. Some Writers thinke that the 
Kinge delt hardly with /altheof, athrminge that he was unworthely 
beheaded. The Monkes of Croyland craved his Bodye, and layed it in 
their Churche after a moſt honourable Buryal : And Lanfrance (as 
Raulf Higden reporteth) doubted fo litle of his beinge in Heaven, that 
he pronounced himſelfe even then to become happie, when he ſhould 
be with him. Now therfore, eyther theiſe Men weare muche deceay- 
ed in their Judgement, or els the Author of the Chron. of Durham 
lyeth ſhamfully in his Report, while he is dryven to borow of Vir- 


gilles Eneides his beſt Divinitie, and may compare with AÆſopes Fables 


for Trueth of his Hyſtorie. He learned it not in Zuke's Goſpel}, cap. xviii. 
that dead Men courſe from Heaven to Hel, or that they retourne to 
Earth from either ; but for Maintenance of their Mother-Churche, he 
and ſuche like have not ſpared to blotte their Bookes with egregious 
Lies of al Sortes. And wil you ſee it proved? He hathe theiſe Woordes 
in Walcher's Lyfe : Protegente Walchero Epiſcopo quietè vixerunt Mo- 
nachi, ejuſque favore neceſſariis non carebant, Againe, Hujus Pontifi- 
cis ſlrenuitas nullum detrimentum paſſa eſt rerum ecclefiaſticarum. And 
in another Place, Is autem Epiſcopus (fi diutius vixifſet) Monachus fieri, 
& ad Cuthberti /epulchrum monaſterium facere, propoſuerat, You ſee 
by this tyme that the Almond made this Parat to ſpeake, even as all 
his Fellowes weare moved by the Peny to pray the Pater Noſter. If 
Perfius had bene aſked, who taught this Popingaye, /uum xaige, he 


would have aunſweared, Magiſer venter, if he had ſene and. knowen 


him. 


RavensPoRT. Kinge Edw. IV. havinge taſted of the Inſtabilitie of 
Fortune in her Diſpenſation of worldly Honoures, and myndinge once 
again to aſſaye if ſhe would favorably reſtoare that which ſhe had to- 
fore frowningly bereved him, landed at Raven/porte in Yorkſhyre, om 

- panied 
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panied with 2000 only which he brought out of Flaunders with him: 
But what by the Wiles that he uſed, and by the Freindes that he had 
before aſſured, he grew in ſhort tyme ſo puiſſant, that he not only en- 
tered London and toke Henry Priſoner, but met alſo withe thearle of 
Warwyc in the Field, and diſcomfitinge his Power flew him and thre 
Thouſande beſides. This Succeſſe emboldened him to encountre with 
Henrye's Wife and his Son Edævarde ſone after at Teukeſbyre, in which 
Conflicte alſo he had the better, and therby once againe ſo inſtalled him- 
ſelfe in the Royal Seate, that from thence he never after duringe his 
Lite was removed.

Conſent of many Writers, that Repindon in Derbyſbyre, was longe ſence 
one of the moſt famous Monaſteries in al the Kingdome of Mercia. 

7 hon Rojs writeth that one Marwald, a Kinge of Mercia was the firſt aun... 
Founder therof, whome I follow, bycauſe I find none other, although I 

reade not the Name of Marwald in the Catalogue of the Mercian 

Kinges. It is honourable for the Buryal of thre Kinges of Mercia, Alf. Bever. 
Etheldred, Ethelbald, and Wiglaf. This Ethelbald releaſed the religi- F 
ous Houſes of al Maner of Burdens, except the Reparation of Bridges, 
Sc. which (as Ingulphus of Croyland affirmeth) cannot be forgiven. 
Wiſtan alſo a neare Kinſeman to. Bertulf,, another Kinge of Mercia, 
which was unlaufully ſlayne by Brightferth the Kinge's Son, lyeth at Re- 
pingdon. But I thinke that the Loſſe which it receyved by the Danes, 55». 
farre paſſed the auncyent Glorie; for Huntingdon and Aſſerus write, that 
the Danes which came in great Swarmes into this Realme under the 
Conduite of Halfdene, Godrun, Oſketon, and others, wintred one halfe 
Yeare at this Place, and drave Burbred then Kinge of Mercia out of 
this Land over the Sea. I doubt not but they ſpoyled it greatly, if they | 
reduced it not to an Heremitage againe as it was in Guthlace's tyme. , © 
It ſeameth by William Malmeſbyry that this Loſſe was not repaired in 

his tyme, for he ſayeth that Reptun was then a Village belonginge to 
thearle of Cheſter, which was ſome tyme a famous Monaſterie. Be- 

like the Earles of Che/ter did ſome coaſt after his Dayes, for it was a 
Monaſterie againe, and valewed in the Recordes at the generall Over- 
throw at 118 Poundes of yearly Rent.

ſtowed the Coſt, the Kinge gave his Aſſent, and the Byſhop made the 
Conſecration, and happely enlarged the Donation ſomwhat. And heare it 
ſhall not be amiſſe, bothe for the diſcloſinge of the dotinge Follie of that 
tyme, and for the Certeintie of the firſt Author, to report the hole Ma- 
ner of the Foundation, even as the Kinge Edgar himſelf was therof ad- 
vertiſed by his Byſhoppes, as in his Chartre of Confirmation dothe ap- 
peare. This Egelwyn, (whome others call Akoyn) was an Alderman, or 
of Counſeil, to Kinge Edgar, and laboured grevouſly of the Diſeaſe cal- 
led the Gowte. Now it happened on a tyme, that as ulfgeat his Fy- 
ſherman rowed into the Fen to fyſhe, and had laboured longe and toke 
nothinge, he fell on a Slombre in his Boate: St. Benedict forthwith ap- 
peared to him in a Viſion, and comaunded him that he ſhould caſt out 
his Drag, and that he ſhould carie the greateſt Hacard that came to 
hand to his Maſter Egeltoyn in his Name, with thisRequeſt; that it would 
pleaſe him of the abundance of his worldly Goodes, to ſet up one poore Ha- 
bitacle in that Ile, to the Honour of our Ladie : Addinge unto, this Pro- 
miſe; that if he would ſet the Alter wheare his Bull lyinge amongeſt the 
Kyen ſhould happen to ſcrape with his Foote, he ſhould undoubtedly be de- 
livered of bis Diſeaſe. And for more Suertie that this Thinge ſhould 
truly come to paſte, and that the Fiſherman ſhould with leſs doubtinge 

urſue his Comaundement, St. Benedict brake one of his Fingers, and 
told him, that his Maiſter ſhould reſtoare it againe. The Fiſher with 
that awoke, and followinge the Direction of his Viſion, toke a great 
Hacard, preſented it to his Maiſter, reported the hole Matter, and 
prayed the Cure of his hurte Finger: The Maiſter firſt healeth him, and 
beinge by Reſceit of the unwonted Grace aſſured of the hole Matter, go-

Money, thinke I beſides. Kinge Edgar beinge crediblye advertiſed of 
al this Matter by Lettres from his Byſhops, within fuie Yeares after the 
Foundarion cauſcd to be written a Chartre of Confirmation, which he 
and many others then preſent ſigned with their Handes, as the Maner 
then was. A World it is to conſider the dulle-fighted Princes and No- 
bilitie of theiſe tymes, that could not efpie fo grofs Fablinge as this 
was. I dare avow, it is no leſs credible that Owide hathe of To, Pa- 
f:dLae, and ſuche other, then that theiſe Dottes affirme of St. Albon,

for he hath receyved amongeſt our Chroniclers great Praiſe therfore. 

IJ bon Bale reporteth in his ſecond Centurie, that Kadrnoth, the firſt Ab- gs. 
bat of Ramſey, found the Bones of St. Iuon, or Ive, in a Place of the 1-25 
Fennes, called S/epe : Of whoſe Life Andrew Whiteman the third Ab- 

bat of the ſame Houſe wrote a Booke, which he intitled, Toons Epi/- 

copt Vita. Amongelt other Thinges that Kinge Edgar beſtowed upon 
Ramſey, he gave to the Houſe a Libertie of a Faire, to be holden at 

this Seint Ives; but in the Reigne of Kinge Her. III. one Robert Paſ- 1252. 
ſelew, a Man of great Auctoritie, quarreiled with the Monkes, and“ 
toke it from theim. In the tyme of Kinge Ed. the Confeſſour, one 
Alfward was Byſhop of London, and Abbot of Eoueſham, and Ramey. 

This Man upon a Contention moved betwene him and the Monkes of 7. 
Eoueſbam, toke from theim many Bookes and Ornamentes which he ufer. 
and others had beſtowed on the Houſe, and gave theim al to Ramycy. 
Reynold, thabbat in the Reigne of Henry I. buylded of new a great 130. 
Churche at Ramſey. Kinge Stephen in his Tyme expelled the Monkes 8 5 
out of Ramſey, and other relligious Houſes, and bycauſe he ſawe the Paul. 
Places to be of convenient Force, ne furniſhed theim with Souldiour. 

In the Dayes of Kinge Hen. III. theare aroaſe great Strife berwene thab- 

bot of Ramſey, and the Byſhop of E!ye, as concerninge the Limittes of 1256 
their Fennes, which by that tyme (ſayeth Mat. Par.) weare reduced 

to ſuche Fertilitie, that the worſt part of theim was woorthe the aſk- 

inge. This Houle increaſed mightely, inſomuche that throughout Ingland 

it was ſurnamed the riche Abbay, and was found at the Time of the Sup- 
preſſion to be of the yearly Valew, of 1715 Poundes. Theare is allo _.. 
in the Weſt of Wales, a litle Ile, now called Ramſey, ſometyme L1me- Bale 
nus, which was longe ſence famous throughe the Habitation of Da- 
vid, the knowen Byſhop of Wales, and of one Honorius, a learned Man 
that lyved in the tyme of Maglocunus, Kinge of the Britons. It is no- 
table alſo, by the Deathe of one Fuſtinian that came to Davyd out of 
Fraunce, and was ſlayne by Pyrates in a Place thearin, called the Lea- 


pers Rocke, as Bale witneſleth in his tenthe Centurie.

the Saxons weare wont to write) hneh, which ſignifieth an Inunda- 
tion, or Stoare of Waters; for ſo ſtandeth it with Readinge, neare 
which bothe the Thamiſe caſteth it ſelf into Armes or Braunches, and 
the Water Kynet alſo maketh his Confluence. The Towne increaſed 
muche by thabbay that Kinge Hen. I. made theare, notwithſtandinge I 
finde that it was of ſome Eſtimation before, havinge reſpect eyther to 
the Strengthe, or Buildinge; for theare was bothe a Caſtle, and a relli- 
gious Houſe within it. Erheldred, and Alfrede his Brother, (that was 
afrer Kinge) met at Readinge withe the great Armie of the Danes, (that 
weare led by Halfden and Baſrecg) and at the firſt putt them to the 
worſt, chaſinge theim even into the Gates of the Caſtle, but the Danes 
eſpyinge theim to retyre, made a ſodaine Iflue,and put theim al to Flight. 
Theare is no other Monument of this Caſtle now remayninge, then 
that the Place wheare it ſtoade is called Caſtle- trete. Kinge Stephen in 
his Tyme fortefied at Readinge, but Duke Henry, (which was afterward 
Kinge, and called Hen. II.) toke the Piece by Force, and abated it. El- 
fred, the Wife of Edgar, which flew Edwarde her Son-in-law, (as in 
CoRFE is alreadie ſhewed, p. 73.) repentinge her of the Murther, e-

It ſtoade wheare St. Maryes now ſtandethe, and was layed to the great 
Monaſterie by Kinge Henry the Firſt. It ſeameth to me that bothe 
this Houſe and the Caſtle weare demolyſhed by the Danes, which in 
the tyme of Kinge Ethelred ranged at their Libertie in al that Quarter; 
for it is written, that when Kinge Henry the Firſt made the Abbay of 
Benet Monkes theare, accordinge to the Comaundment that his Father 

ave a litle before his Deathe, he layed to it the Landes of this old 
Monaſterie, of Chol/ey, and of Lemſter alſo, al which had bene of longe 
tyme in the Occupation of the Lay-People: He bought alſo a Churche 
in Readinge of the Monkes of Battel, and gave theim Aflederham and 
other Landes in Exchaunge therfore. Not longe after this Kinge had 
ſumptuouſly finiſhed the Worke, he dyed in Normandie, and was 
buryed in his Abbay at Readinge. After this tyme Readinge flouriſhed, 
and was thought rnete to receyve the Kinge's Court, and other great 
Aſſemblies ; for Kinge Hen. II. lay at Readinge, when Heraclius the Pa- 
triarch of Jeruſalem was Meſſenger unto him on the Pope's Behalfe, re- 
quiringe that eyther he would goe in Parſon, or fend ſome of his 
Sonnes to delyver the holy Land out of thraldome. Bur the Kinge by 
Advice of his Lordes aunſweared, that as touchinge himſelfe, it was 
more mete that he ſhould looke to the Defence of his owne Realme, 
and as for his Sonnes, for as muche as they weare not preſent, he 


thought it not fitte io determine of theim. In the tyme of Kinge 
Fon 
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hon his Son, Fhon Ferentine, the Pope's Legate, ſwept together a great 1205. 
Maſs of Money, which he had gotten amongeſt the religious Parſons, 

and leaſt he ſhould ſeame (ſaythe Mat. Paris) to have comen into the pn 
Realme for none other Cauſe, he deviſed to have, for Shewes Sake, a 
Synode at Readinge. Kinge Hen. III. allo at one tyme kept a folemne 127. 
Chry/tmas heare, and at another tyme gathered his Armye that he ca- * 
ryed over Sea into Biytaine with him. And in his tyme the Pope's 
Legate called the Ingliſbe Cleargie together at Readinge, and wreſted from 19. 
theim to mainteyne the Pope againſt Frideric themperour, the fifte 

Parte of al their Goodes. 'Theare was buryed in this Abbay, one Mil- y.wmizen. 
ham theldeſt Son of Kinge Henry II. and Henry of Eſſex Standard- 
Bearer to the ſame Kinge. This Henry was by Comaundment of the 

Kinge ſhorne a Monke at Readinge upon this Occaſion. The Kinge 

made an Expedition againſt the We/hmen, which iſſuinge ſuddainly (as 

their Maner was) out of the Woodes ſet feircely upon the Kinges 
Power, in ſo muche as amongeſt other, this Henry that bore the Kinges 
Standarde fled for feare, and diſcouraged many, that otherwiſe would 

have abyden by it. Now it chaunced after, that upon Occaſion of 
Variance betwene him and another Nobleman, the other called him 
Traytore, and offered to prove it upon his Bodye; the Matter came 

to the Kinges Eare, which ſeinge theim both willinge, graunted the 
Combat; the Day came, Henry was vanquiſhed in the Lyſtes, and the 

Kinge for Savegarde of his Life cauſed him to entre the Profeſſion, 

and thruſt him into this Abbay. I ſhould do Readinge great Wronge, 

if I ſhould conceale a Thinge that Mat. of Weſtminſten notethe con- 
cerninge this Houſe: He ſayeth, that in the Begynninge of the Reigne *''3% 
of Kinge Stephen, Henry the Byſhop toke from Readinge the Hande of 

St. James (ſome Relique belike that Kinge Henry had gyven theim) 

and that about twenty Yeares after it was brought home againe : He ſhew- 1135. 
eth not what Byſhop this was; howbeir, I conjecture that it ſhould be Flo. 
Henry Biſhop of Vynton, that was Nephew to Kinge Hen. the Firſt. 
No doubt the Trouthe of this Hyſtorie weare worthe the knowinge, 
for whether he delyvered it againe or noe, the Monkes would ſay Yeas, 
leaſt their Houſe ſhould be diſhounored by the Want of ſo pretious a 
Jewell; for Proof wherof reade the Tale that Math. Paris hath of ſuche 

a prety Caſt played betwene the Monke of St. Albon's and Elye, in his 
Chron. of St. A/barn's, in the Liſe of Afric the ſecond Abbat. This Ab- 


bay of Readinge was valued in the Recordes at 1938 Poundes of year- 
ly Revennew. 
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RicHEMounT, Mons Dives, Lel. The Countie of Yorke compre- 
hendeth divers large Territories, wherof ſundrie in Tymes paſt have 
bene taken for Shyres by theimſelves, as Houdenſhyre, 
and Richemont ſbyre, of which this laſt toke the Name of R:ichemount 
Caſtle, buylded by Alane Nephew to William the Conquerour. He 
gave it the Name of Richemont in Normany from whence he came, and 
had the Countrye round about by Guifte from Kinge William, as by his 
Charter dated at the Seige of Yorke, and reported by Leland, may ap- 
peare. It ſeamed to Leland that the Walles of the Towne weare but 
the outermoſt Warde of the Caſtle, and not the Walles of a Towne be- 
ſide the Caſtle, by reaſon they be of ſo ſmalle Compaſſe. I find no- 
thinge of this Caſtle worthy Note ſence the firſt Buyldinge therof, ſa- 
vinge that William Kinge of Scottes (that was taken in the Field in the 
Tyme of Kinge Hen. II.) was committed to ſaulfe Cuſtodie within this 
Caſtle, and therfore I will paſſe to Richemont the Kinges Palaice. The 
Place wheare Richemont now ſtandeth, was of auncient Tyme the 
Kinges Houſe, and called his Manor of Shene, This Manor Houſe 
was burned in the fifteenth Yeare of Kinge Hen. VII. whearat he toke 
occaſion to buyld a new Palaice out of the Grounde; and for that his 
Father and he had bene Earles of Richemont, he gave it Name thearaf- 
ter. Shortly after he buylded a Houſe of Franciſcane Fryars thearby, 
like as he did at his Manor of Grenewiche. The fame Kinge dyed at 
Ricbemount. See more under the Title of SHENE and KinGsToN. 


Rosse. A part of Pembrokeſhyre in Wales, the Inhabitantes wherof 
be deſcended of Fleminges, as by Alphred of Beverlay and Sylveſter Gi- 
ralde and others may appeare. For it happened about the Ende of 


the Reigne of William Rufus, that a great part of the baſſe Country of

Flaunders was overwhelmed with a ſoddayn Inundation of the Sea; the 
People wandered about in other Countries, and ſome part of theim ar- 
ryvinge in Ingland, begged of Kinge Hen I. that by his Licence they 
mighte inhabite within his Dominion. He pytyinge their Miſerie, 
graunted their Requeſt, and ſent theim into the further part of the 
Northe Countrye. Howbeit afterward, eyther ſuſpectinge, leaſt they 
ſhould practiſe withe the Scottes his old Enemyes, or thinkinge it fitter 
for ſome other reſpect to place theim amongeſt the Welſbmen his unſure 
Subjectes, he removed theim with al their Baguage to Haverford and 


| Roſe in Wales, wheare at the firſt they weare evel welcome, but their 


Behaviour was ſuche as in thend they wonne theim Creditte. I heare 


of ſome, that the Kinge tranſported Welchemen into the Northe Part for 


theim,

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theim, and that the Aunceſtor of the Lorde Clifford of Cumberland, 


was one of theim that was tranſlated out of Wales into the Place wheare 
he now fitteth. And this I thinke not unlikely, for to this Day he re- 
mayneth Owner of Clifford Cajtle in Wales. In this Countrye of Roſe Matmeth 

weare founde the Bones of Walwan (as ſome thinke) that was of Kin- Tho. Rud- 
red to Kinge Artbure, and gave the Name to the Country of Galloway, 2288 


or of ſome Gyante, (as other geſs) for they ſeamed to make a Bodye 
of 14 Feete in Lengthe. 


RuTLAND, Ruthland, Gyraldo. A Caſtle in North-Wales in the Di- 
oceſe of A/aph, not farre from Conwey, ſtandinge upon the Ryver CI. 
whiche hathe bene longe tyme ſence the Palaice of the Princes theare: 
For what tyme Earle Harold was ſent into Wales by Kinge Edward the 
Confeſſour to ſuppreſſe Griſine that had rebelled, he came to this Pa- After. 
laice, and perceyvinge that Griſine fled before him, he ſet it on fyre, 8653. 
and conſumed it to Aſhes. Shortly after which tyme, he and 7% his 
Brother made that great Expedition. into Wales, by which they brought 
to Obedyence the hole Countrye, as in dyvers Places before is remem- 
bred. Longe after this tyme Kinge Hen. II. invaded Wales, and buyld- 1156. 
ed of new the Caſtle of Ruth/and and others, wherwith to kepe the 2 
Welſhmen the better in Awe. In the latter end of whoſe Reigne this 
Caſtle came to the Poſſeſſion of Owen the Son of Davyd, as Sylveſter 
Girald (then lyvinge) reporteth. This Caſtle alſo was in the Tyme of Flori. 
EKinge Edward I. amongeſt other, beſeiged and broken by Lluellyn Prince 1282. 
of North-Wales, and David his Brother : But the Kinge hearinge of 
that Uproare, prepared his Forces, and compelled the Wel/hemen to 
Reſtitution. He made an end alſo of Luellyn and David, and then for- Rog. 
tefied of new at the Caſtle of Rutland. 1283. 


RoMELEey. If my Copie of that Chron. which I call the Continua- 
tion of Proſp. Aguitanicus be not falſe written, the Scottes in Tyme of 
Kinge Edward I. peirced the Northe Partes of Inglande ſo farre as 
Hexam, and from thence came to this Place, then beinge a Houſe of *rofp. 
Nonnes, and fyred al the Buyldinges therof, the Churche only except- 1296. 
ed. But ſone after Kinge Edward paſſed over the Scottiſhe Sea, and 
compelled Kinge Fboz ro make his Submiſſion, and delyver his Sonne in 
Hoſtage. 


| Rivavx and RyveRs, Rhyvallis, Lat. Newbrig. Sometyme an Ab- 
bay upon Blackowmore in Yorkſhyre, which was falſely called of the co- 
mon ſort, Ryvaux and Ryvers, inſtede of Rhyvalles, which is as muche 
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to ſay, as the Valley of the Ryver Rye, wherof I can make no better 
Proofe, then that the hole Quarter thearabout is to this Day knowen by 
the old Ingliſbe Name, Ryedale. This Abbay was of Ciſtertians or White 
Monkes, and was founded by Syr Walter Eſpec, which after the Deathe 
of his Son, havinge none Iſſue of his Bodye, preferred the Relligious 
(as the comon Perſuaſion of Men then was) before the reſt of his Kyn- 
red, and buylded this Abbay, with two others. It was valewed in the 
Recordes at 278 Poundes by Yeare. Kinge Edward II. gathered toge- 
ther a great Armye, and paſſed a litle way into Scotland; but for want 
of good Forſight he was conſtrayned by Famine to retyre, before he 
had done any notable Exploicte. Now while he and his Nobilitie in 
their Retorne refreſhed theimſelves at this Abbay, Newes was brought 
that the Scottes came after in great Power, and no leſs Haſt. The 
Kinge and his Nobles myndinge more theire Meate, then eyther the 
Savetye of their Subjectes, or their owne Honour, neglected the Meſ- 
ſage; but the Scottes purſuinge egerly their Attempte, came ſodaynly 
within Sighte, and compelled to ſhamefull Flight the Kinge and his 
Men, which never ceaſſed till they had recovered 77rke for their Suc- 
cour. Some aſcribe the hole Fault to Sir Andrew Farkley then Earle 
of Carliel, which havinge Charge of 20000 Men for the Kinge's De- 
fence, converted their Forces to Pillage and Robberie. If this be true, 


he had his juſt Reward ; for he was afterward beheaded at CARLIIL, as 
under that Title is already remembred. 


RuNCoRNE. Runcopan, Saxon. in Lancaſterſpyre. Elfled the Ladie 
and inheretrix of Mercia, in the 'Tyme of Kinge Edward the Son of 
Alfred, prevayled muche againſt the Danes, and takinge from theym 
whatſoever they held within her Dominion, buylded many ſtronge 
Holdes to reſiſt theim: Amongeſt other ſhe made the Towne and Ca- 
ſtle of Runcorne; in what Shyre I finde not, onleſs it be Rounton in Mar- 


wickſhyre. Laurence Nowel taketh it to be now called Runcorne, whome 
in the Title I follow. 


RumMNEy, i. large watery Place or Marſhe. Rumen ea, Saxon. Ru- 
monal, in Lib. Domeſday. An auncient Towne in Kent, which gyveth 
Name to 30000 Acres of Marſhe lyinge therby, and is one of the five 
Portes: For it appeareth by the Booke of Dome/day that was made in 
the Tyme of the Conquerour, that one Robert of Rowenal had thyrtene 
Burgeſſes in Rumenal, which did yeld the Kinge ſuche like Service upon 
the Sea, as thother Portes yet doe, and weare thearby acquited of al 
Cuſtomes, except Thefte, Peace breche, and Forſtallinge. In the Dayes 


of 
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of Edward the Confeſſour, thearle Godwyn, duringe the Tyme of his 
Baniſhment, unquieted eche Part of the Realme, the rather thearby to 
compell the Kinge to his Revocation, and amongeſt other Harmes he Hunting. 
pk the Shippes at Romney in Kent, and many other Places beſides. At 

is Towne Thomas Becket (after the Quarreil conceived againſt his 
Prince Kinge Hen. II.) toke Ship, myndinge to have powered out his 
Complaint before the Pope, but he was dryven backe by a contrary 
Wynde, and ſo compelled to land againſt his Will. The Knowlege of 
this Matter exaſperated the Kinge verie muche againſt him, ſo that 
forthwithe he ſeiſed his Goodes, and gave Comaundment by his Writ 
to the Shyrifes of al Coaſtes, that they ſhould arreſt al ſuche as for any Parif. 
Cauſe provoked to the Pope. What folldwed beſides of this Matter, 
and what Tragedies this holy Man ſtirred, I leave to repeate, for that 
I have already taken occaſion to ſpeake therof in ſundry Places. 


REDBURNE. Within thre Myles of St. Albons, by Flamſtede ſtandeth pariſ 
a Village called Redborne, wheare in the Tyme of Kinge Hen. II. and in 1178. 
the Life of Symon the ninth Abbot of St. Albans, was found the Bodye 
of Amphibolus the Inſtructor in Fayth to St. Alban, as Math. Paris both 
in his Hyſtorie at large, and in the Chron. of St. Albons reporteth. This Tho. Rul- 
Ampbibolus (ſayeth he and Polyd.) was the Scolemaiſter to St. Alban, born. 
which was martyrized for the Chriſtian Profeſſion, under the Unchri- 
ſtian Emperour Diocleſian: Howbeit neyther Gildas, ne Beda himſelfe, 
have Mention of any ſuche Name, but only of a certein Clerke that fly- 
inge the Perſecution, was harboured in Albanus Houſe, and that for 
Savegard of him, Albanus chaunged Appareil with him, and offered 
himſelfe to the Judge, which ſhortly after did him to Execution. Bur 
this weare but a ſmal Pece of Cunninge to gyve the Clerke a Name, 
the Art lyeth in findinge the Bodie that had lyen unknowen almoſt goo 
Yeares before. Now if a Man ſhould aſke how they knew it to be 
the Bodie of Amphibolus, I am ſure they would aunſweare with Math. 
Paris, Revelaticne, Sc. Thanked be God, that hathe reveled to the 
World this their juglinge in Revelations, whearwith for many Yeares 
together they kepte ſuche Revell, that they bothe enchaunted the ſillie 
People, and charmed Princes to follow their Whittle. 


RUuNNINGMEDE, Runemede, Floril. We have often before uſed Men- 
tion of the Warres moved by Kinge Jon againſt his Nobilitie, and 
now Occaſion is juſtly offered to diſcloſe one counterfeit Contract of 
Agrement ſtricken betwene theim at this Place. The firſt Motion of > ric, 
the civille Troubles in the Tyme of Kinge 7hon, aroſe upon this * 

ion: 
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fon: After the Death of Hubert tharchebyſhop of Canterbury, the 
Monkes agreed amongeſt theimſelves to chooſe for Byſhop Reignald 
their Sub- prior: The Kinge not knowinge of this Election (wherin he 
received line Wronge) preferred to theim John Gray Byſhop of Nor- 
wiche, the Monkes or ſome part of theim takinge ſuddain Offence at 
Reignald, for that he had diſcloſed a Secreat of theirs, and now becom- 
ing glad to fatisfie the Kinge, choſe Gray Byſhop alſo. Hearof grew a 
Suite to Rome, betwene the more part of the Monkes on thone Side, 
and the Suffraganes of Canterbury, and the leſs Nombre of the Monkes 
on thother Side. The Pope, upon the Hearinge of the Cauſe, at the 
firſt ratifieth thelection of John Gray, howbeit afterward he diſaloweth 
bothe theiſe Elections, and preferreth to theim Stephen Langhton , 
whome they alſo elected. King Fhon hearinge that not only the Ele- 
ction of Gray (contrary to the Pope's owne former Determination) was 
made fruſtrate, but that they had alſo taken in place a Man very fami- 
lier to the Frenche Kinge, his Enemye, he refuſed to ſuffer him to en- 
tre his Realme. Hearupon the Pope alſo (who ſought in his Choiſe, as 
ſaythe Mat. Paris, Virum ſtrenuum) ſeinge his Champion refuſed, be- 
gynneth to ſtartle for Anger; firſt therfore he moveth the Kinge by ma- 
ny menacinge Lettres, to admitte Stephen the elected; then interditeth 
he the Kinge and his Realme; and laſtly, not only provoketh al Poten- 
tates to make Warre upon him, but alſo promiſeth the Kinge of Fraunce 


ful Remiſſion of his Synnes, and the Kingdome of Ingland to attempt 


it. He ſolliciteth alſo Kinge Jhon's Byſhops, the Nobilitie and the Co- 
mons to Rebellion, and diſchargeth theim al of their Duetie and Alle- 

eaunce toward their Prince. Thus divine Service ceaſſed within the 

ealme, the Byſhops conſpired, the Kinge of Fraunce armed, the No- 
bilitie weare dryven to make Defection: To be ſhort, Kinge 7hon was 
ſo ſtreightened on al Parts, that he was in thend compelled to make 
the Pope Kinge, and himſelfe a Vaſſall. Now marke what followed. 
Althoughe the Kinge and the Nobles had not hytherto thone fallen 
cleane out with thother, yet duringe this Trouble theare was a certein 
Suſpicion and Jelouzie crept in betwene theim: For wheareas the No- 
bilitie, for fear of the Popes Curſe, eſtranged theimſelfes, and with- 
drew their accuſtomed Service from their Prince, he required more then 
once their Homage by Othe, and ſo of his part uttered Suſpicion of 
their Loyaltie: The Lordes on the other Side beinge thus beſides Cu- 
ſtome appoſed at his Handes, nouriſhed the like Jealouzie and Doubt of 
his Favour towardes theim. Now therfore findinge fitt Tyme, by rea- 
ſon of his Weakneſs, they clayme the Uſe of the auncyent Libertyes 
whearto at his Coronation he had ſworne, and which now lately he had 


bereved

bereved theim; they complayne of Oppreſſion committed in the late 
Troubles, they greive that Straungers be muche eſtemed, and the No- 
bilitye of the Realme ſet at naughte, and therfore by Aſſent they praye 
Redreſſe. And fearinge leaſt they ſhould not wynne their Deſyre by 
Intreaty, they prepare great Forces, they give Handes one to another, 
and make Szephen the Archebyſhop Captein of their Armye. The Kinge 
at the firſt denyed their Deſire, and ment to have waged Warre withe 
theim; but perceyvinge in the end that few or almoſt none ſtacke fayth- 
fully to him, he feigneth himſelf contented, and requireth theim that 
they will appointe Tyme and Place wheare they may mete peaceably to 
compounde the Quarreil. Runningmede, betwene Stanes and Windſoare, 


is thought the meteſt Place, thither they come in Tyme appointed. 


The Kinge not only ratifiech the Liberties called Magna Carta, and 
Carta de Foreſta, which they required, but offereth further of his owne 
Motion, that they ſhal choſe 25 Barons from amongeſt theim, which 
ſhal receyve at his Handes four ſtronge Caſtles for their more Aſſu- 
rance, and to thend that (if Nede be) they may conſtreigne him to the 
Obſervation of that which he promiſeth. And thus eche makinge 
faire Semblance to other, they breake up the Aſſemblye. Kinge Fhor, 
that ment nothinge leſſe then the Perfourmance of that which he had 
promiſed, could now take no Reſt till he weare avenged of his Barons; 
and bycauſe he had none other Refuge then the Holy Father, he diſ- 
patched towardes him in al haſt his Ambaſſadours, he compleyned 
greivouſly of Stephen Langhton and his Nobilitie, for that they exact of 
him certeine unjuſt Lawes; wherunto, without Conſent of his Holynes 
(whoſe Vaſſalle he is) he cannot ſubſcribe, and in thend prayeth his 
fatherly Aide. The Pope upon the firſt hearinge waxed wrothe, and 
(as Mat. Paris reporteth) ſware by Seint Peter, that he would not ſuf- 
fer that Injurie unavenged. Forthwithe therfore he maketh fruſtrate 
the Kinges Graunte, he looſethe the Kinge himſelfe from the Daun- 
ger of his Othe, and excommunicateth Stephen Langhton, and al the 
Nobilitie. Hearupon followed great Warres betwene the Head and the 
Members, in ſo muche as the Nobilitie, for Maintenaunce of their Par- 
tie, invited into the Realme Lewes the Frenche Dolphin, whoe contynu- 
ed the Troubles duringe al the Life of that Kinge, and not without 
great Terrour to the hole Realme, remayned heare ſome part of the 
Reigne of Kinge Henry his Sonne. This is the true Diſcourſe of the 
Cauſe of theiſe Warres, as Mat. Paris which lyved in the Tyme re- 
porteth, whearin is to be (as in a Glaſſe) ro what Uſe the Pope's Au- 
Qtoritie ſerveth him, namely, to ſett up that ſpirituall Monarchie which 
he challengeth over al the Worlde, and to none other Purpoſe. For even 
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as at the firſt he layed about him to have in England Virum ſtrenuum, a 

noble Champion to ſerve his Purpoſe, that is, to exacte of the Clergie, to 

kepe in Awe the Laytie, and to overthwart the Kinge and Nobilitie ; 

ſo nowe beinge furniſhed with the Kinge himſelfe to ſerve that Turne, 

and thearby in Poſſeſſion of this hole Deſyre, he falleth out with Ste- 

fhen his old Freinde, he frowneth on the Nobilitie whome he favoured 

to fore, he chargeth Lewes the Dolphyne withe great Faultes whoſe Fa- 

ther he had pardoned al his Synnes, and embraceth ſwetely wheare he 

had before molt bitterly accurſed. Surely if Chriſt had ſayed, Regnum 

meum eft de hoc Mundo, he had bene to blame that would not have con- 

feſſed the Pope his Vicare ; but ſence poore Chri/t promiſeth Croſs and 
Calamitie to his, and the Dyvel offerethe earthly Kingdomes to ſuche 

as fall downe and woorſhip, I thinke him ſtarke madde that, ſeinge 

how the Pope canvaſethe for Crownes, will not rather thinke him the 

| Dyvel's General. Some call this Place Runemede, which if it be the 
* true Name, then was it ſo called of this Conſultation; for hunian, in 
the Saxon Speache (which was not then ſo muche forgotten) ſigni- 

fieth to conſulte, or talke together; which Word is not yet cleane 


gone, for we ſaye that Men rounde together, when they whiſper or 
talke ſoftelye one to another, 


RokINGAM. A Towne, Caſtle, and Foreſt in Northamptonſbyre. I 

find not whoe buylded the Caſtle, but I reade that one William Mal- 

Chron Petr. dint, a Norman, was Owner therof in the tyme of Kinge Stephen, and 

like it is that he was thautor alſo. Kinge Hen. III. after the Deathe 

of thearle Marſhal, his Governour, and after that he came to the 

1220, Yeares of fiftene and was crowned of new, by the ſettinge on of ſome 

Parit. Whiſperer that tatled him in theare that it was now tyme to playe the 

Kinge, entered ſodainlye into this Caſtle (that then was in the Poſſeſ- 

ſion of William the Earle of Aumarle) and toke it from him againſt 

his Wylle. This and ſuche other inconſiderate Actes that he committed, 

pulled upon him by litle and litle the heavy Diſpleaſure of his Nobili- 

tie, which ſcarcely duringe al his Reigne he was able to ſhake from 

1 him. As for the Foreſt of Rockingham, I have a Perambulation therof 
remayninge withe me, which in fitt tyme I meane to adde. 


RuMFoRDE. After that the Pope had well pylled the Ingliſbe Clear- 
gie for his Parte, and Kinge Hen. III. alſo had levyed ſundrie Sommes 
of Money amongeſt [them, ] they thoughte it now fitte (for the more 
vehement enforcinge of their Deſyre) to joyne their Neceſſities, and make 
one petition for Relief of theim bothe. The Kinge therfore and the 


Pope's 
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Popes Legate called together al the Ciſtercian, or white Monkes, and 
layinge before theim their maniſolde Cauſes of great Expenſe, deſyred 
theim to graunt for their comon Neceſſitie one competent Aide in Mo- 
ney. The Monkes myſliked of the Demaund, both for that it was 
large, and that they had bene already greived, and therfore after a litle 
Conſultation they made Aunſweare, that they weare bur a part of the 
Chapter of that Profeſſion, and therfore without the Content of the

hole could not conſent to any ſuche Levey. Hearat the Kinge and theParit 


Legate weare muche offended, in ſo muche as beſides foule Woordes 
the Kinge pyked Quarreils againſt dyvers of the Abbates of that Ordre, 
and ſuche as came in his Daunger he ſuffered not to eſcape without 
round Sommes of Money. Amongeſt the reſt, he called thabbat of 
Romford in Eſſex to aunſweare for an Affray that two of his Servantes 
had made, and before the Matter was ended he made thabbates Purſe 
pay ſwetely for the Atonement, The Houſe was valued at Poundes 
by Yeare; as for the Foundation I have not hytherto redd of it. 


Rapxovr, Maiſeveth, Brytannice. Lel. Maiſcvete, Lat. Lel. Ma- 
geſet#, Hovedeno. A Towne and Shyre in the Eaſt Part of Wales, 


which (ſayeth Leland) was auncyently called Maiſeveth, of the faire and Lc! 


pleaſant Medowes that the Ryver of Wye maketh thearabout. In this 
Shyre be two Caſtles, wherof I find mention in Gyrald for the one, and 


in Syr hon Priſe for thother, Grukery and Guorthigernion. Grukery Gyrald 
(fayeth Gyrald) ſtandeth two Myles from Radnour; Guorthigernton prijeus. 


(fayethe Pri/e) was buylded by the Kinge Guortigerne, whome we call 
Vortigerne, or (more corruptly) Vortiger. I am ſomwhat in doubt 
whether this laſt be the ſame that Gyrald calleth Varthreniaun by Rad- 
Nour, whereof in fitt Place more ſhal be ſpoken. 


RoTHER, „u. and RoBERTEs BRIDGE. See in the Title of LyMen, 
P. 193. for the Head, Courſe, and Mouthe of the Water in Kent called 
Rother, and of the true Name of the Place called R»obertes Bridge alſo. 
Only this is to be ſayed heare, that the Monaſterie of Robertes Bridge 


neare Batteil in Suſſex was valued in the Recordes at 248 Poundes by 
Yeare. See Collect. 38. 


RATCLIFFE. Redcliffe, Ruber clivus, Lel. A Hamlet of Stepney Pa- 
riſhe, ſtandinge upon the North Side of the Thami/e, a few Miles Eaſt 
from London, which of late Yeares by Reaſon ot the Comoditie of the 
Nearneſs that it hath to the Cytie is ſomwhat adourned with fightly 
| Buyldinges erected by the Londoners, but eſpecially by the charitable

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Houſes which William or Nicholas Gibſon, (a Sherif of London in the 
Tyme of Kinge Hen. VIII, and borne at this Place) edefied theare: I 
meane a Schole for 60 poore Children to be taughte, and an Hoſpital 
for 14 poore Folkes to be fedd in, both which he endowed withe com- 
petent Lyvinges for the perpetual Maintenance of his good Meaninge.

RE DRI, Reppahy be, Saxon. Sinus nauticus, Latine, Lel. Lelande 
is of thopinion that this Place ſtandinge upon the South Banke of the 
Thamiſe over-againſt the Tower of London was firſt but a Lodginge for 
Maryners ; and this he gathereth of the Name, without any violent 
Wreſtinge, as me thinketh; for Reþpa in the old Ingliſbe is as muche 
as a Rower, or Maryner, in token wherof the Stere 1s yeat called a Ro- 
ther, and Hy be ſignifieth a Haven, or Harborowe. Theare is nothinge 
in the Place beſide worthy Note, fave only the old Stone-houſe, in the 


which Kinge Hen. IV. is ſayd to have layen whiles he was cured of a 
Leproſie. 


REGATE, i. Ri curſus, Lel. At this Towne is yet to be ſene the 
Ruynes and Rubbiſhe of an olde Caſtle, which ſome calle Holmeſdale, 
and therfore I have before uſed that Name alſo. I can delyver no 
Certeintye of the begynninge of it, but I finde that it is of great Con- 
tynuance; for what tyme Lewes the Frencbe Dolphyne came into this 
Lande in Ayde of the Nobilitie againſt Kinge Fhon, he had yelded into 
his Poſſeſſion amongeſt many others this Caſtle at Regate. In the tyme 
of Kinge Hen. his Son, Henrie de Warren, or (as ſome wryte) Jhon de 
Warren, Earle of Surrey was Owner of Regate-Caſtle, who upon a 
tyme fallinge at Woordes in We/ſtmin/ter-halle withe the Lord Aland de 
Zouche and his Son, drew his Weapon, and woundinge the Father, cau- 
fed the Son to fave his Life by his Legges. The Kinge hearinge of this 
Outrage, determyned to have gyven condigne Puniſhement, but the 
Earle flyeth to this his Caſtle, and a while prepared to defend him- 
ſelfe ; howbeit, underſtandinge that Edward the Kinges Son was co- 
minge towardes him withe a Power, he chaunged his Mynde, and 
metinge the Prince peaceably on the Way, humbly beſecheth * 

E 
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The Prince when he ſaw him yeld to Juſtice, toke Aſſurance for the 
Partyes Satisfaction, and graunted him Mercye. He that added thoſe 
few Yeares in the end of Mat. Paris, reporteth, that this Alan Zouche barit 
was a Juſtice at Weſtminſter, and that the Earle kylled him in the Place. . 
I reade alſo of a Man of the ſame Name, which was at the fame tyme 
Maior of London; and therfore I leave the Determination of the Cer- 
teintye of this Parſon to ſuche as will traveil to finde it. The Name 
of Regate ſeameth to be impoſed of the low ſtandinge, and for that 
the Waters have their Paſſage thearby, and (as I now remember) it is 
as it weare a Sinke whear into the Waters fall from the Hylles on eve- 


ry Side of it; for which Cauſe it is called Rhehgear, i. the Paſſage of Veies Collect. 


the Waters. Theare was ſometyme a Priorye valewed in the Recordes 18. 
at 68 Poundes by Yeare. 


RamsBYRIE, Reapne aß Saxon. i. Cor vi domus. The firſt By- 
ſhoppes See (ſayeth William of Malmeſb.) that was in the Weſt-Jaxon 
Kingdome was planted at Dorceffer, not many Myles from Oxforde. 
Then ſhortly after theare weare two other Sees erected, thone at J/in- &gr. 
cheſter, and thother at Shyrborne : After that alſo in the Tyme of 
Kinge Edw. thelder, it was thought mete to create thre others, at 
Welles, Cridington, and St. Germanes; and bycauſe as yet the Charges 


weare over large in Compaſſe, and by ſome quiet from the Danes, the G4 Malmeſb.

RumsEy, Rumep1gze, Saxon. Kinge Edward the elder, otherwiſe 
ſurnamed the Son of Alfrede, buylded the Monaſterie of Rumſey in 
Hamſhyre; but Kinge Edgar firſt brought Nonnes into it, which is the 
Caule that ſome untrulie aſcribe to him the firſt Foundation, the con- 
trary whearof appeareth by the Saxon Hyſtorie, which reporteth, that 
Edmund the Son of this Edwarde, (ſurnamed Clitho, bycauſe he was 
Heire apparant) was before Edgar's Reigne in the Yeare 971 buried 
at Rumſey ; howbeit, to aſcribe to one Man the Praiſe of another's Be- 
nefite, is a Thinge familiar to the Writers of our Ingliſbe Chronicles, 
eſpecially in this Edgar, whome they extolle above the Sterres, and 
faine him to have buylded above 40 Monaſteries, wheras indede he 
repaired and reſtoared many, but founded or new-buylt a very few, as 
under their fitt Places is already, and ſhall hearafter be more at large 
diſcovered. This Edgar made Morwyn the Abbeſs of the Houſe, which 
(ſayeth Malmeſb.) lyethe buryed at Rumſey, as dothe likewiſe Erhelfled, 
another Virgin that he honoureth muche. Chriſtine one of the Syſters 
to Edgar Ethelinge, that was crowned by ſome of the Nobylitie after 
the Death of Harold, entred the Profeſſion of Rumſey, and dyed theare. 
Marie alſo, the Daughter of Kinge Stephen, was Abbeſs of Rumſey ; 
but ſhe after a while waxed weary of this Maner of unchaſt Chaſtitie, 
and for Remedie betoke her ſelfe in chaſt Matrimonie to Mathew the 
Earle of Boloigne, whearat Thomas Becket then Chauncelour of Ingland 
was muche oftended, and laboured by al his Endevour to have her re- 
maunded to her Cloyſter, inſomuche as he gayned thearby muche evel 
Will, both at the Handes of the Nobylitie, and the Kinge himſelfe. 
Some report that he had his Deſyre, and that he cauſed her to re- 
torne to Rumſey againe, after that ſhe had borne the Earle two Chyl- 
dren, Belike St. Paules Doctrine, præſtat nubere quam uri, was in 
thoſe Dayes allowed for no Divinitie, and, qui non continet, nubat, was 
not then ſo good as the Popes Diſpenſation. This Houſe was valew- 
ed in the Recordes at 393 Poundes by Yeare. 


RAIDGNOT. A Caſtle in Wales, neare Warthreniaun (which is not 
farre from Radnour) which Reſe the Prince of Sou⁰t,,-M ales in the tyme 
of Hen. II. buylded, as Gyrald in his Itinerarie of Males reporteth. He 

addeth 
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addeth alſo, that upon a tyme they of this Caſtle had taken a poore 
Man, and fettered him, which when his Wife heard of, ſhe ran to 1 
Churche called Glaſcam in Etvein, and fetched a ſmalle Hand-bell, 
which they ſayed was ſomtyme St. Doles Bell, and of wonderful Vertue. 
This ſhe layed upon her Huſband, thinkinge that by Vertue therof, the 
Gives ſhould have fallen from him: But they of the Caſtle, perceyvinge 
her meaninge, kept her and the Bell bothe, and would not delyver 
them. The next Night followinge the Caſtle was ſer on Fire, and the 
hole Houſe conſumed with the Flame, ſave only that Wall whearon by 
chaunce they had hanged the Bell. By mine Aſſent Gyrald and his 
Fellowes ſhall beare the Bell, for of al that ever I heard or redd they 
excede when they begyn to magnifye their Reliques,

RINGESFIELD, Ringemere, Aſſero. Al our Wryters agree that about or, 
the Yeare 1010, a great Army of the Danes landed neare IHioiche, and Flo il. 
that the Men of Norfolke, Suffolke, and Cambridgeſhyre, aſſemblyed bon "OW 
theimſelves for Reſiſtance, wheare the Danes havinge the Victorie toke | 
Horſe, and heryed al the Countryes thearabout: But I finde not ſpecial 
Mention of the Place wheare this Batteil was joyned in any other then 
him that made the Contynuacion to Aſſerus; he ſayeth therfore, that Ar. 
they fought at a Place called Ringmere, (which, I ſuppoſe, ſence that 
Field foughten hath in Memorie therof bene called Ringegſield, lyinge 
in Szffolke) and that the Ingliſbemen had prevayled, had it not bene that 
one Turketil (deſcended of a Dane) eyther of Falſhode, or falſe Hart 
turned his Backe, and cauſed the reſt to doe the like. 


RycaLL. Immediatly after that Harold was crowned, Toftie his 
Brother joyned Handes with Harold Harvager Kinge of Norway, and 
enteringe the Mouth of Humbre with zoo ſmalle Shippes, or Cogons 
(as they called theim) landed at Richal upon U/e, not farr diſtant from 
Sherifhutton in Yorkſhyre. Morkar and Edwyn, bothe Earles in the 
North Partes, thinkinge it fitte to mete with the firſt Begynninges, let 
freſhly upon theim, and for a Seaſone triumphed in ſmalle Victories; 
but in the ende the Enemies prevayled ſo farre by the great Oddes of 
their Power, that they compelled the Countrymen to Flight, and that 
with no ſmalle Loſſe. Theare was now therfore no Hope lefte to re- 
pulſe the Norwayes, onleſſe the Kinge ſhould put to his Hande, who for- 
{lewed not at al, but made towardes theim with al Haſt and Power, 
and at Stamford-bridge obteyned againſt theim an honourable Victorie. 
In the which the Kinge Hervage and Te/tie weare ſlayne, the greater 


part of the Army overcome, and the Reſidue put to ſhamful AP: 
And 
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And as for ſuche as gott to their Shippes, they eſcaped not cleane, for 
they weare compelled to make corporall Othes, and to delyver Hoſta- 
ges, neither for al this weare they permitted to carye paſt 20 Sayle a- 
waye with theim. But ſee how God (the Diſpenſer of Kingedomes) 
ſodenly turned this Joy to Confuſion. Harold had no ſoner ended this 
Quarreil, but loe William of Normandie arryvethe at Pemſey to demande 


his Right: Harold haſteth in al that he maye; they joine, and within 


a few Howers the Diademe is tranſlated to a ſtraunge Nation, wheare it 
hathe contynued theiſe 500 Yeares, 


Rynar. A Place in Rutlandſbyre, wheare St. Tybb was firſt bu- 
ryed, as in PETERBOROUGHE is already at large diſcloſed, p. 271. 


REDEHAM. Mat. of Weſtminſter writethe, that it happened on a 
tyme that one Lothebrocus (a Prince in Denmarke) takinge a Cocke- 
Boate for his Diſport, was by ſodayne Weatheringe caryed into the 
highe Sea, and ſo to Redbam upon the Coaſt of Norfo/ke, whome when 
the Countrye Men had eſpied bearinge a Hawke on his Fyſte, they toke 
him and preſented him for a ſtraunge Adventure to Edmund then Kinge 
of thoſe Partes. The Kinge welcomed freindly this ſtraunge Gueſt, 
and after ſome Triall of his Conninge in Haukinge and Huntinge, uſed 
him verie familiarly, and made him dayly Compaignion of his Diſ- 
portes. This Kinge had alſo a Hunteſman of his owne, called Berne, 
which not a litle envyed that the new-come ſhould be more eſtemed 
then he that had ſerved fo longe, and therfore takinge his tyme whiles 
they weare in the Woodes aloane, he flew Lothebrocus, and buryed his 
Bodye, imagininge that his Deathe might be imputed to ſome wyld 
Beaſt or other, or at the leaſt his Abſence to his Ignoraunce of the Coun- 
trie: But he was deceaved in bothe, for a Spanyel of the dead Man's 
bewrayed the Murther, by waytinge upon the Place of Burial, and 
fetchinge Meate at ſome Houſe or other when he hungred. After 
muche Searche it was found that Beorne had comitted the Slaughter, and 
he was by Ordre adjudged to be putt into the ſame Cock-Boate wherin 
Lothebrocus arryved, and to be led into the mayne Sea, and there caſt of 
to his owne Adventure. Beorne was dryven by the Seas into Denmarke, 
from whence Lothebrocus firſt came, and upon Knowledge of the Boate, 
they of the Countrye examyned him to tell theim what was become of 
their Prince: He at the firſt denyed ſtoutly al Knowledge of him; but 
afterward beinge brought before Inguar and Hubba the Sonnes of 
Lothebrocus whom he had ſlayne, and put to the Queſtion by extreme 
Tortures, he confeſſed that he arryved in that Boate in Ea/?-Angle, and 


for 
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for Savegard of his owne Life charged Kinge Edmunde with the Mur- 

dre of him. And this was the Cauſe (ſayeth he) that Hinguar and 
Hubba the Danes arryved in Ingland with a great Army, and enteringe 
theiſe Partes found out Kinge Edmund, and moſt deſpitefully martyr- 

ed him at HoxTox, as under that Title is already declared. It ſeam- After. 
eth by Aſſerus Menevenfis, that this Tale ſhould be drawen out of a Booke 
written of the Paſſion of St. Edmunde, for of ſuche an one he maketh 
Mention, in his Hyſtorie of the Life of Alfrede. 


RoKEBURNE. A ſmal Syke or Burne in Wilteſbyre, for more certeyne 
Knowledge wherof, looke in ME ARDENE before, p. 220, 


RuPIE. I find in an Exemplification of an auncyent Chartre drawen 
out by Syr hon Priſe, that one Richard the Sonne of Tergy gave Landes" riſe. 
to our Ladye and the Monkes of Rupie in Yorkſhyre, to buyld theim a 
Monaſterie upon. This was valewed in the Recordes at 224 Poundes 
of yearly Revennew; and I geſs by ſome Circumſtances, that it begun 
about the Tyme of Kinge Hen. I. 


RevesBye. William de Romara, Earle of Lincolne, in the Tyme of Ex carta 
Kinge Hen. I. and Hawiſe his Wife, founded thabbay of St. Laurence of Donat. 
Reveſbye in Lincolnſhyre, valewed in the Recordes at 28 Poundes by 
Veare. 


Rowersr ER. In the Tyme of Hen. II. Richard Bacon gave to the Ex carta 
reguler Preiſtes of Rowcefter in Staffordſhyre, the Manors of Rawceſter, Donat. 
Combruge and Norton, and certein Parcels of Lande lyinge in Brad- 
ley, Baſſington, Northal, Waterſal and Calton, to pray for the Soule 
of his Uncle Ranulphe Earle of Cheſter. The hole Houſe was at the 


Suppreſſion recorded to be worthe 100 Poundes by Yeare. 
RocnuALlr. Maude the Counteſs of Liter, and Syſter to Henry Earle x, carta 


of Lancaſter, founded a Chauntery of five ſeculer Preiſtes at Compaſs in Donat. 


the Dioces of Norwiche, in the twenty firſt Yeare of the Reigne of Ed- 
ward III. Lyonel Duke of Clarence, and Earle of Ulſter, removed this 
College for Suſpition of looſe Life, and turned it into a Houſe of 
Nonnes, which he placed at Rochal in the Towne of Bruſyard in Suf- 
folke.

III. thinkinge theim mete for the Defence of that Part, ex- 

chaunged with thabbot for theim, and belike annexed theim to the 

five Portes. Rye hathe now (1570) 27 Fiſher-Boats, 20 Braſſe Pieces 

in the Gardain Plott, a Maior, 12 Jurates, a Cuſtomer, Comtroller and 


Searcher; but the Haven is muche decayed by Inninge 2000 Acres of 
Marſhe.

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RATECOTEBRIDGE. In the eleventh Yeare of the Reigne of Kinge 
Richard II. Thomas of Woodftoc, the Kinges Uncle, and Duke of Glou- 
ceſter, the Earles of Warwike, Derby and Notingham, and others the 
| Cheif of the Nobilitie of the Realme, perceyvinge that the Cauſe of 
the evel Government was juſtly to be imputed to a ſort of evel diſpoſed 
Counſellors that weare contynually about the Kinge, aſſembled theim- 
ſelves at Ratcotebrige, to conſulte for the Reformation of the ſame ; 
wheare they agreed to goe to London with a convenient Power, and to 
cauſe the Kinge to ſommone a Parlement ; in which, by Adviſe of the 
Eſtates, Ordre might be taken to remove theim, which they perfourm- 
ed accordinglye, as by the Actes of that Parliament beinge extant may 

appeare. Al this Parlement of theires, with al the Appendances ther- 
to was repealed by another holden in the twenty firſt of the Reigne of 
the ſame Kinge: But theare followed ſuch Hurly-burly thearupon, that 


it coſt the Kinge firſt his Crowne, and then his Life, as in the Hyſtorie 


penned at large by manye is to be redde.

Tox Ack, Stanbenge, Galfrid. & Huntingd. Stanebengeſt, Thom. 
Rodburne. Gefrey of Monumoutbe, the Tranſlatour of the Bryt- 
tiſbe Hyſtor ie, reportethe, that Hengiſt (one of the Capitanes of the firſt 
Saxons that arryved within this Realme in Ayde of the Brytons againſt 
the Scottes) flew in the Mounte Ambre (for ſo he callethe the Plaine 
neare to Ambreſbyry in Wilteſhyre wheare this Stonage is) a great Nom- 
bre of the Brytaine Nobilitie by this Treacherie: He appointed with 
Vortiger their Kinge, that he would meate peaceably in any Place by 
him to be appointed, and ſatisfie the Noblemen of the Lande, as touch- 
inge the Feare that they had conceaved that he ſhould bringe into the

Realme an over great Nombre of his Countrymen. Vortiger after Con- Gal: 


ſulration had with his Counſel, appointed this Place; the tyme came, 
they met on bothe Sides, but with unlike Intentions ; for Fortiger and 
his Nobilitie ment to have entered quyetly into Capitulation of Mat- 
ters that might continue Peace, and therfore came unarmed: But Hen- 
geſt and his deſired nothinge more then the Deſtruction of the Britaine

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Nobilitie, wherof they knew the cheif would be in that Aſſembly ; and 
therfore prively beſtowed under their Appareil ſhort Swoordes, which 
in their Language weare called Scaxap, and agreed amongeſt theim- 
ſelves that upon this Watche Word uttered, nymeT cope Seaxap, i. 
draw out your Swordes ; eche Man ſhould lay hold on hym that was 
next hand, and fo by thadvauntage of their Weapons deſtroye the Br y- 
tones. This Thinge they perfourmed accordingly; for when they weare 
in the myddeſt of theyre Treaty, and eche Man had ſorted himſelfe 
with one of thother Side, Hengeſt ſeinge fitt tyme, layed Handes on 
Vortigern, and gave the Watche-Worde, at Sounde wherof the reaſt did 


likewiſe, and at one Inſtant put to the Sworde 460 of the Brytaine No- 


bilitie, which weare after buryed in the Place. But as for Vortiger, they 


ſaved his Life, both bycauſe he had maryed the Daughter of Hengeſi, 


and for that he was a good Inſtrument to bringe to effect the reſt of 
their Deſyre. Sone after arryved Aurelius Ambroſe the true Inheritor 
to the Bryttiſbe Crowne, who after the ſame offered unto him by one 


Voice of the Nobilitie and Comons, and after ſundrye great Victories 


obteyned againſt the Saxons, came to Ambreſbyrie neare Stonage, 
wheare beinge deſirous to honour the Buryal of ſo many noble Perſo- 
nages with ſome notable Monument, he called Merlin, a learned Man 
at that tyme, and his Workmen together, and by their Advice planted 
in round Forme the great Stones that are yet to be ſene upon the 
Plaine. I am bold with Gefery, in that I leave oute the wonderous 
Voiage that he ſayeth Marlyn made into Ireland to fetche theiſe Stones, 
the bringinge of the ſame before out of Africe into Ireland by Gyauntes, 
the Vertue of the Stones theimſelfes, and the Art of the Prophet in re- 
movinge theim when no Force could prevayle, and ſuche other Thinges 
which he at large diſcourſeth : But I truſt I ſhall have Pardon, the ra- 
ther for that Leland (the greateſt Freind that ever Geffrey found) repu- 
tech theim mere Vanities, and I my ſelfe thinke theim worthy to have 
Place with the Metamorphoſis of King Uther's Parſon, the rayſinge of 
the Dragons out of the Pitte, the Conception of Marlyz, and ſuche 
like Toyes, whearwith Galfrid and many other have brought good 
Hyſtories into vile Contempt, and themſelves the Wryters woorthel 

into Deriſion. It ſuffiſeth me that Aurel. Ambroſe pitched theim in 
token of their Sepulture that weare ſlayne, neyther nede I to runne 
to a Wonder for the Matter ; for althoughe Henry Huntingdone think- 
eth the Stonage one of the four Marveiles of Ingland, yet have not I 


ſene hytherto (thoughe I have ſene theim often) whearat to mar- 


vayle greatly. If he ſuppoſed the Marveil in the hanginge of 


theim above Grounde, (as happely therof the Name Stanehenge was 


firſt

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firſt grounded) he was deceyved; for they hange with no more Won- 

der then one Poſt of a Houſe hangeth upon another, ſeinge that all 

the Stones are lett one in another by a Mortece and Tenant, as Car- 
penters call theim. If he marveyled how they weare brought, or from 
whence they came, he might for thone have knowen, that by Art 
Thinges of greater Weight may be removed, eſpecially, if a Prince be 
Pay-maiſter; and for the other, that theare is within tne ſame Shyre 

great Stoare of Stone of the ſame Kinde, namely, about Marlborow, 5 719 
from whence I thinke they weare choſen by the Greatneſs, for other 
Difference eyther in Matter or Faſhion I ſee none. Beſides theiſe Noble- 

men, theare lyeth buryed in this Place, Ambroſe himſelfe, Uther his 516. 
Brother, and Conſtantine, a Kinge of the Brytons after theim, ſence 545: 
which tyme I do not reade that eyther they have bene employed to- 

that Uſe, or converted. to any other. Only for the Name, Thom. Rud- 

borne thinkethe that it ſhould be called Stanchenge/t, in Memorie of the 
Slauhter comitted by him, and not Stanebenge, and in Regard of the 
Hanginge. The comon People theareabout havinge by Tradition ſome 
Opinion of ſinguler Vertue in theim, fanſie that the Powdre of theim 

is no leſs ſoveraigne againſt Poiſone, then the paringe of an Unicornes 
Horne: But the wiſer Sort are contented to uſe the Powder for ſcow- 

ringe of their Sythes, and loke for no more Good of theim. 


STANMORE. A Foreſt in Weſtmorland, wheare (ſayeth thautor of the 
Eulogium) Marius the Son of Arviragus, a Kinge of the Brytons, ſlew Hulogium. 
in Batteil Roderic of Aquitaine, and in Memorie of that Victorie erected 4 
a Piller of Stone, havinge engraved this Inſcription, Heare the Kinge 
Weſtmare eto the Kinge Rowingar: And addeth that of this Marius, 
that part toke to name Weſtmaria, and fo at lengthe Weſtmarland. I 
will not examine how this 1ng/i/he Inſcription agreeth with a Brytor 
Kinge, leaſt I ſhould marre this Monkes Conceyt. Well, Hector Boe- Hd. Boet. | 
thius, the Scotti/h Chronicler, ſayeth, that Kinge William the Conquerour | 
of Ingland, and Malcolme of Scotland, after ſome Variaunce, agreed 
that Malcolme ſhould have Northumberland, for fo muche as lay be- 
twene Twede, Cumberland and Stanmore, and that in the midſt of 
Stanmore they erected a Croſſe for Lymitte, having on thone Side the 
Image of the Kinge of Ingland, and on thother Side the Picture of the —  _ 
Kinge of Scottes, which Croſſe was called Ree-Crofs, i. Regum Crux. Aa

ſayeth, Eadred the Brother of Athelſtan, and general Kinge of Inglande, 
had Northumberland in his Poſſeſſion at that Tyme, and before. How- 
beit I read of ſome Credit, that about that Tyme they drave out of 
that Country Pic their Kinge, and that from thence forth Eadred re- 
ceyved it into his Dominion, but of muche more Liklehoode and 


Trouthe, that Eadred wan the Countrye by Force, and compelled the 
Scottes to doe Homage. | 


SHREWSBYRY, Pennovernum, Lat. Lel. Penguern, Bryt. Gyral. i. Ca- 


put Alneri, Scnobberbyprg, Saxon. Salopia, nonnullis. Slopeſbyry, Gy- 


rald. Shrewſbury (ſayeth Gyraid) ftandinge upon Severne, was ſome- 
tyme the cheif Towne of Pow!/land, the thyrd Portion of Wales, and 


was then called Penguerne, (which he expoundethe the Head of the 
Alne-Tree Plott) by reaſon of the Aboundance of Alnes thearabout. 
The Name Salop, ſoundinge ſomwhat of the Latine Salix, harpeth 
neare the ſame Note, and peradventur the Woorde Shrobbeſbyrie began 
of the low Shrubbes of the ſame kinde of Tree alſo. It ſhall not be 
out of the way to take withe me a few of Lelandes Verſes, in which 


he bothe deſcribeth the Towne, and deryverh the Name, after this 
Maner :

Imperio cujus ſubjecta eft Poiſia quondam. 

Urbs ſita — herc veluti mediammis in Orbe

And thus leavinge the Deſcription, let us come to che Hyſtorie. He- 
Hor Boethius wryteth, that the Brytons longe ſence conſpired at Shrew/- 


y againſt their Kinge Arviragus, whom the Romanes had ſet up, for 
that he put from him Yaoda his Wife, (happely he meaneth Vaodica, of 


whome Corn. Tacitus in the Life of Agricola hath Mention ;) and that 


themperour Veſpaſian diſcomfited theim, reſtoared Arviragus, and ta- 
kinge away for that Offence the Bryttiſbe Lawe, brought in place the 


Romane Polycie. I wote not how to confirme Baethius Report by our 
owne 
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owne Writers, or to reconſile this Tale of Yaodica with Tacitus Hyſto- 
rie, and therfore I will paſs to other Thinges. Edric the Earle, ſur- 
named for his gready Gatheringe, STneona, bade the Duke A/fhelm (or ter. 
Athelſtane as others wyll) to a great Banker at Shrewſbyrie, and as be . 
was huntinge after Dyner, procured one Porthound, a Cut-throte in 
that Towne, to murther him, But the Kinge ſuffered not this Villanie 

to remayne unavenged, for he cauſed the Eyes to be pulled out of the 

Heades of two of Eqdr:c's Sonnes therfore. The Monaſterie at SHreuſg Verte motus 
byrie, valued at the Tyme of the late Suppreſſion at 132 Poundes by is 19989: 
Yeare, was founded by Reger Gomery (otherwiſe de Monte Gomerico) io 7 
Earle of Salope, in the Tyme of William Rufus, as William of Malmeſ= 1124. 
byrie reporteth that was then on Lyve; addinge, that he alſo ſtoared Will. Mal- 
Wenloc Abbey with Monkes. Hearunto conſenteth Syr Fhon Prije in - 259g 

his Regiſter of the Donations, callinge him Roger Earl of Saloqpe. But 
now: cometh Polydore, Lilley, and ſome others of leſs Note, and they 

affirm, that about the ſame Tyme the Earle /arwyn buylded a Houſe 

of Benedict Monkes at Shrewſbury, and another at Wenlocke, wherof it o. 
mult folow, that eyther theare were two Monaſteries in SS reuſbyrie, l. 
which beſides Friers I finde nor, or that theiſe Earles weare one, which I 

believe not, or that theiſe later Writers miſſed the Marke, which to ad- 

mitte I greatly ſticke not. I ſuſpect that the Caſtle of Shreuſbyrie was 

buylded by Alane, (whoſe Ofspringe is now called Fitæ-Alant for that 

one of them was Owner therof in the Tyme of Kinge Stephen, who Paril. 

by Force toke it from him. After the Suppreſſion and Slaughter of Sy- . 
mon Mountfort, Kinge Hen. III. came with a great Army to Shreuſbyrie, 
myndinge to have made Warre upon Luellyn Prince of Wales, for that 12/8. 
he had ayded Symon againſt him: But Luellyn humbled himſelfe, and 

by the meanes of 32000 Poundes recovered the Kinges Favour. Kinge ?roſp. 
Edward the Firſt, Son to this Henry, havinge put to Death Luellyn and 

David his Brother, ſommoned a Parliament to Shrewſbyrie, and toke 1283. 
Order for thadminiſtration of Juſtice within Wales. 


SEVERNE,, ,. Sabrinus & Sabrina, Galf. Abrinus, Lel. Lat. Habren Gyrald. 

& Haverin, Brytan. Gyrald. & Galf. The Ryver of Severn (ſayeth Gy- 
rald in his Topographie of Wales) riſeth out of the great Mountaine 
in Wales, called of theim theare Elunith, of us Morige, and takinge 
Courſe by Shrew/byrie Caftle, the Cyties of Worceſter and Glouceſter, paſ- 
ſeth into the Sea. This Ryver was in Tymes longe paſſed the Marche 
and Lymitte betwene Ingland and Wales on that parte. It toke the 
Name (if you will beleve him or his Countryman Galfr:de) of one

Slaughter of her Huſband Locrine, cauſed to be throwen into the Ry- 
ver together with E/{r:/d, the Mother of the ſame Hebren, for that ſhe 
was of her Bodye Ms F'/ begotten by Locrine duringe the Life of 
Guendoloen his Spouſe. Leland miſlikinge the light Credulitie of theiſe 
Welſhe Writers, is of Opinion, that both this Ryver and Humber ſhould 
be called of the Worde Aber, which in Welſbe ſignifieth generally the 
Mouth of any Ryver, and therto calleth Prolomee Nor Helpe, which na- 
meth it Abus, but amiſſe, inſtede of Aber, as he thinketh. The Danes 
ſayled up this Ryver in the Tyme of Kinge Arede, (as they did al o- 
ther that would beare Veſlell within the Realme) and ſpoyled the Coun- 


try al alonge. As for other Thinges concerninge Places neare this Ryver, 
they are to be found in their propre Titles, 


STOURE, fl. STOUREMOUTHE, Stura, Aſſer. Theare are of this 
Name two Ryvers within this Realme, thone in Swumer/etſhyre in the 
Weſt Part, thother in Eſſex (as I take it) in the Eaſt. Neare to the 
firſt, Guendoloena (Wife to Locrine, one of the Sonnes of Brute) enra- 
ged with Jelouzie bycauſe her Huſband kept Eftri/de and forſoke her, 
met him with a Power, and by his Death revenged the Adulterie. At 
the other, the Navye of Kinge Alfred and the Daniſbe Flete met toge- 
ther, wheare at the firſt the Dares loſt 16 Sayle; but they recovered 
their Power, and joyninge with the reſt of their Countrymen that in- 
habited Ea/ſt- Angle, gave the Ingliſbemen a great Conflite, and over- 
came theim. In which Place it is to be obſerved, that H. Huntingdon 
calleth the Danes not Paganos, as he doth many tymes otherwiſe ; bur 
Wincingas, followinge therin the Saxon Worde picin Far, which ſignifi- 
eth Rovers or Pirates. This happely Huntingdon underſtoode not; but 
Aſſerus that lyved in that very Time, calleth theim Pirates and Pa- 
ganes, as he did before. And hearof (as of many Thinges beſides) I 
gather, that the Saxon Speche was muche decayed even by the Tyme of 
Kinge Stephen, whearin Huntingdon ly ved, the rather for that Ingulphus 
of Croyland (which came in with the Conqueror) writeth, that imme- 
diatly after the Conqueſt the 1ng/z/he or Saxon maner of Writinge was 
rejected; which Thinge a Man may ſee true in the Booke of Domeſday, 
written not manye Yeares after the Conquerour's Arryvall, wherin not- 
withſtandinge theare be few of the Saxon Characters. Theare is a

This Leir was buryed by Cordella, hi 
Daughter, and Quene after him, in a Voult which he had made in the 
Cytie under the Ryver, and had dedicated to Janus, to thend that up- 
on his Feaſt-Day al the Workmen of the Cytie ſhould repaire thyther, 
and beginne the Workes that they ment to labour in the reſt of the 
Yeare. Mat. Paris recyteth the ſpecial Benefites that Leyceſter recey- 
veth by this Water, Fyſhe, Hey, and the Comoditie of the Mylles that 
are buylded over it. It ſpringeth, &c. 


SYLCESTER, Caerſegent, Brytan. Huntenduno, Caleva nonnullis, La- 
tine. Henry of Huntingdon in his Recital of the 28 Cyties which flou- 
riſhed in this Realme under the Reigne of the Brytons, nombreth Caer- 
ſegent, called in his Tyme Silceſter, for one. Leland miſliketh his De- 
ſcription of the Situation, and ſayeth that it ſtandeth not upon Thamiſe, 
but in the Edge of Hamſbyre, ſeven Myles from Readinge, and not paſt 
three from Baſinge. This Iflue is not difficult, for every Man that 
ſeeth the Place may be Judge of the Controverſie. Galfride, and ſuche 
as follow him, honour Sylceſter withe the Coronation of two Brytarine 
Kinges, Conſtantine and Arthur. Ir ſeameth by him alſo, that Sylceſter 
had a Byſhop in thoſe Dayes, for he wryteth that in the Tyme of Ar- 
thur, Maugannius was Byſhop theare. Theare hath bene found at Sy/- 
ceſter dyvers Monuments of Antiquitie: And now lately in the Year 

1565 theare was taken up a Tombe-ſtone, which was gyven to Mr. 
Secretarie Cicille, and had this maner of Inſcription upon it: F. vicTo- 
RINAE TIT. TAM. VICTOR. CONIVNX Posvir. It may be thought 
that the Romanes uſed the Place with ſome one of their Legions, and 
therfore they want not ſome Likelihoode, that have taken this Place to 
be the fame which auncyently was called Caleva, or Gallena. The 
Towne is at this Daye inferiour to many Villages, and a good Portion 
of it belongeth to my Freind Mr. Baynard of Lackham in Wilte- 


ſÞyre. 


SALISBYRY, Caercaradec, Bryt. Galf. Seapobypiz, Sax. & Senereſ- 
bvry, Lel. inde Severia, Lat. Lel. Sarum, vulgo. Cæſaris Burgum, alii. 
Leland thinketh that this Towne is corruptly called Saliſbyry inſtede of 
Severeſbyry, which Name it toke of Severus themperour, and Autor 
therof belike: And if a Man have Recourſe to the auncyent Saxon 
Name, he ſhall the more eaſely admitte this his Opinion; for the Sax- 
ons called it Searobyry, (without anye / in the Name, as now in Sal:/- 
eury is to be ſene) which Worde is not greatly ſwarved from 3 

| Whoſo- 
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Whoeſoever weare Author therof, it was not of great Fame in our 
Chronicles before the Conqueſt, but ſeameth to have begonne by the 
Byſhops See and the Caſtle ; I meane old Saliſbury, for of the new the 
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Begynninge ſhal anone be made manifeſt. 1 read that Cenric, one of Hunting 


the firſt Founders of the Weſt Saxon Kingdom, encroched upon the 


Brytons as farre as Saliſbyrie, and then gave theim a Batteil theare al- 
ſo, in which he overthrew theim, and by that means dilated his 


Boundes further. In the Tyme of William the Conquerour, when b 

Decree of the Pope Sees of Byſhopes in Ingland weare tranſlated from Vil- 
lages to Cyties and Borough Townes, Herman the Byſhop of Shyrburne 
that was before gone over Sea for Anger that he might not remove 
to Malmeſbyry, came home agayne, and ſett him down at Sa/iſbyrie, be- 
gynninge within the old Caſtle theare a new Churche, which O/mund 
his Succeſſour accompliſhed. This O/mund was before a Man of Warre, 
and made by Kinge William the Conquerour Earle of Dorſet ; he gather- 


ed together the Portuſſe in Latine, conteyninge comon Service in the 


Churche, which Order was afterward embraced throughout the Realme, 
and called Uſus Sarum; and therfore it is leſs Marveil if Polydor and 
ſuche other gyve him the hole Praiſe of this new Churche of Saliſby- 
rie. The ſame Kinge William, called together at Salſbhyrie al the By- 
ſhops and Noblemen of this Realme, commaunding theim that the 

ſhould bringe with theim ſo many, as owght theim Fidelytie by Othe, 
and theare deviſed for his c:yne Savetye, that without Exception of their 
owne Lordes, they ſhould al take a corporall Othe to beare him Faythe 
againſt al Men. Milliam Rufus, the Son of the Conquerour, held an 
Aſſembly at this Caſtle, and for as muche as one Milliam de Owe was 
theare appeached of Treaſon, and overcome by Battel waged in the 
Lyſtes, he comaunded that his Eyes ſhould be pull'd out, and his Stones 
taken from his Bodie. And as for ſome others that weare guylty of the 
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ſame Offence, he comaunded theim to be hanged. This Wager of fe 


Batteil came in withe the Normans; for in al the Antiquities of the 
Saxons that hytherto I have ſene, theare is no Worde therof; but in 
the Lawes of the Conquerour, which Ingulphus brought written in 
Frenche from the Court to his Houſe of Croy/and, it is one of the firſt 
to be found, and from that tyme very frequent Mention of it in manie 


Writers. Wel, in the Reigne of Kinge Hen. I. the Order of the Cha- pair 


nons of Saliſbury began, which is the laſt thinge chat I read of old 
Saliſbury: For after the Death of Kinge H. II. Richard Power then By- 
ſhop of Saliſburye, and afterward of Durham, muche troubled for want 
of Water, (which William Malmeſbyry ſayeth he was dryven to buye ful 


dere) and ſomwhat miſlikinge to be in the Daunger of the Lorde of the 


1 Caſtle,

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Caſtle, as in thoſe Dayes the Clergymen could beare no Equalles, muche 
leſs abide their Betters, determined to remove his Chaire into the Val- 
ley, almoſt a Myle from the Caſtle, and after Licence obteyned, be- 
gan to buyld upon the Metinge of the two Waters, Avon and Willy: 
But bycauſe he was tranſlated before he had finiſhed it, Robert Bingha 

his Succeſſor ſucceded him in the Labour, and perfourmed the Work 

in the Tyme of Kinge Henry III. who layinge with his owne Handes 
the firſt Stone of the Churche, made new Saliſbury a Cytie, endowed 
it with many Franchiſes, and gave it to the Byſhop and his Succeſſors, 
which to this Day remayne Owners of it. Of the Buyldinge of this 


Churche, a Poet of that Tyme made theiſe two Verſes, which are to 
be founde in Mat. Paris: 


Rex largitur opes, fert Præſul opem, Lapicidæ 
Dant operam ; tribus his eſt opus, ut ſtet opus. 


After this the Bodie of O/mund (a great Benefactour to the See) was 


brought down from the Hill to the new Churche, which even to Po- 
lydores Tyme wrought many Miracles (as he ſayeth) but in our tyme 
none at al, that I can heare of. Heare was buryed allo William de 
Longa Spata Earl of Saliſbury, and owner of the old Caſtle, which dyed 
immediatly after his Retorne from the Holy Lande, eyther of Sicknes 
contracted by Change of Aire and Dyet, or of Poyſon given at Marl. 
borough by Hubert of Boroughe, as ſome Writers leave Suſpicion. There 


is Mention of two Noblemen put to Death at this Towne, Henry Duke 
of Buckingham, that was beheaded by Commaundment of Kinge R. III. 


for Suſpicion of Treaſon intended againſt him, and [Charles] Lord Stur- 


ton that was hanged in the Tyme of Quene Mary, upon evident Tryal 
of the Murther of two Gentlemen, called Hargilles, the Father and the 


Son. The Byſhopricke of Saliſbyrie was valued in the Recordes, in the 
Tyme of Kinge Henry the Eighth, at 1367 Poundes by Yeare. Theare 


weare in the Towne two Fryeries, and two Colleges ; bur I find not 
the Foundation or Value of any of theim, and therfore I will goe for- 


warde. 


SWALE. Spale pcneam, Bedæ Saxon, & Suala, Lat. A Ryver in 


Yorkſhyre, wherof the Countrie lyinge alonge is called Sadale, cor- 
ruptly for Swaledale, This Dale was in that Part which was ſomtyme 


alotted to the Kinge of Deira; for Bede havinge Mention of the Con- 


verſion of Kinge Edwyn of Northumberland ſayeth, that Paulinus bapti- 
zed many of the Country of Deira in the Water of Swale, bycauſe at 
that 
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that tyme theare weare no Churches or Oratories yet buylt. He that 
contynued the Hyſtorie of Proſper Aguitanicus, ſayth, that Auguſtine 
before this tyme baptized 1000 Perſons in this Ryver, and adjoyneth, 
that in his Opinion it was called Swale of the Saxon Word Spalep, (in Profp. 


[4 Uſe as yet, and called Swalow) by reaſon of the ſwifte Courſe of the 
ſame. It riſeth, &c. | | 


SELSEY, Seolep ea, Saxon. 1. inſula vituli marini, of the Sele Fiſhes, 
Bedæ. Wilfrid that converted the South-Saxons to Chriſtianitie, and Beda. 
firſt taught theim to Fyſhe, had for his Labour the hole Ile of Sel/ey in 
Suſſex, with al the Bondmen and Women therin, of the Gifte of Edil- 
valch then Kinge of that Region. Beda deſcribeth it to conteyne 87 
Families, which the Saxon Tranſlation of his Booke calleth for the 
molt part Hydes of Lande: He fayeth alſo, that it was Peninſula, al- 
moſt an Iland, for it was compaſſed with the Sea on every Side, fave 
only on the Weſt, whear it was knytt to the Continent with Land a 
Stones Caſt in Bredthe. Wilfride found in this Ile above the Nombre 
of 200 Bondmen and Women, which he delyvered both from the Cap- 
tivitie of Mynd, and Bodie alſo. And heare by the Way, they may ſee 
how they be deceaved, that hold Opinion we had no Bonde Slaves, or 
Villanes in the Realme before the Conqueſt, wheare it is evydent that 
not only in the tyme of the Saxons we had many, as by their Lawes 
may appeare ; but alſo that '1 the tyme of the Brytons we wanted no 
Store, as he that will read Gilaas with Judgment ſhal plainly perceive. Cd. 
This Wilfride buylded a Monaſterie at Se/ſey, wheare was afterward the 
Byſhop's Chaire ; for not longe after Eadbert was made Byſhop of the 525 
South-Saxons, which before weare within the Dioces of Wincheſter. This Bed. 
See contynued longe within the Ile, and what tyme it was vacant (as 
many other weare throughe the Daniſh Invaſion) Kinge Edward thel- chron Bath 
der reſtoared it, as he did fix more in one Daye, by Comaundment of 
Pope Formoſus ; howbeit, after the Conqueſt, when by reaſon of the 
Popes Canon Byſhoppes weare conſtreyned to tranſlate their Chaires 
from poore Villages fitt for Contemplacion, to richer Townes and Ci- 
ties mete for Oſtentation of their Welth, then amongeſt many other 
that chaunged Place, the See of Selſey was removed to CHICHESTER by | Ha 
Stigand the Byſhop, as under that Title is already diſcovered, p. 72, and , me:

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Siga, a Nobleman of his, neare to the great Wall, which Severus them- 
perour raiſed betwene the Brytons and the Scottes, and that he was bu- 
ryed at Hexam-Abbay in Northumberland: But no one that J have redd 
nameth the Place wheare this Murder was done, ſave only thautor of 
the Chronicles of Lindisfarn and Durbam; he calleth it Scyzleſcheſter, 
but ſence he gyveth it none other Circumſcription then that it lyeth 
neare Thurkoal, as thother have ſaid, I am as farre from certein Know- 
ledge of the Place as I was before. But that ſome Comoditie may 
come by this Title, I conjecture that this Siga, gave Name to the Caſtle 
in York/byre, that to this Day is called Sigeſton, for Siga his Teaone: 
Simeon of Durham callethe the firſt Place Cideſcheſter, neare to the 
Wall, wheare is now a Churche to thonour of God, Cuthbert and St, 
Ofwald, which J take to be St. O/waldes in the Byſhopricke. 


SOKBURNE, and STANEDROP, Soctburgb, in Chron. Lindisf. Socca- 
biry, Aſſer. After that Aldhunus and his wandringe Mates had repoſed the 
Reliques of their great Patron Cuthbert, and buylded ſomwhat at Dur- 
ham, then begged they hard, not for Cantels of Cheſe as other poore 
Men doe, but for large Corners of good Countries, as al their Profeſſion 
uſed, and obteyned of Kinge Canute (whome they perſuaded to goe five 
Myles of his Way bare-footed to ſee Seint Cuthbert) the Manor of Stan- 
drop, with all the Apendances thearto, which weare greate, as by the 
Recital in the Hyſtorie may be ſene. Then alſo moved they Noble and 
Gentlemen by the Example of their Kinge to doe ſomwhat, accordinge 
to their Proportion; and as every Man was more dolt, (derent I ſhould 
have faid) then his Fellow, ſo obteyned they more at his Handes. A- 
mongeſt other one Snaculf, the Son of Cyke!l, gave theim Softburgh, 
Morton, and others, ſome one wherof at this Day (thanked be God) is 
able to finde al the Monkes in Inglande. This Standrop is a Market- 
Towne, and had in it at the generall Suppreſſion, a Colledge valued ar 
126 Poundes by Yeare, which (of Likelyhoode) was founded by ſome 
one of the Byſhoppes of that See. Thother, Sochurgb, was of ſome 
Eſtimation before that the See came to Durham, for while it was in 
the holy Ile, Higbald was conſecrated Byſhop at Socbyry, after the 


Death of Cynetoulfe. Theiſe both are within the Byſhopricke of Dur- 
ham at this Day. | 


*STannoe. A Parke in Wardale within the ſame Countrye, which 
whether it be of the ſame Name alſo I am ſomwhat in doubt, but that 
it is the ſame Byſhops I doubt not all. It is notable for an Attempt 
that James Douglas the Scott, accompanied with 200 Souldiours, made 


upon 
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upon Kinge Eq. III. for when the ſame Kinge in the Begynninge of TP 
his Reigne perceyved that the Scottes weare weary of the League whiche Prop; | 
they had made with Kinge Edw. II. he went againſt theim with a great K vn y mus: 
Power, myndinge to have invaded their Countrye ; but they thinkinge 

it good Pollicie to fight with thenemy upon his owne Grounde, came 

out to mete him on the Waye, deſtroyinge whatſoever was before 

theim. The Kinge ſuffered theim a while, and makinge as thoughe 

he had ſhonned the Battayll, gott ſodainly betwene theim and home; 

which when the Scores eſpied, they weare fore afrayed, lokinge that 

they ſhould be ſett upon bothe before and behinde, wherfore with al 

Spede they entered this Parke, and by thadvauntage of the Woodes 

ſtoade to their Defence a hole Fourtnighte. Duringe this tyme James 
Douglaſs takinge unto him 200 choſen Souldiours, iſſued on a Night 

out of the Parke, and fleinge the Watche peirced throughe the Iugliſhe 
Campe that beſeiged theim, even almoſt to the Kinges Tent, wheare 

by the Manhode of ſuche as flept not, he was repulſed with great Daun- 

ger of his owne Life, and preſent Loſſe of the more part of his Com- 

pany: When they in the Parke underſtode of this Mithappe, they be- 

toke theim every Man to his Legges, but before they could reche home 

they loſt 2000 of their Companie. Some thinke that Douglaſs had 
practiſed with Henry Beaumont before he attempted this Feate, and Prof. 
others aſcribe the Fault to Jabel the Kinges Mother and Roger Mort;- nov y mus: 
mer her belt beloved. 


SHYRBURNE, Clarus fons, Lat. Lel. Scypebupna, Saxon. For as 
muche as the hole Eſtimation of Shyrburne ſprange out of the By- 
ſhops Sce that ſometyme was theare, it ſhal not be amiſſe to repeat 
from the Begynninge the Byſhops Sees of the Weſt Countrie. The firit x41, cs. 
Biſhop's Chaire of the Veſ-Saxons was placed at Dorcheſter by Maling- Bed. 
forde. Then weare two others added, bycauſe Dorceſter ſtoade almoſt 
at the Limitte of the Kingedome, bothe toward the Weſt, and one be- 
yond thother, //yncheſter and Shyrburne, which the Saxo Stoarie cal- 
leth the Sce at Weſtward. After this alſo, as the Saxons wan upon Saxon Mert. 
the Brytons more and more, ſo added they Byſhops to inſtructe their 
People; for in the Tyme of Edward the Son of Alfred, four other By- 5, 
ſhoprickes weare erected in the Weſt Partes, Welles, Cridington, St. _hron. Wyn. 
Germanes, and 1 880 Now as theſe good Kinges, careful (after 
their kinde of Zeale) to have the People taught, placed many By- 
ſhoppes: So the gredie Byſhops of latter Tymes deſirous to waxe weal- 
thy by the Flocke, laboured to unite theim as faſt together; for in the 
end Exceſter united Cridington and St. Germanes, Lincoine layed * 
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cheſter, Shyrburn eate up Ramſbyrie, and Saliſbyry ſwalowed theim bothe. 
But to our Purpoſe. A/delme was the firſt Byſhop of Shyrburne, he 


Hunting. lib. buylded the Churche, and lyethe buryed in it. Athelſtane was the firſt 


de mitaculis. 


Gul. Malmſb alſo, after ſuche Tyme as it was united with Ramſbyrie. This Athel- 
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tan, or Alſtan, was a ſtout Warryour, and prevayled mightely againſt 


the Danes; he deviſed to ſend Kinge Athulfe to Rome, and before he 
came home placed Ethelbald his Sonne in the Royal Seat, wheare he 
meinteined him till Athulf was contented to make him Companion of 
his Kingdome. This Erhelbald, and his Brother Etbelbert Kinge of 
Weſtſex after, lye buryed at Shyrburne. The eight Byſhop in Succeſſion 
after him, called Hermannus, tranſlated his See to Saliſbyry by Vertu of 
the Popes Decree, wherof we have many Tymes before made Men- 
tion. Then was Shyrburne made a Monaſterie to helpe the Towne 
withal, which ( fayeth Malmeſbyrie ) was ſuche a peltinge Village, that 
it was great Marvell, yea ſtarke Shame that the See had contynued there 
ſo longe ; howbeit, it ſemeth by Polydore that this was an Abbay before, 
for he ſayeth, that Kinge Edgar thruſt out the Preiſtes by Perſuaſion of 
Ethekwald, and put in Monkes, as he had done in many other Places; 


howſoever it weare, it is certeine that Kinge Suein the Dane layed Shyr- 


burne waſt, as he did Witton and other Places moe. This Monaſterie 
was valued in the Recordes at 682 Poundes by Veare. Theare was at 
this Place a faire Caſtle, which Roger Byſhop of Saliſbirie in the Tyme 


of Kinge Hen. I. buylded; it was not muche inferiour to that which 


the ſame Man had buylded at Deviſes in Wilteſbyre: But Stephen that 
followed Kinge Henry, toke theim both from him, and a great Maſſe 
of Money withal, as in Dxv1sEs is alreadye diſcloſed, p. 97. In the 
Tyme of Kinge Edw. I. the Wife of Symon Mountfort (that was ſlaine 
at Eveſham in a Battail by Kinge Hen. III.) beinge out of the Realme, 
ſent hyther Aymeric her Son, that he might convey her Daughter to 
the Prince of Wales, with whome Symon in his Life-tyme had entered 
Communication of the Mariage of her : But they weare taken upon the 
Sea, and brought to the Kinge, which comitted to his Wife the Quene 
the Cuſtodie of the Mayden, and ſent Aymeric her Brother to Shyr- 


burne-Caſtle. Beſides this Shyrborne in Dor ſetſhyre, theare are two o- 


thers, one in the Byſhopricke of Durham, an other in Yorkſhyre be- 
longinge to that Byſhop. Shyrburne in Durham hathe an Hoſpital of 
poore Men, which Hughe Puteac, the joly Byſhop of Durham, buyld- 
ed in the Reigne of Kinge Hen. II. Shyrburne in Yorkſhyre hathe a 
Houſe belonginge to tharchebyſhoppe. Ar this Place Thomas of Lan- 
caſter and others of the Nobilitie mett in the Tyme of Edward II. for 
Conſultation to amove from the Kinge the two Spenſers. At this Place 
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alſo Edward, Earle of Marche, and after the fourth Kinge of that 
Name, overthrew Kinge Hen. VI. in a great Battaille, and cauſed him to 
depart the Realme, in whoſe Abſence Edward was Kinge, and enjoyed 
it by the Space of ten Yeares, after which tyme he allo. was compel- 
led to flye the Realme, and Henry VI. eftſones reſtoared. But this 
laſted not longe; for ſone after Edward retourned and made an end of 
the Strife, as he that liſtethe to ſee may reade in Halles Hyſtorie. 


SEDBERGH, Satbergia, in Chron. Lindisf. When Kinge Rich. I. pre- 
pared for his Voiage to the holy Lande, he was dryven for want of Mo- 
ney to make Portſale of many Thinges; and amongeſt other he ſold 
for 11000 Poundes the Countyes of Northumberlande and Satberge to 


Hugh Puteac then Byſhop of Durham, grauntinge Northumberland to Con Lig. 
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him for Life, and Satberge to him and his Succeſſors for ever. The sf. 


Kinge made him Earle, and while he putt the Sword upon him jeſted 
merely, that he had made a younge Earle of an old Byſhop. This 
Satberge was at that Tyme and longe ſence called a Countye, contey- 
ninge (as I thinke) the greateſt Portion of that which we now calle 
the Byſhopricke of Durham. I heare of ſome Gentlemen of that Quar- 
ter, that theare be dyvers Fines yet extant, acknowledged before the Bi- 
ſhop in his Court of Satberge, and that the moſt part of the Countrye 


reſorted to Courte thyther, which gyveth me to thinke, that it ſhould be 


called Sacberge; of Sac and by hi, (the Saxon Wordes) which ſignifie, the 
Court of Cauſes, or Plees, from which Signification Socburgh before is 
not muche different. It ſtandethe upon a Hil neare K:rkmeryngton, 


and is now called Sedbergh, which Bergh (the latter part of the Worde) 


ſoundeth as muche in the Saxon, as Hyll, now with us in Ingli/he, 
and therof if any Man like better to have it deryved of Sacbeonh, that 
is the Court upon the Hyl, or the Hyll of Plees, I give him as free 
Libertie, as I my ſelfe would be gladd to enjoye in any ſuche Matter of 
Conjecture. Mat. Paris calleth it Segefield 

within the Biſhopricke, and therfore belike, Kinge Richard gave the 
Byſhop that alſo. 


SWYNESHEAD, Spinerheapod, Chron. Saxon Petrob About the 


Yeare 777, Beorne thabbot of Peterborow, by thadvice of the Convent, 
let ten Bond-landes (that auncyent Word the Booke uſeth, which I un- 


derſtand not) in Swineſhead to Cuthbert the Alderman, for fiftie Poundes, 
and one Nightes Lodginge every Yeare, or 30 Shillinges therfore, up- 
on Condicion that after his Death the Land ſhould reſorte to the Houſe 


againe. And this is all that I finde of Swinſhead, before the ryme of.

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„which is a large Towne Segefield. 
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Kinge Jbon's Deathe, whoe (as it is thought of many) was poyſoned 
by a Monke theare. And heare notwithſtandinge that the Chron. of 
Farney's Abbay, the Hyſtorie called Brute, bon Major, Lilley, and an 
other which I have without Name written in the Tyme of Edw. III. 
affirme preciſely, that this Kinge was poyſoned; beſides that Ranul- 
phus Ceſtrenſis, Polydore, and he that contynued the Hyſtorie of Pro/- 
per, confeſs, that ſuche was the comon Report alſo; yet to thend that 
every Man may be at his Libertie to judge upon the hearinge, I have 
thought good to ſhew ſuche Cauſes of his Death as Mat. Paris alleag- 


eth, for of him all the reſt do borow their Lighte. Kinge Jen (ſay- 


eth he) havinge eſcaped the Waſhes himſelfe, and yet with the Loſſe of 
thoſe Thinges that he loved next himſelfe, departed toward Swyne/head- 
Abbay, ſo ſadd and penſive, that by the Tyme he came thyther he was 
in a Fitt of a hoate Ague; notwithſtondinge he abſteyned not from his 
inordinate Maner of fedinge, but eate Peches, and dranke Ceder in great 
Quantitie: Thus havinge fedd his Diſeaſe, he remayned theare al Night, 
and the next Day verye early in the Morninge (thoughe he felt no Re- 
leaſe of his Greife) went on his Way toward Lafford-Caſtle. But what 
by the Enemyrtie of the Aire, and the violent Motion of his Horſe, with- 
in fower Myles he fell ſoare ſicke, inſomuche as his Servauntes for 


want of a Chariot to eaſe him withal, weare faine to make of Bowes 


and Horſe-Harneys ſuche a Couche as for the preſent they could, and 
layed him upon it. Thus his Diſeaſe increaſeinge, and nothinge that 
was fitt for his Releif beinge readie at Hande, he was borne onward 
a while; but at the lenghte for verie Payne hg was dryven to leave his 
Couche, and betake himſelfe to his Mens Armes, which with moche 
Labour brought him to the Caſtle of Newarke, wheare he dyed. This 
is ſhortly the Somme of the Maner of his Sicknes, ſer forth by Mat. 
Paris more at large, which I rehearſe the more willingly, bycauſe that 
Author lyved in the Tyme, and is of good Credit. 


STAMFORDE. Stnzxnzronbbpicze, Chron. Saxon. Petrob. Stan- 
ond, Chron. Sax. Mert. Steinfordbridge, Hunting. Hardinge, Roſſe 
and Bale, (havinge for their Author Merlyn of Caledon) write, that 
Kinge Bladud was long tyme a Student at Athenes, and that after his 
Retorne into this Realme, and Adoption of the Crowne, he planted at 
Stanford an Univerſite, appointinge learned Men that profeſſed to teache 
the liberal Sciences; which Univerſity (fay they) continued until the 
Tyme of Pope Gregorie the Great, that for Suſpicion of unſemed Do- 
ctrine in Divinitie, comaunded it to Silence. Whatſoever Stanford 
weare in the old Dayes of the Prytens, certein it is that the Saxons at 
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their very firſt cominge in joyned withe the Brytons at this Place, and \novymus, 


by their great Manhoode gave to the Scottes and Pictes a foule Over. ” 
throwe. In Recompence wherof Vortiger gave theim Lande to inha- 

bite within his Realme, and in Confidence wherof they toke Occaſion 

to expell him and his Subjectes out of the Realme. F/fede that mightie Flos. 
Ladie of Mercia buylded a Towre at Stamforde upon the Northe Banke 97 4 


of the Water theare, called Yeylonde. Sone after which Tyme Edward (hron. Sax. 


thelder edefied the Towne on the South Side of the fame Water. And e 3 
thus the Place beinge ſomwhat beautified, it became a Pray unto the TY 
Danes. But they enjoyed it not longe, for Kinge Edmund in the Be- gzr. 
ny ſtronge Townes beſides, that he became Lorde of al Mertia, which 
they before poſſeſſed: Harold that was overthrowen by the Conquerour, cri. 
overthrew at Stamford-Bridge, Harold Harvager the King of Norway, 9 85 
and 70% ie his owne Brother, withe the moſt parte of their Armie. At Hunting. 
which Fight it is reported by ſundry Writers, that one Souldioure of uy by 
the Norwayes Part kept the Bridge for a great Space againſt the hole 
Ingliſbe Armie, and that he flew with his owne Hand above forty, and 
more would have ſlayne, ne had one gotten a Boate, and ſo comynge 
under the Bridge (which was of Bordes that lay not cloſe) thruſt him 
with a Pike upward into the Bodie, and killed him. But heare I may 3 
juſtlye doubt whether this Batteil weare at Samford- Bridge or noe, for 3 
that ſome report it to be at Steinford-Bridge, other at Streng ford- 
Bridge; and it may be collected of ſome, that it was nearer Vorꝶe then 
this Sraumford is; and amongſt the reſt one ſaych plainly, that it is Battel- 
Brig by Yorke, ſo called at this Day in Memorie of that Fight, and was 
before named Stein ford-Brig, Chron. Angl. in Metr. ſavinge that Mat. of 
Meſtminſter and Polydore expreſs it playnly to be heare, and at none o- 
ther Place. Duke Henry, the Son of Maude thempreſs, and after the 
ſecond Kinge of that Name, cominge with his Power into this Realme 
to demaund his Mother's Right, obteyned the Poſſeſſion of many Townes | 
and Caſtles within the Realme, part by Force, and part by Rendre, and N**'s: 
amongeſt other he toke Stanford, whence he expelied Kinge Sepben's 
Souldiours, and put in his owne. Whiles Kinge Richard the Firſt made 
readie toward the Holy Lande, ſuche as had taken the Croſs upon 
theim to goe with him envyinge the Proſperitie of the Juiſbe Uſurers 
within the Realme, ſet upon theim in many Townes, and flew them. 
At which tyme alſo (a Faire then beinge in the Towne) a great many 
were killed at Stamforde. Kinge Henry III. had gyven to one Waleren, dati 
a Straunger borne, a Manor belonginge to the Duchie of Cornwalle, 1227 
without the Conſent, or rather againſt the Will of Richard the Duke « 
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Cornwall his Brother, which Thinge he ſo ſtomached, that he called his 
Friends together, and by their Aide aſſembled a great Army at Stan- 


ford, meaninge to have compelled the Kinge by Force to have done him 


Reaſon: But when the King heard of this, he not only revoked that 
Gifte, but provoked his Brother to quiet, with many other Thinges 
that he beſtowed upon him. Edward the Thyrde helde a folemne 
Aſſembly of al his Nobilitie at Stanford, and ſent from thence Emba(- 
ſadours into Fraunce to treat of Peace betwene him and the Frenche 
Kinge. The Scolers of Oxford obteyned of him alſo, that ſuche of 
their Univerſitie as would not come from Stanforde might be ſent home 
again, as in OxFoRD is already ſhewed. Kinge Edward the Fourth 
overthrew his Adverſaries in a Batteil at Stanforde, and thearby drave 
over Sea the Earle of Warwricke and his Adherentes. Theare was ſom- 
tyme in Stanford a Monaſterie, valued at 65 Poundes by Yeare. A Cell 
alſo of St. Lennard, and an Hoſpital called Al- Seintes, beſides ſeven or 
eight Pariſh-Churches, 


SCARBOURGH, Scarcheburgh, Newbrigenſi. Scarburga, Pariſ. Wil- 
ham Earle of Aumarle, that in the Tyme of Kinge Stephen was of great 
Auctoritie in the Northe Partes, likinge wel of the Situation of Scar- 
bourgh, (which 1s a great hye Rocke environed more then halfe about 
with the Sea, watered with a ſwete Fountaine within, and not acceſſi- 
ble but only one way, and that very ſtraighte without) laide the Foun- 
dations of a Towre and Walles about it, helpinge by artificial Work- 
manſhip the natural Strengthe of the Place. But when Henry II. 
came to the Crowne, and ſaw that Stephen, dur inge his Uſurpation, had 
made great Waſt of the Crowne Landes by ſundry laviſhe Lettres Pa- 
tentes, which ought not to binde him, he reſumed into his Handes al 
thoſe former Grauntes, and amongeſt other Thinges had from the faid 


Earle this Caſtle of Scarbourghe. In his Tyme the Towre that William 


had buylded fell downe; but he alſo likinge the Place well, buylded a 
new, muche excedinge that former, both in Largeneſs and Beautye. 
This Caſtle was thought to be of great Strengthe, in ſo muche as it 
was one of the fower which Kinge Jon delyvered to the 25 Barrons 
as fitt Forces to conſtreigne him withal to the Obſervation of the Arti- 
cles wheron he had agreed with the Nobilitie at Runningmede® In this 


- . Caſtle the Noblemen in the 'Tyme of Edu. II. beſeiged Peter de Gave- 
ſton, a Man verye deere to the Kinge, but moſt hateful to the Nobilitie, 


and therfore when they had gotten him, they ſmote of his Head, as in 
ATHINGTON hathe already bene ſhewed. In our Memory, Thomas 
Stafford, one of the Sonnes of the Lord Stafford, accompanied wok 
Sanders 
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Sanders, Bradford, and other Ingliſbmen, to the Nombre of thirty, or 
thearaboutes, came out of Fraunce, and ſodainly entered this Caſtle, 
havinge made Appointment (as it ſhould ſeme) withe ſome Frenchemer 
that then weare in Sight upon the Sea, to delyver into the Handes of 
the Frenche Kinge, but within two Dayes they weare al apprehended 
and brought to London, wheare Stafford, Bradford, and dyvers others 

of theim weare arraigned, condemned, and executed by Deathe. The 
Towne of Scarbourgh is a Borowghe, and ſendeth to the Parliament, 
whearby I conjecture, that it was ſomwhat before the Buyldinge of the 
Caſtle. I read, that Kinge Richard the Firſt gave to the Citercian 
Monkes 100 Markes yearly out of his Churche at Scarbourghe towardes Paril. 
the Charges of their Metinge, which they called a Chapter. 1189. 


SPALDINGE. A Towne in Lincolnſhyre, wheare was ſometyme a Pri- hron. Croyl. 
orie, which one Turold, the Sherif of that Low Couutrie neare Croyland 88 8. 
and Peterborough, buylded in the Tyme of Edward the Confeſſor. This 
Priorie was valewed in the Recordes at 767 Poundes by Yeare. The arif 
Towne of Spaldinge was gyven to the os of Lincolne in Recom- gl meh. 
pence of Cantebrigeſhyre (a part of his Dioces) taken from him by 
Kinge Hen. I. what tyme he firſt planted Herveus at Ely, and made it a 
See. Some Copies call it Spaldw:c, but (I thinke) falſely, for that is 


in Huntendonſhyre, It was holden of the Honour of Bolenbrooke, Calc pr. 
7 Edw.1IV. 10. | 


SAXWOLD. Seccandune, Chron. Sax. Mert. & Huntingdon, & Sy- 
meoni Dun. Szg:ifwald, Polychron. Sathend, Floril. Theare is great 
Variance amongeſt our Writers, bothe for the true Callinge of this 
Place, and for the Circumſtance of the Thinge that they al aſcribe un- 
to it: For the Varietie of naminge it appeareth in the Front of this 556. 
Title; but as touchinge the Matter, al agree that Ezhelba/d the Kinge con. Croyl. 
of Mertia was ſlayne heare, howbeit ſome ſay that Boernred the Ty- *ymeonDuu, 
rant kylled him; other, that his own Subjectes flew him; other, that Fob Sag 
Cuthred the Kinge of Weſtjex in Batteil overthrew him; and I thinke 5 
that al theiſe Reportes may eaſely be reconſiled, if a Man out of theim 
al make this one Tale, that Cuthred Kinge of Weſijex invadinge his 
Country, conſpired with ſome of Ethelbaldus Subjectes, wherof Boerr- 
red was Cheif, and fo offeringe him Batteil overcame him, as muche 
by Trecherie of his owne Men, as by the Manhoode of thoſe that he 
brought againſt him. Although I read that this Man was buryed at 
Repindon, and that I finde Segeley in thoſe Partes, (which may ſeme by 
the Name to be the Low Countrye to this Sege/wa!d that was ſome Hyll) 
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yet I conjecture that Sarolde in Lincolnſbyre, which was in Mercia al- 
ſo, is more like to be the Place we have in Hande. 


SOMERTON, Moaridunum, Lel. Submarton, Hunting. Sumuptun, 
Saxon. Chron. Mert. Etrhelbalde the Kinge of Mertia (ſayeth Hunting- 
don) wan muche upon his Neighbours, he beſeiged and toke Somerton, 
and by that meanes extended his Kingedome as farre as the Water of 
Humber. This Somerton take I to be in Lincolnſbyre, and the ſame 
wheare Leland reporteth that Anthony Beck the Byſhop of Durham, in 
the Tyme of Kinge Edward I. buylded a faire Caſtle, at the which E- 
leoner the Wife of the ſame Kinge departed this Life. The fame By- 
ſhop buylded Eltham-Houje by Grenewiche, Aucland in the Byſhoprick, 
and Durham-Place in London, Theare is Somerton in Somerſetſbyre al- 
ſo, which after Lel. was ſometyme the Shyre Towne of that Countye. 


SANDWICHE. Sondpic, Saxon. Sabulovicum, Lat. Lel. Rutupi Por- 
tus, Floril, Mathew of Weſtminſter expoundinge Rutupi Portus to be 
Sandwiche, applyeth to the one whatſoever he findeth of thother: But 
for ſo muche as Leland taketh Rutupie to have bene wheare Richeborow 
now is, and meinteyneth that Sandwiche began when that decayed, to 
whoſe Opinion I rather leane, I will leave ſuche Thinges as concerne it 
to the fitt Title, and ſpeake of Sandtiche itſelfe. It ſeamethe to me to 
have gotten the Name of the Light Sande, whearof theare is ſuche 
Stoare, that it contynually choaketh the Haven, This Name it hathe 
kept of longe tyme, for in the Yeare 851, Albelſtan the laſt Kinge of 
Kent, (whome Mat. of Weſtminſter falſely callethe Byſhop) and Ealhere 
the Duke fought upon the Sea before Sandwiche againſt the Navie of 
the Danes, and toke nine of their Veſſelles. Swein firſt Kinge of the 
Danes alſo (ſayeth Huntingdon) came with his great Flete to Sandwiche, 
who had ever theiſe thre waytinge Servauntes, Spoile, Fire, and Sworde, 
which made the hole Realme to quake for Feare. Againſt this Power 
Kinge Etbelred made this Proviſion, that is to fay, that out of ever 
310 Hydes of Lande, (which Huntingdon expoundeth Plough- Landes) 
one Shipp ſhould be levyed, and of every eight Hydes, one Jacke and 
Sallet ſhould be founde, for the Defence of the Realme: By which Or- 
dre he gathered an huge Armye by Sea; but what through the Injurie 
of Tempeſt, and what by the Defection of ſome of the Nobilitie, he 
profited nothinge at all. King Canut havinge receyved the worſe in a 
Fight in Lincolnſhyre, toke Ship and came to Sandwiche, wheare he cutt 
of the Handes and Legges of ſuche as he had taken in Hoſtage, and ſo 
departed wrothe into Denmark to repaire his Armye, from whence he 


retourned 
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retourned afterward, and prevayled ſo muche, that he was made Kinge. 

His Son Hardicanutus arryved at Sandwiche alſo, and was annoynted 
Kinge of Inglande. Laſtly, in the Dayes of Kinge Edward the Con- Hunting. 
feſſour, two Princes of the Danes, Lochen and Irlinge, arryved at Sand- n 
wiche, and ladinge their Veſſels with a riche Pray, croſſed over to Flaun- 

ders and fold it. In his Tyme the Eſtate of Sandwiche (as I read in eng.. 
Domeſday) was this: It lay in a Hundrethe belonginge unto it, it did 
to the Kinge ſuche Service by Tenure as Dover did, it aunſweared to the 
Monkes of Canterbury 40000 Heringes, and had in it 307 Houſes inha- 
bited. Kinge Edward the Firſt removed the Staple to Sandwyche, but 
it contynued not longe. Joan. Major the Scot wryteth, that Peter Brije -,,,.. 
the Steward of Normandie landed at Sandwiche, and burnt the Towne. 14>. 
Theare was in this Towne ſome tyme a College of Carmelites, wherof gh. 


one William Becley a learned Man was cheif in the Reigne of Kinge 
Henry VI. |

SHEPEY. Sceap1ze, Saxon. Ovinia, Lel. TInjula Ovinm, Aﬀer, & 
Alphredo, Beverlac. An lle lyinge in the Thamiſe, berwene Kent and 
Eſſex, but nearer to Kent, which Aſſerus Menevenſis, and Alphred of 
Beverlay expounde to be called of the Shepe that it bearethe. Theare 
was in it ſometyme a Monaſterie of Women, valued in the Recordes at 
129 Poundes, which was buylded by Sexburga the Wife of Erconbert, \lphred. Be- 
the ſecond Kinge of Kent after Ethelbert that receyved Auguſtine. If c. 
theiſe Nonnes of Shepey had no better Privelege then the Religious of * 
other the Partes of the Realme, they weare ill handeled with the Da- After. 7 
niſhe Pyrates: For about the Veare 832, 35 Sayle of Danes arryved in Gs 
Shepey and ſpoiled it. Not many Yeares after, in the ne. of Kinge 1. 
Athulfjus, another Army of the Danes wyntered in Shepey ; the like did 
they alſo within four Yeares after that. Some Harme this Ile receyved g.. 
alſo by the Earle Godwyn and his Sonnes, duringe the Tyme of their ater. 
Baniſhment, which ſpared no part of the Eaſt, South, or Welt Coaſtes Thron Petr: 
of the Realme. | LABS 


SWANWICHE. Suanapic, Saxon. in Dorſet. The great Army of the 
Danes that oppreſſed this Realme in the Tyme of Kinge Alfred, had 877. 
upon certein Offers entered into Truce with him, and for Obſervation 
therof, made unto him a corporal Othe, and delyvered Hoſtages, which 
notwithſtandinge they removed from //erhbam (in Dorſetſhyre wheare 
they lay) towarde Exceſter, meaninge to have putt in Practiſe their ac- 
cuſtomed Spoile. But while they weare on the Sea a great Tempeſt a- ar. 
roaſe, wherwith they weare ſo toſſed, that 120 of their YO wo 
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devoured of the Waves. Mat. of Weſtminſter reporteth, that this Loſs 
came by Fight with Alfredes Army, but Aferus and Huntingdon, wher- 
of thone lyved when the Thinge was done, and thother longe before 
Mathew, leave written as I have before declared. 


SHoBYRYE. Sceoby iz, Saxon. Seobrigh, Hunting. Kinge Alfrede, 
towarde the latter End of his Reigne, partly by Experience waxinge 
Cunninge, and partly for extreme Neceſſitie gatheringe ſome Courage, 
began to chaunge Blowes with the Danes ſomwhat welfavourdly; and 
whearas before in the Begynninge and molt part of his Reigne he was 
dryven into one Corner or other, now layeth he ſo about, that they 
goe to Wracke on every Syde. He chaſed them from Beamflete, be di- 
ſtreſſed theim at Exceſter, he beatt them at Ciceſter, and drave them to 
buylde for their Defence at Shobury in Eſſex. This Fort ſerved their 
Purpoſe verie muche; for when they weare overthrowen at Budington 
neare Severne, they toke Shippe, and from al Partes aſſembled theim- 
ſelves by Water at Shobyrie, untill they had repaired their Army. By 
the Helpe of this and ſome others, they kept E/jex and Eaſtangle al- 
moſt zo Yeares, and then Edward the Son of Alfred reduced theim to 
the former Obedience. Theare be of this Name, at this Day, two 


Places neare Pritwel in Eſſex, called North/ſhobury, and Southſhoburye, 
but this Caſtle was at the Southe. 


STEPEHOLME. Reade HoLMEs before, p. 152, for ſuche Thinges as 
concerne Szepeholme. 


STAFFORDE. Althoughe this Towne be of great Antiquitie, and 
gyveth Name to the Shyre abour it, yet is theare not muche to be found 
in Hyſtories that givethe it Eſtimation. Elfleda, the Ladie of Mercia, 
was the firſt that fortified at Stafforde, for (as I reade in Huntingdon 
and others) ſhe made a Caſtle theare on the North Side of the Water, 
then called Sou. In the Tyme of Kinge Edward I. Fhon Berwic and 
his Fellowes, Juſtices in Eire, fate at Stafford, and held Plee of the 
Matters within that Countye. I find in an auncyent Chronicle (the 
Name of thauthor wherof I yet know not) that immediatly after that 
Thomas Becket was canonized at Rome, one Pecche Byſhop of Coventrye 
and Lychefield founded a Priorie of Chanons neare to Stafforde, which 
he dedicated to the Honour of St. Thomas the Martyr. This Houſe 
was called St. Thomas Priorye, and was valued in the Recordes at 110 


Poundes by Yeare. 


4 STOWE. 
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STowE. Henry of Huntingdon is myne Author, that Godyve (or ra- 


ther Gedgive as I thinke) the Wife of Leofric, an Earl in the Tyme of 


Kinge Edward the Confeſſour, builded the Churche of Swe under the 
Promontorie (as he calleth it) of Lincolne. William of Malmeſbyrie 
reporteth, that Remigius Feſcampe (which removed the See from Dor- 
ceſter to Lincolne) buylded of new an Abbey at S£'moe, called St. Marie 
of Stowe, Mat. of Weſtminſter writeth, that Eaduoth the next Byſhop, 
ſave one before Remigius, buylded St. Marye Stow, and that Godyva en- 
ryched it with many precious Ornamentes, as ſhe did divers others be- 
ſides. For as muche therfore as both Malmeſbyry and Huntingdon be 
good Authors, both lyvinge neare to the Tyme, and bothe alyve at one 
tyme, it ſhall not be fitt to diſcredit eyther, but to reconſile theim in 
this maner. Godiva buylded the Church, and Remigious (that buylded 
ſumptuouſly at Lincolne) pulled it downe, and made a New. As for 
that which Mathew of Meſtminſter aſcribeth to Eadnoth, I thinke that it 
hathe no other Meaninge, but that he beinge Byſhop when Godyva be- 
ſtowed the Coſt, beſtowed his Bleſſinge upon it; which thinge, al- 
thoughe it coſt him and his Fellowes no Money, yet for that only they 
have wonne the Thankes of many Foundations from ſuche as weare the 
true Authors of the Workes. The great Army conteyninge ſeven Bat- 
tailes, that was gathered by the Nobilitie in the Begynninge of the 
Reigne of Hen. III. againſt the Power of Lewes the Frenche Dolphin that 
lay in Lincolne, ſojourned the Night before they fought, at Stow. The 
Batteil is already remembred in LIN COLNE before. Theare is 
Stow in Glouceſterſbyre, called Stow on the Wold, wheare is an Hoſpital 


valued at 25 Poundes by Veare, but as for the Founder J have not yet 
redd of. 


STANEs, Stane, Chron. Saxon. Mert. Wolfhere the Kinge of Mer- 
cia, and one of the fyrſt Founders of Peterborow, buylded a Priorye at 
Stanes upon this Occaſion; he had recey ved the Chriſtian Faithe, and 
was baptized of Finanus, a Biſhop of the Northe Countrie, and yet 
notwithſtandinge by the Enticement of evel Counſcilours revolted from 
the ſame, and became therto ſo mortall an Enemye, that when he 
hearde that his two Sonnes Wulfad and Rufin had gyven their Names to 
Chriſt, he comaunded theim to be moſt cruelly ſlaine; howbeit once 
againe he was touched with Remorſe, and humbled himſelfe to Celde 
the Byſhop, by whoſe Perſuaſion he rooted Paganiſme out of his Coun- 
trie, and contynuinge ſtedfaſt til his Lifes-end, buylded this Priorie and 
cauſed the Bodies of his ſlayne Sonnes to be layed thearin. In an Yande 
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of the Thamiſe, neare to Stanes, Lewes the Frenche Dolphin (whom the 
Nobilitie of this Realme invyted for Aide againſt Kinge Thorn, and now 
wold gladly have excluded the Countrie in Tyme of Kinge Henry his 
Pariſ, Son) and the Lordes of Ingland agreed upon theiſe Condicions: Firſt, 
that Lewes ſhould be faithfull ro the Pope, and abide the Cenſure of 

holy Churche: Secondly, that he ſhould forthwithe convey himſelf and 

al his Souldiours out of the Realme, and that he ſhould never retorne 

into the ſame with Intention to annoy it: Laſtly, that he ſhould rendre 

to the Kinges Behofe al ſuche Caſtles and Fortes as he had in Poſſeſſion 

within this Realme, and that he ſhould do his beſt with Kinge Philip 

his Father to help Kinge Henry to his Right beyond the Seas. On tho- 

ther Side Kinge Henry promiſed, that he would reſtoare his Subjectes 

to the Benefite of their auncyent Lawes and Liberties, and that he 
would frely ſett looſe ſo many as in the late Warres had bene taken 
Priſonners. To the Obſervation of which Articles, Lewes and his Fau- 

tors on thone Side, and the Kinge, the Legate, and the Protectour on 

thother Side, made their ſolemne and corporal Othes, in the Sight of al 
thaſſemblye. And thus was the Fire of the Warres quenched, which 

the Pope in the Life of Kinge Jon had kindeled, withe the Fury and 

Flame wherof the hole Realme of Ingland was in great Daunger to be 

a ter (then Owner of this Towne) the Libertie of Market to be holden 
1222. in Stanes. In his Tyme alſo Contention grew betwene the Canons of 
— Powles and the Monkes of Weſtminſter for the Patronage of the Churche 
of Stanes, but upon the hearinge of the Matter by certein Delegates 
therto appointed the Monkes recovered it. Theare is mention in the 
Saxon Chron, of Merton that the Danes arryved and ſpoyled Stane, and 


from thence went to Sandwiche, &c. But I take that to be the ſame 
Stone. which at this Daye is called Sone in Kent.

 SEMPRINGH AM, and SEMPINGHAM, Sempinzaham, Chron. Saxon. 

Petrob. Jocelyn a Knight of Lincolnſhyre, havinge to his Son one 

Gilbert, whome for ſome Imperfection of his Lymmes he thought un- 

mete for the Worlde, made him a Preiſt, and gave him a Benefice in 

8 | a Towne of his owne in Lincolnſhyre called Sempringham. This Man 
Joan. Ter was Author of a relligious Order, which of his Name was called thor- 
1148, der of Gilbertines, and beganne it in the Reigne of Kinge Stephen; 
he incloſed within one Houſe both Men and Women, but diſſevered 

by ſuche high Walles, that thone neyther heard nor ſaw thother. This 

Order was ſo wel liked (for in ſuche a Houſe they mighte juggle cloſe 

Dy a privye Poſterne) that in his Life- tyme he ſaw ten Howſes of theim,

Ex cart. Do- deſtroyed, The ſame Kinge Hen. III. graunted to thabbot of Meſtmin- 
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conteyninge in al to the Nombre of 700 Brethren, and 1500 Siſters, 
Theiſe holy Folkes I warrante you, howſoever they pretended ſolytarie 

Lyfe, loved wel to dwell together, and eſpecially Cocke and Hen one 

by an other. The luſtie Knightes of the Rodes, had the ſwete Nonnes 

of Clerkenwel, and the Charter-houſe Monkes of Bethlem that eate no 
Fyſhe, I am ſure ſpared not the Fleſhe that was at Syn over- againſt 
theim. But I will leave the Recytal of their Abhomination, to the 
Survey that was exhibited Kinge Hen. VIII. at the Tyme of their gene- 

ral and juſt Suppreſſion, and let you heare know, that this Houſe of 
Sempringham was then valued at 317 Poundes by Yeare. The Lord 
Clynton, High-Admiral of Ingland, hathe the moſt part of the Poſſeſ- 

ſion, and hathe buylded a goodly Houſe upon the Scite. Theare is 
within Lincolnſbyre a Place (which I thinke be a Prebend at this Day) tron. Petr, 
called Sempingham, which was longe ſence belonginge to thabbay of won. 
Peterborowe, and was let by Ceolred, thabbot to one Wulfrede, rendringe _ 


by Yeare 30 Shillinges, one Horſe, 60 Loades of Woode, two Tonnes 


of ſwete Ale, and ſuche other Thinges reſerved, which I recite the ra- 
ther to ſhew that in thoſe Dayes they letted their Landes to Farme, for 
Money, Clothe, Meate, Drinke, and all ſuche Thinges as perteyned to 
a Man's Life, and therfore they weare called at the firſt Feopmer, that 
is, Fedinges, or Suſtentations, which Worde we yer holde. 


SAGA. Gyraldus Cambrenſis in the Booke which he calleth Specu- 
lum Ecclefie, reporteth, (as Bale cyteth) that theare was a Priorie of gage 
Cluniac Monkes, that is, without Bootes, called Sagia, not farre from 
Mylford- Haven in Wales; the Monkes wherof lyved looſely, as ſundrye Grad. 
other in ſuche like Celles did. The ſame Man in his Itinerarie praiſeth 
the Ordres of Cluniackes for good Life above the Crftertians, and ther- 
fore the better (belike) might have bene amended. 


STROWDE, Strodes, in Regiſtro Roffenſi, A Towne in Kent ſtandinge Ex Regi 
upon the Water Medwey, neare unto Rocheſter, wheare Gilbert ſome R934. 
tyme Byſhop of Rocheſter buylded an Hoſpital, called St. Maries, of 
che yearly Value of 52 Poundes. A Name, or Familie of Men ſom- 
tyme inhabitinge S7rowde (ſayeth Polydore, and that boldly) had Tayles »,, 
clapped to their Breches by St. Thom. for Puniſhment of the Deipight | 
done him in cuttinge of his Horſe Tayle, as in MIGLIN TON is already 
more largely declared, p: 201. 


SELBYE, Salebeia, in carta Donat. Wilkam the Conquerour ar the, 1586. 
Requeſt of one Benet, an Abbat, founded a Monaſterie at Seleby (in; * 
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Yorkjhyre I thinke) to the Honour of St. German of Antifiodore, and en- 
dowed it with ſuche Liberties as St. Peters at Yorke enjoyed. At this 
Houſe (ſayeth hon Roſe) was Kinge Hen. I. one of the Conquerours 
Sonnes, borne. As for the Value I have not hytherto founde it. 


SALTWOOD. Saltwood by Lymminge in Kent, was an Honour in the 
Tyme of Kinge Hen. II. as by a Writte directed by him from beyonde 
the Seas to the younge Kinge his Son, for the Reſtitution: of Thomas 
Becket may appeare; for after that this Kinge had holden the Styroppe 
to Thom. Becket twice in a Day while he lept up to his Horſe, and that 
in the Preſence of the Kinge of Fraunce, and had by this and ſuche 
other faire Meanes recovered his Favour, he wrote in his Behalfe un- 
to his Son in Ingland after this manor. Sciatis quod Thom. Cant. Arch, 
pacem mecum fecit ad voluntatem meam : Et ideo pracipio tibi ut ipſe & 
omnes ſui pacem habeant : Et faciatis et habere & ſuis omnes res ſuas 
bene, in pacem, & honorifice, ficut habuerunt tribus menſibus antequam 
exirent Anglia: faciatiſque venire coram vobis de melioribus & antiqui- 
eribus militibus de honore de Saltwood, & eorum juramento faciatis in- 
quiri quid ibi habetur de feodo Archiepiſcopatus Cant, & quod recognitum 
fuerit eſſe de feodo ipſius, ipſi faciatis habere. Valete. 


STICLOND, Stedland, Pariſ. Kinge Fhon (ſayeth Mat. Paris) made 
great Preparation to paſſe over the Sea for the Recoverie of his Rightes 
in Fraunce, and embarkinge himſelfe at Port/mouthe ſayled ſomwhat 
of the Way, but when he ſaw that his Nobilitie and Gentrie came not 
after, as by their Services they ought, he caſt about againe, and with- 
in thre Dayes landed at Sticlond in Dor ſelſbyre, compellinge theim to 
great Fines for this theire Negligence. 


SANVEY, Sauveia, Pariſ. & Sanveia. After that Kinge Jhon had by 
his Submiſſion wonne the Pope to his Ayde, he ruffled a freſhe with 
his Nobles, and comitted to the Cuſtodie of Straungers dyvers ſtronge 
Holdes; amongeſt other he gave to William de Fortæ, Earle of Aumarle, 
the Caſtles of B:ham, Buckingham, and Sanvey, which latter I geſs to 
have bene wheare the Towne of Sandbey in Bedfordſhyre now is. Kinge 
Henry III. after the Death of William Marſha! the Protectour, toke 
from thearle of Aumarle at unwares this Caſtle and Rokingham alſo. 


SLINxDoN. An auncyent Manor-Houſe, belonginge to tharcheby- 
ſhops of Canterbury, wheare dyed Stephen Langton, tharchebyſhop, a- 


bout whoſe Election began al the troubleſome Stormes of Warre = 
aroſe 
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aroſe in the Tyme of Kinge hon. Bale in his Centuries miſtaketh the 
Matter, and reporteth that he dyed at Canterbury; the Matter is not 
muche wheare ſocver he dyed, it had bene to be wiſhed that he had 
lyved well. 


SELEBURNE, in Hamſhyre. Mathew Paris reportinge the Death of 
the buiſye Biſhop of Vyncheſter, Peter de la Roche, recounteth withal 
the relligious Houſes that he had buylded; and amongeſt other he rec- * 
koneth Seleburne of the Order of St. Auguſtines erected by him. By his 
Report he was Author of five ſeveral Houſes, to eche whearof he gave 
at his Death 500 Marces in Money. 


SKENFRITHE, Hubert de Borow, that was Earle of Kent, and Ju- 
ſtice of al Ingland in the Beginninge of the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. 2239: 
ſomwhat blemiſhed his Life (other wiſe very honourable) with greadie . _ 
gettinge of Landes and Poſſeſſions together; in which doinge he was bur l. 
a Sponge for the Kinge, which fallinge out with him wrange out what- 
ſoever he had before ſoked in. But eſpecially he toke from him at once 
four Caſtles, whearon he had beſtowed great Coſt, Blank, Groſinund, 


Hanfield and Skenfrythe, the moſt wherof weare in Wales. 


STOCTON. Nicholas of Fernham, a Byſhop of Durbam in the tyme 
of Kinge Hen. III. abandoned his Byſhopricke voluntarile, and con-, 249 
tentinge himſelfe withe thre good Manors of that See, Hovedon, Ef- 
ſington, and this Stocton ſtandinge upon Te/e, betoke himſelfe to Con- 
templacion. 


SONNINGE, Sunningum, Lat. Lel. A Towne in Bark/hyre neare to 
the Thamiſe, and not muche diſtant from Readinge, wheare was ſome 
tyme a Byſhops See, as Leland reporteth out of the Chronicles of Sa- Lel. 
hſburye, and receyved nine Byſhops in Succeſſion one after another, 
from Atheltane to Herman that removed it to Shyrburne. This is tho- 
Pinion of that Chronicle; but William of Malmeſbyrie that wrote a ſpe- Malmeſbyry, 
cial Worke of the Byſhops Sees hath never a Word of Sunninge, but a- 
ſcribeth to Ramſbyrie that which is heare gyven to Sunninge, as un- 
der that Title is to be ſene; howbeit theare hathe bene ſome large 
Buyldinge at this Place, for the Continuacion of Mat. Paris hath, that Pari 


the Earle of Glouceſter lay fick at this Sunninge a longe tyme in the 1258. 
Dayes of Kinge Hen. III.

STONY-STRATFORDE. After the Deathe of Kinge Eqdw. IV. Ri- 
chard his Brother takinge upon him the Protection of the younge Kinge 
his Nephew, cauſed him to be removed from Ludlow (wheare he was 

Rofſus. for Education) towardes London, and metinge him at Stony-Stratford 
Polyd. upon the Way, toke him into his Poſſeſſion. The Sequele of this Hy- 


ſtorie is knowen, and therfore I will ſay no more, but, Sic avis accipi- 
tri creditur, agna lups. 


SWANSEY, Abertau, Brytan. i. caſus Tai fluvii, Girald. Abretaunr, 
Cyrald. Lat. Lel. Swineſey, Lel. & Gyrald. a porcis marinis. A Caſtle in 
Wales within the Dioces of St. Davydes, ſtandinge upon the Mouthe of 
the Water Taw, and therof called in Welſhe, Abertaw, in Saxon Swine- 
ſey, of the Sea-Porkes, and now corruptly Swanſey. 


Abretaum, 
Le Nunc quod ab æquoreis dictum Suineſia porcis 
Saxonica, ſed voce nova. 


Theare is at Swanſey a Corporation, called a Wardenry, valued in the 
Recordes at 20 Poundes by Yeare. Gyrald of Wales, ſpeakinge of his 
Voyage by this Place, taketh Occafion to ſhew that the Yelſhe Speache 
hath muche Affinitie with the Grete Tongue, and that aſcribeth he to 
the Converſation that the Troyans (of whom he ſayeth the Welſbmen be 
deſcended, and of their Captein Brute firſt called Brytons) had with the 
Grekes after the Loſſe of their owne Countrye. But I thinke rather 
that they have borowed ſomwhat of the Romanes, which ſome tyme 
lay in Legions theare, as by their Wordes feneſter a Windowe, capiſten 
a Corde, in Latine, feneſtra and capiſtrum, with fundrye ſuche other 
like may appeare. And as for their Woordes of Nombre, which of al 
other ſeame to approche neareſt to the Greke, it ſhall appeare (if they 
be wel weighed) that they alſo ſound nearer the Latine. 


SONNINGHYL, Sinnodunum, Lat. Lel. A Parke neare Wallingforde 
in Barkſhyre, wherin (as I take it) ſtandethe rhe entrenched Hyll wher- 
of Lel. hath mention. The Countryemen report, that theare was 
longe ſence in the Tyme of the Br:torc a great Caſtle, which, ſay they, 
was raſed and overthrowen by the De nes, and for Proofe allege the Ro- 
mane Coynes, whearof they often tymes caſt up with their Plowghes. 
Theare is at this Tyme (ſayeth Lel.) no Signe of Buyldinge extant, but 
the Hyll hathe on the Toppe a Trenche, wherwith it ſeameth to bo 

Crowne 
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crowned, which belike was ſome Daniſbe Workmanſhip, as the Weſt 
Country hathe many of that Kinde caſt by theim for Defence. 


SKIPTON. William de Fortz, Earle of Aumarle, in the tyme of 


Kinge Hen. III. finiſhed ſumptuouſly the Caſtle of Stan in Yorke 


ſhyre, which William Groſs, Earle of Aumarle, and his Father-in-Law, 
had begon while he lyved. 


SANDYSIKE. A Ford over the Water Eye, which riſinge in Scot- 
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land falleth into Sulwey in Cumberland. Neare to this Place the Scottes , ,, 


receyved an Overthrow in the latter End of the Reigne of Kinge 
Hen, VIII. 


SNAWDOUNE, Snapoune, Saxon. Ereri, Brytan. Gyrald. Montes 
nivei. The cheif of the Mountaignes in Wales that looke toward An- 
gliſey, and a general Name to al that are neare it. Gyrald praiſeth it 
for the Stoare of good Paſture, and ſayeth, that they have in Wales 
this comon Sayinge, that as Angliſey hath Corne ſufficient for al Wales, 
ſo Snawdoune is able to ſerve it for Paſture. In the Toppe of Ereri 
ſtandeth (ſaych he) Dinas Emerets, i. Promontorium Merlini, the Hil 
of Ambroſius Merlinus, wheare he prophecyed while Yortiger the Kinge 
fate upon the Banke, as Galfride hathe the Tale. The ſame Gyrald 
addeth further, that in the Toppes of the Hilles of Syawdawne, theare 
be two great Lakes, or Pooles, wherof thone hathe a wanderinge Iland, 
removable by the Winde from one Place of the Water to an other : 
Thother Lake hathe Plentye of Fiſhe, but they be al one eyed, for they 
want the Eye on the lefte Side. I am halfe of the mynde that if a Man 
weare in Snawdowne at this Daye, he ſhould finde that eyther the 
World is theare chaunged now, or that Gyrald was a Lyer then. Out 
of this Mountayne ſpringe dyvers Waters that runne throughe Wales, 
as in their apt Titles is and ſhal be declared. The Inhabitantes of 
theiſe Hilles are called by ſome, in Latine, Nivicollini, in Welſhe, Guyr- 
blany, in Saxon, Dunperta, for Ordre amongeſt the which, theare 
weare Lawes made in the Tyme of Kinge Ethelred, or Edward the 
Confeſſour, which for the moſt part have Force amongeſt theim at this 
Day, as in Archatonomia, fol. go is to be ſene. 


SELWooD, Sealpudu, Saxon. i. ſalicetum. Sv/va magna, Aſſero. Sal-

a ο,, Floril. A Foreſt in Somerſetſbyre, which Aſſeſus Menevenſts ex- A , 


poundeth, the great Wood, but I conjecture that he ment not therby to 
deryve the Name, but to gyve it ſome Addition by which of Licket- 
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hoode it was then knowen ; for Seale and Sealh, in the Saxon ſigni- 
ficthe a ſalow Tree, wherof if that Ground hathe any Stoare, no doubt 
it toke the Name thearby. Athulfe, the Father of Kinge Al/red, was 
ſo enchaunted with his Byſhops, Swwythun of Wincheſter, and Alſtane 
of Shyrburne, that he gave to the Spiritualtie the tenthe Part of his 
Crowne-Landes, in exchaunge for Pſalmes ſonge by Note, and Maſſes 
ſaid by Rote. And not thus contented, he went on Pilgrimage to the 
holy Father, and caryinge with him A//rede his youngeſt Son, he cau- 
{ed Pope Leo to annointe him Kinge. But marke how his ghoſtly Fa- 
thers at home requited his Liberalitie. Aiſtane the Byſhop of Shyr- 
burne and Eanulfe the Earle of Sumerſet, raiſed againſt him Ethelbald 
his eldeſt Son, and conſpired at a Place in the Weſt Part of Sekvood 
to deprive him of his Kingdome, which in effect they brought to paſſe; 
for in thend they ſo handeled the Matter that Athulfe was glad to part 
with him, and take the worſt himſelfe. This they did (as ſome gather) 
tor thre Cauſes: Firſt, for that he had crowned his younger Son Alfred 
in Prejudice of Ethelbald his eldeſt : Secondly, bycauſe he had maryed 
in his Retorne from Rome with Fudithe, the Daughter of the Kinge of 
Fraunce, thinkinge lighte of al the noble Mens Daughters of his owne 
Countrie : Laſtly, for that they underſtoode he called her Quene, and 
ſuffred her to ſitt by his Side at the Table, which Thinge the People of 
Meſiſex had not of longe tyme abydden, bycauſe one Eadburga the 
Wife of Bribtric, ſometyme Kinge of thoſe Partes, behaved herſelfe in- 
ſolently towardes the Nobilitie, accuſinge theim to the Prince, and un- 
adviſedly towardes the Kinge himſelfe, whome ſhe poyſoned inſtede of 
another: And therfore they not only expelled her, but alſo depryved al 
that ſhould follow bothe of the Name and Place of Quene. This A- 
thulf beſtowed at his Deathe 300 Mancuſes of Silver yearly, (every Man- 
cuſe conteyninge 30 Pence of that Tyme, which weare in Valewe e- 
very Peney worth thre of ours) upon the Pope, to bye Oile to mainteyne 
Light, in ſuche Sort as he in his Teſtament (wantinge the true Light) 
had appointed. I have two ſeveral Perambulations of this Foreſt, which 
I reſerve til another tyme. 


Souva, flu. The auncyent and trew Name of the Water at Stafford, 
as I reade in him that contynued the Chron, of Aſerus, inde Souford, 
corrupte Stafforde. 


SUTTON, Suthun, Aſſer. A Towne in Barkſbyre, wheare Kenulphe, 
the Kinge of Mertia, had ſometyme a Manſion; for Rethunus thabbot 


of Abingdon, findinge himſelfe muche charged with, the Kinges Haw-

kers, 
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kers, Hunters, and others whome he often ſent to thabbey to ſojourne, 

came to Kenulphe at this Place, and gave him 100 Tenements, and 821. 
120 Poundes in Money to have al his Poſſeſſions diſcharged of this er. 
Burthen, as in ABINGDON is alredye diſcloſed. Theare is alſo of the Win. Mal 
ſame Name a Towne in Wilteſbyre, which Kinge Athulfe (of whom mob. 


I ſpake even now) amongeſt others, gave to thabbey of Malmeſbyry. 


SOUTHWEL, Southwel hath bene of longe tyme a Manſion Houſe 
apperteigninge to the See of Yorke; for Alfric that was Archebyſhop 
in the Reigne of Edward the Confeſſour, dyed at Southebell in the ſame top t. 
Yeare that the Kinge forgave his Subjectes the Tribute, called Dane Feld. 
This Money had been payed 38 Yeares together, and was firſt levyed after. 
by Erhelred, for Maintenance of a Navie to withſtande the Danes. 
Some faine that he ſaw the Dyvel ſittinge upon the Heape of the Prop. 
Money gathered for that Cauſe, and that therfore he would no more 
of it. Belike they went therine as farre beyond him as they did ar 
Wyncheſter, when Emma made her Purgation. Wel, Gerard an other 
Byſhop of Yorke in the Tyme of Her. I. died ſodainly at Southwell 
alſo. This Man (ſayeth Newbrig) was very wanton in lyvinge, co- Newbrig. 
vetous in gatheringe, and malicious in workinge, for he was ſuſpected 
of conjuringe. He dyed as he ſlept upon a Cuſhion, after Dyner, in 
the Garden, and was ingloriouſly buryed at Yorke, havinge at his Tayle 
a Legion of Boyes inſtede of a Quyre of Syngers. Theare was a Col- 
lege at Southwwel valued at 39 Poundes by Yeare. | 


STRADDEL, The Place in Wales wheare Harold firſt encamped, 1055: 
what Tyme he brought the hole Country into Subjection, as in OFp- Aſſer. 
DYKE, and other Places hath been often before remembred. 


SALTON, Seletur, Chron. Petrob. & Symeon. Dunelm. Symeon of FO 150. 
Durbam and others have mention, that O/ba/d and Ethelheard, two "pk" ctr. 


Dukes under A!fwa!d Kinge of Northumberlande, fyred Bearne, a Ju- SymconDun, 


ſtice, at Seleton in his owne Houſe, bycauſe he ſhewed himſelfe ſevere 
in the Exerciſe of his Office. Ir is incredible to report, and yet wor- 
thy the Labour to ſearche, what firinges, killinges, and poiſoninges 
weare practiſed in this one Kingedome of Northumberland, I take the 
Place to be Salton, now in Yorkſbyre, and yet the Conjecture weare 
not unreaſonable to think it Selficn in Nettingbamſhyre. 


SLEFORD, Slioppopd, Chron. Saxon. Petrob. Wulfred, that toke to 852 


ferme Simpingham at the Handes of the Monkes of Peterborowe, (as 
| un 


Chron. Petr. 
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in SIMPINGHAM is already ſhewed) covenanted amongſt other thinges 
to gyve theim the Town of Sieford in Lincolnſhyre. Polydore ſayeth, 
that King Jon, a litle before his Death, came ſicke to Sleford Caſtle, 
but my Copie of Mat. Pariſ. calleth it Lufford, which is in the ſame 
Countrye. This Place ſeameth to have taken the Name of the Wa- 


ter, and the Water of the ſinal Fiſhe which they called 8lip, wher- 
with belike it then abounded. |

SCEARGATE and-STRENGATE, Sceanzear, Chron. Petrob. Aſſer. 
Symeon Dun. It is recorded by ſundrye Writers, that Elffeda, the 
Ladie of Mercia, (or midle Inglande) buylded a Caſtle at Sceargate, as 
ſome Copies have Strengate, as others write, in the Year 913, and in 


the Reigne of Edward the Son of Alfrede : But wheare this ſhould 
ſtand, I have not hytherto founde. 


STOKE. A ſmal Village by Newarke in Nottinghamſhire, but no- 
table for the Victorie that the true Kinge, Henry VII. had over the 
counterfeir, Lambart the firſt and laſt of that Name, that eyther at- 
tayned or attempted the Crowne of Ingland. This Lambert was a 
younge Boy, of obſcure Byrthe, and trayned up in ſome Savour of Lear- 
ninge by one Symons a Prieſt, whiche. hearinge of the Troubles in- 
tended againſt Kinge Henry VII. by Margaret Siſter to Edward IV. 
Fhon Earl of Lincoln, Frauncys Lovel, and others, thought with him- 
ſelfe that it was now offered by good Fortune to make his Boy a 
Kinge, and himſelfe ſome great Man for ever, if he could fo uſe the 
Matter, as that his Lad might be taken for the Son of the Duke of 
Clarence, next lawful Heire Male to the Crowne of Inglande. He went 
into Ireland therfore, and firſt whiſpered this Conceyt into the Eares 
of ſuche as loved not Kinge Henry; and after that he had by that way 
gotten ſome Countenance, he made privie Gerardine the Chauncelour 
of Irelande, and abuſed him alſo. By this Time the reſt of the Capi- 
taines of this Conjuration weare arryved in Ireland, and brought with 
them Marten Swart, a noble Man of Germanie, and Conductor of a 
good Nombre of Souldiours. Al theiſe together, after they had crown- 
ed Lambert in Ireland, at Dublyne, make over into this Realme, and 
metinge with Kinge Henry at Stoke, weare utterly diſcomfited, for the 
cheif Capitaines, and 4000 of the common Sorte, weare overthrowne, 
flaine, and Lambert and his Maſter weare bothe taken alyve, wherof 


the one was comitted to perpetyal Priſon, thother ( bycauſe he was 


younge, and thought free of any evel Intention) was kept in the 
Kinges Kitchyn for a longe Seaſon, and afterw>-1 proved a good Faul. 


koner, 
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koner. Stow the Collector of 7hinghſhe Summarie, maketh Humfrey .. . 
Stafford a Player in this Tragedie ; but he is deceaved, for Humfjrey 
loſt his Life on the Scaffolde, for an Attempt that he made together 
with Fraunceys Lovell in the firſt Yeare of Kinge Henry, and was exe- 


cuted therfore, after that he was violently drawen out of Sanctuarye 
at Culnham. 


STRATFORD. Theare are of this Callinge many Townes within 
this Realme, howbeit theare weare two relligious Houſes ſtandinge 
upon two feveral Waters more notorious then the reſt: Thone was Stow. 
Stratford Langthorne Abbay upon Ley in Eſſex, founded in the Tyme 
of Stephen Kinge of Ingland by Syr William Mountfitchet, and valued 
in the Recordes at 511 Poundes of yearly Revennewe : Thother ſtoade 
upon Aven in Warwickſhyre, and was called a Colledge, valued at 123 


Poundes by Yeare, but founded I wote not yet of whome, ne 
when. 


SHERIFHUTTON. A Caſtle and Parke in or keſhyre, wherof I reade 


no other Thinge, ſave that Rich. III. committed thyther Edward, the ,, n 


younge Sonne of the Duke of Clarence, to be ſaulfe kept, from whence . 
Kinge Hen. VII. after that he had prevayled, commaunded Robert Wil- 
houghby to convey him to the Tower of London. This yonge Man was 
afterward beheaded, eyther for that he conſented with Parkin Warbeck 
to have eſcaped out of the Towre, or els of this Pollycie, that in the 
cuttinge of that one Heade al the Heades of Hydra ſhould be cleane 
diſpatched, which before aroaſe (as it weare) one out of an other; for 
firſt Lambert toke upon him the Parſon of this younge Earle of War- Polyd. 
dicke, and after that he was diſmaſked and ſlaine, another Impe ſtarte 


up, ſett on in like manner by a craftie Monke his Scolemaiſter; but he 1499. 


alſo was detected and putt to Deathe, and therfore belike it was thought 
mete to make in him one End of al. Lilley repoartinge this Hyſtorie, Lil 


ſaythe, innoceus ſecuri percutitur : And Paulus Fovius ſpeakinge of the Paul. Jou. 


ſame Matter, writeth thus, Ne rerum novarum cupidis ſui defiderium 
faceret, vel adhuc imberbis ſecuri percuſſus eſt, humanitatem ſeilicet om— 
nem vincente periculo, quod non aliter regius animus metu exolvi, aut fa- 


ventis popult ſpes frangi poſſe viderentur. 


SHEL, Au. The Water, wheron ſtoade ſometyme thabbay of Foux- 
TEINES in T9r#/hyre, as in that Place hathe already appeared, P. 118.

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SHORHAM, VPillielmus de Braioſa, was one of the Barons that came 
in withe the Conquerour, and what Tyme the Kinge endowed his Ab- 
bey at Batteil with Poſſeſſions; this Man alſo gave part of that which 

Chron. Bell. he had receyved of the Kinges Liberalitie in Suſſex : He was Owner of 
Brember and Shorham, out of the firſt wherof he gave eight Meſuages 
to the Abbay, and out of the ſecond, one Hyde-Lande and thre Meſua- 
ges. The . pn of this Man was advaunced in Ireland by Kinge 
Henry II. which conquered it, and rebelled againſt the Crowne ſone af- 

Paril. ter; for when Kinge Jhon made his Expedition into 1relande, he chaſed 

Malter Lacy out of his Countrye; he toke in Methe Malde the Wife, and 
William the Son of William Braioſa, and brought to Obedience the hole 
Ile. At his Retorne into Ingland he brought withe him this noble Wo- 
man and her Sonne, and comitted theim to Windſore, wheare they 

Fleril. weate after by his Comaundment famiſhed to Deathe. William de Brai- 
o/a, the Father, eſcaped his Handes, and lurked at Shorham for a Sea- 
ſon, whea?> he toke upon him the Parſon of a Begger, and by that 
meane gott over to Pariſe, and dyed the next Veare. Theare be of this 
Name in Suſſex two Places adjoyninge, tholde, and new Shorham ; how- 
beit neyther ſo new but that a Man would thinke it decayed for Age. 
The Shelfe that is growen betwene the Sea and the Townes, hathe 

'bene cheife Cauſe of their Deſolation, 


SUNBYRIE. In the Tyme of Kinge Hen. III. a great Brabble aroaſe 
betwene Will. thabbot and his Covent of Weſtminſter on thone Side, and 
Euſtace the Byſhop of London, the Dean and Chapiter of Poules on thother 
1222, Side, as concerninge theRight and Juriſdition of the Manors of Stanes and 
Floril, Sunbery in Midlefex ; howbeit, at the laſt, Ordre was taken that Stares 
ſhould belonge to Weſtminſter, exempted from al Juriſdiction of the By- 
ſhop, that the Byſhop ſhould have the Manor of Sunbyrie, and the 

Chapter the Churche of the ſame, to their propre Uſes. 


SEDINGBORNE. In the Tyme of the ſame Kinge, after the Death 

of Richard tharchebyſhop of Canterbyrie, the Monkes weare determi- 

1231. ned to have choſen Raulfe Nouel, the Byſhop of Chicheſter, and the 
OS. ag. Kinges Chauncelour; but the Pope fearinge that he would have la- 
born, boured for Releas of the Tribute, which he had out of Ingland by 
Kinge 7horn's Submiſſion, (for the Storie ſayeth, that Nowell was a good 

Man and true harted to his Countrye) told the Monkes that he was 

raſhe of Speche, and preſumptuouſe in dede, and therfore farre un- 


worthy ſuche a Callinge. Notwithſtandinge, bycauſe he would ave 
theim 


A 
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theim chooſe ſome other by faire meanes, he gave theim Libertie to 
take whome they would beſide him. The Monkes faw theare was no 
other Remedie; and therfore agreed upon one Jhon, the Prior of their 
Houſe. Now when this Man (as the maner was) ſhould goe to Rome 
for Confirmation of his Election, Henry, then Biſhop of Rocheſter, ac- 
companyed him toward the Sea, and when they came at Sittingborne in 
Kent, the Byſhop of Rocheſter ſtept up to the Pulpit, and like a good 
Clerke made the People a Collation. In which, amongeſt other Thinges, 
he braſt forthe and ſaid, after this Manner. Rejoyce in the Lorde ( my 
Brethern al) knowinge undoubtly that now lately in one Day theare de- 
parted out of Purgatory Richard ſometyme Kinge of Ingland, Stephen 
(Langhton he ment) tharchebyſhop of Canterbury, and a Chaplein of his, 
to goe to the divine Majeſtic : And in that Day thear departed no more but 
theiſe thre out of the Places of Paynes. And give ye full and aſſured 
Faithe to theiſe my Sayinges, bycauſe this Matter hath bene now the thyrd. 
Tyme revealed to me and a certeine other Man, and that jo plainly, as 
from myne owne Mynde al maner of Doubtinge is farre removed. Thus 


muche I have truly tranilated as concerninge thislearned Sermon, out 
of Mat. of Weſt, and Thomas Rudborne. | 


SECHAM. William of Malmeſbyrie is Author that the firſt Byſhops Beda. 
See amongeſt the Ea/f-angles was planted at Donwiche in Suffolke, and 
that afterward it was tranſlated to a Village called Secham, ſtandinge Ma'meſb. 
neare to the great Poole as Men goe to El/ye; and that in his Dayes it 
was made a Hyewaye, the Ruines of the Churche beinge nevertheleſs 
then extant. What became further of this Chayre, muſt be ſought in 
DoNwICHE, HELMAN, NORwICHE, and THETFORD. 


SOMERFORD. Not longe after the Erection of Malmeſbyrie-Abbay, w vfb. 
amongeſt many that contended in Liberalitie to benetite the Houſe, one t. 


Berthwald a Prince in the Weſt-Countrie gave-unto it 40 Caflates of 
Land in Sumerford in Hltefhyre. 


SCRYNELBY. At the Coronation of Kinge R:ch. II. Yin Dymack, 
Knight, claymed by Reaſon of the Manor of Scrinelby in Lincolnſhyre, 
which he held in the Right of Margaret his Wite, to have one of the 
Kinges Stedes harniſhed at al Partes, and one of the Kinges Armures 
for his owne Bodye, to goe before the Kinge at the Proceſſion, and in 
the Halle to challenge what Parſon foever would deny the Kinge to be H recordo. 
the lauful Inheritour, &c. He claymed allo, that if any denye it, and 
derreine the Battail with him, that then the Horſe and Armore 


ö ought 
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ought to be gyven to him; but if none deny it, that then he ought to 
diſmount, and it to be at the Kinges Pleaſure whether he ſhould have 


the Horſe and Armore, or noe. Al which was by the Comiſſioners 
(thearto appointed) allowed him. | 


SCULTON. At the ſame tyme, one hon Fitz hon claymed by rea- 
ſon of his Manor of Sculton in Norfolke, to be cheif Lardiner at the 


Coronation, as Burdelews ſometyme Owner of that Manor had bene: 
And he alſo obteyned. 


SPYNNEY. In the 27% Yeare of the Reigne of Kinge Hen. VI. (as 
by Circumſtances I conjecture) the Monkes of Ely obteyned of him, 
that the Prior and Covent of St. Marie and the holy Croſſe of Spinney 
might gyve unto theim their Priory with al the Poſſeſſions. 


SULBYE. One William Withville gave Landes in Sulbie in Northamp- 
tonſhyre, towardes the Foundation of a Monaſterie, after the Order of 
the Premonſtratenſ. in the Tyme of Kinge Edw. III. And ſhortly af- 
ter Robert Panley, Knight, beſtowed upon theim his Manor of Sulbye, 
charginge it with 102 Shyllinges of yearely Rent to be payed to thab- 


bay of Weſtminſter. This Houſe was valued at the Suppreſſion, at 258 
Poundes by Yeare. 


SYDNEY. The Author of the Worke called Eulogium, which was 
a Monke of Weſtminſter in the Reigne of Kinge Edw. III. writeth, that 
the Byſhops See of Lincolne or Lindſey, was ſom while at a Village 
which he calleth Sydney, but in what Byſhop's Tyme he ſheweth nor, 


neyther hathe William of Malmeſbyrie in his Bookes de Pontificibus, any 
ſuche Thinge. B 


SNAP, or SHAPPE. The ſame Man reporteth that the Churche of 
Snap (which I take to be in Yori/hyre, for theare is a Parke of that 
Name) was buylte before the Tyme of the Conquerour, that is to ſay 
in the Yeare after Chriſi 1059. It may be that the: Copie hath Snap 
inſteade of Shap, which is an auncyent Abbey in Yeſtmerland, and va- 
lued in the Recordes at 155 Poundes by Yeare, 


SWANSCOMB, Swanſcomp, in Record. A Towne in Kent, within the 
Dioces of Rocheſter, two Myles Welt from Grave/end, neare to the 
which ſayeth Thom. Spotte, (a Monke of Seint Auguſtines of Canterbyry, 
and the Chronicler of that Houſe) that it happened, as foiloweth, Af- 


er 
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ter that 7/7/liam the Conquerour had overthrowne Harolde in the Field, 
he marched with his Army toward the Caſtle of Dover, thinkinge to 
have taken that, and therby to have brought in Subjection the Sea- 

Coaſt in Kent alſo. But Stigand then Archebyſhop of Canterb. and 
Egelſin thabbot of St. Auguſtines, perceyvinge this Daunger, aſſembled 
the People together, and layed before theim the Pride of the Nor manes, 
and the Eſtate of their owne Miſerie if they ſhould yeld unto theim; 
by which meanes they ſo enraged the People, that they ranne fortwith 
to weapon, and aſſemblinge theimſelves at this Place made tharcheby- 
ſhop and thabbot their Capitaines. Then every Man gate a grene 
Boughe in his Hande, and bare it over his Head in ſuche Sort as when 
the Kinge came neare, he was amaſed thearat, halfe thinkinge that it 
had bene a Wood that moved towardes him. But they, as ſone as he 
was within hearinge, caſt away theire Bowghes, and at the Sound of a 
Trumpet ſhewed eche Man his Weapon, and withal diſpatched toward 
him a Meſſenger, which told him, That the Comons of Kent weare theare 
ready to offer eyther Peace, or Warre : Peace with their faithful Obedi- 
ence, if he would ſuffer theim to enjoy their auncyent Lawes and Liberties, 
mortal Warre if he would deny theim. When the Kinge heard this, and 
conſidered that the Daunger of Denyal was great, and the Thinge re- 
quired but a Trifle to that he came for, he furthwith more wiſely then 
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willingly gave Place to their Deſire. And by this meane (ſayeth Spozre) 


both he receyved Dover-Caſtle and the Country quyetly, and they only 


of al Ingland reteyned thauncyent Priveledges of their Fore- fathers con- 


tynuallye. This Hyſtorie is not repoarted by any other that I have 
ſene, and ther fore ſome Man may thinke that this Monke ſhewed but 
a Caſt of his Pen to praiſe his Countrye withal. But conſideringe that 


(throughout) that Shyre only holdeth ſome Thinges that was comon to 


al the Realme in the T'yme of the Saxons, I can not for myne owne part 


thinke it altogether untrew.

STANORE. A Towne in Kent alſo, neare to the Sea-Coaſt, concern- 


inge the Haven wherof theare grew Contention betwene the Citizens 
of London, and Gwy thabbot of St. Auguſtines in Canterbury, in the 


Dayes of William Rufus; but by the favourable Aide of the Prince, 


thabbot prevayled. Richard I. graunted to Roger then Abbar, the Li- 
bertie of Market within this Towne. 0

SANTLAKE, 
I 
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SANTLAKE, i. Lacus Sanguinis. Neare to Battel in Suſſex, is a 
Place named Santlate, which the People of the Countrye even to this 
Daye imagine to be ſo called of the Streames of Bloud that ranne theare 
after the great Fight betwene the Conquerour and Harold. Indede the 
Victorie was bloudy, for the Chronicles of Batte:! reaport, that the 
Wynner loſt 10000 Men; howbeit they have no mention that it ſhould 


be called Santlac, quaſi Sanguinis Lacus : Only that Hyſtorie hath men- 


tion, that theare was about that Tyme greate Stoare of Vines at Sant- 
lac. The like wherof I have redd to have bene at Wyndſore, in fo 
muche as Tythe of theim hathe bene theare yelded in great Plenty, 
which gyveth me to thinke that Wyne hath bene made longe ſence with- 
in the Realme, althoughe in our Memorie it be accompted a great 
Deintye to heare of. | 


SwANDON. Thauctor of thenghſhe Chronicle, entituled Brute, de- 
clareth that Luellyn Prince of Wales fenſed and vitayled againſt Kinge 
Edi. I. the Caſtle of Swandon in Wales, and that the Kinge wan it by 
ſtronge Hande. 


STENNINGTON and STOKENCHURCKE. Kinge Rich. II. gave to 
thabbay of Weſtminſter, Stennington in Barkſhyre, and Stokenchurche in 


Oxforaſhyre. 


STANLEY. A Priorie of Ciſtertians, or white Monkes in Wilteſbyre, 
valued at 177 Poundes by Yeare: To the which one Fulco, the Son of 
Warin fled for Succour in the Tyme of Kinge 7hon (upon what Cauſe 
I find not) and remayned thear xiiii Dayes, after which Tyme he yelded 
himſelfe in the Peace of the Churche, as the Chron. of Furneys-Abbay 


repoarte. 


SAVvERNAC. A Foreſt in Wilteſbyre, of the Poſſeſſion of the Earle 
of Hartforde, wherof I have the Perambulation by me. | 


SHYRLET. In Shropſhyre, and is Foreſt, as by the Perambulation 
ſhall appeare. 


SALSET. A Foreſt in Northamptonſhyre, wherof I have an auncy- 
ent Perambulation. RR

SHENE and SyoN, Shene, @ ſplendore Lel. Syon; a monte Sion, idem. 
The Quenes Houſe, that ever ſence Kinge Hen. VII. buylded theare 
hath bene called Richemonde, was lange before that a Manſion for the _ 
Princes of this Realme, and named. the Manor of Shene; for after that 33 
Kinge Edu. I. had putt to Execution William Wallace, the Scotte, that. 1305. 
ſo muche troubled him, he treated with the Nobilitie of that Countrie 
at his Manor of SHene, as touchinge the Government of Scotland, and 
toke their Promiſes under Othe for Obſervation of that which they had 
agreed upon. Kinge Ed. III. frequented this Houſe very muche, and 
in the end dyed theare : Richard II. alſo eſteemed this Houſe wel, un- 
til it happened Quene Anne his Wife to die theare, after which Tyme 1397. 
he not only abſented himſelfe from it, but fell into ſuche Hatred of the 
Place therfore, that he cauſed it to be defaced. This Anne was Daugh- 
ter to the Kinge of Boheme; ſhe was the firſt that brought into this 
Realme the Uſe of Side-Sadles for Women, for before that our Women 
(ſayeth Ro rydd on Stryde as Men now doe; ſhe was called good Koſſus. 
Quene Anne, for that ſhe reconfiled the Kinge her Huſband oftentymes 
to ſuche as he was diſpleaſed with: And at her Requeſt the Byſhops 
graunted that the Day of Saint Anne ſhould be celebrated holy. But to 
Shene againe, Kinge Hen. V. pityinge the Ruine of Shene, reſtoared the Lel. 
Houſe to the former Beauty : And bycauſe he was perſuaded that the 
Priors Aliens of Normannie, whiche had many Celles and Poſſeſſions 
within this Realme, weare but Eſpies for their Country, and under the 


Re | g Ex cart. do- 
Vele of Religion reveled the Secrets of the Realme; he determined not nat. 


to ſcaſe dur inge the Warres only (as the maner was) but to take their 
Lyvinges cleane from theim, and beſtowe the ſame otherwiſe, which 


done, he buylded on the North Side of his Manor of Shene a Houle, 


which he called the Houſe of Jeſus of Bethlehem of Shene, and gave 
the Houſe and convenient Ground about it to 7hon Widrington the Pri- 
or, to thintent that he ſhould aſſemble a Covent of Charter-hous Monkes 


theare: He gave to this Houſe alſo his Fyſhinge at Shene, hisWeare cal- 
led 
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led Pyterſam Weare; the Priory of Ware, Noon, and Newmarket, Parcel 
of the Poſſeſſions of Saint Ebrolphe in Normandie, the Manors of Lew- 


ſham and Grenewiche perteyninge to thabbay of Gaunt in Flaunders ; 


and ſundry the Poſſeſſions of thabbay of Lira in Normandye, covenant- 
inge with the Monkes, that if theiſe Landes of the Priors Aliens ſhould 
be at any Tyme laufully evicted out of their Poſſeſſion, that then they 
ſhould receyve at the Handes of his Cuſtomers 700 Marks of yearly 
Penſion, or ſo muche Rate for Rate in Money as they ſhould looſe in 
Lande, as by his Chartre of Donation, made in the fifte Yeare of his 
Reigne is at large ſet forthe. This done, he buylded on the Northe 
Side of the Thamiſe a Houſe for Nonnes of thordre of St. Brigide, which 
in Memorie of the holy Lande he called Syon. Theiſe allo he appareiled 
withe the Landes of the Aliens, as he did the Monkes before. Thus 
the Glorie of the Manor of Shene was cleane dymned by the Shyninge 
of his two glytteringe Neighbours, and in the 15% Yeare of Kinge Hen- 
ry VII. was by ſodayne Fire brought to Aſhes. After which tyme it 
chaunged the Name, as in RICHEMOUNT is already ſhewed. Looke 
K1NGST ONE, p. 164. and RICHEMOUNT, p. 299. 


SUTTESBYRY, Stuteſbyry, Mat. Pariſ. Steteſbyry, Floril. Kinge Hen- 
ry II. duringe the Diſſenſion betwene him and his Son, the young 
Kinge, beſeiged the Caſtles of Treſe and Stuteſbyry, wherof thone be- 
longed to Robert therl of Ferrers, and thother to Roger Mowbray, and 
drave the Owners to ſubmitte theimſelfes. Shortly after, by the Intrea- 
ty of the Kinge of Fraunce and other noble Parſonages, he receyved 
his Son to Favour, and then conſyderinge that theiſe Caſtles and divers 
others had incouraged many to Sedition, he demoliſhed theim by ge- 
neral Ordre, and devydinge the Realme into fix Partes, appointed to 
thadminiſtration of Juſtice in eche part thre Parſons, which weare 
ſworne to deale towardes al Men uprightly. I find none that I can bet- 
ter thinke to be this Place, then Sutteſbyry in Northamptonſhyre.

STRETBURGH. Symeon of Durham reaporteth, that Stretbourgb, 
Winton, London, Yorke, Doncaſter, and dyvers other Cities weare

Speache it ſeameth that he toke it for a great Towne ; howbeit I have 
not hytherto found it. 1 5 ; 


SENNock. 
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SENNOCK. A Market Towne in Kent, wheare one Syr William 
Sennocke, fo called of the Place where he was founde, a poore Or- 
phane, an Alderman of London buylt a free Scole, and an Almeſhouſe 
about the fixthe Yeare of the Reigne of Hen. V. The Countriemen 
thearabout be of Opinion, that this Place ſhould be called Sennocke, of 
ſeyen great Okes, Sc. The Schole was ſomwhat augmented by one 
 Potkyn, a Doctor in Divinitie in the Tyme of Kinge and now 
lately in the Reigne of Quene Elizabeth, it was made a Corporation 
by the Name of the Wardeins and Aſſiſtants of Quene Eligabetbes 
Scole, &c. At this Towne Jacte Cade overthrew the two Staffordes 
ſent againſt him by Kinge Hen, VI.

UNBR1DGE, Thunebrugge, Pariſ. Although theare be no men- 

tion of Tonbridge in that Part of Domeſday Book which I 

have ſene, and conteyneth the Deſcription or Survey of Kent; yet 1 
finde in Hyſtorie that it was ſone after the Conqueſt, if not even when 
that Book was made. For omittinge that which Hector Boethius wri- Hed. Boet. 
tethe, that the Conquerour fought and prevayled againſt Harold at Polyd. 
Towneſbridge, (as he calleth it) bycauſe it is evydently untrew, I reade Hunting. 
that at ſuche Tyme as Odo and others of the Nobilitye made Defe- 1088. 
ction from William Rufus to Robert of Normandie his Brother, he be- 
ſeiged at Tonbrige one Gilbert, then Keaper of the Caſtle, and com- 
pelled him to yeld it. I conjecture that this Odo, the Kinges Uncle, 
buylt it, and had comitted the Cuſtodie to Gilbert, for he was of great 
Authority in Kent, Whoſoever weare the Author of it, it was holden 
of the Byſhops of Canterbury, and was of longe Tyme in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Earles of Clare, or Glouceſter. For in the Tyme of King 
Hen. II. Thom. Becket requyred Homage of Roger, then Earle of Glau- 1103. 
ceſter, for this Caſtle ; but he findinge the Kinge on his Side, ſha Py 
him a ſhort Anſweare, and told him playnly that it was the Kinges 
Lay Fee. Falcaſius, that was intertayned by Kinge Fhon, entered 1215 
this Caſtle by Force, and takinge it from therle of Glouceſter, kept it 


to the Kinges Uſe. Kinge Hen. III. after the Death of Gilbert Clare, 1231. 
Z 2 Earle 
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Earle of Glouceſter, ſeiſed the Wardſhyp of his Heire, and comitted 
the Cuſtodie of this Caſtle to Hubert de Borow; but Richard tharche- 
byſhop offended art this, runneth to the Kinge in Poſt, and demaund- 
eth it by Reaſon that the Earle dyed in his Homage; the Kinge ma- 
keth Aunſweare, that the hole Earledom is holden of him, and that 
he may lawfully comitte the Cuſtodie of the Landes to whome he 
will: The Byſhop replyed in great Heate, and told him playnly that 
he would have his Right tryed before the Pope. Herupon he haſted 
to Rome, and fo uſed the Matter, that he brought away Judgement 
for his Side, but he never had Execution, for he dyed as he was on the 
Waye homewarde. Theare was no Law in Ingland at thoſe Dayes to 
rule the proude Prelates by, no not ſo muche as in Thinges mere 
temporal. The ſame Kinge, a little before the Batteil at Lewes, toke 
this Caſtle, and in it the Counteſs of Glouceſter; but he ſtoared the 


Caſtle with Men, and reſtoared the Gentlewoman to her Libertye. 


This Place is now a good Towne, wheare in our Memorye Syr 
Andrew Judde, ſometyme Maior of London, erected a faire free Schole, 
and endowed it with Lyvinges, thorder wherof he ſubmitted to the 
Companie of the Skynners in London. | 


THURLWALL, Fallum, poſtea Murus, Bede. Theare are at this Day 
apparently extant, bothe in Northumberland and Cumberland, dyvers 
Partes and Pieces of that Walle, which was longe ſence buylded for 
Defence of the Brytons againſt the Scottes and Pictes, and theiſe reteyne 
as yet the Name of Pightwalle in Cumberland, and of Thurlwal in 
Northumberland. Theare is alſo within Northumberland a Caſtle ſi- 
tuate upon this Walle, called by the ſame Name Thurkoalle, and a 
Towne ſtandinge lykewiſe upon the ſame Walle, and is thearof called 
Heddon Walleni. But now as towchinge the firſt Buyldinge of this 
Walle, theare is amongeſt our Writers great Diſſenſion; for ſome be 
of Opinion that Hadrianus the Emperour began it, and that it was 
finiſhed by Severus: Others wryte that Severus himſelfe did it: Others 
that it was made longe after Severus his Tyme under Valentinian, by 


the Aide of the Romanes, whiche Aetius, or Agitius, ſent hither: Others 


withe theim affirme, that it was done by the Romanes, but they ſhew 
not under whoſe Empyre, ne in what Tyme. Amongeſt the reſt, 
Joan Major (a Scottiſh Chronicler) hathe this Opinion by himſelfe, 
that Severus buylt one Walle, as. thothers write, and that Maximus, 
(whom our Chroniclers calle the Tyrant) about the Yeare 400, erected 
another 80 Miles Northe beyonde that, which (ſayeth he) began at 


Abercorny, and reached to Kirk Patrie, and bare the Name of Gray- 


meſdyke. 
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meſdike. But as this Opinion begynneth of him, fo is it woorthy no 
greater Credit then ſo late a Wryter can gyve it. As for the reſt, I 
thinke thus of them: They be of late Tyme that aſcribe any part of 
this Labour to Hadrianus, and of litle Judgement that make Severus 
thauctor of the Stone Worke: But whether it weare made by the Le- 
gion that Agitius (whome the Copies of Beda in Latine calle falſely 
Boetius) ſent hither, or by the Legion ſent before his Tyme, it is a 
probable Doubt. Our auncyent Chronicles, G:/das and Beda, agree 
that this Walle was not of Stone at the firſt, but a Trenche of Earthe 
caſt up, havinge upon the Banke therof certein pyked Stakes of Wood : 
What Tyme this was done Gyldas ſheweth not; but Bede fayethe, 189. 
that it was by Comaundement of Severus the Emperour. And that rx 
longe after this Tyme, when the Brytons weare (notwithſtandinge this 
Trenche) muche infeſted withe the P:&es and Scottes their Enemyes, 
they ſent to Rome and craved Aide of the Romarines, to whome they 
weare then Tributarie. The Romaines ſent over certein Legions, 
whiche when they had chaſed the Enemyes, counſeiled the Britons to 
make of comon Charge a Stone Wall wheare the Trenche before was. 
The Britons followed their Counſeil, and begynninge at Penvelt neare 
Tyne in the Eaſt, (ſayth Bede) contynued it eight Fote brode, and 12 
Fote hyghe, til it came to Alcluid in the Weſt, except it weare in 
ſuche Places as the Ryvers made of theimſelves ſufficient Defence. So 
that after thopinion of ſome it was 3o Miles longe, of others (and thar — 
more trulye) 132. Throughout this Walle they made Towers alſo, 
equally diſtant one from another, and yet no further aſundre, then a _ Boet. 
Trumpet might be eaſely hearde: In whoſe Tyme this thinge was = 
done, neyther Gildas nor Beda make expreſſe Mention; howbeit me 
thinketh a Man may gather by the Courſe that Beda kepeth, that it 
ſhould be done eyther in the latter Ende of thempyre of Honorius, or 4˙.. 
the Begynninge of Theodgſius the Younger ; for he ſheweth, that after 
this the Romanes leavinge withe the Brytans the Diſcipline of Warre, 
departed Home, which as ſone as theiſe Pies and Scottes perceyved, 
they invaded the Brytons afreſhe, pulled downe the Walle, killed the 
Defendantes, and chaſed the People to the Southe Sea, Hearupon, 
ſayth he, they ſent Meſſengers to Aetius for Aide, (that then was Con- 
ſul the thyrd Tyme with Symachus) but he was fo buiſie in Fraunce, 
to provide againſt Attila, that he could not helpe theim. Whearin I 
note this alſo, that now they ſent into Faunce to Aetius for Aide, and 
not to Rome as they did before: And therfore I thinke it the more 
unlikelye which * me inteyneth, that is, that Aetius ſhould ſend 
the Aide of that Legion whiche buylded the Walle, for if it had * 
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ſo, no Doubt Beda would have ſpoken therof, as wel as he dothe of 
hys Impediment. Howſoever it weare, this I dare boldlye pronounce 


of it, that theare is no one Monument ſtandinge within this Realme 
of ſo longe Continuance, and fo litle Doubte. 


ToTNtss, and ToTToN. A large Portion of the South Shoare in 


Devonſbyre, is called Toton, whearof one Place caſtinge it ſelfe with a 


Promontorie into the Sea is thearof called Toftonneſs, and corruptly 
Totneſs; for nere in the Saxon is as muche as Promontorium in La- 
tine. Fobn Roſs (J wote not by what cuninge) interpreteth Totneſi to 
ſignifie the Towne of Peace. Theare was within this Precincte a 
Monaſterie called Totton, whiche was valewed in the Recordes at 12 
Poundes by Yeare, of whoſe Foundation I wote not. Geffrey of Mon- 
mouthe reporteth, that Brute our Founder landed at Totneſs, that Arvi- 
ragus repulſed Veſpaſian at Dover, when he was ſent by Claudius to 
reduce this Land to Obedience, and that then he ſayled to Totnes, and 
arryved theare; that Gueteline, tharchebiſhop of London, brought out 
of Brytaine in Fraunce Conſtantine, Graundfather to Kinge Arthur, 
and 2000 Men moe, which landed at Totneſs, and joyninge with the 
Brytons, had many Victories over the Saxons. But theiſe Hyſtories are 
drawen into Suſpicion withe many, and therfore I dare avowe no- 
thinge that I finde in theim only. Only I will affirme, that the Towne 
of Totneſs is at this Day a Borough, and a Market. 


TanegT, Tohapis, Jovius, bæned, moyſted or watered, Thanatos, 
Solino. An lle in the Eaſt Part of Kent, lyinge in the Mouth of the 
Thamiſe, which (as Beda deſcriberh it) conteyned about 600 Families, 
as the Latine Boke hathe, or Hydes as the Saxon is, and was ſevered 
from the maine Lande by a Water called Want/ſume, thre Fourlonges 
brode, and not to be waded over, fave only in a Place or two; which 
Deſcription, if a Man applie to that which Polydore hathe, he ſhall 
the more plainly ſe the Trueth. Polydore ſaythe, that it is about nine 
Miles longe, and not muche leſſe in bredthe, that it was once parted 


- from the Continent by Water, but that now it is in a manner united. 


Whearby it ſeameth the more likely, that Lel. ſayeth, that Richeborow 
was fometyme within the Ile, and the Palaice of Kinge Erhelbert alſo, 


but in this latter Point I thinke Jorcelyn his Author deceaved him, 


for he that will reade adviſedly the 25 Chapter of Beda his firſt Booke 
of the Eccleſiaſtical Hyſtorie, ſhall finde that the Kinges Palaice was 
cleane without the Ile. But I will leave all Controverſie, and retorne 


to Tanet, It is agreed on al Sides, that Auguſtine (the Ingliſbe Apoſtle 
| as 
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as they call him) arryved at Tanet, and afterward entered Acquaint- 

ance with Ethelbert then Kinge of Kent, and converted him. William Will.Thorre 
Thorne, that continued the Hyſtorie of Thom. Sport, bothe Monkes of 

St. Auguſtines in Canterbury, hathe a deintye Tale of the Foundation 

of an Abbay in Tenet, He ſayeth, that Egbright, the thirde Kinge at- 

ter Ethelbert, gave Promiſe to a Woman (called Dompneva) that in 
Recompence of ſome Harmes done by his Miniſters, he would gyve 

her whatſoever ſhe ſhould aſke him. She aſked ſo muche Ground in 

Thanet to buyld an Abbey upon, as a tame Hynd that ſhe kept ſhould 

runne over at one Courſe: The Kinge was contented, but one Tymor 

of his Counſeil that ſtoade by, blamed the Kinge of great Unadviſed- 

nes, in that he would upon thuncerteintye of a Beaſt depart with to 

good Grounde : But the Earthe opened and ſwalowed him for his La- 

bour, in Memory wherof they ſay the Place is called Timor ſleape. 

Wel, the Kinge and this Woman proceded in their Bargaine, the 

Hynde was put forthe, and it ranne the Quantitie of 48 Ploughlandes, 

and retorned. And thus this Woman by the Kinges Helpe buylded a 
Monaſterie of Nonnes within the Precincte of the Manor of Menſter 

in Thanet, This Author fayeth, that Mi/dred was Abbeſs after her, 

but his Fellow ſayeth, that one Eabba was Abbeſs next before Myldred, 

and therfore chooſe you whether of them ſhal have the Whetſtone. 

Others theare be that affirm, that Myldred was Abbeſs heare, and 680. 
that Theodorus (the ſeventh Byſhop of Canterburye) veiled her and 70 3 
Nonnes beſide in Thanet. This Myldred was the Daughter of Mervail, 

the Son of Penda; ſhe was buryed in Thanet, and longe Tyme after Hunting. 
honoured for a Saincte. Eabba, that went before her, obteyned many 90. 
Donations, that is to ſay, 40 Meſuages in Sudeney within the Ile, 24 

in Sturey, a Plough Lande at Lyminge, whearin theare was a Myne of 

Iron, and divers others. This Manor of Mynſter, together with the Thom. Spot. 
Body of Mildred, came afterward to the Poſſeſſion of the Monkes of 
Canterbury by the Gifte of Kinge Canutus, to the which Kinge Hen. I. 
graunted them the Libertie of a Market theare. I thinke therfore, 

that the Danes had frayed the Nonnes out of the Ile, and brought 

their Houſe to Deſolation ; for I reade in Aſerus, that in the Reigne After. 
of Kinge Athulfe (the Father of Alfred) the Danes ſojourned with 864: 
their Army a hole Winter it Tanet: And certain it is, that in the 
Tyme of Ethelred they ſpoyled and ſacked it. In the Dayes of the 98. 


fame Athulfe alſo the Danes at another Tyme occupied this Ile, for in Cong 

it they fought with Ealber the Duke of Kent, and Huda the Duke of Chron. Sax. 
Surrey, and overthrowinge their Powers flew theim bothe. If you Veni el. 
ſeke further Antiquities of T hanet, reade Geffrey of Monmouth, and you | 
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ſhal finde that after the Depoſition of Vortiger, Vortymer his Son ſo 

reſſed the Saxons in Thanet, that they ſent Vortiger his Father unto 
3 — to intreate for Peace, and in the meane while conveyed theim- 
ſelves into their Shippes, and ſayled Home. You ſhal reade alſo that 
Cador, the Duke of Cornwall, by Comaundment of Kinge Arthur, 
chaſed the Saxons into this Ile, wheare he flew Childric their Capitaine, 
and receyved the reſt to Mercy, 


TROWLFINGACHESTER. Beda hathe mention, that Paulinus the 
Byſhop baptized many in Lincolneſhyre in the Water of Trent, neare 
to a Cytie, then called Trowulfcheſter. It is ſo farre from any Citie at 
this Day, that I cannot hope to heare of it amongeſt the Villages, 
and therfore I will leave it to Enquirie, and paſſe to Tilberye. 


T1LBERYE, Tilaburg. Bed. Sigbert, the Kinge of the Eaſt Saxons, 
havinge given his owne Name to Chriſt, was carefull alſo for the Sal- 
vation of the People committed to his Charge, and therfor procured 
Cedd the Byſhop to come into his Countrye to breake the Bread of the 
Woord to his Subjectes; which when he came, ordeined certein Dea- 
cons, or Fellow Helpers in divers Quarters of the Countrie, eſpecially 
in theiſe two Cyties, Ithanceſter and Tilbery. Theare be at this Day 
in Eſſex two large Villages adjoinynge, called Eaſt and Weſt Tilbury, 
lyinge neare the Thami/e over againſt Graveſend, in the Hundreth of 
Barſtaple, and another neare to Clare, which no doubt hathe the 
Place wheare this auncyent Citie was: Theare was in the Tyme of 
Kinge Hen. II. a learned Man, called Gerva/ius of Tilberie, bycauſe he 
was borne theare, which was of Kinred to that Kinge, and wrate dy- 
vers learned Woorkes, amongeſt others one Dialogue, which he in- 
tituled, De neceſſariis Scaccarii obſervantiis, which I have ſene and re- 
ceaved therof great Pleaſure. Weſt Tilberie hathe a Blockhous buyld- 
ed by Hen. VIII. for Defence of the Ryver, &c: 


TENCHESTER, Tuncheſter, Bed. Tunnaceap ene, Saxon. Beda hath 

a Tale in his ſourthe Booke of theccleſiaſtical Hyſtorie, which he 
telleth (as he dothe the moſt Part of his Toyes) by Reporte of one 
that heard it. That in a Battail betwene Eg fr:ide the Kinge of Nor- 
thumberland, and Ethelred the Kinge of Mercia, a younge Man that 
came on the Part of Eg fride was ſore wounded, and lay for Deade 
amongeſt ſuche as weare overthrowen ; nevertheleſs he recovered of 
his Hurt, and had by the Benefite of his Brother's Prayers and Maſles, 
(which was an Abbat) this Power, that no Chaines or Bondes core | 
olde 
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holde him, and that he got by this Occaſion. His Brother thabbot 
thinkinge he had hene ſlayne, came to the Field and ſought amongeſt 

the dead Corps for him, wheare findinge one that was in his Opinion 

the ſame that he ſought, conveyed him to his Monatterie, and 3+ 
ſayinge over him a Nombre of Maſſes, buryed him accordinge to his t 
Degre ; by Vertue of which Maſſes (ſayeth Bede) thother that lyved 
obteyned this Benefite, that no Bondes might conteyne him. It was 
happie that this kind of Maſſe was concealed from Traitors, Theives, 
Murtherers, and ſuche like Offendours, for they would have gyven to 

to muche for it, if they might have had Aſſurance that no Ropes 
ſhould hold, nor Fetters hamper theim. Wel, Syr, this Abbot was cal- 

led Tunna, and his Abbay of him called Tuncbeſter, in Beda's Lyme; 

but what is become of it now, we want Beda or ſome ſuche to tell 

us. Henry Huntingdon, in his Booke De Viris illuſtribus, calleth it 
Tencheſter, chaunging one Letter of thold Name, but all that cannot 
helpe me to finde it. Tadcaſter in Yorkeſbyre (of any Thinge that J 
finde) approcheth neareſt. 


TwyFoRDE. In the latter End of the Reigne of Egyride, Kinge 
of Northumberlend, Cuthbert (the holy Man of Durham) that had 
many Yeare before lyved an Heremite in Farney Ile, was at a Synode 
holden at Twiforde, ſtandinge upon the Ryver Are, choſen Byſhop of 685 
Lindisfarne, otherwiſe called the holy Ile. The Kinge was preſent at geg. 
this Synode, and Theodorus was Preſident, which publiſhed theare a Chron. Lia- 
Booke which in the Saxon was called a Shrifte Booke, in Latine, 
Summa penitencialis, conteyninge by what Penance eche Fault ſhould 
be purged I have ſene one in Saxon of that Kinde, and whether it 
be ſome Abſtract of the ſame or noe I wote not. But I dare affirme, 
that if it weare now in the vulgare Speache as it then was, it would, 
inſteade of purginge, powre into the Myndes of the common People 
many a horrible Crime that now lyeth unknowen. And for myne 
owne Part I cannot beleve that the comon Sort of that Age, offended 
in ſuche Vices as be theare detected; but I thinke rather that the un- 
chaſt Prelates, the Penners of that Worke, ſpake out of the Abound- 
ance of their owne Hartes. 


TyNNIN hM. A Towne in the Northe, wheare one Balther an 8 Lin- 
Eremite lyved about the Yeare 750, and buylded a Churche, which 
was afteward of his Name called St. Balthers. Symeon of Durham, $ymeonDun. 
and others, have this Tale of it: That as An/af, (which Name the 


Norwaves calle Olaus) the Kinge of Norway, (that invadinge this 
Realme 
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Realme in the Tyme of Kinge Eadmund, obteyned to devide it be- 
twene theim, as the Waye called Watling firete goeth alonge) fired 
this Churche, he was furthwith ſtriken withe ſodayne Deathe ; by 
which Meanes Kinge/Edmunde recovered the Monarchie of Ingland 


againe, Suche a Compoſition as this theare was betwene Alfred and 
Guthrun, as in the Archaionomia, fol. 45. is to be ſene. 


TyNMOVT HN, Tynemup, i. Oſtium Tini fluminis. This Place ta- 
kethe the Name of the Situation, that is, upon the Mouth of the Ry- 
ver Tyne. It is famous for an auncient religious Houſe, and the Caſtle. 
The Houſe was at the firſt a Nonnerie, called the Monaſterie of St. 
Marie in Tinemouthe, and had in it the Bodies of Oftoin and O/red, 
bothe Kinges of Northumberland, and both ſlayne by Treaſon. The 
dead Bodie of this Oftoyz wrought Miracles ſo faſt, that it not only 
wanne thearby to have the Houſe comonly called St. O/toynes, but alſo 
ſo allured the ſimple People, that they thought it a Patron in Earth, and 
a Protector in Heaven, as Mat. of Weſt. reaporteth. It contynued this 
Honour tyl the Cominge of the Danes, by whome it was with many 
others miſerably ſpoiled, once. by Hinguar and Hubba, and another 
Time by Hallen and his Companye; ſo that it remayned ſo longe 
deſolate, that the Memorie of Kinge Ofwyn was cleane aboliſhed. 
Longe Tyme after, when the Relligious had found ſome Reſpite and 
Halcions Dayes from the Daniſbe Invaſions, the Byſhops of that 
Countrey obteyninge the Place of the Earles of Northumberland, put 
Clerkes into the Houſe, and recontinued the Divine Service; but the 
the Bones of this Martyr lay obſcure until the latter End of Edward 
the Confeſſours Reigne. At which Tyme a Sexton of that Churche, 
called Edmund, havinge heard of the Gaine that was wont to come 
to that Place by ſuche as ſought to St. Oftoyn, fayned that the dead 
Kinge, 400 Yeares after his Burial, appeared unto him, callinge him 
by his Name, and charging him to go to Agelwine, then Byſhop of 
Durham, and to comaund him to take up Eis Bodie (in an Oratorie 


-whiche he pointed out) and to bury it withe condigne Reverence. 


Within 3o Yeares after that this was done, the Byſhop and Monkes 
of Durham, thinkinge the Country to litle for ſo many Abbayes, (for 
Unicum Arbuſtum non alit duos Pfitacos) united Wyremouth and Far- 
row, meaninge to have done with Tynemouthe likewiſe. But Robert 
Mawbray, the Earle of Northumberland, which was Patron of the 
Houſe, and had repaired the ſame with Buyldinge, and ſtoared it with 
Monkes, for ſome Diſpleaſure conceaved againſt the Byſhop that then 
was, gave it to thabbay of St, Albans, wherof it contynued a Cell ever 
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after. The Byſhops of Durham weare not a little moved hearat, and 
therfore they jarred often with thabbottes of St. Albons for the Matter, r arir 
and ceaſed not till they weare compounded withal, which happened in 

the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. In the Tyme of whiche Kinge, whiles ;. 
the Monkes digged for to lay a Foundation of ſome new Buyldinge, they 

found the Cofines of Malcolme, Kinge of Scotland, and Edward his 

Son, whom this Robert Mowbray had overthrowen in the Field, and 1257 
weare by the Countreymen obſcurely buryed at Tynemouthe, as Mat, Sy mecnDu 
Paris in his Chron. of Saint Albons witneſſeth. The fatt Monkes of 

St. Albons weare fo delicately brought up at home, as that they thought 

it ſufficient Puniſhment for great Offences to confine any of their Cloy- 

ſter to this Cell of Tinemouth; yea, Mat. Paris, one of the Houſe, re- 
porteth, that they uſed it as a Place of Baniſhment, and yet I doubt not 

but they fared heare full well, for I knowe they had of Landes good 

Store, and theire Houſe was valued at 305 Poundes by Yeare. I finde ior! 
no mention of this Caſtle before the Tyme of the Conqueſt, and ther- 

fore I ſuſpect that this Robert Mowbray was the firſt Author therof, the 

rather for that Mat. of Weſtminſter callethe it the new Caſtle. This 

Earle puffed with the Pride of his Victorie againſt the Scottes, forgatt 
his Obedience to his Soveraigne, and rebelled againſt Kinge William 
Rufus; but he toke this Caſtle by Aſſault, and beſeiged Bamburgh, Aller. 
wherunto the Earle was fled, and in the end toke him and comitted 

him to Windſore, wheare he dyed. 


THORNLAW. Sometyme a Place of Strengthe within the Byſho- 
pricke of Durham ; for it appeareth by the Chron. of that See, that in 8 Lin- 
the Tyme of Kinge Stephen theare was great Srife, yea hoate Warre, 4. 
and muche Murdre comitted betwene two for the Byſhopricke, thone 
a Scott, the other an Ing/ifhman, and both named William; and that 
thone of theim uſed this a Seaſon for his Defence. 


Trorsrox. Daniel, that was Byſhop of Congarſbyry in Somerſet- 
fſhyre, in the Tyme of Kinge Ine, and was the firſt that brought that 528. 
See to the Towne of Welles, obteyned of the fame Kinge a Manor 
which the Chron. of Bathe and Welles calle Tydeſton, which I the ra- Ch on. Bath.

Contentinge my ſelfe with this Deſcription, and leavinge the Searche 

Chron Teur Of the Cauſe of the Name, bycauſe the Hyſtories of Teuxbyrie itſelfe 
by i dothe pretermitte it, (as a Thinge belike unknowen) I will beginne withe 
717- the Foundation of thabbay, thonly Glorie of this Place. The firſt 
Foundations of Teuxbyry weare layed in the Tyme of Kinge Ethelbald, 

at the joint Coſt and Care of two Dukes of Mercia, called Oddo and 

Doddo, to the Honour of God and the Virgin Mother: This done they 

endowed the Houſe with competent Poſſeſſion for the Relief of a Pri- 

or and four Brethern of thorder of St. Benet. This contynued by the 

Space of 200 Yeare, or more, although not free either from the Spoile 

of the Danes, or the Harme that grew by the Diſcenſions amongeſt the 

930. Saxons theimſelves. After which Tyme, in the Reigne of Kinge Ethel- 
ſtane a noble Gentleman called by Name Ailtward, and for his Beauty 

981. ſurnamed Mennen, i. a Woman, buylded in his Manor of Cranburne a 
Houſe of Regulers, and made the Priorie of Teuxbyry (wherof he was 

Patron) ſubject to the ſame. But this continued not ever, for after that 

Robert Fitzhamon, that came in with the Conquerour had obteyned of 

the Kinge al the Poſſeſſions that belonged to Bittric, the Patron of this 

Chron. Teux- Houſe, he renewed the Churche of Teuxbyrie, and enlarged the Poſ- 
by'y- , fſeffions. And bycauſe it ſemed to be a better Soile then Cranburne, 
Mameſb. he tranſlated Girald thabbot and his Covent to Teuxlyry, leavinge a few 
Brethren only at Cranburne for the kepinge of the Houſe. Thus was 

Teuxbyry firſt an Abbay, and from that tyme increaſed mightely in Poſ- 

ſeſſions, chiefly by the Benefite of the Earles of Glouceſter, for a longe 

ch on. yn. Tyme Patrons of the ſame. Amongeſt the which, Robert the Earle, 
and Faſtard Son to Kinge Hen. I. buylded at Bri/tow a Priorie of Marie 
and James, which he made a Membre or Cell of this Abbay. Not 

1178. longe after whoſe Tyme, this Houſe, with the Churche and al was con- 
ſumed with Fyre, a Thinge verie comen in thoſe Dayes, and wherby it 

pleaſed God to ſignifie his Diſpleaſure toward the exceſſive Fare and 
Buyldinges of theiſe Hypocrites. But this notwithſtandinge, the Monkes

of Teuxbyry weare ſo grounded in Wealth that it was not longe before they baut 
re- edified the ſame; for it receaved Kinge Jon royally, once with an 1187. 
Aſſembly of his Nobilitie, another Tyme to hold his Chri/tmas, which 
Tyme the Kinges of thoſe Dayes uſed to ſpend verie magnificently. 1 
cannot omitte, althoughe it be comonly knowen, a Thinge that hap- 
pened at this Place in the Reigne of Kinge Henry, the Son of this J hor. 
It chaunced that a Jer fell into a Dyche at Teuxbyry upon a Saturday, 
whoe beinge verie ſuperſtitious over that Daye, bycauſe it is withe theim 
the Sabbath, would not ſuffer him to be taken out by ſuche Aide as 
was offered him: Richard thearle of Glouceſter hearinge of this, and 
perceyvinge that he could not gett out without the Help of ſome other, 
forbad that any Man ſhould helpe him the next Day, bycauſe it was pri: 
then the Sabbarth of the Chriſtians, which was nothinge inferiour to 1260: 
that of the Jewes, deludinge by this meanes his Jewifhe Nyceneſs, but 
forgettinge in the meane while Chriſtian Godlynes, for the fame Da 

the poore Wretche dyed for want of Succour. Kinge Edward IV. ha- 

vinge ſlaine in Field the Earl of Warwicke, and taken Kinge Hen. VI. 141. 
met at Terxbyrie withe the Reliques of his Enemyes, the Quene Mar- 

garet, and Edvard her Son, both which he toke in Fight, and ſend— Polyd. 
inge the Mother over Sea, ſuffered the Son to be flaine in his Sight, 
makinge thea:by an End of that great Quarreil. This Abbay was va- 

lued in the Recorces at 1398 Poundes of yearly Revennew.

Tyr, and TiIixfpAlTr The Countye of Northumberland hathe of 
one Name two Ryvers, wiuch bycaule they lye North and South aſun- 
der, are called North and South Tyres; of theile alſo theValleys adjoyn- 
inge are called North and Southe Tindales. The great Walle ( wher- Poly. 
of we ſpake in THURLWAL) began at this Ryver of South - Tyne in 
the Eaſt, and ended at the Water of Eſte in the Weſt, Al the Terri- flor! 
torie from Teſe in the Edge of 7:5rk/hyre unto Tine belonged of aunci- 
ent Tyme to the Byſhops of Durham, or, to uſe the old Phraſe, to St. 
Cuthbert, This Water parted the Kingdomes of Deira and Bernicia, 
as thauthor of the Eulogium reporteth ; but others devyde theim by HD,’, 
Teſe, Upon this Water weare erected thre ſeveral Buyldinges of great |-ci. 
Note amongeſt Writers, the Priorie, the Caſtle, and the Towne now 
termed Newcaſtle upon Tyne, of al which ſomwhat hathe bene ſaide in 
their ſeveral Titles. Harold Harvager and Ty, that weare overthrowen 
in the Northe Country, a litle before the Victorie that Milliam obteyned 
againſt Kinge Harold, came firſt with their Army into this Ryver. The 
Country called Tindale was often in the Poſſeſſion of the Kinges of Scor- 
land, but yet holden of the Kinges of this Realme, as Pope Boniſace 
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ne” himſelfe confeſſeth, which writinge to Kinge Edw. I. in the Behalfe of 

* the Scottiſbe Kinge (as in PERYTH 1s already ſhewed, p. 269) taketh 
therof occaſion to affirme, that the Homage done by the Kinges of Scot- 
land to the Kinges of this Realme weare only in reſpect of thoſe Landes 
and ſome others, and not in regard of his Crowne of Scotland. But 
how ſufficiently Kinge Edw. and his Nobles aunſweared this holy Fa- 
ther, let their Epiſtles be judge. 


TokKESEVY, Tuncepize, Chron. Saxon. Mert. A Towne in Lincolu— 
yre, which bycauſe it ſtoade neare the Water and was muche waſhed 
therwith, obteyned the Name of an Iland, for fo the latter part of the 
Worde 1e doth fignifie, the former beinge the Name of ſome Parſon. 

873. In the Tyme of Kinge Alfrede the Danes came into Lincolnſhyre, and 
Chr Sax MCr-yntered their Armye in this Place, which fo terrefied the People, that 


A ſſer. throughout al Mercia they made Trwee with theim. Kinge Hen. I. 
Alphr d Be. {Or the Amendment of Lincolne, cauſed a Trenche to be drawen from 
Ve, © © Torkeſey to the Cytie, by which Boates might come out of the Ryver of 


Trent up to Lincolne. Theare was at Torkeſey a ſmale Priory, valued 
in the Recordes at 13 Poundes of yearly Rent. 


THETFORDE. Peotfonta, Saxon. Doctor Kaius in his Booke of 
Kaius, five thantiquitie of Cambridge writeth, that he hathe hearde ſay, that theare 
Londinenl. vas ſometyme a Scole or College of 600 Studentes in Thetforde, which 
he ſuppoſeth to be the more likely, bicauſe he readeth in hn Bramys 
(a Monke of Thetford) that one Ronde was fometyme Kinge of that 
Countrye, and that Thetford was his Palaice. But the firſt mention that 
512, 1 finde amongeſt receyved Chroniclers is, that Theodorus tharcebyſhop 
Hunting. of Canterbury held a generall Synode, or metinge of the Clergie, at 
Ban Thetford, The Place had ſometyme a Byſhoppes See, which was 
brought by Herfaſtus from Helmham hyther, in the 'Tyme of Edward 
the Confeſſour, but it contynued not longe; for Herebert Loinge, the 
1094, ſecond Byſhop in Succeſſion after him, removed it to Norwiche, wheare 
Pati. it now ſtandeth. This Man, as Doctor a docendo & Mens a monends 
was of the contrary (belike) called Lo/inge, bycauſe he was ever wyn- 
ninge; for they cryed out of his Symonie on at Handes, in ſo muche 

as they made theiſe Verſes upon him: 


Surgit in Eccleſia monſtrum, genitore Loſinga, 
Si monidum ſecta, canonum wvirtute reſecta. 


But 
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But to ſalve this Soare, they ſay that he repented him; and for as muche Pa i 

as he came to the Paſtoral Dignitie by Money, he ſurrendred his Cro- 

cyer and Ringe to the holy Father. I wote not how he uſed the Mat- 

ter, but I ſuipeR he purchaſed it the ſecond Tyme at the Popes Hand, 
for I am ſure he had it againe. Wel, he ment not by this Tranſlation Hue 
to undoe Thetforde, as it ſemeth, for he inſtituted theare a Societie of 
Clumac Monkes to help the Town withal. Theare was alſo before his 

Tyme a Priorie in Thet/ord; for I reade that Eadred the Kinge cauſed , 4 
to be executed a great Sort of the Townſmen of Thetford, bycauſe they lon. Faxter. 
had ſlaine A/de/m thabbot of the fame Houſe I reade likewiſe, that Aer. 
Roger Bygot, a Counſcilor to Kinge Hen. I. founded an Abbay, called 

St. Maries, in Thelſorde, in the Reign of Richard, the firſt Kinge of that “ies. 
Name. Furthermore Yen Rojs is Author, that theare was ſometyme Joan Rob. 
beſides al theiſe, a Houſe of blacke Chanons in Thetford, which bare 
double red Croſſes on their Breſtes ; but he ſayeth that that Ordre was 

worne out of Knowledge before his Tyme, and that the Proffittes of 

their Lyvinges came to thordre of St. Trinitie, ſuche as weare at Kna- 
reſbourgh in Yorkſhyre. Thus it ſemeth that theare ſhould have bene 

at one Tyme four Relligious Buildinges in Thetford, except Herebert 

placed his Clumackes in ſome Houſe that was buylded before, and fo 
multiplyinge the Monkes, increaſed not the Nombre of the Houſes ; 
Howbeit, I finde in the Recordes theiſe thre only; the great Priorie va- 

lewed at 313 Poundes by Yeare ; the Priorie of the Canons rated at 39, 

and a Monaſterie eſtemed at 40. The Towne of Thetford hath ſuf- Hunte. 
fered muche under the Danes ; for Hlinguar and Hubba wyntered their 
Army at Thetford before they ſlew Kinge Edmund at Hoxton. Suane 

alſo, what Tyme he invaded the Realme, and heried the Eaſtern Partes, 10-5 
ſpoyled, ſacked, and fired Thetford. And not thus contented, the Danes *Y<vn: 
within four Yeares after utterly deſtroyed that little Remenant that had 1 
eſcaped the Flame. 


THoRNey, Popnige, i. Spinarum inſula. Ancanrge. i. Anachorete 
inſula. Theare is mention in PETERBOROW before, p. 271. that at 
tuche Tyme as Wulfbere, the Kinge of Mercia endowed Sexzwulf (the (88. 
firſt Abbot of that Houſe) with Poſſeſſions, Sexwwulf begged moreover 
an Ile (not farre of) called Ancar He, for his Monkes to buyld a Chap- 
pel upon to the Honour and Service of our Ladie, and that /J/ulfhere 
graunted it unto him. This Iland was at the firſt called Anchar Ile, 
bycauſe of thre eſpeciall Parſons, which for the Solitude of the ſame 
had choſen it to leade an Anachoretical Life therin, Thomered, Thor- 
tred, and Teva; howbeit, after that it came to the Poſſeſſion of Peter- 

borccwghe., 
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boroughe, it wan (by reaſon of the Abundance of Thornes therin) the 

Name of Thorney, i. the Ile of Thornes. In this Place, Ethelwold the 

973. Byſhop of Wincheſter, and Edgar the great Bene factor to Monkes (which 
9 _ together repaired, and new made a great Nombre of relligious Houſes) 
I riccuss buylded an Abbay, placed 12 Monkes therin, and deſtroyed all the 
Thornes and Brambles within the Ile. The Byſhop furthermore bought 

at great Prices the Bodies of Benedict (Scole-maiſter to Bede) and of 

other Parſons, renowned for their miraculous Woorkinges, and beſtow- 

Nialn ſb. lib. ed theim al upon the Houſe, ſaythe William of Malmeſbiry, whearin (as 


4. de Fomi-in other Thinges moſt plainly) they ſhewed theimſel ves the Diſciples 


— of Symon Magus, which was of opinion that thappoſtles could have ſold 
him for Money the Power of the holy Ghoſt in workinge Miracles. 
But let us procede. After that this Place had bene inhabited, it was fo 
farre chaunged from the old Horrour and Wyldnes, that Milliam of 
— Malmeſbyry affirmeth it to have bene in his Tyme an Image of Paradiſe 


it ſelfe; for it was ſwetely watered with freſhe Springes, gorgeouſly gar- 
niſhed withe beautiful Buyldinges, pleaſantly beſet with ſtreight and 
talle Tymber Trees, and aboundantly ſtoared with delicate Fruites of 
all Kindes. It grew in Tyme alſo to be of great Wealthe, for when the 
Earle Godwyn and his Sonnes weare upon Diſpleaſure juſtly conceaved 
1051. by Kinge Edward the Confeſſour, exiled this Realme, he came with his 
two Sonnes, Suane and Gyrth, in a Veſſell to this Abbay ; and ladinge 
the ſame withe the riche Spoile of the Houſe, ſayled over to the Earle 
of Flaunders. Not longe after which tyme, it receyved ſome Harme 
105. Alſo by Hereward and his Complices, which flyinge into Ely and this 
Floril. Ile, defended theimſelves againſt Kinge William the Conquerour. This 


Monaſterie ſtoade in Cambridgeſhyre, and was valued in the Recordes 
at 411 Poundes by Yeare. 


TamwoRTHE, Tomepeonþ1ze, Saxonice. Althoughe I have not 

hytherto found any Thinge of the Foundation of T amworthe, other then 

914. that E/fieda (the Wife of Ethelred, and Siſter to Edw. thelder) buylded 
Florll. theare ; yet I am out of all doubt that it was not only a Towne before 
that Tyme, but the Kinges Palaice, and one of the cheif Places in al 

Mercia; for I finde in the Chronicles of Worceſter, dyvers Donations 

Chron. Wig. made 100 Yeares before her Tyme, ſome by Bertwulfe, ſome by Ke- 
of, ſome by Burbred, al Kinges of Mercia, in ſome of which Tam- 

worth is called Villa Regalis; in others, locus famoſus ; in others, notus, 

illuſtris, & celebris. And thearfor I beleve that the better which hn 

Roſſe affirmeth of her Buyldinge, that is to ſay, that ſhe made a Caſtle 

theare as ſhe had done at Warwyke before; and that alſo which the 


Continuer 
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Continuer of Aſerus hath, that ſhe repaired Tamworth. This Elfeda 

was Siſter to Kinge Edw. thelder, and after the Death of Erhelred her 
Huſband, the Duke of Mercia, ſhe governed that Countrye by the Space 

of eight Yeares politicquely toward her Subjectes, and defended it va- 
liantly againſt the Danes her Enemies, by whome in compariſon of the 

Men of that Age, it might have bene truly ſaid, Vos etenim juvenes ani- Aer. 
mos geritis muliebres, IJllaque virgo viri. Immediatly upon the under- 
ſtandinge of her Deathe, Kinge Edw. came to Tamworthe, and toke it 919. 
into his Poſſeſſion, fearinge that the Danes ſhould have occupied the 
Place. Editha the Daughter of this Kinge lyeth buryed at Tamworthe, 

and was honoured for a Sainte, as Thom Rudborne witnefſeth. At the hem Rud— 
Coronation of Kinge Rich. II. Syr Badkoyn Frevile claymed as Heire to born. 
Phillip Marmion to do the Challenge (as Dymmoc did for Scrinelby ) 

by reaſon of the Tenure of Tammworthe : But upon diſcrete Debate it Ex Record. 
was adjudged againſt him, and graunted Dymmoc. What Tyme Kinge 

Hen. VII. was in the Field againſt Richard, the fame Night that his 
Army lodged at Tamworthe, he wandered and loſt himſelfe, and came 

not to his Souldiours until the next Morninge ; which Thinge thoughe pa 
it muche amaſed theim, and feared him, yet he ſo uſed the Matter at 

his Retorne, that they beleved he had done it of ſet Polycie. Theare 

was at Tamworth a ſmal College, valued in the Recordes at 21 Poundes 

by Yeare. It is at this Day a Market Towne in Darbyſbyre, and had 

the Name of the Ryver called Tame or Tome, (as I conjecture) and 
Worthe, which in the Saxon is Peopþ17, that is to ſay, a Cloſe that en- 
compaſſe a Manſion-houſe, or the Place of the Scite of a Manor, 
which Word is added to the Name of many Places in Mercia, as hal, 

or healb, was comen in Eaſtangle, by pig, or bury, in Weſiſex, and dun, 

or ton, familiar throughout al Ingland; and yet no one of theiſe ſo pe- 
culiar to any one Countrie, as that you ſhall not finde it in another. 


TowcEsTER, Topeceapcne, Chron. Mert. Saxon. Kinge Edward 
thelder, and Elflede his Syſter, the Ladie of Mercia, by Help whearof 
they repulſed the Danes ſo oft as they attempted to invade the Countrie. 918. 
Amongeſt others, the ſame Kinge made in Northamptonſhyre at Tou- * 
ceſter a Caſtle of Stone (for ſo I underſtand the Saxen Worde bupgh to 
ſignifie, not only a Towne walled, but a Caſtel alſo) which he had no 
ſoner finiſhed, but the Danes (eſpienge how muche it ſhould be to their 
Anncyance) aſſaulted it with al their Force by the Space of one hole 
Day; howbeit, the Souldiours within defended the Pece, and ſaved 
theimſelves. This Place had a College of relligious Parſons, but of 
whoſe Foundation, or of what yearly Value, I reade not. 
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TANTON, Thonodunum, Lel. Tauntun J Tegnrtun, Saxon. Chron. 
Mert. Theare was in auncient Tyme a Caſtle at Taunton in Somerſet- 
ſhyre, buylded by Ine the Kinge of Weſtjex ; but for as muche as one 
Aldbright his Enemie had entered the ſame, Edelbrigbt the Wife of 
Kinge Ine, toke it in thabſence of her Huſband, and demoliſhed it. 
In the Dayes of Kinge Ethelrede, the Towne of Taunton alſo was con- 
ſumed to Aſhes, what Tyme the Danes fo vexed the Weſtern Part of 
this Realme, that the Kinge bought Peace at their Handes with 24000 
Poundes. Of late Tyme William Giffard, the Byſhop of Wincheſter, 
erected at Taunton a College of Chanons, valued at 206 Poundes of 
yearly Revennewe. It taketh the Name Taunton, of the Ryver Tane, 
whearon it ſtandeth. which riſeth about 12 Myles from the Towne. 


T AMER, fl. Tamermouth, Hunting. A Water in Devonſhyre, runninge 
into the South-Sea, of which not only ſome Villages have their Names, 
but alſo the hole Shoare about is called therof Tamerton. Paulus Fovius 
calleth Tauſtoc, of this Ryver, Tamera. In the Tyme of Kinge Erhel- 
red, under whoſe Reigne this Realme was overwhelmed with the Danes, 
they heried Wales, and al the Northe Shore of Devon/hyre, and then 


cominge about the Cape of Cornwall entred this Ryver, and ſpoyled 
on every Side of the ſame. This Water ſpringeth 


ToTEennALt. A Towne and Prebend in Staffordſhyre, wheare 


Edw. the Son of Alfred overcame the Danes in a great Batteil, the 
ſixt Yeare of his Reigne. | 


TavsToc, Tamara, Paul. Jov. Efingftoc, Hunting. Tæpingyxoc, 
Saxon. Chron. Petrob. Upon the Water Tavy in Dewvonſhyre, ( fayth 
William of Malmeſb ) ſtandeth Tauſtoc, which is as muche to ſay, as the 
Place or Manſion upon Tavy. In the Tyme of Kinge Edgar, an Earle 
of the Weſt Countrye called Orgar, the Father to Quene A!fdrith, 
Wife of the ſame Kinge, layed the Foundations of a Monaſterie at 
Tauſioc; but for as muche as he was eyther bittein with Povertie or 
overtaken by Death, before he had perfourmed the Worke, Ethel— 
red the Son of the fame Edgar put to Hand and perſaicted it. This 
Houle was called St. Ordulfes, in Honour belike of a Man of that Name, 
which was ſometyme Primate of the Weſtern Countrie : Within leſs 
then 40 Yeares after the Erection of this Houſe, the Danes that heried 
al the Weſt Partes, viſited it alſo with Sword, Fire, and Spoile. The 
Houſe was valued in the Recordcs at goz Poundes of yearly Revennew.

I. had pro- 
vyded at Rome rdle and a Ringe cunningly intoxicated, whearwith 
he ment to have diſpatched Symon the Deane of 75rke and others; bur 
his Meſſenger was intercepted, and his Girdle and Ringe burned at this 
Place before the People. In the Tyme of Kinge Edo. I. the Ryver of. Iii! 
Thamiſe ſwelled fo farre over his Boundes, that it over-flowed al Toby! 74 
as Mat. of Weſt. reporteth. 


TuTBERY. Althoughe theare be at Tutberic in Darbyſhyre a faire 
Caitle at this Day, yet I finde it not to be the fame that thear was in 
auncyent Tyme, but rather bylded newly, or raiſed upon the olde Foun- 
dations; for not longe before the Batteil at Lewes in Su , wheare Anonvir:i., 
Kinge Hen. III. was taken in the Field by Symon Mountford and the . 
Nobilitie. of his Faction, Prince Edwarde his Son toke the Caſtle of 24; 
Netingham by Force, and departinge thence to Tutbery raſed the Caſtle 
downe to the Ground, fo that it is not likely that he left that Beaut 
which now is to be ſene. At this preſent Marie the Quene of Scoſtes, 158 
which eſcapinge the Cuſtodie at Lough Levyn, fledde into Ingland for 
Succour, is lodged theare. | 
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TRENT, A. Habus, Ptolomeo, & Paul. Jov. Terentus, Baleo. Tneon- 
Ta, Saxonice. Polydore in the Beginninge of his Ingliſbe Hyſtorie, de- 


ſcribeth the Race of the Ryver Trent on this maner. It riſeth (ſayth 


he) a litle from Stafford, whence it runneth through Darby/hyre and 
Leiceſlerſhyre, paſſeth by Lichefield and Notingbam on the right Hand, 
and the Ryver Don on the left, whearby is made the Ile of Axholme, 
and after that they joine together on this Side Kingſton upon Hulle, 
and fall into Humber. Neare to this Ryver Eg yfride the Kinge of Nor- 
thumb. had a great Conflict withe Ethelred of Mercia, but Theodorus in 
the End made Atonement betwene theim. Over this Ryver Kinge Ed- 
ward the elder made a Bridge, at Notingbam, what Tyme he buylded on 
the South Side of the Water over-againit thold Towne. This Ryver at 
one Tyme in the Reigne of Kinge Hen. I. was ſo dryed up at Noting- 
ham by the Space of a Myle in lengthe, that Men paſſed over to and 
fro upon the drie Sande, for a hole Day together, as Polyd. writeth, or 
for thre Howres Space, as the Chron. of Wynchecombe report. 


Tramr, and THAMISE, ff, hameſss, Ptolomeo, ſed falſo, Scriptoris 
incuria, pro Thameſis. Thamifia, vulgo ſcriptorum. The Ryver of 
Thamiſe, (as Raulf Higden wel noteth) conſiſteth cheifly of two Wa- 
ters, Thama, and Jis; and the Name of Thamiſe likewiſe is compound- 
ed of the ſeveral Names of the ſame Ryvers, Thameſis. Of Js alone 
theare is alreadie ſufficiently ſayed under the Title of Ovuse, Pp. 259, 
and therfore remayneth it to ſpeake of Thames by it ſelfe, and the Ry- 
ver of Thama and Js joyned together. Tame (ſayeth Leland) ſpringeth 
out of the Hilles of Hertfordſbyre, at a Place called Bulburne, a few 
Myles from Penlye (the Houſe of a Familie of Gentlemen, called Ver- 
1% it runneth from thence to Aileſbury in Buckinghamſhyre, and to 

ame (a Market Towne in Oxford/hyre, whearunto it gyveth the Name) 
then paſſinge under Whetley-bridge, it cometh to Dorcheſter, and hard 
by joyneth with 1/s, or Ouſe, and from that Place joyneth with it in 
Name alſo. This Ryver paſſeth al other the Waters of this Realme, 
bothe in reſpecte of the Region wheare it lyeth, beinge moſt fertile; in 
regard of the large Courſe of flowinge and ebbinge which the Sea mak- 
eth into it, beinge in length 60 Miles or more; and alſo in compariſon 
of the Comoditie that grow by the calme Paſſage of the Streame to and 
fro, a Benefit that Severn or Humber have not; for whearas theyr Ebbe 
is ſo ſwifte, that hardly with any Labour may a Man paſs againſt rhe 
ſame, the Streame of this Ryver is ſuche that Veſſels goe at al Tymes 
eche Waye, though not with like Eaſe, yet with leis Labour a great

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deale then in thoſe other. I paſſe over the Benefit of the lengthe of the 

ſame wheare it floweth not, by which nevertheleſs theare is Conveiance 

60 Myles alſo. The Conſideration of which Comodities (I thinke) gave 

Likinge to him that firſt planted London, to pitche it upon this Ryver, 

and to the Kinges ever ſythence a minde to make their cheif aboade up- 

on the ſame ; for this Water runninge alonge a great Portion of the 

moſt riche and fruitful part of the Realme, and openinge neareſt upon 

other Countries, reacheth to that Cytie with plentifull Cargoe, al Co- 

modities, bothe Forrein and Domeſtical. As touchinge the Buyldinges 

that are ſituate upon. this Ryver, he that liſteth to know, may reade 

therof in that excellent Pamphlet, which Jhon Leland calleth Cygnaa 

cantio, and in this our Dictionarie under the Titles propre to the fame: 

My Purpoſe at this Tyme is only to rehearſe what Accidentes I reade 

concerninge the Water it ſelfe. At one Tyme therfore in the Reigne 

of Kinge Hen. I. thear was ſo great a Heate, and conſequently ſuche a 1114 

Droughte, that Men paſſed over this Water at London to and fro on 2 0 pate 

drye Foote. The Sea alſo at the ſame tyme, aroſe not to the Heigthe ß 

his wonted Flow by the Space of 12 Myles in ſome Places; happely this 

chaunced at the ſame tyme that Trent was dryed up, as even now we 

ſhewed, althoughe in the Report of the Writers theare be thre Yeares 

berwene the Tymes. At one other Tyme, under the Reigne of Kinge 1150. 

Hen. II. it was likewiſe dryed up, ſo that Men walked unwett wheare chron. Wyn. 

the Water before went. At dyvers Tyme alſo it hath ben ſo froſen over, p,,;- 

that the Iſe hathe ſerved inſtead of a hard Cawley. As at one Tyme in Bate. 

the Reigne of Kinge Stephen, when Cartes paſſed loden over it: In the 188. 

Dayes of Kinge Hen. VIII. and in our Memorie, when for Tryal of the 1564 

Hardnes, ſome made Markes upon it, and ſhott with Arrowes at the | 

twelf ſcore Pricke, as we call it. At other ſometymes, but thoſe verie 

rare, this Water hathe exceded the Bankes, and overflowed al aboure it. 

As once in the Tyme of Kinge Hen. III. it aroſe ſo highe, that Boates 1242. 

might have rowed in Weſtminſter-halle, and Men rydde to the Kinges 

great Chambre Staire on Horſe-backe, as Mat. Paris reporteth. In the ?arif 

Tyme of Edw. his Son, it overflowed Totebyl, as is already remembred ; “s 

and in my Tyme I ſawe the Palaice Court of We/tmin/ter and the Hall 

ſo overflowen, that many waded in Boates up and downe the ſame. 

Polydore marveileth that Humber, Thamiſe, and ſome other Ryvers do 

ſo ſeldome overleape their Bankes, and thinketh that it is cauſed of the 

ſandye Nature of the Soile which is underneath. No doubt this is a 

great part of the Cauſe ; for we ſee that dyvers {mal Ryvers in the North 

{well ſodainly, partly bycauſe the Soile under the Water be covered with 

large Table Stones, but cheifley for the great Diſcent of Rayne that

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cometh from the Hylles which hange over theim ; which Thinge the 
Thamiſe lyinge in a Country is not ſubject unto, and therfore al- 
lo (as I gel) it riſeth not ſo ofte as thothers doe. Tame had ſome- 


tyme a Monaſterie valued at Poundes; it is at this Daye a Market 
Towne. 


TotLENT. Mat. Paris reporteth, that at ſuche Tyme as Kinge 
Hen. II. made his great Expedition bothe by Sea and Land into Wales, - 
he cutt downe the Woodes whearin the Rebelles lurcked; he recovered 
and fortefied this Caſtle, Bajingwerk, and others; he compelled the 


Welſhmen to make Homage, and finally retorned home with great 
Triumphe. 


TResE, Threft, Floril. The Caſtle which Paris calleth Tyeſe, is 
named Threſt, in the imprinted Copie of Mat. of Weftminfler, as touch- 
inge the Hyſtorie of which Place, looke in SUTTESBYRIE before,

TENHAM. A Towne neare to Feverſham in Kent, wheare was of 
longe tyme ſence a Manſion, belonginge to the See of Canterourye; for 
Hubert, tharchebyſhop in the Tyme of Kinge hon, departed this Life 


while he lay at that Houſe. At the underſtandinge whearof, it is re- 


ported that the Kinge ſhould fay, that he was. never Kinge before that 
Tyme. It ſemeth that he thought himſelfe delyvered of a Shrewe, but 
he litle forſaw that a Shrewder ſhould ſuccede him; for Stephen Lang- 
ton the next Byſhop brought him into ſuche a Sea of Troubles, that he 
could never eſcape the Storme therof before he had wracked bothe his 
Crowne and his Life alſo. Theare was in the North Countrye a Place 
of the ſame Name, Parcel of the Poſſeſſion of Bridlington-Abbay, and 


ſpoyled by William de Fortz, Earle of Aumarle, as in the Title of Bi- 
HAM is alreadie diſcloſed, p. 44. 


TARENT. Richard Pouer, firſt Byſhoppe of Chicheſter, then of Sa- 
hiſbury, and laſtly of Durham, buylded in the Tyme of Hen. III. a; 
Monaſterie of Nonnes at Tarent in Dor/etſhyre, and deſyred to be buried 
thearin when he ſhould depart this Life. Not paſt one Yeare after, 
FJ hone the Wife to the Kinge of Scottes, and Siſter ro Kinge Hen. III. 
came in to this Realme to viſite her Brother, and dyed hearc, which al- 
ſo was buried at this Houſe. This Byſhoppe began the Foundations of 
the Churche at New Sarum, and was ſo riche beſides, tliat he delyver- 
ed the Churche of Durham from the Dett of 40000 Marcs, whearin,

he found it tyed. This Monaſterie was valued in the Recordes, at 214. 
Poundes of yearly Revennew. 


T1CHEFIELD. Peter de Ia Roche, the jolly Biſhop of Winchefter, in 
the Tyme of Kinge Hen. III. buylded a relligious Houſe of Auguſtines 1233. 
at Seleburne in Hamſbyre, an Hoſpital at Port/mouthe in the fame Coun- bm 
trie, and anAbbay at Ticheſteld hard by: My Copie of Mat. Paris hathe Tic- 
ford, bur I think it be miſtaken, by the Error of the Wryters. This Chron. in- 
Monaſterie was valued at 249 Poundes by Veare. In this Abbay Kinge c. 


Hen. VI. maryed Margaret his Quene. 


TRUMPINGTON. A ſmall Village by Cambridge. In the Tyme of 
Hen. III. Villiam de Valence, Earle of Penbroke had great Autoritie in 
Cambridgeſhyre, and ſubſtituted under him for Stewarde, one Willinm 
Buſſay, a verie cruell Parſon ; for he was wont to beare himſclfe ſo bold 
upon the Favour of his Maſter towardes him, and to beare the People 
in hande of ſuche Likinge of the Kinge towardes his Maſter, that in- eaic 
ſtede of Law he uſed his Will, and in place of givinge to eche Man his 
owne, he toke from every Man to ſerve his owne Turne. Amongeſt 
other Thinges, it happened upon a Tyme that a younge Man paſſinge 1259. 
throughe Trumpington, threw a Stone at a Dog that bawled after him, 
and miilinge the Dog killed thearwith a pooreWoman's Hen: She com- 
playned to a Servant of the Stewardes, who came ſtraight way and with 
great Violence hauled rhe younge Man to Priſon, notwithſtandinge that 
he offered double the Valew for amendes of his Fault, and ſo handeled 
him thearin that he dyed fone after, and was caſt forthe upon a Doung- 
hyll. The Pariſhe-Preiſt and the Neighbours ſeinge this, and know- 
inge the Inn ocency of the dead Man, toke him from the Dounghyl, and 
buryed him honeſtly in the Churche-yarde of their Pariſne: When 
Buſſay underſtode of that, he came puffinge thyther, and, fower Days 
after it had lyen in the Grave, he cauſed the Bodie to be taken up and 
hanged upon a Gybbet thearby. But for theiſe and ſuche other his 
Oppreſſions, he was afterward apprehended, and had gyven unto him 
ſuche Meaſure as he had reached other Men before. | 


TwWINHAM, Interamna, Lat. Lel. Aven in Wilteſhire, riſeth neare . 
Wulfhall, the Earle of Hartfordes Houſe, and runninge by Ambreſbyry © 
and Saleſbyrie, joyneth with Dour, and at Twinhamburne paſſeth into 
the Sea. Theare is in Hamſbyre a Monaſterie, called Twinham, valued 
in the Recordes at 312 Poundes by Yeare, of whoſe Foundation J have 


not hytherto underſtoade.

Tetvy therfore breaketh out of the Mountaines of Moruge, in 
the higher Part it departeth Cantermaur and Caerdigan, in the lower 
Cardigan and South-Wales, and runneth into the Ir:/he Seas. This 
Water (ſayeth Girald) farre paſſeth al the Ryvers of Wales in Plentie 
of Salmons, and al the Ryvers in Ingland and Wales for Stoare of Bea- 
vers, or Otters. The Salmon (fayeth he) hathe his Name à Saltu, of 
leapinge, for his Propertie is to ſwimme againſt the Streame; and when 
he findeth any Stoppe, he taketh his Taile in his Mouthe, and fo caſt- 
inge his Bodie into a Circle, loſeth himſelfe ſodainly againe, and as a 
Twigge that is bowed both endes together and ſodainly reſolved ſpring- 
eth withal on heighte, and getteth over it. The Otter (ſayeth he al- 
ſo) is called in Latine Caſtor, a caſtrando; for when the Hunters fol- 
lowe him, and he ſeeth he cannot eſcape, he byteth of his Stones to 
fave his Bodie, knowinge that the Hunters ſeke theim more then his 
Life. Bycauſe he agreeth hearin with the beſt Learned that have writ- 


ten of the Nature of Beaſtes, it was not amiſſe to take by the Way 
thus muche of him. : 


TALACHAR. A Caſtle in Wales, which Reſe the Son of Griſine, and 
Prince of South-Males, ſeiſed into his Handes, as ſone as he had Intelli- 


gence that Kinge Hey. II. was deade. I am in ſome doubt whether it be 


the ſame that Kinge Henry had repaired, and which the Copie of Mat. 
Paris, throughe Ignorance of the Welſbe, calleth Toelent.

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| Trcrncert. A Portion of North-Wales lyinge neare to the Cattle 
of Rutlande, in which theare is a Ryver (ſayth G:rald) that ebbeth and 
floweth comonly more then twice in one Daye.

Ticinum. Aſſerus Menevenſis hathe mention in the Life of Alſrede, er 
that Ethehoytha, the Siſter of the ſame Kinge, and Wife to Burbrede lol, 
Kinge of Mercia, toke the Habite of Religion at Ticinum, and was 24 
buried theare. "The Saxon Chron. of Merton, calle the Place Papa, 
Pavye, which is in ITtalye, and it appeareth by the Circumſtance that 
ſhe dyed cominge from Rome. Thus muche, leaſt it ſhould be miſtaken 
for any Place within Inglande. 


TUuNEOXBEAM, Oxeleia, Floril. Oxdeam, Ric. Cirencenſtreſ. Clito 
Ethekwold, a neare Coſine to Kinge Edward ſurnamed thelder, toke 
from the Nonnerie of W:inburne in Dor/ſetſhyre a younge Woman, and 
maryed her, which when the religious Sort underſtoade, they ſo incen- Aſer. 
{ed the Kinge againſt him, that he was dryven to uſe Winburne and 09:2. 
this Place for his Defence. But the Kinge approached neare him with Flor 
ſuche a Power, that he compelled him to flie into Fraunce for Succour, 
and then the Kinge, thinkinge that lawfull Matrimonie was a greater 
Fault then unlawful Luſt, toke the Nonne and reſtoared her to her Cloi- 
ſter againe. The Place belike was in Dor/et, or Somerſet, Shyres, and 
is _ of Mat. of Weſt. Oxcley; howbeit I cannot finde eyther thone 
Or tnotner. 


TEMESFORDE. In the Tyme of Edward thelder, the Danes (which 
by the Proweſs of that Kinge and Elfeda his Siſter, had loſt a great 
part of that which in the Dayes of Kinge Alfrede they occupied in 
Mercia) buylded for Savegard of the reſt a ſtronge Hold at Temesford ater 
in Bedfordſbyre; but the next Sommer followinge, the Countrymen aſ- = 1 
ſembled on Heapes, and aſſaylinge the Piece, toke, burn, and raſed it. 8 
Theare ſlew they alſo the Kinge, or Leader of the Dauiſbe Army, To- 
glas the Duke, Manna the Earle, and ſo many other as they could take, 
by meanes wherof their Power was ſo ſhaken, that from thenceforth 
from Day to Day their Dominions weare empayred. 


THELWALLE, Þzlpeal, Chron. Mert. Tealnvella, Floril. The fame

ToecLiree, Taddenſclif, Symeoni Dunelm. & Aſſer Han 
tharchebyſhop of Yorke, and al the Nobilitie of the Norm Counrcry 
made their Homage to Eadred the Kinge of Inglande, at this Towns ; 
and yet notwithſtandinge, ſone after they chooſe to reigne over chen 
one Eiric, deſcended of the Race of the Danes; wherupon K. Er4r'd 
invaded that Countrie, and deſtroyed thabbay of Ripon, and fo ſtreight- 
ened theim beſides, that they not only depryved Eiric, but alſo offered 
Eadred great Sommes of Money to withdraw himſelfe. I take it to 
be the ſame, which at this Day is corruptly called Topclif in Yorſhyre, 


the Word degeneratinge at the firſt to Tadelif, and fo to that which it 
now ſoundeth. 


Ts, f. A Ryver of Yorkeſhyre, which as Leland writeth, was 
ſometyme the Particion of the two Kingdomes, Deira, and Bernicia. 
The Byſhoppes of Durham had aunciently al the Landes lyinge betwene 
Tyne and 05 Ryver. Thurſtin tharchebyſhop of YÞdrke, gatheringe the 
Countrymen together, met with David Kinge of Scotland neare to this 
Water, and overthrowinge his Power compelled him to Flight, in the 


fourth Yeare of the Reigne of Kinge Stepben, as in ALLERToON before is 
alreadie mentioned, p. 16, It riſeth 


TicknvyLL, Trecullia, Baleo. A Caſtle in Yorkſhyre, which Jhon, 
the Brother to Kinge Richard the Firſt, toke in the Tyme of the 
Kinges beinge over the Sea, from Longchampe then Byſhop of Ely, and 
Chauncelcur of Ingland, upon Occaſion of a Controverſie moved be- 
twene theim, as in NoTINGHAM, p. 233. and LINCOLNE, p. 181. is 
before-mentioned. Thomas therle of Lancaſter, and others the Nobles 
that moved Warre - againſt Kinge Edward II. for that he followed 
thadvice of the Spenſers, beſeiged this Caſtle; but ſuche as weare 
within defended theimſelves ſo well, that they reteyned the Caſtle 
to the Kinges Behofe. Thear was at Tichhil ſometyme a religious 
Houſe of thordre of St. Auguſtine, for Bale hath mention of one 


Robert Worſop that was of the fame in the Dayes of Kinge Ed- 
ward III. 


— Trmsye, Tynby, Polydoro & Baleo. A Market Towne and Caſtle 
in Penbrokeſhyre, by the Tenure whearof (and of Trezer and ſome o- 


ther 
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ther Landes in that Quarter) Jhon the Son and Heire of John Haſtinges, 
Earle of Penbroke, claymed to beare the ſecond Sword at the Coronation 
of Kinge Richard II. and, for as muche as he was then within Age 
and in Warde of the Kinge, the Earle of March? was appointed to doe 
it as Deputie in his Behalfe. After that Gaſpar the Earle of Pen- 


broke, underſtoade of the Overthrow which Kinge Ed, IV. had gy- 
ven to Margaret the Quene and Prince Edward her Sonne at Teton Pos, 


byrie, he withdrew himſelfe to Chepſtow, and ſorowed for the Mif- 
chaunce ; duringe the Tyme of which his Aboade, the Kinge procured 
one Roger Vaughan to apprehend him by ſome Policie. Youghan 
came thyther accordinge to the Kinges Direction; but it was fo farre 
of that he entrapped the Earle, that he diſcoveringe the intended Pra- 
Ctiſe, caught Roger, and cut of his Head. This done, he toke Veſſel 
at his Caſtle of Temby, and failed into Brytaine, caryinge with him 
Henry, the Son of his Brother, the Earle of Rychemount, and after the 
ſeventh of that Name, wheare Duke Frauncys receaved him honour- 
ablye. I find not that this Caſtle was in the Poſſeſſion of any other 


then the Earles of Penbroke, and therfore I conjecture that ſome one 
of theim firſt buylt it. 


ToxcE. Aurelius Ambroſius (fayth Mat: of Weſt:) offered Batteil 
to Hengiſt and his Son at Tonge in Kent, and joyned with theim at [p- 
pinesflete, or Wippedsflete, wheare was ſo cruel a Fighte, that from 
thenceforth, for a longe Seaſon, neyther the Saxons durſt make Attempte 
upon the Brytons, nor the Br y/ons invade theim. Raulf Higden wri- 
teth that the Brytons had the worſe, and that the Place was called VMip-

Toursox. Thomas Chardlow Knighte, and hon his Son, weare 
Authors of the College of Thomſon in Norfolke. It is called a Chaun- 
terie of ſix Preiſtes in the Donation, and had the Name of the two 


Founders (as I geſs) Thomas, and his Son, Thomſon, It was valued at 
52 Poundes by Yeare. 


THURGARTON. Raulf de Amont, in the Tyme of Kinge Stephen, 
erected to Goddes Honoure (as he thought) and Saint Peter's, a Houſe 


of reguler Chanons at Thurgarton in Notinghamſhyre. This Priorie 
was valued at 259 Poundes by Yeare. 


TROWBRIDGE, Tetroubrough, Eulogio. Tpupabuph , caſtrum fidele, 
firmum., Thauctor of the Hyſtorie, intituled Eulogium, affirmeth 
boldly, that Molmutius, a Kinge of the Brytons longe ſence, buylded 
thre Cities and Caſtles in Wilteſbyre, viz. Malmeſbyry, Tetroubrugh, 
and Lacock, But I thinke that eyther the Man was borne in Wil- 
teſhyre, and thearby greatly beholden thearto, or els that he ment by 
this good Turne to make the Countrye become endebted to him; for 
(Malmeſbyrie excepted, therrour wherof I thinke Robert Fabian drew 
from him alſo) thear is no Man that I reade, that fetcheth the Foun- 
dation of theiſe Places ſo farre of, and evident it is that the Names 
be mere Saxon, and therfore fitt it weare that he ſhould ſhew what 
Names they bare before. The Place had ſometyme a Caſtle (whearof 
ſome part remayneth) which had large Poſſeſſions belonginge unto it, 

and was called the Honour of Trowbridge, of the which ſome Men 
yet hold by the Tenure of Caſtle Garde. The Towne at this Day 
conſiſteth of one Pariſhe; it hathe Market, Faire, and one Almeſ- 
hous for the Releif of xii poore Folkes. Not longe ſence it was in 


good

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good Plight through the Exerciſe of Clothinge, but now lately it is 
impoveriſhed by the Death of ſuche as occupied that Arte. A co- 
mon Thinge it is withe the Townes of the Weſt Countrie, to ebbe 
and flowe in Proſperitie, bycauſe they depend for the moſt part up- 
on Drapinge. And as two or three quicke Occupiers are able to ſett 
a hole Towne on Flote, by reaſon of the great Nombres that they 
ſett on Worke; ſo the Death, or other Decay of a few ſuche, bring- 
eth many Tymes hole Townes to Wrack and Deſolation. It weare 
to be wiſhed thearfore, that the Statut, which ſendeth Clothiers to 
Townes, weare ſeverly putt in Execution; for thearby bothe ſome 
Conveiance uſed in Corners of the Countrye ſhould be the more 
eaſely eſpyed, and the Townes (the only Nourſes of good 
Artes) the better maintened. Alonge this Towne flitteth the Water, 
called Biſſe, which breakinge out of the Hill above Meſtbyrie, runneth 
a Race of fix or ſeven Myles, and then falleth into Aven betwene 
Staverton and Bradforde. Over this Water theare is a Bridge at this 
Towne, which hathe gyven to the Place ſome part of the Name, 
as we now uſually terme it, althoughe at the firſt it ſeameth of the 


Caſtle to have bene called Trouburghe, or (as the Eulogium will

Venta, Latine, Bed. Venta Simenorum, Lel. & Baleo. Gownton, 
Hector Boet. Henry of Huntingdon rehearſinge in his Hyſtorie the 
Brytiſhe Names of 28 auncient Cities that weare ſometyme within 
this Realme, nombrethe amongeſt them Caerguent, whiche he expound- 
ethe Wincheſter, of which Name Leland affirmeth, that theare was in 
the Tyme of the Brytons ane other Citie, ſtandinge betwene Chepſtow 
and Caerleon in Wales. Hearof may grow ſome doubt, whether thoſe 
Hyſtories that be reported of Caerguent in the Chronicles of the Brytons 
be appliable to Vincheſter, or to the other Place in Wales called Caerguent 
alſo. But for ſo muche as the Faithe of thoſe Chronicles theimſelves 
is had with many in great Suſpicion, I reckon it loſt Labour to con- 
tende about this Matter, and meane to make ſhort Recital of ſuche 
Gaif. Thinges as Galfr:ide aſcribeth to Caerguent, leaving to every Man his 
owne Opinion, bothe of the Credite of the Bryttiſbe Hyſtorie, and of 
the Severance of ſuche Thinges as be written of the Places that beare 
this Name. Galfride, the Tranſlatour of the Brytiſbe Storie, affirm- 
eth, that Rudburdibras, (or as others write Lud Rudibras) Kinge of 
| the Brytons at fuch Tyme as Salomon reigned in 1/rae/, buylded the 
| Citie of Wincheſter : That Claudius Ceſar themperour, and Arviragus 
43+ the Kinge of Brytons, whiche denied the Romanes their yearly Tribute 
| out of this Realme, after ſome Fight fell at Atonement at the ſame 
| Bale. Place: That Conſtans, the eldeſt Son of Conſtantine the Kinge of Bry- 
| tons, which had taken upon him the Eſtate and Habite of a Monke 
within the Churche of Amph:balus in this Citie, was, for want of 
a43- other Heire Male, taken out of his Cloiſter, and annointed Kinge after 
Hed. Boet, the Death of his Father: That Paſcentius the Son of Vortiger ambi- 
tiouſly compaſſinge the Crowne, cauſed Eapa to fayne himſelfe a Phi- 
fician, and under the Coulour of holeſome Medicine to miniſter 
4% deadly Poyſon to Aurelius Ambroſius, the valiaunt Kinge, that lay ſicke 
549% at Wincheſter: And finally, that Kinge Arthur beſieged and put to 
Flight Mordred his Coſine at the ſame Towne. Howſoever it be 
with theiſe Thinges, it is evident by good Authors that Vincheſter was

But to the End that I may ſpeake therof in ſome Ordre, it ſhall 
be convenient, firſt to ſet forthe the Biſhops See, then the other re- 
ligious Houſes, and laſtly the Caſtle and the Towne it ſelfe. 

This Place had long ſence a See, in Dignitie the firſt of al the / 
Saxon Kingdome, in Antiquitie the ſecond Chaire within the fame ; for 
whereas before Tyme theare was in that Kingdome only the See at 3.4 
Dorcheſter, where Byrinus fate, Cenwalch the Kinge of Weflſex gave . 


to one Myne the Cytie of Wincheſter, to ere another upon. Whereat Ped Be. 


Agilbert, then Byſhop of Dorceſter, was ſo muche offended, that he pa 
departed over the Sea for Anger. Of this Yyne (ſayeth thauthor of 

the Eulogium) was that Cytie called Vincheſter: Which Conjecture is Eulogium. 
not ſo farre from Likelhoode as from Truethe; for it was called Guent 

or Guyn before that Tyme, whiche (with ſome Chaunge of Sounde ) 
remayneth as yet the fore Part of the true Name, thoughe Vyne re- 
ſemble it playner. Thomas Rudbourne, a Monke of St. Swythunes at Tho. Rud- 
Wincheſter, not contented with this Foundation of the Byſhop's See, born. 
which is fetched out of Beda, affirmeth that Kyneg:l/e, a Kinge of 35. 
Weſiſex and Father to this Cenwa/lch, beganne their Cathedral Churche

inge, bycauſe it ſtoade to neare the Byſhop, ſayeth Huntingdon, and 
for ſo muche as this was done at the Kinges Cotte, he was afterward 
reputed for the Founder of it. This Houſe was valued in the Re- | 
cordes at 865 Poundes. by Yeare, and that other of the Nonnes at | 
179. Theare was-alſo within this Citie an Hoſpital of the holy Croſs, 
valued at 44- Poundes; a College of St. Elisabeth, rated at 112 (4 
Poundes; and a litle without the Towne a College of St. Marie, 
eſteemed at 628 Poundes of yearly Rent, of whoſe Foundations I finde 
not. Furthermore theare was (ſaythe Fabian) a Houſe of black Fabian. 
Monkes, buylded by Kinge 7hon ; fynally, William of Wickham, the 1219. 
Byſhop of Wincheſter, that buylded New Colledge in Oxford, erected ?olys. 
a goodly Scole within this Towne, to thintent that younge Men might 1376, 
theare be framed ready to be ſent to the Univerſitye. 

Thus muche I had to report of the See of //:nchefter, and the re- 
ligious Buyldinges within the fame ; now therfore Ordre requireth | 
that I ſpeake of the Towne and Caſtle. The Citie of Mincheſter (as 1 
is partly before touched) was of great Antiquitie, and no leſſe Eſtima- 1 
tion; for Beda reportinge the Hyſtorie of the firſt placinge of the 3eaa. 
Byſhop's See, calleth it a Cytie. And it is not unlike that the Wor- | 
thynes of the Towne firſt moved the Kinge to make it a See. Hun- Hunting. 4 
tingdon nombreth it amongeſt the auncient Cities that flouriſhed in : 
Tyme of the Brytons; and William of Malmſbyrie writeth, that the Valmeſb. 
Citie of Wincheſter had in the Tyme of Kinge Ine the only Chaire 660. 
for al the Weſt Saxon Kingdome. But to whatſoever Glorie it had at- e 
tayned, the ſame Huntingdon wrytethe, that the Danes in the fourth 3 
Yeare of Kinge Adelbright utterly deſtroyed it. Swane alſo, the Leader hs, Kc. 
of the Danes in his Tyme, ſpoyled VMincheſter; and not fo contented, 3 
within four Yeares after he ſubdued and ſacked it. Nevertheleſs ſuche Flor, © 
was the Abilitie of the Byſhop, and the Religious within the Towne,

that in ſhort Tyme they reſtoared it, if not to the former Beautye, 
yet at the leſtwiſe to ſuche Comlynes as it was mete to receyve the 
Kinge; for ſhortly after Edward the Kinge and Confeſſour (as they call 
him) was crowned at Vincheſter with great Pompe and Solemnitye. The 
Caſtle at Wincheſter was in thoſe Dayes, bothe a Palaice for the Princes, 
and a Defence for the Towne. In it alſo the Princes had their Treaſo- 
rie; for in it William Rufus founde after the Deathe of the Conque- 


rour his Father, the Somme of 60000 Poundes in Sylver, beſides Gold, 
Jewelles, Plate, and other pretious Ornamentes. Kinge Richard I. allo 


found at Wincheſter gooooo Poundes, which Hen. II. his Father had 


heaped together in Sylver and Gold, beſides Plate and Jewelles. Heare 
was Margaret the Wife of Henry, the Son of Kinge Hen. II. crowned 


Quene, whoſe Huſband was alſo crowned in the Life of his Father. 
Kinge Rich. I. alſo was the ſecond Tyme crowned at Wincheſter. In this 
Caſtle Kinge Fhon made often his Aboade, and namely, at ſuche Tyme 
as Stephen tharcebyſhop of Canterbury, Gilbert the Byſhop of London, 
the Byſhops of Ely, Lincolne, and Hereford, with many other of the 
Clergie came from beyond the Seas, to whome the Kinge (havinge be- 


fore ſubmitted himſelfe to the Pope) humbled him fo farre, that he fell 


at their Feete, and deſyred theim to have Pitie upon him and the Realme 
of Inglande. The holy Fathers ſeinge that, toke him with theim into 
the Chapter-houſe, and after that they had made him ſweare to the Re- 

ale of al unjuſt Lawes, and the Reſtitution of al ſuche Harmes as he 
had in thoſe Warres done unto the Clergie, they aſſoyled him. Theſe 
holy Ones weare they that had bene Ledgers in Fraunce and Italie, to 
incite againſt their natural Prince, the Pope, the Kinge of Fraunce, and 
other Potentates. In this Caſtle Kinge Hen. III. held often the ſolemne 
Feaſt of Chri/tmas. In one of which Petre de la Roche, not only bare 
the Kinges his Charge of Meate and Drynke, but alſo gave to him and 
his Houſhold their Holydaye Garmentes. In the Tyme of the fame 
Kinge, the Nombre of Theves and Robbers was ſo increaſed within 
Hamfhyre, that after the Juſtices had aſſayed in vayne to rydd the Coun- 
trye of theim, the Kinge came downe to Wincheſter in Parſon, and clo- 
ſinge the Caſtle-Gates, uſed ſuche Diligence and Polycye in ſiftinge 
theim our, that of his owne Servauntes and others he found above a 
hundrethe, al which he cauſed to be executed in his Preſence. The 
fame Kinge held a Parliament at Wincheſter, in which he depryved the 
Citizens of London of al their auncient Liberties ; howbeit, afterward 
upon Suit, they weare reſtoared. Kinge Edw. III. held alſo a Parlia- 
ment theare, in which Edmund his Uncle, the Earle of Kent, was ad- 


judged to Deathe. In this Caſtle was borne the eldeſt Son of Kinge 
| Hen. 
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Len. VII. whiche, for the Memorie of Kinge Arthur (as I geſs) whoſe 
Fame is muche celebrated in that Place, was named Arthur. 'Theare © 
remayneth yet hanged upon a Walle in the Hall of that Caſtle, a round 
Table, which is helden to be the fame that the famous Kinge Arthur 
uſed to ſitt at, accompanyed with the fabulous Knightes. Paulus Jo- Paul. jovius. 
vius writeth, that it was ſhewed to Charles themperour at ſuche tyme 

as he was in this Realme, and ſayethe, that by the Negligence of the 
Kepers it is made verie ſuſpicious to be fome Counterfeit. I thinke 
Libad was of the ſame Mynde, who labouringe muche in the Aſſer- el. 
tion of Arthur about many other ſmalle Thinges, ſayeth verie litle of 
this Table at Vincheſter. I my ſelfe dare affirme nothinge of Arthure, 
neyther will I difalow al that other Men write of him: Only this I will 
fay, that his Diſcredit is cheifly wrought by ſuche as have moſt labour- 

ed to blaſe him; for inſtede of wynninge Credit to his Actes, they 
have gayned Shame of their owne Follies, Theare was wont to be 
kept in the Treaſorie of St. Swythunes, an other Relicque of like Suſ- 
picion, called Co/brunges Axe. Thomas Rudborne a Monke of the ſame Thom. Rudb. 
Houſe, and Jen Roſſe of Guyes Cliſfe neare Warwicke, bothe lyvinge in fan. Rog. 
the Reigne of Kinge Hen. VII. reaport, that in the third Yeare of the 

Reigne of Kinge Ethelflane, Guye of Warwicke, and Colbronde a Dane, 926. 
weare choſen as two Champions to trie the Matter betwene the Ingliſb- 

men and the Danes; and that Guy overcame him in a Place then and 

yet called Denmarke, neare to Wincheſter : In memorie wherof the 

the Weapon, or Axe, which Colbrand uſed was kept as one of Guyes 

Spoiles. Joan. Roſs eſpecially ſpeaketh of the Matter in great earneſt, 

and voucheth dyvers others for his Warrant; howbeit, I have not hy- 

therto found it in any, beſides the Boke of Guyes Life, and their two 
Hyſtories. But now to make an End. In the Tyme of Kinge Hen. I. 

he cauſed the Counterfeitors of his Coyne throughout al the Realme, 

to be brought to the Citie of Mincheſter, wheare in open Sight he cutt «140, 
of their right Handes, and depryved theim of their Inſtrumemes of Chron. Sax. 
Generation. An Example of great Severitie, and yet not to rigorous tb. 
againſt { pernicious Offenders; for the Hyſtories of that ryme beare 
witneis, that they had ſo falſefied the Money, that of ten Poundes a Man 
ſhould icarcely utter one Peny without miſlikinge. The former part of 

this Puniſiment was appointed by Law in the Tyme of Kinge 4he//tane, 

whoe eſtablithed in this Citie fixe Mint-Maiſtres; the latter this Kinge 

added of his owne Juſtice, and the Kinges followinge have, and yet do 
nombre that Fault amongeſt High Treaſons. In the laſt Yeare of Kinge x 
Fhon, this Cytie of Wincheſter and the Caſtle alſo was yelded to Lewes; * 
the Frenche Dolpine. In the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. the Citizens 
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joyned with the Kinge againſt William that was made their Biſhop at 
Rome, unwillinge the Kinge, and kept him out by ſhuttinge their Gates 
againſt him; howbeit, not longe after, the ſame Kinge fell out withe 
meim alſo, inſomuche as when they had preſented him with a liberal 
Guifte (as the Manor was) he would not ſuffer theim to depart out of 
his Caſtle before they had made him Aſſurance for the Some of 200 
Markes beſides. This Towne, which before ſtoade cheifly by the By- 
ſhop and the religiouſe Houſes, is now by their Abſence muche decay- 
ed, notwithſtandinge it is nombred in the Recordes to conteyne nine or 
ten Pariſhes. Manye be of opinion that the Realme is muche empove- 
riſhed by the Falle of thoſe Satanicall Synagoges, alledginge for Proof the 
Decay of the Townes whearin they ſtoade : But it 1s cleare, that the 
Realme generally ſence that Tyme of their Overthrowe is muche in- 
creaſed in People, and amended in Wealthe, althoughe ſome particuler 
Places wheare they ſtoade be decayed with their Falle; for fence that 
Tyme Mariage is more comen, and Plagues or Mortalities more rare, 
which is playne Cauſe that the People is multiplied. The Comodities of 
the Grounde are almoſt doubled alſo; for wheareas in thoſe Tymes they 
vented litle or nothinge over the Sea, and yet had many tymes ſuche 
extreme Penurie of Vittayles that Multitudes dyed for Want; we now 
not only make ſo muche over the Seas as bringeth us in Comodities of 
other Countries in like Plentie almoſt as we have our owne, but alſo 
leave ſuche Stoare at home, as by Malice of the Owners it is often deare, 
but throughe the Grace of God and Huſbandrie of the Soile ſeldome 
or never wantinge. If they tel me againe that this aunſweareth not the 
Ruyne of the Townes, I fay unto theim, that if they will caſt theire 
Eyes about, and beholde on every Side the lately raiſed Buyldinges in 
the Countrye of Gentlemen avaunced ſence that 'Tyme, and the Increaſe 
of the Citie of London, now within Memorie amended almoſt by the 
halfe, they ſhall ſee that that Matter is ſufficiently aunſwered alſo. And 
therfore J ſee no Cauſe at all that any Man ſhould complaine of that 
Want ; but I finde great Reaſon that we all ſhould thanke God for this 
Increaſe. 


WESTMYNSTER, Popnige, i. Spinarum inſula, Lel. & aliis. Weſt- 
minſter, quod ad occidentem ſolem ſita fit, Longe Tyme hathe the 
Citie, Honour, and Abbay of Weſtminſter enjoyed the Aſſemblyes of 
Parlement, the Reſidence of the Kinges Houſholde, the Courtes of Ju- 
ſtices, the Conſervation of the Treaſurie and Recordes, the Inveſtinge 
of Princes into their regal Seate, and the Solemnitie of their Enter- 


mentes. Great Honour alſo and Veneration have the Religious of that 


Place 
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Place receaved in the Dayes of ſuperſtitious Parknes; for thopinion of 
the Foundation of their Abbay moſt fondlye imagined, of the Holynes 
of their Reliques moſt falſly forged, and the Priviledge of their Sanctua- 
rye, no leſs lewdly at the firſt graunted then licentiouſly in the hole 
Contynvance abuſed. Alle which, to thende that they may in ſome 
convenient Ordre appeare, it ſhal be fitte to part the hole Diſcourſe in 
twaine; that is to ſay, of thabbay, and Palaice, to the which al the reſt 
as Acceſſaries to the Principal may juſtly be referred. And bycauſe the 
holy Churchemen looke duely for the upper hande, let us firſt begynne 
withe theim. 


Polydore (followinge Taxter, and others of litle Note) aſcribeth the Tar. Polyd. 


Foundation of the firſt Churche at Weſtminſter to Lucius, the firſt 
chriſtened Kinge of the Brytons. But others, both moe in Nombre and 
weightier in Auctoritie, reache no further for the Erection therof then 


the Tyme of Ezhelbert, the firſt chriſtened Kinge of the Engliſhe Sax- Lil = 
ons. Amongeſt whom, Richard of Ciceſter, ſomtyme a Black, or Benct gie.

Monke of Weſtminſter, in his Storie which he calleth Speculum Hyſtoria- ec. 


le, deryvethe it from an Egge (as the Proverb is) on this maner. Seber- 
tus (whome Beda calleth Sabarethus) the Kinge of Eft/ex, under his 
Uncle Etrhelbert the Monarche of al the South Part of this Realme, be- 
inge converted to Chriſtianitie by Mellitus, then Byſhop of London, whom 
Gregorie the Pope had ſent hyther to aide Auguſtine, deſtroyed an old 
Synagoge, conſecrated to the idolatrous Service of Apollo, ſtandinge 
wheare Weſtminſter now is, and at thatTyme, for the Stoare of Thornes 
wherwithe it was overgrowen, called Thorney ; and inſtede therof raiſed 
a faire Worke of a Churche, which he ment to the Honour of St. Pe- 
ter. But before he had dedicated the ſame, St. Peter in his owne Par- 
ſon appeared to a Fiſherman as he rowed upon the Thamys, and told 
him, that he would conſecrate his Churche himſelfe, willinge him for 
Proofe to goe thyther, wheare (no doubt) he ſhould finde the Walles 
moiſted withe holy Water, the Altars waſhed with holy Oyle, the holy 
Candels more then half burnt, and all other Thinges nedeful to the De- 
dication of ſuche a Churche fully perfourmed; which fayd, he tooke a 
Salmone, and bad him offer it to the Byſhop, as a Seaſon of Tythe Sal- 
mone to be payed to that Churche for ever by the Fiſhermen of that 
Ryver. The Fyſherman obeyed, and doinge as he was comaunded, 
found as had bene forſayed. And thus even at the firſt VHeſtminſter wan 
worthelye great Veneration, ſence thapoſtle himſelſe (as the Doltes fayn- 
ned) in likinge therof voucheſaved to halow it with his Preſence. - But 
er I goe further, it ſhal be no great Hynderance to my Journey to take 
withe me a ſtraunge Note, that this Monke maketh in the ſame Place

as touching the Decay of Salmons in that Ryver. So longe (ſayeth he) 
as Tythe of the Salmone was payed to Weſtminſter, fo longe the Ryver 
was abundantly ſtoared withe Fiſſie of that Kinde; but when, throughe 
the Gredynes of the Pariſh-Preiſtes increaſinge, the Fiſhermen weare 


compelled to pay the Tythe to their Parith-Churches, then the Stoare 
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fayled, as Fiſhermen theimſelves ſticke not to affirme. Now let us leave 
the Water, and let us land againe at Weſtminſter. This Churche (ſayeth 
he) by reaſon of the inteſtine Warres moved: amongeſt the ſundry 
Kinges of the Saxons, was muche neglected, til Offa and Kenulfhe, two 
Kinges of Mercia repaired the Decay. After this alſo it felt (with o- 
thers moe) of the Daniſbe Furie, inſomuche that Dunſtan (then By- 
ſhop of London by Guifte of Kinge Edgar) was putt to the Coſt to 
new-buylde it, who alſo deſyrous to advaunce Monkry, chaunged the 
firſt Inſtitution, placinge therin Wulſine an Abbot and 12 Monkes to 
kepe him Companie. I am not ignorant, that ſome aſcribe the Fun- 
dation of this firſt Churche to Mellitus himſelf, and others to him and 
a.riche Man of London together; but for that hole Matter it ſhal ſuf- 
fice to admoniſhe the Reader, that this riche Man or Marchaunt was 
Sebertus, a Petit-Kinge, and that it was no Fault in thoſe Dayes for 
Churchemen to robbe the Laitie of the Honour due for their Founda- 
tions; for Proofe wherof, let the Foundations of Kinge Edgar, aſcribed 
to Etbelwold and LIN be wel conſydered, and I doubt not but that 
Example alone may be allowed for manye; But why doe I hold the 
from Edward the Confeſſours Coaſt” beſtowed on Weſtminſter, which 
was ſuche as it blemiſheth al former · Buyldinge, and may woorthely 
wynne the Name of a new Foundation ? - This Kinge (as divers wryte, 
and as himſelfe in His Donation to Weſtminſter confeſſeth) beinge deſy- 
rous to ſee Rome; and to kiſſe the Popes Feete, had bothe vowed the 
Journey and provided the Expence; but his Noblemen, conſideringe 
more duely of the Troubles that the Realme had not longe before en- 
dured and of the Daungers that might ariſe bothe to his Parſon and 


the Realme in his Abſence, laboured earneſtly to diſwade him, and in 
thend by Embaſſade and Mediation to Pope Leo obteyned Releaſe of his 
Vo, upon condicion that he ſhould beſtowe upon the erectinge or re- 
pairinge of ſome religious Place to be dedicate to the Honour of St. 


Ailredus Ri- 
vallenſis.

Peter ſo muche as he mynded to have ſpent in that his intended Jour- 
ney: Herupon he appointed the tenth Part of al his Subſtance to the 
Accompliſhment of ſome religious Buyldinge; and beinge adviſed by a 
recluſe Monke named Wulſinus (who alto had receyved in Comaund- 
ment the ſame from St. Peter vyiſiblic appearinge unto him) to edifice at

Then ſhortly af- 
ter came the Conquerour, who reckoninge himſelfe thadoptive Heire 
tothis Edw. and havinge receaved his Crowne in the ſame Place, not on- 
ly ratified his Coſines Guiftes, but alſo addeth of his owne, and with the 
Spoile of St. Albons enrycheth it, beſtowinge on Edward and his Wife Pariſ.

Thus muche 

of the Buryed: Now a Woord or two of a Coople of Antiquities, and 

then to the Palaice. Hector Boetius, the Chronicler of Scotland, de- Hed. Boer, 
inge from the roote thantiquitie of the Scottiſbe Nation, fayeth, 

that one Gathelus, the General of Kinge Pharas's Armye, beinge before 

hand warned by Moy/es of the Plagues to falle on Egipte, fled with a 

great Nomber of People into a Country called of his Name Portus Mundi. 

Gatbeli, now Portingale, wheare he buylded the Citie of Compoſtela, in No. 

and uſed to adminiſter Juſtice in a Stone Chayre of Marble, which (as FA 

Roſſus wryteth) is of many ſuppoſed to be the ſame that Moy/es him- 

ſelfe uſed. This Chayre was by the Ofſpringe of that Nation removed 

with theim into Ireland, and from thence to Argile in Scotlande, 

and laſtly to Scone, in Memorye of an Overthrow gyven to the Pictes 

neare to that Place. But when Kinge Edward the Firſt, had wel beaten 

the Scottes, and perced their Country, defaced their Antiquities, and 

ſent their learned Men to Oxford, he brought this Chayre to Weſtmin- 

ter; and whearas the Scottes had of longe Tyme uſed it at the Coro- 

nation of their Kinges, he comaunded it to be uſed dayly in the Churche Pr. 

for Service at the Altar: Whether this Antiquitie remaine as yet, I 

have not enquired. Thother was an auncient Seale, havinge on it the 

Image of Kinge Arthur with this Inſcription, Patricius Arturius, Bry- 

tannie, Gallie, Germame, Dacie, Imperator; which Leland ſaw, and ei. 

beleved to be of no leſs Antiquitie then it pretended, wherof he that 

lyſt to reade more, may looke on his Treatiſe, which he called Aſer- 

tio Arturii, and he ſhal have inoughe. The old Palaice at Weſtmm- 

fler, ſtandinge at the Weſt End of the great Halle, hathe bene (as I 

conjecture) the Kinges Houſe ever ſythence the 'Tyme of Edward the 

Confeſſor, within the which ir ſemeth weare holden the Courtes of 

Juſtice, til William. Rufus buylded the great Halle, partly to ſhew 1099. 

ſome Monument of his Magnificence, and partly to ridde his owne Hunting. 

Houſe of ſo great and troubleſome Aſſemblyes. Of this Mynd was 

Polydore, affirminge that the Courtes of Juſtice weare from the Be-Polya. 
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gynninge placed at Weſtminſter by William the Conquerour, and the 
ſame Termes which we now uſe aſſigned by him for Reſort thyther : 
Paris. Of the ſame Mynd alſo was Mat. Pariſ. which ſayeth, that when 
1-33, the Conqueror had made the Booke of the general Survey of the hole 
Realme (which he called .Dome/day, bycauſe it ſpareth no Man, but 
judgeth indifferently as the Lord in that great Day ſhall doe) he 
placed it amongeſt his,Recordes at Weſtmyn/ter. And evident it is 
Gerva® Til Gervaſ. Tilberienſis, that ſone after the Conqueſt, the Court of Eſ- 
becievlis. chequer was. at Weſtmynfter, litle or nothinge different in Uſage and 
Offices from. which we now ſee. It may appeare furthermore by dy- 
vers auncyent Lawes, that the Kinges had Courtes of Juſtice that fol- 
lowed. theim, which, foraſmuche as they for the more Part remayned 
heare, I can eaſely thinke that theſe Courtes weare eyther altogether, 
or for the moſt Part at Weſtminſter alſo. Herof might I calle to wyt- 
nes the Statut of Magna Carta, which willeth in this wiſe, Communia 
placita non ſequantur curiam noſtram, fed fint in loco certo, and thau- 
ctoritie of our Bookes of Law, which accompt the Kinge himſelfe 
alwayes preſent in his Courte called the . Benche; which Opi- 
nion grew (no doubt) bycauſe that Court followed the Kinge (as by 
their Wrytte, Coram nobis ubicunque fuerimus in Anglia, is made ma- 
nifeſt) and for that the Kinge in ſome Caſes bothe might and uſed to 
ſitte judicially in that Place. Laſtlye, I read in the End of the Char- 
ter of Edward the Confeſſour made to thabbay of Weſtminſter in this 
Ex cartiEdw. Manner: Ad ultimum cartam iſtam ſigillari juſi, & ipſe manu mea 
Conteſſoris. propria ſignum ſanctæ crucis impreſſi, & idoneos teſtes annotari pracepi. 
Ego Edvardus, &c. Ego Eadgitha Regina, &c. Ego Stigandus, Arc hie- 
piſcopus, &c. Acta apud Weſtminſter, v. Kal. Januarii, die Sanctorum 
Innocentium, anno dominicæ incarnat, 1066. indictione tertia, anno regni 


Floriacenfis ſereniſſimi Eadwardi regis 25. Siwardus Notarius, ad vicem Reinbaldi,

Which Woordes I recyte for two Notes; one by the 
1 Cancel Way that he ſealed his Charter, which is thonly that I have red to be 
55 ſealed before the Conqueſt; for the Saxons, (ſayeth Inguiphus of Croy- 
land) uſed no Scales, but Witneſſes, as he dothe heare beſydes: Tho- 

ther for our Purpoſe, that he had a Chauncelour, which (as it ſemeth) 

had their ſealinge and wrytinge of Patents as our Chauncelour ever 

ſence and now hathe. Thus muche of the Chauncerie, Eſchequer, 

Kinges Benche, and Comon Place ; as for the Duchy, Starre Cham- 

ber, Court of Wardes, and Whytehalle, their Beginninge is better 

knowen, then that it nedeth any Diſcourſe. I have heard often, but 

how this Report is warranted I wote not, that the Studentes of the 
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Lawes of the Realme had their Reſidence in the Kinges Courte alſo; 
and that in Memorye therof they be to this Day called Houſes of Court. 
Howſoever that weare, certein it is, that the Parlements, which al- 
moſt without Nomber have bene ſomoned to Weftmynſter, wear, til 
now of late Tyme, holden in the Kinges Palaice. And I have heard 
Men of great Judgment and Auctoritie affirme, that the Comons, 
the Nobilitie, and the Prince wonted to aſſemble in one Rome, and 
that they ſevered not in Place untyll the Tyme of Kinge Edward III. 
but of that Matter, as alſo of the firſt Inſtitution of the Parlement, I 
ſhal have juſt Occaſion to ſay more hearafter: In the meane while J 
will retorne to the great Halle, which when Milliam Rufus had fi- 
niſhed, and heard it muche wondred at for the Greatnes, he affirm- 

ed with an Othe, that it was not not halfe ſo bigge as he ment it. 
The ſame Kinge (fayth Mat. Paris) ſettinge at Dyner in this Halle, Parit 
receaved Newes that his Houſhold Servants weare ſtraightly beſeiged 

at Cenomayne in Fraunce, wherof he conceaved ſuche Deſyre of Re- 
venge, that he aroſe forthwith, and refuſinge to goe out at the Doare, 
cauſed Maſons to beate downe the Walle for him, affyrminge in great 
Anger, that he would not goe one Foote out of the right Way, til 

he had delyvered theim. In this Halle Kinge Hen. II. cauſed his Sonne | 
Henry to be crowned in his owne Life, who abuſed greatly his Father's Pari. | 
Kyndnes, as in [GROBYE, p. 133.] is alreadye ſhewed. In this Halle the | 
ſame Kinge Hen. II. beinge highly eſtemed with forrein Princes for his | 
great Wiſedom, and of the Stories of his Tyme called another Salamon, | 
fate openly for Pacification of ſundrie Cauſes of Controverſie betwene 

themperours of Rome and Conſtantinople, Alfonſe Kinge of Caſtile and 5 

Someius Kinge of Navarre, the Duke of Saxon and the Earle of 

Flaunders, and of ſundrie other forrein Potentates, al which had ſub- | 
mitted their Strifes to his only Determination. hon Warren, Earle „ 12%: | 
of Surrey, kylled Alan Souche the Kinges (Her.

ſumed with the Flame. This Court of Eſchequer was once removed | 

by Kinge Thorn to Northampton, for a Diſpleaſure that he had con- 1209. 1 
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ceaved againſt the Londiners. And out of the Treaſorie of this Eſche- 
quer Piers de Gaveſton is by ſome Men charged to have pelfered a 
Table and Treſſels of maſſye Golde from Kinge Edward II. and to 
have conveyed the ſame into Gaſccign his owne Countrye. As for 
the Palaice that now is, it was made an Honour in the 37 Yeare of 
Hen. VIII. and was before that Tyme the Houſe of Cardinal Woolſey, 
in the right of his Byſhopricke of Yorke, whearto (I thinke) it had of 
longe Tyme belonged, and was the ſame that Hubert de Boroughe 
buylded in the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. To make an End, the 
Staple was ſometyme kept at Weſtminſter. The Biſhoprick was valued 
at 573 Poundes yearly, and the Abbay at 3470. Within this Citye 
of Weſtminſter ſtande three other Thinges, not unworthy the Remem- 
brance, that is to ſay, St. Fames's Houſe, Charinge Croſſe, and the 
lower Houſe of Parlement. The Houſe of St. James was by Kinge 
Hen. VIII. advaunced from a poore Hoſpital perteyninge to Eton, to 
that ſtately Shew which it now beareth Charinge Croſſe, as alſo the 
Croſſes at Waltham, Stratford, Dunſtable, Northampton, and St. Al 
bons, are ſuppoſed to have bene buylt by Maude Wife to Henry J. 
Others aſcribe theim to Elionore Wife of Kinge Edward I. Howſo- 
ever it weare, I reade that the Juſtices in Eire fate at Charinge Croſſe 
in the ſecond Veare of the Reigne of the ſame Edwarde, as likewiſe 
in the 22 Yeare of his Reigne. As for the Chappel of St. Stephens,

| Lege Pirſeun Iles lyinge about the Realme, this Ile of Migbt, as it yeldeth to Man 


only in Quantitie, ſo in Commoditie, Situation, and Pleaſure, it ex- 
cedeth Man, or any other. It hathe the Name of the Bryttiſbe 
Woord, Guyth, or Guied, which (after thopinion of Samuel Beulanius, 
an auncient Bryttaine) ſoundeth as muche as a Seperation or Dyvorce, 
and was impoſed for that it was by Rage of Water devyded from 
the maine Lande, from whence it is diſtant, in ſome Places, but 14 
Myles, in others more. It is in Faſhion longe, like an Egge, as Pto- 
lome, Plinye, and others deſcribe it, havinge in lengthe 20 Myles, and 
10 in bredthe, as Leland wryteth, or 30 thone way, and 12 thother, 


as Polydore will have it. It conteyned in Beda his Tyme 1200 Fami- 


lies, or (as the Saxon Tranſlation of his Worke hath) Hyde Landes, 
I which 
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which make now almoſt 30 Townes and Villages. The firſt Men- 
tion that we have in Stories of this Ile is, that it was not at the firſt wang herd 
ſubdued to the Rehe by Julius Cefar, but added therunto after- OI 
ward by Leſſaſlan, in the Reigne of Claudius themperour. After 59 
which Tyme allo it made Defection, and was by themperour Adrianus * 
reduced to Obedience. In this Plight it remayned, til ſuche Tyme as 
this hole Realme ſhronke from thempire, and beinge ſore vexed with 
the Scottes and Pictes, brought in the Saxons for Aide, who, falſly joyn- 
inge with the Enemyes, cruelly oppreſſed the Brytons, and devyded the 
Realme amongſt theimſelves. In whiche Diviſion a great Part of the 
South Weſt Country became ſubject to Cerdic, the firſt Author of the 
Meſt-Saxon Kingdome, who gave this Ile of /ght to one Mithgar his 
Cofine : This Withgar flew all the Brytons that he found in the Ile, and 3 . 
after a while dyed in a Place, which was of his Name called Withga- ie. 
reſbyrie. After this VWulfer the Kinge of Mercia by great Travaile con- <9 > 
verted to Chriſtianitie one Adelwold then Kinge of Suſſex, and havinge or. 
chriſtened him at the Font, gave him frely the Ile of Higlit. Adekoold ning, 
beinge greatly deſyrous to make the People of the Ile to taſte of Chri/te 
alſo, ſent one Kappa a Preiſt to preche the Worde unto theim; but he 
profited nothinge : Howbeit, within 30 Yeares after, Cedvalla the Kinge 687. 
of Weſtſex by the Aide of Mul his Brother entered the Ile by Force, 
and converted the Inhabitantes by the Help of Milfride, on whome he 
frankly beſtowed the fourth Part of the hole Ilande. Thus the Ile of Beda. 
Wight was united to the Weſt-Saxon Kingdome, which prevailing in 
Proces of Tyme over the reſt, became ſole Lady and Quene over al 
Ingland. After ſome hundreth of Yeares, the Danes, which pitifully af- 
flicted the hole Realme and miſerably ſpoyled the Weſtern Partes, en- 
tered the Wight, and heryed it. Not longe before the Conqueſt alſo, A ſſer. 
Earle Godwyn and his Sonnes, whom Edward the Confeſſour had ba- . 
niſhed the Realme, landed in this Ile, and caryed to their Shippes great N 
Booties out of the ſame. Other Harmes or Deſtruction J reade not that e a. 
this Ile hathe ſuſteyned, fave one litle Fyringe which the Frenchmen © 
did theare in the latter End of the Reigne of Kinge Hen. VIII. an At- 1545: 
tempt not woorthy the Recytall. The Poſſeſſion of this Iland, even 
from the Conqueſt, for a longe Space together (after thopinion of Mat. * 
Paris, and hon Leland) was to a Family of Noblemen, called in Latyne 
de Ripariis, in Frenche Redvers, comonly and in Ingliſbe Ryvers ; from 
one of the which Name (called Baldwyne) Kinge Stephen by violent 137. 
meanes extorted the Poſſeſſion of the ſame, by reaſon wherof I thinke it Far, 
contynued in the Kinges Handes until the Reigne of Her. III. who re- „ 
ſtoared another of the fame Name and Familye, and created him Earle mr, 
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of the Wight; howbeit thenhiritance contynued not longe in that Houſe, 
but for want of Iſſue-Male came by Mariage firſt to the Name of 
Maundvilles, and then to the Fortz ; and laſtlye, for want of Heire- 
Male in that Lyne alſo, to Jabel de Fortia, of whome Kinge Ed, III. 
purchaſed it, and annexed it to the Crowne, wherto at this Day it ap- 
perteyneth. After the Pacification at Runnemede betwene Kinge Jhon 
and his Nobles, (in which he ſpared not to promiſe liberally, and ment 
to perfourme feintly) he withdrew himſelfe to this Ilande, of purpoſe to 
bethinke him how he myght, if not before God, yet at the leaſt in the 
Sight of Men, appeare looſed from his Faith and Promiſes gyven unto 
theim. And to this End he diſpatched towardes Rome, Pandulphe the 
Popes Legate, and others of his owne Clergie, to whome the Popes 
Holydome not only graunted Releaſe of his Othe and condemned the 
Graunt of Liberties called Magna Carta; but alſo ſware devoutly by 
St. Peter, that the Nobilitie of Ingland ſhould not fo handle their Kinge 
his Vaſſal. In the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. theare was borne in this 
Hand a litle Dwarfe, called Fhon, not above thre Foote highe, which 
was preſented to the Quene, and caryed about as a Wonder. Finally, 


althoughe Paulus Fovius write that thinhabitants of this Ilande be wont 


to boaſt merely, that they neyther had amongeſt theim Monkes, Law- 
iers, Wolfes, nor Foxes, yet finde I theim al fave one, in one Monaſte- 
rie, called Qyarrey, valued at 134 Poundes of yearly Revennue, and 


founded in the Yeare 1132. after thorder of Sanigniac in Fraunce, as the 
Cronicles of Cheſter have mention. | 


WeRKke, Warke, aliis. A Caſtle in Northumberland, fituate upon 
the Ryver Trede, wheare Alexander Kinge of the Scottes met with 
Kinge Hen. III. whoſe Daughter Margaret he not longe before had ma- 
ryed at Yorke. In the Tyme of Edw. I. one Robert Roſs was Lord of 
this Caſtle, who againſt the Duetye of Allegeance ran to the Scortes, 
myndinge to have betrayed the ſame into their Handes; bur his Brother 
William advertiſed the Kinge of his Departure, which came thyther in 
Parſon, and remayned the hole Tyme of Eaſter. Polydore callethe this 
Man Bruſſe; how truly let others ſee. In the Reigne of Kinge Hen. IV. 
one William Halyburton, a Scotte, toke this Caſtle by a ſodaine Surprite 
but the Engli/hmen recovered it immediately, fence which Tyme I have 
not red that the Scottes have had to doe therwithe. 


WarwyYKkE, Caergueir, Bryt. Galf. Caerleon tertia, Roſſo, pæping- 


pic, Saxon. Huntingtono, & aliis. Fhen Roſſe, (or Rouſe ) that lyved 


in the Days of Kinge Hen. VII. and dwelt at the Chappel of G Chffe 


1991 
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in Warwike many Yeares together, whear alſo he compiled his Storie, 
laboureth greatly in the Antiquities of this Towne ; in ſo muche as not 
contented with the Saxon Name which ſavoureth of Noveltie, he de- 
ryveth it from the Br ytons, callinge it Caergueir, and joyning therin with 
Galfride, who in his Recitall of ſuche Noblemen as met at Caerleon in gut. 
Wales for the Coronation of Kinge Arthur, nombreth amongeſt others 
one Archigal the Conſul of Caergueir. The fame Man not reſtinge 
theare, reachethe to the Romanes, affirminge that they placed a Legion Roß. 
of Souldiours in this Towne, ſuche as they had beſtowed in Carleom in 
Wales, and Cheſter, and that therof this Place was beſides called Caer- 
leon tertia ; the Foundation herof he fathereth upon one Guthelinus, or 
Cymbelinus, and aſcribeth to Guiderius his Son the Reparation, or A- 
mendment of the ſame; for ſome Proofe of which Antiquitie, he 
ſaythe that a Nobleman of the Brytons lyethe buried in a Vault that 
runneth under the Ryver Albin, comonly called Avyn : He addeth more- 
over, that Conſtantius a Kinge of the Brytons buylded a Churche to the 
Honour of St. Jon Baptiſt, wherof ſome part was extant tyl his owne 
Tyme; and finally that a Nobleman under the ſame Kinge, called Ga , 
erected a Peice of Worke theare, called Caerumber, and a faire Churche 
to the Honour of St. Mary, of which the firſt ſtoode wheare the Caſtle 
now is, the other remayned until his Dayes alſo. Thus muche Thor 
Roſſe, a late Writer; which Thinges, bycauſe I fynd in none other of el- 
der Date, I leave to the indifferent to judge of theim as Novelties or An- 
tiquities at their owne Arbiterment and Pleaſure, and will my ſelfe pur- 
ſue the Reſidue. It is not unprobable that the ſame Writer hathe of the 
Dirivation of the Name Varwic; for he deduceth it from one Ware- 
mund, a Saxon, of whoſe Name it is not unlikely at the firſt to have 
bene called Warmundfwic, and after that Warwike, by ſuche Corruption 7 / 
of Speache as Vymondham in Nerfolke is now comonly called Windham. Hunting. 
This Name it had what Tyme Eifleda (the Ladie of Mercia) buylded 91. 
a Caſtle theare, which Place Roſſus calleth the Doungeon, ſome old Chron. Wyn. 
Towre belike of the Caſtle that now remayneth. As for the Caſtle it 
ſelfe, Roſſus affirmeth that one Ur/o de Abtoſt erected it, and that for 
thenlarginge therof 26 Tenements belonginge to thabbay of Coventry 
weare pulled downe: He wryteth alſo, that at ſuche Tyme as the Con- 
querour created over eche Shyre an Earle of the ſame Name, he gave 
to one Henry de Novoburgo this Towne and Caſtle, makinge him Earle 
of Warwic. The fame Henry (ſayth he) founded a Houle of the Or- 
der of the holy Sepulchre, the Profeffors wherof ware a double red 
Crofle in their Breaſtes; but the ſame was longe ſence lefte, and their 
Lyvinges transferred to thorder of St. Trinitie, of which Sort thear was 
one 
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one at Knareſburgh. Theare was ſomtyme alſo (by his Report) two 
Monaſteries at this Towne, one of Men without the Walles, in Me- 
mory of which a Place in the Parke is to this Day called thabbay-lane; 
an other of Women in the Eaſt Suburbes, wheare the Churche of Sr. 
Nycholas yet ſtandeth. In the Warres betwene Kinge Stephen and the 
Duke Henry, Fitz Empreſs, and after the ſecond Kinge of that Name, 


zone Gundred was Counteſs of Yarwike, who thruſtinge out ſuche Soul- 


diers as Stephen had theare lefte on his Parte, yelded the Caſtle to Henry. 
Kinge Hen. III. after his Victorie at Eveſham, fortified this Caſtle, and 
marched againſt the Rebelles that kept Elye. In the Tyme of Ed. I. 
his Son, a round Table, (as they termed it) of Ingliſbe and forrein No- 
bilitie was holden in this Caſtle, The Earles of this Place clayme to 
beare the third Sworde before the Kinge at his Coronation, and to be

W1LBARSFELL, Wilfareſdun, i. Mons Wilfari, Bed. I reade in Beda, 
that Wilfare/dun lyeth ten Myles Weſt from Cataricke, which gyveth 


me to conjecture that it ſhould be the ſame in Weſtmorland which is at 


this Day called Wilbargfelle, the rather for the Liklyhoode of the Names, 
and Agrement of Situation: Neither forceth it greatly to the contrarye, 
that thone Word endeth in Dune, and thother in Fell, ſeinge they both 
ſignifie one * that is to ſay, a Hylle. At this Place Oſiyne the 
Kinge of Deira, had prepared to fight withe Ofwoy the Kinge of Ber- 


nicia; 
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nicia; howbeit, findinge himſelfe greatly over- matched in Multitude, he 
diſperſed his Army, and conveied himſelfe privilie to the Houſe of one 
Hunwald, whome (for ſundrie Benefites beſtowed on him) he toke to 
be his moſt aſſured, but he, forgetful of al good Tournes and voide of 
al Pitie, betrayed him to his Enemyes, who incontinetly flewe him.

WaTToN, Petavun, Bede. Beda reporteth, that in the Dayes of ,.,, 


Alfride the Kinge of Northumberl. one Fhon, tharchebiſhop of Yorke, 
amongeſt other Miracles that he wrought, reſtoared to Health at a Mo- 
naſterie in this Place one Coenburg, a Virgin: And bycauſe I take it to 
be the ſame in York/hyre, which was lately called Watton (for ſo may 
it eaſely become of Wetadun) J will ſet againſt his counterfeit Woun- 
der, a filthy Facte committed by a Sort of unwomanly Virgines. But 
leaſt the Thinge ſhould want a fitt Reporter, I wille fetche it from Ethel- 


red thabbat of Ryvaux in the ſame Country, who (as Bale reported ingye yor. 


his Votaries) heard it of Gilbert of Sempingham, the firſt Founder of 
thorder of Gilbertines, that is, Men and Women together, with which 
Sort this Houſe of Matton was then ſtoared. Henry Murdach the Arche- 
biſhop of Yorke had put to this Houſe a younge Mayden of fower Yeares 
of Age, which, as ſhe grew in Yeares, ſo waxed ſhe better acquainted 
with the younge Monkes, and at lengthe had gotten her full Ladinge 
by one of theim. This good Felow fearinge that he ſhould be puniſh- 
ed, for that he had uſed his Game no more warely, fled the Houſe, and 
thought at ſome Tyme after to have fetched his Paramour away alſo: 
But his Attempt was diſcovered, himſelfe taken, ſtriped naked, and diſ- 
played upon a Forme, wheare in the Sight of al the Nonnes, his Lover 
againſt her Likinge was compelled with a ſharpe Knife to berefe him 
his Privities. This done the Nonne was putt in Priſon, but when the 
Tyme of her Delyverance was come, Henry Murdach (who was dead 
ſixe Yeares before) brought with him two Mydwifes from Heaven, 
which diſcharged her of the Chyld without Payne ; and for the Ho- 
neſtie of thorder caryed it (belike) to Heaven with theim, for it was 
never ſene in this World after. This Monaſterie was valued in the Re- 
cordes at 361 Poundes yearly. |

this holy Corps was, ſodeinly ſtoade ſtill, and that ſo unmoveable, thar 
the hole Draught could not once ſtyrre it ; hearat, the hole Companye 
weare muche amaſed, and the more for that they thought that St. Cuth- 
bertes Pleaſure was not to reaſt theare, beinge (as the Storie ſayth) a 
Place ſcant habitable. In the end the Byſhop comaundeth the Compa- 
nie to faſt and pray thre Dayes together, not doubtinge but by that 
Tyme they ſhould be directed what to doe by ſome Signe from Heaven. 
In this while it was revealed to one Eadmer, a religious Parſon, that 


they ſhould goe on to DURHAM, and theare repoſe it, as in that Title 
is alreadye ſhewed, p. 84. 


WIREMOUTH and Were, f. Pynemue, Saxon, i. oftzum Wiri flu- 
minis. Benedict Byſceop, that was Scholemaſter to Beda, by the Aide of 
Eg fride Kinge of Northumb. (who for that Purpoſe gave him 60 Hyde 
Landes) erected two Monaſteries, one at Fharrow, wherof we have 
before ſpoken, p. 159. an other at Weremouthe, in the Biſhoprike of Dur- 
ham, wherof we are now to intreate : This Man laboured to Rome five 
ſeverall Tymes, for what other Thinge I finde not, fave only to procure 
Pope holye Priviledges, and curious Ornaments for his Monaſteries; 
for firſt he gotte to theiſe Houſes wherin he nouriſhed 600 Monkes, 
great Liberties ; then brought he theim home from Rome, Painters, Gla- 
fliers, Free-Maſons, and Singers, to thend that his Buildinges might ſo 
ſhyne with Workmanſhip, and his Churches ſo ſounde with Melodye, 
that ſimple Soules raviſhed therwithe, ſhould fantaſie of theim nothinge 
but heavenly Holynes. And of theiſe Thinges Beda and others note 
him the firſt Author, aſcribinge fondlye to his Praiſe, that which wor- 
thely may be written to his Diſcommendation; for by theiſe and 
ſuche other Vanities of Will Woorſhip, the ſpiritual Service of God be- 
gan firſt to be weakened. In this Jolitie continued theiſe Houſes, and 
other by their Example embraced the like, till Hinguar and Hubba, the 
Daniſbe Pyrates, weare raiſed by God to abate their Pride, who not onl 
fyred and ſpoyled theim, but alſo almoſt all the religious Houſes of the 
North Eaſt Coaſt of this Iland. After this, one Aldwyn of Eveſham, or 
Winchecombe, as others ſay, accompanied with two or thre other (as in 
 JarRow is alreadie ſhewed) toke the Place of Byſhop Falcher's Guifte, 
covered the Churche, and ſomwhat repaired the Houſe, and ſtoared it 
with Companie: But before they had longe reſted theare, the Deſtru-

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ction which William the Conquerour made in the North Countrye, and t. 
the Fire of Malcolme Kinge of Scottes came upon theim, and ſy) us 
theim to forſake the Place for a Seaſon. And when they ment to have 
retourned, William then Byſhop of Durham compelled theim to come es 
to Durham- Abbay, and made their Houle a Subject and Celle to the fame, = * — 
leav inge to Veremouthe only 25 Poundes of yearly Revennue, in which 

Plight I thinke it continued until the Tyme of the general Suppreſſion. 

This Place hathe to Name Weremouthe, by Reaſon that it ſtandethe at 

the Mouthe of the Ryver Were, which begynneth to take his Name 20 
MylesWeſt from Aucland, at the Confluence of Borne and Shell, and from el. 
thence cometh Eaſtward to Durham, takinge withe it in the Way, the 


Water called Wandles, and fo openeth at four Myles End into the 
Sea. 


Wulrzvr, Srpeone heal, Saxon. Malmeſb. & aliis. Pharenſe cæ- 
nobium, Baleo. Sinus fari, in Chron. Ceſtriæ. Huythy, in Chron. Lin- 
disfarn. & Dunelm. Before the Batteil at HVymoed, Kinge Ofioy had ſo- g.gz. 
lemnlye vowed, that, if God ſhould graunt him Victorie, he would con- 
ſecrate to his Service in Chaſtitie of Life E/fede his only Daughter, to- 
gether with 120 Hyde-Landes ; which Thinge he alſo per fourmed, cau- 
ſinge his Daughter to be profeſſed under Hilda thabbeſs of Heortey. 
This Hylda ſhortly after purchaſed 10 Hyde-Landes, and builded a Mo- 600. 

naſterie at S7reonſhalch, which Symeon of Durham, William of Malmſ. 
the Chron. of Lindigſf. and others, interpret to be Mytby in York/hyre. 
In this Abbay Elfede was firſt a Nonne, and after the Abbeſs, whear 
alſo ſhe, her Father O/xoy, her Mother, and ſundrie other noble Perſo- 
nages lye buried in a Churche that was dedicate to St. Peter. Polydor ?olyd. 
reporteth that Ofwy himſelfe founded the Houſe, takinge his Conjecture 
(belike) at the Vow and Donation of Lande which he made. Not longe 
after the Foundation, Kinge Ofwye cauſed an Aſſembly of the learned 
Men of Ingland and Scotland to mete heare for Deciſion of a great 
Controverſie that then was for the true Tyme of holdinge the Eaſter, Flor 
The Matter was ſolemnly diſputed by W:lfr:de of thingliſb Part, againſt 673. 
Colman that ſtoade for the Scottes; Colman objected the Uſage of their 
Churche for a longe Seaſon, and Wilfride aunſweared him with the 
Uſage of Rome that followed thappoſtle Peter, whiche Thinge when 
Kinge Oftoy heard, he aſked Colman, Whether that which Wiſfrid had 
ſayd was true? Colman aunſweared, yea: Then (quoth the Kinge) for 
as muche as I know that St. Peter is Porter of the Heaven Gates, I will 
folow him, leaſt, when I knocke, he hold me out: And thus W:/fr:des 
Opinion was embraced, and the RIG ended. Thear lyved *

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this Monaſterie under the fame Hylda, one Cedmonus, a Man muche- 
commended by Bale for Simplicite of Life and Skill in Engliſbe Meter. 
This Houſe alſo was, deſtroyed by Hinguar, and Hubba, and reſtoared 
by Aldwyn, as Weremouthe before was. It taſted likewiſe of the De- 
ſtruction that William the Conquerour made in the North Country, as 
Weremouthe did: And was. afterward in the Dayes of Hen. I. given to

WELLes: Firſt called Theodorodunum;. a regulo quodam Theodoro, Lel. 
Then Fontes, or Fontanetum, of thabundance of Welles, or Springes, 
Malmſb. and Rudborn, of which Reaſon alſo it reteyneth the Ingliſbe 
Name, , Welles. The. Towne of Welles, ſituate in Somerſetſbyre at the 
Foote of Menedepe Hylles, receaved her firſt Eſtimation by Ine Kinge 
of Weſtſex, who not only removed his Royal Seat from Conger/byry in 
the ſame Shyre to Welles, but cauſed: Danyel, that was Byſhop of Con- 


gerſbyrie to tranſlate his See thyther alſo. Nevertheleſs, I finde in a Frag- 


ment of the Chron. af Bathe and Welles, that the Collegiate Churche of 
St. Andreu at Welles, was firſt avaunced to a Biſhoprike in the Reigne 
of Kinge Edu. the Son of Alfrede, upon occaſion that Formoſus the Pope 
had found great Fault with the ſaid Kinge and Pleigmund tharchebyſhop: 
of Canterbirye, for that the Byſhops Sees had many Yeares together lyen 
deſtitute of their Paſtors; wherupon the Kinge and Biſhop conſecrated 
ſeven Biſhops in one Day, the firſt at Dorceſter, the ſecond at Sel/ey,. . 
the third at Wynton, the fourth at Shyrburne, the fifte, ſixt, and ſeventh, 


at thre Collegiate Churches, St. Andrewes in Somerſetſhyre, St. Germans: 


in Cornwall, and the Churche of the Holy Crofs of Cridington in Devon-: 


ſhyre, But thoſe Reportes may ſtand together; if this latter be under- 


ſtand. to take him for. the, firſt Biſhop of Welles, which was the firſt, 
not in dede, but after this ſo longe Vacation, At the Tyme of this Re- 
ſtitution of the See, one, Adelm, thabbot of Glaſtonbury was made By- 

ſhop, to whoſe Cure the ſaid Kinge and Archebiſhop committed al So 
mer ſetſbyre, which was before that Tyme ſubjected to the Biſhop of 
Shyrburne. After him folowed 10 or 11 Byſhops in Succeſſion, and 
then cometh Harold, the Earle of Kent and Weſiſex, which, eyther of 
Gredines to be enryched or Deſyre to be revenged, toke from the Cha- 
nons their Goodes, Ornamentes, and Lyvinges, and turned theim al, 
fave five, out of the Doores, which five alſo it is thought he would have 


dryven out, ne had Gi, then Biſhop, and before Chaplain. to Kinge- 


Edward: 
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Edward the Confeſſour, by great Labour obteyned Reſtitution. Aſter 
al this, when Harold had gotten the Crowne, he once againe ſpoiled 
G1/o of al his Poſſeſſions; but Gi was eftſones reſtoared by William the 
Conquerour, who (as the Storie ſayth) prevayled againſt Harold by the 
Help of St. Andrew. Then Giſo encreaſed the Nomber of his Chanons, 
and buylded for theim a Cloiſter, Dorter, and Refectorie. Theare ſuc- 
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ceded Giſo one Joannes Turonenſis, comonly called Tors, who, for Mo- Pari 


ney that he had gyven him by the Monkes of Bathe, bought their 
Towne of Kinge William Rufus, tranſlated his See thyther, and woulde 
be called the Byſhop of Bathe. As for the Chanons of Welles he thruſt 
theim out of Dores, and made him a Palaice of their Houſe. But heare 
began a hoate Contention betwene theim, and the Monkes of Bathe, 
which was pacified by Robert the ſecond Biſhop after Jhon Towrs, as in 
BATHE already appeareth, 5p. 23. This Robert reſtoared many Thinges 
to the Churche of Welles; he appointed them Deane and Subdeane, 
Chaunter and Subchaunter, Treaſorer and Chaunchelor, and devided 
the Landes into ſeveral Prebends, which weare before in comon to theim 
al. Then followed Reignald, who in the Tyme of Kinge Rich. I. en- 
creaſed the Nombre of Prebends, and made the Towne of Welles a 
free Boroughe endowed with ſundrie Priviledges. After him Joceline, 
who by thaide of Hugh, Biſhop of Lincolne, founded in Welles the Hoſ- 
pital of St. Fhon, augmented the Prebends, new buylded the hole 
Churche, diſpoſed the Dignities in ſuche Order as they yet remayne, 
and was the firſt that brought into this Churche our Lady Service. And 
to thend that nothinge might be wantinge to ſatisfie the Senſes, at 


lengthe was one Raulfe of Shreuſbyry made Byſhop, who in the Tyme 


of Kinge Edw. III. builded Houſes and gave Landes for Vicars, Chori- 
ſters, and Singing-men, erected a ſtately Stone Wall, kernelled and bat- 
telled, wherwith he compaſſed the hole Palaice. This Man founded 
the Chappel at Winſcomb in Somerſetſhyre, and was buryed at Welles 
in a faire Tombe of Alabaſter. Thus have you heard the Beginninge 
and Increaſe of Welles, now a Worde or two touchinge a Blow that it 
that it had, and then an ende. In the Tyme of Hen. III. theare was 
an Earthquake in Somer/etſhyre, which ſo ſhoke this Churche, that the 
Toppe fell downe, and withe the Terrour of the Noiſe aſtonyed the 
Hearers. 'The Biſhoprick of Bath and Welles, was valued in the Re- 
cordes at 1843 Poundes yearly, the Churche of Welles at 729.

I. which neded 
Money toward his Journey to the Holy Lande, Wrentiche ; Jocelyne the 
Byſhop gave Wyne/comb, and Raulfe of Shreuſbyry lefte Welleſley to the 
comen Uſe of the Churche, The reſt ſhall appeare in their fitte 
Places. 


WELLINGTON. A Towne in Somerſerſbyre, wherof is to be ſene in 
PLYMTON before, p. 267. 


WyLToN, and WyLy, f. pilxun, Sax. a Wyly fluvio, Gul. Malmſb. 
& alii. Not only this Place, beinge a Boroughe of good Eſtimation and 
longe Contynuance, but alſo the whole Country called #7//byre, toke at 
the firſt their Names of a Water in the ſame Countye, which ſome Wri- 
ters name Guyly, others calle Weleu, and the common Peple to this 
Day terme Wily: Of the Head of this Ryver I have not hytherto learn- 
ed any Certeintye, but the Courſe is by Wilye Towne (named therof 


alſo) to this Wilton, from thence to Salrſbyry, after called Nadder; in 


the Companye of which, and of the Ryver Aven, it openeth into the 
South-Sea, Upon a Hill neare Wilton, ſituate on the South Side of this 
Ryver, King Alfred, in the firſt Moneth of his Reigne, gave Batteil to 
the Danes, and by couragious Onſet cauſed theim at the firſt to retyre; 
but in thend the Danes prevailed, and kept the Field. After ſuche

ſelfes with Spoile, and retourned to their Shippes. In this "Towne, 
Kinge Stephen (about the fourth Yeare of his Reigne) contendinge with. 


Maude thempreſſe for Poſſeſſion of the Crowne, began to raiſe a ſtronge 


Caſtle ; but he was ſodeinlye ſet upon and put to Flight, beinge com- 
pelled for haſte to leave one Marcellus his Cupbearer behind him. The 
Nonnery at Wilton (for of the Towne I finde no other Thinge woor- 
thye Note) was buylded by Kinge Edgar, who founded above 40 Mo-

naſteries beſides, whether altogether of blind Devotion, or partly for od 
Expiation of his Lechery (for Bale noteth that he was taken with a 

Fault, that put him to the Charge of buildinge 12 or 13 Monaſteries ) 

I leave to other, but I dare boldly affirme that he was the beſt Bene- 

factour that ever Popiſb Monkery found within this Iland: He gave 

theiſe Nonnes to St. Bennets Rule, and made Edithe his Daughter Ab- 

beſs, and Ruler over theim. This Edithbe lay buried theare, and was 

after taken up by Dunſtan and ſhryned of purpoſe to be ever after ho- 

noured for a She Saincte, not only at Wilton, but alſo in ſo many 
Churches of the Realme as ſhould make her their Patroneſs. Theare Milne 
was buryed alſo at Wilton in Kinge Edgar's Reigne, on Alfgar his owne Chron Sax. 
Kinſman, and O/ulfe the Byſhop of the ſame Shyre. This Houſe was * 
valued at the Tyme of the Suppreſſion, at 601 Poundes yearly, ſence 

which Tyme it hathe come to the Handes of William Harbert, now

The Towne hathe the Ryver Severne on the Welt therof, and had longe 
ſence (beſides the Biſhops Chaire) a Caſtle, and certeine religious Buil- 
dinges, that is to ſay, St. Maries Abbay, St. Yhons Monaſterie, a Houſe 
of Friers Preachers, St. Ofwwaldes, and St. Wilſtanes Hoſpitalles, within 
it. It was builded, after the Report of Jon Rouſe, by Conſtantius, a 
Kinge of the auncient Brytons; which Opinion althoughe it be not 
found in any other that I have redd, yet foraſmuche as he callethe to 
warrantize therfore an old Biytiſbe Chronicler, and that the Towne was Roffus.

They met with Spede, and approched the 
Towne withe ſuche a Power, that the Citizeins for feare abandoned 
the Place, and fled into an Iland of the Severn, two Myles of, called 
Beverey, whear by Fortification they defended theimſelves til Peace 
was offered theim; but in the meane Seaſon the Towne was lefte to 
the Furie of the Fire, wherwith the Enemies in Maner conſumed it 
wholye. In the Tyme of the. Diſſenſion betwene William Rufus, and 


his elder Brother Robert of Normandie, which challenged the Crowne 


of this Realme, ſundrie of the Nobilitie made Defection, and inclyned 
to Robert; amongeſt which, the Earle of Shreuſbyry, gatheringe toge- 
ther a great Armye of Welſbmen and others, ſpoiled al Worceſterſbyre 
even to the Gates of the Citie, myndinge to have taken it alſo. But 


Mulſtan then beinge Byſhop (as Polydore reporteth) had no ſooner ac-

curſed theim, but their Hartes fayled, and with a few Hundrethes that 


iſſued out of the Towne, 5900 of thother Side weare taken, and ſlayne. 


Pitie it was that Wulftane dyed ; for happely he could alſo have accurſed 
the Fyre of Heaven that not many Yeares after conſumed ( beſides 20 
Parſons) the hole Citye, Caſtle, and Monaſteries, or that other natural 
Flame wherwith the Enemies of Kinge Stephen, within 30 Yeares after 
that, brought the Towne the ſecond Tyme to Aſhes. I judge rather, that 
Worceſter was thus plagued, for the ſuperſtitious Veneration and Opi- 
nion of Holynes that it meinteyned of Wulſtane, after his Deathe ; for 
ſee what followed further: In the Warres betwene Kinge Hen. III. and 
his Nobles, one Robert Ferrers, then Earl of Darby, beinge neyther 
faithful to the Kinge nor freindly to the Nobilitie, and yet glad to 
aine under the Name of bothe, entered Worceſter by Force, ſpoiled the 
ewes of their Money Bankes, robbed the Religious of their Orna- 
mentes, ranſacked the hole Towne, and heried the Kinges Groundes 
about it. And in the ſame Yeare, Symon Mountfert, cheif of the ſedi- 
tious Armye, amongeſt others toke this Citie, and ſpoiled it. Thus 
Worceſter, that had the Reliques of the moſt holy Vulſtan, was in 


ſhort 
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ſhort Tyme the moſt horriblye plagued of any other that I reade. But 
of him more ſhal be ſayed anone; and therfore let us leave the Citie, 
and come to the Caſtle. 

I reade in Will. of Malmſb. that the Conquerour had made a Noble- W. Malmeſs. 
man (called Ur/us) the Shyrife of Vorceſterſbyre, who ſone after, for 
his owne Surtie and their Terror, erected this Caſtle, Aldred then be- 
inge Biſhop theare. This Aldred (tayeth Malmſb.) perceyvinge that the 
Caſtle would be injurious to the Monaſterie, came to the Capitaine 
therof, and ſayed in his Language, hacer bu Up, hæbbe bu Foder 
cupyre; i. art thou called Urſe? have thou Gods Curſe; but for al this I 
finde not, that eyther the Buildinge was ſtayed thearby, or that the 107. 
Man fared any Thinge the worſe therfore. This Caſtle was afterward. 
in the Poſſeſſion of Waleran of Meet, from whome (bycauſe he toke 
Part with Maude thempreſs) Kinge Stephen aſſayed to take it by Force, 
and when he prevayled not, he buylded two Baſtilions of Tymbre 1140. 
(which in thoſe Dayes weare called Malevicines) over-againſt it; but Ine“. Pu- 
by the Policie of a Gentz, Brother to Waleranus, they bothe weare o- 
verthrowen, and the Caſtle faved. Edi. I. in the Life of Hen. III. his 
Father, was taken by the Barons, and committed to Hereford Caſtle, 
but he eſcaped from thence to this, as in HEREFORD is alreadie declared, Paril. 
p. 148. thus muche of the Byſhops Chayre, the Citie, and Caſtle of 
Worceſter ; and now to the religious Houſes theare. 

I finde it noted in a Heraldes Booke, that the Lord William Beau- Herald'; Neve 
champ founded a Houſe of Friers Prechers at Worceſter, but in what 
Tyme I reade not. It is to be ſene alſo in the Continuacions of the 
Hiſtories of Hherus Menevenſis and Proſp. Acquitan. that Leofric therle, 
(which buylded thabbay at Coventry, and benefited many others) eyther 1038. 
founded, or amplified an Abbay (called St. Fhons) in Worceſter. Thear Proſp. 
was alſo one Hoſpital, called St. Ofwaldes, and another St. Mulſtanes, 
not founded by theim in their Lives (a. I geſs) but dedicated to their 
Honours by ſome others after their Deathes. But theiſe be Trifles, and 
not comparable, eyther for the Majeſtie of the Buyldinge, Antiquitie of 
the Foundation, or Opinion of Holynes, with that which followeth. 
Kinge Edgar, by the Perſuaſion of O/wald, firſt a Byſhop of Worceſter ge. 
and then Archebyſhop of Yorke, myndinge to accompliſhe that Deter- Aſ-r. Wync. 
mination which he had to ſet up 50 Monaſteries (as himſelfe in his Fler. Bale 
Confirmation of this Monaſterie teſtiherh) founded at Worceſter a Royal 
Abbay, which he dedicated to the Virgin Marye,” and endowed with 
great Poſſeſſions. Bur before I goe any further, it ſhal not be amiſſe to joan, Priſeus. 
repeat that which I have often ſayed concerninge Kinge Edgar; that is 
to ſay, that he did not new make ſo many religious Houſes as the comon 

Hyſtories- 
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Hyſtories aſcribe to his Foundation, but that he made ſome, and re- 
ſtoared more, that weare builded by others before him; for even in 
the Chronicles of Worceſter is to be ſene, that Kenulph Kinge of Mercia, 
many Yeares before Edgar, gave ſundry Poſſeſſions to this Houſe. Then 
959. Ofwald turned out the Preiſtes, at the leaſt ſuche as would not be 
Chron. Wig. Monkes, brought in the Monkes, made VMynſine their Abbot, and for his 
Part gave theim a Portion of 300 Hyde Lade lyinge together, which 
Wync. Flori. in Memory of him, and by Reaſon of the Priviledges wherwith by his 
Meanes it was endowed, is yet called Ofwal/d/law : He gave and pro- 
. cured for .theim ſundry other Poſſeſſions, wherof the Daniſbe Kinges 
followinge, that is to ſay, Swein, Canut, and Hardicanut, toke awa 
ſome Parte: He builded alſo of his owne Coſt, the great Churche called 
St. Maries, and dyed Archebyſhop of Yorke. And heare againe it is to 
be noted, that the Fame of St. Maries Churche at Worceſter was great 
all over the Realme longe Tyme before O/waldes Dayes; for when 
Conſtantius, and other the Biſhops of Rome had eſtabliſhed the Worſhip of 
Images, for which of longe Tyme Contention had bene betwene the 
Popes and Emperours, whome alſo for that they weare Adverſaries to 
709, that Idolatrie the Popes called Iconomachos, Egwine thabbot of Eve- 
Bale. ſham, and the third Biſhop of Worceſter in Succeſſion, havinge in his 
Head to further Idol Service, feigned that he had ſundry Apparitions 
and Revelations from the Virgin Marie, wherby he was enjoyned to 
make her an Image, which ſhe would have worſhipped at Worceſter. 
Theiſe Dreames he committed to Wrytinge, and in his owne Parſon 
went to Rome, to exhibite theim to Conſtantius the Popes Holynes; who 
ſo wel liked of the ſame, that forthwith he comaunded tharchebyſhop 
of Canterb. to call a Synode for Allowance of his Enterpriſe. This 
Conſtantius pronounced Philippicus the Emperour, an Heretick, for that 
Images by his Comaundment weare caſt out of the Churche, and in 
Deſpite of him, cauſed his Coyne to be renounced, bycauſe it bare his 
Image. I am ſure he learned not this in Chriſtes Schole, brag he never ſo 
muche of Peter's Chaire; for we reade in Matthew that when the Hero- 
dians aſked Chriſt a captious Queſtion of Tribute, he grounded a Rea- 
| ſon upon the Image of Cz/ar, which he found on the Coyne ; but that 
ever he gave Allowance to Image in Churches we find no wheare, 
| ken But leavinge that alone, thus you heare how firſt by Egꝛoines Maumet, 
| 5 and after by Ofwaldes Mammon, Worceſter won great Eſtimation: It 
| remayneth therfore chat I ſhew you what holy St. Fultane added thear- 
unto. This Man was brought up from his Childhoode in thabbayes 
| of Burgh and Worceſter (as Florentius a Monke of Worceſter witneſſethe) 
| and profited not ſo muche in good Learninge, as in Skille to turne 1 
Ye,

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Pye, and the Portaſs, in handſome handlynge of a Cenſor, in lowde 
Singeinge, demeure Walkinge, faire Liftinge, and ſuche other Toyes, 
which they call Eccleſiaſtica Ojjicra; in Practiſe wherof he ſo farre excel- 
led other, that he was firſt made Maſter of the Children, then Chaun- Florentius, 
ter, after Prior, and laſtly Byſhop ; but that of all other ſo unwillinglye, 
that before they could intreate him (for he ſware he had rather looſe 182. 
his Head) one Vulſin that had been a Recluſe 40 Yeares, was faine 
to chyde him bitterlye. 
This Wulftan of his owne Coſt made theim a new Churche in his 

Life, and mainteyned it by Opinion of his Holynes after his Deathe, 
til the Fire tryed it as before you have hearde. And heare ſurly ] Mamebb, 
cannot but merveil why they ſhould ſo magnifie him, except it be 
that they would have him thoughte to excede al others as farre in 
Pope Holynes, as he was inferiour in good Learninge, meaninge thear- 
by to make him appeare at the leaſt ſomway worthy of his Byſhop- 
rike, which moſt unworthye he many Yeares enjoyed. In which 
myne Opinion I do but conſent with Lanfranc, tharchebyſhop of Folyd. 
Canterbyrie, whoe in a Synode holden at Weſtminſter, wherat the Con- 
querour himſelfe was rata depryved Mulſtan of his Biſhoprick ; 
objectinge againſt him his Unſkill in Letters, and the Apoſtles Com- 
maundment, which wylled, that a Biſhop ſhould be 9igazric, i. able 
for Learninge to render Accompt of his owne Faithe, and furniſhed 
with Skill to inſtructe other in right Beliefe: And therfore he co- 
maunded him forthwith to render his Staffe, and ſtripe himſelfe 
out of his Pontificalles. Vulſtan, not able to anſwear the Objection, 
bur yet in a great Chaufe with the Offer of this Diſhonour, told him 
playnly, that a better Man then he had gyven him his Croſier, to 
whome and to none other he would reſigne it: And therwith he 
ſtepped (ſayth Polydore) to Edio. the Confeſſour's Tomb, and daſhed 
his Staffe ſo depe into the Marble, as truly no doubt as Accius Na- 
vius the Augur cut a Whetſtone in ſunder with a Raſour, that none 
of theim al was able to pulle it out: Hearat the Kinge and Arche- 
biſhop weare ſo amazed, that with great Earneſt they deſyred him to 1075. 
take his Trinkets againe, which he did, and occupied the Place all 
his dyinge Days. Suche a like Miracle they fayne of his Pontifical Plorentius. 
Ringe, which (they fay) God would not after his Death ſuffer to be 
taken from his Finger, leaſt the holy Man ſhould be found a Lyar, 
which had often affirmed, that quicke or dead he would never looſe it. 
After his Deathe the Churche which he had buylded, was ſolemly Flori!, 
dedicated, his Body was tranſlated, his Reliques devyded, and, amongeſt 
other, one of his Rybbes was gyven to the Monkes of St, Albans, 
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who receyved it with Proceſſion, and incloſed it in Gold: Hearby it 
is eaſie to conjecture what Honour Worceſter had by the reſt of his 
Body, with the comon People, when learned Monkes made ſo much 
of a bare Ribbe. But now to an End. In this Abbay King Hen. I. held 
a hole Chri/lmas, and bare his Crowne, with great Glorye. The like 
alſo at one Tyme did Hen. III. but not with like Glorye, for he at 
this Place removed his natural Counſeilers, the Ingliſbe Nobilitie, and 
by the Counſeil of Peter de la Roche, Byſhop of Wincheſter, toke in 
their Places Normans of meane Condition, which Thinge was one of 
the Cauſes of the great Contention betwene him and his Barons. In 
the great Churche at Worceſter lyeth Kinge Fhon, that dyed of the 
Poyſon that he dranke at Swyneſhead. The Biſhoprike of Worceſter 
was valued in the Recordes at 1049 Poundes yearly; this great Mo- 
naſterie at 1299, and in the Towne are nombred nine or ten Pariſhe 
Churches. The Citie of Worceſter, hathe at this Day, 1577. two 
Baillyes, two Aldermen, two Chamberlaines, which make the Cor 
ration, Twentie and foure Citizeins, out of which the Baylyes be 
drawen; and it hathe 48 Citizeins, which make the Comen Coun- 
ſeil. In it are ſeven Wardes, of which eche hath two Conſtables. It 
hathe theiſe 10 Pariſhes beſides the Biſhops Churche, or Mynfter ; St. 
Clementes, St. Androes, St. Peters, St. Mychaeles, St. Albanes, St. Helenes, 
St. Swythunes, St. Martines, St. Alhallowes, St. Nicholas. The Buildings 
of the Caſtle without the Walle is cleane gone. In it are two free 
Schooles, one mainteyned by the Prince, the other founded by Robert 
Yewle a Clothiar, regnante Eligabetba. It hathe 50 Poundes Landes 
towardes the Reliefe of the Poore. 


VALE-RIALL, Regia Vallis, Lill. Edward, the eldeſt Son of Kinge 
Hen. III. and after the Death of his Father the firſt Kinge of his owne 
Name ſythence the Conqueſt, beinge on a Tyme in great Peril by Rea- 
ſon of ſoubdaine Tempeſt on the Sea, vowed ſolemly, (even as the 
Heathen that eſcaped Shipwracke weare wont to hange up a Table to 
Neptune, ) that if it would pleaſe God to delyver him ſaufe on Land, 
he would erect an Abbay, and conſecrate it to his Service. Which 
Thing, after his Arryval, he attempted to performe in the 54 Yeare 
of the Reigne of Hen. III. at a Place called Dernhale in Cheſſyre, 
wheare he edified a faire Abbay of Ciſtertian Monkes. Howbeit af- 
terwarde, mindinge to amplifie his Worke, as he was increaſed in 
Honour, in the 27. of his owne Reigne he removed it to another 
Place, and gave it another Name, callinge it in Reſpect of the Beau- 
tye of the Scyte, and Dignitie of the Founder, Vale Royal. T 5 
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Houſe was valued in the Recordes at 118 Poundes of yearly Re- 
vennue. 


WAE TTIE TDR. A Market Towne within 15 Myles of 77r4, which 
was ſometyme of the Poſſeſſion of the Earles of Warrein, and 13177. 
was wronge from theim by this Occaſion. In the Tyme of Kinge 
Ed. II. the Earl of Warren that then was, violently raviſhed one 
Alice the Wife to the Earle of Lancaſter, and caryed her to his Caſtle Chron. Ceſtr, 
of Reigate in Surrey: Whearat the Earle of Lancaſter takinge juſt 
Offence, ſpared no Meanes that might woorke his ſpedy Revenge: 
Forthwith therfore he entered into his Caſtles of Sandal and Wake- 
field in Yorkſhyre, and beſides fo diſtourbed him by the Ayde of his 
Friendes in the Reſidue of his Poſſeſſions, that the Earle of Warrein 
was in thend contented, partly to cover his Fault, and partly to re- 
cover the reſt of his Lyvinge, and to gyve him frely all his Landes 
beyond the Ryver of Trent. Thus payed he for his Pleaſure, and was 
taught the Leſſon, nocet empta dolore Voluptas. Neare unto this Towne, ?olyd. 
Margaret the Wife of Kinge Hen. VI. flew in Battail the Duke of 145. 
Yorke, that was by Parliament appointed Heire apparant to the Crowne, 
and beheaded the Earle of Saliſbury, not longe before the Batteil at 
St. Albans wheare the ſtout Earle of Warwike was ſlayne allo. 


WENLOCKE, Ventolugium, Baleo, Wuonloc, Aſſer. It is to be ſene 
in Polydore, Lillye, and others, that in the Dayes of Kinge Hen, I. one 1077. 
Warin, the Earl of Shreuſbyry, erected a relligious Houſe at Wenlock 
in Sh; 9þſhyre, which was muche enryched by the Liberalitie of the 
Earle Leofric and his Wife, the Founders of Coventrye, and Benefa- 
Etors to a many of Monaſteries beſides. This Houſe he dedicated to 
St. Mylburge, (whoſe Bodye lay theare, and was muche honoured of Vilmeſb. 
the comon People) and ſtoared it, as I conjecture, with Nonnes. For Specul. Hy- 
I read in William of Malmſbyry, that in his owne Tyme Reger Mount- "7 
gomerye repaired a Houſe of Nonnes ac Venlo, whear Mylburge lay, 1149. 
which was then decayed and become deſolate, and that he turniſhed 
it with Clumacke Monkes. Within 40 Yeares after which 'I'yme, 1179. 
Mat. of Weſtminſter reporteth that a young Boy was martyred at Men- 
lock, whether it wear by ſome holy Murder of theile Monkes or 
otherwiſe, I will not determine, becauſe I have none Author chat af- 
firmeth the Certeintye. Of the Towne of Yenloc I find none other 
Antiquitie, ſave that one Cadocus, a Man wel learned, and acquainted {S190 


with Gildas, was borne theare. 
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WiryPEDSFLETE, or WAPFLETE. See therof in IryEDsFLETE, un- 


der which Title I chooſe rather to place it, bycauſe I finde it of ſun- 
drie ſo wrytten. | 


| WynBuRne. The Towne of Vynburne in Dorſetſhyre toke the 

Name of a Ryver therby, knowen by the fame Name, as William of 

Malm ſb. reporteth. In which Place Cuinburg and Cuthburge, two Sy- 

Malmeſlb. ſters to Kinge Ine, erected a Monaſterie, and became Nonnes within 

—_— the ſame; of the which, this Cuthburg had bene wedded before to 

| Egfride the Kinge of Northumberland, but thorow ſome Monkiſhe 

Perſuaſion of Chaſtitie, ſhe forſoke lauful Wedloke, and toke upon 

her this unlauful Profeſſion. And yet this was Cauſe inoughe to make 

her a Saincte, for the Relligious of thoſe Dayes weare as thankful to 

their Benefactors, as ever weare the Heathen Nations to their firſt 

Kinges and Founders ; thone forte in ſanctifyinge ſo many as did ey- 

ther buyld theim Houſes, or deviſe theim Orders; and thother ſort dyi- 

fyinge al ſuche as had eyther made theim Cyties, or preſcribed theim 

Government. What els I pray you made Saturne, Hercules, Romulus, 

and ſundrie ſuche other to have (in comon Opinion) Place amongſt 

the Starres? And what other Thinge (trow you) cauſed Dunſtan, 

Etbelwold, Modwen, Mylburg, and infinite other to be ſhryned, and ſytt 

amongeſt the Sainctes? But lettinge that Matter paſſe, I will tel you 

| further of Mynburne. Kinge Ethelred, the Brother of Alfred, was bu- 

877, ryed theare: About 30 Yeares after whoſe Death, Etdelwold the 

9 younger Brother to Kinge E. thelder, toke a Nonne from Wynburne, 

Floi.. and maryed her; which ſo greatly offended the Kinge his Brother, 

that, after Denyal made to forſake her, he marched thyther with a 

Power, and cauſinge Etdelwold to runne away, reſtoared the Nonne to 

her Monaſterie, as in TUNEOXBEAM is before ſhewed, p. 375. Thear 

was buryed moreover at Yynburne, one Sigeferth, a Nobleman, in the 

Dayes of Kinge Edgar: And laſtlye, hen Beaufort, Duke of Somer- 

961. et, in the 22. of the Reigne of Kinge Hen. VI. I finde in the Re- 

Chron. in- cordes that theare ſhould be at VMynburne, a Chappel, a College, and 
cert. Aut. four or five Prebendes, the Value of which is not theare expreſſed.

WVNCECONM RR, Vynchelcomb, quibuſdam. The Territorie adjoyn- 

inge to Wynchecombe, was ſometyme a Shyre by it ſelfe, til Earle Earic 

(that for his greedy Gatheringe was ſurnamed in Saxon, Stneona, i. 

Chron. Wi- the Gayner, or Gatherer) under Kinge Canut, united it to his Earl- 
som. dome of Glouceſter, I read in the Chronicles of Vynchecomb, that 
187. Qa the Kinge of Mertia founded a Monaſterie of Nonnes at Vync he- 


combe, 
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combe, and that within ten Veares after, Kenulph another Kinge of 996. 
Mercia, erected an Abbay of 300 Monkes within the fame Towne, at 

the Tyme of the Dedication wherof he releaſed Edbright the Kinge of 

Kent, whom he had before taken, and deteyned Captive. But now, Prop. 
whether this laſt Worke weare a new Foundation of a ſeveral Abbay, Anonym, 
or a Reſtauration of thold with a Chaunge of the firſt Ordre, I can- 
not certeinly determine ; howbeit I thinke rather that it was all one 
Houſe, bycauſe I finde not any wheare els mention of this Nonnerie, 
and for that it is not likely that within the Courſe of ſo few Yeares it 
ſhould become deſolate. Matthew Weſtminſter, Polydor, and others, 
report a ſtraunge Fable of Kinge Kenelm, that was buryed in this Ab- 
bay of Monkes at Vinchecomb. This younge Kinge (ſay they) beinge 
under the Protection of a Nobleman by Reaſon of his Minoritie, was 
by the great Treachery of one Quendred his Syſter, that aſpired to the 
Crowne, murderouſlye made awaye ; which Fact beinge by her Sub- 
tiltie longe Tyme concealed heare within the Realme, was by an In- 


ſcription in a Paper that a white Pigeon lett Fall upon the high Al- 
tar of St, Peter, diſcloſed at Rome, in theiſe Woordes : 


In Clent ſub ſpina, jacet in convalle Bovina, 
Vertice privatus Kenelmus rege creatus, 


821. 


Quendred alſo eſcaped not deſerved Puniſhment ; for while ſhe looked 

on a Booke, her Eyes fell out of her Head in the Sight of a great 
Aſſembly. I abhorre the Fact, but yet I allow not this Lyinge ; for 
though I know, that God by ſundry ſecreat and unlikely Meanes (as 

bothe in divine and prophane Hyſtories is to be redd) hathe hearto- 

fore diſcyphered Mordres, yet I ſee that this Invention tended not ſo 
muche to diſſuade Men from the like Attemptes, as to perſuade theim 

to ſuperſtitious Veneration of the dead Carcaſſe, thereby to increaſe 

the Gaine of ſuche as conſerved it for the ſame Purpoſe. But let us Malniſb. 
leave Rome, and retorne to Wynchecombe. This Abbay amongeſt other 

taſted of the Daniſhe Spoiles, and was by O/oald amended in the 9%: 
Tyme of Kinge Edgar. In the Tyme of Kinge William Rufus, theare 1991. 
happened at VHynchecomb a great Thondre and Lighteninge, which SymeonDun, 
ſhoke the Steple, rent the Churche Walles, ſtrake of the Head of the Aer. 
Crucifixe, threw downe the Image of the Virgin Marie, and filled the 
hole Churche with ſuche a filthye Stenche, that no Man was able to 
abide it: The like to this ſometyme chaunced at Pœules in London, Chron. Wyn, 
and other Places; al which, together with the fyringe of this hole Ab- 181 
bay in the Reigne of Kinge Szephen, I might with better Reaſon inter- 

prete to have bene ſent of God in Deteſtation of their Idolatrie, which 
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ſtonke in his Noſe, then they applie ſome other Thinges to the Con- 
firmation of their Vanities, but that I had rather againſt ſuche Hſe 
ſounde Proofes then conjectural Evydence. This Abbay was valued 
in the Recordes at 759 Poundes of yerlye Revennewe. 


WyNsoRE is aunciently thus written, Jyndeleſhore, of the Saxon 
Woorde pindleropa, Chron. Sax. Petrob. that is, The wyndie Shoare, 
bycauſe it ſtandeth hygh, and ſubject to the Wynde. Yndeleſora, Lel. 
Locus a mari diſtans 80 Milhar. ubi vadum Cæſari opportunum, Polyd. 
It would make greatly (I knowe) as wel for the Illuſtration of the Glo- 
rie, as for thextending of the Antiquitie of this Place, to alledge out 
of Frozard, that King Arthur accuſtomed to hold the Solemnities of 
his Round Table at Yynd/ore : But as I dare not over boldly avouche 
al King Arthures Antiquities, the rather bycauſe it hathe bene thought 
a diſputable Queſtion wheather theare weare ever any ſuche Kinge or 
no; ſo like I not to joine with Frozard in this Part of that Stoarie, by- 
cauſe he is but a forrein Writer, and (ſo farre as I ſee) the only Man that 
hath delivered it unto us ; and therfore, ſuppoſing it more ſafe to follow 
our owne Hyſtorians, eſpecially in our owne Hyſtorie, I thinke good to 
leave the Tyme of the Brytons, and to deſcend to the Raygne of the 
Saxon Kings, to thend that they may have the firſt Honour of the Place; 
as they weare indede the firſt Authors of the Name. | | 

It is evident therfore by the Teſtimonie of ſundrie Authors, that the 
Kings of this Realme, ever ſithence the Tyme of Edwarde (common- 
ly called the Confeſſor) have uſed Vyndſore bothe for their Diſporte, 
and Sojournyng : But yet whether that weare done at the Caſtle which 
we now calle New Vyndſore, or at the decayed Borrowe (which yet 
1 the Name of Olde Wynd/ore, and is not paſt the Diſtance of 
a Myle removed from the other) it is neyther of thoſe Writers ſo cer- 
teinly ſer forthe, nor of al Readers ſo fullie underſtoade, but that the 
Matter defirethe further Lighte and Explication. And therfore it ſhal 
not be amiſſe, firſt to ſet downe thoſe Notes oth Hiſtorie as concerne 
the old Court, and then to proſecute the Begininge and Increaſe of the 
new Caſtle. 

Ealred the Abbat of Ryvauxe, and Henry the Archedeacon of Hunting- 
don, doe bothe write that Kinge Edw. the Confeſſor made often abode 
at Wyndſore : Wheare (as they ſaye, and if the Copies be not miſwrit- 
ten, for ſome other Authors reaport it of Wyncheſter) a Thing or Twaine 
happened in the King's owne Preſence not unw2orthie the Recitalle. 

The one is, that whileſt the Kinge ſate at Dyner theare, accompanied 
with the Earle Godwyne, and others of the Nobilitie, it fortuned his 12 

arer 
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bearer (as he brought Wyne to the Bourde) to ſlippe withe the one 
Foote, and yet (by good Strengthe of his other Legge) to recover him- 
ſelfe without falling to the Ground; which Thinge when the Earle had 
obſerved, he ſaicd pleaſantlie, that theare 7he one Brother had wel holpen 
the other: Marie (quothe the King by and by) /o myghte me myne, ne 
hadſt thou bene, Earle Godwyne ; caſting in his Diſhe the Murder of his 
Brother, Prince A/frede, who was moſt ſhamefullie done to Death at 
Elie, by the Procurement of this Godwyne. At this Speache the Earle 
was ſoare moved, and thinking it highe Tyme to make his Purgation, 
he tooke a Morſel of Breade into his Hande, and praying (with great 
and vehement Obteſtations) that it might choke him, if he had by any 
meanes cauſed that Slaughter or conſented therto, he put the Breade 
into his Mouthe, and was immediatly ſtrangled thearwithal. 

Some write that thisBread was before accurſed by Wulſtaue (that won- 
drous Biſhop of Worceſter) after a ſuperſtitious (or rather impious ) 
Manner, then uſed, and called Lopyned, that is, curſed Breade, whear- 
by they unlaufulle tempted God, as in olde 'Tyme they did by their Or- 
dale, and we yet do by our Popiſb Monomachie, or Wager of Battaile: 
But Ealred himſelfe affirmethe, that, after the Woords ſpoken by the 
Earle, the Kyng bleſſed the Bread with the Signe of the Croſſe (for 
that is the olde Tranſlation of Benedicere, to make the Signe of a Croſſe) 
and then willed the Earle to eate it. By whiche you lee, that theiſe 
Men agree as wel together, as Bleſſing and Curſing be one like to an 
other. Wherfore letting theim and this paſſe, let us come to the other 
Matter. 

The ſame Kynge ſittinge likewiſe at Meate theare, and having at 
his Table, Tofty and Harold (two of the Sons of the ſame Earle) tooke 
a Cup and dranke to Harolde, which cauſed 70%, ſo ſoone as he per- 
ceaved it, to boyle with greate Heate of envious Diſpleaſure, that the. 
Kyng ſhould make the Shewe of better Countenance to his younger 
Brother ; and therupon, forgetting bothe duetiful Reverence and: Bro- 
therly Love, he could no longer conteyne himſelfe, but in the Preſence 
of the King lept from the Bourde, flewe upon Harolde, caughte him 


by the Heare of the Heade, and in moſt violent and rude Manner (or 


rather without al Manner) haled him to the Ground. Harold againe 
for his parte, beinge provoked by this Outrage and Indignitie, did the 
beſt he could to recover his Feete, and ſparing no Force, layed mygh- 
tie Blowes upon his Brother, ſo that the Kinge himſelfe was fayne to 
put to his Hand, and todeparte theim, and then in, Contemplation of this 
Affraye, he pronounced plainlie, that he ſawe great Calamitie towardes 
the Realme by the meanes of theiſe Brethren ; whearin howe true a 
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Prophete he was, the Overthrowe of Harold? in the Fielde, and the 
Conqueſt of the whole Realme enſuing it, did ſhortlye after declare. 
But let us return to Wynd/ore. 

This Kinge, althoughe he mighte ſeme to have ſomme Liking of 
this Place, by reaſon that he many Tymes reſorted thither, yet did he 
not muche beautifie it with Buyldinge; but at ſuche Tyme as he 
founded the Abbay of Weſtminſter, and endowed the Monkes theare 
with manie large Poſſeſſions, he gave theim (amongeſt other) his Ma- 
nour of Wynd/ore alſo. Whiche Thing, when William the Conqueror 
(after al Troubles appeaſed) had underſtoade, he muche miſliked ; and 
therfore, althoughe otherwiſe he muche favoured King Edward's Foun- 
dation of that Abbay, and had increaſed the ſame by liberal Guifts of 
his owne, yet being allured (as himſelfe in his Charter confeſſethe) by 
the pleaſant and princelie Scituation of the Place, c hoc maxime, quod 
utihs & commodus viſus eſt, propter contiguam aquam, & hylvam venati- 
bus aptam, & omnino regiæ perbendinationi utilis, he reſumed it by Way 
of Exchange, and gave to the Monkes for amendes Barter/ay and 
Man ſiworthe in Surrey, and ſundrie other Landes in Eſſex to make up 
the Valew. | 

Now althoughe by theiſe the Woordes of his Charter it mighte pro- 
bablie be conjectured, that eyther he performed, or at the leaſt purpo- 
ſed ſomme Buylding at Wynd/ore, yet it ſhould ſeme by Henry Hunting 
don, William of Malmſbury, and hon Roſſe, that he did theare very 
little, or rather no Coſte at alle, in ſo muche as they aſcribe to Kinge 
Henry (the Son of this William) the whole Thanke of the Foundation 
of the new Towne and Caſtle. Onlie, I reade, that King William ſo- 
journed often at Wyndſore, and that at one Tyme theare happened in 
his Preſence an other great Brawle, not betwene two fleſhlie Brethren 
as the former was, but betwixte a couple of ſpiritual (or ſpightful) Fa- 
thers, Thomas Noxman and Lanfranck, Archebiſhops of Yorke and Can- 
terbury, contending (of Pride alſo) whether ſhould have Prioritie of 
Place, and fitte higher then the other. Which Contention of theirs 
was on eche parte ſo egerlye purſued, that the Kinge tooke Knowledge 
of the Cauſe, and hearing the Argumente of eche Partie, commanded 
the Archebiſhop of Yorke to yeld the Place to Lanfranch, as to the 
cheif Metropolitane, But whether this Judgement made an Ende of 
the Quarrel or noe, you ſhall perceave anone. : 

Kinge Henry, the firſt of that Name, and youngeſt Sonn to the Con- 
queroure, either of his owne good Liking of this Place, or in Perform- 
ance of that which his Father had entended, removed his Palacie from 
the Bottome to the Hille, from Olde Wynd/ore, I meane, to the mow

and of a Manour-Houſe made a coſtlie Caſtle, in which he erected a 
Chappel to the Name of the Virgine Marie, and placed five ſecular 
Preiſtes in the ſame. By this occaſion, the olde "Towne in Tyme de- 
cayed, and the whole Honour was transferred to the new Worke, fav- 
inge that in memorie of thauncient Glorie, it is yet knowen by the 
Name of a Borrowe, and thearbie ſendethe to the Parlement. 

And now the King having finiſhed his Worke, and meaning to ho- 
nour the Place, appointed to holde the Solemnitie of a ſtatelie Chri/t- 
mas at Myndſore Caſtle ; wheare (the manner then being, that our 
Kings ſhould weare theire Crownes in al theire highe Feaſts and Aſſem- 
blies) Thurſtane the Archebiſhop of Yorke came with his Crofle caried 
up before him, and offered to 2 the Crowne upon the Kinges Head ; Pariſ. 
but William Corboil then Archebiſhop of Canterburie (reviving the old Flor. 
Quarreil) not onlie tooke that Office out of his Hand, but alſo ruffeleld 
with him in ſuche rude Sorte, that what by the Favour of the Kinge, 
and what by the Helpe of the Standers-by, bothe Thur/tane and his 

Croſſe weare violentlie throwne and thruſte out of the Doares. 

This Variance betwene the Archebiſhops, firſt moved for Superiori- 
tie of Place and then maintened for bearing up their Croſſes, 
was not appeaſed until the Tyme of Kinge Edwarde III; who under 
his greate Seale publiſhed a final Order in that Behalfe. But bycauſe 
that Matter hathe many Members, and thoſe more fitte to be proſe- 
quuted in other Places, I will leave it heare, and make Note of ſuche 
Occurrences as more properlye perteigne to WY ynd/ore. 

It is reaported, that, whileſt Kinge'R:charde the Firſt made great Pro- 1195 
viſt at Vyndſore for his Journey towarde the Holy Land, an olde Here- * 
mite came and preſented him with a Peice of the holy Croſſe, as he 
would make him beleve, and tolde him in playne Woordes, that he 
ſhould not conquere JFeruſalem in that Expedition. I reade alſo, that 
at ſuche Tyme as the ſame Kinge was occupied in thoſe his holie 1153 
Warres abroade, hen his Brother, by the Inſtigation of the Kinge of 
France, diſtourbed the Government at home, and entred this Caſtle of W Neuberg. 
Myndſore; but before he had ſufficientlie furniſhed himſelfe for the De- 
fence therof the Nobilitie of the Realme aſſembled themſelves, and 
wreſted it out of his Hands againe. 

This Jhon was afterward Kinge of Ingland, and oftentymes uſed to 
honour che Caſtle of J/ynd/ore with his Royal Preſence, who allo want- 
ing Money for the neceſſarie atcheiving of his Affaires, and beinge en- 
formed that the Jewes within his Realme had raked together a great 
Maſſe of Treaſure by unjuſt Uſurie, (that Canker of al common Weales) Pariſ. 
he cauſed them al to be apprehended, and committing theim to the 118. 
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Caſtle of Yyndſore for their ſafe Cuſtodye, raunſomed them at Leyſure 
for ten thouſand Markes of ready Money. 

He alſo (thoughe little to the Increaſe of his Wealthe, yet to no 
ſmalle Blemiſhe of his Honour) impriſoned at the ſame Caſtle the in- 
nocent Wife and Children of William de Brauſe, ſaid to have ſtirred. 
Sedition in Tre/and againſt him, and theare ſuffered theim molt pite- 
ouſlie to pyne by Famine. 

Furthermore, in the Warres that aroaſe betwene the ſame Kin 
hon and his Nobilite, Lewes the French King's eldeſt Sonne (which 
y Incitation of the Pope, and Interceſſion of the Noblemen, invaded 

Ingland) had gayned the Poſſeſſion of al the Southe Parte of this Realme, 
the Caſtles of Dover and Vyndſore onlie excepted, the which (notwith- 
ſtanding his ſundrie great and violent Attemptes) he could never by 
any Meanes obteyne. And in the like Debate and Contention, betwene 
Kinge Henry III. and his Barones (and therof called the Barones Warre) 
Edwarde the Prince (ſurnamed Longeſhanke, and afterwarde the firſt 
Kinge of that Name) held againit theim the Caſtle of Yynd/ore for his 
Father's Behoofe, until ſuche Tyme as he roade from theare to King- 
}ton, to offerre Symon (the Earle of Leyceſter, and cheif Patrone of the 
contrarie Faction) ſomme Treatie of Pacification, wheare he was by him 
unhonourablie deteyned, againſt Promiſe, until he had rendered ynd- 
fore into his Hands and Poſſeſſion, and ſo loſt that by Fraude, whiche 
the other could never have gotten-by Force from him. | 

Thus (as | you ſee) from the Tyme of Kinge Hen. I. 
until the Reigne of the thirde Kinge of that Name, the Caſtle of 
yndſore was bothe renowned for Strengthe, and eſteamed for Plea- 
ture :- But when Kinge Edwarde III. (ſurnamed of Myndſore, bycauſe 
he was borne theare) had atchieved great Glorie by ſondrie Victories 
abroade, and purpoſed to raile at home ſomme ſuche princelie Monu- 
ment as mighte extend his Fame to al Poſteritie, he tourned his Eye to 
yndſore, which then by that Tyme, partlye throughe Age that con- 
ſumethe al Things and partly by the former inteſtine Warres that had 
touched it, was ſomwhat declined, and drawing towarde the worſe: 
Wherfore pulling downe the olde Woorke, he erected in the Place a 
muche more ſtatelie Peice, uſing thearin the Advice and Overſighte of 
William Wickham (otherwiſe called Perotte) which was afterwarde Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter, and became Founder of the Newe College in Ox- 
ferde. He made within the Caſtle, at the ſame Tyme alſo, a College 
of twelve: Canons and twenty-four poore Parſons, which he en- 
dowed with lyving, and dedicated it (after the Error of that Age) to 
che Honour of the. Virgine Marie and St. George the Martyr. And to 
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ſhew that he was deſirous to heape Honour upon it, he annexed thear- 
unto the inveſting of the Knightes of the Ordre of the Garter, which 
himſelfe had a little before deviſed: Placing thearin the Round Table of 

his Chivalrie, for thexpences wherof he allowed 100 /. by the Weeke, 
until the Charge of his Warres in France cauſed him to withdraw his 
Hande. The Cauſe of which his honourable Inſtitution, as alſo the 
Names of the firſt Knights therof I wil heare-ſett downe in ſuche 
Sorte, as I my ſelfe not many Yeares ſince, inſerted the ſame into the 
Booke of ſeveral Devices of Paradine the Frenchman, upon Occaſion 
that he, envyinge by Likelyhoode the Glorie of our Nation, had wil- 
fully 1 7 the Ordre of the Garter in Ingland, when he had 
carefullie ſet foorthe all other the Prowes and Chevalrie that be in 
Chriſtendome. | 

The noble and mightie Prince Edwarde III. Kinge of Ingland, after 
that he had not onlie prevailed in ſundrie Battailes againſt the Scotts, 
but had alſo overcome the Frenchemen at Creſſey, and had wonne from Ex carta F4-* 
theim their Towne and Porte of Calaice, to thend that he mighte wardi It. 
bothe the better ſatisfie in Honour al ſuche as before ſerved him, and 
withal encourage others that from thenceforthe ſhould aſſiſte him, in 
the Quarreil of God and his Righte, in the 23d Yeare of his Reigne 
over Inglande, and lot over France, deviſed the Ordre of the Garter 
with this Poſie, Hony ſoit, qui mal y penſe : The which Inſtitution of 
his farre paſſethe al other the Ordres of Knighthoode in Europe, whe- 
ther you reſpecte the Majeſtie of the Inſtitutor, being a moſt victo- 
rious Prince, which had Priſoners at one Tyme, Jon and David, 
Kinges of France and Scotland, and which refuſed the Empire when 
it was offered him; or the Antiquitie of the Ordre it ſelfe, being de- 
viſed before the Ordres of the Starre, the Anunciation, St. Mychael, 
the Golden Fleece, or any other in Chriſtendome; or the Qualitie of the 
ſame, being grantable onlic to Gentlemen of Bloude, and Knightes 
without Blemiſhe of Life, as by thordinance therof may appeare. He 
ment by this Warlike Garter of Gold (as ſome thinke) to denote, that 
the Bearers therof ſhould be always preſt, readie, and girte (as it weare) 
for the Defence of Religion and Juſtice: Or (as others conjecture) he 
would thearby, that even as the Legg is encompaſſed round about with 
the Garter, ſo the Wearers therof ſhould be furniſhed with the Circle 
of al good and vertuous Qualities, 

I am not ignorant that Polidore Virgil (following that Tale, which 
commethe by Tradition amongſt the common People) chinkethe that 
this Garter was deviſed upon Occaſion of a Garter that fell from a Gentle- 
woman whome the Kinge loved, which whileſt he ſtouped to take up 
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very diligentlie, he gave to the Beholders good Matter of Laughter: 
But the King told theim that the Tyme would come, when they alſo 
ſhould honour the Gartre, and that thearupon he grounded this Deviſe, 
adding theiſe Wordes withal, Hony ſoit, qui mal y penſe, in Token that 
himſelfe in that doing ment noe Diſhoneſtie or Wantonneſſe. But 
T thinke better to followe any of the former Opinions, touching this 


Matter, as being fitter for ſo martial a Prince, and for the 


Thing in Hand. 
This Ordre was at firſt accompliſhed with the Number of 26 


Knightes, the Kinge himſelfe being the Sovereigne, the Names of al 
which, together with a Breviate of the firſt Lawes therof (as I finde 


theim in an ancient Rolle) do follow heare.

7 After the Deathe of any one, the Sovereigne with fix others ſhal 
name nyne, that is to ſay, three Countes, three Bannerets, and three 
Bachelers, of which the Sovereigne ſhal chooſe him that hathe moſt 
Voices ; and if he die before he have his Habite, it is judged to be 
no Poſſeſſion.

King Edward having thus builded, and beautified his Caſtle and 
Colledge, cauſed St. George (his Patrone) to be ſet on Horſebacke, 
bearing a red Croſſe in a white Shield, and commaunded that the In- 
gliſb Knightes and Souldiours ſhould beare likewiſe in the Field for e- 
ver. And althoughe this mighte have ſemed fufficient for the Prote- 
ction and Honour of the Churche, to have St. George brandiſhing in 
bright Armour, with his Blade ready drawen, yet bycauſe al that tend- 
ed rather in Terror than Religion, it was procured in the Tyme of 


Kinge Henry V. that Sigiſinunde the Emperoure ſhoulde be gratified 


with a Garter, whoe to requite that Courteſie, gave a moſte precious 
Relique to St. Georges Chappel, even the verie Harte of St. George 
himſelfe, if, at the leaſt, 7n Roſſe be worthie to be believed. More- 
over, the ſame Kinge Hen. V. underſtandinge that our Ladie was halfe 
Partener in the Patronage with St. George, by Kinge Edwardes owne 
Dedication, and finding that hitherto ſhe had not theare any due Ho- 
nour done vnto her, he cauſed her Image to be caſt in cleane Silver, 
and gilding it al over, he advanced that in the Chappel alſo. 

And nowe the Caſtle thus ſtately builded, the Ordre of the Garter 
thus honourablie deviſed, and the Chappel it ſelfe thus gorgeouſlye 
decked, theare wanted nothing to abſolute Glorie, as the Worlde then 


thoughte, but Endowment, and yearly Lyving: And therfore Kinge | 


Edward IV. (enclined more to the Advauncement of vaine Pompe, to 
feede the Sence then to the Promotion of verie Vertue)...... : 
tooke from thoſe Foundations of his Competitor Ringe Henry VI. (moſt 
noblie perfourmed at Eaton and Cambridge for the Increate of Learn- 


ing) ſo muche yearlie Revenue as amounted almoſt to a. thouſand 
TE Pounds, 
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Pounds, and beſtowed it upon Canons, Vicares, Singing-men, Orga- 


niſtes, and Choriſters at Myndſore. He builded for theim of new alſo 

that curious Chappel (or rather Church) which now ſtandethe, ſave 

the Toppe onlie, which the Lord Reignald Bray afterward finiſhed, 
After this Kinge Henry VII. mynding to prepare for his owne Se- 


pulture at VHyndſore, pulled downe that olde Chappel, which Kinge 


Edw.TII. had builte, and which ſtoude at the Eaſt Ende of this greater 
Worke, and in the Place therof he raiſed a new Ende. But for as 


muche as he afterwarde changed his Purpoſe, and made for his one 


Burial that incomparable Worke at Weſtminſter (which now yet bear- 


ethe his Name) this other Peice of Building at //'ynd/ore was other- 
wiſe employed. 


This Churche at Fynd/ore is honoured with the Enterrement of 


three Kinges ; of Hen. VI. whoſe Bodie (after the Death of Edi. IV.) 
was tranſlated from Chertſey thither, and is beſtowed without the 


.Chauncel at the Southe Doare of the Quire; of Edward IV. (the 


Founder) which lyethe buried in an Iron Chappel on the Northe Side 


of the Quire ; and laſtlie of Kinge Henry VIII. whoſe Bodie reſtethe 
in the mydſt of the Chauncel it ſelfe without any apparent Tombe 
over it. Theare be extant alſo the Monuments of the Burials of theiſe 
honourable Perſons following, that is to ſaie, the Lord Haſtings mur- 
dered by Rich. III. the Lord Roſſe, Sir Reignold Bray, (which three 
founded three ſeveral Chaunteries, wherof two be converted to the 
Stipend of a Divinitie Reader) the Earle of Worceſter, a baſe Son to 
dw. IV. and Charles Brandon the late Duke of Suffolke, Finallie, 
as in the late Tyme of general Darkneſs, no Place was free from one 
Sorte of ſuperſtitious Mawmetrie or other; ſo this Churche of Mynd- 


ſore, not longe after the laſt Building, was polluted with the Wil 


Woorſhip of Holy Kinge Henry (as they called him) in Revenge (as 


it ſhould ſeme) of that deſpitefull Injurie, which Kinge Edward IV. 


an olde red Velvet Hatte of his (that laye theare 


(che Author of chis Chappel) had done unto him. | 
The ſeely bewitched People gadded hither on Pilgrimage, being 


perſwaded that a ſmalle Chippe of his Bedſteade (which was kepte 


heare) was a precious Relique, and that to put upon a Man's Heade 


) was a Sovereigne 
Medicine againſt the Head-ache. The Figure of al which Superſti- 


tion yet ſtandethe in the Glaſſe Windowe over-againſt the Place of his 


Burial. And if my Memorie do not muche deceive me, Mr. Thor: 
Shorne (that holy Man whiche helde the Divle in a Boote) had an Of- 
tering Place, and St. Anthonie the Savioure of Swyne had his Stye or 
Stalle in this Churche alſo, 3 


Thus 
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Thus muche of the College and Churche of Yynd/ore, which is 
valued in the Recordes at 1396 Poundes of yearlie Revennue, and en- 
joyethe for her Servitures and Tithe many and great Priviledges. 

In the which Recordes it moreover appearethe, that Tythe hathe 
bene payed of Wyne preſſed out of Grapes, that grewe in the little 
Parke theare, to the Abbott of Waltham, which was Parſon bothe of 
the old and new yndſore, and that Accompts have bene made of the 
Charges of planting the Vines, that grewe in the ſaide Parke, as alſo 
of making the Wynes, whearof ſomme Partes weare ſpent in the Houſe- 
holde, and ſomme ſolde for the Kinges Profite. But nowe to re- 
tourne to the Caſtle, that I may thearot make an Ende alſo. 

Three Kinges onlie we have that weare borne at Vyndſore: d- 
ward III. ſurnamed of that Place: Henry VI. that was fainted after 
his Deathe: And Edwarde VI. that was a Saincte bothe in his Life 
and Deathe. I reade not of any greate Coſt done theare ſithence the 
Tyme of Kinge Edwarde III. untill the Reigne of our gladſomme So- 
vereigne E/:zabeth; thoughe eche Prince after hathe put to Hande, 
and done ſomething. For Henry VII. builded a faire Lodging of 
hewed Stone at the Weſt Ende of the Palaice: And Kinge Hen. VIII. 
made the Porter's Lodge, or firſt Gate, as you entre into the Caſtle, 
which is called the Eſcheaquer, whearin the Courte, and Recordes of 
the Honour be kepte and holden. 

The ſame Kinge Henrie VII. begann a Frierie of Bricke-woorke at. 
Wyndfore, which is nowe the Gardeine and Timbre Yarde ; but as he 
changed his. former Purpoſe touching the Chappel, and performed it 
at Weſtminſter, ſo (J ſuppoſe) he ſpent this latter Devotion upon the 
Friers Howſe, which he erected at Greenwicbe. But yet before he 
had withdrawen his Mynde from Wynd/5re, he made the faire Cawhic 
that yet is betwene that and London. And Kinge Henrie VIII. (for 
His Parte alſo) endowed Myndſore Caſtle withe the Tytle of an Ho- 
noure, and increaſed the Territorie with the Addition of diverſe Landes ; 
he alſo meant (us many thinke) to have beſtowed greate Charge in 
building theare, if happelie in his Tyme Water might have bene 
founde fitt to be conveied thither in Conduicte, as afterwarde in the 
Reigne of Kinge Edwarde and Queene Marie it was begunn and 
broughte to paſſe; which Queene allo added the Almetſhowſes whearin 
the poore Knightes doe inhabite. 5 

But nowe at ſuche T'yme as it pleaſed our gratious God, to the im- 
mortall Glorie of his holie Name, and to the unſpeakeable Comfort J 
of us al, to advaunce our Sovereigne Ladie Eligabethe to the Royal | 
Throne of this Realme, the carctullic viewed (amongeſt — 
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Eſtate bothe of this College and Caſtle at Yyndſere ; and firſt finding 
the ſpiritual Building of the Churche theare more then halfe ſuncke 
(being at the firſt layed upon the falſe Foundation of ſandie Stones of 
Superſtition, and Rubbiſhe of Romiſhe Religion) ſhe foorthewith 
called cuning and learned Maſons unto her, and renewing by theire 
Miniſterie the grownde Woorkes thearof ſtayed the whole Frame, 
upon the true ſquared Doctrine of Jeſus Chriſt, the onlie Corner Stonne 
of infalible Buildinge. 

Then afterwarde, aboute the 17. Yeare of her moſt happie Reigne, 
ſhe begann with the Caſtle it ſelfe allo, and not onlie reſtoared 
througheout the ruinous Partes thearof to theire former Strengthe 
and Integritie, but alſo converted foure ſundrie Bridges, and a Tarrace 
of .decayed Tymbre into ſo many new Woorkes of bewtifull Stonne, 
adding beſides a faire Stonne Gate at the rubbiſhe Gate, and a moſt 
gorgeouſe Chappel within the Palace it ſelfe; Things not leſs profittable 
tor Uſe, then plaſante for the Eye. 

Theiſe thearfore ſummaralie are the Beginninges and Increaſes of 
this ſtatelie College and Caſtle Royal; the whiche, wheather you re- 
garde the Wholſomenes of the Aire it ſelfe, the naturall Bewtie and 


Strengthe of the Scituation of the Peice, tlie pleaſante Paſtime mini- 


ſtred out of the Forreſt, Chaces, and Parkes that are annexed unto it, 
the good Neighbourehoode of that noble Ryver which runnethe by it, 
or the reſpective Commoditie of that moſt flouriſhing Citie, that is 
not paſt halfe a Dayes Journey! removed from it, you ſhall; fynde it 
comparable with any Princes Palaice that is abroade, and farre ſur- 
mounting any that we have at Home. 


W1cemorr, picngame pe, Saxon. Chron. Mert. Wigmore in Here- 
fordſhyre is remembred in Storie for two Thinges, thabbay and the 
Caſtle. Thabbay was of Chanons, and was buylded by Hughe Mor- 
7ymer the Earle of Shreuſbyry in the Tyme of Hen. III. after thorder 
of the Chanons of St. Victor in Paris, into whoſe Churche it was for- 


Hidden by Innocent II. that any Woman ſhould entre without Licence. 


The ſame Law belike was obſerved for Entrye into the Chambre allo, 
though his Commaundment have no mention therof ; for the good 
Men weare more fearfull to ſee Women in their open Oratories, then 
ſhamfaſt ro touche theim in ſecrete Corners. This Houſe was valued 
at 269 Poundes of yearly Revennue. The Caſtle of Wigmore is of 
more Antiquitie; for it appeareth by ſundry good Authors, that Kinge 
E. thelder havinge muche to doe againſt the Danes, cauſed for De- 
tence of the Countrie ſundrye Caſtles to be buylded throughout his 

Domi- 
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Dominion, and amongeſt others, one at Wigmore. This was no ſoner fer. 
rayſed, but the Danes with great Furie aſſayled it; howbeit ſuche was 

the Courage of the Defendantes, that they weare utterly repulſed. 

This Caſtle after the Conqueſt came to the Handes of the Mortymers, 

of the which one Hugbe, a verye proude Man (as the Storie report- 

eth him) in the Begynninge of the Reigne of Kinge Hen. II. not only 
refuſed to do Fidelitie to the Kinges Chyldren, as al other of the No- , ''*+ 
bilitie had done before, but alſo armed himſelfe, and manned this 22255 
Caſtle and others for his Defence: But the Kinge approched with his 


© Power, toke his Caſtles by Force, razed theim, and enforced him to 


Obedience. The Hyſtorie of the Eſcape of Kinge Eqdw. I. from the 
Caſtle of Hereford to Worceſter (mentioned in HRRETORD and Wok- 


CESTER before) is of ſome referred to this Place, and therfore the brot 
Copies for Trial of the Trouthe would be well conferred, Foul 


WERWELL, Werewealla, Aſſer. Dpeppillon, Saxon. Ethelfrithe, or 
Elfrithe, the ſecond Wife to Kinge Edgar, and Mother in law to E. 
whome ſhe murdered at Corfe, (as under that Title is already diſ- 


cloſed) beinge (as they ſay) repentant for that Facte, buylded two deb 


Monaſteries for Expiation of her Fault, Aymſbyry by thordre of Clu- Rudbom, 
niacs in Wilteſhyre, and Werwel of St. Benets Rule neare Anduer in? 


Hamſhyre. This Repentance (ſayth Mathew the Monke of Weſtmin- _ 


fter) was cauſed by occaſion of a Miracle that befell at Yarham on \ 
this Maner. After the Slaughter committed, to thend that ſhe might 
the better conceal the Murdre, ſhe comaunded the Body to be ob- 
ſcurely buryed at Warham, but ſuche was God's Mercy toward the ?o'y4 
Martyr, and Juſtice againſt the Murtherers, that be cauſed bright Pil- 
lers to falle from Heaven, and point out the Place wheare the Body 
laye hydden. By Reaſon hearof theare was great Concourſe of People, 
amongeſt the which ſo many as weare eyther blinde, lame, deafe, or 
otherwile diſeaſed, weare preſently reſtoared to their Sighte, Legges, 
Healthe and Hearinge. When this Thinge came to E/fr:thes Eare, 
ſhe alſo determyned to ryde thyther and beholde the ſame; but when 
ſhe was on Horſbacke, meaninge to ſer forwarde, the Horſe by no son. 
Maner of Meanes could be made to ſtyrre. Then began ſhe to for- 
thinke her of her Fault, tranſlated the Body to Shafteſbyry, and found- 
ed this Monaſterie at Herwel. But for al this, within one Yeare af- 
ter, ſhe was by the juſt Judgement of God conſumed with Vermyne, 
to reache the World (no Doubt) that true Repentance conſiſteth not 
in Buyldinge of Houſes, but in breakinge of Hartes, not in Shew and 
outward Devotion, but in Sorow, inward Contrition. At ſuche Tyme

Daughter Edgithe he had maryed, he thruſt her with one Handmay-

Whearin I thinke he played but the Shrew, howſoever the Monkes 

have fainted him; for I have not hytherto learned, that a Chri- 
ſtian Man may put his Wife from him for Hatred of her Father, 
and muche leſſe do I judge theim Sainctes that fo doe. Howbeit, ey- 
ther we mult allow theim many ſnche Sainctes, or els we ſhal leave 
many Blancs in the Popiſh Kalenders. This Monaſterie was valued , 
at 339 Poundes by the Yeare, 


Wyre, fluv. Vuga, Lat. Lel. & Giraldo. Gouwye, Brytan. The Ry- 
ver of Wye in Southe Wales yeldeth Salmon plentifullye, and it riſethe 
(ſayeth Gyrald) out of the great Hylle, which the Welſhmen calle Eleu- 
nithe, and thengliſbe Moruge, it runneth by the Caſtles of Hay, Cl:f- 
ford, Hereford, Wilton and Goodriche; from thence it flippeth throughe 
the Foreſt of Deane, and falleth by Chep/tow into the Sea, makinge 
the Marche or Boundes betwene Ingland and Wales; as by thopinion 


of 7hom Refs, it hathe done ever ſence the Tyme of Kinge Erhe/tane. 


WyBLEy. In the Warres betwene Kinge Stephen and Maude them 
Hom, the Kinge fearinge that by the Defection of ſundrye of his No- 
les, dyvers ſtronge Places might come to the Poſſeſſion of his Ene- 
mye, toke by Force the Caſtles of Briſtow, 'Glouceſter, Salope, Ludlaw, 
Hereford, and Webley in Herefordfbyre. I think this Caſtle be now 


gone to Ruyne, bycaufe I finde it not named amongeſt the Caſtles of 


that Shyre; howbeit the Towne contynueth to this Day a Market. 


Woops roc, pubur doc, i. Locus / Syloeftris.. Albeit Mocadſtoc in 
Ox fordſbyre was before the Conqueſt a Manor Houſe perteyninge to 
the Princes of this Realme, as by a Traitye of Lawes eſtabliſhed theare 


in the Dayes of Kinge Ezhelred,: a Man may eaſely conjecture; yet 


the Place owethe the Thanke of her cheif Glorie to Kinge Hen. I. 
the Son of the Conquerour, who both made the Houſe that yet, ſtand- 
eth, and encloſed the Parke with Stone. which to this Day in many 
Places hath Continuance. J Rojs affirmeth, that this was the firſt 


Parke within the Realme, and that the Kinge not only furniſhed it 


with red and falow Deare, ſuche as our Parks now have, but ſtoared 
it alſo withe Lynces, Leopardes, Camels, and fuche other ſtraunge 
Beaſtes as forein Princes and Potentates ſent him from beyonde the 
Sea, This Example of his gave Occafion to the Noblemen, (who co- 
monly 
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monly imitate their Kinge, and therfore ſo muche the more warie 

ought Princes to be in al their Behavioure, leaſt happely they hurt 

more by Example, then by the Acte) to do the like, and amongeſt 

others Henry the Earle of Warwicke made thold Parke at Warwic, Ro. 

then called MWegnol Parke. Sone after that the Kinge had ſtoared this 

Parke, or (to ſpeake as they then uſed) Deerfolde, he departed from 

Dunſtaple thyther to ſee it; and as he rode up and downe, accompa- 

nyed with Roger the Biſhop of Saliſbyry on the one Side, and Robert 

Bloet the Byſhop of Lincolne on thother Side; the Biſhop of Lincolne 114. 

beinge ſodeinly ſtricken with an Apoplexie, cryed out, lape nd cyng ic Con. Sax. 
pet; i. Lord Kinge, I die: Wherwith the Kinge -lighted from his 
orſe, and toke him up in his Armes, but he died immediatly. 

Henry of Huntingdon, reportinge this Stoarie, in an Epiſtle whiche he Hunting. 

wrate, Warino Brytoni de origine regum Brytannorum, (which I have 

ſene joyned with his Storie) noteth that this Byſhop was wont to ryde 

with 200 Horſes, ſeminge thearby to inſinuate, that ſodeine Deathe of 

Juſtice followed his excedinge Pride. This Kinge, as alſo others fol- 

lowinge him, delighted greatly in Woodſtoc, holdinge their many So- 

lemnities of Chri/tmas, Eaſter, and other Feaſtes. Amongeſt others, 

Kinge Hen. II. fallinge out of Likinge with his Quene Aleonore, and 1173. 

fallinge in Love with Ro/amonde his Paramour, provided for her ao. 

Chambre of cloſe Conveyance at Woodftor, wherof is ſpoken in Goprs- 

Tow before, p. 131. The ſame Kinge toke Homage of Ma/colme the arif. 

Kinge of Scotts, and Reſe the Prince of Wales, at Woodſtoc. I read 

alſo in Mat. Paris, that in the Tyme of the ſaid Kinge, a Chylde was 

martyred at Voodſtoc; but for what Cauſe, or by what Meane, he 

ſhoweth nat. What Tyme Kinge Jon toke Othe of Fidelitie, of al 11-0, 

the Freholders of the Realme, even fo many as weare of 12 Yeares ol 

Age and upward, he cauſed his Nobilitie and the /Yel/pmen to come 

to M oodſtoc to doe their Homage. Kinge Her. III. lyinge at * 1:9. 

ftoc, receaved Worde of the Death of the Earl Marthal that was flayne 

in Ireland, which as it greaved him greatly, ſo he ſpared not to thew 

it openly, aflirminge that Fraunce and Iuglaud had not the like Man, bn 

and held his Obſequie ſolemly, doinge with great Coaſte al Thinges 

requiſite to ſuche a Ceremonie. This Kinge elcaped a great Mitcheif, 123; 

entended to have bene practized againſt him at Hocdſtac; for as he 

lay heare, a Gentz purpoſinge to flea him, fayned hun ſelfe fonde, 

aud gettinge in at a Wyndow of his Chambre, which by Neghgence 

was lefte open, ſought him with a drawen Weapon from Place to 

Place, tille at the Lengthe miſſinge the Kinges Bed Chambre, he puir 

chaunced wheare one Margaret Byſſet, one of the Quenes Gentle-

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women was ſitte at her Prayers, who as ſone as ſhe eſpyed him, 
cryed out and waked the Kinges Servauntes, which toke him, and 
reſented him to the Kinge. Not longe after he was therfore drawen, 
Lanes and quartered. The Feare of ſuche a Miſchief cauſed Kinge 
Hen, VII. a politicque Prince, to make a Gard of choſen Men for 
the Savetie of his Parſon, followinge therin the allowed Practize of 
other Kinges and Emperours, and leavinge to his Succeſſors a Paterne 
which ever ſythence they have followed. J oodſtoc vaunteth of the 
1301. Byrthe of two Noblemen, Edmond the ſecond Son to Kinge Edo. I. 
13:0, and Edward the eldeſt Son of Edw. III. ſurnamed comonly the Blacke 


Anonymus Prince, who dyed in his Father's Lyfe, and whoſe Fame for Prowes 
ſhal live to al Poſteritie.

WepoN1A, Venodotia, opinor. I finde in the Continuation of the 
Storie of Proſper Aquitanicus, that when Kinge Edw. I. had ſubdued 
Lluellyn Prince of Wales, (in ſuche Maner as in AxGL1sEY is before 
declared) he lefte him the Principalitie to him and theires of his Body 
onlye, and that fo barely, as he reſerved to him ſelfe the Homages of 


al the Nobilitie theare, præterquam quinque Baronum qui in confinio ſug 
Wedoniz commorantur, quia aliter / 


rinceps convententer vocari non po- 
teſt, niſi aliquos ſub ſe Barones habeat. This I recyte in the verye 


Woordes, bycauſe I cannot tell what Wedonia ſhould heare meane, ex- 
cept it. be uſed for Venodotia, and ſo ſignifie North Wales. 


WYNCHELSEY, Vync belſega, Lel. At the Mouthe of the Ryver 
Lel. Limen, in Suſſex, ſtandeth Winchelſey, a Lymme of the five Portes, 
i206. which (as I read in a Chartre of Donation made by Kinge Hen. III.) 
| belonged to the Monaſtery of Feęſcamp in Normandye, untill ſuche 
Tyme as the ſame Kinge judginge it mete to be at his owne Appointe- 
ment for Defence of the Sea fide, toke it into his. Handes, and gave 
Ex Diploma'. theim other Landes in Eſchaunge therfore. This was done ſo neare 
as I am able to conjecture, upon Diſpleaſure conceaved for one or 
both theiſe Offences followinge. Whiles he was occupied in Gaſcoigne, 
and faw no Likelhoode of ſpedy Retourne into this Realme, he ſent 
for the Quene his Wife and others to come over to him, committinge 
the Government in the meane Seaſon to Richard his Brother, the 


1252, Earle of Cornewall. Now amongeſt other that prepared theimſelfes 
(tor her more honourable Paſſage) to attend upon the Quene, the Men 
PaTil. 


of Yarmouthe had armed to the Sea a very faire Shippe, which fo 
muche diſpleaſed the envious Eye of the Townſmen of Winchelſey, that 
they quarreiled withe theim, borded their Ship, hurt the Men, and 


takinge 
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takinge theire mayn Maſte from theim, conveied it into one of their l 

owne Veſſels. After this alſo, when the ſame Kinge had prevayled, 

againſt the Seditious, by Overthrow of Symon Mountfort their Capitaine, | 

in the famous Battaile at Eveſham, he ſought by al Meanes to repreſs 

the Rage of ſuche Robbers as in thoſe Tumultes had increaſed, to the 

great Diſquiet of the good Subjectes, and the emboldninge of the Re- 

belles. And for that Purpoſe ordeyned a Capitaine in every Shyre, 

(the fame I thinke which we now calle Lieutenant) who by the Aide 1275. 

of the Shyrife ſhould punithe that Kinde of Offendors : He ſent alſo e. 

Prince Ed. his Son to the Sea Coaſt, to correct ſuche of the Inhabi- 

tantes thear as had fiſhed in troubled Water, and under Shew of his 

Service, had commitred Pyracie upon his Freindes. But when the 

Prince came to Vinchelſey, they of the Towne ſhutte their. Gates, and 

reſiſted him; inſomuche as he was dryven to wynne the Towne b 

Aſſaulte, in the which he flew a great Nombre of the Citizens. The 

Towne thus wonne, he puniſhed ſome by Juſtice, and toke the reaſt 

to Mercy. Theis Outrages I thinke cauſed the Kinge to annexe Win- 

chelſey to the Crowne, and ſubmitte it to the Government of the War- 

dein of the Cinque Portes. After his Deathe, this Edw. ſucceded in 

the Kingdome ; by whoſe Adviſe and Aide, the Townſmen findinge 

theimſelfes muche annoyed withe the Sea, which dayly (as a Cankar) Cel. 

fretted it, abandoned the low Place, and purchaſed of one Trego/e a 

Conyger or Warren, lyinge hard by, but higher then thold Towne, 

wheare by the Direction of Fhon Chircbye, Byſhop of Ely, and the 

Kinges Treaſorer, they layed the Foundations of Minchelſey that now 

is, cloſinge it with Walles and Gates, and conveyinge thyther whatſo- 

ever was worthe the Cariage out of the old Towne. Thus was thold 

Towne forſaken, and lefte to the Mercy of the Sea, which ſhortly 

after devoured the moſt Part of the fame. Whileſt the Townſmen 
weare thus occupied, the Kinge himſelfe came to ſee the Worke ; and 

as he approched, the Noiſe of a Windmylle ſo feared his Horſe, that Le!. er l 

he never ceaſed leapinge and flinginge, tyll he had caſt his Ryder. 7 — | 

The Sight whearof much greaved the Beholders, howbeit they toke _ 

him up without Harme. In the Tyme of Kinge Ed. I. certein Span- Lei. 

yardes landed at WYynchelſey, and ſpoyled the Towne. But at ſuche 

Tyme as Kinge Edo. III. was occupyed at the Siege of Paris in 

Fraunce againit Charles the Dolphyn, the Admyral of Fraunce landed 

by Night at MWinchelſey, toke the Towne, flew the Towneſmen, fyred poly. 

their Houſes, ſpoyled their Goodes, and retourned laden to his Navye. 

Wynchelſey had within Memorie three Parithes, St. Giles, St. T, homas, by relatione 

and St. Leonard, of which St. Thomas only is now. remayninge. b * ms

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had alſo St. Johns Hoſpital, two Friars black and grey, St. Bartil- 
newes Chappel, and Holy Roode Chappel. - In St. Lennardes Churche 
ſtaade the Image of St. Lennard, holden a Fane, or rather Eolus 
Mace, in his Hand, which Women and others of like Infirmitie uſed 
(after Offer inge made) to tourne toward ſuche Coaſtes, as they deſyred 
the Wynd to ſerve for the ſpeadie Retourne of their Freindes or Huſ- 
bandes. Theare are now not above 60 Houſholdes ſtandinge, and 
thoſe for the more Parte poorely peopled ; al which happeneth by 
Reaſon that the Sea hath forſaken the Towne. They have a Maior,

© *  -repreſs the Rage of the Danes, which had prevayled greatly in thoſe 

Partes, which alſo came to paſſe ; for by this Meanes he made the 

moſt Part of the Countrie become obedient. Thother Wytham lyeth 

Bale. in Somerſetſbyre, and was ſometyme a Houſe of Chartrehouſe Monkes,

It might have ſufficed to derive the Foundation of 
Waltham in Efjex from Kinge Harold, as Polyd. ( followinge Mat. of 
Weſtminſter) and others, have before done, But for as muche as not 
only thabbay, but the Towne alſo toke bothe their Beginninge and In- 
creaſe by a holy Croſſe that was muche renowmed theare, the hole 
Diſcourſe of the findinge wherof I have penned by a Canon of Wal- 
tham tore after the Tyme of the Conqueſt, I feared I ſhould do Wal-

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thum wronge, and defraude the Reader, if I ſhould not begyn at the 
Roate. And yet to thend that I neyther wery the one, nor belye tho- 
ther, I have thoughte good both for the Trueth and Shortnes Sake, 
to abridge in ſo. few Woordes, as conveniently I may, that which 
myne Auctor left written in as many as him lyſted. In the Tyme. 
(ſaythe he) that Kinge Canut reigned in Ingland, theare lyved at a Ex Chron. 
Place called comonly Lutegareſbyry, in Frenche Mountague, a ſimple 1 
Man, by Occupation a Carpenter, and by Office Sexten of his Pariſhe, 6s. 

to whome on a Night appeared a Viſion of Chriſte crucified, com 
maundinge him that as ſone as Day brake he ſhould goe to the Pa- 

riſhe Preiſt, and will him, accompanied with his Pariſhioners in ſo— 

lemne Proceſſion, to goe up to the Toppe of the Hyll adjoyninge, and 

to digge, wheare (if they would beforehand make theimielves by Con- 

feflion, Faſtinge, and Prater, worthy of ſuche a Revelacion) they 

ſhould finde a Croſſe, the verye Signe of Chriftes Paſſion. This plaine 

Man, ſuppoſinge it a fantaſtical Dreame, toke at the firſt no great 

Head therof, ſave that he imparted it with his Wife, who alſo thoughte 

it but an Illuſion. Wherfore the Image appeared againe, and ſo gri- 

ped him by the Hande, that the Dynt of the Nayles remayned in his 

Hand to be ſene the Daye followinge. Beinge thus pricked forwarde, 

on he goeth to the Prieſt, and diſcloſeth the hole Matrer.: He array- 

eth his Pariſhe, . diſplayeth his Banners, putteth on Copes and Sur- 

plas, and ſetteth the Carpenter formoſt, as his Captaine; they marche 

to the Place, they digge awhile, and anone they finde a great Mar- 

ble, havinge in it of black Flynt the Image of the Crucifixe, fo artifi- 

cially wrought, as if God himſelfe (ſayth myne Author) had framed 

it. Under the ryght Arme of this Crucifixe thear was a ſmall Image 

of the ſame Forme, a litle Belle alſo, and a blacke Booke conteyninge 

the Text of the four Evangeliſts. Al this they fignified to Tow! le 

Prude, then Lorde of the Soyle, Standard Bearer to the Kinge, and his 
cheif Councelor; who came to the Place in great Haſt, and by thad- 
vice of his Gents, lefte the ſmalle Croſs in the Churche theare, deter- | 
myninge to beſtow the greater in ſuche Place as God ſhould appointe. 
Forthwithe therfore he cauſed to be yoked 12 red Oxen, and ſo many 
white Kyne, and layeth the Stone in a Wayne, myndinge (if God ſo 
wille) to cary it to Canterbyrye; but the Carte] could not by any Force 
be compelled to drawe thytherwarde. When he ſaw that, he chaun- 
ged his Mynde, and bad theim dryve toward his Houſe at. Readinge, 
whearin he had great Delighte; bur ſtill the Wayne ſtode immove-. 
able, notwichſtandinge that the Oxen did their beſt. At the Lengthe 
he remembred a -imalle Houſe that he had begone to buyld at Wal- 


tham 
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tham for his Diſporte, and comaunded 'theim to make thytherward. 
Which Wordes he had no ſoner ſpoken, but the Wayne of it ſelfe 
moved: Now in the way many weare healed of many Infirmities ; 
amongeſt the which threſcore ſixe Parſons vowed their Labour to- 
warde the Conveiance of this Croſſe, and weare the firſt Founders of 
Waltham Towne, wheare was nothinge before but only a ſimple 
Houſe for this Tovi to repoſe himſelfe at when he came thyther to 
hunte, notwithſtandinge that he had therby divers Landes, as Enfield, 
Edelmetun, Letrehunt, Myms, and the hole Baronie that Geffrey of 
Maundvile, the firſt of that Name, after had. Now when the Croſſe 
was -broughte thyther, Tobi commaunded it to be ſet up; and whiles 
one by Chaunce perced it with a Nayle, the Blood iſſued out of the 
Flinte in great Abundance : Wherat Tov! beinge greatly amaſed, fel 
downe and woorſhipped it, promiſeth before it to manumitte his 
Bondmen, to beſtow Poſſeſſions on ſuch as ſhould ſerve it, and there 
preſently gave Waltham, Chenlevenden, Hicche, Lambee, Lukentun, and 
Alwareton, and offered the Sworde whearwithe he was gyrded when 
he was firſt dubbed Knyght. His Wife alſo, called Glitba, beſtowed 
on the Head of this Crucifixe a Crowne of Gold garniſhed with 
Stone, and gave beſides one Jewel, for the which a Byſhop of Win- 
cheſter offered 100 Marcs. This Jovi ceaſſed ſnot] al his Life to be 
beneficial to Waltham; after whoſe Deathe Adelſtan his Son loſte Wal- 
tham, which by Meanes came to the Handes of Edw. the Confeſſour; 
he beſtowed it on Harold, Son to the Earl Godwyn : Harold favour- 
inge the Foundation of Tovi, added to the two Clerkes which he had 
lefte theare, 11 other, and one Uſwyne to Deane; he buylded for 
theim a faire Temple, and invited to the Dedication of the ſame, the 
Kinge, Byſhops, and 20 Nobles of the Realme. This Harold was 
ſhortly after ſlaine in the Field by WÄilliam the Conquerour, whoſe 
Corps his Freindes by great Intreatie (for that the Conquerour had 
purpoſed to have buryed it in the Churche which he vowed and 
buylded for ſuche as weare flaine in that Fight) begged of Kinge 
William, to thend that they myghte lay it at Waltham, as himſelf in 
his Lyfe had appointed. Howbeit when they had longe ſoughte a- 
mongeſt the dead Bodyes, and could not diſcerne his, they called for 
one Edithe, (for her Beauty ſurnamed Spanrhealr, or Whitenecke) 
whom they Kinge loved, and by her Direction toke and conveied it to 
the Ground at Malibam. Thus muche out of the Stoarye of Wal- 
tham Abbay, which by many Conjectures I take to have bene written 


even in that Tyme, when Kinge Hen. II. chaunged the ſeculer and 


maryed Preiſtes of Waltbam, into reguler or chaſt Chanons. I ſhalle 
| not 
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not nede to make any Cenſure upon this Hyſtorie, the Lyinge is no 

leſs egregious then comon, in Writers of this Age and Profeſſion, and 
therfore I wille both ceaſſe to wonder and ſpare to diſchyphre it, 
contentynge my ſelfe to convince theim by theimſelfes only; for ſome 
further Helpe wherto, I will adde a pretye Tale, that Mat. the Monke 

of Weſtminſter hathe of this holy Croſſe. When Harold (ſayth he) Flond. 
ſhould goe to the Field againſt the Conquerour, he came to Waltham 

to doe his Devotion before the Crucifixe ; which at his Departure (in 
Token of a final Farewel) bowed it ſelſe towarde him, and from 
thenceforth contynued croked, even tyll his owne Tyme. Now let us 

goe forwarde.. William the Conquerour toke from this Houſe the 86. 


Town of Waltham, and gave it to Walter the Byſhop of Durham to Chron. Wal- 


repoſe himſelf at, when he ſhould be called to counſeil out of the tam. 
North Countrye. William Rufus, his Son, ſpoyled Waltham of 6666 
Poundes of Money, beſides Jewels and Churche Ornamentes, al which 

he tranſported to Cane in Normandie: Howbeit afterward in Part of 
Amendes, he reſtoared to theim the Towne of Waltham, with al the 
Landes therto of old Tyme appertayninge. This was theſtate of 
Waltham before the Tyme of Hen. II. who, havinge vowed to make 1177. 
an Abbay or Relligious Houſe for Expiation of the Suſpicion of To- 

mas Becket's Deathe, wherwith he was charged, practized with Hugh 

the Popes Legate, that it might excuſe him to make reguler Chanons 

of the ſeculer Preiſtes at Waltham, promiſinge withal that he would 
endow the Houſe with great Poſſeſſions of his owne Gyfte, which, 
Polydore ſayeth, he never performed. The Legate conſented ; the parir 
Kinge therfore brought in his Regulers, made Rauife of Ciceter their Anonymus. 
Prior, and gave Recompence to Guy that was the Deane before : He _ 


beſtowed on the Houſe alſo, thone halfe of Stanſtede and Thele Bridge. Ex Dyplom. 


This Kinge (ſayth Mat. Paris) loved Waltham entyerly, and lay many 
Tymes thearat. Amongeſt other Thinges by him done theare, he 
gave at one Tyme towarde the Maintenance of the Warres againſt the 1192. 
Infidels 42000 Marcs in Sylver, and 500 in Gold. Kinge Rich. I. Pari. 
the Son of this Henry, followinge his Father's Steppes in Favour of 
this Towne, confirmed the Gifte of Vallbam, addinge therto the 
Wood, Haroldes Parke, the Townes of Nejinges, Sywardſton, Ep- Ex ayplom. 
pinges, Netlefiwel, Pasfield, Waldbam, WWindford, Aldwarton, Lukton, 
and Lamborne in Eſſex, beſides ſundry other Thinges in other Shyres. 
This Houfe became ſhortly after an Abbay; ſor J finde that in the 1238. 
Tyme of Hen. III. the Churche was newly dedicate, and the Head Pail. 
named Abbot. The Houſe at the 'Tyme of the late Suppreſſion was 
valued at 400 Poundes of yearlye Revennue, The Croſs at Waltham

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Towne, yet remayninge, is ſuppoſed to have bene buylt amongſt ſun- 
dry others, by Eleanor the Wife to Kinge Edw. I. as in WRSTMYNST ER 
hathe bene already diſcloſed. The Foreſt of Waltham, as I conjecture 
was, at the firſt, called peald, i. the woody Countrye, and therof this 
_ Houle ſtandinge within the fame, named Waltham, or rather pealdham, 
i. the Houſe or Manſion in the Welde, or woody Countrye: Of this 
Foreſt I have a Perambulation, ready to be annexed when Tyme ſhall 
offer. 

Theare is beſides this, a Towne in Hamſbyre, called Waltham alſo, 
which was fyred by the Danes in the Dayes of Kinge Erheldrede, 
at ſuche Tyme as they heryed the hole South Weſt Part of this Realme, 
as in the Saxon Chron. of Merton is to be ſene. 


* WexTon. Bale in his Votaries, recountinge the Foundations of 
Kinge Edgar, reckoneth, that amongeſt other he erected the Houſe 
of Wenton. 


WATLINGSTRETE, Vadinge, Florilego, ſed falſo. It hathe appeared 
before, that Molmutius, the Solon or firſt Law-maker of Inglande, or- 
deyned that ſuche as travayled in the Highe-wayes ſhould enjoye Fredom 
and Libertie of their Parſons and Goodes. It is ſhewed alſo, that bycauſe 
he had not in his Tyme deſcribed the ſame, that Controverſie aroſe which 
ſhould be Highe-wayes, and which not; and laſtly, it hathe bene de- 
clared that Belinus, his Son and Succeſſor, decyded al that Controver- 
fie by lymitinge in certein four eſpecial Wayes. It remayneth now 
0 by way of Repetition to name theim al, and by order to in- 
treate of Watling- trete only. The firſt was Erminge-ſtrete, the ſecond 
Foſſe, the third Iteneld or Riꝶeneld, as others write, and this laſt Mat- 
ling-ſtrete. The Courſe of the reſt is alreadie deſcribed: Watling-ſtrete 
ther fore (ſayth Symeon of Durham) toke the Name of the Sonnes of 
Kinge Weatlie, which firſt made it. This Report agreeth not withe 
Galfride, Raulfe Hygden, and other the comon Writers; neyther do I 
finde this Name (Weatle) in al the Catalogue of the Saxon Kinges ; 
howbeit, bycauſe I reade it in Symeon, a Man that lyved in Galfrides 
_ Tyme, and therfore not utterly to be rejected, as alſo in him that made the 
Contynuance to Aſſerus, a verie good Writer, I wille leave it as I finde 
It, at large. Whether Molmutius or Weatles Sonnes deſcribed it, I will uſe 
Raulfe Higden for the Paſſage of it, both bycauſe none other (that I have 
ſene) dothe it more certeinly, and for that he thearin in manner agreeth 
with the ſayd Symeon and Henry of Huntingdon alſo; wherof the firſt 
affirmeth, that it ſtretcheth from the Eaſt Sea to the Welt; the other, 

that 
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that it is extended from Dover to Cheſter, whiche in effect is al one, 

The thyrde openeth the hole Courſe, in this maner: From Dover tho- 

row the mydſt of Kent over the Thamiſe at the Weſt End of London, 

(howbeit, I have bothe heard other ſay, and my ſelfe have written, that 

it runneth throughe London, gyvinge or rather leavinge the Name to 

Watling-ſtrete theare) from thence to St. Albons, Dunſtaple, Stratforde, 

Touceſter, Lilburne, to Wrekon, over the Severne to Stretton, by the 

mydſt of Wales to Caerdigan, into the Ir:ſhe Sea. The Difference is 

not great, and yet apparaunt, and therfore I will leave it.

Aſter that the Saxons had prevayled greatly over the 
Brytons, percing ſo farre into their Country, that the Limittes of their 
Conqueſtes drew neare one to an other, then the ſame Ambition that 

firſt moved theim to invade thoſe Straungers, drew theim Hedlonge to 
Variance amongeſt theimſelves: Hearof it came to paſſe, that Erhelbert Hunting. 
of Kent, havinge enlarged his Boundes as farre as to Humber, and Ceau- Chron. Sax. 
Iyn Kinge of Weſiſex ſtretchinge his Dominion into the midle Part of aaa 
the Realme alſo, they toke Offence by the Nearneſs, and fought thone 368. 
with thother at this Place, which is reported to be the firſt Fight that 

the Saxons had amongeſt theimſelves after their firſt Arryval. I take 

it to be in Bar#ſhyre toward the Weſt Country, bycauſe I finde that 
Ethelbert invaded thother ; howbeit, for want of a true Deſcription of 

that Shyre, I have not hytherto learned the Certeintye. 


Wanspicur, WoopBoRow, and WoopENsSFIELD, podneybeoph, 
Chron. Saxon. Mert. Wodenſbyry, Floril. Yonebyry, Hunting. fed falſo. 
podenydice, Anonymus. Foſſa Vandalorum, Caius. The fame Ceau- 
line (of whome is mention in WyPPANDUN before) beinge of great 
Power throughe the Largnes of his Dominion, and of excedinge Pryde, 
by reaſon of the Victorie that he had againſt Ethelbert, was no leſs 
feared of the Brytons then envyed of the Saxons, which cauſed theim 
( beinge otherwiſe Enemies) to joyne Handes againſt him, and in a 4589. 
Battalle at VModenſburgl, (as ſome ſay, or Wodenſdiche, as other reporte, on mu. 
KK K 2 bothe 
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bothe which meane but one Thinge) eyther drave him cleane out of 
his Kingdome, or deprived him of his Life. Henry of, Huntingdon re- 
porteth this Fight to have bene betwene the Brytons and Sax%zs theim- 
ſelves, ſomwhat before Ceaulines Deathe; but I gather by Conference 
of the Tymes, that it was the very ſame Battail, whiche out of the 
Saxon Chron. of Merton, and thother old Hyſtory (thauthor wherof I. 
know not) I have already declared, At the fame Place, though in 
ſome Copies of Henry Huntingdon it be wrytten Wonebyry, but many 
Yeares after, Ine the King of Y/ex fought a great and doubt full Bat- 
tayl againſt Ceolred the King of Mercia. And laſtlye, Kinge Edward, 
the Son of A/frede, met a great Army of the Danes at Wodensfield in 
Mercia, wheare he flew two of their Kinges, two Earles, and nine 
Noblemen, beſides an infinite Multitude of comon Souldiours. Thus 


it appeareth, that theiſe Places weare in Mercia, and it is evydent, both

by Mat. of Weſtminſter, and the Woord it ſelfe, that their Names be de- 
ryved of Woden, an old Sire amongeſt the Saxons; wherof I conjecture 
theiſe two Thinges, thone, that the Places be the ſame that be called at 
this Day Woodborow and Wonſdiche, in Yorkſhyre, bycauſe the Kingdome 
of Mercia extended thyther, as in CRICLADE appeareth, p. 73. and the 
Plaine adjoyninge therto to be that which thauctors before-named calle 
Weodensfield. Thother, that Doctor Kaius or his Auctor was deceaved 
in that he deryveth the Name Won/diche, a foſſa Vandalorum, as thoughe 
it ſhould be called Vandalſdiche; which althoughe it be not utterly voide 
of Likelyhoode, yet ſence neyther it joyneth ſo aptly as thother, nor he 
hath ſhewed by what Auctoritie he ſo deduceth it, I can not fo readely 
receave the ſame. I know the Places well, and have often marveyled 
to what End the Dyche (beinge very depe and longe) ſhould be made; 
howbeit, after ſome Acquaintance.withe old Stories, I reſolved my ſelfe, 
that it was eyther caſt for the Diviſion and Limitte of ſome of the King- 
domes, or for Fortification and Defence in ſome of theiſe Battayles, and 
that the rather, bycauſe thearto remayneth ſundrye other apparant 
Signes of Encampinges. The one end I have ſene in Savernacke Forreſt, 
thother I have not certeinly heard of, but the Country People affyrme 
that it eunneth from - thence. into Wales; which if it be true, then ſure- 
ly, as the Depthe in the Champion Country was uſed for Strengthe, ſo 


the Lengthe in the woody Partes importeth-a Mark or Diviſion.

WaRHAM, Thornſet, Aſſer. Werham in Dorſetſhyre, had ſometyme 
a religious Houſe of Nonnes and a Caſtle, of the Antiquitie wherof 
ſomethinge ſhal be ſayed; but as touchinge the Begynninge I have hy- 
therto redd nothinge. I fynd in the Saxon Chron. that Byrtric a Kinge of 


Weſtſex 
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Meſiſex was buried at Warham ; I reade alſo in Aferus Menevenſis, that in der. 
the Daycs of Kinge A/frede, the great Army of the Daues wherin weare 
nombred thre Kinges, came to Verbum and entred the Caſtle, wheare 

was at the ſame Tyme a Nonnery, ſituate in a Village called Thorn/er, 

and encompaſſed on everye Syde (ſavinge the Weſt) withe the Ryvers _ 
Fraw (now Frome) and Tarent ; wherof when the Kinge had Under- Hunting. 
ſtandinge, he gathered his Armye, marched thyther, and offered theim 
Battayle; but they diſliking the Matche, weare contented to entre a 
Treaty of Peace, and in the fame to make their Othes that they would 

depart the Reale, geavinge to the Kinge Hoſtages for Perfourmance , wa 
of their Promiſes ; howbeit they falſified their Faithe, and did great 
Spoile after, as in ſundry Places to fore hathe bene ſhewed. Mat. of 
Weſtminſter wryteth, that Elfleda the Ladye of Mercia buylded the 

Caſtle of Yarham about the Yeare 915 ; howbeit, bycauſe I ſce plainly 913. 
that it was buylded before, and I thinke that her Dominion extended 

not ſo farre, I take it to be an Errour of the Impreſſion. Kinge Edio. 

that was flaine at Cre by Elfrethe his Mother-in-Lawe, was by him 
obſcurely buryed at / arham; but Elferus, (the Duke of Mercia, which 

Degree the Saxon Chronicles called Alderman) the fame that after the ff ο Fett. 
Death of Kinge Edgar ſubverted almoſt all the Houſes of Monkes in \ 1 
Mertia, toke up the Bodye, and interred it honourably at Shafreſbyry; 97. 
ſome others aſcribe the Dede to E/jrythe her ſelfe. To this Caſtle, 

Kinge Henry I. ſent Robert de Beleuſino Priſonnier out of Normandie. 1113. 
This Caſtle Robert of Lincolne fenſed and held againſt Kinge Stephen, 7 
at ſuche Tyme as ſundrye of the Nobilitie made Defection from him to Pais 
the Part of thempreſs. This Caſtle Kinge Jen fortified againit Lewes 
the Frenche Dolphyn, which invaded this Realme by Invitacion of the 
Nobilitie, and Incitation of the Popes Holynes. And laſtly, in this 
Towne and Caſtle was Peter of Pomfret, an Heremite, and comonly 
called the Wiſe Man, drawen, hanged, and quartered, withe his Son p,;ir 

alſo; for that he had prophecyed, that upon thaſcenſion Day follow- 1213. 
inge 7hon ſhould not be Kinge of this Realme; which Speache althoughe 

it weare true after ſome Sorte, inſomuche as the Kinge before the ſaid 

Daye had by Submiſſion made himſelfe the Popes Feodarie and Vaſ- 

falle, yet was it interpreted to his Deſtruction, bycauſe he ment thear- 

by that the Pope, the Frenche Dolphine, and the Barons of the Realme 

ſhould deprive him by Force of his Life and Dignitie. This Towne 

was longe ſence (as it yet is) reputed for a Boroughe, for it had Al- 

lowance of two Myat-maiſters in the Dayes of Kinge Ethe//tane, as in nenn 


his Lawes may appeare- |

Wecep and WECHDFOR TE. Kinge Edward the Son of Alfredo, 
the better to reſtraine the noyſome and injurious Incurſions of the 
Danes, not only buylded ſundry Fortifications by Lande, but alſo fur- 
niſhed the Walles of the Sea and the Bankes of ſome of the greateſt 
Ryvers with armed Souldiours. And bycauſe he perceaved that the 
Weſterne Partes, beinge (for the Nombre of Havens and Crekes) fitteſt 
for their Landinge, weare muche annoyed, he cauſed the Bankes of 
Severne and Aven to be garded, above other. Notwithſtandinge the 
Danes ſo diligently awayted their 'Tymes, that once they landed at 
Portlac in Semer/ſetſhyre and ſpoyled it, and another Tyme at Mecbet— 


fort 
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fort (not farre from thence, as I conjecture;) but bothe Tymes ſo muche 

to their Loſſe, that they weare dryven into the Holmes, and theare fa- 
miſhed, as hathe before appeared. In the Tyme of Kinge Ethelred, a 

Man muche inferiour to this Edw. bothe in Harte and Policie, they 
landed at the fame Place, and met in the Field Goda the Earle of De- Aſer. 
vonſhyre, whome they ſlew in Fight, and prevailed ſo mightely againſt 9s. 
the Kinge himſelfe, that ſhortly after he was contented by thadviſe of 
Siritius tharchebyſhop of Canterbyry, to bye their Peace with Money, 
which Precedent, how pernicious it was, may appeare by the intolle- ,,cyxionom. 
rable ExaCtions levyed in his Tyme to ſtoppe the Mouthes of the 
Danes, and contynued after his Deathe to ſerve the Luſt of the Kinges, Hunting. 
which toke Danegeld many Yeares after that the Danes weare expulſed. 


WARERDSBYRY, Warbyry, Hunting. Weadbyris, Aſſer, & Floril. ager, Floiil, 
Peapobypug, Chron. Saxon. Petrob. By Conſent of al Wryters, Elfle- Hu t. Kc. 
da the Governeſs of Mercia, buylded in her Dominion a Caſtle at a 928 
Place ſomwhat diverſly of theim called, as in the Front of this Tytle 
may appeare; but the ſame (as I conjecture) which is now in the 


Recordes written Warerdſbyry, and lyeth by Dachet in Bucking- 
hamſhyre. 


WarLDEeN, Saffron Walden. Kinge William the Conquerour gave to 
Geffray Maundville the Earldom of Eſſex, to which of auncient Right Chron. Wai- 
belonged the bearinge of the Kinges Standarde. A Succeſſour of them. 
fame Race, named William, adhered to Maude thempreſſe, in the Con- 
tention betwene her and Kinge Stephen, which ſo offended the ſaid 
Kinge, that he layed awayte for him at St. Albons, and by a ſharpe En- p,;ir 
countre toke him in the Field: Neyther would he releaſe him, til he 1147. 
had rendered into his Handes the Tower of London, and his Caſtles 
of Pleſiye and Walden in Eſſex. I gels that this Man buylded Walden, 
for I reade that he beſtowed great Coſt upon the Towre. An Earle, of 
the ſame Shyre and Surname, called Gefiray, erected at Walden, to the 
Honour of St. James and Diſhonour of God, an Abbay, which was Joan Priſeg 
valued in the Recordes at 372 Poundes yearly; but in what Kinges 
Dayes, I finde not, and therfore I am doubtful whether it weare the 
firſt of that Name or ſome other ſuccedinge. Many of the Maund- 
villes and Bohuns, Earles of Eſſex, lay buried at Walden. 


WarTon, Waletun, Pariſ The Towne of Walton, ſtandinge up- 
on the Sea-Shore in Suffolke, had longe ſence, a Caſtle thearin; for 1 


reade in Paris, that after ſuche Tyme as Kinge Hen. II. had ſpoyled 1173.

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Puif, Floril. Leiceſter, which then belonged to Robert thearle of Leyceſter, (who had 

ſowed unnatural Enmitie betwene the two Kinges, the Father, and the 

Son) the Earle came over the Sea with an Armye to make his Re- 

venge, and landed at this Place, myndinge to have taken the Caſtle ; 

but he was not only diſapointed therof, but ſped worſe fone after, as in 

BuRy, p. 36. and LEYCESTER, p. 180. before is to be ſene. The ſame 

Kinge havinge appeaſed thoſe Tumultes, thought fitte to throw to the 

Grounde ſundrye Caſtles, which (as he thoughte) for Opinion of their 

pit Strengthe, had cauſed their Owners to arme unlawfully againſt their 

18 7 Sovereigne, and amongeſt others he razed Waltun. What further be- 
came of this Caſtle, I have not learned. 


WrarTsanDE, Witſand, Paris. Wittiſham in Kent, in Oxney Hun- 
dred. Mat. of Weſtminſter hathe a Storie, touchinge WhitJand, which, 
bycauſe it conteyneth both the Byrthe of Kinge Erhe//tane, and the 
Death of Eadwyne, the Son of Kinge Edi. thelder, (and therfore of 
Right to have bene preferred in Succeſſion of the Kingdome before 
Ethelſtane) it ſhal be good to remember. It fortuned a Chyld to a 
poore Woman in the Weſt Countrye, to dreame on a Nyghte, that the 
Moone ſhyned out of her Wombe, and that al the Realme was lighten- 
ed therwithe: This Wenche was afterward for her Beautye taken home 
by the Nourſe to Kinge Alfredes Chyldren, who brought her up in Ap- 
pareil and Inſtruction as ſhe did her owne, It chaunced alſo that Ea- 
ward the Son and Heire of Kinge Ae, paſſinge by the Place wheare 
his Nourſe dwelt, tourned in to vitite her, and theare felle in Love with 
her Orphane. To be ſhort, he begged a Night of her, and begate a 
Boy, which of the Creditte to the Dreame, was after his Byrth called 
Athelſtan, i. a Noble Stone. Kinge E. dyed, and trait after him Ethel- 
ward his Son, ſo that Edwine only was left of the Body of E. But 
bycauſe he was for his tender Age thoughte unapte for the Govern- 
ment, this Erhe//?ane beinge baſe borne, was by the Favour of the No- 
$i jus vola - bilitie advaunced to the Crowne; who fearinge that he would demaunde 
dum,&c.ce: his Right when he ſhould be a Man, thought fitte to rydde him out 
Fend e the Way whiles he was yet a Chyld: And therfore he thruſt him 

(accompanyed withe one Eſquier only) into an old Boate, without Sayle 

or Oare, and fo committed theim to Neptune, The younge Chylde diſ- 
comfited withe the fearful Sight of the Sea Surges, threw himſelfe hed- 

934 longe into the Water: The Gentz followed, and takinge him by the 
Hande, could not fave his Life, but brought his Bodye to //h:t/and, 

and committed it to hon ourable Buryal. The ſame Author writeth, 

that afterward Ethelſtane repented this Facte, and not only committed 

to

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to Deathe the Man that had ſo counſeiled him, but alſo ſpent ſeven 

hole Veares himſelfe in bitter Penance. To this Place came Kinge 1173. 
Hen. the younger, (beinge animated by Lewes the Kinge of Fraunce, my 
Phillip the Earle of Flaundres, and ſomme of thengliſhe Nobilitie, to 

take the Crowne from Hen. his Father's Head) myndinge to ſends 

ſhortly after into the Realme Raule de la Hay with a great Armye. 

The hole Diſcourſe of which Matter is to be read in LevctsTER, 

and therfore unnedful to be reapeted. I take the Place to be at the 

Sea Side in Kent, for I reade in a Taxation of the Temporalties of Ex Lib Doc- 
dyvers relligious Houſes, that the Friers of Senting ſend without J/þyt. 49715 Wotton. 
ſand had xv. of Temporalties in Dover, &c. 


WAVERLEY, Guaverlega, Lel. The Houle of Religion at Waverley cron Ceftr 
in [Surrey] was founded in the Reigne of Kinge Her. I. howbeit the © i 
ſame was greatly amended afterward by William Giffard, the Byſhop Ll. 
of Wincheſter. It was valued at Poundes yearlye.

WVNDHAM, Wymondbam, i. Wymondi domus. Wilhelmus d' Albineto, 
(which Name we calle Daubney, and in which the Earldome of A. 
rundel longe Tyme contynued) cheif Butler to Hen. I. by Conſent of 
thabbot of St. Albons, erected a Priorie to the Virgin Marye at Wind- 
ham or Wymondham in Norfolze, which he endowed with the Churche joan. Priſeus. 
of Wymondham, and Landes in Bucham, Wramplingham, Happeſburgh, 
Brunham, and Snetſham, myndinge to make it (as it was in Dede longe 
after) a Place of Sepulture for himſelfe and his Poſteritie. Heare was Parir. 
one William Earle of Arundel buryed in the Tyme of Kinge Hen. II. 1 
Another in the Dayes of Hen. III. and Hugh Dalbinet Earle of Arun- . 
del alſo, in' the Reigne of the fame Kinge, as Mat. Paris recordeth, 1243. 
who reckoneth the Earles of Arundels Founders and Patrones of this 
Houſe, and the Houſe it ſelfe a Celle to St. Albans. It was valued at 
212 Pounde yearly. 


WesTwoop, Wentwood, Pariſ. Richarde Lucy, (or Lyci, as ſome 
write) Cheif Juſtice of this Realme under Kinge Hen. II. layed the, Nabe 
Foundations of a conventual Churche at Wentword, in the Territorie 
of Rocheſter, for the Honour of Thomas Becket, provoked therto by 
thexample (ſayth myne Author) of Hen. I. which had done the like at Flori, 
Colchefter, in Reverence of St. hn. The See of Shyrburne was Chron. Saxon 
called the See at Weſftword, I finde it noted in the Margen of Mat. Mert. fol. 5. 
Meſiminſt. that this Place is in the Pariſhe of Southfiete, beſide Sang

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ſcompe. Theare is a Libertie of Foreſt ſo called, in WiIteſhyre, the 


Perambulation wherof I have readie, Sc. Theare was a Priory in 
Morceſterſbyre, ſo called, and valued at 75 Poundes by Yeare.

WANBERGE, Walberge, Pariſ. PFalcafius, or Fulco, a Man of Warre, 


enterteyned by Kinge 7hon, and by him appointed to the Cuſtodie of 
dyvers Caſtles within the Realme, when he ſaw the Kinge deade, 


and the whole Lande in a Hurley Burley by Meanes of Lewes the

Frenche Dolphyn, he thought it good Fiſhinge in troubled Water, and 
therfore gatheringe together a Scull of his Rake Hells, he robbed 
Paſſengers, conſtreigned relligious Houſes to Payment of Sommes of 
Money, and did ſundrye Harmes beſides, as in dyvers Places tofore is 
to be redd. Amongeſt other Feates, he iſſued at one Tyme out of

WALLINGFORDE, Caleva, Lel. ex Ptolomeo. Walengaford, Lel. Urbs 
clariſſima ſemper Atrebatum, gaudens nomine priſtino Caleve, Lel. in 
Cyg. Ir ſhould ſeme, that Wollingforde hathe bene of longe Tyme a 
Towne of great Eſtimation, not only ſence the laſt Conqueſt, but alſo 
in the Tyme of the Saxons and before; for if they that collect out 
of Ptolome, that it is the fame which was called Caleva, miſtake it 
not, (as perchaunce they may, bycauſe it is in him written Neaazga) 
it was then a great while ſence the cheif Citie of the People called 
Atrebatii, whome we now knowe by the Name of Barꝶſbyre Men. 
And after that in the Tyme of the Saxons,. the Danes, thinkinge it of 
great Importance, toke it by Force of Aſſaulte, and furniſhed it with 
a great Garriſon. Sweyn alſo in his Journey toke Wallingford, and 
ſtoared it as a Place of principal Defence. Now it ſemeth by Leland, 
that the Caſtle of Walling ford never recovered the Harmes that it re- 
ceaved by theiſe two Seiſers. Howbeit after the Cominge in of the 
Conquerour, it was in Part reſtoared by a Nobleman, called Brientius, 
to whome he gave it, makinge him Marcques of Malling ford, and in 

part 
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part amended alſo by Richard the Earle of Cormoal, the Brother to 
Kinge Hen. III. As for Ranulf the Earle of Cheſter, thoughe he (and 
happely ſome other of that Name) weare Owner of this Honour of 
Malling ford, (for ſo Magna Charta calleth it) yet do I not find that 

the Caſtle was the better for him. 'The Towne had in the Tyme of 
Kinge Ed. III. 12 Pariſhe Churches; for Lel. reporteth that ſo many, "232 
weare afflicted with a Peſtilence, whiche ſo weakened the Towne, ** 
that it provoked Rich. II. of Pitie to beſtowe upon it ſundrye Privi- 
ledges for the Reſtauration of the fame. Bur al that (ſayth he) helped 
not; for not longe after, and before the Place had fully recovered his 
former Eſtate, they of Abbingdon had a Deviſe to amend theimſelfes, 
and overthrow this Towne for ever. And this it was: The Men of 
Glouceſterſhyre and South Wales weare wont to travaile betwene Lon- 

don and their Countries thorow Walling forde, which was no ſmalle 
Parte of Maintenance to the Towne : Now the Townimen of Abing- 

don, knowinge that the Way ſhould be more itreight and eaſie tho- 
row their Towne, if they might fo bringe it to paſſe, and findinge 
that theare was none other Impediment therto, but the Incomoditie Lel. 
of their Waters, which overflowed thoſe Partes, drayned theim, and 
erected certein Stone Brydges by Lycence of Kinge Hen. V. which ſo 
entyced the Paſſengers, that they lefte Malling forde and c me to theim. 
Thus the Caſtle of Malling forde beinge neglected, and the Paſſage 
tourned another Way, theare remnayned nothinge wherof it might 
live, but the Religious Houſe, and ſo came it in ſhort Tyme from 12 Ex Record, 
Pariſhes at the leaſt, to two or thre at the moſt; and yet dayly de- 
clineth without alle Likelhood of Stay or Recoverie. Now therfore 

wil I, after my Maner, ſhortly ſhew you ſuche Thinges as have befal- 

len this Place, and leave it. Milliam the Conquerour comitted as Pri- 
ſonier to this Caſtle, Aldred thabbot of Abingdon, for that he, with Egel- After. 
wyn of Durham and ſondrye others bothe of the Nobilitie and Clergie, 1977. 
had conſpired againſt him. Maude themprels in great Diſtreſs fled by Lel. 
Nyght on Foote from Oxford to this Caſtle: And at this Caſtle the Floril. 


Compoſition and Atonement, was made betwene the ſame Parties. 53. 


Richard the Earle of Cornwall, Brother to Hen. III. and Owner of 

this Honour and Caſtle, invited hyther ſundrye Tymes the Kinge and 1243. 
moſt Part of his Nobilitie. At one Tyme (amongeſt other) Edw. the __ 
Prince came to him hyther, and whiles he was interteyned in the 
Caſtle, his Men made Cheare in the Priorye, takinge from the Monkes 
Meate, Drinke, Money, Horſe, and whatſoever liked theim beſides. 

In the Report of which Storie, Mat. Paris taketh juſt Occaſion to 1256. 
blame the Prince, who uſed fo litle Diſcipline towarde his Servauntes

or rather in Ingliſbe Lettres, Alle by one, bycauſe al was directed by 


that one, as Bale out of Leland hath lefte written. 


WarkwyTHE, Werkworthe, Pariſ. In the Reigne of Kinge Hen. III. 
one Roger Baliol, a noble younge Gentleman, was Owner of Wark- 
wythe Caſtle in Northumberlande, who by great Misfortune was over- 
thrower. at a Tournament in Fraunce, and. fo bruſed with the Fall 
and Tramplinge of Horſe, that he dyed ſone after. 


WITTIwWOOD. A Forreſt in Northamptonſhyre, . adjoyninge to Stony 
Stratford, wheare once Kinge Hen. III. had graunted to one Philip 
Lovel, his Clerke, Secrete Counſeilor, and Treaſorer, warrant for a 
a certein Nombre of Deere, towarde the Furniture of his Table, and 
ſtoaringe of his Parkes. Now it chaunced as the Kinge came in- 
to thoſe Partes, great Complainte was made unto him, that Philip 
had. abuſed his Gifte, and made Spoile of the Game. Wherat the 
Kinge was fo highly diſpleaſed, that he caughte Philip by the Boſome, 
and ſware by the Head of God, that he was the naughtieſt Man that 
he had. Philip, thoughe muche amazed at the Kinges ſodaine Indig- 
nation, yet gatheringe his Spirites together, ſpake to him againe, no 
leſs humbly then confidently, in this Maner. My liege Lord, I have 
longe Tyme ſerved your Grace faithfully, and your Forreſters of Mi- 
tlewood are fo injurious to your Subjectes, that they deſerve no Cre- 
dite withe your Majeſtie. I beſeche your Grace therfore, geave none 
Eare to their Accuſation, for they goe about nothinge els but to ble- 
miſhe your honourable Fame, and to give your Enemyes Advauntage 
to aye, that your Maner is in the Ende to confound even thoſe that 
have ſerved you in the moſt honourable Ottices. At theiſe his 
Woordes the Kinge was more wrothe then before, and comaunded 


him forthwith to the Cuſtodie of his Marſhal. Howbeit Phillip that

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Woll xs nV, Wineſey, Pariſ. The Barons that made Warre againſt 
Kinge Hen. III. findinge theimſelfes amongeſt other Thinges greived 1264. 
with the Oppreſſion of Straungers that weare by him advaunced to **"''- 
honourable Romes, aſſembled theimſelfes at Oxforde two ſeveral 
Tymes for Redreſſe; once in the 42. of his Reigne, and againe within 
ſixe Veares after, at which Tyme the Straungers beinge ſommoned to 
accompte, conveied themſelfes ſecretly to Volnſey Caſtle, and weare 
ther fore by Sentence of the Lordes exiled the Realme. In the Begyn- 
ninge of this Kinges Reigne or thend of Kinge Fhorn's, Lewes the Brute. 
Frencbe Dolphyn, amongeſt other Thinges, toke the Manor of Wolnſey.

They be 
thre, Nantwiche, Northwiche, and Dyrtwiche. I reade in the Chron. 
of Battel Abbay, that Salt was ſometyme made at ye, as it is now 
on the Sea Coaſt in Lincolnſbyre; but that it was ever tryed out of 
Springes farre from the Sea, I finde not but in theiſe Places only. Con- 
jecture may be made, that it is deryved from the Sea by ſecrete Veines 
pr Conduites under the Grounde, &c. 


Lel. WENCELAND, Silurum Regio, Lel. Leland is of Opinion, that the 
People which Prolome and other *. Writers calle Silures inha- 
bited the Places about Briſtotv and Chepſtead, now named //enceland. 

Hector. Boet. Hector Boeth. placeth theim about Carliel amongeſt the Pites. True 
it is that they coloured their Faces, as the Pictes did; howbeit bycauſe 
Ptolome maketh Bullæum their cheif Cytie, which Place we take to be 
Strigulia, or Chepſtowe, I enclyne rather to Lelandes Opinion. 


WeELsnPooLE, Trellin, Brytannice, Telinum, Lelando. A Place in 
Wales, fo called of a great Lake adjoyninge. 


WREXAM, Vrithleſia, Lat. Lel. Writteleſbam, contractè Wrexham. 
A Place in Wales alſo, not farre thabbay called Valla crucis. It hathe 
bene in Tymes paſt famous for the Art of makinge Bucklers; but ſence 
Bucklers be growen to Targets, Wrexham hath loſt bothe the Gayne 
and Name of that Woorkmanſhip. 


WanTace, Wanatinge, Aſſer. & Wantinge hodie in recordis. A 

Market Towne in Bark/hyre, at this Day of the Poſſeſſion of the 

Earle of Bathe, but longe ſence the Prince's Manſion, as it may appeare 

— W by Aſſer Menevenſis, which calleth it Regiam Villam, and fayeth that 

849. Kinge Afrede the Son of Kinge Ethelwulfe and Quene Oſburg was 

borne theare. This Alfrede was thauctor of dyvers auncient Lawes 

now extant, and the Founder (as they ſay) of the Univerſitie of Ox- 

forde: He was diſcrete in Government, and not only a great Fayourer 

of good Lettres, but learned himſelf alſo; he had muche to doe 

withe the Danes, and taſted of bothe Fortunes, as in the Hyſtorye of 

his Life, written in his owne Tyme by Afer Menevenſis, and yet re- 
maininge, is at large to be ſene. 


WANDELES, 
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WANDELEs, f. Vindugleſſi, Lel. A ſmal Ryver in the North Coun- 
trie, which, not farre from Auclande in the Byſhopricke, falleth in Com- 
panye with Were, and ſo runneth by Durham and Wearemouthe into the 
Sea. I conjecture for Proofes Sake, not myndinge thearin any Matter 
of Title, that a Gentz in the Byſhopricke, called Wand:sford, or rather 
Wandlesford, toke his Name at the firſt of ſome Lande, wheare was 
a Forde or Paſſage over this Ryver ; howbeit, bycauſe the Wandisfordes 
that be nowe, be not ſo muche beholdinge to me for this Conceit, 
as I have bene in Tymes paſſed bound to ſome of that Name for their 
deare Freindſhip, I wille leave this Matter and follow my Purpoſe.

fordſhyre, Mother to Medmenham before, the verie Tyme of the Foun- 
dation wherof I fynde not; howbeit, Conjecture may be made by that 
which followethe. The yearly Value was 391 Poundes. It ſemeth to have 


taken the Name of the Water [/s, or Oiſſe, that runneth thoroughe that Filia fontium,

WENNESUN, ſ½ſu. The Name of the Water at Norwiche, beinge 
Wenneſunne, gave Occaſion of Conjecture to Lelande, that the Towne 


was called Venta, bycauſe ſome ſmalle Remaine therof is extant in the 
Word of this Water. 


WRExXETER, I rekencheſter, Lel. Viroconium, aliiss Leland hath ; 
mention of a Towne fituate upon Severz Banke, and not paſt thre 
Myles removed from Shreuſbyrie, whiche he ſaythe ſome have ſuppoſed 
to be Viroconium, that is taken to be Worceſter. This Wrekencheſter I 
find nor, and therfore I take it to be corruptly written and called Roxe- 

ter, for M rexceſter, a Contraction of the firſt Name allo. 


UsxFr, fu. Oſca, Gyraldo Camb. A Ryver in Wales, wel ſoared 
withe Troutes, which ſpringeth out of the Hylles of Canterbrochan,

Theare is neare to this Ryver a Priorie of the 
ſame Name, valued in the Recordes at 55 Poundes by Yeare. 


WARTHRENIAUN. A Portion of Wales, adjoyninge to Radnoure, 
wherof Eneas ap Reſe was Owner in the Dayes of Kinge Hen. II. who 
theare kylled with his Bowe, (as Gyrald reportethe) a red Dæare, the 
Head wherof had 12 Braunches, and preſented the Kinge thearwithe. 
At St. Germans in this Countrye was religiouſly kept St. Ciribius Staffe, 
which, in Gyraldes Opinion, was a ſoverein Medecine againſt Wennes 
or Bounches that growe in Mens Bodies. Pitiful it is to conſyder, that 
the Floud of filthie Superſtition of thoſe Dayes had ſo overflowed the 
Banks of al Wiſedome and Learninge, that it bare before it whatſoever 


was in the Waye, younge or old, wiſe or fooliſhe, lay or learned; in

ſo muche as this Man ſhyninge in good Lettres before any that I know 
of that Age, was nevertheleſs ſottiſhe in ſuperſtitious Folie even with 
the baſeſt that then lyved. A Man may thinke, that the Dyvel had 
then the Tongues, Wittes, and Cunninges, of al Men and Matters at 
Commaundement, to be uſed for the enlargeinge of his Kingdome and 
Credite. Happie had it bene for Gyralde, and proffitable to the State 
of Learninge, if God of his Goodnes had eyther reſerved him for theiſe 
Tymes, or preſerved him from thoſe; howbeit, I wille ſpare to lament 
the concealinge of Truthe then, bycauſe ir ſo ſemed gcod to God, and 
praiſe him for the revelinge of this ſame nowe, bycauſe it is moſt com- 
fortable for us. 


UsgBuRGn, Viganburb, Aſſer. picganbeopb, Chron. Saxon. Mert. 
Ceorl the Earle of Devonſbyre, in the Days of Kinge Egbert, prevayled 


in a great Battayle againſte the Danes at this Place, which I take to be 


now called Ugburgh, not farre from Plymouth in the ſame Countrye. 


WXLAND, f. Weyloand, Floril. The Water at Stamford in Lincoln- 
ſhyre, as under that Title hathe already appeared. This Water and 
Lindis encloſe the Country called Holland, and on eyther Syde of this 
Ryver E. thelder, and Eifleda of Mertia made Fortifications, as in STAM- 
FORDE may be ſene, p. 328. 


WI1LESCEAXAN The Contynuation of Afer reporteth, that in the 
Tyme of Edw. the Confeſſour, 26 Saile of [r:/he Pyrates, adjoyninge 
theimſelfes with Gr:ffz the Prince of South-Wales, ſayled into the Mouth 
of 


. - Fieldes kepinge their Father's Cattel, they hard a Noiſe, muche like to 
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of Severne, and landed at this Place, and ſo paſſinge over Mey did great 

Spoyle in the Countrye. Againſt whome Aldred then Biſhop of Vor- „„, 6 
ceſter ſped himſelfe with ſuche Power as he could gather out of Glou- polychron. 
ceſterſhyre and Hereforde, But by the Falſhoode of certein Wel/hmen ler. 
that had crept into his Army, his Counſeils weare bewrayed, and his 


Army ſet upon, of which many weare ſlayne, and the reſt enforced to 
Flighte. 


WoLFeITTE, Luporum foſſæ, Guilielmo Novoburgenſi. Theare 
chaunced (fayth Will. Newbrigenfs) a Thinge in the Reigne of Kinge 
Stephen, which at the firſt I tooke to be ridiculous and fayned; how- 
beit, afterward I was ſo preſſed with Weight of credible Report and 
Witneſs therof, that I was in the End conſtreigned with Wonder to 
beleve that, which by no Reaſon I could underſtand. Theare is (ſaythe | 
he) a Towne in Suffolke, four or five Myles diſtant from Burye, neare Sal. Nobrig 
to the which theare are certein old Trenches, which the Neighbours 
call Wulſpittes, and give the Name to the Towne adjoyninge. Out of 
theiſe Diches theare iſſued in the Harveſt Tyme, when the Fieldes weare 
full of Reapers, two Chyldren, a Male and Female, grene of Colour, and 
clothed with Apparel of unknowen Stuffe. Theiſe wandered a whyle 
up and downe the Field, and weare (after ſome Gaſinge) taken up by 
the Labourers, and broughte to the Towne, wheare they lyved a few 
Dayes without Meate, inſomuche that refuſinge ſuche Thinges as 
weare offered theim to eate, they begane to pyne for Famyne. At the 
lengthe it chaunced that one bringinge a Bundle of Beanes out of the 
Field, proffered theim ſome of the ſame, whearat they caught gredely, 
and when they could finde none in a Codde or two, they mourned and 
wept pitifullye. The Standers by ſeeinge this, bruſed ſome of the Coddes, 
toke out the Beanes, and gave theim unto theim. Theiſe they did cate 
hungrely, and weare fedde therwith tyll they could brooke Breade and 
other our uſual Meates; which Thinge after a Seaſon did ſo worke with 
theym, that they became in Colour of Bodie like to other Folkes: Now 
when they had partly learned our Language alſo, it was demaunded of 
theim, what, and of whence they weare? They made Aunſweare, that 
they weare of the Lande of St: Martyn, which was muche honoured in 
this Countrye. Then beinge aſked wheare that Countrie was, and how 
they came from thence hyther? They aunſweared that they could tell 
neyther of bothe: Only this they remembred, that as they lay in the 


the Bells at St. Albons, wheareto they gave diligent Eare, and foorthwith, 
caryed as it weare in a Traunce, they found theimſelfes in the Fieldes 
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amongeſt the Reapers. Laſtly, being aſked whether Chriſte was beleved 
upon in their Countrye, and whether the Son ſhyned there or noe? They 
ſayd, that their Countrye was chriſtened, and that they had Churches 
alſo: But the Son never ſhewed it ſelfe in their Countrye, neyther was 
their Light better then ours is before and after the Son. In fine, they 
weare baptized, and thone lyved not longe after, but thother was ma- 
ryed to a Man in Lynne, and was lyvinge not many Yeare before News- 
brigenfis wrate the Stoarye, which hathe with me as muche Credite, as 
thauctoritie of the Autor may give it, and that is not muche; for I 
remayne in the ſame Mynd at thend of the Tale, that he was in at the 
Begynninge, reckoninge it a Thinge woorthy to have chaunced of St. 
Martyn's Nyght, and fitte to be commytted to Cymmerian Darknes, 


Virsg. Theare is Lie Water in Yorkſhyre, &c. The fame Author 

in the next Chapiter contynuethe a Recount of ſundrye other Miracles, 
Will. Newbr. yherof I alſo will not ſticke-to report one more, not bycauſe I thinke 
it any Thinge more credible then thother, but bycauſe it concerneth 
the Deſcription of this Place, which is my Purpoſe both in this and 
thother. Theare is (ſaythe he) not farre from the Place wheare I was 
borne (which, as Bale writeth, was at Bridlington in Yorkſhyre) a ſmalle 
Towne neare to the Sea-Side, hard by the which thoſe Waters which 
are called Vipſe have their Heade, and makinge ſome Veares a good 
large Brooke runne into the Sea (for it runneth not alwayes, but ſome 
Yeares it happeneth to be drye, which chaunce the Neighbours like 
well, affirminge conſtantly that the flowinge of it betokenethe Famyne, 
and the dryinge up good Plentye.) Out of this Towne, a Countryman 
had gone to the next Village to make mery with his Freindes, who 
held him ſo longe, and cheared him ſo well, that (by myne Author's 
owne Confeſſion) he made it darke Nighte, and was ſcant ſober, when 
he retourned homwardes. Now in his Way, at a little Hylle, not paſt 
thre Furlonges diſtant from the Towne, he heard a great Noiſe of Men 
that ſonge and made merye ; whearat after he had a while merveyled, 
he determyned to ſee what they weare that made ſuche Sporte at that 
Tyme of the Nighte, and findinge a faire Gate open in the Side of the 
Hylle, he looked in thearat, and ſawe a goodly Roome, wel lighted, 
and furniſhed with Geſtes, whiche ſate eatinge and drinkinge at the 
Table. When one of thoſe which wayted at the Borde ſaw him at 
the Doore, he courteouſly offered him to drinke. This gocd Fellowe, 
havinge more Nede of the Veſſel then of the Liquor, caſt out the 
Drinke and ran his Way with the Goblet, which was no leſs ſtraunge 
for the Subitance and Faſhion then unknowen for the Coulour; the 
| Compaaie 
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Companie roſe from the Table and followed, but by the Advauntage of 
his Horſe he outwent theim. The Cup ſayth myne Author was pre- 
ſented to Kinge Hen. I. and came afterward to the Handes of Davyd 
the Kinge of Scottes, and Brother to the Quene, who left it in his 
Treaſorie, wheare alſo William the Kinge of Scottes ſhewed it to Kinge 
Hen, II. as it was crediblye reported. 


WAGELE, Pazele, Chron. Saxon. Petrob. The Saxon Hiſtorie of 
Peterborow, hathe mention of a great Mortalitie that chaunced with- 
in this Realme in the Yeare 664, of the which, amongeſt other, Tu- 
da (the next Byſhop of Lindigfarne, fave one, before Cuthbert) dyed, 


and was buryed at this Place, the uſual Name wherof I cannot yer 
finde. 


WoceiNGe, Pocingap mynrrep, Chron. Saxon. Petr. The ſame 
Hyſtorye remembreth that in the Tyme of Kinge Ofa, a Nobleman, 
called Brordan, opteyned of the Kinge certeine Liberties for his Churche 
of Mocinge, which he purpoſed to give Pu/a the Abbat of Peterborow, 
alle which was done accordinglye. 


WE:LLEy, Hpelleage. In the Tyme of Eardulſ, the K. of Northumb. 
theare was a great Encounter in a Time of Lent at a Place, which the 
Hiſtorie of Peterborow nameth Þpealleage, and I conjecture to be called 
Welley or Hroeelley. In this Fight Alric the Son of Earle Heardbert 
(which Name we now calle Harbert) was flaine, and the next Yeare 
followinge, Kinge Eardulf was depryved of his Regalitie. 


WaALsINGHAM. The Towne of Walfingham in Norfolke, ſytuate on 
the Sea-Side, encreaſed haſtely at the firſt by the Haunt of ſimple 
People that flocked thyther on Pilgrimage to an Idol, erected to the 
Name of the bleſſed Virgine Marie, and decreaſed worthely in the End 
by the Overthrowe of the fame ; for juſtly is that Buyldinge whatſoever 
ſubverted, which by the Subtiltie of Sathan, to the highe Diſhonour of 
God is erected. And therfore let Men ceaſe to marveil, that for the 
moſt part in theiſe our Dayes thoſe Places are become in maner waſt, 
wheare God in Tymes pait was blaſphemed molt ; for if God hathe 
not ſpared in al Ages to extende his Vengeance not only upon the Par- 
ſons, but the Places alſo wheare his Name was diſhonoured, ſtrikinge 
the fame with Solitude and utter Exterminion, as we reade of Sodome, 
Feruſalem, and many others; how then ſhould he {pare cheiſe Syna- 
goges of the Dyvel and the Pope, which in horrible Crymes contend- 
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ed with Sodome, in Unbeleif matched Jeruſalem, and in Folie of Su- 
perſtition exceded al Gentilitie. The Maner of this Pilgrimage I can- 
not deſcribe for Want of certein Information; but I have not only of- 
ten heard of the marveilous Concourſe thyther, but read alſo that Kinge 


Hen. VII. ſent to our Lady of Wal/ingham the Standard that he uſed in 


the Field againſt n the Earle of Lincolne, Martyn Swarte, and o- 
thers that would have made Lambert a Kinge ; which Thinge he did 
(fayth Polydore) bycauſe he was muche beholdinge to the bleſſed Vir- 
gin for that his Victorie. Theare was in this Towne a Monaſterie, and 
a Friery, by whoſe Invention I doubt not but this Idol was ſo muche 
magnified. Thabbay was valued at 391 Poundes by Yeare, and was 
founded, (as I finde in a Herald's Note) by one Roger the Earle of Clare, 
or Glouceſter. As for the Frierie, I reade not how it ſprange up, but I 
conjecture it was engendred ex putredine, I meane, that they lowed 
this novum genus aucupii, and lyved by other Mens Faultes and Folie. 


WrVNMOUTHE. A Creke, or ſmale Haven in the Weſt Country, 
wheare Margaret the Wife of Kinge Hen. VI. and her younge Son land- 
ed with an Army prepared againſt Kings Edw. IV. but when ſhe un- 
derſtode that her Huſband was taken Priſonnier, and therle of Mar- 
wike his cheif Champion ſlaine, ſhe ſhronke for feare into the Sainctu- 
arie at Beaulieu, whyther within. ſhort Space after came unto her the 
Duke of WL an his Brother, and many. Nobles moe, by whoſe Ad- 
viſe ſhe toke ſome Courage, gathered a Power, and loſt al in the Field 
at Teuxbyrie, as in that Title is already declared, p. 361. 


WarRVNE, Watrinenſe Monaſt. Floril. Mat. of Weſimynſter hath a 
large Diſcourſe of Egbert the Kinge of Kent, which by Incitation of 
one Thumer his Servant, ſuffered to be ſlayne his two Coſines, Erhel- 
bert and Ethelred, leſt in Tyme they ſhould aſpire to the Crowne, 
and that this Murder beinge by Light from Heaven detected, 
and Determynation made to tranſport the Bodyes in a Cofyn to Can- 
terbyry, it could not be moved thytherward or els wheare, but to the 
Abbay of Watrine only, wheare they weare layed and wrought after- 
ward many great Myracles, 


WyNngsLAw. Amongeſt other Thinges that Kinge Of2 gave to 
St. Albons, Mat. of Weſtminſter followinge Mat. Pariſ. and his Chron. 
of St. Albons, nombrethe Winſiawe, a Place diſtant from thence about 
2a Myles. 


WoDFORDE. 
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| WooproRDE. Some Place in the Northe Countrye, wheare of Likel- 
hoode the Archebiſhop had a Manſion; for I reade that longe ſence in +99. 


the ſame Towne Eanbald the Archebyſhop, conſecrated Higbald the Bi- Fit. 
ſhop of Lindrsfarne. 


UTHERMARE. Aſſer Menevenſ. writeth, that Kinge Alfred in the 
laſt Yeares of his Reigne, made certein Shippes, more longe; ſwifte, 
and ſteadie, then thoſe which before weare uſed, which he ſet forthe to 848. 
the Sea againſt the Danes, which entred by this Water, and did fo - we) 
muche therwithe, that he not only toke in that Yeare (by Report of © 
him and Mat. Wef?.) 20 of their Veſſels, but alſo ſlewe and hanged fo 
many of theim, that from thenceforth he had bothe Peace with theim, 
and Leaſure to eſtabliſne Lawes, amende Townes, and erecte religious 
Places, even till his dyinge Day. Learne whether Odymer in Suſſex, 
two Myles from Rye, has a Water or noe. 


WysBicue. A great Towne in Cambridgeſhyre, Parcel of the Poſ- 
{ſeſſions of the See of Elye, wheare in the Tyme of Kinge Hen. III. 1237. 
many Boates, Beſtes, and Men, weare drenched by a ſoudain Inunda- | 
tion of the Sea; at which Tyme alſo ſayeth Floril. ſondry Springes, Foun- H. 
taines, and Poundes of Water weare diſcovered, havinge Stoare of Fiſhe 
in theim, wheras neyther thone nor thother was knowen before. 


Wyre. Kinge E. I. nedinge Money towardes the Maintenance 1297. 
of his Warres, practized ſome Pointes of cunninge Extorſion, wherof he 
muche repented after, and which had like to have moved his Nobilitie 
and Commons to Commotion. Amongelt other, at one Tyme he made Flond. 
Proclamation, that ſuche as had Woolles in their Handes ſhould bringe 
the ſame to certein Porte Townes to be fold before a Day prefixed, un- 
der Paine of Forfaiture of the ſame. Now at the Tyme appointed, he 
cauſed the Woolles to be ſeaſed by Quarreil of a Forfaiture, and tranſ- 
ported theim into Flaunders to make Money of the fame. This maner 
of Dealinge ſo muche offended the Nobilitie and Comons, that of 
theimſelfes they ſommoned a Parliament to be holden in the Forreſt of 
Wyre ; howbeit afterward, partly by Shew of Repentance in the Kinge 
himſelfe, and Renovation of the Liberties of Magna Charta, and part- 
ly by the good Policie of E. his Son, Lieutenant to his Father in his 
Abſence, the Matter was appeaſed, and the Kinge by Conſent had the. 
nine Penye of al Mens Goodes towarde his Expenſes. 


WrESBYYBIE. . 
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WrsrBVRII. Theare are of this one Callinge ſundry Places within 
the Realme, but my Purpoſe is to ſpeake of thoſe only wherof I rede. 
Weſtbyrie in Wilteſhyre, which is bothe a Towne and a Hundrethe, was 
gyven to thabbay of Weſtmynſter by Kinge R:ch. Il. Weſtbyrie in Glou- 
ceſterſhyre perteyned to thabbay at Worceſter, as it ſhould ſeme; for 


w. Malmelb Wulſtan placed Monkes in it, and Sampſon thabbat (ſayth Malmſb.) toke

theim away againe. Belike it was the ſame, which afterwarde became a 
College, and was valued in the Recordes at 232 hy dug. If 


this weare not it, then Weſtburie that belonged to Worceſter may be 
founde in Deane Forreſt. 


WryTcomsB, Wadcum, Will. Malmſb. Kenfryth the Earle of Mercia 
gave to Aldelme thabbat of Malmſbury ten Caſſates of Lande in a Place 
then called Wdcum, now Wytcombe, in Glouceſterſbyre; after which 
Tyme Cutbred the Kinge, eyther confirmed the Graunt of thoſe ten Caſ- 
fates, or graunted ten other in the ſame Towne, to the ſame Abbay. 
This Aldelm was canonized a Sainct by Lanfrance tharchebyſhop of Can- 
terburye, who alſo ordeyned a Faire to be holden at Malmſbyrie on St. 
Aldelmes Daye, to thende (ſaythe William of Malmb.) that ſuche as 
would not come for Devotion, myght yet come for Wares and Mar- 
chandize. Theiſe Marchants you may ſee layed al their Hooks, to take 
ſely Soules withal, and made Shew of al their Pedlerye, thearwithe the 
better to allure the Eyes of the fimple Ones. But thanked be God their 
Hookes be now eſpied, their Bankes be broken, their Packes be riffled, 
and their Wares are founde falſe and adulterate, and therfore they and 
al their Trumperie worthely whypped out of the Churches, wherof 


they made longe Tyme a Market-Place, or rather (to ſay withe Chriſte) 
a Den of Theves. 


WVML EV, Yylmondly, in Record. Coronat. At the Coronation of 
Kinge Rich. II. one Jhon Argenham, Knighte, claymed by Reaſon of 
his Manor of /ylmonly in Hertfordſhyre, holden by graund Serjeanty, to 
hold the Kinge a Cuppe of Sylver, whyte, and to have it for his Fee, 
which Clayme was to him allowed. Theare was in the ſame Shyre, 
neare to this, bothe in Place and Name, a ſmalle Priorie, valued at 
29 Poundes yearly, and called in the Recordes //ymendley, 


WEsSTACRE. Theare weare ſometyme in Norfo/te two Monaſteries, 
named of Acres, thone called Ca/t/eacre, and thother Weſtacre; Syr hon 
4 Priſe, that ſaw ſundry Chartres of Donations made to religious Houſes 


and 
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and extracted the ſame, recyteth a Donation in this Forme : © Radulfus 
de Toeneio gave to the Churche of al Sainctes of Acres, and to Olrvet 
« the Preiſt and the Chanons theare, certein Portions of Lande,” &c. And 
noteth on the Side, MWeſtacre, by Reaſon (I thinke) that in the Viſita- 
cion he founde this Chartre theare, and other Certeintie of Y/Ve/tacre I 


cannot reporte, ſave that it was valued in the Recordes at 260 Poundes 
by Yeare, and Caſlleacre at 307. 


Wa, Pepe, a Fiſbinge Were, opinor. A knowen Towne in Hert- 
fordſhyre, wheare was ſometyme a Priorie Part of the Poſſeſſion 

of thabbay of St. Ebrolphes in Normandie, the which Kinge Hen, V. 146. 
together with ſundrie other Landes of the Priours Aliens, that he had >a ON 
ſealed (as the maner was) in Tyme of Warre, gave for ever to the 
Charter-houſe at Shene of his owne Foundation. It ſemeth to have ta- 
ken the Name, eyther of Pepe, for the Comoditie of the Place to fyſhe in, 
which we yet calle Were, or els of Pape, which is properly Callus, a 
worne and hardened Part of a Man's Hande thoroughe Laboure, as this 
Towne is by contynual Travayle. 


WrsTDERHAM. In the Tyme of Kinge Hen. II Hubert the Deane 
of Yorke, (a Man brought up by the Liberalitie of Ranulf Glanville, 
the cheif Juſtice of Ingland) founded a Monaſterie to the Name of the 
Virgine Marie, in Landes perteyninge to his Deanrye, and lyinge at 
Derham, which Syr TJhon à Prije calleth, Weſtderbam. If this weare 
Weſtdrcham in Norfolke, it was valued at 228 Poundes yearly. 


WorkxsHoP. The Priorie of Workſhop in Notinghamſhyre, valued in 
the Recordes at 240 Poundes of yearly Revennue, was of the Founda- 
tion of the L. Leoftof and Furnyval, whoſe Enheritance is by Proces 
of Tyme devolved to the Earles of SHreuſbyrie. 


Heraldes Nets. 


WELBECKE. In the fame Shyre was the Monaſterie of Welbecke, 
valued at 249 Poundes yearlye, the Founder wherof was one Richard Her 2801 Nett. 


Flemynge, Knighte, the Tyme of whole Lite I finde not. 


WrarLey. Henry Laſcy, an Earle of Lincolue in the Reigne of 
E. II. founded the Monaſterie of Whalley in Lancaſbyre, and layed ther- 13e. 
of the firſt Stone withe his owne Handes. The ſame Man gave the Chron, Cet. 
Advowſon of the Churche of Whalley, ro the Abbot of Starlaw in 
Myrebale, and procured therto Licence of Appropriation from Pope Ni- 
cholas NV.

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133% Monkes was greate; for within litle more then 20 Yeares after, they 
began a new conventual Churche, as in the Chron. of St. Werburge 


of Cheſter may appeare. This Houſe was valued in the Recordes at 
322 Poundes yearly. 


WooDBRIDGE. I reade in a Heraldes Note Booke, that one 47-nv/- 
dus Rufus, was Founder of the Monaſterie of Woodbridge in Suffolke, 
| beinge rated in the Recordes at the yearly Value of 50 Poundes. 


WiLLouGHBYE. The ſame hathe alſo, that one of the Lordes, 
called Uffordes, was Founder of the Monaſterie of Willoughbye in 
and that his Poſteritie continued Patrones of the ſame. 


WaRrpon. Theare lyved in the Reigne of Kinge Hen. I. a Knighte 

called Syr Walter Spec, who havinge none Iflue of his Bodie to inhe- 

1126. rite his Landes, made Adoption out of the Baſtarde Religion, beſtow- 
88 inge his Livelihoode upon thre Monaſteries, that is to ſay, Kirkham, 
Ryvers, and this Wardon in Bedfordſhyre, which was valued in the Re- 

cordes at 389 Poundes of yearly Revennue. The Chron. of Cheſter 

calle this Man, Leſpec, and the Monaſterie the Daughter of Ryvers, 


bycauſe it was after the ſame Rule and Order. 


Wr. What Tyme Kinge Villiam the Conquerour endowed his 
Abbay of Batteyl in Suſſex, he gave therunto (amongeſt others) his 
Manor of Mye in Kent, conteyninge at that Tyme ſeven Hydes, or 
Plowlandes, and beinge, before that Tyme, of the Deameſnes of his 
Crowne. The Chron. of Batteil Abbay affirme, that theare perteyned , 

Chron. Bell ſometymes 22 Hundredes to this Towne of Wye, al which weare un- 
der the Juriſdiction of the ſame ; which Thinge if it be true, then was 
the Libertie of Wye the very ſame that is now called the Laſt of Scray, 
or Sherwinhope, the fifte Part of the Shyre of Kent, which conteyneth 
juſt ſo many Hundrethes in Nombre. The ſame Kinge graunted to the 

Monkes of Batteil, Wrecke of the Sea in Denyemareſhe, a Portion of 
Wye, and wylled further, that if the Fiſhe called a Craſpeis ſhould hap- 
pen to be taken theare, that the Monkes ſhould have it wholye, yea 
and thoughe it arryved in other Mens Landes adjoyninge, from Hor 
mede to Wythburne, yet thev ſhould enjoye thre Partes, and the Tongue. 
In the Tyme of Hen. I. his Son, it fortuned that a Shippe laden with 
the Kinges owne Goodes, was wrecked in this Place, which, for as 
muche as it was the Princes, his Officers would have ſaved to his Uſe; 
but Gray then Abbot of Batteil contendinge with theim, * 

e 
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the Matter to the Kinges owne hearinge, who to make knowen how Chron. Bell. 
muche he valued his Father's Graunt, yelded the Matter wholye into 
the Abbot's Courteſie. The ſame Stoarie noteth a Thinge concerninge 
Wrecke, not unwoorthye the Recytal; that is to ſay, that of auncyent 
Tyme it was taken for Wrecke, and fo uſed alonge the Sea-Coſte, if ſo 
be a Ship weare caſt on Shoare, torne with Tempeſt, and not repayred 
by ſuche as eſcaped on Lyve within a certein Tyme: But Hen. I. (ſaythe 
the Booke) diſlikinge that Cuſtome, ordeyned, that if any one Thinge 
v'ithin the Veſſel eſcaped on Lyve, the Goodes ſhould not from thence 
forthe be ſeaſed for Wrecke, which Ordinance notwithſtandinge (al- 
thoughe it had Force duringe his Reigne, and ought of Congruence to 
have enduren for ever) yet the Nobilitie and Owners of Land on the 
Sea-Shoare, more careful of their owne Gaine then Pitiful of other Mens 
Harmes, retourned after his Death to their old Maner. And this their 
unmerciful Covetiſe (as I thinke) provoked Eaw. I. by the Statut which 
we call Weſtminſter the firſt, to make Reſtitution of Kinge Hen. his Lawe, 
which alſo to this Day contynuethe, thoughe not ſo heavie againſt 
poore Men afflicted by Miſadventure of the Sea as that former Cu- 
ſtome was, yet neyther ſo eaſie as Chriſtian Charitie would, nor ſo fa- 
vourable as the Lawes of ſome other Countries do vouchſaufe ; how- 
beit, I will leave it, as a Thinge woorthye (amongeſt many others) of 
Reformation, when God ſhall gyve Tyme, and procede in my Purpoſe. 
Theare was at this Place a College, valued in the Recordes at 93 
Poundes by Yeare.

WI1TECHURCHE, Pprctince, Chron. Saxon. Mert. In the Tyme | 
of Kinge Etheldred, the Danes arryved in Hamſhyre, and in a Battaile tor.

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againſt theim, and flew Ethelward the Kinges High-Shyrife, and

Wũ TIN rox, pudiandun, Chron. Wigorn. I finde in an auncy- 
ent Chron. of the Churche of Worceſter, that one Mildred a Byſhop 
theare, gave to the ſame Sea the Land belonginge to the Monaſterie of 
Wudiandun, ſcituate upon the Ryver called Tilnorth.

That which at this Day is called tholde Parke at War- 
wie, was in the Dayes of Kinge Hen. I. named Wegnock, and was 
one of the firſt Parkes within this Realme, encloſed by Henry then 
Earle of Warwike, as in WoopsTocCKE before is alredy ſhewed,

WENTBRIDGE. Theare was ſometyme within this Realme an Or- 
dre of relligious Parſons, called regular Chanons of St. Sepulchres at 
Feruſalem, of which Sort theare was one Houle at Warwicke, an other 
at Thetford, the third at London, and the fourth at Wentbridge in [York- 


ſhire.) But as the Templers gave Place to the Hoſpitalers of St. Y 


of Feruſalem, ſo this Order yelded to the Friers of the Holie Trinitie, 
whether upon the Suſpicion of like Offence, in theimſelves over- 


throwinge theim, or thorow the Ambition and Avarice of thothers 


devouringe theim, I know not, and therfore. I dare not affirme. 


WREOXxHAL. Kinge TFhon; eyther of his owne Devotion, or by his 
Father's Injunction, erected thre relligious Places for Expiation of his 
Father's Faulte committed in Ro/amundes Companye, Beaulieu, God- 


ftow, and Wroxhal Priorie in Warwickſhyre. To the firſt he gave 326. 


Poundes of yearly Revennue, to the ſeconde 274, and to this 72. 


| Weccnurtwoop, A large Portion of the Countrye lyinge by Wocd- 
ftoc, extendinge toward Bri/tow, and beinge for the more part in Ox- 


fordſhyre : This Wood was ſo named (as I geſſe) by the Stoare of Wycha 
N that 
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that grew thearin. It was disforeſted by Kinge Rich. III. not longe af- 
ter ſuche Tyme as Edw IV. his Brother, had incorporated it to a For- 
reſt, I have alſo an auncient Perambulation of Wicked which in 
Tyme convenient for renuinge the Memorie of ſome Ryvers named 
therin, it ſhall not be amiſſe to inſert. 


WEIINCGCTON. A Ground in Shropſhyre endued with Libertie of 
Forreſt, as by the Perambulation ſhal appeare. 


WrSsTRIOG. A Parcel of Savernack Forreſt in Wilteſhyre, as by the 
Perambulation ſhal hearafter be declared at large. 


WyTNEy. A large Pariſhe, Part of Wichekoood Foreſt in Oxford- 
ſhyre, as by the Perambulation ſhal hearafter (God willinge) appeare. 
In the Dayes of ceremonial Religion they uſed at Yytney to ſet foorthe 
yearly in maner of a Shew, or Enterlude, the Reſurrection of our 
Lord and Saviour Chryſte, partly of Purpoſe to draw thyther ſome 
Concourſe of People that might ſpend their Money in the Towne, but 
cheiflie to allure by pleaſant Spectacle the comon Sort to the Likinge 
of Popiſhe Maumetrie; for the which Purpoſe, and the more lyvely 
thearby to exhibite to the Eye the hole Action of the Reſurrection, the 
Preiſtes garniſhed out certein ſmalle Puppets, repreſentinge the Parſons 
of Chriſte, the Watchmen, Marie, and others, amongeſt the which 
one bare the Parte of a wakinge Watcheman, who (eſpiinge Chriſt to 
ariſe) made a continual Noyce, like to the Sound that is cauſed by the 
Metinge of two Styckes, and was therof comonly called, Fack Snac- 
ker of Wytney. The like Toye I my ſelfe (beinge then a Chyld) once 
ſaw in Poules Churche at London, at a Feaſt of I hitſontyde, wheare the 
comynge downe of the Holy Goff was ſet forthe by a white Pi- 
gion, that was let to fly out of a Hole, that yet is to be ſene 
in the mydſt of the Roofe of the great lle, and by a longe 
Cenſer, which deſcendinge out of the ſame Place almoſt to the 
verie Grounde, was ſwinged up and downe at ſuche a Lengthe, that 
it reached with thone Swepe almoſt to the Weſt Gate of the Churche, 
and with the other to the Quyre Staires of the ſame, breathinge out 
over the whole Churche and Companie a moſt pleaſant Perfume of 
ſuche ſwete Thinges as burned thearin ; withe the like doome Shewes 
alſo, they uſed every whear to furniſhe ſondrye Partes of their Churche 
Service, as by their Spectacles of the Nativitie, Paſſion, and Aſcenſion 
of Chriſte, by their takinge of Aſhes, coveringe of Images, ſtrewinge of 
Flowers, bearinge of Palmes, ſoundinge of Clappers, beatinge on Bookes,

diſciplinge on the Heades and Handes, ceaſinge of Belles at one Tyme, 
and ſoundinge with Belles, Voyce, and Organs, like a black Sanctus at 
an other Tyme, hanginge out of Reliques, caryinge about of Sacra- 
ments, marchinge with Flag and Banner diſplayed, ſprinclinge of Wa- 
ter, dealinge of Bread, offeringe of the Pix, diſguiſinge in Garmentes, 
chaunginge of Tunes, bleſſinge of Byſhops, croſſinge of Preiſtes, cen- 
ſinge of Clerkes, and innumerable others: Upon the Sight of al which, 
a Man might reaſonably deame, that he ſay the Figure rather then the 
Truethe, the Shadowc then the Bodye, the ceremonial Lawe then the 
Comfort of the Goſpel, and finally Chriff rather played with then 
preached, and his Religion rather jeſted at then digeſted ; for (alas) 
what more Edification had the comon and unlearned Man by one of 
theiſe Pageants, eſpecially the ſame beinge eyther not opened at al, or 
elſe pronounced in a ſtraunge Language, then if he rather had beheld 


ſome ſolemne Feaſt and Sacrifice of the Fewes, perfourmed after their 


Rite and Language, whearof he underſtoade no Parte? Or what a- 
vayled it, not only to know, but to beleave alſo, that Chri/te was borne, 
ſuffered, and aroſe, (which notwithſtandinge is more then could wel 
be learned by theiſe domme Shewes) onleſs the Fruite of his Nativitie, 
Deathe, and Reſurrection be taken withal, and applyed to the Comfort 
of the Conſcience? Which, ſence true Faithe cometh by hearinge and 
not by ſeinge, is more then al the Spectacles in the Worlde can bringe 
to paſſe.

WokrNDEN, WANnswoRTHE, and WAaLcumsTowE, Kinge Willi- 
am the Conqueroure, amongeſt other Thinges that he gave to thabbay 
of Weſtminſter in Exchaunge for Windſore, left theim Wotenden, and 
WWanſworthe in Surrey, and confirmed the Graunt of Walumſtow in 


W1NDEANDERMER, Wonrwaldermere, Simeoni Dunelm. After the 
Slaughter of Alfwald, Kinge of Northumberland, (the maner wherof 
appeareth in SY TLESCHESTER) Ethelred beinge, as it is likely, aProcurer 
of the Murder, toke upon him the Kingedome, and bycauſe he feared 
that his Eſtate could not be. ſtable whiles A/fe and Al/wyn, the Chyl- 
dren of Alfwald, weare on lyve, havinge before burned his Conſcience 
with the Deathe of the Father, ſpared not to bathe his Handes in the 
Bloode of the Sons, wynninge theim by faire Speache from the Churche 
of Yorke, whearto they had fled for their Savegard as to a Sanctuarie, he 
depryved theim by foule Acte of their Lyves, at this Place in Kendale. 
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WHITINGHAM, Wintingham, Symeoni Dun. Amongeſt ſundrie ,, 
Fables deviſed about the wandringe with St. Cuthbertes Bodye, the E 
Chron. of Lindisf. and Symeon of Durham, have a Tale that St. Cuth-Symeon.Dun:
